further  to  request  the  Boards  to  state  without  Delay  whether  they  wish  to  tender  Evidence 
to  those  particular  Points ; 

I am  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  accordingly  to  request  that  you  will 
immediately  lay  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Union  the

that  wherever  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  desire  to  adduce  Evidence  before  the  Committee 
they  will  furnish  the  Commissioners  with  the  Names  and  Descriptions  of  the  proposed 
Witnesses  for  that  Pmpose.

- Meeting  of  the  Board  called  for  3d  March.  Unequal  Mode  of  levying 

the  Poor  Rates.  From  the  clearing  of  Estates  and  various  Causes 
the  Poor  are  now  congregated  in  our  Villages;  and  from  Electoral 
Divisions  of  those  Villages  Three  Rates  have  been  collected ; from 
the  Districts  to  which  the  Poor  should  belong  One  Rate  has  been 
collected.  Payment  of  Dispensary  Doctor  be  made  a Portion  of 
the  Poor  Tax.

- Recommending  that  Dispensaries  with  Beds,  and  Fever  Hospitals, 

attached  to  each  Union  Workhouse  in  Ireland,  to  be  defrayed  by 
Assessment  on  the  Union  at  large.  That  their  Medical  Attendant 
be  examined  as  a Witness  respecting  Medical  Charities. 

_ Circular  read.  No  Resolution. 

In  reply  to  a Letter  received  from  Lord  Clancarty  the  Guardians 
forwarded  to  his  Lordship  several  Suggestions  as  to  an  Amendment 
of  the  Poor  Law  Act;  and  as  they  do  not  consider  it  nqcessary  to 
make  any  Alterations  in  those  Suggestions,  they  do  not  wish  to 
repeat  them.  The  Chairman,  Lord  Courtown,  is  in  London,  and  a 
Member  of  the  Committee,  and  the  Guardians  consider  his  Lord- 
ship  can  give  all  the  Evidence  wished  for.  The  Guardians  in  their 
Letter  suggest  a Vagrant  Act ; better  Classification  of  Paupers ; 
Persons  of  bad  Character  from  the  more  respectable,  and  from  the 
Children.  Medical  Charities  supported  by  the  Poor  Rate,  and 
under  the  Control  of  the  Guardians.  An  Act  to  oblige  Fathers  of 
Bastard  Children  to  support  them.  Exemption  from  Workhouse 
Loan.  All  Magistrates  should  be  ex-officio  Guardians.  Two 
Years  Residence  required  to  fix  the  Claims  of  a Pauper  Person  on 
Electoral  Division. 

Salaries  of  Officers  should  be  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund. 
That  a Pauper  claiming  Admission  to  the  Workhouse  shall  have 
occupied  a Tenement  for  Three  Years  in  the  Electoral  Division, 
or  be  placed  to  the  Union  at  large.  Vagrant  Act.  Infirmaries  and 
Dispensaries  should  be  placed  under  the  Control  of  the  Guardians. 
Not  necessary  to  send  any  Witnesses  before  the  Select  Committee.

Act.  Poor  Rate  unconnected  with  Parliamentary  Franchise.

Rent-charges  or 
Annuities,  Mortgages,  Funded  Property,  not  taxed. 

- Medical  Charities  require  considerable  Reform,  but  until  a Measure 

is  prepared  for  that  Purpose  the  Guardians  have  no  Suggestions  to 
offer.  Requesting  that  any  Measure  adopted  by  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  may  be  submitted  for  their  Consideration  before  being 
made  Law. 

- Resolution  requesting  the  Chairman  of  the  Union  to  allow  himself 

to  be  examined,  and  that  Dr.  Brodie  be  requested  to  attend  in 
London  for  a similar  Purpose.

1st. — That  in  the  Opinion  of  this  Meeting  a Vagrancy  Act  of  some  Kind  is  called 
for,  in  order  to  put  a stop  to  the  Practice  of  public  Begging,  still  extensively  prevalent 
in  Ireland,  notwithstanding  the  Poor  Relief  Act. 

2d. — That  it  appearing  from  the  Books  of  this  Union  that  there  are  in  the  Work- 
house  at  present  no  fewer  than  Fifty-three  illegitimate  Children,  being  about  One 
Sixth  of  the  whole  Number  of  Children  in  the  House,  and  it  being  clearly  apparent 
that  the  Workhouse  is  thus  becoming  a Place  of  Refuge  for  these  unfortunate  Chil- 
dren, and  their  degraded  and  unfortunate  Mothers,  it  is  most  desirable  that  a Remedy 
should  be  found  which  would  have  the  Effect  of  checking  the  Evil ; and  this  Meeting 
is  of  opinion  that  Power  might  be  given  to  the  Guardians  to  proceed  against  the 
reputed  Father  for  Maintenance  of  the  Child  in  Cases  where,  in  addition  to  the  Oath 
of  the  Mother,  she  could  adduce  other  and  corroborative  Evidence  of  her  Claim. 

3d. — -That  in  the  Opinion  of  this  Meeting  it  would  be  desirable  that  some  uniform 
System  should  be  devised  with  reference  to  the  County  Medical  Institutions,  particu- 
larly Fever  Hospitals,  some  of  which  are  established  under  the  Poor  Relief  Act,  and 
supported  out  of  the  Rates,  whilst  others  are  under  the  Grand  Jury  Act,  and  sup- 
ported partly  by  County  Presentments,  which  operate  unequally,  and  to  the 
Disadvantage  of  those  Districts  which  support  their  Institutions  out  of  the  Rates. 

4th. — That  a general  Tenement  Valuation  of  Ireland  for  the  Purposes  of  local 
Taxation  is  much  required,  the  present  Poor  Law  Valuation  being  most  defective  and 
unsatisfactory. 

5th.— That  this  Meeting  recommends  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  suggest  to 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  now  sitting  on  the  Poor  Laws  of  Ireland,  that 
William  Paton,  Esquire,  our  Vice  Chairman,  be  summoned  to  give  Evidence  in 
support  of  the  foregoing  Resolutions. 

The  Subject  of  Equalization  of  Rate  having  been  brought  before  the  Board,  it  was 


moved, — 

That  the  present  System  of  charging  the  different  Electoral  Divisions  with  the  Cost  of 
Maintenance  of  those  Paupers  who  have  resided  therein  for  the  previous  Twelve  Months 
is  objectionable,  as  throwing  the  Burden  of  the  Rates  unequally  on  the  Towns  rela- 
tively to  the  rural  Districts : That  the  Equalization  of  the  Rate  would  tend  to  improve 
the  working  of  the  System  generally ; first,  by  the  great  Facilities  it  would  afford  on 
the  levying  of  the  Rates ; secondly,  by  the  vast  Saving  of  Trouble  of  keeping  and 
auditing  the  Union  Accounts ; third,  by  removing  the  Inducements  which  under  the 
present  System  exist  to  throw  Obstacles  in  the  way  of  Persons  seeking  Relief,  with 
the  view  of  keeping  down  the  Rate  on  particular  Divisions,  and  would  put  a Stop  to 
the  endless  Disputes  which  arise  in  the  Board  Room,  and  the  great  Waste  of  Time  in 
deciding  on  the  Division  to  which  the  Pauper  applying  for  Admission  is  to  be 
charged.

The  Board  then  having  proceeded  to  consider  the  Letter  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners, dated  20th  February  1846  (No.  98.),  relatve  to  a Resolution  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Laws  and 
Medical  Charities ; 

It  was  unanimously  resolved,  That  Admiral  Trench  be  requested  to  take  the  Trouble  of 
going  to  London,  and  of  representing  the  Opinion  of  this  Board  before  the  Committee  : 

And  it  was  further  resolved.  That  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  be  requested  to  take 
the  necessary  Steps  to  have  Admiral  Trench  summoned  before  the  Committee. 

This  Board  being  specially  convened  for  the  Purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  a 
Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  dated  the  20th  February  last,  communicating 
the  Resolution  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the 
Acts  relating  to  the  destitute  Poor  in  Ireland,  and  into  the  Operation  of  the  Medical 
Charities  in  Ireland,  and  requesting  this  Board  to  inform  said  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords  of  the  different  Points  on  which  this  Board  shall  consider  it  essential  to  call  their 
8 Attention, 
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Attention,  and  whether  they  wish  to  tender  Evidence  to  these  particular  Points,  it  was 

resolved  as  follows 

First. — That  we  consider  the  whole  Tenor  of  the  Poor  Laws  of  an  unnecessarily 
arbitrary  Character,  giving  unnecessary  and  unconstitutional  Power  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, which  invariably  leads  to  Abuse  in  the  Exercise  of  it;  but  our  sole  Object 
being  to  put  those  Laws  into  an  improved  State  without  Ketrospect,  we  do  not  wish  to 
adduce  any  Proof  beyond  what  must  grow  out  of  careful  Perusal  of  those  Laws. 

Second. — We  also  consider  those  Laws  too  restrictive  as  regards  the  Guardians  of 
the  Poor.  We  think  that  the  Officers  who  are  paid  by  the  Kate-payers,  more 
especially  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians,  should  be  under  the  exclusive  Control  of  the 
Guardians,,  ivho  are  Guardians  of  the  Property  of  those  who  are  taxed  for  the  Support 
of  the  destitute  Poor  as  well  as  of  those  to  be  so  supported ; and  we  feel  that  more 
discretionary  Power  given  to  the  Guardians  generally  would  have  beneficial  Effects ; 
as,  for  instance,  where  a small  Farmer  or  Labourer  is  able  to  support  a considerable 
Portion  of  a large  Family,  but  not  the  whole,  the  Guardians  are  not  allowed  to  give 
him  Assistance,  by  relieving  him  from  the  Support  of  a Part  till  they  shall  be  able  to 
assist  him.  by  their  Labour ; he  must  himself  come  into  the  Workhouse,  and  giving  up 
Ins  Land  is  thus  established  with  his  whole  Family  Paupers  for  Life,  and  Inmates  of 
the  Workhouse ; so,  if  a Man  seeking  Work  at  a Distance,  being  unable  to  find  it  at 
home,  the  Guardians  must  admit  his  Family  under  the  Plea  of  Desertion  by  him, 
though  it  is  not  the  Truth ; but  if  it  be  averred  that  he  is  absent  in  search  of  Means 
for.  their  future  Support,  the  Guardians  have  no  Discretion,  they  must  reject  their 
Suit;,  there  is  no  Kemedy  but  pauperising  the  whole  in  perpetuity. 

Third. — We  are  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  but  One  Kate  struck  in  each  Year ; 
that  it  should  be  struck  in  the  Month  of  September,  and  be  collected  in  the  Month  of 
November,  and  from  that  on.  Nothing  is  more  irksome  to  the  Eate-payer  than 
Uncertainty  as  to  the  Time  of  Collection. 

Fourth.— We  are  of  opinion  that  the  Law,  in  requiring  of  the  Clergy  that  they 
should  pay  more  Kate  than  any  other  Eate-payer,  acts  unjustly,  and  are  unanimous  in 
our  Opinion  that  this  Injustice  should  be  removed. 

Fifth. — We  consider  that  Taxation  ought  to  be  made  upon  one  uniform  Valuation 
throughout  all.  Ireland ; that  the  Government  Valuation  affords  the  Means  of  doing 
this,  and  that  it  should  be  adopted;  and  the  Laws  relating  to  Applotment  of  Grand 
Jury  Cess  should  be  extended  to  the  Taxation  for  the  Kelief  of  the  Poor,  whether 
under  the  Poor  Law  or  Medical  Charities,  but  retaining  for  these  the  present  System 
of  Division  of  Taxation  between  the  Occupiers  and  Owners  of  the  Land.  This  would 
prevent  the  Necessity  for  employing  Valuators ; and  while  it  gave  Uniformity  in  the 
Basis  of  all  Taxation  upon  Land,  would  enable  the  Eate-payer  to  satisfy  himself  that 
he  was  taxed  in  fair  Proportion  upon  that  Basis.  In  this  Case  the  Applotment  for 
Grand  Jury  Cess  should  declare  the  Value  of  each  Holding,  whether  of  Land  or 
House,  or  both,  and  Cess  or  Eate  should  be  a Poundage  upon  that  Value,  and  there 
should  be  One  Valuation  Applotment  for  all  Purposes. 

Sixth. — We  consider  that  no  sufficient  Care  can  be  taken  in  the  Workhouses  of 
Children  under  Seven  Years  of  Age,  and  that  therefore  none  should  be  admissible  to 
them  under  that  Age,  unless  accompanied  by  their  Mothers,  and  to  remain  only  while 
their  Mothers  remain ; but  that  Provision  might  be  made  for  such  as  are  motherless  by 
the  Grand  Juries,  as  is  done  as  to  Foundlings,  till  they  shall  arrive  at  that  Age ; and 
to  such  as  had  been  so  provided  for  to  that  Age  Admission  to  the  Workhouse  should 
be  matter  of  course  if  sought  for  by  those  having  Care  of  them  when  they  shall  have 
attained  that  Age. 

Seventh. — We  consider  that,  notwithstanding  the  Erection  of  Workhouses  for  the 
Kelief  of  the  destitute  throughout  the  Country,  the  Farmer’s  Charity  is  as  much 
taxed,  the  Health  of  his  Family  as  much  exposed  to  Danger,  and  his  Property  made 
liable  to  Pilfer  by  strolling  Beggars,  as  it  ever  was,  while  our  Towns  are  full  of  them. 
For  this  we  see  no  Kemedy  but  a Vagrant  Act;  and  this  we  would  recommend  to  be 
passed. 

Eighth.— That  in  respect  to  Medical  Charities  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  present 
Law  is  unjust  in  Principle,  inasmuch  as  it  only  gives  Kelief  where  private  Subscrip- 
tion is  made,  thus  making  the  Kule,  that  the  more  impoverished  the  District  the  less 
it  shall  be  assisted,  while  it  taxes  these  poorer  Districts  for  Medical  Assistance  to 
those  more  favourably  circumstanced,  though  no  Benefit  arises  to  them  from  that  Taxa- 
tion. We  consider  it  unjust,  too,  that  it  should  be  left  optional  with  Land  or  House 
Holders  to  contribute  to  this  Branch  of  Belief  to  the  Poor,  and  not  so  as  regards  those 
coming  under  the  Poor  Laws.  The  System,  too,  is  one  without  Uniformity,  Control, 
or  Inspection,  open  to  Abuse,  and  greatly  abused.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion 
that  an  entire  new  System  should  be  created ; that  a Medical  Board  of  first-rate  pro- 
fessional Men  shoulu  oe  formed  by  the  Crown ; that  they  should  have  Superintendence 
over  every  public  Medical  Charity  in  Ireland,  Workhouses  and  Lunatic  Asylums 
included ; that  for  this  Purpose  they  should  have  Inspectors  of  high  Abilities  under 
them,  who  should  inspect  at  frequent,  but  uncertain  Times ; that  Ireland  should  be 
divided  into  Dispensai-y  Districts  of  about  Seven  Miles  Kadius  from  the  Dispensary, 
but  varying  as  Circumstances  might  require ; that  to  each  Dispensary  Two  Booms, 
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holding  not  exceeding  Porn  Beds  in  each,  should  be  attached  as  a Hospital  for  non- 
infections  Cases;  that  the  Medical  Attendants  to  these  Establishments  dionld  pass  a 
strict  Examination  as  to  Qualifications  before  this  Medical  Board;  but  the 
refrain  from  further  Detail,  which  would  lead  them  into  great  Length,  requestmg  that 
Bear  Admiral  the  Honourable  William  Le  Peer  Trench,  One  of our  BoSwho  has 
given  this  Subject  much  Consideration,  and  who  has  seen  the  bad  Effects  wiling  out 
If  the  present  System,  and  the  great  Benefit  derived  from  even  partial  Improvements 
thereon,  may  be  examined  before  their  Lordships  Committee  thereon.

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Answers  of  Boards  of  the  Guardians,  who  it  would  appear  are  mere  Instruments  in  the  Hands  of  the  Com- 
of  Guardians.  missioners,  we  trust  such  Amendments  will  be  made  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  the 

Guardians  such  just  Authority  as  may  insure  the  Respect  due  to  their  Position  : 

That  although  we  feel  it  not  to  be  immediately  connected  with  the  Subject  of  the  present 
Inquiry,  we  cannot  avoid  calling  your  Lordships  Attention  to  the  gross  Injustice  of  making 
the  Unions  in  Ireland  responsible  for  the  reckless  and  extravagant  Outlay  in  building  the 
Workhouses,  over  which  the  Guardians  had  no  Control,  which  are  unsuited  to  the  Country, 
and  from  the  imperfect  Manner  in  which  they  were  built  have  been  in  many  Instances  con- 
tinued Sources  of  Expense  to  the  Unions,  in  Alterations  and  Repairs,  and,  should  the  Repay- 
ment of  the  Loans  be  insisted  on,  will  greatly  increase  the  already  very  heavy  Rates 
required  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  add  to  the  Discontent  and  Anger  already  engendered 
among  the  Rate-payers,  by  the  Feeling  that  after  an  enormous  Expenditure  the  very 
least  Benefit  is  afforded  to  the  Class  for  whose  Support  it  was  intended  : 

With  regard  to  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland,  it  appears  to  us  extremely  desirable  that 
they  should  be  placed  on  a more  permanent  Footing  than  the  present  precarious  and 
uncertain  Mode  of  Support ; but  that  in  a Country  so  assailed  by  Poverty  as  Ireland  con- 
fessedly is,  they  should  be  supported  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund,  and  that  Institutions

follows : — 

We  recommend  that  Boards  of  Guardians  should  be  empowered  to  build  or  provide  in 
each  Union  an  Hospital  for  contagious  Disease  adequate  to  the  Wants  of  the  Union. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

There  should  be  a resident  Medical  Officer  or  House  Surgeon  in  every  such  Fever 
Hospital,  who  might  also  act  as  Apothecary  for  the  Hospital  and  Workhouse. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

The  District  Medical  Attendants  should  be  ex-officio  Wardens,  as  far  as  Workhouse 
Fever  Hospitals  are  concerned ; and  in  order  to  lessen  the  Delay  and  Danger  to  the  Patients 
and  the  Public,  the  Certificate  of  such  District  Medical  Officer  should  be  a sufficient 
Warrant  for  the  Reception  of  Fever  Patients  into  these  Hospitals. 

Agreed  to,  but  not  unanimously. 

We  recommend  that  the  Cost  of  maintaining  the  Patients  admitted  to  these  Workhouse 
Fever  Hospitals  should  be  charged  to  the  Union  at  large. 

Agreed  to,  not  unanimously. 

We  again  complan  of  the  Evils  inflicted  on  this  Union  by  the  System  of  removing 
Paupers  compulsorily  from  England  and  Scotland  to  Ireland.  We  believe  that  the  Pro- 
positions of  Sir  Robert  Peel  as  to  a Five  Years  industrial  Residence  forming  a Settlement 
in  England  and  Scotland,  if  carried  out  and  applied  to  Irish  Paupers,  would  be  a great 
Amendment ; but  it  should  further  be  compulsory  on  the  Authorities  so  removing  poor 
Persons  to  convey  them  to  then-  Places  of  Birth  or  Residence,  and  not  abandon  them,  as  at 
present,  at  the  nearest  Irish  Seaport. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

If  the  present  System  of  Divisional  Charge  be  continued,  the  Residence  for  Chargeability 
should  be  an  industrial  and  not  a pauper  or  mendicant  Residence,  or  a Qualification  made 
up  in  part  of  Residence  in  our  Gaols  or  in  our  public  charitable  Institutions,  which  are 
open  to  Strangers  as  well  as  Inhabitants. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

Boards  of  Guardians  should  be  empowered  to  apprentice  out  Workhouse  Children  who 
may  be  Orphans  or  whose  Parents  have  deserted  them. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

We  would  also  call  the  Attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  Encouragement  given  by  the 
Irish  Poor  Relief  Act  to  Bastardy,  with  the  view  of  providing  a Remedy.  Should  the 
Lords  Committee  deem  Evidence  on  these  Points  necessary,  we  will  forward  the  Names  of 
the  Persons  whom  we  would  wish  should  be  examined. 

That  the  above  Recommendations  of  the  Board’s  Committee  be  now  confirmed  and 
adopted  by  this  Board.

(Read.)  

Circular  Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  stating  that  the  Select  Committee 
appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief 
of  the  destitute  Poor,  and  into  the  Operation  of  the  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  having  by 
a Resolution,  of  which  a Copy  is  annexed  in  Circular,  called  upon  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners forthwith  to  communicate  to  the  several  Boards  of  Guardians  of  Unions  in  Ireland 
the  Desire  of  the  Committee  to  be  informed  of  the  different  Points  to  which  the  said 
Boards  shall  consider  it  essential  to  call  their  Attention ; and  further  to  request  the  Boards 
to  state  without  Delay  whether  they  wish  to  tender  Evidence  to  those  particular  Points, 
and  directing  that  the  Desire  of  the  Committee  expressed  in  their  Resolution  be  immediately 
laid  before  the  Belfast  Board,  and  request  that  wherever  the  Board  of  Guardians  may 
desire  to  adduce  Evidence  before  the  Committee  they  will  furnish  the  Commissioners  with 
the  Names  and  Descriptions  of  the  proposed  Witnesses  for  that  Purpose. 

The  Committee  of  this  Board  appointed  to  consider  the  Resolution  by  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  report  and  recommend  as  follows : — 

We  recommend  that  Boards  of  Guardians  should  be  authorized  to  build  or  provide 
in  each  Union  an  Hospital  for  contagious  Disease  sufficient  for  the  Wants  of  the 
Union. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

There  should  be  a resident  Medical  Man  in  every  such  Fever  Hospital,  who  might 
also  act  as  Apothecary  for  the  Hospital  and  Workhouse. 

Agreed  to  unanimously. 

The  District  Medical  Attendants  should  be  ex-officio  Wardens,  as  far  as  Workhouse 
Fever  Hospitals  are  concerned;  and  in  order  to  lessen  the  Delay  and  Danger  to  the 
Patients  and  the  Public,  the  Certificate  of  such  District  Medical  Officer  should  be  a. 
sufficient  Warrant  for  the  Reception  of  Fever  Patients  into  these  Hospitals. 

Agreed  to,  though  not  unanimously. 

We  recommend  that  the  Cost  of  maintaining  the  Patients  admitted  to  these 
Workhouse  Fever  Hospitals  should  be  charged  to  the  Union  at  large.

Resolved  unanimously,  That  this  Board  is  decidedly  of  opimou  that  if  the  Medical 
Charities  of  every  Description,  including  Dispensaries,  which  are  considered  a Mockery  as 
at  present  constituted,  were  under  the  Management  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians,  subject  to 
the^ Direction  and  Control  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  and  that  the  Expense  of  these 
Medical  Charities  were  charged  to  the  Rates,  and  the  Rates  levied  off  the  Landlords  m the 
first  instance,  with  a Power  given  to  them  to  recover  from  the  Occupier  their  due  Propor- 
tion of  said  Rates,  as  in  the  Case  of  the  Tithe  Rent-charge  a great  deal  if  not  dl  the 
Hatred  and  Objections  to  those  Institutions  would  be  removed,  inasmuch  as  the  Collision 
between  Collectors  and  the  Poor  Rate-payers,  consequent  on  the  Collection,  would  be 
dispensed  with,  and  the  Expense  of  Collection  greatly  diminished,  if  not  wholly  removed.

incurred  by  the  Erection  of  the  Establishment  were  defrayed  by  Government.  This  is  an 
Opinion  we  are  positive  in  which  the  entire  Boards  of  Guardians  throughout  Ireland  will 
fu]jy  concur,  and  one  which  we  trust  will  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Select 
Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords.

The  following  Draft  of  a Petition  to  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury  was  read  by 
the  Chairman,  and  adopted  by  the  Board : 

The  Petition  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Carrickmacross  Union, 
Respectfully  showeth,  , 

That  your  Petitioners,  in  the  Performance  of  then-  Duties  as  Guardians  of  the  said  Union, 
have  imposed  heavy  Rates  upon  the  Occupiers  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  throughout  the 
said  Union,  which  Rates  amount  in  the  present  Year  to  lOd.  in  the  Pound  in  some  Instances, 
upon  a Valuation  greatly  exceeding  that  made  by  the  Government,  which,  together  with  an 
extravagant  County  Cess  levied  Twice  in  the  Year,  form  a burdensome  and  oppressive 
7 Charge 
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Charge  upon  the  People  of  this  Union;  and  those  Assessments  have  been  collected  under  Answers  of  Boards 
great  Embarrassments  and  Difficulties.  of  Guardians. 

But,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  Rates  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Paupers  and  an  

expensive  Establishment,  your  Petitioners  have  now  been  required  to  pay  the  Loan  Com- 
missioners, within  a short  Period,  the  Sum  of  4647.,  being  Part  of  a Sum  of  6,6007.  paid 
from  the  Treasury  for  building  the  Workhouse. 

Those  yearly  Sums,  if  compulsorily  raised,  will  create  a large  Addition  to  the  Burdens 
already  so  severely  felt  by  the  Population,  and  cannot  fail  of  producing  a serious  Amount 
of  Discontent  with  the  whole  System  of  the  Poor  Law  in  Ireland,  your  Petitioners  being 
of  opinion  that  the  Rate-payers  sustained  their  former  Burdens  under  the  Hope  that  they 
should  not  be  called  upon  for  Payment  of  the  Building  Expenses. 

Your  Petitioners  have  good  Reason  to  believe  that  a System  of  local  Taxation  so 
onerous  as  here  described  will,  if  persevered  in,  compel  many  of  the  Rate-payers  in  several 
Unions  to  resist  the  Payment  of  said  Rates,  and  particularly  as  they  have  been  already 
subject  to  the  Payment  of  various  and  large  Sums  expended  in  Repairs  and  Alterations 
consequent  on  the  imperfect  Manner  in  which  the  Workhouse  was  originally  constructed. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  pray.  That  your  Lordships  may  direct  the  Payment  of 
the . aforesaid  Sum  to  be  taken  from  the  Consolidated  Fund ; and  your 
Petitioners  ask  the  Boon  on  the  Ground  of  the  great  Superiority  of 
Wealth  in  the  Sister  Country,  and  the  Millions  annually  remitted  from 
Ireland  to  Absentee  Proprietors,  which  Sums  being  spent  in  the  Sister 
Country  greatly  increases  the  Poverty  of  the  People  of  Ireland.

Castlederg  Union,  County  Tyrone, 

My  Lord,  2^d  January  1846. 

I had  the  Honour  of  laying  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Castlederg  Union 
your  Letter  of  23d  Dec.  ultimo,  wishing  for  our  Opinion  respecting  the  Operation  of  the 
Poor  Law,  and  that  of  the  Improvement  of  the  Poor  Law  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the 
sick  Poor  in  Ireland. 

It  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  that  a Law  for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicancy  should 
be  enacted  by  the  Legislature,  as  the  full  carrying  out  of  the  present  Law  is  impeded  by 
the  Rate-payers  preferring  to  support  the  travelling  Poor  by  Alms-giving,  rather  than  by 
the  Payment  of  Rate.  Another  Cause  which  the  Majority  of  this  Board  considers  injurious 
to  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law  is  the  Divisional  Charges,  as  they  consider  Relief  would 
be  given  to  a greater  Extent  were  all  charged  on  the  Union  at  large. 

With  respect  to  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  sick  Poor,  this  Board  agrees  with  the  Report 
given  by  the  Land  Commissioners ; and  we  insert  the  Paragraph  in  that  Report  for  your 
Lordship’s  Information.  _ . 

“ When  the  regular  Collection  of  the  Poor  Rate  shall  be  firmly  established,  we  think  the 
“ charitable  Institutions  may  derive  their  Funds  from  that  Source  more  properly  than  from 
“ the  County  Rate ; this  will  introduce,  also,  a much  more  equable  Division  of  the  Amount 
“ between  Occupier  and  Owner,  and  a fan  Proportion  will  fall  on  the  Absentee.  W e do 
“ not  by  this  Proposal  mean  that  those  Institutions  be  placed  under  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
« missioners.  By  the  Appointment  of  Auditors  of  Accounts,  quite  separate  from  the 
« Assistant  Commissioners,  such  a Change  has  been  made  as  will  enable  the  Accounts  to 
“ be  placed  under  those  Officers,  without  at  all  rendering  it  necessary  that,  the  Superin- 
“ tendence  and  Control  of  the  Institutions  be  vested  in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners ; but 
“ it  would  be  .a  great  Improvement  in  the  System  if  these  Auditors  were  appointed  by 
« Government,  and  there  were  a Power  of  Appeal  to  the  Chief  Remembrancer  from  their 
et  Decision.” 

This  Board  would  further  recommend,  that  all  Medical  Relief  to  the  sick  Poor  be  supplied 
in  and  by  each  Union  respectively  under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians, 
regulated  and  controlled  by  a Medical  Charities  Board  sitting  in  Dublin,  with  proper 
Medical  Inspection. 

1st,  Dispensaries ; 2d,  Fever  Hospitals ; 3d,  Infirmaries. 

The  Establishment  of  these  Institutions  to  be  compulsory  on  the  Boards  of  Guardians. 
Dispensaries  and  Fever  Hospitals  already  exist  to  nearly  the  Extent  required,  and  Infir- 
maries may  be  easily  and  cheaply  supplied,  by  . providing  Wards  for  those  contagious  Diseases 
and  Accidents  in  the  several  Workhouses.  The  present  County  Infirmaries  may  be  used  as 
Infirmaries  for  their  respective  Unions.

to  support  those  Points,  as  well  as  the  Report  of  the  14th  of  January  1846,  already 
forwarded  to  his  Lordship. 

To  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Leinster,  Chairman,  and  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
Celbridge. 

We,  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  Letter  of  the  Earl  of 
Clancarty,, addressed  to  this  Board  on  the  Subject  of  the  Medical  Charities,  and  the  Improve- 
ment of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute,  beg  leave  to,  state  that  we  have  maturely 
considered  the  same,  and  in  doing  so  the  Five  following  Cases  occur  to  us  as  most  deserving 
of  Consideration ; viz. 

First,  The’  State  of  the  Medical  Charities. 

Secondly,  An  Uniformity  of  Rate,  or  a more  equitable  Formation  of  the  several 
Electoral  Divisions  than  at  present  exists. 

Thirdly,  The  many  Cases  of  .Bastardy  that  occur. 

Fourthly,  The  arbitary  Dismissal  of  Officers. 

Fifthly,  The  State  of  the  Building. 

And  first,  with  respect  to  the  Medical  Charities,  we  are  of  opinion  that  much  Benefit 
would  arise  by  their  being  placed  on  a Footing  different  from  what  at  present  exists 
throughout  this  County,  and  that  in  lieu  of  the  present  County  Infirmary,  and  the  several 
Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  now  existing.  One  General  Hospital  should  be  established 
in  each  Union,  under  proper  Medical  Superintendence,  and  supported  by  the  Union  at 
large,  where  Patie.nts  labouring  under  Fever,  Accidents,  chronic  Cases,  & c.,  would  be 
admissible,  as  well  as  such  Number  of  Branch  Dispensaries  as  to  the  Guardians  may 
appear  necessary;  the  latter  to  be  supported  by  the  Electoral  Divisions  in  which  they 
were  established. 

Secondly,  We  also  beg  leave  to  state,  that  on  the  Formation  of  this  Union,  as  well  as 
several  others,  sufficient  Attention  was  not  paid  to  the  Formation  of  the  different  Electoral 
Divisions,  by  adapting  the  Area  and  Value  to  the  Population,  and  in  consequence  many  of 
the  smaller  Electoral  Divisions,  with  Towns  situate  therein,  abounding  in  Pauper  Population, 
have  to  contribute  Treble  the  Amount  of  Rate  that  the  larger  Electoral  Divisions  of  great 
Area,  great  Value,  and  very  small  Population  do.  W e therefore  recommend,  and  in  doing  so 
we  believe  it  to  be  the  almost  if  not  the  unanimous  Opinion  of  this  Board  of  Guardians,  that 
One  uniform  Rate  for  the  whole  Union  would  be  most  satisfactory ; and  we  are  convinced 
that  a great  deal  of  the  Jealousy  and  bad  Feeling  that  exists  to  the  Payment  of  the  Rate, 
by  reason  of  its  Inequality,  would  be  got  rid  of ; that  a better  Attendance  of  Guardians 
would  be  obtained,  for  this  Reason,  that  those  of  the  larger  Divisions  who  are  lightly  rated, 
and  who  seldom  attend,  think  they  would  not  be  better  off  if  they  were  to  do  so ; whereas 
if  it  were  an  uniform  Rate  it  would  be  the  Interest  of  all  to  keep  them  as  low  as  possible, 
and  the  Establishment  could  be  supported,  as  we  have  demonstrated,  by  a Rate  that  would 
be  unobjectionable  to  any  rational  Person  in  the  Union.  We  drew  the  Attention  of 
the  Commissioners  repeatedly  to  this  Subject,  and  at  One  Time  were  led  to  suppose  our 
Object  would  have  been  obtained ; but  the  Commissioners,  without  any  sufficient  Reason, 
declined  to  proceed  in  the  Matter,  and  left  us  without  Redress.  We  beg  to  refer  to  our 
Correspondence,  which  can  be  furnished,  if  required. 

Thirdly,  Another  great  Evil  in  the  working  of  the  Law  is,  the  numerous  Claims  for 
Admission  by  unmarried  Women,  avowedly  for  the  sole  Purpose  of  being  attended  in  their 
Confinement.  The  Admission  of  such  Females  tends  greatly  to  the  Demoralization  of  the 
other  Inmates  of  the  House,  and  we  would  recommend  when  such  Characters  are  admitted 
that  a strict  Separation  should  be  enforced.  We  would  suggest  also,  that  when  satisfactory 
Evidence  was  laid  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  Magistrates  in  Petty  Sessions  as  to 
who  were  the  Fathers  of  Children  bom  under  such  Circumstances,  Powers  should  be 
granted  to  enable  the  Guardians  to  recover  certain  Portion  of  the  Expense  of  maintaining 
said  Women  and  Children  from  the  Fathers. 

Fourthly,  Cases  have  arisen  (not  in  this  Union,  but  in  some  others,)  where  Officers 
have  been  dismissed  by  the  Commissioners  for  Faults  which,  on  Inquiry  before  Board  of 
Guardians,  were  not  of  that  Magnitude  that  required  Dismissal.  We  are  therefore  of 
opinion,  that  in  any  Case  where  a Board  of  Guardians  is  unanimous,  either  for  Dismissal 
or  Non-dismissal,  the  Commissioners  should  not  have  the  Power  to  act  against  that  Decision, 
unless  upon  the  Case  being  laid  fully  before  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Secretary,  and 
their  Sanction  had  thereon. 

Fifthly,  The  very  shameful  Manner  in  which  this  Building  was  executed,  by  a Man 
incompetent  to  the  Task,  without  real  Security,  requires  serious  Revision.  Remonstrance 
upon  Remonstrance  was  made  to  the  Commissioners  by  the  Guardians  during  the  Execution 
of  the  Works,  -without  the  least  Redress  or  Remedy  ; and  now,  though  the  House  is  but 
little  more  than  Four  Years  open,  we  may  say  it  is  in  a State  of  Decay;  in  heavy 
Rains,  accompanied  with  Wind,  the  Rain  literally  runs  through  the  Walls,  especially  in  the 
Dormitories  and  along  the  Floors,  so  as  often  to  oblige  the  Beds  of  the  Inmates  to  be 
removed ; the  Joists  and  Beams  which  now  rest  in  the  Wall  will  very  soon  be  totally 
decayed,  and  a very  heavy  Outlay  have  to  be  incurred.

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Whether  these  Defects  arise  from  the  Incapacity  of  the  Architect  or  the  Incompetency 
of  the  Contractor,  or  from  both  combined,  we  conceive  the  Commissioners  are  in  Duty 
bound  to  remedy  the  Defects,  without  putting  this  Union  to  the  Expense,  they  having 
token  the  Responsibility  on  themselves,  without  allowing  the  Guardians  to  interfere,  or 
without  attending  to  their  Complaints.

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  Besolution  be  adopted,  and  forwarded  to 
the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Lords  Committee  : — 

That  the  Powers  conferred  by  the  Poor  Law  Acts  upon  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners 
are  excessive,  while  the  Guardians  are  deprived  of  all  Power,  and  the  principal  Officers  of 
the  Workhouse  are  made  wholly  independent  of  them;  and  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  any 
Besolution  adopted  by  Three  Fourths  of  the  Guardians  of  a Union  should  not  be  dis- 
allowed by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners.  That  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have 
exercised  their  Power  in  an  arbitrary  Manner  in  many  Instances  in  this  Union,  and  that 
we  are  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  a separate  Commissioner  or  Board  of  Supervision 
for  Ireland,  composed  of  Men  acquainted  with  her  local  Circumstances,  and  the  Characters 
and  Habits  of  her  People. 

That  the  Provisions  for  charging  each  Electoral  Division  with  the  Expenses  of  the  Poor 
have  proved  unjust,  unequal,  and  oppressive ; and  that  all  the  Expenses  of  the  Workhouse 
should  be  borne  by  a uniform  Bate  upon  the  whole  Union. 

That  it  is  manifestly  unjust  that  Landlords  deriving  Bents  from  Lands  or  Buildings 
used  for  public  or  charitable  Purposes  should  be  exempt  from  Payment  of  Poor  Bate,  and 
that  such  Landlords  should  be  rated  in  proportion  to  their  Bents  or  Profits  arising  from 
such  Lands  or  Buildings. 

That  the  defective  State  of  the  Laws  for  the  Support  of  deserted  Children  in  Dublin, 
so  often  in  vain  pressed  on  the  Attention  of  the  Irish  Government,  requires  immediate 
Amendment ; and  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  Provision  should  be  made  from  the  Poor 
Bate  for  the  Maintenance  and  Support  of  such  Children,  with  Nurses,  in  the  Country. 

That  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  conduce  to  the  better  working  of  the  Poor  Law  to 
dispense  with  ex-officio  Guardians,  and  have  the  Management  of  Workhouses  placed 
• wholly  under  the  Control  of  elective  Guardians. 

That  the  present  System  of  Poor  Law  Election  is  extremely  defective,  there  being  no 
adequate  Check  on  the  Creation  of  fraudulent  or  fictitious  Claims  and  Proxies ; and  the 
Collection  of  V oting  Papers  gives  an  undue  Advantage  to  one  Party  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  Votes  given,  which  might  be  obviated  by  the  Votes  being  returned  on  sealed 
Papers. 

That  this  Union  is  unfairly  burdened  with  the  Numbers  of  destitute  Poor  sent  back 
from  England,  an  industrial  Besidence  of  several  Years  there  giving  them  no  Claim  for 
Support  there,  while  the  mere  Fact  of  their  landing  at  the  North  Wall  is  deemed  sufficient 
for  charging  them  to  the  North  Dublin  Union. 

That  we  have  Beason  to  know  that  Landlords  refuse  in  many  Instances  to  allow  their 
Tenants  their  Proportion  of  Poor  Bates  on  Payment  of  then-  Bents,  and  that  we  are  of 

opinion 
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opinion  that  the  Landlord’s  Franchise,  as  a Poor  Law  Elector;  should  be  made  dependent 
on  his  having  allowed  the  Poor  Rate  to  his  Tenant. 

That  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  principal  Expenses  of  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  should 
be  charged  upon  the  Poor  Rates;  that  those  Institutions  should  be  placed  under  the 
Management  of  Committees  appointed  by  the  Guardians,  encouraging  at  the  same  Time 
private  Subscriptions,  by  giving  Subscribers  a Share  in  their'  Management  and  Superin- 
tendence.

Ordered,  That  the  Consideration  of  this  Communication  be  deferred  till  this  Day  Week ; 
and  that  the  Clerk  do  call  a Meeting  of  the  whole  Board  for  that  Purpose.

Copy  Resolutions  entered  into  at  Meeting  of  Guardians  held  on  the  5th  March  1846,  on 
the  Subject  of  the  Inquiries  making  by  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Operations  of  the  Poor  Laws,  Medical  Charities,  and 
County  Cess  in  Ireland. 

Resolved,  That  it  would  be  a great  Improvement  in  the  Poor  Relief  Act  that  a Clause 
should  be  introduced  to  empower  Unions  to  equalize  the  Rates,  so  that  they  may  be  levied 
off  the  Union  at  large,  instead  of  the  Electoral  Division,  as  is  by  the  present  Law ; the 
Adoption  of  this  Clause  to  be  optional  with  the  Guardians,  under  the  Sanction  of  the  Poor 
Law  Commissioners. 

Resolved,  That  the  Names  of  Thomas  Eyre,  Esquire,  Y.C.,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Gren,  be 
forwarded  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  as  the  Persons  selected  by  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians to  give  Evidence  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  the  Points  con- 
nected with  their  Inquiries.

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  26th  February  1846 
(Circular  read.) 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner’s  be  informed  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  this 
Union  have  already  communicated  the  Amendments  they  consider  necessary  in  the  above 
Matter  to  the  Earl  of  Clancarty ; and  that  the  Chairman,  R.  Uniacke,  Esquire,  is  the 
fittest  Person  to  be  summoned  to  give  Evidence. 


To  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Clancarty. 

My  Lord, 

In  answer  from  the  Dungarvan  Board  of  Guardians  to  your  Lordship’s  Circular,  request- 
ing to  know  what  Amendments  they  recommend  in  the  present  Poor  Law  Act  for 
Ireland ; 

First,  The  whole,  or  at  least  Half  the  Building  Expenses,  to  be  remitted,  inasmuch  as 
the  Government  and  the  Commissioners  committed  in  their  Proceedings  in  building  great 
Waste  of  Money ; so  much  so,  that  the  present  Buildings  would,  if  left  to  the  Management 
of  the  Guardians,  be  built  for  considerably  less  than  Half  the  Sum  paid  by  Government ; 
the  Buildings  would  be  more  substantial,  lasting,  and  Water-tight. 

Second,  That  the  Electoral  Division  System  of  Charge  for  the  Poor  is  working  unjustly ; 
inasmuch  as  in  this  Union,  the  Town  of  Dungarvan,  and  the  Country  Part  attached  to  it 
as  an  Electoral  Division,  is  unjustly  swamped  by  this  Regulation.  The  idle,  the  lazy,  the 
Beggar,  and  the  rejected  of  every  Part  of  the  Union,  flock  into  Dungarvan,  where  they  get 
cheap  weekly  Lodgings ; say,  whole  Families  for  3d.  to  6d.  a Week  for  a Bed  Place,  The 
Husband  loitei'ing  about  for  daily  Labour,  the  Wife  and  Children  prowling  about  the 
Country  begging,  in  this  Way  make  out  a Livelihood.  Those  weekly  Lodgers,  having  no 
fixed  Lodgings,  after  Twelve  Months  or  more  Casual  lodging  Residence  of  this  Kind  are, 
under  the  Act,  liable  to  be  charged  on  this  Electoral  Division.  The  Paupers  in  the  House 
at  present  charged  on  the  Dungaiwan  Electoral  Division  consist  of  more  than  Half  the 
whole  Number  in  the  House,  Nine  Tenths  Of  which  are  those  rambling  weekly  Lodgers, 
Husband,  Wife,  and  Children. 

Another  Electoral  Division,  Ballylanheen,  near  the  Copper  Mines  of  Bunmahon. 
Strangers  flock  there  to  work  at  those  Mines.  The  Number  of  those  Strangers  charged  on 
that  Electoral  Division  are  also  very  large.  Very  few  Natives  of  this  Division  in  the  House. 
There  are  Fifteen  Electoral  Divisions,  Thirteen  of  which  have  large  Balances  in  their 
Favour  from  Two  Rates  of  10rl.  each  in  the  Pound,  while  Dungarvan  and  Ballylanheen 
Electoral  Divisions  will  require  Two  Rates  of  lOcZ.  each  in  the  Pound  to  equalize  them  with 
the  other  Thirteen  Electoral  Divisions.  The  great  Bulk  of  those  Persons  now  in  the  House, 
and  charged  to  Dungarvan  particularly,  are  originally  from  those  other  Thirteen  Electoral 
Divisions,  and  some  Strangers ; those  from  Ballylanheen  entirely  Strangers.  To  remedy  this 
Injustice  the  whole  Paupers  should  be  charged  on  the  Union  at  large.  If  this  cannot  be 
done,  those  rambling  weekly  or  monthly  Lodgers  should  be  charged  on  the  Electoral 
Division  they  originally  came  from,  or,  if  Strangers,  charged  on  the  Union  at  large,  and  a 
Liberty  to  the  Guardians  to  give  some  trifling  Means  to  remove  rambling  Strangers  to  their 
own  Residence. 

Third,  That  the  Clause  imposes  a great  and  unnecessary  Expense  on  the  Electoral 
Division  or  Union,  when  a Husband  having  a Wife  and  Family  is  disabled  or  otherwise 
afflicted,  and  cannot  labour,  that  he  cannot  be  taken  into  the  House  if  he  does  not  bring  in 
an  able-bodied  Wife  and  Five  to  Eight  Children.  The  same  with  the  Wife ; if  she  is 
disabled  she  cannot  cOme  into  the  House  without  bringing  in  her  able-bodied  Husband  and 
Children. 

It  frequently  occurs  that  the  Husband  or  Wife,  as  the  Case  may  be,  would  prefer 
staying  to  try  by  begging  or  any  other  Means  to  support  themselves. 

We  have  many  Families  in  the  House  under  those  Circumstances.  The  Husband  or  Wife 
in  a very  destitute  Way.  To  remedy  this,  the  Guardians  should  have  a discretionary 
Power  to  let  in  One  of  the  Family,  if  it  appear  to  a Majority  of  the  Board  that  the 
Husband  or  Wife  be  a fit  Object  for  the  House.  This  would  relieve  the  Pressure  on  the 
House ; and  of  whole  Families  of  able-bodied  and  willing  Persons  to  stay  out,  if  they  may 
be  allowed  to  do  so.

THE  MEDICAL  CHARITIES. 

The  Board  of  Dungarvan  Union  consider  the  present  Mode  of  Medical  Charities  by 
Subscription  and  Presentment  a most  insufficient  Mode;  inasmuch  as  very  few  of  the 
Landlords  subscribe,  and  those  that  do  in  a very  insufficient  Way  ; the  Subscriptions  being 
as  they  now  stand  the  same  for  a Year  of  light  Sickness  and  for  a heavy  Year  of  Sickness, 
and  too  little  for  either. 

It 
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It  is  therefore  a better  Plan  to  put  the  Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  on  the  Union 
Funds  in  charge  of  the  Guardians;  and  where  there  are  District  Fever  Hospitals  near  or 
within  a reasonable  Distance  of  the  Poorhouse,  as  there  is  in  this  Union,  that  the  Hospital 
may  be  taken  up  by  the  Guardians,  and  used  for  the  Use  of  the  Union,  to  receive  the 
destitute  in  Fever  of  the  whole  Union,  on  the  Ticket  of  the  Dispensary  Doctor  or  Guardian 
of  the  Division;  and  when  in  any  Union  there  is  no  such  Fever  Hospital,  One  to  be  built 
for  the  Purpose  of  the  whole  Union,  and  the  Expenses  to  be  paid  out  of  Union  Rate.  That 
to  supply  Dispensary  Relief  Five  Districts  will  be  quite  sufficient  for  every  Union  same 
Size  as  this  of  the  Dungarvan ; say  One  at  the  Poorhouse,  within  an  extended  Circum- 
ference; Four  others  covering  the  Remainder  of  the  Union;  Medicine  and  Salaries  to  be 
supplied  from  the  Union  Rate.

(53.)— DUNMANWAY  UNION. 

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  28th  February  1846. 

'Circular  read.) 

Resolved,  That  our  Chairman,  Mr.  Connor,  the  D.Y.  Chairman,  Mr.  Norwood,  and  the 
Guardian  for  the  E.D.  of  Drinagh,  Mr.  Bryan,  be  selected  to  give  Evidence  before  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  and  on  the  following  Points : — 

First,  Excessive  Powers  vested  in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  and  undue  Exercise 
of  those  P owers,  particularly  in  Expenditure  of  the  building  Money,  and  respecting  the 
Salaries  of  Chaplains. 

Second,  The  Necessity  of  a Mendicancy  Act. 

Third,  To  equalize  the  Size  of  Unions,  and  to  make  all  Expenses  chargeable  on  the 
Union  at  large  instead  of  on  the  Electoral  Divisions. 

Fourth,  The  undue  and  expensive  Proportion  per  Pound  of  Loan  building  Money 
to  net  Value  of  this  Union. 

Fifth,  To  render  more  effectual  the  59th  Section  of  1st  and  2d  Viet.  Chap.  56. : 
Punishment  for  deserting  Wife  or  Child. 

Sixth,  To  fix  all  Salaries  by  Act  of  Parliament,  as  in  the  Case  of  Officers  of  Gaols, 
by  the  Prison  Act. 

Seventh,  To  new  model  all  Medical  Charities,  and  to  place  them  under  competent 
Medical  Superintendence,  and  under  the  Control  of  Board  of  Guardians ; the  entire 
Expense  to  be  defrayed  out  of  Poor  Rate. 

Sir,  Union  Workhouse  Dunmanway,  24th  February  1846. 

I am  directed  by  the  Board  to  forward  to  the  Commissioners  the  following  Copy  of 
a Memorial  intended  to  be  presented  to  Lord  Clancarty’s  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords : — 

That  the  Poor  Law  System  has  worked  well  in  this  Union,  and  the  Rate  has  been 
cheerfully  paid ; that  Medicancy  has  considerably  abated ; that  Relief  has  been  claimed,  and 
granted  to  the  great  Majority  of  Persons  who  could  derive  no  Benefit  either  from  increased 
^Demand  for  Labour  or  from  a Rise  in  Wages,  as  we  have  not  a single  able-bodied  Labourer 
in  our  Workhouse. 

That  though  we  admit  the  Necessity  of  a controlling  Power  on  the  Part  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, we  consider  it  absolutely  necessary  that  no  Power  should  be  left  in  then-  Hands 
beyond  what  was  required  for  the  due  Administration  of  the  Law. 

That  the  Salaries  of  the  various  Officers  should  be  fixed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  as  in 
the  Case  of  the  Officers  of  Gaols  by  the  Prison  Act,  instead  of  leaving  it  entirely  to  the 
Option  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

That  at  present  we  are  suffering  from  this  Exercise  of  Power,  as  proved  by  the  following 
Resolution,  adopted  7tli  February  1846: 

“ That  we  protest  in  the  strongest  Manner  against  the  Amount  of  Salary,  45 /.,  fixed 
by  the  Commissioners  for  R.C.  Chaplain,  thereby  imposing  an  Expense  of  90/.  on  this 
small  Union  for  Chaplains,  as  the  Protestant  Chaplain  declines  to  accept  a less  Salary 
than  his  Brother  Clergyman. 

“ That  this  Amount  of  Salary  is  completely  at  variance  with  the  Scale  laid  down  by 
the  Commissioners,  Eighth  Report,  App.  C.  No.  13.,  and  also  with  the  Arrangement  made 
by  the  Commissioners  and  Board  of  Guardians  in  1842,  when  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Long  and 
Dohcny  acted  as  Chaplains,  and  performed  Divine  Service,  for  a Salary  of  30/.  a Year  each, 
and  Mr.  Doheny  only  resigned  the  Office  from  Ill-health.  In  1842  the  Number  of  In- 
mates stood  thus:  Protestants  14,  R.C.  195;  in  1846,  Protestants  24,  R.C.  137  ; and  yet 
this  is  the  Period  when  the  Commissioners,  in  defiance  of  the  Scale  laid  down  by  them- 
selves, and  of  the  Arrangement  entered  into  in  1842  with  the  Board  of  Guardians,  think 
fit  to  assign  a Salary  of  45/.  to  the  R.C.  Chaplain  and  of  2 51.  to  the  Protestant  Chaplain, 
in  defiance  of  our  most  earnest  Remonstrance. 

“ That  we  are  well  aware  that  the  Law  gives  to  the  Commissioners  the  .Power  to  fix 
the  Salaries  of  Chaplains ; but  at  the  same  Time  we  are  persuaded  that  it  is  our  bounden 
Duty  to  resist  that  Power  if  exercised  unreasonably  and  capriciously. 

(24. — App.)  D 2 “ That 
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“ That  we  feel  satisfied  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  will  not  sanction  any  such  Conduct 
on  the  Part  of  the  Commissioners,  and  that  we  shall  not  sign  a Cheque  for  the  Amount  of 
such  Salary  until  we  are  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench.” 

That  the  Size  of  the  Unions  should  be  more  equalized,  as  it  is  impracticable  to  work  a 
small  Union  with  the  same  Economy  as  a large  one,  as  the  Expense  of  the  Paupers  is 
very  inconsiderable  compared  with  that  -of  the  Officers,  who  are  nearly  as  expensive  in 
a small  as  in  a large  Union,  As  an  Instance  of  the  unequal  Division  of  Unions  we  beg 
.to  state, — _ . 

That  the  Bandon  Workhouse  is  calculated  to  contain  900  Paupers,  the  Skibberreen 
Workhouse  800,  the  Macroom  Workhouse  600,  and  the  Dunmanway  Workhouse  400. 
Supposing  each  House  to  contain  its  full  Number  of  Inmates,  and  that  the  average  weekly 
Cost  of  a Pauper  was  the  same  in  each,  there  would  be  left  in  Bandon  Union  a surplus 
rateable  Property  over  the  Dunmanway  Union  of  38,400/.,  in  Skibberreen  of  11,591/.,  and 
in  Macroom  of  29,925 /.  The  Dunmanway  Union  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Bandon 
Union,  on  the  West  by  the  Skibberreen  Union,  and  on  the  North  by  the  Macroom  Union. 

That  the  Power  to  alter  the  Limits  of  Unions  under  the  16th  Sec.  1 & 2 Yict.  c.  56. 
are  perfectly  nugatory,  as  that  Section  provides,  “ That  no  such  Dissolution  or  Alteration 
shall  take  place  or  be  made  unless  a Majority  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Union  affected 
by  such  Change  shall  consent  thereto  in  Writing.”  Now  it  is  quite  plain  that  the 
Guardians  of  the  large  Union  never  will  consent  to  any  such  Alteration,  as  it  would  injure 
their  Union  in  the  same  Proportion  as  it  would  benefit  the  adjoining  one.  We  submit 
that  the  Power  should  be  vested  in  the  Commissioners  to  act  as  Umpire  between  the  Two 
conflicting  Interests. 

That  it  would  be  desirable  to  make  all  Expenses  chargeable  on  the  Union  at  large, 
instead  of  on  the  Electoral  Divisions.  That  we  have  tried  this  Plan  for  the  last  Two  Years, 
and  found  it  most  beneficial. 

That  we  beg  leave  to  adopt  the  following  Resolution  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians 
of  Armagh  Union,  26th  November  1839  (No.  24.  Page  257,  Report  1840) : 

“ That  in  the  Opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  necessary  for  the  Protection  of  the  Payers  of 
Poor  Rates,  as  well  as  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Poor  Law,  that  some  Measure  should 
be  adopted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicancy,  whereby  the  Rate- 
payers may  be  relieved  from  the  Pressure  to  which  they  will  otherwise  be  subject  from  this 
Class  of  Applicants,  and  whereby  the  Intention  of  the  Legislature  in  passing  the  Poor 
Relief  (Ireland)  Act  may  be  more  fully  carried  into  effect.” 

That  the  Medical  Charities,  viz.  Dispensaries,  Fever  Hospitals,  and  County  Infirmaries, 
supported  partly  by  private  Subscription  and  partly  by  Presentment,  require  an  entire 
and  complete  Alteration. 

That  the  Control  and  Inspection  of  them,  vested  in  private  Committees  and  in  a Board 
of  Superintendence  appointed  by  Grand  Juries  (now  given  up  as  useless  in  the  County 
Cork),  is  completely  nugatory. 

That  a sufficient  Number  of  Fever  Hospitals,  Infirmaries,  and  Dispensaries  should  be 
instituted  in  each  Poor  Law  Union,  supported  out  of  the  Rates,  and  subject  to  the  Control 
and  Superintendence  of  competent  Medical  Authority. 

That  this  Union  is  now  paying  its  Proportion  of  County  Charges  towards  the  Support 
of  Fourteen  Fever  Hospitals  and  One  County  Infirmary,  whilst  it  is  impracticable  for  any 
Person  residing  in  this  Union  to  avail  of  any  Benefit  arising  from  those  Institutions,  whilst 
we  are  obliged  to  keep  up  a Fever  Hospital  connected  with  the  Workhouse  for  the  Poor 
of  the  Union. 

That  we  think  it  only  fair  to  the  Commissioners  to  state,  that  by  a Communication 
to  Reverend  William  Meade  it  appears  that  the  Commissioners  have  acceded  to  our 
Suggestion,  so  far  as  to  fix  the  Salary  of  the  Protestant  Chaplain  at  30/.,  and  we  would 
hope  that  it  is  an  Indication  of  their  Intention  further  to  consider  them  with  respect  to  the 
Roman  Catholic  Chaplain.

(Circular  read.) 

Moved  by  Mr.  Cahill,  seconded  by  Mr.  Monen,  and  resolved,  The  Clerk  be  directed  to 
call  a full  Meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  3d  March  next,  to  take  into  consideration  the  Reso- 
lution of  Lord  Clancarty  in  reference  to  the  Poor  Relief  Act  and  Medical  Charities  Bill, 
and  to  appoint  a Person  to  be  examined  thereon. 

Gentlemen,  Dunshaughlin  Union,  3d  March  1846 

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  23d  February  1846  (No.98.  M/46),  I am  directed  to  state,  that 
the  Board,  having  had  but  little  Time  to  consider  the  various  Matters  connected  with  the 
Administration  of  the  Poor  Laws,  will  only  at  present  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  the  unequal  Mode  of  levying  the  Poor  Rates.  From  the  clearing  of  Estates  and 

various 
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various  Causes  the  Poor  are  now  congregated  in  our  Villages ; and  from  Electoral  Divi- 
sions of  those  Villages  in  this  Union  Three  Rates  have  been  collected ; from  the  Districts 
to  which  the  Poor  should  belong  only  One  Rate  has  been  collected. 

The  Board  too  would  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  Mode  of 
procuring  Medical  Aid  for  Out  Poor  of  the  Union.  We  suggest  that  the  Payment  of  Dis- 
pensary Doctor  be  made  a Portion  of  the  Poor  Tax.

(55.)— EDENDERRY  UNION. 

Extracts  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  28th  February  1846. 

(Circular  read.) 

Resolved,  That  in  answer  to  the  Resolution  of  the  Lords  Committee  appointed  to  inquire 
into  the  Operation  of  the  1st  and  2d  Victoria,  Cap.  56.,  the  Guardians  of  the  Edenderry 
Union  are  of  opinion  that  the  Powers  given  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  are  too  absolute 
and  too  extensive. 

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  used  this  Power  without  Consideration  and  without 
common  Courtesy. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  are  of  opinion  there  should  be  an  Appeal  to  some  other 
Power,  and  the  Commissioners  Decision  not  left  absolute. 

That  we  recommend  our  Deputy  Chairman,  Edward  Wolstenholme,  Esquire,  of  Newbury, 
County  of  Kildare,  to  be  examined  as  a Witness  on  the  above  Points,  and  others  too 
numerous  to  be  inserted  in  the  Form  of  Resolutions.

(56.)— ENNIS  UNION. 

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  25th  February  1846. 

The  Commissioners  Circular,  forwarding  Copy  of  Resolution  of  Select  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  was  read. 

Proposed  by  Stephen  O’Halloran,  Esquire,  and  seconded  by  Daniel  Carrige,  M.D.,  That, 
referring  to  the  Letter  received  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  enclosing  the  Request 
of  Lord  Clancarty,  and  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  now  engaged  in  the  Inquiry 
into  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law  and  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland,  it  is  the  Opinion 
of  this  Board,  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  this  Union,  Doctor  Cullinan,  from  his  having 
been  connected  with  the  Union  since  its  Formation,  and  also  from  being  One  of  the 
Physicians  to  the  County  Fever  Hospital,  is  qualified  to  give  correct  and  useful  Infor- 
mation on  the  Subject  to  which  their  Lordships  Inquiry  refers ; and  we  are  also  of  opinion 
that  our  Deputy  Vice  Chairman,  Doctor  Healy,  is  also  highly  competent  to  give  their 
Lordships  Committee  Information  on  both  Subjects,  he  having  been  for  Two  Years  an 
elected  Guardian,  and  a constant  Attendant  at  our  Meetings,  and  also  being  One  of  the 
Physicians  to  our  County  Fever  Hospital,  and  One  of  the  oldest  Dispensary  Medical 
Attendants  in  the  County. 

At  a Meeting  of  the  Ennis  Board  of  Health,  held  28th  February  1846,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted:— 

Resolved,  That  we  regret  the  Limitations  imposed  by  Law  upon  the  Powers  of  Grand 
Jurors  and  Rate-payers  in  raising  Funds  for  the  Support  of  our  County  Fever  Hospital, 
winch  Restrictions  render  it  necessary  to  provide  those  Funds  in  a great  degree  through 
the  Agency  of  this  Board. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  Satisfaction  that  an  Inquiry  has  been  instituted  by 
the  House  of  Lords  into  the  State  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  this  Country,  and  that  we 
recommend  to  their  Lordships  Committee  our  Secretary,  Dr.  P.  M.  Cullinan,  as  a Person 
well  qualified  to  give  satisfactory  Information,  if  their  Lordships  Committee  should  require 
the  Evidence  of  any  Medical  Practitioner  from  this  Locality.

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  be  directed  to  forward,  for  the  Information  of  the 
Select  Committee  of  the  Lords  now  sitting  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  First  and 
Second  Yict.  Cap.  56.,  relating  to  the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor  in  Ireland,  the  following 
Complaints  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Enniskillen  Poor  Law  Union ; viz. 

The  Site  of  the  Workhouse,  there  being  no  Entrance  to  it  at  present  except  by  Water. 

The  building  of  the  House,  &c.,  the  Roof  already  requiring  Repairs.  The  Expense 
of  the  Building,  the  Prices  allowed  to  Contractor  for  Works  not  specified  in  Contract 
being  much  higher  than  those  usually  paid  in  this  Part  of  the  Country,  although  pointed  out 
by  Finance  Committee. 

By  a recent  Regulation  of  Commissioners  as  to  the  Qualification  of  Guardians,  our 
Division  of  the  Enniskillen  Poor  Law  Union  is  left  unrepresented,  and  in  consequence  the 
People  in  that  Division  are  likely  to  refuse  Payment  of  the  Rate. 

The  Flues  from  Cooking-house,  Wash-house,  &c.  &c.  are  not  in  a State  to  allow  of 
these  being  swept,  and  thereby  injuring  the  Boilers,  and  likely  to  prove  dangerous  to  the 
House. 

The  insufficient  State  of  the  Pump,  and  the  Want  of  soft  Water  for  washing. 

Passed  unanimously.

Resolved,  That  with  reference  to  the  Circular  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  respect- 
ing the  Resolution  of  the  Lords  Committee  on  Medical  Charities,  and  the  tendering  of 
Evidence  thereon,  we  consider  either  of  our  Medical  Officers  (Doctors  Finucane  and 
Shannon)  as  eminently  competent  to  give  useful  and  valuable  Information  on  the  Subject 
Matter  of  Inquiry ; and  empower  them,  or  either  of  them,  to  give  same. 

The  Board  having  taken  the  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Lords  into  Consideration, 
respecting  their  Desire  to  be  informed  of  the  different  Points  in  reference  to  the  Operation 
of  the  Law  relating  to  Medical  Charities,  &c.,  came  to  the  following  Resolution:- — 

Thatthe  present  System  of  Out-door  Medical  Relief  is  found  to  be  in  general  inadequate 
to  the  Wants  of  the  sick  Poor.  The  Board  suggests  that  this  Union  should  be  divided  into 
Districts  for  Dispensaries,  the  small  Towns  being  made  the  Centres  of  such  Institutions. 

That  local  Boards  be  formed  in  each  District,  consisting  of  the  ex-officio  and  elected 
Guardians  resident  within  said  District,  the  officiating  Clergymen  of  every  Persuasion 
resident  within  said  District,  and  a certain  Number  of  the  highest  Poor  Rate-payers  residing 
m said  District  to  make  up  the  Number  of  Sixteen ; said  Board  to  have  the  entire  local 
Charge  and  Management  of  said  Institutions. 

It  is  believed  that  a Board  thus  constituted  will  be  satisfactory,  as,  on  the  one  hand,  it  will 
be  composed  of  those  who  are  most  cognizant  of  the  Destitution  and  Misery  of  the  Poor ; 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  of  those  who  are  likely  to  have  regard  to  a careful  Outlay  of  the 
public  Money.  J 

a as  Hae  ?,00r  are  to  get  sick  at  ah  Times,  we  suggest  that  daily  Medical 

Attendance  should  be  provided  for  them ; that  in  small  Towns  having  a Population  of  over 
o 00,  which  necessarily  includes  a great  Number  of  destitute  Poor,  we  consider  that. the 
Medical  Attendants  ought  to  be  obliged  to  reside  in  said  Town ; that  whenever  through 
illness  or  unavoidable  Absence  of  the  Medical  Attendant  (which  may  frequently  happen), 
we  suggest  that  the  local  Boards  should  have  a Power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Medical 
Attendant,  as  under  the  present  System  if  a Patient  should  apply  for  Relief  under  the  Cir- 
cumstance of  Absence  or  Illness  of  the  Medical  Attendant  he  must  either  remain  without 
any  Belief,  or  lie  under  the  Necessity  of  applying  to  those  who  may  think  well  of  givino- 
him  Belief  without  receiving  any  Remuneration. 

That  the  Medical  Attendants  be  adequately  remunerated  for  their  Labours : and  we 
suggest  that  the  Expense  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund.

Copy  of  Resolution  adopted  at  a Meeting  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen  of  the  Fermoy 
Union,  this  4th  Day  of  March  1846. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Mode  of  supporting  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland  by 
voluntary  Subscriptions  and  Grand  J ury  Presentments  is  inefficient  and  objectionable ; and 
that  to  secure  Stability  to  those  Institutions  we  deem  it  essential  that  they  should  be 
supported  either  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  or  by  a Poor  Rate  Assessment. 

Resolved,  That,  fully  convinced  by  past  Experience,  especially  in  reference  to  the  Failure 
in  the  Vaccination  Act,  that  any  Connexion  between  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  and  the 
Medical  Charities  must  be.  injurious  to  the  Poor  and  degrading  to  the  Medical  Profession, 
we  feel  ourselves  justified  in  resisting,  by  all  the  Means  in  our  Power,  any  Enactment  of 
the  Legislature  which  would  place  the  Medical  Management  of  those  Institutions  under 
the  Control  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

Resolved,  That  the  Management  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  this  County  should  be 
vested . in  local  Boards,  to  consist,  in  each  District  of  the  Union,  of  the  Magistrates,  the 
officiating  Clergymen,  the  Guardians,  and  highest  Poor-rate  Payers  resident,  not  less  than 
Thirteen  nor  more  than  Twenty-one. 

Resolved,  That  to  secure  an  uniform  System  of  Management  a Medical  Charities  Board 
be  appointed  by  Government,  to  sit  in  Dublin,  as  a Board  of  Reference  and  Control  over 
the  several  local  Boards,  as  also  to  issue  Orders  for  the  Medical  Economy,  Management, 
and  Inspection  of  Dispensaries  and  Fever  Hospitals. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  render  Dispensaries  efficient  we  deem  it  absolutely  necessary 
that  a Fever  Hospital  be  added  to  each  Dispensary,  with  an  Accident  Ward  attached. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Medical  Attendants  on  those  Institutions  be  continued,  and 
all  then?  existing  Rights  and  Interests  be  fully  maintained ; and  that  the  Election  of  Medical 
Officers  be  solely  and  exclusively  vested  in  the  local  Boards. 

Resolved,  That  the  different  Dispensary  Districts  be  defined,  and  that  the  Medical  Officer 
be  held  responsible  for  the  due  Vaccination  of  the  Poor  in  each  District. 

(24.— App.)  D 4 Resolved, 
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Resolved,  That  for  Dispensary  Districts  of  average  Extent  and  Population  a Salary  of 
120/.  per  Annum,  and  100/.  in  Towns,  be  fixed  as-  a Minimum,  and  stated  m the  Act  of 
Parliaments  a 

Resolved,  That  as  the  Service  of  the  Medical  Attendants  of  Charitable  Institutions  in 
Ireland  entail  upon  them  great  Labour;  serious  Responsibility,  and  Sacrifice  of  Life,  we 
deem  it  but  just  that  a suitable  Superannuation  Allowance  be  secured  to  each  Medical 
Man  who  may  be  disabled  by  Illness  or  Length  of  Service. 

Resolved,  That  these  Resolutions  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  a Copy 
sent  to  Lord  Clancarty.

The  following  Resolutions  were  read,  and  unanimously  agreed  to : — 

Resolved,  That  in  our  Opinion  the  Poor  Relief  Act,  as  far  as  its  Principles  of  providing 
for  the  Support  of  the  really  destitute,  has  conferred  great  Benefits  on.  the.  Country,  though 
they  are  not  as  yet  commensurate  with  its  Cost.  That  we  conceive  it  requires  many 
Amendments.  • 

That  we  fully  coincide  in  the  Propriety  of  providing  for  the  Rebel  ol  the  aged,  tlie 
sick,  and  the  otherwise  destitute. 

That  it  has  but  in  a very  trifling  Degree  relieved  the  Country  from  strolling  Beggars. 

That  notwithstanding  we  believe  that  very  few  have  been  relieved  in  this  House  but 
the  really  destitute.  __  , 

That  from  an  Experience  of  Five  Years  we  declare  that  seekmg  Relief  m a Workhouse 
is  nearly  a sufficient  Test  of  Pauperism. 

That  the  Fifty-eighth  Section  of  the  Relief  Act  should  be  so  amended  as  to  give 
Guardians  discretionary  Power  to  permit  Members  of  a Family  to  seek  for  Employment, 
in  order  to  enable  them  to  support  their  Families  “independently;”  Persons  enjoying  this 
Permission  to  give  Security  to  return  within  a given  Time. 

That  one  of  the  greatest  Objections  to  the  Poor  Law  made  by  Rate-payers  is,  the 
continued  and  increasing  Pressure  of  Mendicancy. 

That  another  great  Objection  to  Workhouse  Relief,  and  one  of  much  practical  Difficulty, 
is,  the  Condition  of  the  Children  growing  into  Men  and  Women  in  the  Establishment. 

That  in  our  Opinion  this  may  be  met  to  a certain  Extent  by  a sound  System  of  industrial 
Training.  . 

That  to  carry  out  this  Principle  a greater  Extent  of  Ground  than  the  present  Limit  of 
Twelve  Acres  would  be  required. 

That  a well-qualified  Agriculturist  should  be  employed  for  the  Purpose  of  training  the 
Boys  in  Field  Labour,  to  which  alone  Inmates  of  W orkhouses  should  be  trained. 

That  they  should  be  particularly  taught  the  System  best  suited  to  small  Allotments. 

That  they  should  use  only  the  best  Implements  of  Hand  Labour. 

That  with  a view  to  make  the  Girls  useful  Servants,  and  anxious  to  earn  an  independent 
Support,  they  should  be  taught  all  plain  W orks  suited  to  their  Strength. 

That  to  prepare  them  for  the  Change  likely  to  be  made  in  the  Dietary  of  our  labouring 
Classes  they  should  be  taught  the  simplest  and  cheapest  Modes  of  cooking  coarse  Flour, 


Meal,  and  Vegetables. 

That  Emigration,  particularly  for  Female  Paupers,  should  be  encouraged,  simplifying 
the  Mode  of  providing  the  necessary  Funds. 

Say,  Money  to  be  advanced  for  this  Purpose  on  Certificates  signed  by  the  Guardians  of 
the  Divisions  chargeable  and  Seven  Rate-payers  of  same  of  a given  Amount. 

That  we  protest  against  the  Transmission  of  Irish  Paupers  from  England  after  a long 
industrial  Residence  there. 

That  Power  should  be  given  to  Guardians  to  advance  small  Sums  to  travelling  Paupers, 
who  may  obtain  Means'  of  Support  or  Employment  in  their  native  Union,  though  they 
may  otherwise  remain  chargeable  to  the  Poor  Rate. 

That,  waiving  the  Necessity  of  a Law  of  Settlement,  a better  Definition  of  Chargeability 
of  Paupers  is  required ; and  that  a Readjustment  of  the  Electoral  Divisions,  with  a view 
to  the  Formation  of  Fever  Hospital  Districts,  ought  to  be  recommended. 

That  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Rate  is  not  at  present  equitably  divided  amongst  all 
Parties  interested  in  the  Property  rated. 

That  Mortgagees  and  Annuitants  ought  to  bear  a Proportion  of  the  Support  of  the 
Poor. 

That  Persons  receiving  Rents,  or  otherwise  beneficially  interested  in  such,  payable  from 
public  Buildings  now  exempt,  ought  to  pay  the  full  Poundage  Rate  on  such  Rents. 

That  Owners  in  Fee  of  Turbaries,  and  all  others  deriving  Profit  from  them,  where  Turf 
is  sold,  should  be  rated. 

That  in  appointing  Rate  Collectors  Guardians  ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  give 
Preference  to  High  Constables ; the  Practice  in  this  District  of  employing  Persons  for 
smaller  Districts  having  been  most  beneficial. 

That  we  recommend  an  Amendment  of  the  Ninety-third  Section,  so  as  to  render  it 
impossible  to  have  any  Prosecution  under  it  without  first  obtaining  the  Sanction  of  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

That  in  order  to  insure  the  better  Attendance  of  Guardians,  on  whom  it  is  probable 

still 
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still  more  onerous  Duties  will  devolve,  we  recommend  that  no  Guardian  who  shall  not 
have  attended  at  least  Once  within  a Calendar  Month  shall  have  a Voice  in  any  Question 
moved  in  the  Month  next  succeeding. 

That  any  Guardian  who  shall  not  have  attended  a Fourth  in  Number  of  the  ordinary 
Meetings  within  each  Year  shall  not  be  re-eligible  for  the  succeeding  Year. 

That  further  to  insure  Attendance,  where  sufficient  Cause  cannot  be  shown  for  Non- 
attendance,  any  Guardian  who  shall  not  attend  at  least  once  in  each  Month  shall  be  fined 
2s.  6d.  for  each  Day  of  Absence,  the  Fine  to  be  recovered  from  his  Electoral  Division, 
and  applied  to  a Fund  for  travelling  Paupers. 

Resolved,  That  we  conceive  it  advisable  that  our  Suggestions  for  Amendments  in  the 
Law  should  be  supported  by  Evidence,  and  that  we  recommend  as  Witnesses  capable 
of  affording  much  useful  Information  on  the  Operation  of  the  Relief  Acts,  our  Chairman, 
Thos.  Dennehy,  and  Stephen  Barry,  Esquires,  and  Doctor  John  O’Neil  on  the  Part  of  the 
Medical  Profession  of  the  Union.

Expenses  of  such  Establishments  shall  be  defrayed  by  an  Assessment  on  the  Union  at 
large. 

Proposed  by  Roderick  O’Connor, 

Seconded  by  Nicholas  Killian,  and  passed  unanimously. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  Doctor  James  Browne,  our  Medical  Attendant,  be 
recommended  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  as  a Witness  to  be  summoned  to  proceed 
to  London  for  the  Purpose  of  tendering  his  Evidence  to  the  House  of  Lords  with  regard  to 
Medical  Charities  in  Ireland.

That  a modified  Yagrant  Act,  which  would  extinguish  Vagrancy,  would  tend  much  to  the 
good  working  of  the  Poor  Law. 

That  we  approve  of  Lord  Clancarty’s  Plan,  of  introducing  a Law  to  place  Infirmaries 
and  Dispensaries  under  the  Control  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  chargeable  to  the  Union 
Rate. 

Resolved,  That  a Letter  be  written  to  the  Earl  of  Clancarty,  sending  him  a Copy  of  the 
above  Resolutions,  and  requesting  him  to  have  them  taken  into  the  Consideration  of  the 
Select  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  inform  the  Commissioners,  that  the  Board  have  forwarded  the 
foregoing  Resolutions  to  the  Earl  Clancarty,  and  that  they  do  not  think  it  necessary  to 
send  any  Witness  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords.

Mr.  M‘Manus 
pressed  the  Motion.  The  Chairman  refused  to  put  the  Question  to  the  Board,  and  vacated 
the  '-'hair.  Ihomas  Gosselm,  Esquire,  was  called  to  take  the  Chair.  He  complied  The 
Motion  was  then  put,  and  carried  by  Nine  Guardians  to  Two;  Three  Guardians  having 
quitted  the  Board  Room.  °

Resolved,  That  from  the  well-ascertained  Fact  of  the  continual  Emigration  of  Persons  on 
the  Verge  of  Pauperism  to  the  Town  of  Kinsale  in  search  of  Employment,  most  of  whom 
are  subsequently  compelled  to  seek  Workhouse  Relief,  thereby  throwing  an  unjust  Propor- 
tion of  the  Expenses  of  this  House  on  the  Kinsale  Division : 

That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board  that  a System  of  uniform  rating  for  the  Maintenance 
of  the  Paupers  would  more  justly  equalize  this  Burden,  and  both  facilitate  and  render  more 
popular  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Law  in  this  Country: 

That  a Copy  of  those  Resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords  now  investigating  this  Subject,  praying  them  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature 
the  Adoption  of  this  Principle ; and  further,  that  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  write  to  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners,  requesting  them  to  sanction  the  Adoption  of  a uniform  Rate 
henceforth  in  this  Union. 

Upon  Doctor  Daunt’s  Motion  being  carried,  Mr.  Knolles  gave  Notice  that  he  would  on 
Thursday  the  2d  of  April  move  that  it  be  rescinded. 

Extracts  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  the  2d  April  1846. 

Mr.  Knolles  having  brought  forward  his  Motion  to  rescind  the  Resolution  of  the  19th 
ultimo,  relative  to  a uniform  rating  on  this  Union  in  future, 

The  following  Resolution  was  passed : — 

Resolved,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Resolution  of  the  19th  of  March  was  passed  at  a thin 
Meeting  of  the  Board  by  a Majority  of  One  Vote  only  upon  a Division,  and  by  the  con- 
senting Votes  of  the  Guardians  of  but  Three  Electoral  Divisions  out  of  Sixteen  into  which 
the  Union  is  divided,  the  other  Electoral  Divisions  being  either  opposed  to  the  Measure 
or  unrepresented,  as  also  Vacancies  by  Deaths,  Change  of  Residence,  and  other  Causes, 
which  could  not  be  filled  up  until  the  following  Wednesday  the  25th  of  March;  the  com- 
pulsory Absence  of  Two  elective  Guardians  summoned  to  attend  the  Assizes,  and  the 
unavoidable  Absence  of  another,  left  Three  others  without  their  Representation,  added  to 
Two  ex-officio  Guardians  on  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  decidedly  opposed  to  it. 

That  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Consideration  of  so  important  a Matter  should  have 
been  so  inconsiderately  pressed  forward  under  the  Circumstances,  contrary  to  the  Remon- 
strances of  the  Minority,  who  only  requested  an  Adjournment  of  a Fortnight  to  enable  the 
newly  elected  Guardians  (who  would  not  be  qualified  to  vote  before  that  Day)  to  express 
their  Opinions  on  a Question  of  such  extensive  Importance  to  the  great  Majority  of  the 
Electoral  Divisions  composing  the  Union: 

That  if  it  were  the  unanimous  Wish  of  the  Guardians  that  the  rating  for  the  Maintenance 
of  the  Paupers  should  be  a general  Charge,  equally  diffused  over  the  whole  Union, 
the  Law  as  at  present  constituted  (44th  Section  of  the  Poor  Relief  Act),  without  the 
Necessity  of  any  new  legislative  Enactment,  gives  them  the  Power  of  effecting  the  same  by 
deliberate  Agreement  between  the  Parties,  reduced  to  Writing,  and  signed  by  the  consenting 
Guardians : 

That  the  Division  of  Unions  into  a Number  of  Electoral  Divisions,  making  each  liable 
for  the  Support  of  its  own  Poor,  responsible  for  the  idle  Population,  and  indirectly  com- 
pelling them  to  find  Means  of  Subsistence  for  them  by  Employment,  was  a wise  and  salu-' 

tary 
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tary  Provision  in  the  Act,  and  has  caused  it  to  be  acquiesced  in  without  very  much 
murmuring  in  the  rural  District  of  the  Union,  although  Dissatisfaction  is  occasionally 
expressed  m those  Districts  at  the  heavy  annual  Sums  charged  on  them  for  the  Support  of 
the  Staff  of  the  Establishment,  and  general  Expenses  of  the  Union,  when  little  or  no  Relief 
is  received  ov  required  at  the  Time  for  the  Poor  within  their  Localities ; and  it  is  oreatly  to 
be  feared,  if  a general  uniform  rating  was  to  be  substituted  for  the  present  System  that  it 
would  excite  such  universal  Opposition  to  the  Payment  of  Poor  Rate  in  the  rural  Districts 
as  would  endanger  the  Peace  of  the  Country,  and  render  the  Collection  impracticable,  unless 
by  an  armed  Force. 

Dr.  Jago  proposed  and  Charles  G.  Gibbons  seconded  the  following  Amendment: 

Resolved,  That  George  A.  Daunt,  W.  H.  Herrick,  Thomas  W.  Knolles,  Charles  G. 
Gibbons,  and  Dr.  Daunt  be  appointed  a Committee  to  consider  in  what  Manner-  the  several 
Electoral  Divisions  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  making  the  Poor  Rate  a general  Union 
Charge,  and  that  the  further  Consideration  of  Mr.  Knolles’s  Resolution  be  adjourned  until 
their  Report  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  Board. 

This  Amendment  was  negatived  without  a Division.

(84.)— LONDONDERRY  UNION. 

Gentlemen,  . Board  Room,  28th  February  1846. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Londonderry  Union  desire  to  acknowledge  the  Receipt 
of  your  Communication  dated  the  20th  instant,  transmitting  a Copy  of  the  Resolution  of 
the  Lords  Committee  on  the  Irish  Poor  Law  and  Medical  Charities,  and  inviting  Boards 
of  Guardians  to  inform  the  Committee  of  the  different  Points  on  which  the  said  Boards 
shall  consider  it  essential  to  call  their  Attention,  and  whether  they  wish  to  tender  Evidence 
on  these  particular  Points. 

In  reply  we  beg  to  state,  that  we  continue  to  hold  a favourable  Opinion  of  the  general 
Provisions  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  . Act.  The  Law  has  been  in  operation,  and  Relief 
afforded  to  the  destitute  in  this  Union,  during  a Period  of  nearly  Five  and  a Half  Years, 
by  means  of  which  many  old  and  disabled  Persons  have  been  rescued  from  much  Misery 
and  Suffering,  and  a Number  of  Children  have  been  brought  up  to  industrious  Habits,  and 
have  had  the  Aid  of  religious  and  moral  Instruction  to  which  they  never  could  have  had 
Access  save  through  the  Channel  of  Workhouse  Relief  and  Education. 

We  wish,  however,  to  represent,  that  with  the  Experience  of  so  many  Years  during  which 
we  have  paid  close  and  marked  Attention  to  the  various  Duties  imposed  upon  us  by  the 
Poor  . Law,  we  are  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  Law  cannot  work  with  Satisfac- 
tion in  this  Part  of  Ireland  except  the  Legislature  pass  an  Enactment  for  the  Suppres- 
sion of  Mendicancy.  We  have  found  from  Experience  that  Alms  will  not  be  withheld 
to  such  an  Extent  as  to  put  down  the  strolling  Beggars,  whereby  much  Annoyance  is  given 
to  the  Rate-payers  and  Inhabitants  generally,  and  Disease  and  Immorality  diffused  throughout 
the  Country,  and  also  the  Poor  Law,  which  works  well  in  other  respects,  is  thereby 
brought  into  Odium.  We  find  this  particularly  the  Case  in  the  City  of  Derry,  where 
numerous  Strangers  of  the  mendicant  Class  congregated  from  all  Parts  of  the  Country  ; and 
if  the  Legislature  should  not  deem  it  expedient  to  enact  a general  Law  for  the  Suppression 
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of  Vagrancy,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  municipal  or  other  Authorities  of  Answers  of  Boards 
Cities  and  Towns  should  be  empowered  to  put  a stop  to  this  pernicious  and  demoralizing  of  Guardians. 
Evil  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions.  ' ° 

With  respect  to  Out-door  Relief,  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  that  it  should  be 
tried  in  Ireland.  We  have  found,  however,  much  Inconvenience  from  the  Want  of  Power 
to  make  small  Disbursements  on  behalf  of  Strangers  who  have  become  destitute  here, 
through  Sickness  or  Accident,  and  have  no  Wish  to  remain  Inmates  of  the  Londonderry 
Union.  Many  of  them  from  England  and  Scotland  (who  are  without  the  Means  necessary 
to  enable  them  to  reach  their  Homes)  are  left  a Burden  upon  us,  when  Persons  similarly 
circumstanced  in  these  Countries  would  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  nearest  Port  in 
Ireland. 

On  the  Subject  of  Medical  Charities,  we  are  of  opinion  that  all  charitable  Institutions 
should  derive  their  Funds  from  the  Poor  Rate ; and  referring  to  the  Report  of  the  Land 
Commission,  recommending  this  Course,  “ when  the  regular  Collection  of  the  Rate  shall 
be  firmly  established,”  we  are  enabled  to  state  that  the  Collection  of  this  Tax  in  the 
Londonderry  Union  is  most  satisfactory ; we  would  therefore  suggest  that  County  Hospitals 
or  Infirmaries  should  no  longer  be  supported  by  the  Counties,  and  that  Patients  admitted  to 
the  Houses  already  occupied  as  such  should  be  provided  for  by  a Rate  to  be  levied  off  each 
Union  or  Hospital  District.  We  consider  that  the  Subscription  System  to  Medical  Charities  • 
is  defective,  and  approve  of  its  Discontinuance.  And  we  recommend  that  Power  be  given 
to  form  and  define  Medical  Districts  for  the  general  Administration  of  Relief  to  the  sick 
Poor,  and  that  these  respective  Districts  should  be  so  circumstanced  that  the  Relief  afforded 
would  be  within  a reasonable  Distance  of  all  who  may  require  it,  so  that  the  entire  of  the 
Poor  and  the  labouring  Population  of  the  Country  would  be  within  Reach  of  Dispensary, 

Fever  Hospital,  and  Infirmary  Aid. 

We  think  also  that  Vaccination  should  be  considered  as  Part  of  the  Duty  of  the  Dispen- 
sary Surgeons,  and  that  it  should  not  constitute  a separate  Charge,  as  at  present. 

The  local  Administration  of  these  Charities  we  conceive  should  be  intrusted  either  to 
the  Board  of  Guardians  or  to  a Committee  composed  of  the  Guardians  of  the  District 

glected  and  ex-officio)  ‘and  the  Clergy,  with  perhaps  a certain  Number  of  the  resident 
entry,  to  be  chosen  either  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  the  Rate-payers. 

Should  it  please  the  Legislature  to  make  such  Enactments  as  these  we  have  taken  the 
Liberty  of  recommending,  we  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  a general  controlling  Authority, 
supported  by  Medical  Inspection,  will  be  necessary  to  assist  the  local  Committees  in  pro- 
curing a proper  Outlay  of  the  Funds,  and  due  Attention  to  the  Wants  of  the  Poor,  and  to 
examine  and  decide  upon  the  Qualification  of  the  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  Dispensaries, 
and  we  conceive  the  Profession  of  Accoucheur  to  be  indispensably  necessary.

Gentlemen,  Board  Room,  Londonderry  Union,  7th  March  1846. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Londonderry  Union  beg  to  draw  the  Attention  of  the  Lords  Com- 
mittee to  Two  Subjects  omitted  in  their  Communication  of  the  28th  ultimo ; namely,  the 
Maintenance  of  deserted  Children,  and  the  Cost  of  procuring  Coffins  for  the  destitute 
extern  Poor. 

The  first  of  these  Objects  is  now  provided  for  by  Money  levied  with  the  County  Cess, 
and  the  latter  by  a Parish  Rate,  and  we  recommend  that  both  should  in  future  be  provided 
from  the  Poor  Rates. 

We  further  recommend,  that  deserted  Children  shall  not  be  admitted  into  the  Workhouse 
until  they  are  at  least  Seven  Years  of  Age,  but  shall  be  nursed  or  boarded  out  in  the 
various  Electoral  Divisions,  under  the  Care  of  their  respective  Guardians. 

That  the  Cost  of  their  Maintenance  (which  will  not  be  greater  than  if  Inmates  of  the 
Workhouse)  be  paid  quarterly  by  Boards  of  Guardians,  on  having  a Certificate  from  the 
Guardians  of  the  Divisions,  as  to  proper  Care  having  been  taken  of  the  Children  by  the 
(24.— App.)  F 2 Parties 
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Answers  of  Boards  Parties  with  whom  they  are  placed ; and  further,  when  the  Children  arrive  at  a proper  Age, 
of  Guardians.  think,  before  the  quarterly  Maintenance  is  paid,  Certificates  should  be  required  that  the 

Children  have  attended  School  and  public  Worship  regularly,  the  Cost  of  School  Attendance 

to  be  paid  by  the  Boards ; Foundlings  of  course  to  be  under  the  Charge  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Establishment,  and  deserted  Children,  where  the  Religion  of  the  Parents  can  be  ascertained, 
to  be  under  the  Charge  of  their  respective  Clergymen. 

If  this  Plan  be  carried  out,  we  are  convinced  that  not  only  will  a more  healthy  and  moral 
Race  be  raised  up  of  these  “ Children  of  the  Public”  than  could  possibly  be  done  within  the 
Walls  of  a Workhouse,  but  we  also  know  from  Experience,  that  if  Foundlings  be  boarded 
out  until  Seven  or  Eight  Years  of  Age  full  Nineteen  out  of  Twenty  amongst  them  will  be 
adopted  into  the  Families  wherein  they  were  brought  up,  and  never  afterwards  be  a Burden 
upon  the  Public.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  above  Union,  in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of 
the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  directed  to  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners. 

Assuming  that  the  Legislature  and  the  Government  will  devise  Means  to  employ  the 
superabundant  able-bodied  Poor,  and  considering  the  Circumstances  of  this  Country,  with 
the  general  Inability  of  the  Rate-payers  to  meet  the  Payment  of  a Tax  felt  now  to  be 
onerous  and  oppressive,,  we  are  of  opinion  that  Relief  in  the  Workhouses  should  after  the 
Expiration  cf  this  Year  be  confined  to  the  aged,  the  blind,  and  helpless. 

That  the  Payment  of  the  outstanding  Instalments  for  building  the  Workhouses  should  be 
remitted  to  the  Unions,  and  paid  out  of  the  general  Taxes  of  the  Country,  the  Guardians  or 
Rate-payers  not  having  been  consulted  upon  the  Expediency  of  such  an  Outlay  of  Money, 
which  they  consider  was  greater  than  necessary,  and  the  Buildings  imperfectly  executed, 
and  not  properly  finished. 

That  the  Fact  of  the  Administration  of  Relief  in  these  Workhouses  costing  the  Unions 
two-fold  as  much  as  the  Cost  of  Food  for  the  Paupers  in  itself  demonstrates  the  Unfitness  of 
the  present  Poor  Law  to  the  Circumstances  of  this  Country. 

That  having  considered  the  State  of  the  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  some  Change  is  greatly  wanted,  and  would  suggest,  that  instead  of  the  present  System 
that  in  each  Union  a Portion  of  the  Workhouse  Buildings  and  Yards  should  be  detached 
and  set  apart  for  an  Union  Medical  Institution,  to  be  placed  under  the  Care  of  the  Poor 
Law  Commissioners  and  Guardians,  and  sustained  from  the  Poor  Rates,  where  the  Poor  of 
the  Union,  as  well  out  of  the  House  as  in  the  Workhouse,  should  be  attended  to ; and  that 
a Medical  Union  Officer,  with  an  Assistant  when  necessary,  should  be  appointed  to  each 
Union,  and  that  they  should  be  bound  to  visit  and  attend  the  sick  Poor  in  their  Houses 
throughout  the  entire  Union.  This  Institution  might  consist  of  an  Hospital,  Infirmary,  and 
Dispensary,  and  the  Cost  of  maintaining  it  would  in  many  Instances,  by  the  proposed  Plan, 
in  part  fall  upon  many  Absentees  who  do  not  now  subscribe  to  any  Medical  Charity. 

That  while  Medical  Relief  is  now  generally  confined  to  the  Tenants  and  Dependants  of 
Subscribers,  the  Poor  generally  would,  under  the  proposed  Plan,  receive  certain  and  constant 
Medical  Aid.

That  Power  be  also  given  to  the  Guardians  to  order  out  of  the  Poor  Funds  of  each 
Union  the  Means  of  transferring  travelling  destitute  Paupers  to  their  own  Union,  who 
may  occasionally,  from  total  Inability  to  proceed  on  their  Journey,  betaken  in  for  temporary 
Relief : 1 J 

That  the  present  System  of  supporting  the  Medical  Charities,  in  a great  Measure  out 
of  the  County  Rates,  is  most  objectionable,  as  pressing  with  great  Severity  on  the  poor 
Farmers ; and  that  it  is  the  Opinion  of  the  Board  that  they  should  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
Poor  Rates  or  the  Consolidated  Fund.

That  the  Irish  Poor  Belief  Act,  being  an  Experiment,  as  it  still  continues  to  be,  has 
been  established  on  too  large  and  cumbrous  a Scale,  and  totally  unsuited  to  a Country  so 
poor,  both  as  regards  the  Landowners  and  Occupiers  of  Land : We  conceive  that  the 
Outlay  for  buildino-  Workhouses,  and  placing  a large  Debt  on  the  Bate-payers,  which  they 
are  required  to  raise  by  the  Bate,  greatly  increases  the  Amount  and  presses  very  heavily 
on  them,  ought  not  to  have  been  indicted  on  the  Country  under  Circumstances  so  very 
problematical ; we  therefore  suggest  that  the  Bepayment  of  the  Workhouse  Loan  should 

be  chargeable,  not  on  the  Union,  but  on  the  Consolidated  Fund:  

That  in  many  Cases  the  Formation  of  Unions  and  of  Electoral  Divisions  is  injudicious, 
some  being  too  large,  and  throwing  an  unfair  Burden  on  . > and  although  an 

equal  Taxation  has  been  proposed  to  remedy  this,  even  if  it  were  carried  out  it  would  only 
relieve  as  regards  the  Chargeability  and  Support  of  Paupers,  but  would  not  exonerate 
them  from  the  Bepayment  of  the  Workhouse  Loan,  nor  the  heavy  Charges  of  the  Esta- 
blishment and  Staff  Expenditure : i v , , 

That  the  Country  being  solely  agricultural,  largely  populated,  worked  without  much 
Capital  Landed  Property  in  small  Divisions,  incumbered  with  Debts,  the  heavy  Taxation 
to  raise’ the  large  Sums  of  Money  necessary  to  support  the  Establishment  and  work  out 
this  Law  is  extremely  difficult,  and  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  the  Means  and  Abilities 
of  the  Farmers  and  Landowners : . , 

That  from  the  Want  of  Capital,  and  consequently  Want  of  Employment,  arises  much 
Pauperism  among  the  labouring  Population,  who  are  therefore  obliged  to  seek  the 

WThat°the  Law  of  Settlement  bears  heavily  on  Electoral  Divisions,  throwing  on  those 
connected  with  Towns  the  Support  of  Paupers  coming  from  other  Divisions,  and  even 
Counties ; in  this  Matter  we  consider  the  Law  requires  Change,  and  therefore  suggest  that

That  if  the  Experiment  of  a Belief  for  the  Poor  had  been  commenced  with  a 1 lan 
different  from  that  of  the  present  Act  it  would  have  been  accomplished  with  much  less 
Expense  to  the  Bate-payers,  and  the  Benefit  to  the  Paupers  would  have  been  equal  if  not 

§r?hat  a Union  of  Two  or  Three  Parishes  for  the  Support  of  their  own  Poor,  the  Tax 
to  be  levied  and  the  Belief  to  be  administered  by  a Committee  of  the  Parishioners,  with 
the  Parochial  Clergy,  would  have  been  an  Experiment  neither  costly  nor  .unreasonable, 
and  if  not  found  to  answer  could  in  any  objectionable  Part  of  its  working  be  easily 

^That^we  consider  that  both  Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  should  derive,  their 
Support  not,  as  at  present,  from  precarious  Subscriptions,  but  from  a Bate  to  be  levied  on 
the  Owners  of  all  Property  within  the  Union,  numerous  Instances  having  come  to  our 
Knowledge  in  which  Belief  has  been  afforded  to  Persons  resident  on  Estates  the  Pro- 
prietors of  which  have  not  contributed  One  Shilling  of  Subscription  to  either  Fever

The  Subject  was  then  brought  on,  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  Letter  of  the 
20th  ultimo  (No.  98  M/46.),  calling  the  Attention  of  the  Guardians  to  the  Medical  Chari- 
ties in  Ireland,  if  they  wish  to  give  Evidence  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords 
on  that  Subject. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  proposed  by  Thomas  Brehon,  Esquire,  and  seconded  by 
Robert  Tyndall,  Esquire,  and  adopted: — 

That  it  is  a serious  Grievance  that  Irishmen,  after  they  have  expended  the  best  Portion 
of  their  Lives  in  England,  should,  in  the  event  of  their  becoming  destitute,  be  forcibly  sent 
back  to  Ireland ; and  that  under  the  existing  Law  the  Boards  of  Guardians  have  no  Power 
to  send  English  Paupers  to  England,  that  the  English  Authorities  have  to  send  Irish 
Paupers  to  Ireland ; this  is  a clear  Injustice ; and  this  Board  are  of  opinion  that  the  Law 
in  both  Countries  should  be  assimilated : 

That  the  Cripples,  Idiots,  and  other  Persons  practise  Mendicancy  as  a Trade  universally, 
but  principally  in  the  Towns,  which  Grievance  produces  the  chief  Complaints  against  the 
Poor  Laws,  and  that  some  Remedy  ought  to  be  provided,  always  avoiding  the  mixing  up 
Vagrancy  with  mere  Poverty : 

That  we  are  of  opinion  that  Lunatic  Asylums  should  be  compelled  to  receive  Patients 
from  the  Workhouses,  the  Charge  thereof  to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  Poor  Rate  : 

That  it  is  plainly  unjust  that  Landlords  receiving  large  Rents  out  of  Buildings  used  for 
public  Purposes  should  be  exempt  from  the  Poor  Law  Tax : 

That  Emigration  presents  the  only  Means  by  which  the  rising  Generation  of  Work- 
house  Inmates  may  be  permanently  provided  for,  and  that  the  Machinery  by  which  this 
Emigration  is  to  be  carried  into  effect  requires  to  be  simplified. 

It  was  then  resolved.  That  William  F.  Tighe,  Esquire,  Chairman  of  the  Guardians, 
Thomas  Brehon,  Esquire,  Doctor  Howlett,  Guardians,  and  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Pro-

Gentlemen,  Mount  Cantfield,  3d  March  1846. 

Being  a Member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Newry  Union  since  the  Workhouse 
was  opened,  having  given  frequent  Attendance  at  the  weekly  Meetings,  and  being  sincerely 
desirous  that  the  System  may  work  well,  I beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  Consideration  a 
few  Remarks,  in  consequence  of  the  Circular  which  was  laid  before  the  Board  on  Saturday 
last,  on  which  Occasion  I gave  my  Vote  in  favour  of  a uniform  Rate  being  recommended, 
considering  it  more  equitable  than  the  present  District  Rates,  for  the  wealthy  rural  Dis- 
trict has  generally  less  to  pay  than  the  poor  one.  It  is  also  a great  Disadvantage  to  the 
poor  Person  or  Persons  who  apply  for  Relief,  that  each  Guardian  considers  it  his  Duty  as 
well  as  his  Interest,  if  possible,  to  prevent  those  Persons  being  charged  on  his  District ; the 

Consequence 
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Consequence  has  frequently  been  that  a destitute  Person  or  Family  has  been  refused  Ad- 
mittance. The  next  Suggestion  I beg  leave  to  make  is,  that  an  Alteration  should  be  made 
in  the  Mode  of  collecting  the  Rates,  the  present  being,  in  my  Opinion,  highly  objec- 
tionable, and  in  its  Effects  mischievous,  for  it  keeps  alive  a constant  hostile  Feeling  among 
the  great  Bulk  of  the  Population,  the  Demand  frequently  coming  on  about  the  same  Time 
that  the  County  Cess  must  be  paid.  The  Collector  is  obliged  to  make  frequent  Applica- 
tions, and,  in  many  Cases,  take  legal  Proceedings  to  enforce  Payment.  Instead  of  this,  if 
the  Landlords  were  obliged  to  pay  the  Rates  in  the  first  instance,  and  then  be  authorized 
to  add  the  Tenant’s  Share  to  his  Rent,  as  is  done  in  the  Tithe  Rent-charge,  all  this  Cause 
of  Irritation  would  be  avoided ; One  Collector  would  be  able  to  do  the  Business  for  the 
whole  Union,  and  at  a less  Expense  than  the  present. 

I would  also  suggest,  that  the  Guardians  be  empowered  to  employ  a Person  to  keep  all 
Boys  who  are  above  the  Age  for  School,  and  the  Men  who  are  able,  at  some  useful  Work, 
for  in  my  Opinion  the  Master  has  not  Time  to  spare  from  his  other  Duties  to  attend 
properly  to  this ; and  it  is  a very  great  Disadvantage,  particularly  to  the  young  Lads,  to  be 
without  Employment. 

Nothing  else  occurs  to  me  on  this  Subject  at  present,  so  beg.  leave  to  subscribe  myself

Medical  A id  to  the  Poor  of  Ireland  by  Dispensaries  is  unsatisfactory  and  insufficient,  while 
the  Mode  of  levying  the  Funds  for  their  Support  is  unfair  and  unequal. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  that  a System  of  Medical  Charities 
which  would  connect  with  each  Workhouse  an  Infirmary  and  Dispensary,  with  Branches 
commensurate  to  the  Wards  of  the  Union,  in  addition  to  the  Fever  Hospitals  already  pro- 
vided for,  such  Infirmary  and  Dispensary  to  be  placed  under  the  Control  of  the  present 
Poor  Law  Authorities,  might  be  so  regulated  as  to  provide  for  the  Care  of  the  sick  Poor 
in  an  efficient  and  satisfactory  Manner,  and  to  guard  against  the  Defects  and  Abuses  to 
which  the  present  Dispensaries  are  subject. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  see  the  Necessity  of  increasing  the  Medical  Establishment  in 
the  different  Unions,  yet  we  beg  respectfully  to  call  the  Attention  of  the  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Lords  to  consider  whether  those  Expenses  might  not  be  raised  from  some 
other  Fund,  and  not  altogether  placed  upon  the  Poor  Rates,  now  constituting  One  of  those 
heavy  Charges  upon  Land  which  we  have  been  led  to  expect  that  the  Legislature  is 
disposed  to  abate. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  cannot  gather  from  the  Circular  of  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners the  Nature  of  the  proposed  Inquiries  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords  into  the  Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor.  From  its 
Experience  of  the  Operation  of  those  Laws  it  is  ready  to  testify  its  Approbation  of  the 
general  working  of  them ; but  from  its  Experience  also  it  feels  confident,  if  once  aware  of 
the  Subject  to  be  inquired  into  by  the  Committee,  it  could  point  out  several  Improve- 
ments in  the  Details  of  the  Poor  Law  Acts.

1(M 
was  expended  upon  the  Support  of  this  Workhouse;  and  that  the  Maintenance  of  each 
individual  Pauper  during  the  Year  averaged,  as  nearly  as  possible,  2s.  3d.  per  Head  per 
Week.

That  the  daily  average  Number  of  Paupers  in  the  House  diming  the  last  Year  was, 
according  to  the  Auditor’s  Report,  363. 

That,  notwithstanding  this  considerable  Amount  of  Relief  and  large  Expenditure,  we 
are  unable  to  say  that  we  have  observed  such  Diminution  of  Mendicancy  as  should  be 
expected. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  Case  of  orphan  and  deserted  Children  under  the  Age  of 
Five  Years  the  Workhouse  System  should  be  abandoned,  for  the  following  Reasons; 
viz. — First,  Children  reared  in  this  House  cost  much  more  than  the  same  Children  if  reared 
at  Nurse  in  Farmhouses.  Secondly,  Such  Children  cannot  be  brought  up  in  Health  on 
account  of  the  confined  State  of  the  Workhouse.  Thirdly,  The  rearing  of  Children  in 
Peasant  Families  may  secure  for  them  a respectable  Place  in  Society,  while  their  being 
brought  up  in  the  Workhouse  may  cause  them  to  be  a permanent  Burden  on  the  Union.  ° 

We  recommend  that  a reasonable  Control  of  their  own  Officers  should  be  given  to 
Boards  of  Guardians,  and  that  in  Matters  of  local  Detail  they  should  be  freed  from  Inter- 
ference of  the  Commissioners ; particularly  that  the  Guardians  should  be  invested  with  a 
Power  to  examine  Witnesses  on  Oath,  on  all  Matters  connected  with  the  Affairs  and 
Management  of  the  Institution,  whenever  they  may  think  necessary;  such  Oath  to  be 
administered  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Day. 

We  beg  to  call  the  Attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  deplorable  State  of  the  Lunatics 
now  in  the  Workhouse;  viz.  Males,  12;  Females,  18;  the  confined  Situation  of  that 
Part  of  the  Workhouse  set  apart  for  these  unfortunate  Persons  preventing  the  Possibility 
of  any  Attempt  to  classify,  them,  or  to  use  any  Means  to  attempt  a Cure.  We  therefore 
recommend,  that  all  Lunatics  be  immediately  removed  to  Lunatic  Asylums,  particularly  as 
Accommodation  for  this  Purpose  has  been  provided  by  Act  of  Parliament. 

We  think  it  expedient  that  the  Guardians  should  have  the  Power  of  apprenticing  and 
giving  small  Fees  with  Youths  of  both  Sexes. 

We  recommend  that  the  Guardians  should  have  the  Power  to  appoint  a Storekeeper 
to  take  charge  of  the  Clothing,  Necessaries,  and  all  Workhouse  Requisites,  and  to  act  as 
general  Superintendent. 

We  submit  that,  the  Rate-payers  should  not  be  made  responsible  for  the  Payment  of 
the  Debt  incurred  in  the  Erection  of  the  Union  Workhouse,  inasmuch  as  the  Guardians 
had  no  Control  over  such  Expenditure,  and  inasmuch  as  twice  the  Amount  has  been 

laid 
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laid  out  that  would  have  been  necessary  to  erect  a plain  substantial  Building,  affording  an 
equal  Amount  of  Accommodation. 

We  beg  to  state,  that  in  our  Opinion  sufficient  Attendance  is  not  given  by  the  Clergy- 
men of  the  different  Persuasions ; and  we  recommend,  that  such  Clergymen  be  required 
to  be  personally  present  at  the  Workhouse  for  One  Hour  at  least  on  each  Day,  for  the 
Purpose  of  attending  to  the  religious  Instruction  of  the  Inmates.

Resolved,  That  we  feel  many  Inconveniences  arise  from  the  Board  not  being  intrusted 
with  any  discretionary  Powers  by  the  Poor  Law  Acts,  as  alluded  to  under  the  following 
Heads : — - 

1.— WORKHOUSE  GENERALLY. 

The  Establishment  altogether  is  in  a very  unfinished  State,  and  the  Workmanship  not 
durable ; the  Skylights  and  Windows  admitting  Rain,  and  of  bad  Construction  ; the 
Woodwork  Frames  of  the  Windows  rotting  fast;  some  of  the  Boiler  Flues  have  burst; 
many  useless  Doors,  but  many  Doors  still  required ; most  of  the  Rooms  rendered  nearly 
useless  from  Want  of  Fire-places,  the  greater  Number  of  the  Inmates  being,  as  they 
ouoht  to  be,  infirm  from  Age  or  Sickness.  We  also  feel  the  greatest  Inconvenience  owing 
to  Want  of  a Boundary  Wall ; Spirits  being  conveyed  to  the  Inmates,  and  Bread  sometimes 
handed  out. 

2. — Sewers. 

From  the  Construction  of  the  Sewers  they  appeal-  to  be  intended  as  perpetual 
Nuisances. 


3.— Accommodation  for  the  sick. 

The.  Want  of  warm  and  well-ventilated  Apartments,  the  latter  not  being  possible 
without  exposing  the  Inmates  to  injurious  Currents  of  Air ; the  Want  of  properly 
educated  Nurses  to  attend  the  sick,  same  not  being  available  from  amongst  the  Females 
of  the  Establishment ; and  the  total  Absence  of  the  Means  for  separating  those  labouring 
under  infectious  Diseases  from  Persoils  in  a healthy  State,  mote  particularly  the  Children 
who  have  been  lately  very  generally  attacked  with  Measles  and  Small  Pock,  upon  the 
whole  render  the  Accommodation  provided  for  the  sick  very  inadequate. 


4. — FevEr  Hospital. 

Indispensably  necessary,  being  the  most  urgent  Call  for  Poor  Relief.  The  Idiot  Wards 
have  been  temporarily  converted  for  the  Treatment  of  Fever  Patients,  but  are  very  ill 
suited,  there  being  no  thorough  Air,  and  being  fat  too  low  and  small.  The  Union  Board 
has  been  most  anxious  to  erect  a Fever  Hospital  on  the  Workhouse  Land,  and  charge  same 
on  the  Rates ; but  after  uselessly  applying  to  the  Commissioners  and  to  several  Banks  for  a 
Loan  to  effect  same,  the  Attempt  has  necessarily  been  abandoned.  We  now  request  the 
Government  to  advance,  on  the  Security  of  the  Rates,  F unds  for  the  immediate  Erection  of 
a Fever  Ward  on  the  Workhouse  Site,  sufficiently  distant  from  the  main  Building  to 
'prevent  the  Risk  of  Infection. 


5. — The  Collection  of  the  Poor  Rate  from  immediate  Lessors,  &c. 

The  Collection  of  the  Rate  in  many  of  these  Cases  is  rendered  almost  impossible,  by 
reason  of  the  various  complicated  Modes  for  enforcing  it.  We  suggest  that  the  Agent  or 
local  Manager  should  be  made  liable  for  the  Rate  upon  the  Properties  of  Absentees,  many 
of  whom  never  visit  this  Country.  We  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  Guardians  should  have 
the  Power  of  immediately  dismissing  any  Collector  who  docs  not  use  sufficient  Exertion  or 

o . pay 
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pay  Attention  to  tlie  Instructions  of  the  Board,  such  Collector  not  to  have  a Claim  for 
Payment  for  that  Portion  of  the  Collection  which  he  may  have  found  it  his  Convenience  to 
receive. 

6. — Illegitimate  Children. 

We  suggest  that  the  Fathers  of  illegitimate  Children  should  be  made  liable  for  their 
Support  while  in  the  Workhouse,  same  to  be  recoverable  on  satisfactory  Evidence  before 
Justices  at  Petty  Sessions  at  the  Suit  of  the  Board. 

7. — Transmission  of  Paupers  to  their  proper  Poor  Law  Unions. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  Power  should  be  given  to  compel  the  Masters  of  Workhouses  to 
receive  Applicants  provisionally,  on  Production  of  a Certificate  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Union 
from  whence  conveyed,  and  to  give  the  Board  discretionary  Power  to  assist  or  send  them 
on  their  Road.  We  deem  the  present  Time  of  Settlement  too  short,  and  recommend  not 
less  than  Three  Years  Residence  should  inflict  the  Burden  of  the  Support  of  Paupers  upon 
any  particular  Division, 

8,— Rent  of  Workhouse  Land. 

We  find  that  the  yearly  Rent  of  the  Workhouse  Land  is  excessive,  to  the  Amount  of 
32 1.  85.  1 Id.  over  the  yearly  Rent  of  the  same  Extent  of  the  adjoining  Townparks,  as 
recently  let  at  3Z.  10s,  per  Irish  Acre,  this  Site  having  been  taken  by  the  Commissioners 
at  10Z.  10s.  3d.  per  Acre. 

9. — Intelligent  Children. 

Some  Means  should  be  at  the  Disposal  of  the  Guardians  for  placing  smart  and  intelligent 
Children  at  Trades  or  Occupations. 

10. — Classification  of  Females. 

We  suggest  that  Females  of  proper  and  well-behaved  Characters  should  be  separated 
from  the  depraved  and  ill  conducted. 

11. — Officers. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Union  being  paid  only  in  proportion  to  the  local  Duties  of  his  Office,  we 
deem  it  unjust  to  compel  him  to  make  out  voluminous  Poor  Law  Returns  either  for  the  Com- 
missioners or  Parliament.  We  recommend  that  an  Allowance  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk 
from  the  Consolidated  Fund  in  proportion  to  the  Size  and  Labour  necessary  for  such 
Returns,  to  enable  him  to  provide  a proper  Person  to  execute  same.  The  Board  are  also 
inconvenienced  at  the  Time  of  making  out  Rate  Books,  &c.,  by  their  Clerk  being  wholly 
taken  up  by  Parliamentary  Returns. 

12.  — The  Guardians. 

The  Guardians  should  have  Power  over  small  Sums  to  meet  extreme  Cases  not  contem- 
plated by  the  Act,  such  as  the  Clothing  of  Fever  Patients  on  becoming  well  and  leaving 
the  House,  whose  Clothes  may  have  been  burnt  for  Security,  and  per  Order,  at  the  Time  of 
their  Admission  into  the  Fever  Ward. 

13.  — Workhouse  Loan. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  Repayment  of  the  Workhouse  Loan  should  not  be  enforced. 
At  present  it  is  most  difficult  to  get  sufficient  Money  to  carry  on  the  Expenditure,  and  the 
Collection  of  a larger  Sum  would  be  impossible.  Also,  the  House  has  been  so  ill  executed 
that  the  Union  should  not  be  answerable  for  the  building  Expenses. 

14. — Male  and  Female  Lunatic  Cells. 

These  Cells  from  their  Construction  are  useless  ; but  this  Place  is  totally  unsuited  for 
such  Class  of  Persons,  as  there  are  none  amongst  the  Inmates  able  to  take  sufficient  Care 
of  them. 

15. — Out-door  Medical  Relief. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Guardians  should  have  the  discretionary  Power  of  affording 
Out-door  Medical  Relief  in  occasional  extreme  Cases.

Resolved,  That  we  fully  approve  of  and  adopt  the  foregoing  Report  of  a Committee  of 
the  Guardians  of  this  Union  at  a Meeting  held  on  the  13th  March  instant,  and  we  direct 
tlie  Clerk  to  forward  a Copy  of  the  same  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Clancarty, 
Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  inquiring  into  the  Operation  of 
the  Poor  Law  Acts,  &c.  in  Ireland. 


(114.)— ROSCREA  UNION. 
(No  Answer.) 
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(115.)— SCARIFF  UNION. 

Resolved,  That  in  compliance  with  the  Desire  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  we 
hereby  suggest  the  following  Statement  of  our  Opinion  of  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law 
Act  in  this  Union : — 

With  reference  to  the  System  of  In-door  Relief,  so  far  as  it  has  been  up  to  this  Time 
afforded,  we  do  believe  much  Improvement  cannot  be  suggested;  but  we  would  most 
respectfully  submit  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  give  Boards  of  Guardians  the  Means 
of  contributing  Aid  to  such  industrious  Persons  outside  the  Workhouse  as  are  not  able 
by  their  Labour  to  support  large  Families,  and  are,  under  the  present  System,  obliged  to 
come  into  the  Workhouse,  and  become  a heavy  Burden  on  the  Union.  We  would  also 
suggest,  that  the  Repayment  of  the  Money  advanced  by  the  Exchequer  Loan  Commissioners 
towards  the  building  of  the  Workhouses  in  Ireland  should  not  be  demanded,  as  the  Exac- 
tion of  this  large  Sum,  even  though  by  Instalments,  would  compel  Boards  of  Guardians, 
either  to  levy  such  enormous  oppressive  Rates  as  would  discourage  the  Rate-payers,  or 
entirely  to  give  up  the  Distribution  of  Relief  during  the  Payment  of  this  Loan. 

The  System  of  allocating  Paupers  on  single  Electoral  Divisions  does  not  in  our  Opinion 
contribute  well  towards  the  well-working  of  the'  Act,  as  by  it  an  Interest  is  created  among 
the  Guardians  representing  the  different  Parishes  in  the  Union  to  give  as  little  Relief  as 
possible  to  Applicants  from  their  respective  Parishes ; so  that  we  are  strongly  of  opinion 
that  if  all  the  Paupers  were  charged  to  the  Union  at  large  Relief  would  be  afforded  more 
impartially  than  at  present,  and  much  Dissension  and  bickering  in  the  Board  Room  would 
be  avoided. 

We  know  that  the  Prejudice  with  which  the  Act  has  to  contend  is  chiefly  caused  by  the 
Fact  of  a large  necessary  Staff  of  Workhouse  Officers  being  supported  and  paid  out  of 
the  Rates  of  the  Union,  and  have  no  doubt  but  if  Payment  was  given  to  the  Officers  from 
the  Consolidated  Fund,  or  some  other  Source,  the  Rates  would  be  more  cheerfully 
paid  than  they  are  at  present.  According  to  the  Suggestion  embodied  in  the  Resolution 
of  the  Lords  Committee,  we  beg  to  suggest  the  following  Gentlemen  as  fit  Persons  to 
give  Evidence  on  the  Matters  above  referred  to,  and  more  particularly  on  the  different 
Circumstances  connected  with  the  Law  in  this  Union.

named  by  this  Board  on  that  Day.

I beg  to  inform  you,  that  at  the  Meeting  this  Day  the  Chairman,  T.  Somerville, 
L.  J.  Fleming,  and  J.  R.  Barry,  Esquires,  are  the  Gentlemen  appointed  to  attend  before 
the  Lords  Committee  to  give  Evidence  on  the  Subject  of  the  Poor  Law  Act  and  Medical 
Charities ; that  in  the  event  of  Mr.  Barry’s  not  being  able  to  go,  his  Son,  W.  F.  J.  Barry, 
Esquire,  go  in  his  Stead,  and  that  the  Clerk  proceed  with  them.

Proposed  by  Mr.  Downing : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  proposed  Amendments  in  the  Poor  Law  Act  be  Instructions 
to  the  Gentlemen  to  be  examined  from  this  Board  as  the  unanimous  Feeling  of  the  Guar- 
dians ; and  that  Copies  thereof  should  be  transmitted  to  Lord  Clancarty,  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Lords. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mode  of  Election  of  Guardians,  as  well  as  the  Mode  of  ascertaining  the 
Guardians  elected,  is  open  to  extensive  Abuse  and  Fraud,  and  has  given  general  Dissatisfac- 
tion ; and  that  we  recommend  the  Substitution  of  the  following  Plan,  namely,  that  the  Clerk 
of  the  Union  shall  immediately  after  the  Nomination  of  Candidates  for  the  Office  of  Guar- 
dians make  out  a List  of  the  Cess-payers  entitled  to  vote  in  each  Electoral  Division  in 
which  a Contest  is  about  to  take  place,  properly  numbered,  with  the  Number  of  Votes  to 
which  each  Cess-payer  may  be  entitled  opposite  to  his  Number,  and  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions  in  the  Electoral  Division,  and  if  no  Petty  Sessions 
in  the  Electoral  Division  then  to  the  one  nearest  to  the  said  Electoral  Division,  and  also 
a Box,  locked  and  sealed,  the  Key  of  which  should  be  kept  by  the  Chairman,  Deputy,  or 
Deputy  Vice  Chairman,  until  the  Time  herein-after  appointed  for  opening  the  same,  with 
the  Names  of  the  Candidates  written  legibly  thereon ; and  that  the  Clerk  of  such  Petty 
Sessions  shall  attend  at  such  Petty  Sessions  to  be  appointed  for  that  Purpose,  and  then 
receive  the  V otes  of  each  Cess-payer  who  may  present  himself  for  that  Purpose ; that  the 
Clerk  of  the  Union  should,  as  heretofore,  cause  a printed  Scrip  or  Scrips  to  be  left  at  the 
House  of  each  Cess-payer  entitled  to  vote,  with  a Number  thereon  corresponding  with 
the  List  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions,  and  the  Number  of  Votes  to  which  he  may 
be  entitled,  and  signed  at  Foot  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Union;  and  that  any  such  Cess- 
payer  presenting  him  or  herself,  and  tendering  such  Scrip,  within  the  Time  aforesaid,  should, 
on  the  Number  corresponding,  be  permitted  to  put  a Scrip  or  Scrips  into  the  Space 
allotted  for  the  Candidate  or  Candidates,  as  the  Case  may  be,  for  whom  he  or  she  may 
wish  to  vote,  without  the  Presence  of  any  Persons,  except  where  a Cess-payer  may.  be 
unable  to  read,  in  which  Case  the  said  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions  should  truly  point  out  to 
such  Cess-payer  the  Name  or  Names  of  the  Candidate  or  Candidates  for  whom  he  may 
wish  to  vote;  and  that  no  Vote  as  aforesaid  should  be  taken  after  the  Hour  of  Four 
o’Clock  of  the  Second  Day  allowed  for  such  Election ; and  that  on  the  next  Day  after  the 
said  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions  should  himself  deliver  said  Box  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union, 
by  whom  the  same  should  be  produced  before  the  Guardians  at  their  then  next  Meeting 
before  the  25th  March,  in  whose  Presence  the  Votes  given  for  each  Candidate  should  be 
ascertained ; and  the  Guardian  or  Guardians,  as  the  Case  may  be,  having  the  greatest 
Number  of  Votes,  should  be  then  declared  duly  elected;  and  that  the  several  Clerks  of 
Petty  Sessions  should  be  previously  sworn  by  any  Chairman  of.  the  Guardians  then  pre- 
siding, who  should  be  empowered  to  administer  the  same,  to  discharge  his  Duty  fairly,  truly, 
and  honestly,  without  Favour,  Affection,  or  Malice ; and  that  each  Clerk  of  Petty  Sessions, 
where  a Contest  should  take  place,  should  receive  the  Sum  of  40s.  and  no  more. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Day  be  empowered  to  examine  all  Applicants  for 
Admission,  on  Oath,  and  all  Witnesses  who  may  present  themselves  to  give  Evidence 
thereon. 

Resolved,  That  the  Landlord  (that  is,  the  Person  in  receipt  of  the  Rents  payable  by 
the  Occupiers  of  Land,  &o.,)  shall  be  the  Person  immediately  liable  to  the  Payment  of 
Poor  Rate,  and  shall  be  so  rated  accordingly;  that  the  Name  of  the  Occupier  shall  be  set 
forth  in  a distinct  Column,  and  the  Name  of  such  Landlord  in  another,  where  it  can  be 
done  with  Certainty;  and  where  that  cannot  be  done,  that  the  Landlord  shall  be  rated 
as  the  immediate  Lessor,  without  Name;  and  that  where  such  Landlord  shall  reside  out 
of  the  Union  in  which  the  Property  is  rated,  that  the  Collector  for  the  Time  being  shall 
apply  to  such  Landlord,  either  personally  or  by  the  Transmission  through  the  Post  Office 
of  a Demand  in  Writing  properly  directed  to  such  Landlord,  requiring  Payment  of  the 
Rates  to  which  he  may  be  so  liable  within  a Month  from  the  Day  of  such  Transmission ; 
and  if  such  Rate  shall  be  unpaid  within  said  Month,  that  the  same  should  be  paid  by  the 
Occupier  for  the  Time  being,  and  that  such  Payment  by  such  Occupier  should  be  taken  as  a 
Payment  to  his  said  Landlord  of  a Sum  equal  to  Four  Times  the  Amount,  paid  out  of  any 
Rent  .due,  and  if  no  Rent  was  then  due  then  of  the  next  accruing  Rent ; and  that  any 
Agreement  or  Consent  to  the  contrary  between  any  Landlord  and  Occupier  shall  be  null 
and  void  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes. 

Resolved,  That  the  County  Cess  should  be  paid  as  the  Poor  Rates,  and  in  the  same 
Proportion  between  Landlord  and  Tenant,  and  that  the  elected  Guardians  should,  at  each 
Presentment  Sessions  in  the  Union,  be  associated  Rate-payers  with  the  Magistrates,  instead 
of  the  Rate-payers  under  the  present  Grand  Jury  System. 

Resolved,  That  a Power  should  be  given  to  Two  Thirds  of  the  Guardians  present  and 
voting  at  any  of  their  usual  weekly  Meetings  to  correct  any  Mistake  made  in  the  Rate 
Books  of  the  Union,  either  by  the  Insertion  of  the  Name  of  any  Person  not  liable  to  the 
Payment  of  Rates,  or  the  Omission  of  the  Name  of  any  Person  liable,  or  by  a manifest 
Overcharge  in  the  Valuation  of  any  Land  or  Tenement ; provided  always,  that  there  shall 
(24. — App.)  H 3 be 
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be  present  at  such  Meetings  One  Fourth  at  least  of  the  entire  Guardians  of  the  Union, 
elected  and  ex-officio,  and  that  no  Reduction  upon  Valuation  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made 
unless  the  Revisor  of  said  Union  shall  be  of  opinion  that  such  Reduction  should  take  place ; 
and  provided  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Rate-payer  in  said  Union  to  appeal 
to  any  such  Order  for  Alteration  or  Reduction  as  aforesaid  in  the  Manner  prescribed  in 
and  by  the  Act  of  the  1st  and  2d  Victoria,  c.  56. ; but  if  that  such  Appeal  should  be  con- 
sidered frivolous,  that  the  Appellate  Jurisdiction  should  have  Power  to  give  Costs  against 
the  Appellant;  and  provided  also,  that  previous  to  the  Day  when  any  Person  named 
should  be  inserted  under  the  Power  by  this  Clause  given  to  the  Guardians,  that  Notice 
thereof  should  be  given  to  such  Person  in  Writing,  and  that  such  Person  should  have  the 
same  Right  of  Appeal  thereto  as  under  1st  and  2d  Victoria,  c.  56. 

Resolved,  That  the  Guardians  may,  with  the  Assent  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners, 
purchase,  or  take  upon  Lease  for  a Term  of  not  less  than  Forty  Years,  any  Quantity  of 
Land  not  exceeding  Fifty  Acres  contiguous  to  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  that  the  said 
Guardians  should  have  the  Power  of  employing  a professional  Agriculturist  for  the  Purpose 
of  teaching  the  youthful  Male  Paupers  and  other  Inmates  of  the  House  a proper  System 
of  Agriculture,  and  bringing  them  up  with  Habits  of  Industry,  and  at  such  a Salary  as  they 
may  think  proper,  subject  to  the  Approval  of  the  Commissioners. 

Resolved,  That  the  manifest  Injustice  of  sending  from  England  to  Ireland  Irish  Paupers 
who  have  given  the  Benefit  of  their  Youth,  Health,  and  Labour  upon  English  Soil  must 
be  apparent  to  every  honest  Man,  and  that  to  put  a stop  to  so  cruel  a System  a Law 
should  be  enacted,  that  any  Pauper  who  has  spent  the  Five  Years  next  before  his  Applica- 
tion for  Relief  as  a Pauper  should  be  entitled  to  Relief  and  legally  chargeable  to  some 
Union  in  the  Kingdom  where  he  had  spent  so  many  Years  as  aforesaid. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  2d  Section  of  the  6th  and  7th  Victoria  as  requires 
Fifteen  Days  Notice  of  Demand  of  Rates  from  Lessors  for  Tenements  under  47.  yearly, 
before  Proceedings  can  be  taken  for  their  Recovery,  shall  be  repealed,  and  that  a Six  Days 
Notice,  as  under  the  1st  and  2d  Victoria,  should  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Resolved,  That  the  Collector  sell  Distress  made  for  Poor  Rates  in  the  Manner  as  Goods 
taken  under  Civil  Bill  Decrees ; that  is,  upon  the  Fifth  Day  of  Seizure,  and  after  Four  Days 
Notice  of  such  Sale  posted  in  the  usual  Place  for  posting.  Notices  in  the  next  Market  Town ; 
and  therefore  that  so  much  of  the  78th  Section  of  the  1st  and  2d  Victoria  as  requires  that 
Distresses  should  be  sold  as  in  Cases  of  Distresses  for  Rent  should  be  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  No.  40.  of  the  General  Orders  of  the  Commissioners  should  be  altered, 
for  annulling  the  Power  which  it  assumes  to  give  the  Commissioners  of  dismissing  any 
Officer  of  this  House  without  the  Sanction  of  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians. 

Resolved,  That  No.  41.,  which  assumes  to  make  the  Clerk  the  mere  Officer  of  the  Com- 
missioners, should  be  annulled ; and  that  the  Clerk  should  be  the  Clerk  of  the  Guardians, 
and  not  subject  to  Dismissal  or  Suspension  of  the  Commissioners  without  the  Assent  of 
the  Majority  of  the  Guardians. 

Proposed  by  Mr.  McCarthy  ; seconded  by  Mr.  Starkie : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  J.  H.  Marmion  be  added  to  the  Deputation  named  to  give  Evidence 
before  a Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  the  Subject  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act 
and  Medical  Charities. 

Proposed  by  Mr.  Starkie  : 

Resolved,  That  in  Cases  where  Electoral  Divisions  are  contested  each  Candidate  shall 
pay  in  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Union  his  Proportion  of  the  Expenses  before  the  Day  of  Election, 
instead  of  saddling  those  Parishes  with  the  Amount,  several  Parties  being  put  in  nomi- 
nation that  most  likely  the  Electoral  Divisions  may  have  no  Interest  in  or  Knowledge 
of ; and  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  each  Candidate  of  his  Nomination. 

Proposed  by  Mr.  Starkie ; seconded  by  Mr.  T.  Townsend : 

That  a Clause  be  inserted  in  any  Amendment  of  the  Poor  Law  Act  giving  Landlords 
the  Privilege  of  paying  for  their  Tenants  in  any  or  all  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  in  which 
they  hold  Property,  allowing  Two  and  a Half  per  Cent,  for  so  doing,  which  will  avoid  the 
heavy  Charge  of  the  Rate  Collectors,  and  ultimately  be  a considerable  Saving  to  the  several 
Electoral  Divisions. 

Read  a Letter  of  the  9th  instant  from  J ames  Redmond  Barry,  Esquire,  accompanied  by 
the  recent  Grand  Jury  Act  of  the  9th  Victoria,  c.  2.,  and  also  by  the  recent  Public  Works 
Act  of  Victoria,  c.  1.,  presented  to  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Thanks  of  this  Board  be  transmitted  to  Mr.  Barry,  not  only  for  the 
above  Acts  of  Parliament  transmitted  by  him,  but  also  for  the  prompt  Concurrence  expressed 
in  his  Letter  to  comply  (if  possible)  with  the  Request  of  the  Guardians,  by  attending  the 
Committee  of  the  Lords  on  the  working  of  the  present  Poor  Law  Act.

In  reply  to  your  Circular  of  the  20th  February  1846,  I beg  to  forward  to  you  the 
following : 

The  Board  of  Guardians  do  not  consider  it  essential  to  call  the  Attention  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  any  particular  Points,  save  as  to  a better  Classification 
of  the  Female  Inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  by  separating  those  of  a respectable  Character 
from  the  immoral  and  reprobate  Class.  The  Board  does  riot  wish  to  tender  Evidence  on 
this  Point,  after  due  Consultation  with  several  Guardians  who  were  prevented  by  Assizes 
Business  from  attending.

Moved  by  L.  Vernon,  Esquire, 

That  a Committee  of  the  Guardians  be  appointed  to  meet,  and  draw  up  a Report  for  the 
Committee  of  the  Lords  now  sitting,  relative  to  Alteration dn  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law 
and  the  internal  Regulation  of  the  House. 

Committee  named; — ’James  Wood,  James  Boyle,  L.  Vernon,  Knox  Barrett,  William 
Fausset,  and  that  the  above-named  do  meet  on  Monday  next,  to  draw  up  their  Report  to 
the  next  Meeting  of  Guardians  on  Tuesday  7 th  April  next. 

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  the  7 th  April  1846. 

Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Sligo  Union 
on  the  31st  March  1846,  relative  to  Improvements  in  the  Poor  Law  and  the 
interior  Economy  and  Discipline  of  the  House. 

First.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  Power  of  Classification  be  given  to  the 
Guardians  (such  as  among  Female  Inmates)  to  totally  separate  the  Prostitute  who  comes 
into  the  House,  either  from  Distress  or  to  be  cured  from  Disease,  from  the  respectable 
Mother  of  a Family  and  her  Children,  and  from  young  Girls,  several  Instances  having 
occurred  of  the  latter  being  seduced  out  of  the  House  by  the  older  Prostitutes,  for  the 
Purposes  of  Prostitution;  arid  this  could  be  effected  without  much  Expense  to  the 
Union,  by  the  Removal  of  the  Lunatics  and  Idiots  to  District  Lunatic  Asylums,  which 
would  give  the  Rooms  necessary  for  the  Classification  required. 

Second.  The  Time  of  the  Master  and  Matron  is  too  much  occupied  to  enable  them  to 
attend  sufficiently  to  the  Discipline  of  the  House.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that 
Wards  Men  and  Women  be  appointed  from  the  well-conducted  Inmates  of  the  House, 
to  be  distinguished  by  a better  Description  of  Clothing,  and  remunerated  by  a better 
Description  of  Rations. 

Third.  It  is  suggested  to  have  a Mark  on  the  Jackets  of  the  Men  and  the  Caps  and 
Bedo-owns  of  the  Women  who  misconduct  themselves,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Master 
and  Matron. 

Fourth.  There  should  also  be  a Mark  on  Dress  of  those  in  Hospital,  to  prevent  the 
Inmates  from  wandering  over  the  other  Parts  of  the  House. 

Fifth.  The  Power  to  apprentice  out,  with  a Fee,  Boys  and  Girls  at  a certain  Age, 
the  Boys  Fourteen,  the  Girls  at  Twelve. 

Sixth.  That  there  is  Reason  to  fear  that  in  some  Years  hence  a very  serious  Accumu- 
lation of  Pauper  Children  will  take  place  in  this  Union,  and  we  should  presume  in  all 
other  Unions  in  Ireland,  proceeding  from  the  Want  of  Power  to  provide  for  them  outside 
the  House.  We  therefore  recommend,  that  that  Part  of  the  Poor  Law  Act  relative 
to  Emigration  be  simplified,  by  enabling  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  borrow  the  Money 
from  Government,  to  be  repaid  by  the  Rate  next  levied  after  the  Loan.  No  Male  or 
Female  Pauper  over  the  Age  of  Fifty  or  under  the  Age  of  Nine  to  be  allowed  to 
emigrate. 

Seventh.  That  Government  provide  the  Vessels  for  the  Emigrants,  and  their  Food  on 
the  Passage,  the  Union  to  put  them  on  board  with  the  necessary  Clothing,  and  to  pay 
Government  Two  Pounds  for  the  Passage  of  each  Pauper. 

Eighth.  That  great  Delay  occurs  in  deciding,  arid  Inconvenience  to  the  Officers  of  the 
House,  from  their  being  directed  to  prosecute  at  Petty  Sessions  various  Crimes  and  Assaults 
committed  in  the  House.  It  is  recommended  that  when  Two  Magistrates  are  present  as 
Members  of  the  Board,  that  the  Board  or  the  Magistrates  present  do  have  the  Power  of  the 
Court  of  Petty  Sessions  for  summary  Convictions,  and  which  your  Committee  think  will 
have  a very  beneficial  Effect  on  the  Discipline  of  the  House.

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(119.)— STBABANE  UNION. 

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  the  24th  March  1846. 


The  following  Beply  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  Letter,  dated  20th  February 
1846,  in  reference  to  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Law  and  Medical  Charities,  was 
unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Board  of  Guardians : — 

The  Guardians  of  the  Strabane  Union  Workhouse  having  been  invited  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Lords  “appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Laws 
relating  to  the  Belief  of  the  destitute  Pool1,  as  also  of  Medical  Charities,  in  Ireland,”  beg  to 
inform  the  said  Committee  of  the  different  Points  to  which  this  Board  shall  consider  it 
essential  to  call  their  Lordships  Attention,  and  respectfully  take  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

From  Four  Years  Experience  of  the  working  of  the  Poor  Law  Act  the  Guardians  of 
the  Strabane  Union  are  averse  to  the  unlimited  Power  given  to  and  exercised  by  the  Com- 
missioners ; a controlling  Power  for  Advice  and  to  appeal  to  would  harmonize  more  with 
the  Feelings  of  the  different  Boards  in  carrying  out  the  Details  and  other  Matters  connected 
with  the  Act. 

We  have  observed  the  working  of  this  Act,  as  well  in  the  original  as  in  the  amended 
Form,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  the  System  is  much  improved. 

We  consider  the  Poorhouse  to  be  well  adapted  as  an  Asylum  for  the  old  and  destitute ; 
but  we  view  with  Alarm  the  Introduction  of  any  Measure  that  may  be  brought  into  Parlia- 
ment in  order  to  deprive  any  of  our  poor  Brethren ' of  their  civil  Liberty ; we  therefore 
protest  against  any  Vagrant  Act,  believing  such  to  be  partial,  despotic,  and  unchristian  in 
Principle;  the  Vagrancy  that  does  exist  can  be  effectually  prevented  by  the  Bate-payers, 
who  from  mistaken  Motives  distribute  Alms,  withholding  Belief ; their  doing  so  would  at 
once  send  all  Paupers  to  the  Poorhouse  without  Coercion. 

The  Guardians  of  this  Union  are  opposed  to  Out-door  Belief,  being  quite  satisfied  that 
any  Measure  for  that  Purpose  would  open  such  a Door  for  the  Misapplication  of  Funds 
that  no  Board  could  control. 

The  Guardians  consider  the  present  Mode  of  supporting  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  by 
making  County  Presentments  dependent  on  private  Subscription,  highly  objectionable. 

That  the  County  Infirmaries,  as  at  present  located  in  the  Counties,  and  the  Manner  of 
supporting  them,  is  objectionable. 

That  for  public  Advantage  the  Poor  Law  Unions  should  be  divided  into  Dispensary 
Districts  of  certain  Area  and  Population,  and  that  a small  Fever  Hospital  and  Surgical 
Ward  should  be  attached  to  each  Dispensary  District. 

That  the  Funds  for  the  Support  of  such  Fever  Hospital  and  Dispensary  should  be  raised 
and  apportioned  upon  the  same  Principle  as  the  Poor  Bate,  and  be  collected  at  the  same 
Time  and  by  the  same  Persons,  and  be  lodged  with  the  Treasurer  to  the  Union,  to  be 
however,  kept  in  a separate  Account. 

That  the  Dispensaries  so  established  should  be  governed  by  local  Boards,  consisting  of 
the  resident  Magistrates,  the  Clergy  of  all  Denominations,  and  a certain  Number  of  the 
highest  Bate-payers  residing  in  the  District;  the  whole  not  to  exceed  Twenty-one  in 
Number.  The  local  Boards  to  have  all  Control  over  the  Expenditure  for  buildino-  and 
furnishing,  where  such  is  necessary ; also  the  entire  Management  of  then1  Funds  and  the 
Appointment  of  their  Surgeon,  subject  only  to  the  Approval  of  a central  Medical  Board 
as  to  Qualification. 

The  Government  to  have  a limited  controlling  Power,  and  to  inspect  all  Medical 
Charities,  requiring  the  Medical  Officer  to  keep  Journals  of  their  Practice,  and  all  other 
useful  Information  respecting'  the  prevailing  Diseases  peculiar  to  each  Locality.

ike  Board  ot  Guardians  of  this  Union  have  dn-ected  me  to  acknowledge  the  Beceipt  of 
your  Letter  of  the  20th  instant,  requesting  to  be  informed  if  the  Board  wish  to  tender 
Evidence  to  the  Select  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords  to  inquire  into  the 
Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Belief  of  the  destitute  Poor,  and  into  the  Operation  of  the 
Medical  Charities  in  Ireland. 

In  reply  I am  directed  by  the  Board  to  inform  you,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Subject  of  the 
Poor  Laws,  as  also  of  the  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  admits  of  so  much  Difference  of 
Opinion,  the  Guardians  of  this  Union  prefer  suspending  theirs  for  the  present ; but  should 
a Copy  of  the  proposed  Lnprovements  be  submitted  to  the  Guardians  they  will  immediately 
take,  the  Subject  into  their  Consideration,  and  suggest  any  Alterations  which  they  may 
consider  desirable. 

The  Guardians  have  further  directed  me  to  state,  that  there  is  One  Subject  on  which 
perfect  Unanimity  of  Opinion  exists  amongst  them,  and  which  the  Guardians  would 
earnestly  request  the  Commissioners  to  impress  upon  the  Committee ; namely,  the  Impolicy 
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of  compelling  the  several  Poor  Law  Unions  to  repay  the  Sums  borrowed  for  buildino-  the 
Workhouses  in  Ireland,  over  the  Expenditure  of  which  the  Guardians  had  no  Control,  and 
the  Sizes  of  which  are  totally  disproportioned  to  the  Wants  of  the  Poor ; for  instance, 
this  Union  Workhouse  was  built  to  accommodate  400  Paupers,  and  yet  there  has  been 
never  more  than  Eighty-six  in  it,  although  it  has  been  open  nearly  Two  Years.

^ Resolved,  That  in  consequence  of  only  Six  Guardians  attending  this  Day  we  adjourn  to 
Tuesday  the  17th  March  next,  for  the  Purpose  of  doing  the  general  Business  of  the  Union, 
and  reporting  on  the  Medical  Charities  and'Poor  Laws,  and,  if  necessary,  to  select  a Person 
or  Persons  to  be  sent  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  give  Evidence  with 
regard  to  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Laws  and  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland. 

Extract  from  Guardians  Minutes  of  the  17th  March  1846. 

Resolved,  That  we  decline  reporting  on  Medical  Charities  and  Poor  Laws  in  the 
Absence  of  our  Chairman  and  other  intelligent  Members  of  our  Board,  until  our  next 
Meeting,  when  we  request  their  Attendance. 

At  a Meeting  of  the  Swineford  Board  of  Guardians,  held  at  the  Board  Room,  Swineford, 
on  Tuesday,  24th  March  1846,  the  Letter  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  of  20th  February 
1846,  with  a Resolution  of  the  Lords  Committee  on  the  Subject  of  the  Poor  Laws  and 
Medical  Charities  annexed,  being  laid  before  them,  the  Board  unanimously 

Resolved,  That,  in  reference  to  any  intended  Bill  about  being  introduced  for  the 
Improvement  and  Regulation  of  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  having  given  that  Subject  all 
the  Consideration  our  local  Experience  enables  us  to  bring  to  bear  upon  it,  we  beg  to 
submit  the  following  Principles,  as  being  in  our  Opinion,  among  others,  both  necessary  and 
essential  to  render  any  Act  that  may  be  passed  upon  the  Subject  of  Medical  Charities  in 
Ii’eland  effective : — 

First.  We  consider  that  the  existing  Interest  of  Medical  Officers,  who  have  been  for 
long.  Periods  in  charge  of  Medical  Institutions,  should  be  protected  where  the  Medical 
Duties  connected  with  such  Institutions  have  been  efficiently  discharged. 

.Second.  We  consider  that  great  A dvantage  would  arise  from  having  an  Infirmary,  a 
Dispensary,  and  a Fever  Hospital  attached  to  each  Poorhouse ; that  County  Infirmaries, 
when  the  existing  Interests  of  Persons  at  present  employed  in  them  merge,  should  be 
abolished,,  and  Union  Infirmaries  should  be  substituted ; and  that  all  Paupers  certified 
to  be  resident  in  any  Union,  and  unable  to  pay  for  Medicine  or  Medical  Advice, 
should  have  free  Access  to  these  Institutions  upon  Recommendation  of  Parish 
Warden,  any  Minister  of  Religion,  any  Guardian  of  the  Poor,  or  other  Person  autho- 
rized by  Board  of  Guardians  to  give  Certificates. 

Third.  We.  consider  Means  should  be  devised  to  prevent  the  Establishment  of  any 
Medical  Institution  in  any  Locality,  except  where,  after  Investigation,  a Board  of 
Guardians  shall  consider  such  Institution  indispensable. 

Fourth.  V e consider  that  as  Medical  Education  is  expensive,  a liberal  and  certain 
Salary,  separate  from  Fluctuation  or  Contingency,  should  be  provided  for  each  Medical 
Officer ; but  that  with  such  Salary  Rules  should  exist  for  enforcing  the  most  efficient 
Discharge  of  all  Duties,  domestic  Visits  to  the  Poor  when  and  where  necessary,  as  well 
as  Attendance  at  a public  Institution. 

Fifth.  W e consider  that  all  Medicines  should  be  provided  for  all  Medical  Institutions 
through  a separate  Channel,  and  ought  to  be  entirely  free  from  any  Connexion  with 
the  Sources  from  which  Medical  Officers  are  remunerated. 

Sixth.  V e consider  the  Value  and  Efficiency  of  all  Medical  Institutions  would  be 
essentially  enhanced  by  having  One  uniform  System  of  Books  and  Vouchers  for  the 
whole  Kingdom,  and  that  a rigid  System  of  periodical  Inspection  should  be  established 
for  all  Medical  Institutions,  supported  at  the  public  Expense,  with  an  annual  Report 
from  Inspectors  to  Government  and  Boards  of  Guardians  in  their  respective  Unions. 

Seventh.  W e consider  that  Medical  Institutions  should  be  based  upon  such  a System 
as  to  render  temporary  Acts  of  Parliament,  or  extraordinary  Boards  of  Health,  un- 
necessary ; but  that  the  System  should  be  so  ordered  as  to  admit  of  Extension  when 
Epidemics  or  other  Contingencies  render  such  a Measure  necessary. 

Eighth.  We  consider  that  all  Medical  Institutions  of  every  Kind  in  Ireland  should 
be  under  the  professional  Direction  of  a Medical  Board,  sitting  in  Dublin,  who  could 
receive  and  carry  out  any  Suggestions  that  Boards  of  Guardians,  Grand  Juries,  or 
others  from  Time  to  Time  might  find  it  necessary  to  offer. 

(24.— App.)  I Resolved, 
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Resolved,  earnestly  and  lastly,  That  the  present  State  of  all  our  Medical  Charities  in 
Ireland,  from  Want  of  proper  Arrangements,  is  most  ineffective,  and  requires  the  most 
prompt  Attention  the  Legislature  can  give  it. 

In  reference  to  that  Part  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Lords  Committee  that  refers  to  the 
Poor  Law,  resolved,  that  we  have  not  had  sufficient  Experience  in  this  Union  to  enable  us 
at  this  Period  to  offer  any  Opinion  on  the  Subject,  as  the  House  is  but  just  opened,  owing 
to  the  great  Difficulty  of  collecting  the  Rate  ; but  in  the  event  of  the.  Committee  wishing 
for  any  Witnesses  to  give  Evidence  on  either  the  Poor  Law  or  Medical  Charities,  upon 
eing  applied  to  we  shall  be  happy  to  send  Names  of  Parties.

That  in  reply  to  Circular  above  mentioned,  we  beg  to  inform  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 
sioners, that  the  monstrous  Evils  of  the  System,  and  its  total  Inadequacy  to  the  Wants  of 
the  Poor,  having  been  so  frequently  brought  under  the  Notice  of  the  Legislature,  and 
Remedies  suggested,  without  any  Attention  whatever  being  paid  thereto,  the  Members  of 
this  Board  would  deem  it  a mere  Waste  of  Time  to  attend  the  Committee  of  the  Lords  for 
a similar  Purpose,  and  decline  doing  so,  convinced  that  Representations  would  not  be 
attended  to ; and  that  we  are  now  more  than  ever  convinced  that  no  adequate  Remedy  for 
Relief  of  the  Poor  of  Ireland  will  ever  emanate  from  any  but  an  Irish  House  of  Commons.

Eighth.  Whether  the  Balance  due  to  the  Consolidated  Fund  should  not  be  remitted :

Ninth.  Whether  the  hiring  out  of  Paupers  for  Work,  and  the  Application  of  then-  Wages

That  without  denying  that  there  are  many  Points  connected  with  the  Administration  of 
the  1 oor  Law  deserving  of  Amendment,  we  consider  that  after  the  full  Inquiry  that  has 
been  made  by  the  Devon  and  other  Committees  into  the  actual  State  of  the  Poor  of  this 
Country,  we  are  inclined  to  leave  the  Question  in  the  Hands  of  the  Legislature,  the 
more  especially  as  we  have  no  certain  Proof  that  the  Expenses  of  Witnesses  will  not  be 
thrown  upon  the  Union : — Amendment  negatived  by  Twelve  to  Eight.

In  reply  to  the  Commissioners  Circular  of  the  20th  ultimo,  on  the  Subject  of  the  Inquiry 
of  the  Lords  Committee  into  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor,  &c.. 

It  is  the  Opinion  of  the  Majority  of  this  Board,  that  a Residence  for  One  Year  is  too 
short  a Period  to  create  a Chargeability  upon  any  particular  Electoral  Part  of  an  Union; 
and  that  an  Occupation  for  any  Period  less  than  Five  Years  should  be  charged  upon  the 
Union  at  large,  this  being  rendered  necessary  by  the  continuous  Influx  of  Paupers  from  the 
rural  Districts  into  the  more  populous  Places,  Towns  and  Cities,  from  Circumstances  over 
which  the  Inhabitants  of  such  Towns  and  Cities  have  no  Control. 

That  we  are  also  of  opinion,  that  all  Medical  Charities  should  be  put  under  the  Control 
of  a public  responsible  Body,  as,  under  the  present  Laws,  serious  Injustice  is  inflicted 
and  the  Relief  contemplated  not  afforded  to  the  Extent  that  under  a Statutory  Restraint  it 
might  be. 

We  are  also  of  opinion,  that  where  a Guardian  is  nominated  for  more  than  One  Place 
and  that  Nomination  would  create  a Contest,  he  should  give  immediate  Notice  to  the 
Returning  Officer  of  the  particular  Place  for  which  he  may  desire  to  be  elected,  and  cancel 
his  Nomination  for  the  others,  as  Contests,  and  consequent  Expense,  are  frequently  created 
by  a contrary  Course;  and  in  the  event  of  no  Person  being  put  in  Nomination  for  any 
particular  Electoral  Division,  as  is  sometimes  the  Case,  it  would  be  of  Advantage,  in  order 
that  no  Part  should  be  unrepresented,  that  the  last  preceding  elected  Guardian  should  be 
regarded  as  the  Guardian  for  such  Place  for  the  Time  being.

It  was  resolved,  That  having  fully  discussed  the  Subjects  to  which  the  Commissioners 
Letter  of  the  20th  February  in  reference  to  Lord  Clancarty’s  Committee  directed  our 
Attention,  we  request  our  Chairman  will  make  known  the  Result  of  our  Deliberations  to 
the  Lords  Committee. 

IW.  The 
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The  following  Document  was  read  at  the  weekly  Meeting  of  the  Guardians  held  on  the 
10th  March,  and  was  ordered  to  be  inserted  on  the  Minutes : — 

Memorandum  of  the  unanimous  Opinion  formed  by  the  assembled  Guardians  on  the 
Subjects  to  which  it  is  considered  essential  that  the  Select  Committee  of  Lords 
should  direct  its  Attention. 

The  Board  requests  special  Attention  to  the  general  Inadequacy  of  the  Irish  Poor  Law 
as  a Remedy  for  the  Sufferings  of  a large  Portion  of  the  Population  from  Insufficiency  of 
Food  during  Parts  of  every  Year,  and  its  particular  Inadequacy  as  a Means  to  avert  the 
Calamities  of  Famine. 

Though  the  Board  feels  conscious  that  it  is  not  by  the  Extension  of  Poor  Law  Relief 
that  the  general  Distress  of  a Nation  can  or  ought  to  be  remedied,  yet  it  considers  that 
the  Power  of  extending  occasional  Out-door  Relief  under  very  urgent  Circumstances, 
exercised  with  great  Caution,  and  subject  to  minute  and  jealous  Scrutiny,  would  be  bene- 
ficial ; and  that  in  Seasons  of  national  Calamity,  such  as  is  now  impending,  the  only 
Mode  of  rendering  all  Property  tributary  for  the  Relief  of  the  national  Distress  is  by 
conferring  on  Boards  of  Guardians  the  Power  of  rating  the  Property  of  the  Unions 
generally  for  the  Repayment  of  the  Funds  necessary  for  providing  Employment. 

In  smaller  Matters,  the  Enactments  prohibitory  of  the  Admission  to  the  Workhouse  of 
Portions  of  Families,  and  of  granting  pecuniary  Aid  to  enable  Paupers  to  travel  to  other 
Places  where  they  could  be  maintained  out  of  Workhouses,  in  the  Military  School, 
for  example,  in  which  they  have  Claims,  are  found  at  Times  to  operate  mischievously; 
such  Matters  might  safely  and  beneficially  be  left  to  the  Discretion  of  the  Guardians. 

The  Committee  is  requested  to  consider  the  Effect  of  requiring  the  Payment  of  the 
whole  Rate  from  the  Occupant  in  the  first  instance  (4Z.  Tenements  excepted).  The  poorer 
Man  is  thus  made  to  advance  Money  for  the  wealthier ; and  the  Grievance  is  enhanced  by 
the  frequent  Refusal  to  allow  the  Amount  thus  advanced,  except  as  a Set-off  against  old 
Arrears,  or  until  the  Rent  accruing  at  the  Time  of  paying  the  Moiety  for  the  Landlord 
came  to  be  settled. 

The  Levy  of  the  Rate  equally  from  Proprietor  and  Occupant,  Half  from  each,  appears 
the  easy  and  just  Remedy ; Excesses  beyond  the  legal  Liability  paid  by  either  to  be 
adjusted  when  settling  Rents. 

As  a Matter  of  Policy,  to  induce  the  Grant  of  Leases,  it  is  considered  that  the  whole 
Rate  should  be  levied  in  future  from  the  Proprietors  whose  Tenants  hold  at  Will. 

The  Committee  will,  it  is  hoped,  see  the  Propriety  of  recommending  an  Equalization  of 
Rates.  The  Effect  of  the  present  Mode  of  rating  has  not  corresponded  with  the  Intention 
of  the  Legislature ; on  the  contrary,  it  has  acted  as  an  Incentive  to  diminish  the  Number 
of  resident  Labourers,  and  to  consolidate  Farms,  thereby  transferring  the  Burden  of 
supporting  the  ejected  upon  Towns. 

The  Attention  of  the  Committee  is  earnestly  requested  to  the  Evils  resulting  from  the 
Insufficiency  of  Employment  for  youthful  Paupers,  particularly  Females.  The  ill  Effects 
of  the  Absence  of  Habits  of  steady  Employment  are  constantly  exemplified  by  the  speedy 
Return  to  the  Workhouse  of  Children  hired  out  to  Service.  This  great  Evil  would,  it  is 
thought,  be  partially  checked,  were  Boards  of  Guardians  empowered  to  bind  the  young 
Paupers  and  their  Employers,  Farmers  equally  with  Tradesmen,  on  the  mutual  Respon- 
sibilities of  Apprentices  and  Masters  or  Mistresses,  on  paying  a small  Fee,  say  3/.,  with  each 
Child  of  a proper  Age  and  properly  instructed. 

The  Insufficiency  of  the  existing  Medical  Charities  for  the  Wants  of  the  Community,  and, 
as  at  present  constituted,  their  manifold  Defects,  have  become  Matters  of  Notoriety. 

The  Approximation,  as  far  as  possible,  of  all  Medical  Charities  to  the  stringent  Regula- 
tions, multiform  Checks,  and  public  Control  which  so  effectually  prevents  or  corrects 
Abuses  in  the  Management  of  the  Workhouse  Infirmaries,  is  indispensable  to  insure  due 
Economy,  full  and  impartial  Attention  to  Patients,  and  the  consequent  Satisfaction  of  the 
Public.  One  Fever  Hospital  at  least,  and  One  Infirmary,  is  necessary  for  each  Union. 
Dispensaries  should  bear  a fixed  and  pretty  uniform  Ratio  to  Population.  There  is  a 
lamentable  Deficiency  in  the  Provision  for  Persons  afflicted  with  Insanity.  This  and 
Three  adjoining  Counties,  with  a Population  of  about  Half  a Million,  have  but  One  Lunatic 
Asylum,  with  Accommodations  for  only  168  Patients;  whereas  about  1,000  forms  the 
Numbers  standing  in  Need  of  Treatment  in  such  Asylums. 

The  Admission  of  Patients  not  altogether  Objects  of  gratuitous  Relief  to  the  Benefits 
of  public  Hospitals,  on  Payment  of  moderate  Fees,  would  probably,  under  carefully  devised 
Checks,  be  found  very  beneficial. 

The  Funds  for  the  Maintenance  of  public  Charities,  when  necessary  to  be  raised  by 
local  Taxation,  should  invariably  be  levied  on  the  Principle  of  the  Poor  Rate ; but  as  the 
Requirements  of  Humanity  and  Civilization  in  Ireland  demand  for  the  Support  of  adequate 
charitable  Institutions  an  Amount  of  Taxation  which,  superadded  to  the  existing  heavy 
Burdens,  would  prove,  instead  of  a Relief,  an  Aggravation  of  general  Misery,  the  Irish 
People  claim  that  the  surplus  Revenues  of  the  Irish  Church  should  be  applied  to  the  Main- 
tenance of  the  charitable  Institutions  of  the  Nation,  in  accordance  with  One  of  the  Objects 
for  which  they  were  originally  destined ; and  should  this  Fund  prove  insufficient,  they  claim, 
as  a Matter  of  Justice,  that  a Moiety  of  the  Residue  of  the  required  Funds  should 
be  defrayed  out  of  the  general  Income  of  the  Empire.  Should  this  fall  severely  upon 
the  governing  Portion  of  the  United  Kingdom,  it  will  but  serve  as  an  Incentive  to  the

Evidence,  if  required,  before  the  Select  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords  to 
inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  into  the  Operation 
of  the  Medical  Charities,  in  Ireland. 

Ordered,  That  an  extraordinary  Meeting  of  the  Board  be  held  on  Tuesday  next  the 
17th  March  instant,  at  the  Hour  of  One  o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon,  to  consider  the  Outline 
of  Evidence  to  be  tendered  before  the  Lords  Committee  by  the  Guardians  appointed  this 
Day,  and  to  write  to  the  Lords  Committee  on  the  Subject. 

In  accordance  with  the  Desire  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of 
Lords  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor, 
and  into  the  Operation  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland,  the  Board  of  Guardians  of 
the  Wexford  Union  return  the  following  Communication,  respectfully  calling  the  Atten- 
tion of  the  Lords  Committee  to  the  Points  as  hereafter  stated ; and  they  give  the  Names 
of  the  following  Guardians,  who  will  be  ready  to  give  Evidence  on  these  particular  Points, 
it  required : 

John  Waddy,  Esquire,  Bachelor  of  Medicine  of  Dublin,  Clough  East  Castle,  Broadway, 
Wexford : 

Mr.  Clement  Roice,  Farmer,  507  Freeholder,  Churchtown,  Broadway,  Wexford. 

First.  Guardians  to  have  Power  to  apprentice,  without  Fee,  to  any  Trade  or  Service, 
(24.— Apt.)  I 4 any 
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any  orphan  or  deserted  Child  which  is  chargeable  upon  the  Rates,  with  Consent  of  such 
Child;  or  any  other  Child  chargeable  on  the  Rates,  with  the  Assent  of  its  Parent  or 
Parents.  A Power  to  be  given  to  Guardians  of  expending  a small  Sum  out  of  the  Rates 
to  clothe  such  Child  at  the  Time  of  Apprenticeship. 

Second.  That  all  Houses  and  Premises,  though  unoccupied  at  the  Time  ot  making  a 
Rate,  should  be  liable  to  pay  the  current  Rate  so  soon  as  occupied. 

Third.  That  Pauper  Lunatics  and  Idiots  should  be  provided  for  m especial  Asylums, 
distinct  from  the  Workhouses. 

Fourth.  That  there  should  be  a Law  to  suppress  Vagrant  Mendicancy. 

Fifth.  That  there  be  a Power  given  to  classify  and  separate  the  Females  of  infamous 
Character  from  those  of  good  Character.  _ . 

Sixth.  That  the  Board  presses  upon  the  Lords  Committee  the  Justice  ot  the  total 
Remission  of  the  Sum  to  which  the  Rate-payers  of  the  Union  are  liable  on  account  of 
the  Buildino-  Instalments.  A Reference  to  the  Report  of  Mr.  Pennythorne,  Architect, 
will  show  how  badly,  in  the  first  instance,  the  Wexford  Workhouse  was  constructed.  Its 
faulty  Construction  will  entail  a future  large  Outlay.  The  local  Authorities  and  Rate- 
payers had  no  Voice  whatever  in  the  Manner  in  which  the  Money  originally  was  expended. 
That  such  Remission  should  be  a Boon  most  acceptable  to  the  Rate-payers,  and  render 
popular  the  Law  itself. 

Medical  Charities. 

That  the  Medical  Charitable  Institutions  of  Ireland  should  be  adapted  to  the  general 
Wants  of  the  Country,  so  that  the  poorer  Classes  receive  sufficient  Medical  Relief;  in 
order  to  which  it  would  be  advisable  that  the  Poor  Law  Unions  be  divided  into  separate 
defined  Dispensary  Districts,  and  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  each  District  should  vaccinate 
within  his  District:  That  the  Expense  of  such  Dispensaries  should  not  be  levied  as  at 
present,  but  should,  as  in  England,  be  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund : That  there 
should  be  a Fever  Hospital  in  each  Union : . 

That  ample  increased  Accommodation  should  be  added  to  the  present  District  Lunatic 
Asylums,  to  provide  for  all  the  Pauper  Lunatics  and  Idiots  of  Ireland;  and  that  such 
increased  Accommodation  should  be  upon  a cheap  and  inexpensive  Scale,  as  that  afforded 
to  Paupers  in  the  Workhouse  System;  also  that  in  those  Lunatic  Asylums  it  should  be 
provided  that  the  Friends  of  poor  Persons,  not  actually  Paupers,  could  procure  Admission 
for  Patients  upon  a Payment  of  such  Sum  as  would  cover  their  Expenses  to  the 
Establishment. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Wexford  Union,  by  the  Orders  of  the  Wexford  Board  of  Guardians, 
respectfully  forwards  the  enclosed  Communication  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Operation  of  the  Irish  Poor  Law,  &c. 

An  extraordinary  Meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  this  Day,  pursuant  to  Notice,  for  the 
Purpose  of  taking  “ into  consideration  the  Outline  of  Evidence  to  be  tendered  before  the 
Lords  Committee  by  the  Guardians  appointed  on  Saturday  last,  and  to  write  to  the  Loids 
Committee  on  the  Subject,  in  pursuance  of  a Resolution  passed  on  Saturday  the  14th 
instant.”

The  Chairman  read  the  Circular  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  the  Clerk,  dated 
the  20th  of  February  1846,  accompanying  a Copy  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Lords,  on  the  Subject  of  their  examining  Witnesses  on  the 
Operation  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  on  the  Operation  of  Medical 
Charities,  in  Ireland. 

A Series  of  Resolutions  were  passed;  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Lords  Committee,  and  the 
Meeting  separated.

Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin, 
Gentlemen,  11th  September  1838. 

1.  The  Duty  having  devolved  upon  us  of  introducing  the  Poor  Law  into  Ireland,  it 
is  of  the  first  Importance  that  we  should  take  a correct  View  of  our  Position,  and  so  shape 
our  Course  of  Action  as  to  secure  the  best  Results,  and  avoid  or  neutralize  the  Dangers 
and  Difficulties  which  may  possibly  arise  to  impede  our  Progress. 

2.  It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Irish  People  are  peculiarly  sensitive  and 
ardent,  quick  in  their  Perceptions,  and  hasty  in  their  Resolves  ; extremely  sensible  of 
Kindness,  but  tremblingly  alive  to  even  the  Semblance  of  Slight  or  Neglect.  The  utmost 
Caution  will  therefore  be  necessary  on  the  Part  of  every  Member  of  the  Commission  to 
conciliate  their  Feelings  and  to  gain  their  Confidence.  This  will  best  be  accomplished  by 
a simple  straightforward  Line  of  Conduct,  a scrupulous  Fulfilment  of  Promises  of  every 
Kind,  and  the  greatest  Care  not  to  raise  or  encourage  Expectations,  unless  there  is  a rea- 
sonable Prospect  of  their  being  fulfilled ; and  steadily  adhering  to  this  Course  we  shall, 
I trust,  succeed  in  securing  for  the  Commissioners  the  Confidence  of  the  Irish  People,  and 
by  a constant  Exercise  of  Kindness  and  Forbearance,  by  a temperate  and  judicious  Use  of 
the  Authority  with  which  we  are  invested,  and  by  an  untiring  Perseverance  in  the  Per- 
formance of  our  Duties,  we  shall  also,  I trust,  succeed  in  acquiring  their  Respect  and 
Goodwill.  We  know,  we  are  sure,  that  the  Object  of  the  Law  which  we  are  called  upon 
to  administer  is  kind  and  beneficent,  and  calculated  to  better  the  Condition  and  improve 
the  social  Habits  of  the  People ; and  knowing  this,  we  cannot  feel  otherwise  than  confident 
in  its  Application,  and  eagerly  zealous  of  working  out  the  important  Results  contemplated 
by  the  Legislature  in  its  Enactment. 

3.  In  order  to  ensure  an  Identity  of  View  and  "a  Harmony  of  Action  in  every  Depart- 
ment, frank,  frequent,  and  unreserved  Communication  between  the  Assistant  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Commissioner  in  Dublin  is  absolutely  essential ; and  for  my  part,  I can 
only  assure  you,  that  it  will  be  my  most  anxious  Endeavour  to  cultivate  such  Intercourse  to 
the  utmost. 

4.  In  one  respect  we  shall  find  an  Advantage  in  the  Application  of  the  Law  in  Ire- 
land over  what  was  experienced  in  England.  As  regards  a legal  Provision  for  the  Poor, 
Ireland  is  at  present  entirely  a Blank ; and  it  is  open  to  us  to  establish  One  Rule,  One 
System,  in  Detail  as  well  as  in  Principle,  throughout  the  whole  Country,  instead  of 
modifying  and  adapting  Arrangements  to  previously  existing  Institutions,  as  we  were 
frequently  compelled  to  do  in  England.  We  may  therefore  hope  that  our  Work  in  this 
Country  will  be,  on  the  whole,  more  orderly  and  harmonious  than  we  were  able  to  make 
it  there. 

5.  The  first  Point  which  presents  itself  for  Consideration  is  as  to  the  Mode  of  com- 
mencing Operations.  Will  it  be  better  to  commence  by  forming  Unions  of  the  chief 
Towns,  and  to  work  back  from  them  to  the  interior  of  the  Country,  or  ought  we  to  begin 
in  the  Interior  and  work  up  to  the  great  Towns  ? This  is  an  important  Question,  and 
must  be  decided  as  speedily  as  possible;  and  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  Data  for 
coming  to  a Decision  upon  it,  it  seems  essential  that  the  Assistant  Commissioners  should 
examine  and  report  upon  the  State  of  some  of  the  chief  Towns,  at  the  same  Time  availing 
themselves  of  the  Opportunity  thus  afforded  of  acquiring  such  a Knowledge  of  other  Parts 
of  the  Country  as  shall  enable  them  to  form  an  accurate  Opinion  upon  this  Point. 

6.  For  this  Purpose  Mr.  Gulson  will  proceed  at  his  eai-liest  Convenience  to  Belfast, 
Mr.  Hawley  to  Limerick,  Mr.  Voules  to  Cork,  and  Mr.  Erie  will  devote  his  Attention  to 
Dublin  and  the  neighbouring  District.  I have  little  to  say  in  the  way  of  Instruction.  The 
Knowledge  and  Experience  of  each  will  be  your  best  Guide  as  to  the  Objects  to  be 
attended  to  and  avoided.  At  Cork  the  Foundling  Hospital  and  House  of  Industry  demand 
particular  Attention,  with  reference  to  the  3d  and  34th  Sections  of  the  Act;  at  Belfast  the 
Poorhouse ; and  in  Dublin  the  Foundling  Hospital,  House  of  Industry,  and  Mendicity 
Institution. 

7.  In  a personal  Interview  with  the  Governor  of  the  Dublin  House  of  Industry,  I 
suggested  the  Expediency  of  his  not  admitting  any  more  Inmates  until  the  Commissioners 
have  had  an  Opportunity  of  deliberating  upon  the  Course  to  be  pursued  with  this  Estab- 
lishment. It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  issue  Directions  to  the  same  Purport  to  the 
Authorities  of  the  Foundling  Hospital  at  Cork;  but,  previous  to  doing  this,  I think  it 
desirable  that  Mr.  Voules  should  examine  and  report  upon  this  Establishment. 

8.  The  Investigation  in  which  the  Assistant  Commissioners  will  thus  be  engaged  must 
serve  to  bring  them  acquainted  with  the  Condition  and  Habits  of  the  People,  and  will 
prepare  them  for  undertaking  the  Formation  of  Unions  as  soon  as  Arrangements  are 
sufficiently  advanced  for  that  Purpose.  In  traversing  the  Country,  the  Position,  Size, 
and  Character  of  the  Towns,  the  Existence  of  Barracks  or  other  Buildings  readily  con- 
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vertible  to  Workhouse  Purposes,  the  Disposition  of  the  Inhabitants  with  respect  to  the 
Law,  whether  favourable  or  otherwise*  will  of  course ' all  be  noted,  and  the  Commissioners 
will  thus  be  put  in  possession  of  the  best  Means  of  judging  as  to  when  and  where  the 
Unions  shall  be  formed,  it  being  of  Importance  to  begin  where  the  least  Difficulty  or 
Opposition  is  to  be  expected. 

9.  The  Principle  which  the  Commissioners  have  laid  down  for  the  Formation  of 
Unions  in  England  seems  especially  applicable  to  Ireland,  and  should,  I think,  on  all 
Occasions  be  strictly  adhered  to,  namely,  that  the  Union  should  consist  of  the  Market 
Town  and  the  District  surrounding  and  dependent  on  it.  It  will,  I believe,  be  found 
that  the  Market  Towns  in  Ireland  are  so  equally  distributed  over  the  Country,  that  the 
Unions  thus  formed  will  for  the  most  part  be  pretty  equal  in  Extent,  and  of  a Size  not 
greatly  differing  from  what  has  been  suggested  as  the  most  eligible,  that  is,  a Radius  of. 
10  Miles. 

10.  On  the  Map  which  will  be  delivered  to  each  Assistant  Commissioner  a Series  of 
Circles  of  this  Radius  has  been  described  round  97  Market  Towns,  which  may  be  of 
some  Use  with  reference  to  this  Point ; for  although  the  Circles  will  in  no  Instance  exhibit 
the  Boundaries  or  the  exact  Size  of  any  Union,  or  even,  in  many  Cases,  the  actual  Centre 
to  be  hereafter  taken,  they  will  show  the  Effect  of  parcelling  out  the  Country  into  Divisions 
of  this  Size,  and  thus  probably  be  useful  to  the  Assistant  Commissioners  in  selecting  the 
Centres  and  arranging  the  Districts. 

11.  The  Question  as  to  the  Size  of  Unions  has  been  much  debated;  some  Persons  con- 
tending for  small  Unions  of  Four  or  Five  Miles  Radius,  whilst  others  prefer  the  larger 
Size  of  Ten  Miles.  Without  attempting  to  decide  this  Point  at  present,  it  may  be  suffi- 
cient to  remark,  that  the  larger  the  Union  the  smaller  will  be  the  Establishment  Charge ; 
and  the  Provisions  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  for  localizing  the  Rate  upon  each 
Electoral  Division  having  also  removed  One  of  the  Objections  to  large  Unions  chiefly 
insisted  upon,  it  will  now  perhaps  be  generally  considered  that  so  long  as  we  take  the 
Resort  to  a Market  Town  as  our  Guide,  we  shall  not  be  far  wrong;  for  the  People  who 
frequent  the  Market  will  find  no  Difficulty  in  attending  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  whether 
as  Guardians,  or  Applicants  for  Relief,  or  for  any  other  Purpose. 

12.  Taking  the  above  Principle  as  our  Guide,  it  will  still  be  our  Duty  to  attend  to 
local  Interests  in  the  Formation  of  Unions,  as  well  as  in  establishing  the  Electoral  Divisions. 
The  Boundaries  of  Property  should  on  all  Occasions  be  observed  as  far  as  may  be  com- 
patible with  the  general  Interest  and  Convenience ; but  it  is  highly  important  that  all  the 
Unions  should  be  formed  as  compact  and  complete  as  possible ; for  when  the  Country 
shall  have  been  -worked  up  into  Unions,  each  having  an  organized  Machinery  and  a 
Principle  of  Self-government,  and  with  the  Market  Town  as  a Centre  or  little  Capital, 
it  can  scarcely  be  doubted  that  they  will  be  made  available  for  other  Purposes  as  well  as 
for  the  Administration  of  the  Poor  Law.  The  imperfect  Formation  of  a Union,  or  an 
undue  Attention  to  local  Influence,  might  probably,  therefore,  be  productive  of  much 
future  Inconvenience,  and  impede  the  Introduction  of  Arrangements  for  the  Improvement 
of  the  Country.

On  the  9th  of  October  the  Four  English  Assistant  Commissioners  re-assembled  in 
Dublin,  and  reported  the  Result  of  their  Investigations ; and  being  then  joined  by  those 
newly  appointed  (except  Mr.  Phelan,  who  was  appointed  subsequently),  the  whole  Sub- 
ject of  the  Law,  its  Objects  and  Requirements,  and  the  Mode  in  which  it  could  best  be 
introduced,  were  very  fully  discussed  between  them  and  the  Board,  which  ended  its 
Deliberations  by  issuing  to  each  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners  the  further  Instructions 
hereafter  inserted,  which  specify  all  the  material  Points  to  which  their  Attention  should 
be  directed,  and  assign  to  each  a District  in  which  he  was  forthwith  to  commence 
Operations.

The  Assistant  Commissioners  having  reported  the  Result  of  their  Inquiries  and  Obser- 
vations in  Dublin,  Belfast,  Limerick,  Cork,  and  the  neighbouring  Districts,  and  having  on 
Saturday,  Yesterday,  and  To-day,  very  fully  discussed  and  stated  their  Opinions  upon  the 
several  Points  hereafter  adverted  to,  the  Board  confirms  the  Views  stated  in  the  Letter  of 
Instructions  of  the  11th  ult.  and  further  resolves  as  follows : — 

1.  In  reference  to  the  Size  of  the  Unions,  it  is  considered  that  a Radius  of  about  Ten 
Statute  Miles  should  be  generally  observed,  due  regard  being  had  to  local  Circumstances 
in  every  Case,  both  as  to  the  Size  and  Form  of  the  Unions,  the  Limit  of  a Ten  Miles 
Radius  being  kept  in  view  as  a general  Principle,  open  to  Modification,  and  not  as  a fixed 
and  determinate  Rule. 

2.  In  the  Formation  of  the  Unions,  County  or  Baronial  Boundaries  need  not  be 
observed,  wherever  a sufficient  Cause  exists  for  departing  from  them ; in  the  Absence  of 
any  such  Cause,  it  will  be  desirable  to  adhere  to  old  and  recognized  Boundaries.  The 

same

same  Remark  applies  to  the  Property  of  an  Individual,  which  should  not  be  separated  or 
placed  m different  Unions,  except  where  such  Severance  is  necessary  for  ensuring  the 
Compactness  or  Convenience  ot  tile  Arrangement ; and  in  every  such  Case  Pains  should 
be  taken  to  satisfy  the  Proprietor  that  the  Course  adopted  is  really  necessary. 

3;  Very  careful  Consideration  will  in  every  Case  be  required  in  arranging  the  Electoral 
Divisions,  as  well  as  in  determining  the  Number  to  be  established  in  each  Union  for 
although  the  18th  Section  gives  the  Commissioners  Power  to  “alter  the  Electoral  Division- 
from  lime  to  lime  as  they  may  see  fit,”  it  will  be  extremely  important  so  to  form  these 
Divisions  at  the  Outset  as  to  prevent  the  Necessity  for  subsequent  Alteration. 

4.  As  regards  the  Number  of  Electoral  Divisions,  it  seems  generally  desirable  that  there  Number  and  Fvt.ni 

S ’0U  ; as  man{  as  there  are  t0  be  elected  Guardians,  and  that  the  several  Divisions  Electoral  Divisions. 

should  be  as  nearly  as  may  be  of  about  the  same  Size.  Cases  will  not  improbably  occur 

however,  in  which  it  may  be  expedient  or  necessary  to  depart  from  this  Rule,  either  on 

account  of  the  Extent  of  individual  Properties,  or  of  some  local  Circumstances  rendering 

it  impracticable  or  unadvisable  to  form  all  the  Divisions  of  similar  Dimensions,  in  which 

Case  the  larger  Division  may  probably  have  a proportionate  Number  of  Guardians 

assigned  to  it,  as  in  the  Instance  of  the  larger  Parishes  in  the  English  Unions;  it  will  be 

well,  however,  to  deal  with  such  Cases  as  Exceptions  to  the  Rule,  and,  as  far  as  practicable, 

to  form  the  several  Electoral  Divisions  of  about  the  same  Size,  each  returnino-  One 

Cuardian.  ° 

5.  In  forming,  the  Townlands  into  Electoral  Divisions,  Difficulties  will  probably  be  Townlands. 
raised  as  to  what  particular  lownlands  shall  be  grouped  together,  some  beino-  heavily 
charged  with  Pauperism,  and  others  being  nearly  free  from  it.  Landed  Proprietors,  too, 

will  naturally  be  desirous  of  having  their  Land  placed  in  One  Division,  unmixed  with  the 
Land  of  others,  especially  in  Cases  where  they  have  taken  Pains,  or  incurred  Expense,  to 
impiove  their  Properties.  It  is  impossible  to  laydown  any  unvarying  Rule  applicable  to 
such  Cases;;  but  the  Wishes  of  Proprietors,  where  the  Lands  are  contiguous,  should  be 
attended  to  as  far  as  Circumstances  permit,  without  Injury  or  Inconvenience  to  others ; and 
in  grouping  pauperised  and  unpauperised  Townlands  together,  which  will  very  often  be 
necessary,  Care  should  be  taken  so  to  arrange  the  District  as  to  make  the  Relief  afforded 
to  the  former  as  little  oppressive  as  possible  to  the  latter. 

6.  In  Dublin,  Limerick,  and  some  few  of  the  older  Cities,  it  will  probably  be  impossible  Electoral  Divisions  in 
to  form  the  Electoral  Divisions  with  anything  like  an  Equalization  of  Pressure,  o win  <>•  to  Cities. 

entire  Parishes,  or  Portions  of  the  same,  being  in  some  Instances  inhabited  by  the  Poor 
and  Mendicant  Classes,  whilst  other  Portions  are  entirely  freed  from  them.  The  Board 
is  very  sensible  of  the  Magnitude  of  this  Difficulty,  which  will  receive  its  best  Attention, 
with  the  View  of  endeavouring  to  devise  a Palliative,  if  not  a Remedy ; and  it  is  much  to 
he  desired  that  the  Efforts  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners  should  be  directed  to  the  same 
End. 

7.  The  most  eligible  Number  of  elected  Guardians  to  be  appointed  for  a Union  is  a , , , , 

Question  of  considerable  Difficulty,  and  may  be  viewed  differently  by  different  Persons,  (Sw 

and  may  even  require  to  be  differently  adjusted  in  different  Districts.  On  the  whole, 
however,  and  having  regard  to  the  satisfactory  Despatch  of  Business,  as  well  as  to  the 
Importance  of  having  an  Executive  so  extended  as  to  command  the  Confidence  and  Con- 
currence of  the  Rate-payers  collectively,  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  a Number  of  elected 
uuardians,  varying  according  to  Circumstances,  from  16  to  24,  will  be  best  calculated 
for  carrying  out  the  Provisions  of  the  Act.  These  Numbers,  with  the  Proportion  of 
Une  lhird  ex-officio  Guardians,  would  give  to  each  Union  a Board  of  Guardians  of  from 
•twenty-one  to  Thirty-two  Members,  which  would  be  sufficient  for  the  Purpose  of  Delibe- 
ration, and  yet  not  so  numerous  as  to  impede  efficient  Action. 

8-  Tbe  Qualification  of  Guardians  must  depend  very  much  upon  the  Circumstances  of  Qualification  of  elected 
tie  District;  in  some  Parts  of  Ireland  a 51.  Qualification  would  not  be  too  low,  whilst  in  Guardians, 
others  the  Maximum  of  30/.  would  not  be  much,  if  at  all,  too  high.  The  Assistant  Com- 
missioners must  use  their  Discretion  between  these  Two  Extremes  in  the  Recommendations 
they  may  forward  for  fixing  the  Qualification ; and  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  it  will  be 
advantageous  to  assume  10/.  as  the  preferable  Medium  to  be  adhered  to,  except  in  Cases 
requiring  a greater  or  smaller  Amount  of  Qualification,  it  being  obviously  important  to 
observe  some  general  Rule  applicable  to  the  great  Majority  of  Cases. 

9.  The  Appointment  of  Returning  Officers  will  be  one  of  the  first  Points  requiring  the  Returning  Officers 
Attention  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners.  Supposing  the  Union  to  consist  of  Twenty 
Electoral  Divisions,  a Returning  Officer  for  each  would  form  a complex  and  expensive 
Machinery,  and  should  only  be  resorted  to  when  there  are  no  other  Means  for  conducting 
e Elections.  In  some  Instances  it  may  probably  be  found  expedient  to  appoint  the 
same  1 erson  Returning  Officer  for  Two  or  more  Electoral  Divisions;  hut  it  appears  to  the 
otird  to  be  on  the  whole  a preferable  Course  to  appoint  One  Returning  Officer  for  the 
v 10  e of  the  Union,  enabling  him  to  employ  such  Assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  and  requir- 
ing tie  Collectors  to  superintend  the  Distribution  and  Collection  of  the  voting  Papers  in 
en  lespective  Districts,  as  well  as  to  attend  with  the  Rate  Book,  and  afford  such  other 
Ai(t  as  the  Returning  Officer  may  require.  T his  applies  rather  to  the  subsequent  than 
ie  ist  Election,  when  the  County  Cess-payers  will  form  the  Constituency;  and  Difficulties 
will  probably  arise  from  this  Circumstance,  as  well  from  the  Novelty  of  the  whole  Pro- 
C6e  J5!?!  . e ^oai’d  is  not  possessed  of  sufficient  Information  at  present  to  be  enabled  to 
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rive  specific  Instructions  on  this  Point,  to  which  the  earliest  Attention  of  the  Assistant 
Commissioners  is  called,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  accurate  Information  beioie  the 
Period  for  ordering  the  Elections  shall  arrive. 

10.  At  the  Commencement  of  the  Union,  the  Operations  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
will  probably  depend  very  much  upon  the  Individuals  selected  to  fill  the  Offices  of  Chair- 
man and  Vice  Chairman  ; and  the  early  and  best  Attention  of  the  Assistant  Commissioner 
should  be  directed  to  this  Object,  so  as  to  procure  the  best  Men  to  fill  these  Offices.  It 
would  seem  also  to  be  desirable,  as  has  been  the  general  Practice  in  England,  to  get  a 
select  Committee  appointed  at  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Guardians,  consisting  of  the  Two 
Chairmen,  and  Two  or  Three  of  the  most  influential  Members,  to  be  called  the  Workhouse 
Committee,  with  whom  the  Assistant  Commissioner  might  consult,  and  in  conjunction  with 
whom  he  might  take  the  requisite  Steps  for  providing  Workhouse  Accommodation  for 

11.  It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  Mind,  however,  that  the  Workhouse  constitutes  the 
Basis  of  the  whole  Measure  about  to  be  established,  and  that  as  on  the  Efficiency  of  the 
Workhouse  all  will  depend,  so  are  the  Commissioners,  by  the  35th  Section  of  the  Act, 
made  responsible  for  providing  a competent  Building  in  Size  and  Arrangement,  and  so 
fitted  up  and  furnished  as  they  “shall  deem  most  proper  for  carrying  the  Act  into  exe- 
cution.” The  Commissioners  can  in  no  way  relieve  themselves  from  this  Responsibility, 
neither  can  they  share  it  with  the  Boards  of  Guardians,  although  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  they  should  carry  the  Concurrence  and  Co-operation  of  the  Guardians  with  them  iu 
all  that  they  do.  They  must  stillj  however,  themselves,  with  the  Aid  of  their  Assistant 
Commissioners,  take  the  necessary  Steps  for  providing  in  every  Union,  at  the  earliest 
practical  Period  after  its  Formation,  a competent  Workhouse,  for  the  Efficiency  of  which 
in  all  respects,  the  Commissioners  are  alone  responsible;  and  as  by  the  36th 'Section  the 
Commissioners  are  restricted  from  directing  the  Expenditure  of  more  than  400Z.  without 
the  Consent  of  the  Guardians,  “ except  for  the  Completion  of  Buildings  already  in  part 
erected  according  to  the  Plan  or  Plans  originally  sanctioned  and  deposited,”  it  will  be 
necessary,  at  the  Formation  of  every  Union,  to  take  a very  careful  Survey,  not  only  of  the 
present  State  of  Destitution  and  Mendicancy  within  it,  and  of  what  will  be  the  Amount 
of  Workhouse  Accommodation  required  immediately,  or  in  the  first  Two  or  Three  Years, 
but  also  what  is  likely  to  be  the  Amount  necessary  in  future,  so  as  to  frame  such  Plans 
and  adopt  such  Arrangements  in  the  Construction  ot  the  Buildings,  as  shall  afford  the 
earliest  Accommodation  for  the  destitute  presently  or  more  immediately  in  need  of  Relief, 
and  at  the  same  Time  afford  Facilities  for  enlarging  the  Buildings  and  extending  the 
Accommodation  whenever  this  shall  afterwards  become  necessary. 

12.  The  Board  considers  that  the  Ends  here  indicated  will,  in  the  Case  oi  entirely  new 

Buildings,  be  most  effectually  attained  by  adopting  One,  Two,  or  Three  Plans,  framed 
especially  with  reference  to  these  Objects,  and  on  which  the  Assistant  Commissioners  may, 
with  the  Board's  Approbation,  engraft  such  Modifications  as  local  Circumstances  may 
render  necessary  in  any  Case.  Where  Barracks  or  other  old  Buildings  shall  be  taken  for 
Workhouse  Purposes,  care  must  be  taken,  in  planning  the  necessary  Alterations  and 
Additions,  so  to  frame  them  that  a Portion  only  need  be  constructed  in  the  first  instance, 
and  that  the  whole  of  the  Plan  as  designed  may  afterwards  be  completed,  whenever  it 
shall  become  necessary,  without  materially  interfering  with  or  disturbing  the  Parts  already 
in  use.  . 

13.  It  is  not  improbable  that  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  appoint  some  Architect,  or 
other  professional  Person,  for  the  Purpose  of  assisting  in  the  Attainment  of  these  Objects, 
and  also  for  giving  such  Superintendence  during  the  Progress  of  the  Buildings  as  shall 
prevent  Fraud  and  ensure  a proper  Execution  of  the  Work.  This,  however,  is  a Matter 
of  some  Difficulty,  and  must  be  reserved  for  the  future  Deliberations  of  the  Commissioners. 

14.  Instances  will  probably  occur,  in  which  Buildings  suitable  for  One  or  more  Classes 
of  the  destitute  will  be  obtainable  on  very  easy  Terms,  and  it  may  become  a Question 
whether  it  may  not  be  expedient  to  purchase  or  hire  such  Buildings,  instead  of  incurring 
the  Charge  of  erecting  one  sufficient  Workhouse,  or  in  the  Aid  of  a smaller  Workhouse. 
As  a o-eneral  Rule,  the  Board  has  no  Doubt  that  One  central  Workhouse  of  a Size  suffi- 
cient lor  the  whole  of  the  Union  is  the  best,  and  will  in  the  End  be  the  cheapest  Mode  of 
providing  for  the  Relief  of  the  Destitute;  but  under  existing  Circumstances,  and  in  order 
as  far  as°possible  to  avoid  a large  Outlay  in  this  early  Stage  of  the  Commissioners  Pro- 
ceedings, as  well  as  to  facilitate  the  earliest  Reception  of  a Portion  of  the  destitute  Classes 
into  the  Workhouse,  the  Board  considers  that  it  will  be  expedient  for  the  Assistant 
Commissioners  to  avail  themselves,  as  far  as  they  properly  and  conveniently  can,  of  the 
existing  Buildings  which  are  unoccupied,  obtainable,  and  suitable  for  the  Purpose,  in  the 
Unions  which  they  may  form,  and  that  they  may  appropriate  these  Buildings  to  different 
Classes  of  Inmates  where  they  find  that  they  can  do  so  conveniently,  having  due  regard 
to  the  recognized  Principle  of  Workhouse  Classification,  and  reporting  the  Particulars 
fully  to  the  Board  for  its  Sanction. 

15.  The  Question  as  to  the  Quantity  of  Land  most  proper  to  be  attached  to  the  Work- 
house  has  been  much  discussed,  some  Persons  contending  that  there  should  be  no  Land 
whatsoever,  and  that  the  Employment  of  the  Inmates  should  be  confined  strictly  within 
the  Limits  of  the  Building,  whilst  others  again  assert  that  every  Workhouse  should  have  a 
Farm  of  at  least  Fifty  Acres,  on  which  to  employ  the  Paupers  in  Seasons  of  Pressure. 
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Both  of  these  Opinions  cannot  be  correct,  and  of  the  Two  the  Board  considers  that  the  Preliminary 

first  is  by  far  the  soundest.  The  35th  Section  of  the  Act,  however,  limits  the  Land  to  be  Instructions 

occupied  with  any  Workhouse  to  Twelve  Acres,  a Quantity  too  large  for  a Garden,  but  too  to 

small  to  be  managed  as  a Farm.  Without  attempting  to  define  the  exact  Amount  of  Assistant 

Land  to  be  occupied,  the  Board  recommends  to  the  Assistant  Commissioners  to  endeavour  Commissioners, 

to  convince  Boards  of  Guardians  of  the  Inexpediency  of  occupying  more  Land  than  is  ’ 

sufficient  for  the  Purpose  of  a Garden,  or  that  can  be  conveniently  managed  by  the  Boys,  Employment  for  In- 
or  the  aged  and  infirm  Men.  Employment  for  the  able-bodied  should  be  provided  within  mates  of  Workhouses, 
the  Workhouse,  to  which  they  should  be  strictly  confined,  so  long  as  they  remain  depen- 
dent on  the  Union  for  Support.  For  every  Class  of  Inmates,  indeed,  Employment  should 
be  provided,  but  for  the  able-bodied  it  should  be  of  such  a Nature  as  to  be  irksome,  and 
to  awaken  or  increase  a Dislike  to  remain  in  the  Workhouse,  for  which  Purpose  Corn  Mills 
will  probably  be  found,  as  in  England,  to  be  the  most  effective.  With  the  aged  and 
infirm  the  Case  is  somewhat  different;  they  should  all  be  employed,  but  their  Employment 
need  not  partake  so  much  of  the  Character  of  a Test ; and  with  the  Children  the  Test  is 
altogether  inapplicable ; so  long  as  these  remain  in  the  Workhouse  they  should  be  taught 
and  trained  to  become  useful  Members  of  the  Community,  and  for  this  Purpose  an  Acre 
or  Two  of  Garden  Ground,  in  which  the  Boys  may  work  and  acquire  Habits  of  Industry, 
as  well  as  Skill  and  Strength  for  manual  Labour,  will  be  found  extremely  useful. 

16.  Next  in  Importance  to  the  Provision  of  a competent  Workhouse  is  the  establishing  Valuations  and  A ssess- 
an  Assessment,  founded  upon  the  actual  Value  of  all  the  rateable  Property  within  the  mcnt. 

Union,  in  conformity  to  the  64th  Section  of  the  Act;  and  the  Attention  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians  at  its  First  and  Second  Meetings,  should  be  called  to  this  important  Duty,  for 
the  Performance  of  which  they  are  specially  responsible.  The  most  convenient  Course  will 
probably  be  to  appoint  a Committee  of  Guardians  for  this  Purpose,  to  superintend  and 
assist  such  Valuators  as  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  appoint  under  the  Provisions  of  the 
66th  Section.  Where  the  Government  Survey  and  Valuation  have  been  completed,  the 
Assessment  will  be  framed  with  comparative  Ease;  and  in  Districts  where  the  Survey 
and  Valuation  have  not  been  completed,  Advantage  must  be  taken  of  the  Valuations  under 
the  Tithe  Composition  Act,  and  such  other  Means  as  may  exist  for  facilitating  the 
Assessment,  which,  if  not  perfectly  accurate  at  first,  will  be  always  open  to  Revision,  and, 
whenever  necessary,  to  a formal  and  entire  Re-valuation  by  professional  Valuators.  In 
some  Cases,  it  may  probably  be  requisite  to  employ  such  Valuators  in  the  first  instance; 
but,  in  general,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  found  practicable,  at  the  Outset,  to 
establish  a fair  and  equitable  Assessment  for  the  Poor  Rate,  without  resorting  to  the 
expensive  and  elaborate  Process  of  a Valuation,  by  professional  Men,  of  all  the  Property 
within  the  Union. 

17.  The  Question  of  rating  will  naturally  draw  Attention  to  the  Expenses  to  be  incurred  Probable  Amount  of 
in  carrying  out  the  several  Provisions  of  the  Act,  of  the  probable  Amount  of  which  very  Rates- 
exaggerated  Notions  appear  to  be  entertained.  This  Question  is  likely  to  be  much  pressed 

upon  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  and  it  is  recommended  to  them  to  be  guarded  in  their 
Replies.  They  may  properly  state  that  the  Object  of  the  Act  is  not  to  create  Pauperism," 
but  to  relieve  Destitution, — that  the  pauperised  and  mendicant  Classes  are  now  supported 
by  the  Community,  and  that  they  will  be  no  more  after  the  Establishment  of  the  Unions, — 
that  in  the  latter  Case  the  Relief  will  be  afforded  in  the  most  economical  Manner,  and 
will  be  administered  on  such  Terms  as  will  guard  against  Abuse,  and  ensure  its  Application 
to  such  Objects  only  as  are  really  and  unavoidably  destitute, — and  that  a Decrease  rather 
than  an  Increase  of  the  present  Charge  upon  the  Rate-payers  may  therefore  be  looked  for 
eventually  from  the  Operations  of  the  Act. 

18.  The  Importance  of  a strict  Economy  in  all  the  Arrangements  connected  with  the  Union  Establishments. 
Formation  and  working  of  the  Unions  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  upon  the  Assistant 
Commissioners ; it  must  never  be  lost  Sight  of,  and  every  Appointment  and  Salary  must  be 

regulated  with  reference  to  this  Principle,  and  to  the  actual  Wants  of  the  Union.  No  Man 
must  be  employed  who  is  not  absolutely  wanted,  and  no  higher  Salary  must  in  any  Case 
be  given  than  is  necessary  for  securing  the  Services  of  efficient  Officers.  Attempts  will 
not  improbably  be  made  to  have  the  Establishments  unnecessarily  large,  and  to  create 
Offices  for  Individuals,  instead  of  selecting  competent  Individuals  necessary  for  carrying 
on  the  Business  of  the  Union,  but  every  such  Attempt  must  be  strenuously  resisted,  and  a 
strict  Economy  in  every  Department  rigidly  enforced ; for,  independently  of  all  other 
Considerations,  it  would  be  monstrous  to  permit  any  unnecessary  Expenditure  in  Institutions 
expressly  formed  for  the  Relief  of  Destitution. 

19.  The  50th  Section  of  the  Act  provides  for  the  Appointment  of  Wardens,  and  it  has  AVardeus. 
been  repeatedly  asked  whether  they  are  to  be  paid  for  their  Services.  The  Commissioners 

are  empowered  by  the  31st  Section  to  direct  .the  Appointment,  and  prescribe  the  Duties, 
and  regulate  the  Salaries  of  such  paid  Officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  they  have 
therefore  the  Power  of  directing  the  Payment  of  Wardens.  But  the  Board  considers  it  to 
be  extremely  desirable  that  the  Wardens  should  be  induced  to  perform  their  Duties 
gratuitously,  like  the  Parish  Officers  in  England;  that  the  Office  of  Warden  should  be 
considered  as  a Mark  of  Distinction,  and  be  coveted  accordingly.  The  Size  of  the  District 
for  which  a Warden  should  be  appointed  admits  of  some  Question;  perhaps  a Warden  for 
each  Parish  would,  as  a general  Rule,  be  open  to  less  Objection  than  any  other  Arrange- 
ment, although  there  are  Parishes  so  large  that  they  would  require  to  be  divided,  whilst

others  are  so  small  that  a Union  of  Two  or  more  would  be  necessary  for  constituting  a 
Warden’s  District. 

20.  A Question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  Attornies  and  Solicitors  or  non-pro- 
fessional Persons  are  to  be  preferred  for  the  Office  of  Clerks  to  Boards  of  Guardians. 
Looking  at  the  Duties  to  be  performed  by  these  Officers  in  the  Irish  Unions,  which  will 
be  so  very  much  less  in  Amount  and  Difficulty  than  what  are  required  from  the  Clerks 
in  the  English  Unions,  the  Board  considers  that  non-professional  Individuals,  at  a mode- 
rate Salary,  will  generally  be  found  competent  to  perform  the  Duties  in  Ireland,  as  has 
indeed  been  the  Case  in  many  Instances  in  England ; and  the  Board  is  not  aware  of  any 
Inconvenience  having  resulted  from  the  Appointment  of  such  Persons  not  being  of  the 
Legal  Profession. 

21.  Valuable  Information  and  Assistance  in  the  Formation  of  the  Unions  may  probably 
be  obtainable  from  the  Superintendence  of  the  Police  and  Coast  Guard  in  the  Neighbour- 
hood of  their  several  Stations,  and  also  from  the  Individuals  employed  in  the  Survey 
Department,  whose  Knowledge  of  local  Boundaries  may  be  extremely  useful  in  deciding 
upon  the  Electoral  Divisions,  especially  in  those  Districts  where  the  Survey  is  in  Progress, 
but  where,  the  mapping  is  not  yet  completed.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Irish 
Government  to  give  the  necessary  Directions  for  ensuring  the  Aid  of  these  Functionaries, 
to  whom  the  Assistant  Commissioners  may  apply  on  all  Occasions,  in  the  full  Assurance  of 
receiving  their  ready  Co-operation. 

22.  The  Board  feels  it  to  be  its  Duty,  under  the  heavy  Responsibility  devolved  upon  it, 
to  point  out  to  the  Assistant  Commissioners  the  vital  Importance  of  their  avoiding  even  the 
Semblance  of  Party  Bias,  either  in  Politics  or  Religion,  which  are  unhappily  the  Two 
great  Points  of  Disseverance  and  Contention  in  this  Country.  The  Commission  has  been 
constituted  for  the  Benefit  of  the  whole  Community,  not  of  a Part  or  Party,  and  it  cannot 
be  too  constantly  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  only  by  acting  up  to  this  Principle,  in  Appear- 
ance as  well  as  Reality,  that  public  Confidence  can  be  secured,  and  the  great  Objects  of 
the  Commission  be  realized.  The  Board  adverts  to  this  Subject,  not  as  doubting  the 
Discretion  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  but  from  a Sense  of  Duty  to  the  great  Cause 
in  which  all  are  embarked,  and  under  a Conviction  that  the  Words  and  Actions  of  every 
Member  of  the  Commission  are  narrowly  watched  and  scrutinized. 

23.  The  Board  considers  that  the  most  convenient  and  effective  Mode  of  commencing 
Operations  will  be  to  form  Clusters  of  Three,  Four,  and  Five  Unions,  in  different  Parts  of 
the  Country,  selecting  such  Districts  as  appear  to  be  most  favourable  for  the  Purpose, 
either  on  account  of  the  Disposition  of  the  chief  Proprietors,  or  the  Population  generally, 
or  the  Existence  of  Buildings  suitable  and  obtainable  for  Workhouse  Purposes,  or  for  all 
or  any  of  these  Three  Causes  combined.  Such  a Cluster  of  Unions  would  be  readily 
attended  by  the  Assistant  Commissioner,  the  Unions  would  naturally  support  each  other, 
and  if  brought  into  operation  at  or  about  the  same  Time  would  ensure  an  efficient  Action 
over  a considerable  Surface ; and  when  some  Half  Dozen  of  these  Clusters  had  been 
successfully  formed,  the  Country  might  be  considered  in  a fair  Way  of  being  completely  and 
speedily  organized. 

24.  For  the  Purpose  of  carrying  out  this  View,  Mr.  Gulson  will  proceed  to  Belfast,  and 
there  and  in  the  surrounding  District  proceed  to  form  such  a Cluster  of  Unions  as  is  above 
indicated,  reporting  Particulars  of  all  his  Proceedings  from  Time  to  Time,  and  forwarding 
a weekly  Diary  for  the  Board’s  Information,  as  was  the  Practice  in  England. 

For  the  same  Purpose  Mr.  Clements  will  take  Londonderry  for  the  Centre  of  his 
Operations,  and  it  is  requested  that  he  will  report  frequently  and  fully  the  whole  of  his 
Proceedings,  and  state  every  Case  of  Doubt  or  Difficulty  that  may  arise,  in  order  that  the 
Board  may  afford  him  its  earliest  Advice  and  Assistance  on  the  Occasion. 

Mr.  Hawley  will,  for  like  Purpose,  proceed  to  Limerick ; and  as  Mr.  Hancock  has  not 
had  an  Opportunity  of  witnessing  much  of  the  practical  working  of  the  Union  System  in 
England,  it  is  hoped  that  by  accompanying  Mr.  Hawley,  and  working  conjointly  with  him 
for  a Time,  he  will  not  only  be  able  to  render  Mr.  Hawley  important  Assistance,  but  will 
also  in  course  of  a Month  or  Two  have  so  far  perfected  his  Knowledge  as  to  fit  him  for 
taking  charge  of  a District  alone. 


Cork.  Mr.  Voules,  in  like  Manner,  will  proceed  to  Cork,  and  be  accompanied  by  Mr.  O’Do- 

noghue,  from  whose  Knowledge  of  that  Part  of  the  Country  he  will  receive  important  Aid, 
and  who  in  return,  by  acting  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Voules,  will  be  in  the  Way  of 
acquiring  Information  unobtainable  by  other  Means,  and  which  it  is  expected  will  very 
speedily  qualify  him  for  acting  alone. 

Dublin.  Mr.  Erie  will  remain  in  charge  of  Dublin  and  the  District  surrounding  it,  and  as  he 

will  have  an  Opportunity  of  frequent  personal  Communication  with  the  Board,  no  specific 
Instructions  are  at  present  necessary  for  him. 

Necessity  of  active  25.  The  Board  has  only  further  to  state  that,  as  the  Formation  of  the  Unions  will  require 

Superintendence  in  the  the  Exercise  of  the  greatest  Care  and  Circumspection  on  the  Part  of  the  Assistant  Com- 
fo^can^in''  th^Law*  n“ssi°ners»  s0  will  the  Progress  of  all  the  Arrangements,  preliminary  and  consequential, 
i n to° execution!2  ^aW  demand  their  constant  and  vigilant  Superintendence.  The  first  Election  of  Guardians,  at 
which  the  Cess-payers  are  to  vote,  will  be  beset  with  several  Difficulties  of  Detail,  requir- 
ing the  earliest  Attention  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners  to  provide  for,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  obviate.  The  Meetings  of  the  Guardians,  the  Arrangements  for  providing 
Workhouse  Accommodation,  and  for  establishing  a Rate,  will  all  require  the  Presence  of 

the 
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the  Assistant  Commissioner  to  advise  and  instinct  the  Guardians,  who  will  necessarily  be 
ignorant  of  the  proper  Mode  to  be  pursued,  and  who  therefore,  without  the  Superintendence 
of  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  would  be  very  apt,  even  with  the  very  best  Intentions  to 
go  wrong  In  short,  the  early  and  efficient  working  of  the  Unions,  as  Veil  as  their  Form- 
ation,  wdl  depend  upon  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  who  must  feel,  without  fearimr  the 
Weight  of  Responsibility  thus  cast  upon  them.

GENERAL  ORDER,  containing  Amended  Regulations  for  the  Management  of  Amended  General 
Workhouses  in  Ireland.  Regulations  for 

the  Management 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  here-  ?f  Wor,chouses  in 
unto  annexed,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Workhouses  of  such  Unions  ; to  the  Ire  and’ 

Clerk  or  Clerks  to  the  Justices  of  the  Petty  Sessions  held  .for  the  Division  or  ' 

Divisions  in  which  the  Townlands  and  Places  comprised  within  the  said  Unions 
are  situate  ; and  to  all  others  whom  it  may  concern. 


We,  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  the  Authorities  vested  in  us  by  an 
Act  passed  m the  Second  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
intituled  An  Act  for  the  more  effectual  Relief  of  the  destitute  Poor  in  Ireland,”  and 
by  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  do  hereby  order,  direct,  and  declare,  with  respect  to  each 
and  every  of  the  Unions  named  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  and  with  respect  to  the 
Government  of  the  Workhouse  in  the  said  Unions,  as  follows 


Admission  of  Paupers. 

Article  I.  Every  Pauper  who  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Workhouse,  either  upon  his 
first  or^any  subsequent  Admission,  shall  be  admitted  in  one  of  the  following  Modes  only; 

1.  By  a written  or  printed  Order  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  signed  by  their  Clerk 

or  presiding  Chairman. 

2.  By  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse  (or,  during  his  Absence  or  Inability  to  act,  by 

the  Matron),  without  any  such  Order,  in  case  of  any  sudden  or  urgent  Necessity 
or  in  case  of  his  receiving  a written  Recommendation  from  a Warden  to  admit 
provisionally,  any  Person  or  Persons  mentioned  by  Name  therein,  whom  the 
Master  shall,  .on  due  Examination  of  the  Circumstances  of  the  Case,  believe  to 
be  destitute,  and  deem  to  be  a proper  Object  for  Admission  to  the  Workhouse. 

. ^rt3C!e  2*  5°  ,PauPer  *taU  admitted  under  any  written  or  printed  Order,  as  mentioned 
in  Article  1,  if  the  same  bear  Date  more  than  Three  Days  before  the  Pauper  duly  presents

■ Al,tio.le  *•  If  a Pa“per  be  admitted  in  any  other  than  the  first  of  the  Two  Modes  men- 
tioned m Article  I,  the  Admission  of  such  Pauper  shall  be  brought  before  the  Board  of 
Guardians  at  their  next  Meeting,  who  shall  decide  on  the  Propriety  of  the  Pauper’s  con- 
tinuing in  the  Workhouse  or  otherwise,  and  make  an  Order  accordingly. 

, Article  *■  As  f O'!  as  a Pauper  is  admitted  his  Name  and  Religious  Persuasion  shall  be 
duly  entered  in  the  Register,  and  he  shall  be  placed  in  the  probationary  Ward,  or  in  some 
Room  to  be  exclusively  appropriated  for  the  Purpose,  and  shall  there  remain  until  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  5.  If  the  Medical  Officer  upon  such  Examination  pronounce  the  Pauper  to  be 
labouring  under  any  Disease  of  Body  or  Mind,  the  Pauper  shall  be  placed  either  in  the 
Sick  Ward  or  in  such  other  Ward  appropriated  to  the  Reception  of  such  Oases  as  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  direct. 

Article  6.  If  the  Medical  Officer  pronounce  the  Pauper  to  be  free  from  any  such 
Disease,  the  Pauper  shall  be  placed  in  the  Part  of  the  Workhouse  assigned  to  the  Class  to. 
which  he  may  belong. 

Article  7.  Before  being  removed  from  the  probationary  Ward,  the  Pauper  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and  shall  be  clothed  in  a Workhouse  Dress,  and  the  Clothes  which  he 
wore  at  the  Time  of  his  Admission  shall  be  purified  and  deposited  in  a Place  appropriated 
for  that  Purpose,  with  the  Pauper’s  Name  affixed  thereto.  Such  Clothes  shall  be  restored 
to  the  Pauper  when  he  leaves  the  Workhouse. 

Article  8.— Every  Pauper  shall  upon  his  Admission  into  the  Workhouse,  or  on  his  Return 
after  a temporary  Leave  of  Absence,  in  pursuance  of  Article  25,  be  searched  by  or  under 
the  Inspection  of  the  proper  Officer,  and  all  Articles  prohibited  by  any  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment,  or  by  this  Order,  which  may  be  found  upon  his  Person  shall  be  taken  from  him, 
and,  if  possible,  restored  to  him  at  his  Departure  from  the  Workhouse.

Classification  of  the  Paupers. 

Article  9.— The  Paupers,  so  far  as  the  Workhouse  admits  thereof,  shall  beclassed  as 
follows : — 

1.  Males  above  the  Age  of  Fifteen  Years. 

2.  Boys  above  the  Age  of  Two  Years,  and  under  that  or  r liteen  Years. 

3.  Females  above  the  Age  of  Fifteen  Years. 

4.  Girls  above  the  Age  of  Two  Years,  and  under  that  of  I'irteen  Years. 

5.  Children  under  Two  Years  of  Age. 

Article  10.— To  each  of  the  Classes  specified  in  Article  9 shall  be  assigned  by  the 
Board  of  Guardians  the  Apartments  and  Yard  best  fitted  for  the  Reception  of  such  Class  ; 
and  where  the  Number  of  Inmates  and  the  Accommodation  of  the  Workhouse  admit 
thereof,  the  said  Classes  may  be  further  subdivided,  with  the  Approval  of  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners. 

Article  11.  — Each  Class  or  Subdivision  of  a Class  shall  respectively  remain  in  the 
Apartment  assigned  to  them,  without  Communication  with  any  other  Class  or  Subdivision 
of  a Class,  subject  nevertheless  to  such  Arrangements  as  exist  with  reference  to  the  pro- 
bationary Wards  and  Infirmary,  and  also  to  the  following  Five  Exceptions : 

Exception  1.  Any  Paupers  of  the  Third  Class,  and  any  Paupers  of  a proper  Age  in 
the  Fourth  Class,  may  be  employed,  constantly  or  occasionally,  as  Assistants  to 
the  Nurses  in  any  of  the  sick  Wards,  or  in  the  Care  of  Infants,  or  as  Assistants 
in  the  Household  Work,  provided  that  the  said  Paupers  when  employed  in  the 
Household  Work  be  so  employed  without  Communication  with  the  i aupers  ol 
the  First  and  Second  Classes.  , ■ 

Exception  2.  Any  aged  Pauper  of  the  Third  Class  whom  the  Master  may  deem  fit 
to  perform  au'y  of  the  Duties  of  a Nurse  or  Assistant  to  the  Matron  may  be  so 
employed  in  the  sick  Wards,  or  those  of  the  Second,  ihird,  Fourth,  or  filth 
Classes ; and  any  Pauper  of  the  First  Class  who  may  by  the  Master  be  deemed 
fit  may  be  placed  in  the  Ward  of  the  Second  Class  to  aid  in  the  Management 
and  superintend  the  Behaviour  of  the  Paupers  of  such  Class.  . 

Exception  3.  The  Boys  and  Girls  under  Fifteen  Years  of  Age  may  be  permitted  to 
meet  in  the  same  School  for  the  Purposes  of  Instruction,  subject  to  the  Consent 
and  Approval  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  first  had  and  obtained. 

Exception  4 411  Paupers  of  Class  5 whose  Mothers  are  Inmates  of  the  Work- 
house  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  with  their  Mothers,  if  the  Mothers  so  desire; 
and  ail  Paupers  of  Classes  2 and  4 who  are  between  the  Ages  of  I wo  and 
Seven  Years  shall,  when  not  attending  School,  be  placed  m some  Apartment 
specially  provided  for  them,  and  the  Mothers  of  such  _last-named  Children  shall 
be  permitted  to  have  Access  to  them  at  all  reasonable  Times. 

Exception  5.  The  Master  of  the  Workhouse  (subject  to  any  Regulations  to  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  approved  of  by  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
missioners) shall  allow  the  Father  or  Mother  of  any  Child  in  the  Workhouse 
who  may  be  desirous  of  seeing  such  Child  to  have  an  Interview  with  such  Child 
at  some  Time  in  each  Day,  in  some  Room  in  the  Workhouse  to  be  appointed  for 
that  Purpose. 

Article  12. Provided  that  if  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Poor  Law  Commis- 

sioners that  it  is  expedient  to  deviate  from  the  Classification  herein-before  prescribed,  and 
the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  shall  signify  their  Consent  to  such  Deviation,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  depart  from  the  Classification  so  far  and  subject  to 
such  Conditions  as  the  Commissioners  may  prescribe. 


Discipline  and  Diet  of  the  Paupers. 

Article  13.— All  the  Paupers  in  the  Workhouse,  except  those  disabled  by  Sickness  or 
Infirmity,  Persons  of  unsound  Mind,  and  Children,  shall  rise,  be  set  to  Work,  leave 
off  Work,  and  go  to  Bed  at  such  Times,  and  shall  be  allowed  such  Intervals  for  their 
Meals,  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  shall,  by  any  Regulation  approved  by  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  direct;  and  these  several  Times  shall  be  notified  by  the  ringing  of 
a Bell. 

Article  14. — Half  an  Hour  after  the  Bell  shall  have  been  rung  for  rising  the  Names 
of  the  Paupers  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Master,  Schoolmaster,  Matron,  and  School- 
mistress respectively  in  the  several  Wards,  when  every  Pauper  belonging  to  each  Ward 
must  be  present  to  answer  to  his  Name  and  to  be  inspected. 

Article  15. — The  Meals  shall  be  taken  by  all  the  Paupers  (except  those  disabled  by 
Sickness  or  Infirmity,  Persons  of  unsound  Mind,  and  Children)  in  the  Dining  Hall,  and 
in  no  other  Place  whatever;  and  during  the  Time  of  Meals  Order  and  Decorum  shall 
be  maintained,  and  no  Pauper  (except  those  disabled  by  Sickness  or  Infirmity,  Persons  of 
unsound  Mind,  and  Children)  shall  go  to  or  remain  in  his  Sleeping-room,  either  in  the 
Time  appointed  for  Work  or  in  the  Intervals  allowed  for  Meals,  except  by  Permission  of 
the  Master  or  Matron. 

Article  16. 
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Article  16. — The  Master  and  Matron  of  the  Workhouse  shall  (subject  to  the  Directions 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians)  fix  the  Hours  of  rising  and  going  to  bed  for  the  sick,  the 
infirm,  and  the  young  Children,  and  determine  the  Occupation  and  Employment  of  which 
such  Inmates  may  be  capable;  and  the  Meals  for  such  Inmates  shall  be  provided  at  such 
Times  and  in  such  Manner  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  direct. 

Article  17.— The  Paupers  of  the  respective  Sexes  shall  be  dieted  as, set  forth  in  the 
Dietary  Table  which  may  be  prescribed  for  the  Use  of  the  Workhouse,  and  in  no  other 
Manner. 

Article  18. — Provided — 

Firstly.  That  the  Medical  Officer  may  direct,  in  Writing,  such  Diet  for  any  indi- 
vidual Pauper  in  the  Sick  or  Lunatic  Wards  as  he  shall  deem  necessary. 

Secondly.  That  if  the  Medical  Officer  shall  at  any  Time  certify  that  he  deems 
a temporary  Change  in  the  Diet  essential  to  the  Health  of  the  Paupers  in  the 
Workhouse,  or  of  any  Class  or  Classes  thereof,  the  Guardians  shall  cause  a 
Copy  of  such  Certificate  to  be  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings, 
and  shall  be  empowered  forthwith  to  order,  by  a Resolution,  the  said  Diet  to  be 
temporarily  changed  according  to  the  Recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
and  shall  forthwith  transmit  a Copy  of  such  Certificate  and  Resolution  to  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

Thirdly.  That  the  Medical  Officer  shall  be  specially  consulted  by  the  Matron 
as  to  the  Nature  of  the  Food  of  the  Infants,  and  the  Time  at  which  such  Infants 
should  be  weaned. 

Article  19. — No  Pauper  shall  have  or  consume  any  Tobacco,  or  any  spirituous  or  fer- 
mented Liquor,  or  Food  or  Provision,  other  than  is  allowed  in  the  said  Dietary  Table 
unless  by  the  Direction  in  Writing  of  the  Medical  Officer,  as  provided  for  in  Article  17. 

Article  2°.— The  Clothing  to  be  worn  by  the  Paupers  in  the  Workhouse  shall  be  made 
or  such  Materials  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  determine. 

Article  21.  The  Paupers  of  the  several  Classes  shall  be  kept  employed  according  to 
their  Capacity  and  Ability,  but  no  Pauper  shall  work  on  his  own  Account,  or  on  account  of 
any  Party  other  than  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  no  Pauper  shall  receive  any  Compen- 
sation for  his  Labour.  r 

Article  22.— The  Boys  and  Girls  who  are  Inmates  of  the  Workhouse  shall,  for  Three 
° j t w°rl“n?  Hours  at  least  every  Day,  be  instructed  in  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic, 
and  the  Principles  of  the  Christian  Religion ; and  such  other  Instruction  shall  be  imparted 
to  them  as  shall  fit  them  for  Service,  and  train  them  to  Habits  of  Usefulness,  Industry, 
and  Virtue.  J 

Article  23.  Any  Pauper  may  quit  the  Workhouse  upon  giving  the  Master  Three  Hours 
previous  Notice  of  his  Wish  to  do  so;  but  no  such  Pauper  shall  carry  with  him  any  Clothes 
°,r  °,t"er  -^rt*c^es  belonging  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  without  the  express  Permission  of 
the  Master  or  Matron. 

Article  24.  No  Pauper  having  a Family  dependent  upon  him  shall  so  quit  the  Work- 
house  without  taking  the  whole  of  such  Family  with  him  ; nor  shall  any  Pauper,  after  so 
quitting  the  Workhouse,  be  again  received  therein,  except  in  one  of  the  Modes  prescribed 
in  Article  1.  for  the  Admission  of  Paupers. 

Article  25.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  in  any  Case  urgently  requiring  the  immediate 
and  temporary  Presence  of  any  Pauper  elsewhere,  the  Restrictions  upon  quitting  and 
returning  to  the  Workhouse,  specified  in  Articles  1,  23,  and  24,  may  be  dispensed  with  by 
the  Master;  but  the  Master  shall  report  in  Writing  every  such  Case  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  at  their  next  Meeting,  stating  specially  the  Grounds  of  the  Exception  in  each 
particular  Case;  and  the  Allowance  or  Disapproval  of  the  same  by  the  Guardians  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Minute  Book. 

Article  26. — The  Master  of  the  Workhouse  may  allow  the  Paupers  of  each  Sex  under 
the  Age  of  Fifteen,  subject  to  such  Restrictions  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  impose,  to 
quit  the  Workhouse  under  the  Care  and  Guidance  of  himself,  or  the  Matron,  Schoolmaster, 
Schoolmistress,  Porter,  or  some  one  of  the  Assistants  and  Servants  of  the  Workhouse,  for 
the  Purpose  of  Exercise. 

Article  27.  No  Person  shall  visit  any  Pauper  in  the  Workhouse  except  by  Permis- 
sion of  the  Master  or  (in  his  Absence)  of  the  Matron,  and  subject  to  such  Conditions  and 
Restrictions  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  may  prescribe;  such  Interview  shall  take  place, 
except  where  a sick  Pauper  is  visited,  in  a Room  separate  from  the  other  Inmates  of  the 
Workhouse,  in  the  Presence  of  the  Master,  Matron,  or  Porter. 

Article  28.  No  written  or  printed  Paper  of  an  improper  Tendency  shall  be  allowed  to 
circulate,  or  be  read  aloud  among  the  Inmates  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  29.  No  Pauper  shall  play  at  Cards  or  at  any  Game  of  Chance  in  the'  Work- 
house;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master  to  take  from  any  Pauper,  and  to  keep  until 
his  Departure  from  the  Workhouse,  any  Cards,  Dice,  or  other  Articles  relating  to  Games 
of  Chance  which  may  be  in  his  Possession. 

(24.— App.)  L Article  30. 
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Article  30. — No  Pauper  shall  smoke  within  the  Precincts  of  the  Workhouse,  or  shall 
have  any  Matches  or  other  Articles  of  a highly  combustible  Nature  in  his  Possession. 

Article  31. — Any  regular  Minister  of  the  Religious  Persuasion  of  any  Inmate  of  the 
Workhouse  who  shall  at  any  Time  in  the  Day,  on  the  Request  of  any  Inmate,  enter  the 
Workhouse  for  the  Purpose  of  affording  religious  Assistance  to  him,  or  for  the  Purpose  of 
instructing  his  Child  or  Children  in  the  Principles  of  his  Religion,  shall  give  such  Assist- 
ance or  Instruction  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  good  Order  and  Discipline  of  the  other 
Inmates  of  the  Workhouse ; and  such  religious  Assistance  or  Instruction  shall  be  strictly 
confined  to  Inmates  who  are  of  the  Religious  Persuasion  of  such  Minister,  and  to  the 
Children  of  such  Inmates. 

Article  32.— If  any  Inmate  of  the  Age  of  Fifteen  Years  and  upwards,  being  of  sound 
Mind,  shall  desire  to  be  registered  as  of  a different  Religious  Denomination  from  that 
which  is  entered  as  his  Religious  Denomination  in  the  Register,  or  if  the  Parents  or  sur- 
viving Parent  of  any  Child  under  the  Age  of  Fifteen  shall  desire  in  like  Manner  to  have 
the  Register  amended  in  respect  of  the  Religious  Denomination  of  such  Child,  in  either 
of  such  Cases,  if  the  Guardians  shall,  after  due  Inquiry  and  personal  Examination  of  the 
Party  expressing  such  Desire,  be  satisfied  that  the  present  Religious  Persuasion  of  any 
Inmate  is  wrongly  described  in  the  Register,  they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  amended 
accordingly. 

Article  33. — If  any  Inmate,  being  of  sound  Mind,  shall  desire  to  be  visited  by  a Minister 
of  any  Religious  Denomination  different  from  that  which  is  entered  in  the  Register  as  the 
Religious  Denomination  of  such  Inmate,  the  Request  shall  be  made  to  the  Master  of  the 
Workhouse,  who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  Meeting ; 
and  the  Guardians  shall  give  such  Directions  thereon  as  may  appear  to  them  fitting  and 
expedient ; provided  that  in  any  Case  of  Urgency  affecting  the  Life  of  an  Inmate  the 
Master  shall,  of  his  own  Discretion,  permit  such  Inmate  to  be  visited  at  once,  and  com- 
municate such  Request  to  such  Minister  accordingly. 

Article  34. — No  Work,  except  the  necessary  Household  Work,  and  cooking,  shall  be 
performed  by  the  Paupers  on  Sunday,  Good  Friday,  and  Christmas  Day. 

Article  35. — Prayers  shall  be  read  before  Breakfast  and  after  Supper  every  Day,  and 
Divine  Service  shall  be  performed  every  Sunday  in  the  Workhouse  (unless  the  Guardians 
with  the  Consent  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  shall  otherwise  direct);  at  which  Prayers 
and  Service  all  the  Paupers  shall  attend,  except  the  sick,  Persons  of  unsound  Mind,  the 
young  Children,  and  such  as  are  too  infirm  to  do  so ; provided  that  those  Paupers  who 
may  object  so  to  attend  on  account  of  their  Religious  Principles  shall  also  be  exempt  from 
such  Attendance. 

Punishments  for  Misbehaviour  of  Paupers. 

Article  36. — Any  Pauper  who  shall  neglect  to  observe  such  of  the  Regulations  herein 
contained  as  are  applicable  to  and  binding  on  him ; 

Or  who  shall  make  any  Noise  when  Silence  is  ordered  to  be  kept  ; 

Or  who  shall  use  obscene  or  profane  Language ; 

Or  shall  by  Word  or  Deed  insult  or  revile  any  Person  ; 

Or  shall  threaten  to  strike  or  to  assault  any  Person ; 

Or  shall  not  duly  cleanse  his  Person  ; 

Or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  work,  after  having  been  required  to  do  so ; 

Or  shall  pretend  Sickness; 

Or  shall  play  at  Cards  or  other  Game  of  Chance ; 

Or  shall  enter,  or  attempt  to  enter,  without  Permission,  the  Ward  or  Yard  appro- 
priated to  any  Class  of  Paupers,  other  than  that  to  which  he  belongs ; 

Or  shall  misbehave  at  public  Worship  or  at  Prayers; 

Or  shall  return  after  the  appointed  Time  of  Absence  when  allowed  to  quit  the 
Workhouse  temporarily; 

Or  shall  wilfully  disobey  any  lawful  Order  of  any  Officer  of  the  Workhouse ; 
shall  be  deemed  disorderly. 

Article  37. — Any  Pauper  who  shall,  within  Seven  Days,  repeat  any  One  or  commit 
more  than  One  of  the  Offences  specified  in  Article  36,  or  who  shall  by  Word  or  Deed 
insult  or  revile  the  Master  or  Matron,  or  any  other  Officer  of  the  Workhouse,  or  any 
of  the  Guardians; 

Or  shall  wilfully  disobey  any  lawful  Order  of  the  Master  or  Matron  after  such 
Order  shall  have  been  repeated : 

Or  shall  attempt  to  introduce  any  fermented  or  spirituous  Liquors  or  Tobacco 
without  lawful  Authority; 

Or  shall  unlawfully  strike  or  otherwise  unlawfully  assault  any  Person ; 

Or  shall  wilfully  or  mischievously  damage  or  soil  any  Property  whatsoever  belonging 
to  the  Guardians ; 

Or  shall  wilfully  waste  or  spoil  any  Provisions,  Stock,  Tools,  or  Materials  for  Work 
belonging  to  the  Guardians ; 

Or  shall  be  drunk ; 

Or  shall  commit  any  Act  of  Indecency ; 

Or 
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Or  shall  wilfully  disturb  the  other  Inmates  during  Prayers  or  Divine  Worship  ; Amended  General 

Or  shall  climb  over  any  Wall  or  Fence,  or  attempt  to  quit  the  Workhouse  Premises  Regulations  for 
in  any  irregular  Mode ; the  Management 

Or  shall  attempt  to  convey  out  of  the  Workhouse  any  Clothes  or  other  Articles  of  Workhouses  in 
belonging  to  the  Board  of  Guardians ; Ireland, 

shall  be  deemed  refractory. 

Article  38.— It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse,  with  or  without  the 
Directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  to  punish  any  disorderly  Pauper,  by  requiring  such 
Pauper,  for  a Time  not  exceeding  Two  Days,  to  perform  One  Hour’s  extra  Work  in  each 
Day,  and  by  withholding  all  Milk  or  Buttermilk  which  such  Pauper  would  otherwise 
receive  with  his  Meals. 

Article  39.— It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Guardians,  by  a special  Direction  to  be 
entered  on  their  Minutes,  to  order  any  refractory  Pauper  to  be  punished  by  Confinement  in 
a separate  Room,  with  or  without  an  Increase  in  the  Time  of  Work  and  an  Alteration  of 
Diet,  similar  in  Kind  and  Duration  to  that  prescribed  in  Article  38  for  disorderly  Paupers; 
but  no  Pauper  shall  be  so  confined  for  a longer  Period  than  Twenty-four  Hours ; or  if  it 
be  deemed  right  that  such  Pauper  shall  be  carried  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  if 
such  Period  of  Twenty-four  Hours  should  be  insufficient  for  that  Purpose,  then  for  such 
further  Time  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  Purpose. 

Article  40. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Guardians,  by  any  Special  or  General 
Order,  to  direct  that  a Dress  different  from  that  of  the  other  Inmates  shall  be  worn  by 
disorderly  or  refractory  Paupers,  during  a Period  of  not  more  than  Forty-eight  Hours, 
jointly  with  or  in  lieu  of  the  Alteration  of  Diet  to  which  any  such  Pauper  might  be  sub- 
jected by  the  Regulations  herein  contained ; but  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of 
Guardians  to  cause  any  penal  Dress  or  distinguishing  Mark  of  Disgrace  to  be  worn  by  any 
adult  Pauper,  or  Class  of  adult  Paupers,  unless  such  Pauper  or  Paupers  shall  be  disorderly 
or  refractory  within  the  Meaning  of  Article  36  or  Article  37  of  this  Order. 

Article  41. — If  any  Offence  whereby  a Pauper  becomes  refractory  under  Articles  36  or 
37  be  accompanied  by  any  of  the  following  Circumstances  of  Aggravation,  that  is  to  say, 
if  such  Pauper 

Persist  in  using  Violence  against  any  Person ; 

Or  persist  in  creating  a Noise  or  Disturbance,  so  as  to  annoy  a considerable  Number 
of  the  other  Inmates  ; 

Or  endeavour  to  excite  other  Paupers  to  Acts  of  Insubordination ; 

Or  persist  in  acting  indecently  or  obscenely  in  the  Presence  of  any  other  Inmate  ; 

Or  persist  in  mischievously  breaking  or  damaging  any  Goods  or  Property  of  the 
Guardians; 

it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Master,  without  any . Direction  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  imme- 
diately to  place  such  refractory  Pauper  in  Confinement  for  any  Time  not  exceeding  Twelve 
Hours ; which  Confinement  shall,  however,  be  reckoned  as  Part  of  any  Punishment  after- 
wards imposed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  same  Offence.  But  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  Master  to  confine  any  adult  Pauper  without  the  Direction  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians  in  that  Behalf,  except  in  one  of  the  Cases  specified  in  this  Article. 

Article  42.  — Every  refractory  Pauper  shall  be  deemed  to  be  also  disorderly,  and  may  be 
punished  as  such  ; but  no  Pauper  who  may' have  been  punished  for  any  Offence  as  dis- 
orderly shall  afterwards  be  punished  for  the  same  Offence  as  refractory;  and  no  Pauper 
who  may  have  been  punished  for  any  Offence  as  refractory  shall  afterwards  be  punished 
for  the  same  Offence  as  disorderly. 

Article  43.  — No  Pauper  who  may  have  been  under  Medical  Care,  or  who  may  have 
been  entered  in  the  Weekly  Medical  Return  as  sick  or  infirm,  at  any  Time  in  the  course 
of  the  Seven  Days  next  preceding  the  Day  of  the  Commission  of  the  Offence,  or  who  may 
be  reasonably  supposed  to  be  under  Twelve  or  above  Sixty  Years  of  Age,  or  who  may  be 
pronounced  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Workhouse  to  be  pregnant,  or  who  may  be 
suckling  a Child,  shall  be  punished  by  Alteration  of  Diet  or  by  Confinement,  unless  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  have  previously  certified  in  Writing  that  no  Injury  to  the  Health  of 
such  Pauper  is  reasonably  to  be  apprehended  from  the  proposed  Punishment;  and  any 
Modification  diminishing  such  Punishment  which  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Workhouse 
may  suggest,  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Master. 

Article  44. — No  Pauper  shall  be  confined  between  Eight  o’Clock  in  the  Evening  and 
Six  o’Clock  in  the  Morning,  without  being  furnished  with  a Bed  and  Bedding  suitable  to 
the  Season,  and  with  the  other  proper  Conveniences. 

Article  45. — No  Child  under  Twelve  Years  of  Age  shall  be  confined  in  a dark  Room,  or 
during  the  Night. 

Article  46. — No  corporal  Punishment  shall  be  inflicted  on  any  Male  Child,  except  by 
the  Schoolmaster  or  Master  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  47. — No  corporal  Punishment  shall  be  inflicted  on  any  Female  Child. 

Article  48. — No  corporal  Punishment  shall  be  inflicted  on  any  Male  Child,  except  with 
a Rod  or  other  Instrument,  such  as  shall  be  seen  and  approved  of  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians  or  the  Visiting  Committee. 

(24— Arp.)  L 2 Article  49. 
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Article  49. — No  corporal  Punishment  shall  be  inflicted  upon  any  Male  Child  until  Six 
Hours  shall  have  elapsed  from  the  Commission  of  the  Offence  for  which  such  Punishment 
is  inflicted. 

Article  50. — Whenever  any  Male  Child  is  punished  by  corporal  Correction,  the  Master 
and  Schoolmaster  shall  (if  possible)  be  both  present. 

Article  51. — No  Male  Child  shall  be  punished  by  corporal  Correction  whose  Age  may 
be  reasonably  supposed  to  exceed  Fifteen  Years. 

Article  52. — The  Master  of  the  Workhouse  shall  keep  a Book,  to  be  furnished  to  him  by 
the  Guardians,  in  the  Form  (A.)  hereunto  annexed,  in  which  he  shall  duly  enter — 

Firstly.  All  Cases  of  refractory  or  disorderly  Paupers,  whether  Children  or  Adults, 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  their  Decision  thereon. 

Secondly.  All  Cases  of  Paupers,  whether  Children  or  Adults,  who  may  have  been 
punished  without  the  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  with  the  Particulars  of 
their  respective  Offences  and  Punishments. 

Article  53. — The  Person  who  punishes  any  Child  with  corporal  Correction  shall 
forthwith  report  to  the  Master  the  Particulars  of  the  Offence  and  Punishment;  and  the 
Master  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  Book  specified  in  Article  52. 

Article  54. — Such  Book  shall  be  laid  on  the  Table  at  every  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Guardians;  and  every  Entry  made  in  such  Book  since  the  last  Ordinary  Meeting  shall 
be  read  to  the  Board  by  the  Clerk. 

The  Guardians  shall  thereupon,  in  the  first  place,  give  Directions  as  to  any  Confinement 
or  other  Punishment  of  any  refractory  or  disorderly  Pauper  reported  for  their  Decision ; and 
such  Direction  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Day,  and  a Copy 
thereof  shall  be  inserted  by  the  Clerk  in  the  Book  specified  in  Article  52. 

The  Guardians,  in  the  second  place,  shall  take  into  their  Consideration  the  Cases  in  which 
Punishments  'are  reported  to  have  been  already  inflicted  by  the  Master  or  other  Officer ; 
and  the  Opinion  of  the  Guardians  in  every  such  Case  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the 
Day,  and  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Master  by  the  Chairman  or  Clerk;  and  if  the 
Opinion  of  the  Guardians  be  that  the  Master  or  other  Officer  has  in  any  Case  acted 
illegally  or  improperly,  a Copy  of  the  Minutes  of  such  Opinion  shall  be  forwarded  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

Article  55. — Every  Pauper  above  the  Age  of  Seven  Years,  who  is  in  the  Workhouse, 
and  who  may  have  been  punished  since  the  last  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Guardians,  or  who 
may  be  reported  as  refractory  or  disorderly,  shall  be  brought  into  the  Board  Room  during 
the  sitting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  whether  he  may 
request  it  or  not,  and  shall  have  an  Opportunity  of  complaining  to  the  Guardians  of  any 
undue  Punishment,  or  of  any  unjust  Charge;  and  the  Fact  of  such  Pauper  having  been 
brought  before  the  Guardians  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Day. 

Article  56. — The  Master  shall  cause  a legible  Copy  of  the  Regulations  respecting  dis- 
orderly and  refractory  Paupers,  contained  in  this  Order,  to  be  kept  suspended  in  the  Dining 
Hall  of  the  Workhouse,  in  the  Schoolroom  or  Schoolrooms,  and  in  the  probationary  Wards, 
and  also  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Guardians. 


Visiting  Committee. 

Article  57. — The  Board  of  Guardians  shall  appoint  a Visiting  Committee  from  their 
own  Body,  who  shall  carefully  examine  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union  once  in  every  Week 
at  the  least,  shall  inspect  the  last  Reports  of  the  Chaplains  and  Medical  Officer  for  the 
Workhouse,  shall  examine  the  Stores  in  the  Workhouse,  and  ascertain  the  Truth  and 
Circumstances  of  any  Complaints  that  may  be  made  to  them.  And  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee shall  from  Time  to  Time  write  such  Answers  as  the  Facts  may  warrant  to  the 
following  Queries,  which  are  to  be  printed  in  a Book,  entitled  the  Report  Book  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  to  be  provided  by  the  Guardians,  and  kept  in  the  Workhouse  for  that 
Purpose,  and  to  be  submitted  regularly  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  Ordinary 
Meetings : — 

Question  1.  Is  the  Workhouse,  with  its  Wards,  Offices,  Yards,  and  Appurtenances, 
clean  and  well  ventilated  in  every  Part? — If  not,  state  the  Defect  or  Omission. 

Q.  2.  Do  the  adult  Inmates  of  the  Workhouses,  of  all  Classes,  appear  clean  in  their 
Persons,  and  decent  and  orderly  in  their  Behaviour? — If  not,  state  the 
Exceptions. 

Q.3.  Are  the  able-bodied  Inmates  of  each  Sex  employed  and  kept  at  work  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians? — If  not,  and  if  any  Improvement  can  be 
suggested  in  their  Employment,  state  the  same. 

Q.  4.  Are  the  infirm  of  each  Sex  who  are  capable  of  Work  employed  and  kept  to 
work,  as  far  as  their  Circumstances  admit  of  it,  and  as  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians? — If  not,  and  if  any  Improvement  can  be  suggested,  state  the 
same. 

Q.  5.  Are 
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Q.  5.  Are  the  Persons,  infirm  in  Body  or  Mind,  of  each  Sex,  properly  attended  to, 
according  to  their  several  Conditions  ? 

Q-  6.  Are  the  Boys  and  Girls  in  the  School  making  due  Progress  in  Read i no-, 
Writing,  and  Arithmetic,  and  do  the  Chaplains  regularly  attend  to  their  Religious 
Instruction  ? 

Q.  7.  Is  the  industrial  Training  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  properly  attended  to,  and 
are  they  employed  as  the  Guardians  have  directed  ? 

Q.  8.  Are  the  Boys  and  Girls  clean  in  their  Persons,  and  correct  in  their 
Behaviour  ? 

Q.  9.  Are  the  young  Children  properly  nursed  and  taken  care  of?  And  do  they 
appear  in  a clean  and  healthy  State  ? 

Q.  10.  Is  regular  Attendance  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  ? 

Q.  1 1 . Do  the  Inmates  of  the  Infirmary  appear  to  be  in  as  satisfactory  a State  as 
their  Ailments  admit  of?  Is  there  any  infectious  Disease  in  the  Workhouse?  — 
If  so,  state  the  Particulars.  Is  there  any  Child  not  vaccinated  ? 

Q.  12.  Is  Divine  Service  regularly  performed?  Are  Prayers  regularly  read? 

Q.  13.  Is  the  established  Dietary  duly  observed?  And  are  the  Hours  of  Meals 
regularly  adhered  to  ? 

Q.  14.  Are  the  Provisions  and  other  Supplies  of  the  Qualities  contracted 
/ for  ? 

Q.  15.  Is  the  Separation  of  the  various  Classes  strictly  enforced,  according  to 
Article  9 ? 

Q.  16.  Is  any  Complaint  made  by  any  Pauper  against  any  Officer,  or  in  respect  of 
the  Provisions  or  Accommodations  ? — If  so,  state  the  Name  of  the  Complainant, 
and  the  Subject  of  the  Complaint. 

Article  58. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Poor  Law  Commissioner,  or  any  Assistant  Poor 
Law  Commissioner,  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Workhouse,  and  to  enter  any  Remarks  thereon 
in  the  Book  containing  the  Questions  to  be  answered  by  the  Visiting  Committee ; and  no 
Officer  of  such  Workhouse  shall  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  impede  such  Visit  or 
Inspection,  or  the  Entry  of  such  Remarks. 

The  repairing , upholding,  and  insuring  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  59. — The  Guardians  shall,  once  at  least  in  every  Year,  and  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  for  Cleanliness,  cause  all  the  Rooms,  Wards,  Offices,  and  Privies  belonging  to  the 
Workhouse  to  be  limewashed. 

Article  60. — The  Guardians  shall  uphold  and  maintain  the  Premises  constituting  the 
Workhouse  in  good  and  substantial  Repair;  and  shall,  from  Time  to  Time,  remedy  without 
Delay  any  such  Defect  in  the  Repair  of  the  House,  its  Drainage,  Warmth,  or  Ventilation,  or 
in  the  Furniture  or  Fixtures  thereof,  as  may  tend  to  injure  the  Health  of  the  Inmates; 
and  with  a view  to  so  upholding  and  maintaining  the  Workhouse,  they  shall  insure  and 
keep  insured  the  same  against  Loss  or  Damage  by  Fire,  for  such  a Sum,  being  reasonably 
sufficient  to  cover  any  probable  Loss,  and  in  such  Manner,  as  the  said  Guardians  may 
determine. 

Duties  of  the  Officers  of  the  Workhouse. 

Article  61. — The  Duties  of  the  several  Officers  of  the  Workhouse  and  their  Assistants 
appointed  or  to  be  appointed  by  the  Guardians,  under  the  Regulations  of  the  Poor  LaW 
Commissioners,  or  by  the  said  Commissioners  in  default  of  Appointment  by  the  Guardians, 
shall  be  respectively  such  as  are  herein-after  specified. 

Duties  of  the  Master. 

Article  62. — The  following  shall  be  the  Duties  of  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse: — 

No.  I.  To  admit  Paupers  into  the  Workhouse  in  obedience  to  any  Order  made 
under  Article  L,  and  also  Persons  applying  for  Admission,  who  may  appear  to 
him  to  require  Relief  through  any  sudden  and  urgent  Necessity ; or  who  shall 
be  named  in  any  written  Recommendation  from  a Warden,  and  shall  appear  to 
the  Master  to  be  destitute  and  proper  Objects  for  Admission ; and  to  cause  every 
Pauper  upon  Admission  to  be  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer,  as  is  directed  in 
Article  4. 

No.  2.  To  register  the  Name  and  Religious  Persuasion  of  every  Pauper,  upon  his 
Admission  ; and  to  cause  every  Male  Pauper  above  the  Age  of  Seven  Years,  upon 
Admission,  to  be  searched,  cleansed,  and  clothed,  and  to  be  placed  in  the  Ward 
appropriated  to  the  Class  to  which  he  appears  to  belong. 

No.  3.  To  enforce  Industry,  Order,  Punctuality,  and  Cleanliness,  and  the 
Observance  of  the  several  Rules  herein  contained,  by  the  Paupers  in  the 
Workhouse,  and  by  the  several  Officers,  Assistants,  and  Servants  therein 
employed. 

No.  4.  To  read  Prayers  to  the  Paupers  before  Breakfast  and  after  Supper  every 
Day,  or  cause  Prayers  to  be  read,  at  which  all  the  Inmates  must  attend,  except- 
ing those  who  are  incapacitated  through  Sickness,  Infirmity,  or  Infancy,  and 
(24.—  Arp.)  L 3 those 
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those  who  object  to  such  Attendance  on  account  of  their  Religious  Principles ; 
and  to  the  Paupers  making  such  Declaration  the  Master  shall,  if  practicable, 
cause  Prayers  to  be  read  by  some  one  of  their  own  Religious  Persuasion. 

No.  5.  To  cause  the  Paupers  to  be  inspected,  and  their  Names  called  over,  imme- 
diately after  Morning  Prayers  every  Day,  in  order  that  it  may  be  seen  that  each 
Individual  is  clean  and  in  a proper  State. 

No.  6.  To  provide  for  and  enforce  the  Employment  of  the  able-bodied  adult 
Paupers,  during  the  whole  of  the  Hours  of  Labour;  to  assist  in  training  the 
Youth  in  such  Employment  as  will  best  fit  them  for  gaining  their  own  Living; 
to  keep  the  partially  disabled  Paupers  occupied  to  the  Extent  of  their  Ability ; 
and  to  allow  none  who  are  capable  of  Employment  to  be  idle  at  any  Time. 

No.  7.  To  visit  the  Sleeping  Wards  of  the  Male  Paupers  at  Eleven  o’Clock  in  the 
Forenoon  of  every  Day,  and  to  see  that  such  Wards  have  been  all  duly  cleansed 
and  properly  ventilated. 

No.  8.  To  see  that  the  Meals  of  the  Paupers  are  properly  dressed  and  served, 
and  to  superintend  the  Distribution  thereof,  in  accordance  with  Articles  15,  18, 
and  19. 

No.  9.  To  say  or  cause  to  be  said  Grace  before  and  after  Meals. 

No.  10.  To  see  that  the  Dining  Halls,  Tables,  and  Seats  are  cleansed  after  each  Meal. 

No.  11.  To  visit  all  the  Wards  of  the  Male  Paupers  at  or  before  Nine  o’Clock  every 
Night,  and  see  that  all  the  Male  Paupers  are  in  Bed,  and  that  all  Fires  and 
Lights  are  extinguished. 

No.  12.  To  receive  from  the  Porter  the  Keys  of  the  Entrance  to  the  Workhouse  at 
Nine  o’Clock  every  Night,  and  to  deliver  them  to  him  again  at  Six  o’Clock  every 
Morning,  or  at  such  Hours  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Guardians,  and  approved  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners. 

No.  13.  To  see  that  the  Male  Paupers  are  properly  clothed,  and  that  their  Clothes 
are  kept  in  proper  Repair. 

No.  14.  To  send  for  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Workhouse  in  case  any  Pauper  is 
taken  ill  or  becomes  insane ; and  to  take  care  that  all  sick  and  insane  Paupers  are 
duly  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  are  provided  with  such  Medicines  and 
Attendance,  Diet,  and  other  Necessaries,  as  the  Medical  Officer  shall  in  Writing 
direct,  and  to  apprize  the  nearest  Relation  in  the  Workhouse  of  the  Sickness  of 
any  Pauper.  And  in  the  Case  of  dangerous  Sickness,  to  send  for  the  Chaplain 
or  other  licensed  Minister  of  the  Persuasion  of  the  Pauper,  as  well  as  for  any 
Relative  or  Friend  of  such  Pauper  x-esident  within  a reasonable  Distance  whom 
he  may  desire  to  see. 

No.  15.  To  give  immediate  Information  of  the  Death  of  any  Pauper  in  the  Work- 
house  to  the  Medical  Officer,  and  to  the  nearest  Relations  of  the  deceased  who 
may  be  known  to  him,  and  who  may  reside  within  a l-easonable  Distance ; and,  if 
the  Body  be  not  removed  within  a reasonable  Time,  to  provide  for  the  Interment 
thereof. 

No.  16.  To  take  charge  of  the  Clothes,  and  other  Articles,  if  any,  of  such  deceased 
Pauper,  and  deliver  an  Inventory  thereof  to  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  who  shall  give  the  necessai-y  Directions  respecting  the  same. 

No.  17.  To  keep  all  Books  of  Accounts  which  he  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  by  any 
Order  under  the  Hands  and  Seal  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  directed  and 
required  to  keep ; to  allow  the  same  to  be  constantly  open  to  the  Inspection  of 
any  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Union,  and  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Guardians  at 
their  Meetings. 

No.  18.  To  submit  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  every  Ordinary  Meeting  an 
Estimate  of  such  Provisions  and  other  Articles  as  are  required  for  the  Use  of  the 
Workhouse,  and  to  receive  and  execute  the  Directions  of  the  Board  of  Guardians 
thereupon. 

No.  1 9.  To  receive  all  Provisions  and  other  Articles  pui’chased  or  procured  for  the 
Use  of  the  Workhouse,  and  before  placing  them  in  Store  to  weigh  the  same,  and 
examine  and  compare  them  with  the  Bills  of  Parcels  or  Invoices  severally  relatino- 
thereto  ; and  after  having  proved  the  Accuracy  of  such  Bills  or  Invoices,  to 
authenticate  the  same  with  his  Signature,  and  submit  them  to  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians at  their,  next  Ordinary  Meeting. 

No.  20.  To  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  Provisions,  Clothing,  Linen,  and  other 
Articles  belonging  to  the  Workhouse,  or  confided  to  his  Care  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  issue  the  same  to  the  Matron  or  other  Persons  as  may  be  required; 
and  such  Articles  shall  be  applied  to  such  Purposes  as  shall  be  authorized  or 
approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  to  no  other. 

No.  21.  To  obtain  the  Order  in  Writing  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  duly  entered  in 
the  Order  Book  provided  for  that  Purpose,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman  before 
pui-chasing  or  procui-ing  any  Articles  for  the  Use  of  the  Workhouse,  or  ordering 
any  Alterations  or  Repairs  of  any  Part  of  the  Premises,  or  of  the  Furniture  or 
other  Articles  belonging  thereto. 

No.  22.  To  read  over  to  the  Paupers  such  of  the  Regulations  herein  contained,  and 
at  such  Times  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  shall  direct. 

No.  23. 
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No.  23.  To  report  to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  from  Time  to  Time,  the  Names  of  Amended  General 
such  Children  as  may  be  fit  to  put  out  to  Service,  or  other  Employment,  and  to  Regulations  for 
take  the  necessary  Steps  for  carrying  into  effect  the  Directions  of  the  Board  of  the  Management 
Guardians  thereon.  of  Workhouses  in 

No.  24.  To  keep  a Book  to  be  called  “ The  Master’s  Journal to  enter  therein  ^re^an<h 

every  important  Occurrence  in  the  Workhouse,  other  than  those  entered  in  the  

Book  required  by  Article  52  to  be  kept,  and  to  cause  such  Book  to  be  laid  before 
the  Board  of  Guardians  at  every  Ordinary  Meeting. 

No.  25.  To  take  care  that  the  Wards,  Rooms,  Larder,  Kitchen,  and  all  other  Offices 
of  the  Workhouse,  and  all  the  Utensils  and  Furniture  thereof,  be  kept  clean  and 
in  good  Order ; and  as  often  as  any  Defect  in  the  same,  or  in  the  State  of  the 
Workhouse,  shall  occur,  to  report  the  same  in  his  Journal  to  the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians, at  their  next  Ordinary  Meeting. 

No.  26.  To  inform  the  Visiting  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  State 
of  the  Workhouse  in  every  Department;  and  to  report  in  his  Journal  to  the 
Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  Ordinary  Meeting  any  Negligence  or  other 
Misconduct  on  the  Part  of  any  of  the  subordinate  Officers  or  Servants  of  the 
Establishment ; to  offer  Suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the  Correction 
of  Abuses,  and  the  Introduction  of  Improvements  in  the  Management  of  the 
Workhouse ; and  generally  to  observe  and  fulfil  all  lawful  Orders  and  Directions 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  suitable  to  his  Office. 

Duties  of  the  Matron. 

Article  63. — The  following  shall  be  the  Duties  of  the  Matron  of  the  Workhouse : — 

No.  1.  In  the  Absence  of  the  Master,  or  during  his  Inability,  to  act  as  his  Substi- 
tute in  all  Matters  relating  to  the  Admission  of  Paupers  into  the  Workhouse,  and 
to  cause  every  Pauper,  upon  such  Admission,  to  be  duly  registered  and  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer,  as  is  directed  in  Article  4. 

No.  2.  To  cause  the  Pauper  Children,  under  the  Age  of  Seven  Years,  and  the 
Female  Paupers,  to  be  searched,  cleansed,  and  clothed  upon  their  Admission,  and 
to  be  placed  in  the  Wards  appropriated  to  the  Classes  which  they  appear  to 
belong. 

No.  3.  To  provide  for  and  enforce  the  Employment  of  the  able-bodied  Female 
Paupers  during  the  whole  of  the  Hours  of  Labour ; and  to  keep  the  partially 
disabled  Female  Paupers  occupied  to  the  Extent  of  their  Ability,  and  to  assist  the 
Schoolmistress  in  training  up  the  Children  so  as  best  to  fit  them  for  Service. 

No.  4.  To  call  over  the  Names  of  the  Paupers,  as  is  directed  in  Article  13 ; to 
inspect  their  Persons,  and  see  that  each  Individual  is  clean. 

No.  5.  To  visit  all  the  Wards  of  the  Females  and  Children  every  Night  before 
Nine  o’Clock,  and  to  ascertain  that  all  the  Paupers  in  such  Wards  are  in  Bed,  and 
all  the  Fires  and  Lights  therein  extinguished. 

No.  6.  To  pay  particular  Attention  to  the  moral  Conduct  and  orderly  Behaviour 
of  the  Females  and  Children,  and  to  see  that  they  are  clean  and  decent  in  their 
Dress  and  Persons. 

No.  7.  To  superintend  and  give  the  necessary  Directions  for  making  and  mending 
the  Linen  and  Clothing  supplied  to  the  Male  Paupers,  and  all  the  Clothing  sup- 
plied to  the  Female  Paupers  and  Children;  and  to  take  care  that  all  such 
Clothing  be  marked  with  the  Name  of  the  Union. 

No.  8.  To  see  that  every  Pauper  in  the  Workhouse  has  clean  Linen  once  a Week, 
and  that  all  the  Beds  be  kept  in  a clean  and  wholesome  State. 

No.  9.  To  take  charge  of  the  Linen  and  Stockings  for  the  Use  of  the  Paupers, 
and  the  other  Linen  in  use  in  the  Workhouse,  and  to  apply  the  same  to  such 
Purposes  as  shall  be  authorized  or  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  to 
no  other. 

No.  10.  To  superintend  and  give  the  necessary  Directions  concerning  the  washing, 
drying,  and  getting  up  of  the  Linen,  Stockings,  and  Blankets,  and  to  see  that  the 
same  be  not  dried  in  the  Sleeping  Wards,  or  in  the  Sick  Wards. 

No.  11.  To  take  care,  with  the  Assistance  of  the  Nurses,  of  the  Children  and  sick 
Paupers;  and  to  provide  the  proper  Diet  for  the  Children  and  the  sick  Paupers, 
and  to  furnish  them  with  such  Changes  of  Clothes  and  Linen  as  may  be  necessary. 

No.  12.  To  assist  the  Master  in  the  general  Management  and  Superintendence  of 
the  Workhouse,  and  especially  in  — 

Enforcing  the  Observance  of  good  Order,  Cleanliness,  Punctuality,  Industry, 
and  Decency  of  Demeanour  among  the  Paupers ; 

Cleansing  and  ventilating  the  Sleeping  Wards  and  the  Dining  Hall,  and  all 
other  Parts  of  the  Premises; 

Placing  in  Store  and  taking  charge  of  the  Provisions,  Clothing,  Linen,  and 
other  Articles  belonging  to  the  Union. 

No.  13.  To  report  to  the  Master  any  Negligence,  or  other  Misconduct,  on  the  Part 
of  any  of  the  subordinate  Officers  or  Servants  of  the  Establishment- 

No.  14.  And  generally  to  observe  and  fulfil  all  lawful  Orders  and  Directions  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  suitable  to  her  Office. 

(24.— App.)  L 4 Duties 
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Duties  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Schoolmistress. 

Article  64. — The  following  shall  be  the  Duties  pf  the  Schoolmaster  and  Schoolmistress: — 

No.  1.  To  instruct  the  Boys  and  Girls  according  to  the  Directions  expressed  in 
Article  22. 

No.  2.  To  regulate  the  Discipline  and  Organisation  of  the  School,  and  the  industrial 
and  moral  Training  of  the  Children,  subject  to  the  Directions  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians. 

No.  3.  To  accompany  the  Children  when  they  quit  the  Workhouse  for  Exercise, 
unless  the  Guardians  shall  otherwise  direct. 

No.  4.  To  keep  the  Children  clean  in  their  Persons,  and  orderly  and  decorous  in 
their  Conduct. 

No.  5.  To  assist  the  Master  and  Matron  respectively  in  maintaining  due  Subordi- 
nation in  the  Workhouse. 

Duties  of  the  Porter. 

Article  65. — The  following  shall  be  the  Duties  of  the  Porter  of  the  Workhouse: — 

No.  1.  To  keep  the  Gate,  and  to  prevent  any  Person,  not  being  an  Officer  of  the 
Workhouse,  or  of  the  Union,  or  an  Assistant  Commissioner,  or  any  Person 
authorized  by  Law  or  by  the  said  Commissioners,  or  Board  of  Guardians, 
from  entering  into  or  going  out  of  the  House  without  the  Leave  of  the  Master 
or  Matron. 

No.  2.  To  keep  a Book,  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  Name  and  Business  of  every 
Officer  or  other  Person  who  shall  go  into  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Name  of 
every  Officer  or  other  Person  who  shall  go  out  thereof,  together  with  the  Time 
of  such  Officer’s  or  Person’s  going  in  or  out.  . 

No.  3.  To  receive  all  Paupers  who  apply  for  Admission  with  a proper  Order,  as 
directed  in  Article  1,  or  under  Circumstances  of  sudden  or  urgent  Necessity; 
and  if  the  Master  and  Matron  be  both  absent,  to  place  such  Paupers  in  the  proba- 
tionary Ward  until  the  Master  or  Matron  return. 

No.  4.  To  examine  all  Parcels  and  Goods  before  they  are  received  into  the  Work- 
house,  and  prevent  the  Admission  of  any  spirituous  or  fermented  Liquors,  or  other 
Articles  contrary  to  Law  or  to  any  of  the  Regulations  herein  contained. 

No.  5.  To  search  any  Pauper  entering  or  leaving  the  Workhouse  whom  he  may 
suspect  to  have  Possession  of  any  Spirits  or  other  prohibited  Articles,  and  to 
require  any  other  Person  entering  the  Workhouse  whom  he  may  suspect  of  having 
Possession  of  any  such  Spirits  or  prohibited  Articles,  to  satisfy  him  to  the  contrary 
before  he  shall  permit  such  Person  to  be  admitted. 

No.  6.  To  examine  all  Parcels  taken  by  any  Pauper  out  of  the  Workhouse,  and  to 
prevent  the  undue  Removal  of  any  Article  from  the  Premises. 

No.  7.  To  lock  all  the  outer  Doors,  and  take  the  Keys  to  the  Master  at  Nine  o’clock 
every  Night,  and  to  receive  them  back  from  him  every  Morning  at  Six  o’Clock, 
or  at  such  Hours  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
and  approved  of  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners;  and  if  any  Application  for 
Admission  to  the  Workhouse  be  made  after  the  Keys  shall  have  been  so  taken  to 
the  Master,  to  apprize  the  Master  forthwith  of  such  Application. 

No.  8.  To  assist  the  Master,  Matron,  Schoolmaster,  and  Schoolmistress  in  px-e- 
serving  Order  and  in  enforcing  Obedience  and  due  Suboi'dination  in  the 
Workhouse. 

No.  9.  To  inform  the  Master  of  all  Things  affecting  the  Security,  Order,  and  Interest 
of  the  Workhouse,  and  to  obey  all  the  lawful  Directions  of  the  Master  or  Matron, 
and  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  suitable  to  his  Office. 

Duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Workhouse. 

Article  66. — The  following  shall  be  Duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Workhouse: — 

No.  1.  To  attend  at  the  Workhouse  at  the  Times  fixed  by  the  Boai'd  of  Guax-dians, 
and  also  when  sent  for  by  the  Master,  Matron,  or  Porter  of  the  Workhouse,  in 
Cases  of  sudden  Illness,  Accident,  or  other  Emergency ; and  at  all  such  other 
Times  as  the  State  of  the  sick  or  insane  Patients  within  the  Workhouse  may 
render  necessary. 

No.  2.  To  examine  the  State  of  the  Paupers  on  their  Admission  into  the  Workhouse ; 
to  examine  the  State  of  the  Patients  in  the  Sick  Wards ; and  also  the  State  of  any 
sick  or  insane  Pauper  in  the  other  Wards. 

No.  3.  To  give  all  necessary  Directions  as  to  the  Diet,  Classification,  and  Treatment 
of  the  sick  Paupers,  and  Paupers  of  unsound  Mind,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  any  Pauper  of  unsound  Mind  in  the  Workhouse  whom  he  may  deem 
to  be  dangerous. 

No.  4.  To  enter  in  a Book  to  be  provided  for  that  Purpose,  called  the  Sick  Dietary 
Book,  all  Directions  which  he  may  give  regarding  the  Diet  of  sick  Paupers,  and 
Paupers  of  unsound  Mind,  and  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Guardians  at  their 
weekly  Meetings. 

No.  5. 
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No.  5.  To  report  in  Writing  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  any  Defect  in  the  Diet, 
Drainage,  Ventilation,  Warmth,  or  other  Arrangement  of  the  Workhouse,  or  any 
Excess  in  the  Number  of  any  Class  of  Inmates,  which  he  may  deem  to  be  detri- 
mental to  the  Health  of  the  Inmates. 

No.  6.  To  give  all  necessary  Directions  as  to  the  Diet  of  the  Children,  and  to 
vaccinate  such  of  the  Children  as  may  require  Vaccination. 

No.  7.  To  make  a weekly  Return  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  a Book  prepared 
according  to  the  prescribed  Form,  and  to  insert  therein  the  Dale  of  every 
Attendance,  and  to  deliver  the  same  when  completed  to  the  Guardians. 

No.  8.  To  enter  in  his  weekly  Return  the  Death  of  every  Pauper  who  shall  die  in 
the  Workhouse,  together  with  the  apparent  Cause  thereof. 

No.  9.  To  give  to  the  Guardians,  when  required,  any  reasonable  Information 
respecting  the  Case  of  any  Pauper  who  has  been  under  his  Care;  to  make  any 
such  written  Report  relative  to  any  Sickness  prevalent  amongst  the  Paupers 
in  the  Workhouse,  as  the  Board  of  Guardians  or  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners 
may  require  of  him;  and  to  attend  the  Board  of  Guardians  when  requested  by 
them  so  to  do. 

Duties  of  Chaplain. 

Article  67. — The  following  shall  be  the  Duties  of  a Chaplain  of  the  Workhouse : — 

No.  I.  To  celebrate  Divine  Service  and  to  preach  to  the  Paupers  every  Sunday, 
and  on  such  other  Days  as  may  be  directed  by  competent  Authority. 

No.  2.  To  visit  any  sick  Pauper  in  the  Workhouse,  from  Time  to  Time  and  at  all 
Times  when  he  may  be  applied  to  for  that  Purpose  by  the  Master  or  Matron. 

No.  3.  To  examine  and  catechise  the  Children  at  least  once  in  every  Month;  and 
after  each  such  Examination  to  record  the  same,  and  state  the  general 
Progress  of  the  Children,  in  a Book  to  be  kept  for  that  Purpose,  to  be  laid 
before  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  next  Ordinary  Meeting ; in  which 
Book  the  Chaplain  shall  also  insert  the  Date  of  each  of  his  Attendances  at  the 
Workhouse. 

Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Guardians,  with  the  previous 
Consent  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  to  dispense  with  the  Performance 
of  any  of  the  Duties  specified  in  this  Article. 

Provided  also,  that  nothing  herein  prescribed  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
any  Chaplain  or  other  Officer  of  the  Workhouse  to  act  otherwise  than  in 
conformity  with  the  Provisions  of  the  49th  Section  of  the  first-recited  Act. 

Explanation  of  Terms. 

Article  68. — Whenever  the  Word  “ Guardians,”  or  the  Words  « Board  of  Guardians,” 
are  used  in  this  Order,  such  Word  or  Words  shall  be  taken  to  signify  the  Guardians  and 
Board  of  Guardians  appointed  or  acting  for  the  Union  to  which  the  Workhouse  subject 
to  these  Regulations  belongs. 

Article  69. — Whenever  there  may  be  more  than  One  Workhouse  belonging  to  a Union 
this  Order  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  each  and  every  of  such  Workhouses,  in°  so  far  as  the 
Regulations  herein  contained  shall  be  applicable  to  the  Class  or  Classes  of  Paupers 
respectively  maintained  in  any  such  Workhouse,  and  to  the  Officers  appointed  or  to  be 
appointed  for  such  Woi-khouse. 

Article  70. — Whenever  in  describing  any  Person  or  Party,  Matter  or  Thing,  the  Word 
importing  the  Singular  Number  or  the  Masculine  Gender  only  is  used  in  this  Order,  the 
same  shall  be  taken  to  include  and  shall  be  applied  to  several  Persons  or  Parties  as  well  as 
one  Person  or  Party,  and  Females  as  well  as  Males,  and  several  Matters  or  Things  as  well 
as  one  Matter  or  Thing  respectively,  unless  there  be  something  in  the  Subject  or  Context 
repugnant  to  such  Construction. 

Article  71. — Whenever  in  this  Order  any  Article  is  referred  to  by  its  Number,  the 
Article  of  this  Order  bearing  that  Number  shall  be  taken  to  be  signified  thereby.

ARMAGH  UNION. 

Sir,  Armagh  Workhouse,  12th  May  1846. 

I beg  leave  to  acknowledge  the  Receipt  of  your  Note  of  the  10th  instant,  respecting  the 
Form  of  Prayer  used  in  this  Workhouse. 

The  Lord’s  Prayer  only  is  repeated  before  Breakfast  and  after  Supper,  by  Direction  of 
the  Board  of  Guardians,  as  an  unobjectionable  Form  to  all  Persuasions. 

Suitable  Graces  are  said  before  and  after  Meals,  a Copy  of  which  I enclose.  This  Form 
was  adopted  about  Four  Years  ago,  and  has  given  Satisfaction  to  Chaplains,  Guardians, 
and  Inmates.

The  Forms  of  Prayer  and  Grace  before  and  after  Meals  used  in  the.  Dining  Hah 
of  the  Armagh  Workhouse. 


First,  when  all  the  Paupers  are  assembled  in  the  Dining  Hall,  the  Lord’s  Prayer  is 
reverently  said  by  a Number  of  the  Children,  both  Male  and  Female,  with  Hands  closed 
and  uplifted.  They  then  say  or  chant  the  following  Grace: — 


Before  Meals. 

“ Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father, 

Bless  these  Mercies  to  our  use, 

Through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.” 

When  the  Meal  is  finished,  the  Master  raps  the  Table,  and,  all  standing  up,  the  following 
is  said  or  chanted  : — 


Grace  after  Meals. 


“ For  these  and  all  other  Mercies 
Let  God’s  holy  Name  be  praised, 

Through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.” 

Or,  “ Glory  be  to  thee,  O Lord,”  is  solemnly  chanted  by  the  Children. 


At  Supper  the  Children  chant  the  Grace,  or  say  it  in  a solemn  Manner ; and  when  the 
Meal  is  finished  this  Grace  is  frequently  used : — 

“ Endless  Praises  to  our  Lord. 

Ever  be  his  Name  adored.” 

Which  is  sung  or  chanted  by  the  Children  who  have  good  Voices,  both  Male  and  Female,  as 
before.  Then  the  Lord’s  Prayer  is  said  with  becoming  Solemnity,  all  standing,  the 
Children  having  their  Hands  raised  as  in  the  Morning.  The  several  Graces  might  be  set 
to  different  Music,  by  any  Person  who  understands  it,  very  easily. 


BELFAST  UNION. 

Sir,  Belfast  Workhouse,  13th  May  1846. 

In  answer  to  your  Inquiry  relative  to  the  Form  of  Prayer  used  in  this  Workhouse 
Morning  and  Evening,  1 most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  state,  that  when  the  Bell  rings  at 
Eight  o’Clock  in  the  Morning  the  Episcopalians  and  Presbyterians  not  in  the  Infirmary 
assemble  in  the  Dining  Hall,  when  the  following  Prayers  are  read  by  the  Schoolmaster  or 
myself : — 

“ O Lord  our  Heavenly  Father,  Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  hast  safely  brought 
us  to  the  Beginning  of  this  Day,  defend  us  in  the  same  with  Thy  mighty  Power,  and  grant 
that  this  Day  we  fall  into  no  Sin,  neither  run  into  any  Kind  of  Danger,  but  that  all  our

Doings  may  be  ordered  by  Thy  Governance,  to  do  always  that  is  righteous  in  Thy  Sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.” 

[The  Lord’s  Prayer.] 

“ The  Grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Love  of  God,  and  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  with  us  all  evermore.  Amen.” 

At  the  same  Time  the  Roman  Catholics  assemble  as  follows: — Men  and  Women  in  their 
respective  Day  rooms.  Boys  and  Girls  in  their  respective  Schoolrooms,  when  the  Roman 
Catholic  Prayers  are  read  by  One  of  the  Paupers  of  that  Sect  of  each  Class,  selected  by 
the  Approval  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain.  Upon  the  second  ringing  of  the  Bell 
the  Roman  Catholics  then  enter  the  Dining  Hall,  when,  Grace  being  said,  the  whole 
partake  of  Breakfast. 


In  the  Evening,  upon  Grace  being  said  after  Supper,  the  Roman  Catholics  leave  the 
Hall,  and  assemble  same  as  in  the  Morning  to  Prayers.  The  Protestants  and  Presbyterians 
remain ; when  the  following  Prayers  are  read : — 

« Lighten  our  Darkness,  we  beseech  Thee,  O Lord,  and  by  Thy  great  Mercy  defend  us 
from  all  Perils  and  Dangers  of  this  Night,  for  the  Love  of  Thy  only  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.

Previous  to  my  Appointment  to  the  Office  of  Master,  I understand  the  Roman  Catholic 
Chaplain  objected  to  his  Hearers  being  present  while  the  general  and  common  Prayer  was 
read.  An  Arrangement  was  then  made,  by  Directions  of  the  Board,  that  the  Roman 
Catholics  should  retire  from  the  Flail  at  the  Time  of  Prayer. 

There  has  not  been  any  Objection  to  the  Form  of  Prayer  by  any ; but  the  Objection  was 
to  the  Principle,  by  the  Roman  Catholics,  as  being  contrary  to  their  Church  Government. 
Permit  me  to  add,  that  during  the  Four  Years  I have  held  Office  I always  observed  that 
the  Three  Chaplains  were  upon  the  best  Terms.  Not  any  thing  unpleasant  has  occurred 
with  respect  to  religious  Matters.

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  received  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union,  which  took  place  at  their  Meeting  of  the  8th 
instant,  wherein  it  appears  that  Miss  M‘Kiernan,  the  Assistant  Schoolmistress,  has  been 
-promoted  by  the  Guardians  to  the  Office  of  Schoolmistress,  vacant  by  the  Resignation  of 
Miss  Carolan.  , - , ,T. 

The  same  Minutes  contain  a Protest  against  this  Appointment,  signed  by  Nine  ot  the 
Guardians  of  the  Union,  setting  forth,  among  other  Circumstances, . the  4 act  that  the 
Person  whom  it  is  thus  proposed  to  promote  to  the  Office  of  Schoolmistress  professes  the 
Protestant  Faith,  and  that  the  Number  of  Roman  Catholic  Children  who  were  under  the 
Care  of  the  late  Schoolmistress  is  188,  while  the  Number  of  Protestant  Children,  lately 
under  the  Care  of  Miss  MTUernan  as  Assistant  Schoolmistress,  was  only  Thirty-eight. 

In  this  Protest  the  future  Appointment  of  a Catholic  Assistant  Schoolmistress  is  antici- 
pated ; and  as  the  present  Salary  of  that  Office  is  15Z.,  while  that  of  the  Schoolmistress 
is  25/.,  the  Guardians  who  sign  the  Protest  allege,  as  a Reason  for  their  so  doing,  the 
anomalous  Circumstance,  that  a Person  having  Charge  of  188  Children  will  be  subordinate 
to  the  Person  having  Charge  of  Thirty-eight,  and  be  in  the  Receipt  of  a much  inferior 
Salary. 

Should  the  Guardians  of  North  Dublin  Union  contemplate  such  an  Arrangement  as  that 
which  is  here  anticipated,  namely,  that  Miss  M‘Kiernan  should  retain  her  Charge  of  the 
Thirty-eio-ht  Protestant  Children,  and  that  a Female  professing  the  Catholic  h aith  should 
be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  188  Catholic  Children,  it  appears  to  the  Commissioners 
that  the  Two  Schoolmistresses  should  he  equal  in  every  respect,  and  that  the  Salary  ot  the 
latter  Person  ought  not  to  be  less  than  25 7.  per  Annum,  the  Amount  of  the  Salary  ot  the 
late  Schoolmistress,  and  the  Commissioners  will  he  prepared  to  sanction  that  Amount  ot 
Salary  accordingly. 

If  the  Duties  which  are  to  be  performed  by  the  Females  appointed  to  these  Two  Offices 
be  intended  to  be  distinct  and  separate  Duties,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  in  Practice 
heretofore,  the  Commissioners  do  not  perceive  that  any  Necessity  exists  that  One  of  the 
Two  Offices  should  be  subordinate  to  the  other ; and  they  suggest,  therefore,  to  the  Guardians, 
to  consider  whether  the  distinctive  Terms  of  Schoolmistress  and  Assistant  Schoolmistress 
may  not  he  advantageously  done  away  with,  and  each  of  the  Females  appointed  be 
designated  Schoolmistress  to  the  particular  Class  of  Children  committed  to  her  Charge.

Moved  by  Mr.  Samuel  Law,  That  the  Letter  read  be  returned  to  the  Commissioners, 
with  a Request  that  when  they  think  it  necessary  to  address  the  Board  upon  any  Subject 
in  future  they  make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  Facts  of  the  Case,  and  do 
not  reason  on  ex-parte  Statements. 

Mr.  Mullen  moved  an  Amendment,  That  the  Board  do  approve  of  the  Suggestion  con- 
tained in  the  Letter  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  the  Board,  read  this  Day ; and 
that  Means  be  adopted  by  this  Board  to  elect  Two  Schoolmistresses,  equal  in  Rank  and 
Authority,  at  a Salary  of  257.  a Year  each.  This  Amendment  rejected,  and  the  original 
Motion  carried.  Thirteen  voted  for  the  Amendment,  Fourteen  against  it,  and  the  original 

Motion  carried  by  a Majority  of  One.

Sii’j  _ _ Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin,  22d  May  1844. 

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  received  a Copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedino-s 
of  the  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  at  their  Meeting  of  the  15th.  instant,  and  the 
Commissioners  take  occasion  therefrom  again  to  address  the  Guardians  on  the  Subject  of 
the  Schoolmistress  and  Assistant  Schoolmistress  of  the  Union  Workhouse.  J 

The  Terms  of  tlie_  Resolution,  which  was  passed  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Guardians  on  this 
Subject  by  a Majority  of  Fourteen  to  Thirteen,  are  such  as  lead  the  Commissioners  to 
apprehend  that  angry  and  excited  Feelings  have  been  permitted  to  prevail  in  the  Discussion 
of  a Question  which  certainly  deserved  to  receive  from  all  the  Gentlemen  assembled  a 
calm  and  temperate  Consideration. 

The  Commissioners  now  deem  it  their  Duty  to  revert  to  the  Circumstances  under  which 
the  Institution  of  the  Office  of  Assistant  Schoolmistress  in  the  North  Dublin  Union 
originally  took  place;  and  they  find  that  the  Resolution  to  make  this  Appointment  was 
passed  at  a Meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  28th  April  1841. 

Previously  to  that  Date  there  was  One  Schoolmistress  in  the  North  Dublin  Union 
Workhouse,  at  a Salary  of  20?.  per  Annum,  afterwards  increased  to  2 51.  The  Female  then 
holding  that  Situation  was  a Person  professing  the  Roman  Catholic  Faith;  and  it  is  stated, 
m a Memorial  which  has  been  addressed  to  the  Commissioners  by  the  Rate-payers  of  the 
Linen  Hall  and  Four  Courts  Wards,  that  Two  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Union  addressed 
the  Board  of  Guardians  on  the  Subject  of  the  Motion  to  appoint  an  Assistant  School- 
mistress to  the  following  Effect;  viz.,  One  of  them  to  the  Effect,  “That  he  had  heard  it 
complained  by  Protestant  Parents  that  their  Children  had  no  Opportunity  of  beino- 
instructed  in  the  Faith  of  their  Choice,  except  on  Sundays  when  the  Chaplain  attended. 
The  Course  which  he.  Captain  Lindsay,  would  recommend  for  Adoption,  would  be,  that  a 
Resolution  be  passed  agreeing  to  appoint  a competent  Assistant  Mistress,  and  that  it  be  left 
to  the  good  Sense  and  Discrimination  of  the  Board  afterwards  to  decide  whether  the  Person 
to  be  elected  ought  to  be  a Catholic  or  a Protestant.”  The  other  to  the  Effect,  “ That 
many  Protestant  Persons  outside  the  House  were  anxious  that  them  Children  should  receive 
Instruction  from  a Mistress  professing  the  same  Faith  as  themselves,  and  would  move,  as 
an  Amendment,  that  the  Mistress  now  be  a Protestant.”  Resolution  passed,  “ That  a com- 
petent Assistant  Schoolmistress  should  be  appointed.” 

The  Commissioners  cannot  vouch  for  the  Accuracy  of  the  Report  which  has  been  made 
to  them  of  the  Grounds  assigned  by  individual  Guardians  for  the  Appointment  of  an 
Assistant  Schoolmistress ; but  they  state  that  the  Sentiments  conveyed  in  the  Paragraphs 
above  cited  appear  to  them  extremely  reasonable  and  proper. 

On  the  19th  May  following  it  appears  that  Miss  MTvicrnan,  a Protestant,  was  appointed 
Assistant  Schoolmistress,  and  the  Practice  which  the  Commissioners  are  informed  has  since 
prevailed  in  the  Workhouse,  in  reference  to  the  religious  Education  of  the  Children  in 
the  Female  School,  has  been,  for  the  Schoolmistress  and  Assistant  Schoolmistress  to  act 
separately  in  the  Performance  of  this  most  essential  and  most  important  Part  of  their 
Duties,  the  Schoolmistress  instructing  the  Roman  Catholic  Children  in  the  peculiar  Tenets 
of  their  religious  Persuasion,  and  the  Assistant  Schoolmistress  performing  the  same  Duty 
in  regard  to  the  Protestant  Children  in  the  Female  School. 

The  Guardians  have  now,  on  the  Retirement  of  Miss  Carolan,  the  Schoolmistress,  ap- 
pointed the  Assistant  Schoolmistress,  Miss  M‘Kiernan,  to  succeed  her  in  the  Office  of 
Schoolmistress,  at  the  Salary  of  2 51.  per  Annum.  The  present  Number  of  Catholic  Chil- 
dren in  the  Female  School,  according  to  the  Statements  contained  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Guardians,  are  188,  and  the  Number  of  the  Protestants  38.  Under  these  Circumstances 
the  Commissioners,  proceeding  on  the  Assumption  that  the  Practice  heretofore  pursued  in 
the  Female  School  will  be  continued,  are  entirely  adverse  to  the  Proposition,  that  the 
Person  who  may  be  intrusted  with  the  religious.  Education  of  the  Catholic  Children  should 
he  either  inferior  in  her  Position  or  receive  a smaller  Salary  than  the  Person  performing 
the  same  Duties  in  reference  to  the  Protestant  Children. 

In  their  Letter  of  the  15th  instant  the  Commissioners  have  suggested  to  the  Guardians 
that,  in  the  event  of  their  appointing  a Female  of  the  Catholic  Persuasion  as  a Successor 
to  Miss  M‘Kiernan,  with  a view  to  the  Continuance  of  the  same  Practice  as  that  hereto- 
fore pursued  in  regard  to  the  Education  of  the  Catholic  and  Protestant  Children,  the 
Salary  should  not  be  less  than  25Z.  per  Annum ; and  that  the  distinctive  Terms  of  School- 
mistress and  Assistant  Schoolmistress  should  thenceforward  not  be  used  in  reference  to  the 
Two  Officers  in  question.  The  Guardians  do  not  appear,  by  their  Minutes,  to  have  taken 
any  Step  as  yet  in  pursuance  of  their  Recommendation ; the  Commissioners  have  therefore 
now  to  repeat  these  Suggestions,  and  to  express  then  Hope  that  a Majority  of  the  Guardians 
will,  on  mature  Consideration  of  the  Subject,  determine  to  act  as  the  Commissioners  have 
recommended.

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  had  before  them  Minutes  of  Proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  Letter 
addressed  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  Guardians  on  the  2 2d  instant  will  be  taken  into 
consideration  by  them  at  their  Meeting  to  be  held  To-morrow. 

The  Commissioners  have  again  considered  the  Subject  of  that  Letter,  and  alter  mature 
Reflection  upon  all  the  Bearings  of  the  Question  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  preferable 
Course  is,  for  the  Guardians  to  elect  a Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress  in  the  place  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress  who  has  resigned.  . 

If  the  Guardians,  upon  mature  Consideration  of  the  Subject,  however,  should  decline 
to  adopt  this  Course,  the  Commissioners  feel  it  due  to  the  Guardians  to  state,  that  they 
will  sanction  the  Appointment  which  has  taken  place;  but  in  that  Case  they  wish  that 
the  Guardians  should  act  upon  the  Suggestion  before  made  of  appointing  a second  School- 
mistress of  the  Roman  Catholic  Faith,  who  shall  have  a co-ordinate  Authority  with  the 
other  Schoolmistress,  at  a Salary  of  2 51.

Mr.  Staunton  moved,  pursuant  to  Notice,  That  the  Schoolmistresses  in  future  he 

co-equal,  and  receive  the  same  Amount  of  Salary.  . . 

Mr.  Roper  moved  as  an  Amendment,  Resolved,  under  the  Conviction  that  the  i oor  Daw 
Commissioners  have  not  been  fully  informed  as  to  all  the  Circumstances  of  the  present 
Case,  we  feel  we  cannot  give  our  Consent  to  the  Adoption  of  the  Suggestion  contained 
in  the  Two  last  Letters  of  the  Commissioners. 

Resolved,  That  a Copy  of  the  following  Statement  be  forwarded  to  the  Commissioners; 
and  that  we  have  now  only  to  add,  that  before  proceeding  to  take  any  Step  for  the 
Election  of  any  other  Person  for  these  Schools  we  require  to  know  whether  the  Appoint- 
ment of  A.  MTviernan,  already  notified  to  the  Commissioners,  has  been  confirmed. 

Statement. 

On  the  10th  Day  of  April  the  late  Schoolmistress  resigned,  and  an  Advertisement  was 
inserted,  for  another  Mistress.  On  the  First  Day  of  May  a Member  of  our  Board,  without 
any  previous  Notice  having  been  given,  proposed  that  we  should  then  pass  a Resolution  to 
insert  a fresh  Advertisement,  exclusively  to  Roman  Catholic  Candidates.  This  Gentle- 
man, and  others,  stated,  that  they  understood  our  Assistant  Schoolmistress,  A.  MTviernan, 
was  a Candidate ; and  that  it  would  be  an  Insult  to  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland  to 
have  a Protestant  Schoolmistress  elected  for  a Workhouse  School,  where  the  Majority  of 
the  Children  are  Roman  Catholics.  On  the  other  Side  it  was  contended  that  our  Schools 
were  under  the  National  Board ; that  they  did  not  recognize  any  Disqualification  on  the 
Score  of  Religion ; that  there  was  no  Wish  on  the'  Part  of  any  Member  of  our  Board 
to  appoint  a Second  Protestant  in  the  School ; but  that  as  the  Point  had  now  been 
so  broadly  put,  we  could  not  recognize  the  Principle,  “ tliat^  in  a National  School  a 
voung  Woman  who  had  served  us  with  Credit  for  Three  Years  should  be  declared 
incapable  of  Promotion  in  these  Schools  because  she  was  not  a Roman  Catholic.”  A great 
deal  of  desultory  Discussion  took  place,  which  is  in  Substance  very  nearly  contained 
in  the  above.  The  Chairman  refused  to  put  the  Question  for  this  new  Advertisement 
without  the  usual  Notice.  Threats  were  held  out  by  One  Gentleman,  of  Interference  in 
this  Matter,  both  inside  and  outside  the  House,  by  withdrawing  the  Children  from  the 
Schools,  which  Threats,  perhaps,  have  been  repeated  to  the  Commissioners.  The 
Chairman  was  threatened  with  being  voted  from  the  Chair,  which  Threat,  however,  was 
not  carried  into,  effect.  The  Question  was  discussed,  on  regular  Notice,  the  Wednesday 
following,  and  negatived  by  a Majority  of  Twenty-three  to  Fourteen.  During  the  Discus- 
sion on  the  Wednesday  previous  a Member  of  this  Board  stated  there  was  no  Wish  to 
elect  a;  Second  Protestant,  and  that,  we  were  willing  to  advance  the  Salary  of  Assistant 
Schoolmistress  to  247.  per  Annum ; upon  which  a Guardian  on  the  other  Side  said,  “ It 
was  not  a Question  of  Shillings  and  Pence,  but  a Principle  for  which  they  were  contending.

and  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  tax  the  Rate-payers  to  settle  a Dispute  of  the  Kind.” 
What,  then,  is  this  Principle  ? Upon  the  Division  of  Twenty-three  to  Fourteen,  on  the 
8th  Day  of  May,  a Protest  was  handed  in,  which  has  since  been  published;  and  on  the 
18th  Day  of  May  it  appeared,  by  One  of  the  Morning  Papers,  that  a Deputation  had 
waited  on  Mr.  Gulson,  and  a Report,  purporting  to  be  a Statement  of  what  passed  at 
that  Interview,  appeared.  On  the  15th  Day  of  May,  soon  after  the  meeting  of  our 
Board,  a Letter  was  received  from  the  Commissioners,  which  has  also  been  pub- 
lished, in  which  Allusion  is  made  to  the  Protest,  and  certain  hypothetical  Propositions 
are  put  forward  by  the  Commissioners,  from  which  it  would  appear  they  have  still  to 
learn  how  the  Business  of  National  Schools  has  been  conducted,  or  what . are  the  Prin- 
ciples on  which  the  Board  of  Education  profess  to  act.  How  much  of  this  Letter  arose 
from  the  Protest,  or  how  much  from  the  Allegations  of  the  Gentlemen  who  waited  on 
Mr.  Gulson,  we  shall  not  now  attempt  to  inquire  ; but  as  it  was  impossible  to  make  any 
Observations  on  the  Contents  of  this  Protest  to  the  Commissioners  on  the  Evening  it  was 
lodged,  and  as  the  Letter  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  Wednesday  following  intercepted 
a Refutation  on  our  Part  of  its  Assertions,  we  shall  now  proceed  as  briefly  as  possible  to 
demonstrate  the  Fallacy  of  this  Document,  which,  together  with  other  Statements 
(of  which  it  is  not  in  our  Power  to  procure  Copies),  the  Commissioners  have  at  once 
assumed  as  infallible.  Perhaps  it  had  been  better  if  this  Course  had  been  at  first  adopted 
by  our  Board,  instead  of  merely  returning  the  Letter  of  the  Commissioners,  without  these 
Observations  on  the  Case  which  we  consider  it  to  require,  and  without  placing  that 
Information  before  the  Commissioners  which  they  do  not  seem  inclined  to  seek,  but  rather 
to  avoid  and  shrink  from.  We  will  not  embarrass  the  present  Statement  by  our  Opinions 
as  to  the  Merits  or  good  Taste  of  those  whose  Duty?  it  was  to  ascertain  all  Facts  in  the 
first  instance,  in  their  Ignorance  of  those  Facts,  holding-  the  Language  Mr.  Gulson.  is 
reported  to  have  done  towards  Men  discharging  a public  Duty  gratuitously,  and  with 
nothing  but  an  ex-parte  Statement  before  him ; neither  shall  we  make  any  Comment  here 
on  the  Tone  assumed  and  the  Language  addressed  to  the  Majority  of  this  Board  in  the 
Letter  of  the  22d  Day  of  May.  The  first  Appointment  of  an  Assistant  Mistress  arose 
from  the  increased  Number  of  Children  in  our  Schools,  and  was  agreed  upon  by  the 
Guardians  before  any  Question  as  to  the  Religion  of  such  Assistant  had  been  mooted  at 
the  Board.  The  Schoolmistress  elected  at  the  first  Formation  of  our  Schools  was  a 
Roman  Catholic ; and  when  the  Appointment  of  a Second  Mistress  became  necessary,  it 
was  suggested  that  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Protestant  Inmates  to  have  One  Mistress 
of  that  Persuasion.  This  was  at  once  agreed  to  by  the  Roman  Catholics,  who  had  then  a 
Majority  at  the  Board.  On  the  24th  Day  of  May  1841  the  following  Application  was 
made  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Mistress  who  had  been  first  elected.:  “ The  Schoolmistress 
begs  leave  to  suggest  the  great  Necessity  for  appointing  an  Assistant  Mistress  for  the 
Female  School,  as  the  Attendance  has  increased  140;  total  Attendance  200.”.  The 
Appointment,  therefore,  of  a Second  Mistress,  arose  from  the  increased  Numbers  in  our 
Schools  ; not  from  the  Difference  of  Religion,  which  Difference  existed  at  the  first  opening 
of  the  Schools,  as  well  as  when  the  second  Appointment  took  place ; and  we  therefore 
deny  in  the  most  explicit  Terms  that  the  second  Mistress  was  appointed  (as  has  been 
assumed)  for  the  mere  Instruction  of  Twenty-seven  Protestants. 

On  a former  Occasion,  since  A.  MTCiernan  has  been  our  Assistant,  a Roman  Catholic 
Mistress  was  elected ; but  this  was  not  done  upon  any  Principle  agreed  to  or  admitted  by 
this  Board.  The  Point  was  never  raised  until  the  present  Occasion,  when  we  are  called 
upon  to  admit  a Proposition  directly  opposed  (as  we  conceive)  to  every  Principle  on  which 
the  National  Board  of  Education  has  been  established. 

If  it  be  now  asserted  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  that  sufficient  religious  Instruction 
cannot  be  afforded  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Children  here  (on.  account  of  their  Separation 
from  their  Parents)  without  having  a Schoolmistress  of  their  own  Persuasion,  notwith- 
standing the . constant  Attendance  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain,  we  call  upon  them 
either  to  apply  to  the  National  Board  of  Education  to  relax  their  present  Rules,  and 
recognize  this  Principle  as  far  as  Workhouses  are  concerned,  or  at  once  to  withdraw  our 
Schools  from  their  Superintendence ; and  if  it  be  now  agreed  that  Roman  Catholic  Chil- 
dren require  a Mistress  of  the  same  Religion,  to  secure  them  Instruction  in  the  first 
Principles  of  Christianity  in  a Workhouse,  which  the  Board  of  Education  have  hitherto 
thouo-ht  it  possible  to  impart  to  all  Children  in  common  elsewhere,  without  any  exclusive 
Dominion  being  given  in  the  Selection  of  their  Teachers,  upon  what  Plea  or  on  what 
Principle  can  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  refuse  to  appoint  Protestant  Teachers  in  every 
Workhouse  in  Ireland  where  a Protestant  Chaplain  has  been  allowed  ? 

Will  they,  because  the  Protestant  Children  are  inferior  in  Numbers,,  treat  them  as 
undeserving  the  same  Share  of  religious  Instruction,  in  the  Absence  of  their  Parents,  and 
of  the  same  Care  to  preserve  them  distinct  from  the  Majority  in  those  Houses  who  may 
be  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  which  they  considered  necessary  for  Children  of  that  1 ersua- 
sion ; and  after  reversing  and  violating  the  Principles  of  the  National  Board  of  Education 
in  favour  of  numerical  Supremacy,  will  they  refuse  any  Share  of  the  Advantages  of 
the  Innovation  to  those  whose  more  insulated  and  deserted  Position  in  a Workhouse  seems 
so  much  more  to  require  it?  . _ , . . , 

We  are  most  anxious  to  prevent  any  Misunderstanding  as  to  the  real  and  original 
Grounds  of  this  Discussion,  and  to  impress  on  the  Commissioners  the  Fact  that  when  a 
(24.— Arp.)  N 3 Proposal 
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Proposal  was  made  to  increase  the  Salary  of  the  Second  Schoolmistress  it  was  refused,  as 
alleged  at  the  Outset  of  this  Statement,  and  the  first  Assertion,  that  it  would  be  an  Insult 
to  the  Roman  Catholics  “ to  elect  a Protestant,”  adhered  to. 

The  Commissioners  now  propose  to  change  the  Terms  Mistress  and  Assistant  into 
Protestant  and  Catholic,  or  Catholic  and  Protestant.  The  Paragraph  in  their  Letter  in 
which  this  Recommendation  is  contained  most  studiously  avoids  reciting  these  Terms,  as 
one  must  of  necessity  be  written  before  the  other,  and  the  present  Plans  would  require 
both  Terms  to  be  propounded  together,  were  it  in  the  Power  of  our  Pens  or  our  Tongues 
to  comply  with  the  new  Regulations. 

The  Distinction  of  First  and  Second  Mistress  has  existed  in  this  House.  Since  a Second 
Mistress  was  first  appointed  no  Objection  was  made  to  this  Distinction,  so  long  as  the  Pro- 
testant was  in  the  lower  Grade.  The  Question  of  Salary  would  have  caused  little,  if  any. 
Difference  at  our  Board,  as  all  must  allow  that  equal  Ability  for  Instruction  should  be 
required  for  both ; but  “ it  was  not  a Question  of  Shillings  and  Pence  that  was  at  issue,  but 
a Principle  for  which  they  were  contending;”  and  no  Increase  of  Salary  could  satisfy,  so 
long  as  the  Shadow  of  Superiority,  by  Seniority  or  otherwise,  was  allowed  to  exist.  How 
far  perfect  Equality  of  Authority  or  Station  are  conducive  to  good  Discipline  we  shall  not 
now  stop  to  consider ; a Divison  of  the  School  would  be  as  ridiculous  as  it  is  impracticable. 
Having  failed  for  the  present  in  asserting  their  Supremacy,  they  next  have  recourse  to 
this  Scheme  of  Equality: — Mi-.  Gulson  seems  inclined  most  fully  to  admit  the  Doctrine  of 
numerical  Supremacy,  on  which  broad  Foundation  is  now  sought  to  be  erected  the  Claims 
for  Roman  Catholic  Supremacy,  as  far  as  Rational  Schools  and  Workhouse  Regulations  are 
concerned. 

The  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  already  sanctioned  our  Schools  being  placed  under 
the  National  Board.  We  admit  their  Power  to  withdraw  them  from  that  Superintendence, 
and  shall  oppose  no  Obstacle  to  their  so  doing ; but  so  long  as  they  profess  to  allow  these 
Schools  to  remain  under  the  National  Board  of  Education  we  feel  most  unwilling  to 
forward  a Proceeding  (in  our  Opinion)  well  calculated  to  produce  a Feeling  of  Distrust 
to  that  Board  amongst  the  Protestants  and  Dissenters  in  Ireland,  for  whose  Benefit  we 
must  still  think  some  Portions  of  the  large  Grants  for  that  Establishment  are  intended. 

For  these  Reasons,  therefore,  we  request  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  may  reconsider 
the  last  Three  Letters  forwarded  by  Mr.  Gulson  to  this  Board.  Our  Views  as  to  the 
F acts  and  Bearings  of  the  Case  are  now  before  them ; and  confident  that  we  have  only 
done  our  Duty  in  refusing  to  allow  ourselves  to  be  made  a Party  to  an  Inroad  upon  those 
Principles  on  which  the  Board  of  Education  have  hitherto  professed  to  act,  without  inform- 
ing those  who  are  in  a better  Position  to  defend  them,  we  think  we  have  a Right,  on  our 
own  Part  and  that  of  the  Public,  to  expect  a full  and  explicit  Declaration  of  the  Views  of 
the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  on  these  Subjects.  We  have  now  only  to  add,  that  before 
proceeding  to  take  any  Steps  for  the  Election  of  any  other  Person  for  these  Schools  we 
request  to  know  whether  the  Appointment  of  A.  MTQernan,  already  notified  to  .the 
Commissioners,  has  been  confirmed.

Letter  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  reference  to  the  foregoing. 

Sir,  Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin,  4th  June  1844. 

The  Poor  Law  Commission  have  had  before  them  the  Minutes  of  Proceedino-s  of  the 
Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  of  the  29th  ultimo,  and  they  have  attentively  con- 
sidered the  Statement  entered  on  the  Minutes  relative  to  the  recent  Appointment  of  a 
Schoolmistress  of  the  Workhouse. 

In  reference  thereto  I am  directed  to  state,  that  the  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  their 
Intention  ah-eady  expressed  in  their  Letter  of  the  28th  ultimo,  confirm  the  Appointment  of 
Miss  MTviornan  as  Protestant  Schoolmistress ; but  they  are  of  opinion,  that  a Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmistress  at  an  equal  Salary  should  be  appointed,  having  co-ordinate  Powers  when 
the  Children  are  separated  for  the  Purposes  of  religious  Instruction.  When  the  Children 
are  together,  and  the  Instruction  is  purely  secular,  the  Commissioners  are  willing,  in  respect 

of 
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of  Miss  M'Kiernan’s  Seniority,  and  in  deference  to  the  Wishes  of  the  Guardians,  that  she  Correspondence 
should  be  considered  as  exercising  the  chief  Authority  in  the  School.  as  t0  the  Appoint- 

With  regard  to  the  Observations  which  the  Guardians  have  made  upon  the  System  Inent  of  ^ ™ol“ 
pursued  by  the  National  Board  of  Education  in  the  Selection  of  then-  Teachers,  I am  to 
state,  that  the  Commissioners  are  desirous  of  adopting  that  System,  so  far  as  it  can  be  u m nion* 
applied  with  Propriety  to  the  peculiar  Circumstances  of  the  W orkhouse  Schools.  The 
National  Schools  and  the  Workhouse  Schools  differ,  however,  in  this  material  respect,  that 
the  former  are  Day  Schools,  and  the  Children  educated  in  them  are,  except  during  the 
Hours  of  Instruction,  under  the  Control  of  their  Parents;  whereas  in  the  latter  the 
Children  are  during  a large  Part  of  the  Day  entirely  under  the  Control  of  the  School- 
master or  Schoolmistress,  and  on  Sunday  are  taken  by  them  to  their  respective  Places  of 
Worship. 

Eor  this  Reason  it  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Religion  of  a Schoolmaster 
or  Schoolmistress  of  a Workhouse  cannot  be  regarded  with  Indifference,  as  it  is  by  the 
Education  Board  with  reference  to  the  National  Schools ; at  the  same  Time,  the  Com- 
missioners think  the  System  of  the  Education  Board  should  be  followed  as  closely  for 
Workhouse  Schools  as  their  Circumstances  will  permit,  and  that  no  Departure'  from  that 
System  should  take  place  which  is  not  made  necessary  by  the  Peculiarities  of  a School 
in  a Workhouse.

That  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  Letter  of  the  Commissioners  of  this  Day. 

When  stating  it  as  their  Opinion  that  the  System  of  selecting  Teachers  without  refer- 
ence to  their  Religion,  as  sanctioned  by  the  National  Board,  was  unsuited  to  the  Circum- 
stances of  our  Workhouse  Schools,  we  regret  that  the  Commissioners  have  not  been 
more  distinct  upon  this  Point,  and  have  expressed  no  Opinion  as  to  the  Situation  of  Pro- 
testant Children  in  the  Workhouses  in  general,  if  the  Religion  of  the  Teachers  is  not  to 
be  regarded  with  the  same  Indifference  as  by  the  Board  of  Education  with  reference  to  the 
National  Schools.  . . 

We  never  did  consider,  during  the  Days  or  Hours  set  apart  for  religious  instruction, 
that  One  Schoolmistress  should  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  other  as  to  the  Instruction 
of  those  Children  more  particularly  under  her  Charge  at  such  Periods,  and  therefore  any 
Advice  from  the  Commissioners  on  this  Point  was  perfectly  unnecessary. 

We  are  unwilling  to  introduce  Sectarian  Terms,  by  designating  the  Teachers  Protestants 
and  Roman  Catholics,  unless  the  Propriety  of  employing  One  Mistress  of  each  Persuasion 
in  every  Workhouse  in  Ireland'is  admitted  by  the  Commissioners.  We  are  happy  to  find 
the  Commissioners  are  willing  to  admit  Miss  MTGernan’s  Seniority,  and  that  she  should  be 
considered  as  exercising  the  chief  Authority  in  the  Schools;  and  in  order  to  show  our 
Anxiety  to  accede,  as  far  as  we  can,  to  the  Wishes  of  the  Commissioners,  we  beg  to 
express  our  Willingness  to  take  the  necessary  Steps  for  the  Election  of  an  Assistant 
Mistress  at  a Salary  of  24 1.  per  Annum,  and  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion.

We  are  sorry  to  feel  obliged  to  notice  an  Insinuation  in  the  Letter  of  the  Commissioners 
this  Day.  They  are  pleased  to  say,  “ That  in  order  to  mark  the  Inferiority  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Mistress  we  make  a nominal  Difference  between  the  Two  Salaries,  fixing  the  one  at 
24/.,  and  the  other  at  25/.”  Now  we  deny  that  any  Part  of  our  Statements  or  Proceedin'? 
which  are  fully  before  the  Public,  could  bear  such  an  Interpretation  as  the  Commissioners 
have  so  unfairly  attempted  to  put  on  them ; viz.,  that  we  wish  so  to  mark  her  Inferiority 
because  she  is  a Roman  Catholic.  We  shall  waste  no  further  Time  in  Communication 
with  Gentlemen  so  disposed  to  misrepresent  us,  and  to  impute  unworthy  Motives  to  the 
Majority  of  this  Board,  while  they  have  studiously  avoided  giving  their  own  Opinion  as  to 
certain  Points  which  must  arise  in  consequence  of  the  present  Course  adopted  by  the 
Commissioners.  Our  Object  was  and  is  to  affirm,  that  where  Two  Mistresses  must  be  em- 
ployed One  must  be  the  Head  to  avoid  Confusion ; and  where  Resignations  or  Removals 
take  place,  to  establish  the  Point,  that  deserving  and  well-conducted  Protestants  were  not 
for  ever  to  be  retained  in  the  lowest  Grade  on  the  Grounds  of  religious  Disqualification. 

Doctor  Brady  moved  the  following  Amendment : 

That  on  the  Principle  that  Eighty  per  Cent,  of  the  Children  in  the  Female  School  beino- 
Roman  Catholic,  and  consequently  entitled  to  a larger  Proportion  of  Time  and  Labour  for 
religious  Instruction  than  required  for  the  Protestant  Children,  and  inasmuch  as  the  Pro-

Guardians  Minutes,  26th  June  1844. 

Letter  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  of  last  Day  (as  entered  on  Minutes)  was  brought 
forward  for  Consideration,  when  the  following  Resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Roper,  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Disney : 

Resolved,  That  being  fully  aware  of  the  Evils  arising  from  a Want  of  Cordiality  between 
those  appointed  to  administer  any  Law,  we  much  regret  the  Difference  of  Opinion  which 
at  present,  exists  between  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  and  this  Board  on  the  Subject  of 
the  Appointment  of  an  Assistant  Schoolmistress ; nevertheless,  being  satisfied  that  Prin- 
ciples. too  important  to  be  disregarded  are  involved  in  the  Question  at  issue,  we  cannot 
(consistently  with  those  Principles  on  which  we  have  hitherto  endeavoured  to  act)  accede 
to  the  Course  recommended  by  the  Commissioners.  We  regret  being  obliged  to  state,  that 
we  consider  the  Letters  of  the  Commissioners  addressed  to  our  Board  on  this  Subject  to 
have  been  evasive  and  discourteous,  and  also  that  the  Commissioners  should  have  thought 
fit,  in  their  responsible  Situation,  to  give  Replies  to  ex-parte  Statements  made  to  them°by 
Deputations  consisting  of  a Section  of  this  Board,  and  couched  in  Terms  derogatory  to  the 
Character  of  the  Guardians  composing  the  Majority  of  this  Union.  With  an  earnest 
Desire  to  continue  our  Exertions  for  the  due  Administration  of  this  Law,  we  consider  it 
essential  that  the  Authority  of  the  Commissioners  should  be  more  clearly  defined ; and  in 
order  to  obtain  a legal  Decision  on  this  Point,  we  request  that  the  Commissioners  may  be 
pleased,  with  the  least  possible  Delay,  to  take  such  Steps  as  may  lead  to  the  Expression 
of  the  Opinion  . of  Her  Majesty’s  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  as  to  the  Powers  now  claimed 
by  the  Commissioners.  We  are  very  desirous  that  all  the  Circumstances  of  this  Case 
should  be  carefully  examined,  the  Principles  acted  on  by  the  Majority  of  this  Board 
throughout,  and  fully  explained  in  our  Communications  with  the  Commissioners,  and  the 
Course  adopted  by  the  Commissioners,  as  well  as  the  Tone  and  Substance  of  their  Letters. 
Should  there  be  any  Objection  to  an  Appeal  to  the  Queen’s  Bench  on  the  present  Occa- 
sion, we  most  respectfully  suggest,  that  some  fit  and  competent  Person,  unconnected  either 
with  the  Commissioners  or  this  Board,  may  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Case.  We 
have  since  the  first  passing  of  the  Law  given  our  best  Care  to  the  working  of  it,  regardless 
of  our  own  Time,  and  the  irksome  Duties  it  imposed  upon  us.  We  most  earnestly  claim 
from  the  Government  that  some  Course  may  be  taken,  under  their  Sanction,  which  may 
place  our  Acts  , and  Motives  fairly  before  them  and  the  Public.  We  feel  that  both  have 
been  wilfully  misrepresented,  and  our  Position  at  this  Board  thus  materially  and  injuriously 
interfered  with.  We  humbly  submit  the  Necessity  for  distinctly  ascertaining  the  Extent 
of  the  Powers  now  claimed  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  Powers  which,  under  the 
most  judicious  Administration,  must  be  acknowledged  to  be  immense,  and  whicb-wielded 
as  at  present  must  soon  become  intolerable.

Bead  Letter  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  in  reply  to  the  Besolution  of  the  Board 
of  the  25th  ultimo,  respecting  Salary  of  Boman  Catholic  Schoolmistress.  Salary  to  be 
paid  accordingly. 

The.  Chairman  addressed  the  Board  at  some  Length,  with  reference  to  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  and  the  Course  adopted  by  them  in  fixing  the  Salary  of  the  Boman 
Catholic  Schoolmistress  at  25Z.,  in  opposition  to  the  Majority  of  the  Board,  and  concluded 
by  resigning  the  Office  of  Chairman  and  Guardian.  The  Chair  was  then  taken  by 
Mr.  S.  Law,  and  the  .following  Protest  having  been  read*  was  ordered  to  be  inserted  on  the 
Minutes.  » 

Protest. 

.Our  late  Chairman  having  pledged  himself  that  no  Division  should  take  place  here 
this  Day  for  the  Purpose  of  out-voting  those  Gentlemen  who  composed  a Majority  on 
Wednesday  last,  we  now  refrain  from  proposing  any  Besolution  on  the  present  Question. 
But  previously  to  our  retiring  from  this  Board  there  are  some  of  us  who  wish,  in  the 
Shape  of  a Protest,  to  assign  our  Beasons  for  so  doing. 

While  we  fully  concur  with  our  late  Chairman  in  the  Beasons  assigned  for  the  Step 
which  he  has  just  taken,  we  regret  that  the  immediate  Cause  of  such  a Proceeding  may 
appear  to  have  arisen  out  of  a Point  in  which  a religious  Question  is  seemingly  involved. 
We  are  well  aware  of  the  Ingenuity  which  will  be  made  use  of  to  distort  and  misrepresent 
the  Principles  on  which  we  have  acted,  a Perseverance  in  which  Course  will  be  merely  an 
Act  of  Consistency  in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  who  have  already,  in  the  plainest 
Terms,  imputed  the  most  unworthy  Motives  to  the  Members  composing  the  Majority  of 
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Correspondence  this  Board.  We  do  not  intend  to  repeat  here  the  Reasons  and  Feelings  which  have 
as  to  the  Appoint-  induced  us  to  endeavour  to  sustain  a Principle  most  insidiously  assailed  and  ingeniously 
ment  of  School-  evaded.  These  Reasons,  and  the  Facts  of  the  Case,  are  already  on  the  Books  of  the 
mistress  of  North  XJnion.  It  was  our  Wish,  when  the  present  Difference  of  Opinion  between  the  Poor  Law 
Dublin  Union.  Commissioners  and  the  Majority  of  this  Board  became  evidentlyjrreconcileable,  that  the 
Commissioners  should  have  applied  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  for  a Mandamus 
to  compel  us  to  comply  with  their  Order,  and  thereby  have  elicited  from  that  Tribunal 
an  Expression  of  Opinion  as  to  the  Conduct  of  both  Parties ; such  a Course,  however,  did 
not  suit  the  Commissioners,  and  in  order  to  escape  the  Dangers  which  might  possibly  have 
arisen  from  any  Expression  of  Opinion  in  such  a Quarter,  they  have,  since  the  present 
Question  has  arisen,  published  and  set  forward  a new  Set  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  framed 
and  antedated  for  the  express  Purpose  of  smothering  the  Transaction,  and  withdrawing  their 
Acts  from  the  Supervision  of  a Tribunal  to  which,  as  the  Matter  before  stood,  they  might 
have  been  open. 

We  have  ever  supported  the  Necessity  of  a central  Authority  to  secure  a Uniformity 
of  Operation ; we  should  ever  wish  to  see  such  an  Authority  vested  in  Men  acquainted 
with  the  Habits  and  the  Wants,  as  well  as  the  Capabilities,  of  this  Country  ; but  we  never 
wish  to  see  that  Power  placed  over  all  Law  and  beyond  all  Appeal,  save  and  except  such 
as  is  merely  visionary  and  delusive.  We  protest  against  an  unlimited  Power  of  Taxation 
being  vested  in  any  Commission,  the  Expenditure  of  such  Funds  being  uncontrolled  by 
those  from  whom  they  are  to  be  levied,  and  equally  arbitrary  and  unaccounted 
for.  And  although  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  had  the  extreme  Candour,  at  the 
Commencement  of  their  Career,  to  publish  it  as  their  Opinion,  for  the  Information  of  the 
English  Government,  “ That  no  Body  of  Men  could  be  found  in  Ireland  fit  to  have  any 
Control  over  the  Expenditure  of  their  own  Monies,”  and  so  induced  the  Legislature  to 
withhold  from  us  the  same  Powers  of  Control  which  are  enjoyed  by  every  Board  of 
Guardians  in  England,  we  believe  the  Time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  admitted, 
even  by  their  Friends,  that  perhaps  it  had  been  as  well  if  some  national  System  of  Control 
had  been  established  before  One  Million  and  a Half  of  Money,  for  which  our  Property  and 
Industry  have  been  mortgaged,  had  been  handed  over  to  the  absolute  Disposal  of  One  of 
these  Commissioners,  and  an  English  Architect  selected  by  himself. 

We  had  hoped  that  the  Irish  Poor  Law  Act  would  by  Degrees  have  been  amended.  As 
it  is  we  have,  in  common  with  all  our  Brother  Guardians,  endeavoured  to  work  it  to  the 
best  Advantage ; still  from  Time  to  Time  our  Board  unanimously  remonstrating  on  its 
Defects.  We  have  remonstrated  on  the  Manner  in  which  our  Building  Money  has  been 
squandered,  and  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  Want  of  proper  Accommodation  in  these 
Houses,  particularly  for  Lunatics,  which,  notwithstanding  the  enormous  Outlay,  is  univer- 
sally deficient.  We  have,  Year  after  Year,  protested  unanimously  against  the  Provisions 
of  the  Law  by  which  the  aged  and  broken-down  Irish  Artisan  is  subject  to  the  Miseries 
of  a forceable  Transmission  from  the  manufacturing  Districts  of  England,  with  an  English 
Wife  and  English  Children,  merely  because  he  has  been  born  in  this  Country,  although 
his  productive  Energies  have  been  consumed  amongst  those  whom  this  Law  now  relieves 
from  the  Burden  of  his  Support.  Notwithstanding  every  Remonstrance,  the  Law  remains 
as  defective  in  its  Details  as  at  its  first  Introduction.  The  only  Difference  we  can  observe  is, 
that  it  is  daily,  becoming  more  offensive  in  its  Administration.  Feeling  a Conviction, 
therefore,  as  the  Law  at  present  stands,  erecting  the  Poor  Law  Commission  into  a Power 
practically  unaccountable  and  uncontrolled,  and  influenced  as  that  Commission  has  shown 
itself  in  their  new  Orders  by  a Desire  to  stretch  their  Powers  to  the  utmost,  we  feel  that 
our  Continuance  at  this  Board  can  be  productive  of  no  Benefit  to  the  Public,  and  only 
attended  with  Inconvenience  to  ourselves.

The  undersigned  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  earnestly  protest  against  the 
overbearing  and  arbitrary  Power  exercised  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  in  ordering  a 
Salary  of  25 1.  a Year  to  the  Assistant  Schoolmistress  of  this  Workhouse,  in  opposition  to 
the  carefully  considered  Opinion  of  a considerable  Majority  of  this  Board.

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Letter  from  the  Commissioners  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  in  reference  to  the  foregoing 
Sir,  Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin,  15th  October  1844. 

I am  directed  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  to  acknowledge  the  Receipt  pf  the 
Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  which  took  place  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  North 
Dublin  Union  on  the  2d  instant,  whereby  the  Commissioners  have  learned  with  regret  that 
the  Chairman  of  the  Union  has  resigned  that  Office ; and  that  on  the  same  Occasion  a con- 
siderable Number  of  the  ex-officio  and  elected  Guardians  announced  their  Determination  to 
retire  from  the  Board. 

The  Commissioners  have  further  to  regret,  that  these  Acts  were  accompanied  by  an 
Expression  of  Dissatisfaction  with  the  Course  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  on  a Question 
which  has  recently  arisen  in  the  Conduct  of  the  Business  of  the  Union.  The  Loss  of  the 
Services  of  Mr.  Barlow  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Union,  who  has  so  long  filled  that  Office 
with  Advantage  to  the  Administration  of  the  Poor  Law  in  Ireland,  is  also  sincerely 
deplored  by  the  Commissioners. 

A Protest  has  been  entered  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Guardians,  purporting  to  set  forth 
the  Reasons  which  have  influenced  this  Proceeding. 

In  this  Protest  it  is  stated,  that  whereas  the  Guardians  desired  that  an  Application 
should  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  for  a Mandamus  to  compel  them  to 
comply  with  the  Order  of  the  Commissioners  regulating  the  Salaries  of  the  Schoolmis- 
tresses of  the  Workhouse,  the  Commissioners,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  that  Course;  and 
it  is  further  alleged,  that  “in  order  to  escape  the  Dangers  which  might  possibly  have 
arisen  from  any  Expression  of  Opinion  in  such  a Quarter,  they  have  since  the  present 
Question  has  arisen  published  and  sent  forward  a new  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  framed 
and  antedated  for  the  express  Purpose  of  smothering  the  Transaction,  and  withdrawing 
then1  Acts  from  the  Supervision  of  a Tribunal  to  which,  as  the  Matter  before  stood,  they 
might  have  been  open.” 

The  Commissioners  are  led  to  infer  from  the  Expressions  above  cited,  that  Allusion  is 
made  to  the  Two  General  Orders  of  the  Commissioners  containing  Regulations  for  the 
Government  of  Workhouses  and  the  Conduct  of  the  Business  of  Unions  throughout 
Ireland;  but  they  are  quite  unable  to  understand  what  is  meant  by  the  alleged  Con- 
nexion between  the  framing  and  issuing  of  those  Orders  and  the  Question  on  which  they 
have  differed  in  opinion  with  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union. 
Those  Orders,  which  had  been  in  course  of  Preparation  for  several  Months  previously,  were 
laid  in  their  present  State  before  Her  Majesty’s  Secretary  for  the  Home  Department  on 
the  5th  June  last.  The  Question  which  has  led  to  the  Retirement  of  so  many  of  the 
Guardians  of  North  Dublin  Union  can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  had  its  first  Origin  many 
Days  previous  to  that  Date.  The  Intention  of  the  Commissioners  to  issue  them  was 
announced  so  far  back  as  the  Report  dated  1st  May  1843 ; and  they  are  still,  like  the 
Orders  previously  in  force,  and  like  all  other  Orders  of  the  Commissioners,  liable  to  be 
removed  into  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  by  Writ  of  Certiorari. 

The  Circumstance,  that  the  Order  of  the  Commissioners,  addressed  to  the  Guardians  of 
the  North  Dublin  Union,  regulating  the  Salaries  of  the  Two  Schoolmistresses  of  the 
Workhouse,  was  not  brought  before  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench,  is  a Consequence  of  the 
Course  pursued  by  the  Guardians,  and  not  of  that  pursued  by  the  Commissioners.  Had 
the  Guardians  doubted  the  Authority  or  Validity  of  that  Order,  it  was  competent  to  them 
to  remove  it  by  Certiorari  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench.  Had  the  Guardians  not  com- 
plied with  the  Requirements  of  the  Order,  the  Commissioners  might  have  found  it  necessary 
to  apply  to  that  Court  for  a Mandamus  to  require  them  to  do  so.  The  Guardians  have, 
however,  neither  taken  Steps  to  remove  the  Order  by  Certiorari,  nor  have  they  omitted  to 
comply  with  its  Directions ; the  Salary  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress  having  been 
paid  to  her  at  the  Rate  prescribed  by  the  Order,  on  the  first  Occasion  on  which  any  Payment 
was  required  to  be  made. 

It  is  further  stated  in  the  Protest,  that  “ the  Commissioners  have,  in  the  plainest  Terms, 
imputed  unworthy  Motives  to  the  Majority  of  the  Board.”  The  Commissioners  cannot 
reply  to  tins  Statement  without  recapitulating  shortly  some  of  the  leading  Points  in  the 
Transaction. 

The  Majority  of  the  Guardians  determined  on  promoting  the  Assistant  Schoolmistress 
(a  Protestant)  to  the  Office  of  Schoolmistress,  at  a Time  Avhen  the  Female  Children  taught 
in  the  Schools  were  in  the  Proportion  of  188  Roman  Catholics  to  38  Protestants.  The 
Commissioners  did  not  refuse  their  Sanction  to  that  Appointment,  but  suggested  at  the 
Same  Time  that  a Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress  should  be  also  appointed,  having  a 
co-ordinate  Authority  and  an  equal  Salary  (viz.  251.)  with  the  Protestant  Schoolmistress, 
in  order  that  all  just  Grounds  for  Dissatisfaction  might  be  removed.  On  a further  Repre- 
sentation from  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians,  the  Commissioners  consented  to  an  Arrange- 
ment by  which  the  Authority  of  the  Two  Schoolmistresses  should  be  co-ordinate  only  in 
regard  to  the  religious  Instruction  of  their  respective  Portions  of  the  School,  while  for  the 
Purposes  of  secular  Education,  and  while  the  Children  of  the  Two  Persuasions  were 
assembled  together,  the  Protestant,  as  the  senior  Schoolmistress,  was  to  have  chief 
Authority  in  the  School. 

This  Course  accorded  so  far  with  the  Views  of  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians,  who, 
however,  at  the  same  Time  insisted  that  the  Salary  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress 
should  not  exceed  24/.,  that  of  the  Protestant  Schoolmistress  being  25/. 
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Correspondence  . It  is  on  this  Point  only  that  a Difference  of  Opinion  has  remained  between  the  Commis- 
as  to  the  Appoint-  sioners  and  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians.  A Difference  in  the  Salary,  while  it  was 
ment  of  School-  unnecessary  in  order  to  mark  the  relative  Position  of  the  Two  Officers,  appeared  to  the 
DublhTlJnion01  * Commissioners  calculated  to  give  Offence,  and  increase  the  Dissatisfaction  already  prevailing- 
' on  the  Subject. 

In  stating  that  the  Guardians  who  advocated  this  nominal  Difference  in  the  Salary 
. wished  to  mark  thereby  the  inferior  Position  of  the  Catholic  Schoolmistress,  the  Commis- 
sioners were  merely  stating,  in  the  course  of  Argument,  that  which  appeared  to  them  clear 
and  indisputable;  and  they  are  yet  unable  to  see  how  the  Guardians  themselves  can 
consistently  describe  that  Statement  as  an  Imputation  of  unworthy  Motives.  The  Com- 
missioners did  not  use  the  Remark  as  imputing  any  Motive,  but  as  merely  reciting  what 
they  deemed  to  be  an  evident  and  unquestionable  Pact.  In  objecting  to  this  Construction, 
the  Guardians  omit  to  state  for  what  Object,  other  than  that  of  marking  the  Difference  in 
the  Position  of  the  Two  Schoolmistresses,  they  have  insisted  upon  a nominal  Difference  of 
1/.  per  Annum  between  the  Salaries  of  the  Two,  and  have  gone  to  the  Extent  of  retiring 
from  the  Board  of  Guardians  rather  than  yield  their  Opinion  on  that  Point. 

The  Commissioners  have  now  only  to  repeat  the  Regret  which  they  feel,  that  the 
Difference  of  Opinion  between  themselves  and  the  Majority  of  the  Guardians  should  have 
been  considered  by  the  latter  a sufficient  Occasion  for  their  Retirement  from  the  Board. 
Among  the  Duties  which  are  assigned  to  the  Commissioners  by  the  Act  for  the  Relief  of 
the  Poor  in  Ireland,  and  for  the  proper  Discharge  of  which  they  are  responsible,  is  that 
of  regulating,  from  Time  to  Time  as  they  may  see  Occasion,  the  Salaries  of  the  Officers 
of  Unions.  The  Commissioners  see  no  other  Course  open  to  them  but  that  of  discharging 
this  Duty  according  to  their  own  Judgment  of  what  may  be  most  fitting  and  proper  on 
every  Occasion  on  which  their  Interference  is  required ; and  they  do  not  feel  it  possible  to 
divest  themselves  of  any  Part  of  their  public  Responsibility  by  a mere  passive  Concurrence 
in  any  Course  of  Proceeding  which  they  consider  to  be  incorrect,  however  sincere  and 
respectable  the  Support  which  may  be  given  to  it  by  other  Parties,  and  however  strong 
. and  determined  the  Influence  by  which  it  may  be  proposed  to  be  maintained. 

With  regard  to  those  ex-officio  Guardians  who  have  signified  their  Intention  of  retiring 
from  the  Board,  the  Commissioners  will  only  add,  that  as  at  present  advised  they  are  not 
aware  of  any  Power  which  an  ex-officio  Guardian  has  to  resign  his  Office  of  Guardian  of 
the  Poor;  and  they  must  disclaim  at  the  same  Time  any  Acceptance,  on  their  own  Part, 
of  the  Resignation  of  the  elected  Guardians  under  the  22d  Section  of  the  Irish  Poor 
; Relief  Act.

Minutes  of  Guardians,  9th  October  1846. 

On  the  Motion  of  Mr.  Mullen,  seconded  by  Mr.  Doyle, 

Resolved,  That  without  at  present  adverting  to  the  Defects  of  the  Irish  Poor  Law,  or 
the  extensive  Powers  which  it  confers  on  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  we  feel  bound  to 
express  our  decided  Opinion  that  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  in  reference  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Schoolmistress,  and  the  fixing  her  Salary  at  25 1.  per  Annum,  have  exercised  the 
Power  vested  in  them  with  a sound  Discretion,  and  have  shown  a due  Regard  to  the  moral 
and  religious  Education  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Female  Children,  by  seeming  suitable  Rank 
and  Emolument  to  the  Schoolmistress  charged  with  the  religious  Education  of  Five  Sixths 
of  the  Female  Children  in  this  Workhouse. 

On  the  Motion  of  Mr.  Staunton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Richard  O’Gorman, 

Resolved,  That  the  sole  Ground  upon  which  the  Gentlemen  who  were  lately  the 
Minority  of  this  Board  pressed  for  the  Appointment  of  a Catholic  to  the  vacant  Situation 
ol  Head  Schoolmistress  was,  that  the  principal  Duty  was  one  for  which  a Catholic  was 
best  fitted,  namely.  Instructions  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Catholic  Religion. 

Resolved,  That  the  Proportion  of  Catholics  in  the  Schools  is  to  Protestants  as  Five  to  One, 
and  that  the  Amount  of  teaching  must  be  in  a similar  Ratio ; and  that  as  it  has  never  been 
held  that  a Protestant  should  teach  Catholicism,  or  a Catholic  instruct  in  Protestantism,  the 
Selection  or  a Protestant  for  the  principal  Situation  would  necessarily  involve  the  Anomaly 
of  conferring ; the greater ^ Amount  of  Authority  and  Emolument  upon  the  Person  charged 
with  the  smaller  Share  of  Labour  and  Responsibility. 

. Resolved,  That  there  should  not,  in  Justice  to  the  Rate-payers,  have  been  any  Chanee 
m the  relative  Amount  of  School  Salaries  ; and  that  when  the  Gentlemen  composing  the 
former  Minority  assented  to  the  raising,  in  the  Case  of  One  Teacher,  of  the  Sum  of  15 1 
a Year,  to  25/.  a Year,  they  yielded  merely  to  what  they  conceived  to  be  a Necessity 
unreasonably  imposed  by  the  Majority,  who  ought,  as  they  think,  to  have  left  the  former 
Assistant  Mistress  in  her  Situation  until  a fit  Opportunity  of  bettering  her  pecuniary 
Condition  should  have  occurred;  and  who  by  appointing  that  Person  to  the  Enjoyment 
of  the  higher  Salary  r-endered  it  quite  improbable  that  a competent  Instructress  for  Five 
Sixths  of  the  whole  CMdren  could  be  procured  if  there  were  any  Diminution  of  the  Salary 
allowed  to  the  former  Catholic  Mistress.  J 

Resolved,  That  it  was  repeatedly  declared  by  several  Gentlemen  composino-  the  late 
Majority,  that  if  Two  Mistresses  were  for  the  first  Time  to  be  appointed  the  principal 
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should  be  a Catholic;  and  some  endeavoured  to  justify  a Departure  from  what  would- 
appear  to  be  their  own  Rule  on  the  Ground  that  if  they  acted  otherwise  they  would 
deprive  a Protestant  of  Promotion,  while  more,  who  avowed  that  they  intended  to  vote 
for  a Catholic,  declared  they  were  turned  from  their  Purpose  by  Language  spoken  by  One 
of  the  Minority,  in  which  it  appeared  to  them  that  Protestant  Eligibility  was  called  in 
question. 

Resolved,  That  to  overstep  all  the  Difficulties  of  this  Case  simply  to  promote  a Pro- 
testant Subordinate  appears  to  this  Board  to  be  a clear  Departure  from  the  Duty  of  a 
Guardian,  who  is  bound  to  consider  the  "Well-being  of  the  Institution,  as  superior  to  all 
Considerations  of  individual  Advantage ; and  that  when  the  Rights  of  Protestant  Eligibility 
are  asserted,  it  should  be  in  a Case  somewhat  different  from  that  in  which  the  main  Duty 
was  to  make  the  best  Provision  for  Catholic  Instruction. 

Resolved,  That  in  a Speech  printed  in  the  Newspapers,  and  purporting  to  have  been 
delivered  .at  this  Board  on  the  last  general  Day  of  Meeting  by  the  late  Chairman,  the 
following  Passage  is  introduced  : — “ If  the  Principles  contended  for  by  the  Commissioners 
“ and  the  Minority  of  this  Board  be  admitted  in  any  of  the  Appointments  made  under 
“ this  Act,  so  it  must  in  all,  from  the  Chief  Commissioner  down  to  that  of  the  Gate 
“ Porter.” 

Resolved,  That  the  Argument  contained  in  this  Passage  is  altogether  fallacious,  and  that 
the  Fallacy  is  practically  exhibited  in  this  Institution,  where  Protestant  Officers  have  been 
appointed,  with  the  full  Concurrence  of  Catholic  Guardians. 

Resolved,  That  Protestant  Eligibility  was  never  called  in  question  in  this  Board  in  any 
Instance  in  which  Duties  were  not  to  be  performed  involving  Instruction  in  the  Tenets 
and  Doctrines  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

Resolved,  That  in  a Letter  addressed  to  this  Board  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  the 
following  Passage  was  introduced : — “ The  Commissioners,  however,  observe  that  the 
“ Guardians  wish,  in  order  to  mark  the  inferior  Position  of  the  Roman  Catholic  School- 
“ mistress,  to  make  a nominal  Difference  between  the  Two  Salaries,  fixing  the  one  at  257., 
“ and  the  other  at  247.  per  Annum.” 

Resolved,  That  the  late  Chairman,  referring  to  this  Passage,  is  reported  to  have  expressed 
himself  as  follows  : — “ Now,  Gentlemen,  if  that  be  true,  if  the  Motive  thereby  attached  , to 
“ the  Majority  of  the  Members  of  this  Board  be  correct,  I say  no  Terms  that  I could  use 
“ would  be  too  strong  to  reprobate  such  Conduct ; and  I assert  for  myself,  and  am  prepared 
“ to  maintain  and  am  convinced,  that  no  such  unworthy  Motive  was  ever  thought  of  by 
“ any  Member  of  this  Board,  or  by  any  Person,  I believe,  except  the  Commissioners.” 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  have  any  Doubt  that  a Gentleman  of  the  high  Character  of 
the  late  Chairman  expressed  what  he  himself  thought  in  the  foregoing  Observations, 
acting,  as  we  think,  under  extraordinary  Delusion ; for  if  the  Difference  of  the  Salaries  was 
not  to  mark  the  inferior  Position  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress,  or,  what  is  the 
same  Thing,  to  indicate  the  superior  Position  of  the  Protestant  Mistress,  it  was  introduced 
without  any  Intention  or  Meaning  whatever,  a Fact  which  could  not  be  credited  by  the 
intelligent  Gentleman  from  whom  it  emanated,  and  by  whom  it  has  been  so  unswervingly 
defended. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  same  Speech  of  the  late  Chairman  the  following  Passage  was 
introduced: — “ I beg  to  ask  the  Commissioners  whether,  in  the  Case  of  Martha  MTCeon, 
when  the  Business  of  this  Board  was  suspended  by  a Majority  of  its  Members,  Week  after 
Week,  and  for  many  Weeks,  whether  they  fulfilled  their  Duties  by  allowing  such  a State 
of  Things  to  continue.” 

Resolved,  That  in  the  Case  here  adverted  to  the  Commissioners  had  no  Power  beyond 
that  which  they  exercised  ; the  Guardians  regularly  met  and  discharged  the  main  Duties  of 
the  Board,  and  they  kept  then-  Proceedings  in  all  respects  within  the  strict  Limits  of  the  Law. 
Having  on  each  Day  provided  for  the  Wants  of  the  Poor  and  the  Government  of  the  Insti- 
tution, they  exercised  their  Discretion  as  to  a Termination  of  their  Proceedings  which  no 
Law  could  restrain.  They  struggled  with  the  Commissioners  in  a Case  in  which  they 
thought  the  Right  of  Conscience  invaded  (for  Martha  M!Keon  was  not  a Teacher  of 
Doctrine  either  to  Protestant  or  Catholic) ; and  the  Course  they  had  taken,  however  it 
might  be  inconvenient  and  disagreeable  in  some  Instances  to  themselves,  was  preferable  in 
their  Mind  to  the  total  Abandonment  of  then1  Duty  as  Guardians  involved  in  a general 
Resignation. 

Resolved,  That  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  so  far  from  giving  the  late  Majority  a 
Cause  for  the  extreme  Proceedings  they  have  taken,  had  gone  far  to  meet  their  Wishes, 
and  enabled  them  in  point  of  fact  to  assert  the  Principle  of  “ Eligibility,”  which  was  the 
chief  actuating  Motive  with  some,  and  carry  out  the  Rule  of  Protestant  Promotion  by  which 
others  were  influenced, — had  indeed  co-operated  with  the  late  Majority  in  all  Measures 
relating  to  this  Matter  but  that  of  making  a nominal  Difference  of  Salary  between  the 
Two  Teachers,  in  order,  as  the  Commissioners  believe,  to  mark  the  Inferiority  of  the  Roman 
Catholic. 

On  the  . Motion  of  Dr.  Brady,  seconded  by  Mr.  Reilly, 

Resolved,  That  as  the  Statement  made  at  our  last  Meeting  by  Eighteen  Members  of  this 
Board,  that  they  (the  Commissioners)  have  since  the  present  Question  has  arisen  published

of  a serious  and  aggravated  Character,  we  forbear  entering  into  any  Discussion  on  it, 
further  than  to  express  our  Opinion,  those  who  have  made  such  a Charge  owe  to  their 
own  Character  as  Gentlemen  to  come  forward  and  substantiate  it  before  the  proper 
Tribunal. 

That  we  feel  bound  to  express  our  Determination  to  continue  to  discharge  to  the  best  of 
our  Ability  the  important  Duties  which  we  have  voluntarily  undertaken.

Resolved,  That  the  Resignation  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Barlow,  and  Yice  Chairman, 
Mr.  Law,  be  accepted.

Guardians  Minutes,  16th  October  1844. 

Read  Letter  from  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  relative  to  the  Proceedings  which  took 
place  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Guardians  on  the  2d  instant,  as  to  the  Resignation  of  the 
Chair-man,  Mr.  Barlow,  and  other  Guardians,  and  the  Protest  signed  on  the  Occasion  bv 
these  Gentlemen.  They  state  they  are  not  aware  of  any  Power  an  ex-officio  Guardian  has 
to  resign  his  Office,  and  they  disclaim  any  Acceptance  on  their  own  Part  of  the  Resignation 
of  the  elected  Guardians  under  the  2 2d  Section  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act. 

The  following  Statement  from  Captain  Lindsay,  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the 
Minutes ; viz. — 

I dissent  from  Mr.  Staunton’s  Resolutions  Nos.  1.  and  2.,  because  I think  that  no 
Member  of  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  or  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  or  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  is  disqualified,  on  account  of  their  Religion,  from  being  appointed  Head 
Mistress  to  any  School  under  the  Board  of  National  Education,  the  principal  Duty  being 
to  instruct  all  the  Children  in  the  general  School  Business,  and  not  in  the  Tenets  or 
Doctrine  of  any  particular  Church.  I dissent  from  Resolutions  Nos.  3,  4,  5,  9,  10,  11 
and  14,  because  I proposed  a Salary  of  247.  a Year  to  secure  the  Services  of  Miss  Power 
(the  Candidate  selected  by  the  Minority  of  the  Board  of  Guardians)  to  act  as  Assistant 
Schoolmistress,  and  to  assist  in  giving  religious  Instruction  on  the  Day  and  Time  set  apart 
from  the  general  School  Business  for  the  Purpose  (an  important  Duty  in  Workhouses,  where 
the  Chaplains  cannot  have  the  Assistance  of  the  Parents  (of  the  Children),  and  because  I 
proposed  to  continue  a Distinction  in  the  Salary,  though  a small  one,  to  indicate  the  superior 
Position  of  the  Head  Mistress,  with  a view  to  the  Discipline  of  the  School,  and  not  to  mark 
the  Inferiority  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Schoolmistress  on  account  of  her  Religion.

Extract  from  Minutes  of  the  Guardians  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  at  a Meetino- 
held  on  Wednesday  the  2d  October  1844. 

The  Chairman  addressed  the  Board  at  some  Length,  with  reference  to  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners,  and  the  Course  adopted  by  them  in  fixing  the  Salary  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Schoolmistress  at  25/.,  in  opposition  to  the  Majority  of  the  Board,  and  concluded 
by  resigning  the  Office  of  Chairman  and  Guardian.  The  Chair  was  then  taken  by 
Mr.  S.  Law,  and  the  following  Protest  having  been  read,  was  ordered  to  be  inserted  on 
the  Minutes. 

Protest. 

Our  late  Chairman  having  pledged  himself  that  no  Division  should  take  place  here  this 
Day  for  the  Purpose  of  out-voting  those  Gentlemen  who  composed  a Majority  on  Wednes- 
day last,  we  now  refrain  from  proposing  any  Resolution  on  the  present  Question.  But 
previously  to  our  retiring  from  this  Board  there  are  some  of  us  who  wish,  in  the  Shape 
of  a Protest,  to  assign  our  Reasons  for  so  doing. 

While  we  fully  concur  with  our  late  Chairman  in  the  Reasons  assigned  for  the  Step 
which  he  has  just  taken,  we  regret  that  the  immediate  Cause  of  such  a Proceeding  may 
appear  to  have  arisen  out  of  a Point  in  which  a religious  Question  is  seemingly  involved. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  Ingenuity  which  will  be  made  use  of  to  distort  and  misrepresent 
the  Principles  on  which  we  have  acted,  a Perseverance  in  which  Course  will  be  merely  an 
Act  of  Consistency  in  the  Podr  Law  Commissioners,  who  have  already,  in  the  plainest 
Terms,  imputed  the  most  unworthy  Motives  to  the  Members  composing  the  Majority  of 
this  Board.  We  do  not  intend  to  repeat  here  the  Reasons  and  Feelings  which  have 
induced  us  to  endeavour  to  sustain  a Principle  most  insidiously  assailed  and  ingeniously 
evaded.  These  Reasons,  and  the  Facts  of  the  Case,  are  already  on  the  Books  of  the  Union. 

It  was  our  Wish,  when  the  present  Difference  of  Opinion  between  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
missioners and  the  Majority  of  this  Board  became  evidently  irreconcileable,  that  the 
Commissioners  should  have  applied  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench  for  a Mandamus  to 
compel  us  to  comply  with  them  Order,  and  thereby  have  elicited  from  that  Tribunal  an 
Expression  of  Opinion  as  to  the  Conduct  of  both  Parties ; such  a Course,  however,  did 
not  suit  the  Commissioners;  and  in  order  to  escape  the  Dangers  which  might  possibly 
have  arisen  from  any  Expression  of  Opinion  in  such  a Quarter,  they  have,  since  the  present 
Question  has  arisen,  published  and  sent  forward  a new  Set  of  Rules  and  Regulations, 
framed  and  antedated  for  the  express  Purpose  of  smothering  the  Transaction,  and  with- 
drawing their  Acts  from  the  Supervision  of  a Tribunal  to  which,  as  the  Matter  before 
stood,  they  might  have  been  open. 

We  have  ever  supported  the  Necessity  of  a central  Authority  to  secure  a Uniformity  of 
Operation;  we  should  ever  wish  to  see  such  an  Authority  vested  in  Men  acquainted  with 
the  Habits  and  the  Wants,  as  well  as  the  Capabilities,  of  this  Country;  but  we  never 
wished  to  see  that  Power  placed  over  all  Law  and  beyond  all  Appeal,  save  and  except  such 
as_  is  merely  visionary  and  delusive.  We  protest  against  an  unlimited  Power  of  Tax- 
ation being  vested  in  any  Commission,  the  Expenditure  of  such  Funds  being  uncontrolled 
by  those  from  whom  they  are  to  be  levied,  and  equally  arbitrary  and  unaccounted 
for.  And  although  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  have  had  the  extreme  Candour,  at  the 
Commencement  of  their  Career,  to  publish  it  as  their  Opinion,  for  the  Information  of  the 
English  Government,  “ That  no  Body  of  Men  could  be  found  in  Ireland  fit  to  have  any 
Control  over  the  Expenditure  of  their  own  Monies,”  and  so  induced  the  Legislature  to 
withhold  from  us  the  same  Powers  of  Control  which  are  enjoyed  by  every  Board  of 
Guardians  in  England,  we  believe  the  Time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  admitted, 
even  by  their  Friends,  that  perhaps  it  had  been  as  well  if  some  national  System  of  Control 
had  been  established  before  One  Million  and  a Half  of  Money,  for  which  our  Property  and 
Industry  have  been  mortgaged,  had  been  handed  over  to  the  absolute  Dispoal  of  One  of 
these  Commissioners,  and  an  English  Architect  selected  by  himself.

We  had  hoped  that  the  Irish  Poor  Law  Act  would  by  Degrees  have  been  amended.  As 
it  is  we  have,  in  common  with  all  our  Brother  Guardians,  endeavoured  to  work  it  to  the 
best  Advantage;  still  from  Time  to  Time  our  Board  unanimously  remonstrating  on  its 
Defects.  We  have  remonstrated  on  the  Manner  in  which  our  Building  Money  has  been 
squandered,  and  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  Want  of  proper  Accommodation  in  these 
Houses,  particularly  for  Lunatics,  which,  notwithstanding  the  enormous  Outlay,  is  univer- 
sally deficient.  We  have.  Year  after  Year,  protested  unanimously  against  the  Provisions 
of  the  Law  by  which  the  aged  and  broken-down  Irish  Artisan  is  subject  to  the  Miseries 
of  a forceable  Transmission  from  the  manufacturing  Districts  of  England,  with  an  English 
Wife  and  English  Children,  merely  because  he  has  been  born  in  this  Country,  although 
his  productive  Energies  have  been  consumed  amongst  those  whom  this  Law  now  relieves 
from  the  Burden  of  his  Support.  Notwithstanding  every  Remonstrance,  the  Law  remains 
as  defective  in  its- Details  as  at  its  first  Introduction.  The  only  Difference  we  can  observe 
is,  that  it  is  daily  becoming  more  offensive  in  its  Administration.  Feeling  a Conviction, 
therefore,  as  the  Law  at  present  stands,  erecting  the  Poor  Law  Commission  into  a Power 
practically  unaccountable  and  uncontrolled,  and  influenced  as  that  Commission  has  shown 
itself  in  their  new  Orders  by  a Desire  to  stretch  their  Powers  to  the  utmost,  we  feel  that 
our  Continuance  at  this  Board  can  be  productive  of  no  Benefit  to  the  Public,  and  only 
attended  with  Inconvenience  to  ourselves.

Gentlemen,  Dublin,  20th  March  1846. 

In  compliance  with  your  Instructions  of  the  5th  ultimo,  No.  77.  M.,  I have  conducted 
a very  lengthened  Investigation  before  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  South  Dublin  Union, 
into  certain  Allegations  contained  in  a printed  Statement  laid  before  the  Board  by 
Mr.  Bonsall,  one  of  the  Guardians,  a few  Weeks  previous,  to  the  Effect  that  the  Protestant 
Inmates  of  the  Workhouse  did  not  enjoy  full  Opportunity,  free  from  Interruption,  in  the 
Exercise  of  their  Profession  of  Faith. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  Statement,  a Copy  of  which  I append,  having  been  drawn  A. 

for  the  Purpose  of  establishing  the  Necessity  for  an  Inquiry,  and  for  certain  Changes  in  the 
Arrangements  of  the  Workhouse,  contains  various  Deductions  on  assumed  Facts,  intermixed 
with  the  Allegations  of  those  Facts.  The  Guardians  having  expressed  a strong  Desire  that 
this  Statement  should  form  the  Groundwork  of  the  Inquiry,  it  became  difficult  to  separate 
the  one  from  the  other,  so  as  to  avoid  the  Investigation  of  mere  Hypothesis. 

Hence  the  protracted  Nature  of  the  Inquiry,  which  occupied  no  less  than  Thirteen  Days, 
and  the  voluminous  Evidence,  the  Minutes  of  which,  with  the  Papers  therein  referred  to,  I _ B. 
have  the  Honour  to  append. 

I endeavoured  in  the  Outset  to  bring  the  Subject  Matter  of  Investigation  under  Seven- 
teen distinct  Heads,  but  many  of  them  afforded  so  wide  a Field  of  Inquiry  as  to  render  it 
difficult  to  restrain  the  Examination  of  Witnesses  upon  almost  any  Occurrence  which  had 
taken  place  since  the  Workhouse  had  been  opened. 

To  many  Circumstances  which  were  thus  incidentally  brought  under  my  Notice  I shall 
have  Occasion  to  refer,  but  it  will  be  convenient  that  I should  in  the  first  instance  enumerate 
the  Allegations  which  were  admitted  to  be  especially  the  Subject  of  Investigation,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  Abstract : — 

1.  That  Roman  Catholics  repeat,  in  the  Presence  of  Protestants,  Prayers,  with 
Crossing  and  other  Forms  peculiar  to  their  Church,  such  as  Protestants  can  newer  be 
reconciled  to. 

2.  That  the  Roman  Catholics  each  Night  sprinkle  the  Beds  with  Holy  Water, 
and  that  the  Protestants  are  obliged  to  submit,  notwithstanding  their  Aversion  to  the 
Ceremony. 

3.  That  Protestants  are  obliged  to  witness  in  the  Hospital  certain  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church  of  Rome,  to  which  they  are  irreconcilably  opposed. 

4.  That  while  Protestants  silently  endure  Practices  to  which  they  are  conscientiously 
opposed,  similar  Forbearance  is  not  exercised  to  them,  for  when  they  read  the 
Holy  Scriptures  Ridicule  and  other  vexatious  Methods  of  Interruption  are  employed 
against  them. 

5.  That  in  the  Hospital  and  other  Departments  Protestants  are  tempted  by 
Example  and  coerced  by  Numbers  to  dissemble  their  Opinions,  or  to  conform  to 
Practices  which  they  do  not  approve. 

6.  That  a poor  Woman  admitted  into  the  Workhouse  in  a dying  State,  having 
announced  herself  to  be  a Protestant,  was  a few  Days  after  anointed  by  the  Priest 
in  attendance  on  another  Patient,  being  urged  to  Compliance  by  those  around  her ; 
but  on  the  following  Day,  being  that  preceding  her  Death,  she  declared  that  she 
was  and  ever  had  been  a Protestant,  and  had  submitted  to  the  Ceremony  because 
urged  to  do  so:  That  the  Nurse  in  charge  of  the  Hospital  excused  herself  by  alleging 
that  no  Return  was  made  to  her  of  the  Religion  of  the  Woman,  and  that  she  supposed 
her  to  be  a Roman  Catholic. 

7.  That  the  Protestants  in  the  Workhouse  usually  average  about  One  Fifth  of  the 
total  Number;  that  their  Feeling  is  one  of  Intimidation;  that  they  are  awed  by 
Numbers;  that  no  Reasoning  which  can  be  addressed  to  them,  or  Regulations  which 
can  be  adopted,  except  Classification,  can  inspire  them  with  Confidence ; that  having  to 
endure  silent  Acts  of  Discouragement,  Taunts,  and  Reproach,  it  is  impossible  they 
can  have,  without  Classification,  Opportunity  free  from  Interruption  in  the  Exercise  of 
their  Profession  of  Faith. 

8.  That  the  Circumstances  of  only  One  Eighth  of  the  Number  of  Officers  being  Pro- 
testants is  a Discouragement  to  Protestants.  That  at  the  Male  Side  of  the  House 
there  is  no  Officer  of  that  Creed. 

9.  That  the  unauthorized  Interference  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  with  the 
Discipline  of  the  House  is  another  Cause  of  Discouragement  to  Protestants.  (A  par- 
ticular Instance  of  this  is  adverted  to  as  productive  ot  Insubordination  likewise.) 

10.  That  the  Causes  of  Discouragement  aforesaid,  and  others,  have  operated  on  the 
Minds  of  certain  Children,  who  have  in  consequence  refused  to  attend  the  Religious 
Services  conducted  by  the  Protestant  Chaplain.

11.  That  recently  Two  Boys  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  refusing 
to  attend  Protestant  Worship;  that  they  had  previously  applied  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplain,  who  had  given  them  such  Countenance  as  to  render  them  refractory  ; 
that  the  Protestant  Schoolmaster  complained  to  the  Master  of  the  Workhouse  of  the 
Boys  aforesaid;  that  no  proper  Measures  were  employed  by  him  to  resent  their  insulting 
and  disobedient  Conduct;  that  he  addressed  them,  saying,  “You  can’t  turn  yet, 
Boys ;”  that  this  approving  Mode  of  Reproof  was  understood ; that  both  Boys  continued 
obstinate,  although  neither  of  them  can  assign  any  Reason  for  changing;  that  they  are, 
in  fact,  from  their  Years  and  Want  of  Information,  incapable  of  doing  so. 

12.  That  the  Regulations  of  the  Workhouse  respecting  Roman  Catholic  Holidays 
presents  another  Cause  of  Discouragement  to  Protestants. 

13.  That  the  Protestant  Officers,  as  well  as  the  Paupers  of  the  same  Creed,  have  to 
endure  Opposition,  sometimes  expressed,  but  oftentimes  silent,  yet  well  understood  and 
keenly  felt.  That  their  Rank  is  questioned,  whereby  their  Ability  for  Usefulness  ot- 
to inspire  the  Protestants  with  Confidence  is  disparaged. 

14..  That  the  Protestant  Schoolmistress  is  as  fully  employed  as  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmistress,  and  yet  to  her  is  granted  an  inferior  Salary.  That  the  Roman 
Catholic  Schoolmaster  assumes  to  be  the  Head  Master,  although  of  only  equal  Rank 
with  the  Protestant  Schoolmaster.  That  on  a recent  Occasion  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmaster  took  the  daily  Report  Book  to  his  private  Apartment;  that  when  pressed 
for  Explanation,  he  stated  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  had  desired  him,  as 
being  Master  of  the  School,  to  keep  the  Book  in  future.  That  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmaster  has  also  taken  possession  of  the  School  Requisites. 

1 5.  That  the  Protestants  are  also  discouraged  by  the  Disrespect  and  Contempt 
with  which  their  Religious  Services  are  treated.  That  their  Worship  in  the  Chapel 
has  been  interrupted  on  several  Occasions  by  the  Roman  Catholics,  by  loud  Noises 
when  l-eturning  from  Dinner,  and  frequently  by  knockings  at  the  Chapel  Door. 

16.  That  when  a Boy  or  Boys  have  been  summoned  from  School  to  attend 
catechetical  Instruction  they  have  been  hooted  after  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
Scholars. 

17.  That  it  is  a Fact  well  known  to  the  Protestants  of  Dublin,  that  many  of  their 
Fellow  Worshippers,  though  anxious  for  Shelter  and  Food,  remain  out  of  the  Work- 
house,  rather  than  accept  Relief  upon  Terms  which,  as  they  suppose,  would  expose 
them  to  an  Influence  adverse  to  their  Spiritual  Interests.  That  of  others  it  is  said, 
that  after  Trial  they  have  for  the  same  Reason  withdrawn  from  the  Workhouse. 

As  regards  the  First  Allegation,  respecting  the  Repetition  of  Prayers,  &e.  by  Roman 
Catholics  in  the  Presence  of  Protestants,  it  appears  that  the  former  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  repeating  a particular  Prayer  in  the  Workrooms  at  Twelve  o’Clock  every  Day.  It  is 
the  Practice  for  one  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Paupers  to  stand  up  in  the  Workroom  and 
repeat  the  Prayer,  while  the  others  join  her.  The  Prayer  is  a short  one.  Prayers  are  also 
repeated  aloud  in  the  Day-rooms  by  Roman  Catholics  while  Protestants  are  present,  and 
have  been  known  to  occupy  as  long  as  an  Hour.  The  Prayers  have  been  repealed  in  a 
similar  Manner  in  the  Hospital. 


With  regard  to  the  Second  Allegation,  respecting  the  sprinkling  of  Holy  Water,  it 
50.  82  to  90.  380.  appears  that  the  Roman  Catholics  have  been  in  the  habit  of  so  sprinkling  the  Beds  in 
most  of  the  Dormitories  throughout  the  House  and  in  the  Hospital  from  Time  to  Time 
163.  when  the  Paupers  are  going  to  Bed.  The  Persons  of  the  Paupers  are  sprinkled  at  the 

same  Time;  and  it  has  happened  that  Protestants  have  been  so  sprinkled,  as  well  as  their 
Beds,  but  this  seems  to  have  been  the  Result  of  Accident;  no  Case  was  adduced  of  its 
being  done  offensively ; and  the  Intention  seems  to  have  been  to  omit  them. 


The  Third  Allegation,  with  regard  to  Ceremonies  in  the  Hospital,  refers  to  the  last  Riles 
of  their  Church  administered  to  dying  Roman  Catholics.  It  appears  to  be  the  Practice  on 
those  Occasions  to  cover  the  Heads  of  all  Persons  who  cannot  leave  the  Room,  whether 
346.  they  be  Protestants  or  Roman  Catholics,  so  that  they  cannot  witness  the  Ceremony  though 

they  are  unavoidably  present.  The  Screens  adopted  in  many  Workhouse  Hospitals  do  not 
appear  to  be  used  here. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Kingston,  Protestant  Chaplain,  states,  “ I am  not  aware  of  any 
315.  Difference  existing  in  the  Hospital  of  this  Workhouse  from  any  other  Hospital  not  con- 

nected with  a Workhouse  as  to  the  Mode  of  administering  the  last  Rites  of  their 
Church  to  Roman  Catholics.  I believe  it  is  the  Practice  to  cover  the  Heads  of  other 
Patients  in  Bed  to  prevent  their  hearing  the  Confession.  I do  not  know  what  the 
Roman  Catholic  Ceremonies  are  which  are  performed  on  the  Occasion  in  question,  and 
cannot  therefore  say  whether  any  of  them  are  calculated  to  be  obnoxious  to  Protestant 
Patients  in  adjoining  Beds.  1 believe  there  is  a strong  Feeling  in  the  Minds  of  Protestants 
at  being  present  at  the  Administration  of  Extreme  Unction.  I have  heard  poor  Protes- 
tants who  were  in  other  Hospitals  so  express  themselves.” 

13  The 
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The  Reverend  Mr.  Conolly,  Mr.  Kingston’s  Curate,  states,  “ The  Paupers  have  com-  Correspondence 
plained  to  me  at  various  Times  of  having  to  witness  the  Ceremonies  and  Practices  of  the  respecting  South 
Church  of  Rome.  They  have  complained  to  me  in  the  Able-bodied  Wards  and  in  the  Dublin  Union. 
Hospital.  The  Complaints  made  to  me  have  been  of  Ceremonies  in  general,  and  of  Usages  1 ' 

such  as  Crossings,  Prayers,  telling  of  Beads,  putting  up  Crucifixes  in  the  Rooms.”  ^42, 

In  connexion  with  this  Subject  it  may  be  as  well  to  notice  here  certain  Evidence  which 
was  adduced  of  an  Altar  having  been  erected  from  Time  to  Time  in  the  Women’s 
Work-room,  which  Protestants  frequent.  The  Altar  appears  to  have  been  dressed  out  with 
artificial  Flowers  given  by  some  Nuns,  the  Sisters  of  Mercy. 

As  regards  the  Fourth  Allegation,  of  Ridicule  and  Interruption  being  practised  towards 
the  Protestants  while  reading  the  Scriptures,  it  appears  that  when  assembled  for  Evening  165. 

Prayer  in  the  Room  appointed  for  the  Purpose  the  Protestants  have  experienced  various 
vexatious  Interruptions,  such  as  Noises  made  outside  the  Door,  and  frequent  raising  of 
the  Latch,  and  knocking  at  the  Door,  for  the  Purpose  of  Interruption.  Since  this  Inquiry 
has  been  pending,  the  Room  was  changed  in  consequence  of  a Complaint  made  at  the 
Time.  It  does  not  appear  that  a similar  Complaint  of  this  particular  kind  of  Interruption 
had  been  made  previously.  It  must  be  observed  also  that  the  Interruptions  on  the 
Occasions  in  question  seem  to  have  been  created  by  Paupers  who  were  not  in  the  habit  of 
attending  Morning  Prayers  anywhere. 

A specific  Interruption,  alleged  by  a Pauper  named  Pritchard,  while  reading  the  Scrip-  164'. 

tures  to  another  Pauper  named  Vaughan,  was  proved  by  Pritchard’s  Admission,  to  have  been  173. 

connected  in  no  way  with  what  they  were  reading,  but  to  have  been  caused  by  their 
sitting  near  the  Handle  of  a Mill  in  the  Yard  allotted  for  the  convalescent  Boys,  on  which 
Handle  those  Boys  wished  to  swing  as  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  doing.  Pritchard’ 
complained,  however,  likewise  of  the  Interruptions  at  the  regular  Prayer  Time. 

Mrs.  Nolan,  the  Hospital  Nurse,  states,  “ I heard  the  Reverend  Mr.  Mooney  state  one  254. 

Day,  to  the  best  of  my  Recollection,  that  the  Bible  should  not  be  read  aloud  by  the 
Protestant  Chaplain  in  the  Hospital  Wards,  where  there  were  so  many  Catholics.  I heard 
the  Roman  Catholic  Paupers  object  one  Day  to  the  Protestants  reading  the  Scriptures 
aloud.” 

Mrs.  Dollard,  the  Matron,  states,  “ In  the  Hospital  some  Time  back  there  was  a very  228. 

serious  Quarrel  between  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  Patients  and  Ward  Maids.  The 
Protestants  complained  that  the  Roman  Catholics  would  not  allow  them  to  read  their  Bible 
as  they  had  been  directed  by  the  Chaplain ; they  said  they  were  interrupted  in  doing  so. 

The  Chaplain  is  in  the  habit  of  directing  one  of  the  other  Patients  to  read  to  any  who  are 
unable  to  read  themselves.  The  Dispute  arose  between  Bain,  Leeper,  and  Skeffington,  who 
were  Protestants,  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Patients  and  Ward  Maids.  I put  the  Two  former 
out  of  the  Ward.  I could  not  remove  Skeffington  ; she  was  too  ill ; she  could  no  longer  be 
read  to,  in  consequence.”  Interruptions  of  this  Nature  are  deposed  to  in  general  Terms  by 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Kingston,  the  Protestant  Chaplain,  who  states,  “ The  adult  Pro- 
testants have  complained  to  me  at  different  Times  of  Interruptions  to  them  in  reading  the 
Scriptures  and  in  Prayer;  I cannot  stale  any  specific  Cases,  not  having  made  any 
Memoranda  of  the  Complaints,  but  I gave  them  such  Advice  at  the  Time  as  I thought 
would  minister  to  their  Comfort.” 

The  Reverend  W.  Conolly,  Mr.  Kingston’s  Curate,  states,  “ Several  Paupers  have 
stated  to  me  that  they  have  experienced  Annoyance  in  the  House  as  Protestants. 

They  have  complained  of  being  compelled  to  witness  what  they  called  superstitious 
Ceremonies,  and  of  being  under  Restraints  in  having  their  own  Prayers,  or  in  reading  the 
Scriptures  according  to  my  Instructions  ; while  they  said  that  the  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
same  Ward  had  their  Prayers,  and  expressed  their  political  and  religious  Opinions  aloud, 
and  that  they  were  afraid  to  make  any  Objection.  Pritchard  complained  to  me  of  being 
interrupted  in  reading  the  Scriptures;  also  a Woman  named  Belsan,  and  another  named 
Leeper.  Pritchard  was  sane  at  the  Time.  Others  have  stated  to  me,  when  I have  urged 
them  to  read  the  Scriptures,  that  they  had  no  Means  or  Place  of  doing  so  without 
Interruption.” 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Evidence  of  several  Protestants  was  adduced,  after  Mr.  Bonsall 
had  closed  his  Case,  to  show  that  they  had  not  suffered  from  Interruption. 

Gilbert  Craig,  who  had  been  nearly  Five  Years  in  the  House,' states,  “ I have  read  the  366. 

Bible  in  that  Ward,  and  have  seen  others  read  it.  I have  never  been  interrupted,  and  have 
never  seen  others  interrupted.” 

Evidence  to  the  same  Effect  was  given  by  William  Hobson,  but  on  his  Cross-examination  366. 

it  appeared  that  he  did  not  refer  to  their  reading  aloud.  The  same  may  inferred  from  the 
Evidence  of  Francis  Pullen.  Hannah  Doran,  a Protestant,  states,  “I  have  heard  the  372. 

Protestants  read  the  Scriptures  and  repeat  their  Prayers  aloud  in  a Mixed  Ward,  as  Well 
as  the  Roman  Catholics.  I have  not  heard  the  slightest  Objection  on  one  Side  or  the 
other.” 


In  connexion  with  this  Subject  it  is  necessary  to  state,  that  in  April  1842  Mr.  Kingston 
was,  by  a Resolution  of  the  Board  (a  Copy  of  which  is  appended  to  the  Evidence),  requested  ~ ■ — 

not  to  pray  and  preach  in  a loud  Voice  in  the  Infirm  Wards,  the  Board  being  of  opinion 
(241— App.)  P 3 that 
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Correspondence  that  such  Practice  Was  an  Interference  with  the  Religion  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Inmates, 
respecting  South  Another  Resolution  was  passed  at  the  same  Meeting,  for  the  Preparation  of  separate  Wards 
Dubl.n  Union.  for  the  protestant  and  Catholic  infirm. 

On  these  Points  Mr.  Kingston  gives  the  following  Explanation  in  his  Evidence: — 

“ The  infirm  Protestants  were  in  Bed  in  different  Parts  of  the  Room ; I was  therefore 
necessarily  obliged  to  read  so  as  that  all  in  any  Part  of  the  Room  could  hear.  It  was  the 
Practice,  when  I was  in  one  of  the  Infirm  Wards,  to  lock  one  of  the  Doors  leading  to  a 
Passage,  in  order  to  prevent  Interruption,  but  the  other  Door  was  never  locked.  I never 
interfered  in  any  way  with  the  Roman  Catholics  to  prevent  their  leaving  the  Room.” 
Subsequently  to  this  the  infirm  Protestants  of  both  Sexes  were  placed  in  separate 
Wards,  and  this  Arrangement  has  continued  ever  since.  There  are  therefore  Protestant 
Infirm  Wards  and  Roman  Catholic  Infirm  Wards.  But  the  partially  infirm  and  the  able- 
bodied  of  both  Religions  continue  in  what  have  since  been  termed  Mixed  Wards.  In  the 
Hospital  there  is  no  Separation,  nor  is  there  any  amongst  the  Boys,  but  there  is  a partial 
Separation  of  the  Girls.  It  would  appear  by  Mr.  BonsalPs  printed  Statement,  that  one  of 
his  Objects  is  to  extend  this  Separation,  but  the  Consideration  of  this  Point  comes  more 
properly  under  the  Seventh  Head  of  Inquiry,  where  it  is  specially  noticed  under  the  Term 
of  Classification. 


t On  the  Fifth  Allegation,  that  Protestants  are  tempted  by  Example  and  coerced  bv 
Numbers  to  dissemble  their  Opinions,  or  to  conform  to  Practices  which  they  do  not 
approve, — 

Mr.  Wade,  the  Protestant  Schoolmaster,  gave  the  following  Evidence  with  reference  to 
a Protestant  Boy  named  Warren,  about  Fifteen  Years  of  Age.  “ Soon  after  his  Admission 
on  the  24th  November  last  I found  a Difficulty  in  getting  him  to  Prayers  in  the  Morning 
As  soon  as  he  got  among  the  Boys  he  appeared  to  have  a Reluctance  to  acknowledge 
himself  to  be  a Protestant.  He  told  me  that  he  had  been  questioned  as  to  his  Religion,  on 
the  first  Evening  of  his  Admission,  on  entering  the  Sleeping  Ward.  He  said  that  the  Boys 
generally  had  questioned  him.  He  told  me  that  he  had  given  them  to  understand  that  lie 
was  a Roman  Catholic.  I asked  him  if  he  was  afraid  of  the  Boys.  He  said,  No.  My 
Impression  was  that  he  was  afraid.  The  great  Majority  of  the  Boys  in  the  Wards  were 
Roman  Catholics.  There  were  about  a Dozen  Protestants  besides  him,  and  about  100 
Roman  Catholics.  I encouraged  the  Boy  to  maintain  his  Religion,  and  he  did  so.” 

Also,  with  reference  to  another  Boy,  named  Pierce,  Seven  Years  of  Age,  he  states,  that  on 
the  Day  after  his  Admission  “ I took  him  out  of  the  School,  and  led  him  with  the  other 
Boys  to  the  Day-room,  where  they  are  catechised.  I left  him  at  the  Entrance  to  <*o  for  the 
Books ; on  my  Return  I missed  him.  I went  to  the  School-room  to  look  for  him,  and  found 
him  at  the  far  End,  hiding  himself.  I asked  him  why  he  did  not  attend,  and  some  other 
Questions ; and  he,  and  the  Boys  around  him,  said  he  was  a Roman  Catholic.  I took  him 
by  the  Arm  to  bring  •him  out,  and  there  was  shouting  amongst  the  Boys  to  brine  back 
the  Roman  Catholic  Child.”  On  Examination  there  proved  to  be  no  Doubt  of  the  Religion 
of  this  Boy ; the  Mother,  with  a Brother  and  Sister,  having  been  admitted  at  the  same 
Time,  and  all  registered  as  Protestants.  Mr.  Wade  adds,  “ I have  questioned  the  Child 
since,  as  to  his  Reasons  for  saying  he  was  a Catholic.  The  Answer  he  gave  me  was  that 
the  Boys  had  desired  him  to  say  so.” 

In  his  Cross-examination  he  states,  « When  I left  the  Boy  Pierce  he  was  passing  from 
the  School-room  to  the  Day-room.  He  was  with  the  other  Protestant  Boys.  It  is  possible 
some  Catholic  Boys  might  have  called  him  back.  He  did  not  say  that  they  had  done  so 
He  never  said  that  he  was  frightened  and  threatened.  The  shouting  was  evidently  against 
me.  It  was  calculated  to  frighten  the  Child.  The  Insult  was  evidently  offered  to  me.” 

As  this  is  the  only  Case  adduced  in  support  of  the  Sixteenth  Allegation  of  hooting,  it 
may  be  as  well  to  call  Attention  to  it  here.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  thing  was  done 
by  Mr.  Burke  to  check  the  Misconduct  of  the  Boys  in  thus  shouting ; and  Mr.  Molloy,  the 
Master,  to  whom  it  was  reported,  passed  it  by  without  Notice  likewise.  J 

Another  Instance  of  apparent  Intimidation  may  be  cited  in  the  Case  of  Geor<re  Hill 
The  Reverend  Mr.  Conolly  states,  “ I have  been  in  the  habit  of  attending  him  as  a 
Protestant.  He  told  me  he  had  been  registered  a Protestant.”  (It  appeared  he  had 
been  registered  a Roman  Catholic  by  Mistake.)  “I  do  not  recollect  any  thino-  with 
respect  to  him  till  about  Twelve  Months  back,  when  he  sent  for  me  to  an  Infirm°Ward 
He  told  me,  he  had  been  in  Hospital,  and  had  been  induced  by  those  around  him  to 
see  the  Priest;  that  he  had  conformed  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Usages  till  the  Day  he  sent 
for  me.  He  then  expressed  a Desire  to  be  removed  to  the  Protestant  Infirm  Ward,  as  he 
had  no  Peace  or  Mind  since  he  had  seen  the  Priest. . 

The  Evidence  of  the  Protestant  Chaplain  and  his  Curate,  with  respect  to  the  Intimida- 
tion of  Protestants  in  the  Hospital,  might  be  cited  here;  but  I reserve  it  for  the  Seventh 
Allegation,  to  which  Head  it  more  properly  belongs.  I shall  also  postpone  all  Notice 
respecting  the  Change  of  Religion  of  a Number  of  Children  till  I come  to  the  Tenth 
Allegation. 


The  Sixth  Allegation  refers  to  the  Case  of  Mary  Dunn,  who  was  admitted  into  the  Work- 
house  in  August  last  in  a dying  State.  Slid  svas  admitted  by  the  Board  in  the  usual 
Manner,  and,  having  declared  herself  to  be  a Protestant,  was  registered  accordingly.  Two 
12  ' Days 
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Days  after  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  attended  her  for  the  Purpose  of  administering  the  Correspondence 
Rites  of  his  Church.  ° respecting  South 

The  Circumstance  was  investigated  the  next  Day  by  Three  Guardians,  with  respect  to  Dublin  Union 
which,  Mr.  Parker,  One  of  those  Guardians,  deposed  as  follows  ; — . 

“ When  we  went  to  question  the  Woman  in  the  Hospital,  Mr.  Bonsall  asked  her,  in  my  260. 

hearing,  whether  she  was  a Protestant;  she  replied  that  she  was.  He  then  asked  her  did 
she  send  for  the  Priest ; she  intimated  that  she  had  not.  He  then  asked  her  how  it  was 
that  he  came  to  attend  her ; she  stated  that  he  was  attending  another  Woman,  and  that  the 
People  about  her  brought  him  to  her.  He  then  asked  her  how  she,  being  a Protestant, 
came  to  register  her  Child  a Roman  Catholic ; she  then,  with  as  much  Emphasis  as  it  strikes 
me  that  she  could,  said,  “ Oh  that  Fellow”  (in  reference  to  her  Husband)  “ was  one ; ” she 
then  continued,  “but  I am  a Protestant;  I always  was  a Protestant,  and  I wish  to  die  a 
Protestant.” 


This  Statement  is  fully  corroborated  by  Captain  Newlan,  the  other  Guardian  present. 
The  Woman  died  on  the  following  Day. 

The  Evidence  of  Catherine  Maguire,  produced  after  Mr.  Bonsall  closed  his  Case,  is  remark- 
able. She  states,  “ I accompanied  Mary  Dunn  to  this  Workhouse  last  August.  I had  known 
her  Ten  Years  before.  She  professed  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion.  I never  saw  her  go  to 
the  Protestant  Church.  I never  knew  her  as  a Protestant.  I was  present  in  the  Admission 
Room  when  she  was  taken  in ; Mr.  Jones  and  Mr.  Eustace  were  there ; she  had  Two 
Children  with  her,  a Boy  and  a Girl.  She  was  asked  the  Religion  of  those  Two  Children  • 
she  said  they  were  Roman  Catholics.  She  was  asked  her  own  Religion ; she  said  she  was 
a Protestant.  She  put  me  in  a Rage,  for  it  was  contrary  to  what  I knew  she  was  after 
receiving.  I was  present  when  Father  Doyle  was  with  her,  also  Father  Murphy,  who 

finished  her  for  Death.  I knew  the  Husband  of  Mary  Dunn ; he  was  a Roman  Catholic 

no  Relation  of  mine.  I knew  Mary  Dunn  Ten  Years,  but  not  before  she  was  married. 
I never  heard  that  she  had  been  a Protestant  before  Marriage.  I went  often  to  Mass 
with  her.” 

Mrs.  Nolan,  the  Hospital  Nurse,  stated,  that  Dunn  had  told  her  she  was  a Roman 
Catholic,  when  coming  out  of  the  Cart  on  her  Admission.  Mrs.  Nolan’s  Evidence  is 
however,  very  peculiar.  It  must  be  observed,  that  the  Circumstance  occurred  in  August 
last,  and  was  the  Subject  of  immediate  Investigation ; yet  Mrs.  Nolan  could  not  recollect 
what  Explanations  she  gave  on  that  Occasion.  I would  draw  your  Attention  to  the  whole 
of  her  Evidence,  and  to  that  of  Mr.  Parker,  Captain  Newlan,  and  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Conolly, 
which  clearly  shows  that  her  Explanation  immediately  after  the  Occurrence  was  different 
from  that  given  before  me. 

On  this  Occasion  a Regulation  was  made  for  entering  the  Religion  of  each  Patient  in 
Hospital  on  a Ticket  at  the  Head  of  the  Bed ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  efficient 
System  had  been  established  for  enrolling  the  Paupers  according  to  their  Religion,  so  as  to 
prevent  Mistake;  indeed  there  seems  to  be  no  Arrangement  of  any  Kind  for  calling  over  a 
Roll  of  the  Inmates  of  any  Class  at  any  Time  of  the  Day.  Article  Fourteen  of  the  Work- 
house  Regulations,  issued  by  your  Board,  prescribing  such  a Roll  Call,  seems  to  have  been 
totally  disregarded ; and  I may  here  remark,  that  I believe  much  of  the  Confusion  and 
Misunderstanding  which  has  been  developed  during  this  Inquiry  would  have  been  avoided 
had  this  Regulation  been  observed.

In  reference  to  the  Seventh  Allegation,  I obtained  a Return,  which  I append,  of  the  — AT0 

Number  of  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  in  the  House,  by  which  it  appears  that  there 
are  366  of  the  former  to  1,613  of  the  latter. 

On  the  first  Part  of  the  Allegation  referring  to  the  Intimidation  of  the  Protestants,  and 
advocating  Classification,  or  the  Separation  of  those  professing  that  Religion  from  the 
Roman  Catholics,  the  Evidence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kingston,  and  his  Curate  the  Rev. 

Mr.  Conolly,  is  the  most  material.  Mr.  Kingston  states : — 

“I  have  often  remarked,  that  the  Protestants  in  Hospital  appeared  intimidated  in  313. 

answering  the  Questions  I put  to  them  respecting  their  State  of  Mind,  and  in  receiving  my 
Instructions.  I have  visited  several  other  Hospitals,  and  the  Poor  in  their  own  Houses,  but 
have  never  witnessed  the  same  Constraint.  I have  never  questioned  any  of  them,  either 
at  the  Time,  or  subsequently,  to  ascertain  the  Cause  of  this  Constraint.  I did  not  wish  it 
to  appear  to  them  that  I noticed  it  I have  never  asked  them  any  Questions  subsequently 
to  their  leaving  the  Hospital,  which  would  have  the  Effect  indirectly  of  extracting  Infor- 
mation of  any  tangible  Cause  of  Complaint  existing  in  the  Hospital,  if  any  such  really  did 
exist.” 

Mr.  Conolly  states,  — “The  Protestants  have  told  me  that  they  have  been  under  339. 

Restraint  in  the  Hospital,  more  so  than  in  other  Wards,  They  have  begged  me  to 
lower  my  Voice  in  speaking  to  them.  I have  asked  them  why  they  wished  our  Conver- 
sation to  be  in  an  under  Tone.  They  have  said  that  they  could  not  communicate  freely  with 
me,  in  consequence  of  the  Persons  who  were  round  them.  I have  been  in  other  Hospitals  fre- 
quently, and  have  not  witnessed  the  same  Constraint.  I have  been  informed  that  in  Mixed 
Wards  in  some  other  Hospitals  the  Roman  Catholic  Prayers  are  not  permitted  to  be  said  as 
loud  as  here.  In  other*Hospitals  there  is  always  some  Protestant  Nurse  to  whom  they  can 
speak  confidentially.” 

(24. — App.)  P 4 Previous 
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Previous  to  the  last  Portion  of  Mr.  Kingston’s  Evidence  which  I have  just  quoted,  he 
gave  the  following  Opinion : — 

“ It  is  my  Opinion  that  the  Circumstance  of  the  Protestant  Inmates  of  this  House,  both 
Adults  and  Children,  being  surrounded  by  so  overwhelming  a Majority  of  Roman  Catholics 
has  the  Effect  of  intimidating  the  Protestants.  It  is  my  Opinion  that  hearing  the  Prayers 
of  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  witnessing  their  peculiar  Forms,  is  injurious  to  the  religious 
Principles  of  the  Protestants.  I think  "this  is  especially  injurious  to  Children,  from  their 
tender  Age  and  Proneness  to  Imitation.” 

Several  Protestants  were  produced,  on  the  other  hand,  after  Mr.  Bonsall  had  closed  his 
Case,  who  deposed  to  the  Absence  of  any  Feeling  of  Intimidation.  Their  Evidence  will  be 
found  from  Page  364  onwards. 

Some  of  them  have  been  lately  changed  from  a Mixed  to  an  exclusively  Protestant  Ward, 
and  it  must  be  observed  that  they  certainly  express  Satisfaction  at  the  Change. 

With  regard  to  the  Intimidation  of  Children,  I will  reserve,  as  I have  already  stated 
under  the  Fifth  Head,  all  further  Allusion  to  the  Evidence  respecting  them  till  I come  to 
the  Tenth  Allegation. 

Instances  of  Taunts  and  Disagreements  between  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  are 
given  in  various  Parts  of  the  Evidence.  They  will  be  found  in  that  of  Thomas  Geraghty, 
the  Ward  Master ; of  John  Pritchard  and  Thomas  Gallagher,  Two  Inmates ; of  Mrs.  Dol- 
lard, the  Matron,  who,  besides  alluding  to  a particular  Case  in  the  early  Part  of  her 
Evidence,  states,  “ The  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  have  frequently  quarrelled  on 
religious  Subjects.  I am  very  cautious  in  interfering  on  such  Occasions.  I have  no 
Remedy  in  my  Power.” 

William  Hobson’s  Evidence  deserves  also  to  be  referred  to. 

These  Disagreements  have  probably  been  fomented  by  the  extraordinary  Practice 
which  appears  to  prevail  of  taking  in  and  circulating  Newspapers.  It  will  be  perceived 
that  the  Master  states  he  is  not  aware  of  the  Existence  of  such  a Practice ; but  it  is 
fully  established  in  subsequent  Evidence,  to  which  I beg  to  draw  your  Attention,  as  well  as 
to  that  respecting  the  Consequences  of  such  Abuses,  shown  to  follow  in  the  Case  of  the 
Man  named  Reynolds,  into  which  I must  however  observe  I declined  to  enter  further,  the 
Inquiry  having  already  extended  to  so  great  a Length. 

I must  also  notice  the  Quarrel  between  Gallagher  and  Dennick,  which  came  out  inci- 
dentally in  the  Cross-examination  of  the  former.  Gallagher’s  Statement,  which  was  not 
shaken  by  the  subsequent  Evidence,  does  not  afford  an  Example  very  creditable  to  the 
Master  of  the  Mode  pursued  by  him  in  reference  to  such  Quarrels. 

In  support  of  Mr.  Bonsall’s  Views  on  the  Classification,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Conolly 
states,  “ My  Attention  has  frequently  been  directed  to  the  Influence  which  the  Work- 
house  Arrangements  have  upon  the  Protestant  Portion  of  its  Inmates.  I consider  that  the 
Influence  is  injurious  to  their  Principles,  as  well  as  to  the  Practice  of  their  Principles.” 

“ The  Arrangements  to  which  I refer  are  the  Admixture  of  Protestants  and  Roman 
Catholics  in  their  Sleeping  Wards.  This  applies  principally  to  the  Boys.  The  Girls  sleep  in 
separate  Wards.  It  also  applies  to  the  Adults.” 

He  adds,  “I  should  prefer  that  the  Protestants  should  be  completely  separated  throughout 
the  House;  that  they  should  have  a separate  Church,  and  separate  every  thing.” 

With  regard  to  the  Eighth  Allegation,  respecting  the  Proportion  of  Protestant  Officers, 
it  appears,  by  the  Return  put  in,  and  by  the  Evidence,  that  the  Matron,  one  of  the  School- 
masters, and  one  of  the  Schoolmistresses  are  the  only  Protestant  Officers  in  the  Establish- 
ment. 

On  this  Subject  the  Reverend  Mr.  Kingston  states,  “ Facts  have  proved  to  me  that  the 
Want  of  Countenance  from  Officers  professing  their  Creed  is  a Discouragement  to  Pro- 
testants.” 

The  Ninth  Allegation  refers  to  the  Interference  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Gilligan,  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplain,  with  the  Discipline  of  the  Workhouse,  in  reference  to  an  Arrangement 
with  respect  to  the  Two  Schoolmistresses.  The  Evidence  on  this  Case  is  very 
voluminous. 

It  appears  that  in  February  1845  a Second  Schoolmistress  was  appointed,  Mrs.  Cole 
having  been  for  some  Time  previously  the  only  Schoolmistress.  Mrs.  O’Neill  was  appointed 
the  Protestant  Schoolmistress  at  that  Time,  Mrs.  Cole  being  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmistress. 

To  Mrs.  O’Neill  was  confided  the  Instruction  of  the  Protestant  Children,  and  she  was 
also  required  to  take  part  in  the  secular  Instruction  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Children. 

The  relative  Position  of  each  Schoolmistress  was  not,  however,  clearly  defined  by  the 
Boai-d  of  Guardians,  and  a Misunderstanding  on  this  Point  very  soon  arose. 

Mrs.  O’Neill  states,  that  she  was  told  by  the  Guardians  that  she  was  to  be  equal  in 
Authority  with  Mrs.  Cole.  But  it  does  not  appear  that  any  Minute  was  drawn  up  to  this 
Effect.  Hence  all  the  Disagreements  which  have  arisen. 

Oni;  he  16th  of  September  Insubordination  of  a decided  Character  was  manifested,  on 
Mrs.  O’Neill’s  Side  of  the  School,  by  Girls  belonging  to  Mrs.  Cole,  who  was  present  at  the 
Time,  but  did  not  interfere,  though  Mrs.  O’Neiii  states  “ she  couRl  not  fail  to  have  heard 
them.”  The  Children  said  at  the  Time,  upon  Mrs.  O’Neill  threatening  to  report  them, 

that 
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that  they  did  not  care,  she  was  not  their  Mistress.  The  following  Day,  Mrs.  Dollard,  Correspondence 
™ron  ™g  ®,ed  the  ChlIdren  t0Sether’  addressed  them,  stating,  « That  respecting  South 
Mrs.  O Neill  and  Mrs.  Cole  were  equally  their  Mistress  ; that  one  was  as  much  so  as  the  other,  Dublin  Union. 

and  that  both  were  to  be  equally  obeyed ; that  in  future  they  were  not  to  call  either  - 

Mrs.  Cole  or  Mrs.  O’Neill  Mistress,  but  to  use  the  Terms  £ Mrs.  Cole  ’ and  £ Mrs.  O’Neill  ’ 
in  addressing  them.” 

Mrs.  Dollard  thus  explains  this : “ I found  the  Word  £ Mistress  ’ was  the  Cause  of  233. 

Excitement  and  Insubordination  against  Mrs.  O’Neill.”  This  Injunction  does  not 
however,  appear  to  have  been  obeyed  : Mrs.  O’Neil  enjoined  Obedience ; not  so  Mrs.  Cole,  234- 

who  States,  ££  I did  not  consider  it  my  Duty  to  support  Mrs.  Dollard??  Order  by  inculcating  q7  ’ 

Obedience  to  it  amongst  the  Children.”  But  the  Children  were  occasionally  checked  for 
Disobedience  of  it  by  the  Women  in  charge  of  them,  till  on  the  7th  of  December  last 
Mrs.  Cole,  having  previously  spoken  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Gilligan,  the  Roman  Catholic  q8 

Chaplain,  on  the  Subject,  he  addressed  the  Children  during  Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel, 
when  he  had  his  Vestments  on,  enjoining  them  to  consider  Mrs.  Cole  as  the  Head  School-  . 1Q  ™ -r  rQ 

mistress,  and  Mrs.  O’Neill  as  her  Assistant.  The  Result  of  this  was  further  Insubordination  73  77  93 

amongst  the  Children,  with  respect  to  which  an  Investigation  took  place  before  the  199.  231.* 
Guardians,  on  the  following  Board  Day,  when  a Resolution  was  passed  declaring  both 
Schoolmistresses  to  have  equal  Authority. 

To  form  a correct  Opinion  of  the  Confusion  and  Insubordination  created  in  the  School 
by  these  apparently  trifling  Circumstances,  it  will  be  necessary  to  peruse  the  Evidence.  93.  195.  221. 
The  Extent  of  the  Misunderstanding  between  Mrs.  Cole  and  Mrs.  O’Neill  will  then  be 
perceived. 


At  first  on  good  Terms,  they  commenced  by  Disagreements  in  the  Selection  of 
Monitresses  till  Mrs.  Cole  permitted  flagrant  Acts  of  Insubordination  to  pass  unchecked, 
and  finally  was  betrayed  into  the  Use  of  the  grossest  Language  towards  Mrs.  O’Neill.  201.  213.  218. 

Neglect  of  the  Discipline  and  Instruction  of  the  Children  has  evidently  been  the  Result 
of  all  these  Proceedings. 


The  Tenth  Allegation  relates  more  particularly  to  the  Change  of  Religion  of  Ten  Boys 
in  1841;  but  I propose  to  advert  here  to  all  the  Changes  of  Religion  which  were  brought 
under  my  Notice,  except  in  the  Cases  of  Brown  and  Slater,  who  form  the  Subject  of  the 
next  Allegation. 

The  Evidence  with  respect  to  these  Changes  is  somewhat  confused,  and  I was  unable 
to  obtain  all  the  Information  which  seemed  desirable.  Mr.  Molloy,  the  Master  of  the  Work- 
house,  states,  that  “ Sixty  Protestants  have  conformed  to  the  Church  of  Rome,”  of  which,  II. 

££  Fifty-six  are  registered  as  under  Fifteen  Years  of  Age.”  But  with  respect  to  many  of 
these  Changes  I could  obtain  no  Evidence.  The  principal  Number  took  place  between 
the  opening  of  the  House  in  1840  and  the  latter  End  of  1841.  With  respect  to  the 
Children  it  is  clear  that  some  were  permitted  by  the  Guardians  to  change  their  Religion 
upon  no  other  apparent  Ground  than  the  expressed  Wish  of  those  Children,  though  they 
were  of  too  tender  an  Age  to  be  able  to  understand  what  they  were  doing,  and  though 
in  One  Instance  it  was  intimated  to  the  Guardians  that  the  surviving  Parent  wished  the 
Child  to  be  brought  up  a Protestant.  But,  from  the  Distance  of  Time,  I was  unable  to 
obtain  any  satisfactory  Information  with  respect  to  the  greater  Number  of  Cases,  such  as 
their  History  before  entering  the  House,  whether  they  were  the  Offspring  of  mixed 
Marriages,  or  whether  they  had  been  previously  living  with  Roman  Catholics. 

It  is  clear  that  on  the  first  opening  of  the  Plouse  there  was  some  Confusion  with  respect 
to  the  Registry  of  the  Religion  of  the  Children ; and  it  must  be  admitted,  that,  with  the 
great  Influx  of  Persons  which  took  place  at  that  Time,  when  the  Attention  of  the  Authorities 
was  probably  directed  to  other  Matters,  this  is  not  surprising. 

The  Superintendent  thus  expresses  herself: — ££  On  their  coming  into  the  House,  when  76. 

their  Religion  would  be  doubtful,  I have  known  the  Roman  Catholic  Infant  Schoolmistress 
try  them  by  asking  them  to  repeat  some  Roman  Catholic  Prayer ; I have  done  so  myself. 

We  have  not  been  always  as  correct  as  we  are  at  present  in  getting  the  Religion  of  the 
Children  up  with  them.”  And  yet,  even  now,  there  is  no  proper  System  established,  as  I 
have  observed,  with  respect  to  the  Roll  Calls. 

This  Officer  goes  on  to  say,  “ It  has  not  come  to  my  Knowledge  that  any  Child  registered  77. 

as  a Protestant  has  been  trained  as  a Roman  Catholic ; it  might  have  been  for  a Day  or 
Two  while  there  was  a Doubt  about  it.” 

Besides  the  Confusion  on  Admission,  the  System  was  quite  different  from  that  now 
existing.  Ihe  Chapel,  which  is  now  devoted  exclusively  to  religious  Worship,  was  then 
appropriated  during  the  Week  Days  to  the  secular  Instruction  of  all  the  Children,  the  Boys 
being  on  one  Side,  and  the  Girls  on  the  other.  Separate  School-rooms  for  each  have 
since  been  erected,  and  there  are  now  Two  Schoolmasters  and  Two  Schoolmistresses,  a 
Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  of  each  respectively. 

When  the  Children  were  all  together  in  the  Chapel  great  Difficulty  appears  to  have  been 
experienced  in  collecting  the  Protestants  for  religious  Instruction.  The  Circumstances  are  274  to  279. 
fully  detailed  in  Mr.  Kingston’s  Evidence;  but  as  the  Difficulty  no  longer  exists  it  is 
unnecessary  more  particularly  to  refer  to  it,  except  to  draw  your  Attention  lo  the  Statement 
that  while  Mr.  Weddick,  the  Schoolmaster,  now  Assistant  Master  of  the  House,  did  his  best  275. 

to  collect  the  Boys,  Mrs.  Cole,  the  Schoolmistress,  is  alleged  by  Mr.  Kingston  to  have  309. 

(24. — Apr.)  Q “abetted” 
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“abetted”  the  Girls  in  absenting  themselves;  that  the  Girls  were  the  most  active  against 
the  Collection  of  the  Protestant  Children,  and  that  he  expressed  to  Mrs.  Cole  his  strong 
Disapprobation  of  her  Conduct. 

But  there  appears  to  have  been  another  Person  connected  with  the  Children,  to  whom 
Mr.  Kingston  imputed  still  more  Blame,  Mrs.  Thynne,  who  was  charged  with  the  religious 
Instruction  of  the  Protestants.  Mr.  Kingston  states : — 

“ Having  Reason  to  believe  that  this  Woman,  who  was  appointed  as  a Protestant,  was  in 
reality  a Roman  Catholic,  I wrote  to  her,  on  the  18th  of  August  1841,  to  inhibit  her  from 
having  any  thing  to  do  with  the  Protestant  Children  more  than  with  the  Roman  Catholics. 
I intended  by  that,  she  should  not  give  the  Protestant  Children  any  religious  Instruction 
whatever.  I had  a Correspondence  with  the  Guardians  in  consequence.  The  Result  was, 
that  Mrs.  Thynne  left  the  Establishment.  A beneficial  Change  immediately  manifested 
itself  amongst  the  Children,  both  as  to  their  Deportment,  Manner,  Attendance  on  religious 
Instruction,  and  Attention  when  at  it.  The  Change  was  very  marked  indeed.” 

Subsequently  to  Mrs.  Thynne’s  Departure  no  Change  of  Religion  was  attempted  by  the 
Children  till  that  which  forms  the  Subject  of  the  next  Allegation. 

Mr.  Kingston  states,  “ I am  not  aware  of  any  Change  having  taken  place  since  that  which 
originated  in  or  prior  to  1842;”  and  previously,  “ as  far  as  has  come  within  my  Knowledge 
or  Observation,  there  has  been  less  Effort  to  interfere  with  the  Religion  of  the  Protestant 
Children,  both  Male  and  Female,  since  the  Year  1842,  than  there  was  previously.  I do  not 
conceive  that  the  adverse  Influence  has  wholly  ceased.” 

In  the  Outset  of  his  Evidence  Mr.  Kingston  adverts  to  the  Change  of  Religion  of  Six 
Girls,  which  occurred  in  September  1840,  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  House,  and  formed 
the  Subject  of  an  Inquiry  before  the  Guardians,  as  will  appear  by  the  Paper  appended : — 

Mr.  Kingston  complains  of  this  Inquiry  that  there  had  been  one  previous,  at  which  he 
was  not  afforded  an  Opportunity  to  attend,  and  that  subsequent  to  the  Second  Inquiry, 
at  which  he  was  present.  Two  of  the  Girls  were  examined  in  his  Absence. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  Mother  of  one  of  these  Girls,  who  was  only  Ten  Years  of  Age, 
was  in  the  House  at  the  Time ; that  she  was  a Protestant,  and  had  declared  her  Wish,  as  the 
Guardians  had  been  informed  by  Mr.  Kingston,  that  her  Child  should  be  brought  up  a 
Protestant ; yet  she  was  not  examined  by  the  Guardians,  nor  does  it  appear  that  she  was 
present  when  her  Child  was  examined,  to  whose  Evidence,  as  contained  on  the  printed 
Paper,  as  well  as  that  of  Eliza  Blachford,  another  Child  of  Nine  Years  old,  examined  at 
the  same  Time,  I would  request  your  Attention. 

It  will  be  perceived,  by  the  Paper  above  referred  to,  that  Disputes  existed  at  the  Time 
amongst  the  Children  on  the  Subject  of  Religion  ; and  the  Roman  Catholics  being  by  far 
the  most  numerous,  this  may  be  one  of  the  Circumstances  which  contributed  to  the 
Changes. 

The  next  Case  to  which  Mr.  Kingston  adverts  is  that  of  Three  Children  named  Kane, 
registered  as  Protestants  on  their  first  Admission,  but  on  a subsequent  Occasion  as  Roman 
Catholics.  Having  complained  to  the  Guardians,  they  directed  a Communication  to  be 
made  to  him  to  the  Effect  that  they  had  carefully  investigated  the  Case,  but  could  not 
ascertain  the  exact  Manner  in  which  these  Children  had  become  Catholics  ; that  the  youngest 
was  baptised  a Catholic;  “ and  that  the  other  Two,  who  are  of  an  Age  to  choose  for  them- 
selves (the  Girl  Thirteen  and  the  Boy  Twelve),  declare  their  Wish  to  continue  Catholics.” 
Mr.  Kingston  had  expressed  to  the  Guardians  his  full  Conviction  that  the  Children  were 
Protestants  before  they  entered  the  Workhouse,  but  he  was  not  invited  to  be  present  at  the 
Investigation.  This  took  place  in  May  1841,  and  appears  to  have  been  the  first  Occasion 
on  which  the  Guardians  decided  substantively  to  permit  a Change  of  Religion  grounded 
.merely  on  the  express  Wish  of  the  Child. 

In  July  following  Ten  Boys  expressed  a Desire  to  change  their  Religion,  all  at  the  same 
Time.  I was  unable  to  obtain  any  clear  Description  of  the  Occurrence.  Mr.  Weddick, 
who  was  then  the  Schoolmaster,  deposed  to  the  Circumstance  of  their  first  refusing  to  attend 
Religious  Instruction,  conducted  at  that  Time  by  Mrs.  Thynne.  The  Matter  was  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  the  Registry  of  Three  Brothers  named  Murray  was 
altered,  but  no  Order  made  with  regard  to  the  other  Seven,  who  seem  to  have  absented 
themselves  from  both  Protestant  and  Catholic  Religious  Instruction  of  all  Kinds  for  some 
little  Time,  but  ultimately,  one  by  one,  attended  the  latter. 

With  regard  to  the  Murrays,  Mr.  Kingston  states  that  they  have  been  under  his  Care  for 
more  than  a Year ; that  they  had  absented  themselves  from  catechetical  Instruction,  and  had 
expressed  a Wish  to  go  to  Mass  frequently  before;  that  he  had  conversed  with  them  on  the 
Subject,  but  could  not  obtain  any  Reason  for  that  Wish,  and  to  the  best  of  his  Recol- 
lection they  had  admitted  that  both  their  Parents  were  Protestants.  It  appears  that 
these  Boys  were  examined  by  the  Guardians,  with  respect  to  which  Mr.  Kingston  states, 
“ I have  read  the  Examination  of  the  Three  Murrays  before  the  Board  of  Guardians 
entered  on  their  Minutes.  I perceived  by  those  Examinations  that  the  Boys  assert  that 
their  Mother  was  a Roman  Catholic.  They  had  told  me,  Months  before,  that  she  was  a 
Protestant.  One  of  the  Boys  asserted  before  the  Guardians  that  his  Sister  was  a Roman 
Catholic,  the  other  that  she  was  a Protestant.  There  is  also  a Discrepancy  in  their 
Evidence  as  regards  the  Presence  of  their  Father  on  their  Admission,  one  saying  that  he 
was  waiting  outside  the  Gate,  the  other  two  that  he  was  not,  and  that  he  had  not  brought 
them  there.  They  both  said  that  they  had  been  to  Chapel  before  entering  the  House,  but 
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Were  lttendi”S  ®h“'cb’  «•  fcr  Fo«r  Years,  tke  other  for  Two 

It  would  appear  that  upon  the  Decision  of  the  Guardians  with  respect  to  these  Bovs  thev 
addressed  a Letter  to  Mr.  Kingston,  inviting  him  to  state  any  Facts  that  had  come  to  his 
Knowledge  with  respect  to  the  other  Seven,  and  to  Eight  more  about  whom  there  was 
a Question,  but  who  do  not  appear  to  have  persevered  in  their  Desire  to  chance 
Mr.  Kingston  states,  “ I made  Inquiries  respecting  the  Boys  in  consequence  of  that  Letter' 
but  could  obtain  no  Information  to  enable  me  to  comply  with  the  Resolution,  which  reeiuired 
Jbacts  coming  within  my  own  Knowledge.”  1 

The  Resolution  of  the  Guardians  with  respect  to  the  Murrays  was  to  the  Effect  that 
they  be  “allowed  to  carry  their  Desire  into  effect.”  The  Boys  were  of  the  respective 
Ages  of  Fourteen,  Ten,  and  Eight  Years.  Mr.  Kingston  then  communicated  the  Circum- 
stance to  Mr.  Hall,  the  Assistant  Commissioner,  upon  which  your  Board  addressed  a Letter 
to  ^Chp^m  of  116  B0ai’d  °tr<^rdianS’  a CoPy  of  which  is  appended,  bearing  Date 
25th  August  1841,  giving  a very  full  Explanation  of  their  Duty  as  prescribed  by  the  Law 
and  by  your  Regulations,  expressing  a decided  Opinion  that  the  mere  Wish  of  a Child  onlv 
Nine  or  Ten  \ ears  old  would  not  justify  them  in  permitting  a Change  in  the  Region  of 
such  a Child,  and  urging  a searching  Inquiry  into  the  State  of  the  Schools,  especially  as 
legal ds  Religious  Instruction.  The  Guardians  did  not,  however,  take  any  Step  in  conse- 
quence of  that  Letter.  Notice  of  Motion  was.  made  for  its  Adoption  as  their  Guide  but 
it  does  not  appear  that  such  a Motion  was  subsequently  entertained.  No  further  Desire  to 
change  was  however,  exhibited  at  this  Period ; and  whether  the  Improvement,  was  occa- 
sioned by  this  Letter,  or  by  the  Removal  of  Mrs.  Ihynne,  which  occurred  about  the  same 
lime,  it  is  unnecessary  now  to  inquire. 

I must  here  notice  a Motion  proposed  at  the  Board  a short  Time  previous  to  the 
Receipt  of  your  Communication,  to  which,  though  lost,  Mr.  Bonsall  requested  me  to  draw 
your  especial  Attention.  A Copy  of  the  Motion  extracted  from  the  Minutes  is  appended 
I he  Proceeding  Therein  proposed,  of  discharging  Children  for  the  Purpose  of  re-admittino- 
them  agam  in  a j eek,  to  be  re-registered  as  of  a different  Religious  Persuasion  from  that  in 
which  they  had  been  previously  brought  up,  is  in  fact  adopting  a different  Mode  of  altering 
the  Registry,  the  Illegality  of  which  is  so  fully  explained  in  the  Communication  from 
your  Board  above  referred  to.  But  the  Motion  was  lost,  as  I have  already  stated. 

1 must  also  notice  a Letter,  Vhich  I append,  handed  to  me  by  Mr.  Bonsall  at  the  Close  of 
the  Investigation,  objecting  to  the  Course  pursued  bv  me  in  endeavouring  to  obtain  Infor- 
mation with  respect  to  the  Mode  of  Life  which  the  Children  who  had  changed  their 
Kehgion  had  led  prior  to  their  Admission  into  the  Workhouse,  whether  they  were  the 
Offspring  of  mixed  Marriages,  or  whether  they  had  been  living  with  Roman  Catholics. 

Mr.  Bonsall,  as  I stated  to  him  at  the  Time,  has  mistaken  my  Motive  in  seeking  this 
Information,  which  had  no  reference  to  the  Question  of  whether  the  Guardians  were  or 
were  not  justified  m permitting  the  Changes,  but  had  for  its  Object  the  ascertaining  if 
possible,  whether  the  Desire  to  change  evinced;  by  these  Children  could  be  traced  to  linv 
Influence  they  had  imbibed  out  of  the  House. 

I may  here  observe  that  I was  forcibly  struck  throughout  this  Inquiry,  whenever  a 
Question  arose  as  to  the  particular  Circumstances  of  any  Inmate  before  his  Admission  into 
the  House,  how  little  was  known  upon  the  Subject. 

In  a rural  Union,  or  in  one  with  a comparatively  moderate  sized  Town,  the  Fact  of 
whether  a Woman  is  really  a Widow,  or  a Child  really  an  Orphan,  is  generally  readily 
ascertained ; but  here  not  even  the  Residence  of  the  Party  is  known  or  inquired  into. 

In  the  Case  of  the  Boy  Slater,  to  which  I shall  have  to  refer  under  the  Eleventh  Head, 
it  is  clear  that  the  Child  was  sent  in  as  an  Orphan  by  both  Parents,  who  were  alive  at 
the  lime. 

Appearances  of  the  same  Species  of  Fraud  are  exhibited  in  other  Cases,  and  it  is  probable 
that  they  are  carried  on  to  such  an  Extent  as  will  ere  long  render  manifest  the  Necessity 
tor  establishing  some  Machinery  for  the  Investigation  of  the  Cases  of  Persons  prior  to  their 
Admission. 


r ^a,V‘n®  110 w §"lven  tlle  fading  Features  of  the  Circumstances  connected  with  the  Change 
of  Religion  of  the  Children  at  this  Period,  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  notice  any  other 
particular  Cases,  especially  as  there  is  no  specific  Information  with  respect  to  them.  The 
following  Extract  from  Mr.  Kingston’s  Evidence  will  explain  the  Position  in  which  Matters 
stood  at  that  1 ime  : — 

“ The  Difficulty  of  collecting  the  Children  continued  till  the  early  Part  of  1842.  It 
gradually  subsided.  It  was  not  the  Result  of  any  Change  made  by  the  Board.  But  during 
fls  1 rogress  I lost  at  least  Thirty-two  Children,  who,  in  my  Opinion,  should  have  continued 
Protestants.  I believe  I have  lost  more  than  appear  in  the  Return.  These  are  the 
children  I first  named,  none  of  whom  are  in  the  Return.  I cannot  name  any  other 
Omissions  except  those  Children.” 

I now  proceed  to  the  Change  of  Religion  of  such  Adults  as  was  brought  incidentally 
under  my  Notice. 

, FF®  drst  Case  is  that  of  Peter  Ward,  an  Idiot,  who  was  admitted  on  the  first  opening  of 
nle  |Ouse  in  April  1840,  and  registered  a Protestant,  but  always  attended  the  Roman 
Latholic  Worship.  The  Registry  of  this  Man  is  evidently  a Mistake.  Michael  Ward,  his 
Uncle,  states  distinctly  that  he  has  always  been  a Roman  Catholic. 

(24.— App.)  q 2 The 
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28.  The  next  Case  is  that  of  William  M ‘Bride,  another  Idiot,  who  first  entered  the  House 

in  September  1841,  when  he  was  Twenty  Years  of  Age.  He  absconded  the  following 
November,  was  again  admitted  in  the  February  succeeding,  and  discharged  in  January 

320.  1845.  He  was  registered  a Protestant  on  both  Admissions,  but  there  is  no  direct  Evidence 
of  his  actual  Profession  of  Faith. 

I could  obtain  no  Evidence  with  respect  to  the  Change  of  Ralph  Collins,  aged  Thirty- 

321.  eight,  if  any  such  occurred.  On  his  first  Admission  in  April  1842  he  was  registered  a 
Protestant,  but  having  been  discharged  in  1843  he  was  on  Re-admission  registered  a 
Roman  Catholic. 

322.  I was  equally  unable  to  obtain  Particulars  with  respect  to  John  Appleyard  or  Margaret 

337.  Harris. 

The  Case  of  Two  Boys  named  Brown  and  Slater  forms  the  Subject  of  the  Eleventh 
Allegation. 

129.  The  first  Desire  to  change  their  Religion  was  evinced  on  Sunday  the  2d  November  last, 

when  they  refused  to  attend  Evening ' Prayers.  Persisting  in  this  Refusal  they  were 
reported  to  the  Admission  Board  the  next  Day,  who  appear  to  have  given  Orders  that 
they  should  be  compelled  to  attend,  which  they  did  on  the  Wednesday  following,  and 
continued  to  do  so  till  Tuesday  the  16th  of  December,  when  they  hid  themselves  at  Prayer 
Time.  This  was  reported  to  the  Board  on  the  following  Thursday,  and  they  were 
brought  from  their  Place  of  Refuge  within  the  Crib  or  Guard  round  the  Fire  in  their 
Day-room. 

They  continued  refractory,  however,  till  on  Friday  Mr.  Burke,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schoolmaster,  in  whose  Class  they  were  for  secular  Instruction,  sent  them  to  the  Sick 
Ward  just  before  Twelve  o’Clock,  the  Hour  appointed  for  catechetical  Instruction. 
Slater  was  kept  there,  but  Brown  was  rejected  by  the  Superintendent  as  having  nothing 
the  matter  with  him.  On  the  following  Sunday,  Brown  having  refused  to  attend  Church, 

138.  he  was  compelled  to  attend,  and  it  appears  that  both  have  attended  since. 

It  is  alleged  under  this  Head,  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  had  given  the  Boys 
such  Countenance  as  to  render  them  refractory.  There  is  no  Evidence  of  this,  though  the 

129.  Fact  of  Communication  with  him  is  sufficiently  established.  Mr.  Wade,  the  Protestant 
Schoolmaster,  states  that  a Pauper  named  Darley  asked  the  Boys  in  his  hearing,  on  the 
first  Sunday  of  their  Refusal,  “ what  they  were  saying  to  Father  Gilligan,”  the  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplain,  but  that  he  could  not  hear  the  Boys  answer.  Mr.  Burke,  the  Roman 
Catholic  Schoolmaster,  states  that  they  had  told  him  they  had  spoken  to  Mr.  Gilligan,  and 
that  he  replied,  “ Very  well,  I will  see  you  presently,”  and  then  went  and  told  Mr.  Wade 
immediately  what  they  had  said. 

116.  He  states  further  that  the  Boys  had  told  him  that  Mr.  Gilligan  had  desired  them  to 

come  to  him. 

130.  As  regards  the  Conduct  of  Mr.  Molloy,  the  Master,  which  is  impugned,  in  this  Trans- 
action, it  will  be  perceived  that  on  the  Day  following  their  first  Refusal  to  attend 
Prayers  he  had  the  Boys  brought  before  him,  and  questioned  them  as  to  their  Religion 
before  coming  into  the  House,  and  as  to  the  Religion  of  their  Parents,  when,  upon  then- 
saying  they  would  rather  be  Catholics,  Mr.  Wade  states,  “ Mr.  Molloy  then  said,  ‘ You 
cannot  turn  yet,  Boys.’  I said  I believed  there  was  no  Officer  of  the  House  had  Power  to 
sanction  their  turning.  Mr.  Molloy  then  said,  that  they  should  continue  as  they  were  till 
they  were  Fifteen  Years  of  Age,  or  Men,  and  that  then  they  might  do  as  they  pleased;  but 
if  they  applied  to  the  Board,  and  the  Board  sanctioned  it,  of  course  they  could  change.” 
This  was  just  as  he  was  about  to  take  them  before  the  Board. 

U9,  On  the  Second  Occasion  of  their  Refusal,  when  they  appear  to  have  spent  Two  Days 

133  in  the  Crib  round  the  Fire,  Mr.  Wade  states  he  reported  the  Circumstance  to  Mr.  Molloy 

twice  on  the  first  Day,  Tuesday,  but  that  nothing  was  done  till  the  following  Thursday, 
when  they  were  taken  before  the  Board;  also  that  on  the  succeeding  Day,  Friday, 
Mr.  Molloy  neglected  to  attend  to  his  Reports  of  their  continuing  in  their  refractory 
Conduct,  and  of  Mr.  Burke  having  sent  them  to  the  Sick  Ward,  when  their  Conduct  was 
“ extremely  disrespectful,  disobedient,  and  disorderly.”  Mr.  Molloy  offers  no  Explanation 
of  this  in  his  Evidence,  to  which  I beg  to  refer  you. 

I must  also  draw  your  Attention  to  Mr.  Burke’s  Conduct  in  sending  the  Boys  to  the 
Sick  Ward,  and  to  his  own  Evidence  with  reference  to  it,  which  is  strongly  marked  by 
Prevarication. 

With  a view  to  ascertain  whether  any  Circumstances  connected  with  their  Mode  of 
Life  before  entering  the  House  could  have  influenced  the  Boys  in  desiring  to  change 
their  Religion,  I examined  them  at  some  Length  upon  the  Subject,  but  purposely 
avoided  any  Allusion  to  their  Conduct  in  the  House,  as  I was  unwilling  to  disturb  their 
Minds,  finding  that  they  were  then  attending  to  their  Religious  Duties,  and  believing  it  to 
be  very  unlikely  that  any  real  Information  upon  that  Point  could  be  obtained  from  them. 
297  to  308.  In  referring  to  their  Evidence  I think  it  right  to  state,  with  respect  to  the  apparent 
329  to  332.  Capacity  of  these  Boys,  that  more  complete  Examples,  if  any  such  were  required,  of  the 

341-  to  345.  Impropriety  of  leaving  it  to  Children  of  such  tender  Years  to  influence  a Decision  as  to  the 

particular  Religious  Faith  in  which  they  should  be  brought  up,  could  not  be  selected. 

The  Peculiarity  of  Slater’s  Story  is,  that  though  he  went  to  Chapel  so  often  he  had  not 
learned  how  to  bless  himself,  a Roman  Catholic  Form  not  easily  forgotten  when  once 
learned,  upon  which  Point  it  will  be  perceived  he  was  closely  pressed. 
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The  Evidence  of  Bernard  Collins,  the  Ward  Master,  who  accompanied  Mr.  Bonsall  to 
the  place  where  the  Boy  had  lived,  is  conclusive  as  to  this  Want  of  Truthfulness.  Mr.  Bonsall 
stated  at  the  Time,  that  he  had  pursued  his  Inquiries  after  Collins  had  returned  with  the 
Boy,  and  that  he  had  learned  that  the  Fitzgeralds,  if  of  any  Religion,  were  Protestants. 
He  had  not,  however,  any  Evidence  to  that  Effect,  and  I thought  it  unnecessary  to  call  upon 
him  to  produce  it 

There  can  be  no  Doubt,  from  Brown’s  Evidence,  of  his  being  a Protestant.  The  Origin 
of  the  Conduct  of  these  Boys  remains  entirely  unexplained,  or  whether  they  were  influenced 
by  their  Schoolfellows,  or  by  any  Officer  of  the  Establishment.  It  is  clear,  however,  that 
the  Discipline  of  the  School  is  very  imperfectly  maintained ; but  on  this  Point  I will  reserve 
myself  to  the  Conclusion  of  this  Report. 

The  Twelfth  Allegation  refers  to  Roman  Catholic  Holydays  as  a Cause  of  Discourage- 
ment to  Protestants.  It  appears  that  there  are  Eight  such  Holydays,  all  of  which  are  observed 
by  the  Roman  Catholics  generally  throughout  the  Country.  They  are  kept  by  Protestants 
as  well  as  Roman  Catholics  in  the  Workhouse.  There  are  also  Three  Fast  Days  established 
for  the  Roman  Catholics,  viz.,  Ash  Wednesday,  Wednesday  in  Holy  Week,  and  Good 
Friday,  when  they  get  Gruel  and  Bread  instead  of  Stirabout  and  Milk  for  Breakfast,  and 
Herrings  and  Potatoes  instead  of  Milk  and  Potatoes  for  Dinner.  This  Change  was  made 
as  regards  the  Roman  Catholics  only  in  the  first  instance,  and  was  extended  to  the  Protes- 
tants at  their  Request.  On  this  Subject  Mr.  Bonsall  put  in  a Letter  from  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Kingston,  to  which  I have  to  draw  your  Attention,  wherein  he  suggests  that  Soup 
instead  of  Herrings  should  be  given  to  the  Protestants  on  the  Days  in  question.  In  his 
Evidence  he  states,  “I  think  the  Adoption  of  some  such  Regulation  as  I have  therein 
recommended  is  desirable,  in  order  to  protect  the  Protestant  Poor  from  having  their  Minds 
influenced  by  Roman  Catholic  Institutions.” 

It  seems  that  the  Arrangement  in  question  was  made  by  the  Board,  as  far  as  the  Roman 
Catholics  are  concerned,  with  the  Concurrence  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  ; so  there 
may  be  some  Reason,  which  does  not  appear,  for  converting  these  Fast  Days  into  what 
cannot,  I should  think,  fail  to  be  considered  by  the  Recipients  of  the  Herrings  as  Feasts. 

If  real  Fasts  were  established  the  Protestants  would  probably  not  desire  to  join  in 
them. 

I cannot  point  out  any  Portion  of  the  Evidence  which  bears  exclusively  upon  the 
Thirteenth  Allegation.  The  Question  of  the  Rank  of  the  respective  Schoolmistresses  has 
been  already  adverted  to.  The  same  Question  as  regards  the  Schoolmasters  will  be  treated 
of  under  the  next  Head. 

The  first  Part  of  the  Fourteenth  Allegation,  relative  to  the  respective  Salaries  of  the  Two 
Schoolmistresses,  is  sufficiently  established  in  Mrs.  O’Neill’s  Evidence,  by  which  it  appears 
that  her  Salary  is  only  15Z.  a Year,  whilst  that  of  Mrs.  Cole  is  25 Z.  The  one  is  certainly  as 
fully  employed  as  the  other.  And  I may  observe  here,  that  the  Salaries  of  the  Two  School- 
masters are  equal; 

The  rest  of  the  Allegation,  relative  to  Mr.  Burke  assuming  to  be  the  Head  Master,  to  his 
taking  the  Report  Book,  to  his  having  consulted  the  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  in  doing  so, 
and  to  his  having  acted  by  his  Advice,  is  also  fully  established. 

With  regal'd  to  the  School  Requisites,  it  appears  that  when  Mr.  Wade  complained  to 
Mr.  Molloy  on  the  Subject,  he  had  them  put  into  a Box,  to  which  he  got  Two  Keys  made, 
giving  One  to  each  Schoolmaster. 

The  whole  of  the  Misunderstandings  and  Disagreements  upon  these  Points  seem  to  be 
the  Result,  as  in  the  Case  of  the  Schoolmistresses,  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  not  having 
defined  the  respective  Position  and  Duties  of ‘each  Officer. 

I beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Evidence  of  both  Schoolmasters  for  further  Particulars. 

The  Fifteenth  Allegation,  relative  to  the  frequent  Interruptions  of  the  Protestants  by 
loud  Noises  during  the  Time  of  Divine  Service,  is  so  far  accounted  for,  that  the  Interrup- 
tions do  not  appear  to  have  been  the  Result  of  intentional  Insult,  though  they  are  cer- 
tainly Examples  of  the  Want  of  Order  and  System  in  the  Establishment,  of  which  I am 
sorry  to  say  the  Inquiry  has  afforded  several.  The  only  Instance  in  which  there  is  any 
Appearance  of  Intention  to  offend,  is  one  deposed  to  by  Mr.  Weddick,  Assistant  Master ; 
lie  states  that  it  occurred  a <£  considerable  Time  ago,”  and  that  the  Man  was  punished. 
It  is  probably  the  same  Occasion  as  that  mentioned  by  Mrs.  Dollard  in  her  Evidence.  It 
appears  that  the  Chapel  is  used  on  Week  Days  as  a Passage,  and  that  the  Interruptions 
in  question  have  occurred  sometimes  by  Persons  coming  to  it  without  being  aware  that 
the  Protestant  Service  is  still  going  on,  and  at  others  by  the  Girls  being  taken,  very  im- 
properly it  must  be  observed,  from  the  Dining  Hall  close  by  it,  when  they  might  have  been 
taken  another  Way,  and  at  all  events  should  not  have  been  allowed  to  make  a Noise. 
However,  I must  observe  that  the  Matter  might  and  should  have  been  arranged  by  the 
Protestant  informing  the  Rqman  Catholic  Officers  of  the  Interruption,  and  this  would 
probably  have  been  done  but  for  the  Want  of  a good  Understanding  between  them,  which 
unfortunately  prevails. 

I think  it  my  Duty  not  to  pass  without  Notice  the  Evidence  on  this  Point  given  by 
Mr.  Wade,  and  to  state  it  to  be  my  most  decided  Impression  that  Mr.  Wade,  acknowledging 
as  he  did  when  pressed,  and  when  I had  sent  for  Mrs.  Cole,  to  afford  her  an  Opportunity 
(24— App.)  Q 3 of 
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of  cross-examining  him,  that  the  knocking  was  not  intended  wilfully  to  interrupt,  did  in 
the  Outset  give  his  Evidence  with  the  Intention  of  conveying  that  Impression. 

The  Evidence  of  Hooting,  alleged  under  the  Sixteenth  Head,  is  noticed  in  connexion 
with  the  Fifth  Allegation. 

Upon  the  Seventeenth  Allegation,  relating  to  the  adverse  Influence  said  to  exist  against 
Protestants,  operating  as  a Bar  to  their  accepting  Relief  in  the  Workhouse,  there  may  be 
said  to  be  no  Evidence.  It  is  but  right  to  state  that  I told  Mr.  Bonsall  that  I should 
require  Evidence  of  Facts,  not  Opinions ; the  Necessity  for  which  will  be  fully  explained 
by  the  following  Extract  from  Mr.  Kingston’s  Evidence  : — 

“ I have  heard  Gentlemen  in  the  City  express  themselves  to  the  Effect  that  this  was  an 
unsafe  Place  for  Protestants  with  respect  to  their  Religion,  especially  Children.  These 
Remarks  have  been  addressed  to  me  both  before  and  since  the  Appointment  of  a Pro- 
testant Schoolmaster  and  Schoolmistress.  They  have  generally  been  made  in  reference  to 
the  Reports  of  Proceedings  of  the  Board  published  in  the  Newspapers.  I have  no  reason  to 
believe  them  to  have  been  the  Result  of  any  personal  Examination  or  Inquiry  in  the  House.” 

Mr.  Kingston  had  stated  just  before,  “ I do  not  consider  this  Workhouse  to  be  a safe 
Asylum  for  Protestants  in  reference  to  their  Religion.  I conceive  that  it  would  be  so  if 
there  was  Classification  according  to  Religion.”  Subsequently,  however,  he  states,  “ I 
must  say  that  there  has  been  an  Improvement  in  the  Aspect  of  Affairs  in  the  House  within 
the  last  Two  or  Three  Years  as  regards  the  Protestants,  which  I attribute  to  an  Improve- 
ment in  the  Constitution  of  the  Board.” 

It  will  be  perceived  that  after  Mr.  Bonsall  had  closed  his  Case  Protestant  Paupers  were 
produced  who  deposed  generally  to  no  Protestants  having,  as  far  as  they  knew,  left  the 
House  on  account  of  being  annoyed  in  their  Religion ; but  no  Evidence  had  been  adduced 
in  support  of  this  Portion  of  the  Allegation. 

I cannot  close  this  Report  without  offering  some  Remarks  upon  the  Mode  in  which  the 
Arrangements  of  this  House  are  conducted,  as  developed  during  the  Inquiry.  No 
sufficient  regard  appears  to  be  paid  to  the  Order,  Regularity,  and  Discipline  which  is 
essential  in  so  large  an  Establishment.  I have  already  noticed  the  Absence  of  any  Roll 
Call,  or  of  any  proper  System  for  the  Prevention  of  Mistakes  on  the  first  Admission  of 
Paupers. 

The  same  Want  of  System  is  apparent  in  respect  to  the  Visitation  and  Inspection  of  the 
Wards  by  the  Officers.  Evidence  was  incidentally  adduced  to  show  that  this  Portion  of  the 
Master’s  Duty  was  seriously  neglected. 

The  Point  not  being  one  directly  connected  with  the  Inquiry,  I was  unwilling  to  pro- 
ceed with  it,  more  especially,  as,  whenever  Questions  immediately  bearing  upon  it  were 
asked,  I considered  it  but  due  to  the  Master  to  afford  him  an  Opportunity  of  Cross- 
examination. 

Into  the  Question  brought  to  issue  on  these  Occasions,  of  the  precise  Number  of  Times 
which  the  Master  went  round  the  Wards  each  Week,  I will  not  therefore  enter  further  than 
to  observe  that  the  Evidence  is  conflicting  on  the  Point. 

The  Master  of  such  an  Establishment  should  understand  that  its  Discipline  must  depend 
not  only  upon  what  he  does  himself,  but  on  what  he  makes  others  do,  upon  the  System 
and  Organization  in  every  Department ; and  it  is,  in  my  Opinion,  quite  sufficiently  appa- 
rent that  neither  the  Principle  or  Practice  of  such  a System  exists  in  the  South  Dublin 
Union  Workhouse.  This  is  demonstrated  in  every  Occurrence  which  it  was  necessary  for 
me  to  investigate, — the  Quarrels,  the  Interruptions  at  Prayers,  the  Attendance  at  Prayers, 
the  Change  ot  a Room  allotted  for  such  a Purpose  without  any  Communication  with  the 
Master,  the  Interruptions  during  Divine  Service,  the  Changes  of  Religion,  the  taking  in 
Newspapers,  the  Misunderstandings  amongst  the  Officers.  Upon  this  last  Point  I will 
observe,  that,  unless  something  can  be  done  to  ensure  proper  Co-operation  and  a good 
Understanding  amongst  them,  nothing  like  Discipline  can  be  maintained. 

The  State  of  the  Schools  as  exhibited  during  the  Inquiry  affords  full  Proof  of  this.  The 
proper  training  of  the  Children  in  Attention  and  Subordination  to  their  Superiors  has 
evidently  been  sacrificed  to  these  petty  Differences,  and  it  is  probable  that  their  Instruction 
in  every  respect  has  equally  suffered  from  the  same  Cause.

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  for  inquiring  into  the  Condition  of  the  Poor 
in  Ireland. 

Sir, 

I have  had  the  Honour  of  receiving  your  Letter  of  the  16th  November,  and  willingly 
avail  myself  of  the  Invitation  which  it  conveys,  that  I should  communicate  to  the  Irish 

.“i  r'°mmissloners  the  Results  of  a long  and  anxious  Consideration  of  the  Subjects 
which  fall  within  the  Scope  of  their  Inquiry.  I do  so  with  the  more  Pleasure,  because  by 
the  early  Dissolution  of  Parliament  in  1831  I was  prevented  from  stating  fully  the  Views 
and  Principles  upon  which  the  Bill  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  introduced  by  me  into  the 
House  of  Commons  in  that  Year,  was  founded.  The  following  Observations,  however,  are 
not  confined  to  the  Question  of  a parochial  Assessment  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  alone, 
but  embrace  the  various  other  Measures  which  appear  to  be  calculated  to  improve  their 
Condition. 

Of  the  urgent  Necessity  of  making  some  Attempt  by  legislative  Enactment  to  re-model 
the  brame  of  Society  in  Ireland,  the  Commissioners  must  have  been  fully  convinced  by 
the  painful  Tenor  of  their  extended  Inquiry.  They  will  have  found  Destitution  pre- 
vailing to  an  Extent  the  most  appalling,  and  the  most  disgraceful  to  the  Government  and 
Institutions  of  any  Country  in  which  it  exists.  In  the  Country  they  will  have  seen  multi- 
tudes of  Objects  incapable  of  earning  a Livelihood,  dwelling  in  Hovels  by  the  Roadside, 
and  subsisting  entirely  upon  the  Charity  of  the  neighbouring  Poor ; and  in  Towns  they 
will  have  found  Misery  still  more  abject,  contending  with  Disease  and  Famine,  under 
Circumstances  which  almost  baffle  Conjecture  as  to  the  Means  by  which  Life  is  sustained. 
They  will  have  seen  the  more  crafty  and  less  deserving  Objects  of  public  Compassion 
supporting  themselves  by  an  organized  System  of  Mendicancy,  the  Burden  of  which  falls 
more  heavily  upon  the  industrious  Farmer  or  Shopkeeper  than  upon  the  rich  Man  who  has 
the  Means  of  protecting  himself  from  their  Importunities.  Not  less  will  they  have 
deplored  the  Condition  of  the  able-bodied  Workman,  who  offers  in  vain  the  Labour  of  his 
Arm  and  the  Sweat  of  his  Brow  in  exchange  for  the  Necessaries  of  Life.  They  will  have 
been  made  acquainted  with  Districts  in  which  the  Supply  of  Labour  is  so  great  as  com- 
pared with  the  Demand  for  it,  that  the  wretched  Peasant  receives  as  theVao-es  of  his 
best  Day’s  Work  not  more  than  Sixpence,  while,  at  the  same  Time,  he  repays  to  his 
Employer  a Rent  of  27.  or  37.  for  a miserable  Hut,  which  in  England  would  be  deemed 
unfit  for  the  Shelter  of  the  Brute  Creation.  They  will  have  found  Instances  in  which  more 
than  Fifty  Families  at  a Time  have  been  turned  out  of  the  Tenements  in  which  their  Fathers 
have  perhaps  lived  for  Centuries,  or  into  which  they  have  themselves  been  more  recently 
introduced  as  Forty  Shilling  Freeholders  to  increase  the  political  Influence  of  the  Landlord, 
who  now  (to  use  their  own  emphatic  Expression)  “ quenches  their  Fires  ” with  the  View 
of  improving  his  Estate  by  the  Consolidation  of  their  Farms.  Too  poor  to  emigrate,  they 
wander  about  for  some  Time,  seeking  in  vain  an  Opportunity  of  applying  their  Industry  to 
advantage,  and  at  length  settle  upon  a Common,  there  to  carry  on  a War  of  Plunder  and 
Revenge  against  the  Society  which  denies  them  a Refuge  in  its  Bosom. 

Whilst  witnessing  these  Scenes  of  human  Suffering,  they  have  not  been  obliged  to 
look  very  far  for  some  of  its  principal  Causes.  They  will  have  found  that  a lar<>-e  Pro- 
portion of  the  Land  belongs  to  Proprietors  who  are  Aliens  from  the  Country  from  which 
they  draw  their  Revenues,  and  which  is  the  proper  Sphere  of  all  their  social  Duties.  In 
the  Counties  of  Ireland  with  which  I am  more  immediately  connected,  I could  point  out  a 
considerable  Number  of  Estates  with  Rentals  ranging  from  5,0007.  to  20,0007.  per  Annum, 
whose  Proprietors  do  not  give  back  towards  the  Improvement  of  their  Estates  or  con- 
tribute towards  public  Objects  in  the  Country  as  large  a Sum  as  a well-minded  Gentleman 
of  5007.  per  Annum  would  be  ashamed  to  own  as  the  Limit  of  his  Benevolence.  See 
these  Gentlemen  in  England ; they  are  quoted  as  Examples  of  Humanity  and  Liberality, 
ihey  are  unhappy  if  the  Paupers  of  the  Parish  in  which  they  reside  are  not  well  fed,  well 
clothed,  and  well  lodged,  while  Hundreds,  in  some  Instances  Thousands,  of  human  Beings 
(24.— App.)  Q 4 are 
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Paper  delivered  in  are  languishing  unheeded  upon  their  Irish  Estates  in  the  Extreme  of  Destitution.  Can 
by  W.  S.  O’Brien,  we  be  surprised  that  a State  of  Society  so  constituted  should  be  the  favourite  Abode  of 
Esq.  Discontent  and  Crime?  _ . 

For  the  Cure  of  an  Evil  so  deeply  rooted  and  so  widely  extended,  it  is  not  to  be 

expected  any  single  Specific  will  be  sufficient.  Various  remedial  Measures  have  been 
suggested,  and  it  has  been  the  Fashion  for  the  Advocates  of  each  to  despise  and  reject  all 
the  rest.  To  me  it  appears  that  instead  of  militating  against  each  other,  they  all  harmonize 
and  concur,  and  that  all  may  with  Advantage  be  either  tried  or  adopted. 

Those  which  recommend  themselves  as  perfectly  feasible  are  the  following: — 

I.  — For  the  Relief  of  the  aged,  infirm,  and  helpless  Poor,  a Provision  by  parochial 

Assessment. 

II.  — For  the  Employment  of  the  able-bodied  Poor  — 

1.  Public  Works. 

2.  Domestic  Colonization. 

3.  Emigration. 

III.  — For  preventing  the  Recurrence  of  the  Evils  which  we  now  suffer  — 

1.  Education. 

2.  An  Absentee  Tax. 

I. — Poor  Law. 

The  Opponents  to  the  Introduction  of  a Poor  Law  divide  themselves  into  Three 
Classes.  Of  these  the  first  are  inimical  to  the  Principle  of  a Poor  Law  in  any  Shape.  They 
think  that  one  Man  has  no  Right  to  share  the  Fruits  of  another’s  Industry,  and  look  upon 
every  Act  of  Charity,  whether  public  or  private,  as  an  Offence  against  Societj’,  and 
every  charitable  Institution  as  a Nuisance,  tending  to  increase  the  Evil  which  they  attempt 
to  remedy,  and  to  induce  the  Poor  to  look  to  the  Benevolence  of  others  instead  of  their 
own  Frugality  and  Industry  for  Support.  In  the  Second  Class  are  those  whose  Aversion  to 
Poor  Laws  is  founded  upon  the  Abuses  of  their  Administration  in  England.  And,  lastly, 
there  are  others  who  shrink  from  their  Introduction  into  Ireland,  on  account  of  the 
Charge  which  would  thereby  be  entailed  upon  their  Estates. 

In  reply  to  the  first  Class  of  Reasoners  it  may  be  urged,  (although  a Reference  to  first 
Principles  ought  always,  if  possible,  to  be  avoided,)  that  the  Right  of  a Man  who  is  starving 
to  be  fed  is  prior  to  all  the  Rights  of  Property;  that  the  Forest  and  the  Field  were  originally 
open  to  all ; and  that  when  Society,  for  the  common  Good,  sanctioned  their  Appropriation 
by  Individuals,  it  neither  did  nor  could  defeat  his  Right  to  receive  the  Means  of  supporting 
Life  in  exchange  for  the  Labour  which,  in  a State  of  Nature,,  he  must  equally  have 
bestowed  upon  their  Acquisition.  With  reference  to  that  Portion  of  the  Poor  who, 
without  any  Fault  of  their  own,  have  become  incapable  of  earning  their  Subsistence,  it  is 
sufficient  to  know  that  a certain  Number  of  them  have  always  existed  and  always  must 
exist  in  every  Society,  however  prosperous,  and  that  the  Question  is  simply  whether  they 
shall  be  miserably  kept  alive  by  those  who  are  struggling  against  Poverty  themselves,  or 
whether  they  shall  be  maintained  at  the  Expense  of  those  who  are  well  able  to  bear  the 
Burden,  and  whose  Wealth  is  derived  from  the  Labours  of  the  Class  among  whom  such 
Objects  of  Compassion  are  found. 

Those  who  make  the  Maladministration  of  the  Poor  Laws  in  England  a Pretext  for 
resisting  their  Introduction  into  Ireland  are  bound  to  prove  that  the  same  Abuses  are 
necessarily  inherent  in  every  Plan  that  can  be  devised.  They  must  show  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  transplant  into  Ireland  a Law  of  Settlement  which  seems  to  have  been  framed  for 
the  Purpose  of  promoting  Litigation  and  preventing  the  free  Circulation  of  Labour;  the 
Incapacity  of  Overseers;  the  officious  Interference  of  Magistrates;  the  Encouragement  to 
the  Production  of  illegitimate  Children;  the  Jobbing,  Idleness,  and  Depravity  of  Work- 
houses;  the  System  of  Roundsmen  and  Allowances,  and  all  the  other  Regulations  by  which 
the  independent  Laboux-er  is  placed  in  a worse  Situation  than  the  Parish  Pauper,  and  the 
Character  of  the  English  Peasantx-y  is  degraded  and  demoralized.  For  my  own  Part,  I 
believe  it  perfectly  possible,  in  framing  a Poor  Law  in  Ireland,  to  avoid  all  these  Errors; 
but,  even  subject  to  these  Disadvantages,  I feel  persuaded  that  if  the  English  Poor  Laws 
had  been  adopted  in  Ireland  Fifty  Years  ago,  the  Situation  of  the  Peasantry  would  at  this 
Moment  have  been  compai’atively  enviable.  The  Effect  of  aix  Assessment  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Poor  must,  in  every  Country,  be  to  give  to  all  the  wealthier  Classes  a dix-ect  Interest 
in  pi-eventing  the  Growth  of  Paupei’ism.  In  Ii’eland,  on  the  contrary,  all  those  who  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  sub-letting  their  Land  have  been  Gainex-s  by  the  Increase  of  a 
pauper  Population,  inasmuch  as  while  such  Incx-ease  reduced  the  Value  of  Labour,  it 
augmented  the  Competition  for  Land;  and  the  other  Classes  of  Society  became  indifferent 
to  an  Evil  in  the  Correction  and  Suppression  of  which  they  had  no  imperative  Concei'n. 

The  Experience  of  England  would  seem  to  lend  some  Countenance  to  the  Alai-m  of  those 
who  think  that  a Poor  Rate  would  absorb  a large  Proportion  of  the  whole  Rental  of  Ireland. 
Upon  Consideration  of  the  Details  of  the  Plan  which  I have  taken  the  Liberty  to  lay 
before  the  Commissioners,  it  will  be  seen  that  these  Fears  ax-e  altogether  groundless.  The 
Amount  of  the  annual  Levy  for  the  Poor  being  in  great  Measure  discretionary  with  the 
Rate-payers,  there  is  much  more  Danger  of  its  being  too  limited  than  of  its  being 
excessive.  As  a further  Protection,  however,  against  the  undue  Increase  of  the  Poor

Rental.  If  Content  and  Comfort  could  be  purchased  for  the  poorer  ClasseTby  a ^ pecuniary  bfw  s'  O’Brfen 
Sacrifice  on  the  Part  of  the  Landlords,  no  Man  deserves  to  possess  Property  X would  7 Esq. 

not  wi  hngly  make  it  to  this  Extent.  But,  in  point  of  fact,  Measures  of  this  Kind  involve 

no  real  Sacrifice,  inasmuch  as  every  Improvement  in  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  bv  o-ivino- 
Security  to  lroperty  and  encouraging  the  Investment  of  Capital,  tends  greatly  to  increase 
the  Rent  and  the  Value  of  Land.  Even  upon  the  Principles  of  a selfish  ^Economy  it 
would  be  better  to  submit  to  a liberal  Contribution  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Poor,  than  to 
pay  the  enormous  Expense  at  present  incurred,  in  maintaining  the  Police  and  Military 
Force  required  for  the  Suppression  of  their  Discontent.  To  the  resident  Landholders  a 
Poor  Law  is  recommended  by  its  practically  operating  as  a Tax  upon  Absentees.  At 
present  the  whole  Burden  of  maintaining  the  Poor  falls  upon  the  resident  Gentry,  Farmers 
and  Peasantry,  so  that  a Measure  which  should  compel  the  Absentee  to  contribute  his 
fair  Proportion  to  a Fund  raised  for  their  Relief  would  be  one  highly  favourable  to  their 
jfnterest  It  l>as  been  calculated  that  Food  and  Assistance  of  other  Kinds  to  the  Amount  of 
not  less  than  2,000,000/.  Sterling  are  given  away  annually  in  private  Charity  in  Ireland.  Of 
this  Amount  a great  Portion  is  absorbed  by  sturdy  Vagrants,  a Class  not  less  remarkable 
for  their  Number  than  for  their  idle  and  profligate  Character.  Perhaps  this  Estimate  is 
exaggerated  • but  it  is  certain  that  considerably  less  than  Half  this  Sum,  if  judiciously  laid  out 
under  a well-organized  Provision  for  the  Poor,  would  be  sufficient  to  afford  adequate  Relief 
to  those  who,  being  really  destitute,  have  a just  Claim  upon  the  Compassion  of  Society. 

Appended  to  this  Paper  will  be  found  the  Outlines  of  a Bill  for  the  Relief  of  the  a<*ed, 
infirm,  and  helpless  Poor.  It  differs  in  some  Particulars  from  that  which  I had  the  Honour 
ot  introducing  into  Parliament,  and  is  still  probably  far  from  perfect.  The  Details  of  a 
Measure,  in  which  a single  false  Step  is  fatal,  cannot  be  too  rigorously  canvassed.  I shall 
here  take  the  Liberty  to  offer  a few  Remarks  explanatory  of  its  leading  Provisions. 

In  legis  ating  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  it  is  of  the  utmost  Importance  to  distinguish 
between  those  who  are  able  to  work  and  those  who  are  incapacitated  for  Employment, 
f °r  the  KLel'o{of  the  latter  a simP]e  parochial  Administration  seems  to  be  the  best  suited, 
because  the  Persons  intrusted  with  the  Distribution  of  the  Fund  ought  to  be  personally 
acquainted  with  the  Wants,  the  Claims,  and  the  Character  of  every  Applicant.  For  the 
other  Object,  of  providing  Employment  for  the  able-bodied  Poor,  a parochial  Organization 
is,  on  the  contrary,  the  worst  that  can  be  conceived.  The  Quantity  of  public  Work  in  any 
1 arish  upon  which  the  Poor  can  be  employed  with  Advantage  is  generally  extremely  limited, 
so  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  resort  to  those  Means  of  procuring  Employment  for  them 
which  m England  have  been  attended  with  such  pernicious  Consequences.  The  Measure 
under  Consideration  has  therefore  been  strictly  limited  to  the  Relief  of  those  who  are 
wholly  unable  to  maintain  themselves. 

In  the  Cases,  however,  of  those  Seasons  of  extraordinary  Scarcity  which  occasionally 
occur  in  Ireland,  it  is  proposed  that  the  Grand  Jury,  or  some  equivalent  Body  represent- 
ing the  Interest  of  the  whole  County,  should  have  the  Power  of  contributing  a Sum 
equal  to  the  Amount  raised  in  the  Parish  for  the  Relief  of  the  able-bodied  Poor,  and 
of  directing  their  Labour  to  some  Work  of  public  Utility.  A Provision  to  this  Effect 
may  either  be  embodied  as  a Clause  in  the  Bill,  or  perhaps  more  properly  may  be  made 
the  Substance  of  a collateral  Measure.  A Law  of  Settlement  is  a necessary  Accom- 
paniment to  the  Acknowledgment  of  a Right  in  any  Class  of  the  Poor  to  receive 
Assistance,  inasmuch  as  it  is  unjust  that  a Parish  should  be  legally  bound  to  support  any 
other  than  its  own  Poor.  A Law  of  Settlement  almost  of  Necessity  involves  Appeals, 

Removals,  and  Litigation  ; so  it  has  been  thought  safer  to  avoid  any  Recognition  of  this 
Right,  and  to  leave  the  Distribution  of  the  Poor  Funds  wholly  to  the  Discretion  of  a Com- 
mittee elected  annually  by  such  of  the  Parishioners  as  are  liable  to  the  Rate.  I am  fully  con- 
vinced that  such  a Measure  would  be  brought  almost  universally  into  practical,  effective,  and 
beneficial  Operation,  and  it  is  better  to  avoid  Recourse  to  a complex  and  dangerous. 

Machinery,  until  that  which  is  safe  and  simple  has  been  tried  without  Success.  Most  willino- 
should  I be  to  acknowledge  the  Right  of  the  helpless  Poor  to  Relief,  and  of  the  Destitute  to 
Employment,  if  by  such  an  Admission  their  Condition  could  be  practically  improved.  But 
in  the  present  Circumstances  of  Ireland  there  is  Reason  to  fear  that  the  Establishment  of 
mis  legal  Right  to  Assistance  would  bring  with  it  many  of  the  Inconveniences  of  the  English 
System,  and  give  rise  to  Claims  which  it  is  not  in  the  Power  of  Society  to  satisfy.  ° 

It  has  been  supposed  that  there  is  not  in  Ireland  the  Class  of  Persons  required  to 
administer  a Poor  Law.  I have  not  so  Iowan  Opinion  of  our  national  Probity  as  to 
concur  in  such  an  Opinion.  In  every  Country,  and  in  no  Place  more  than  England’s 
Metropolis,  public  Money  will  be  misapplied,  unless  the  Law  provide  adequate  Checks 
upon  those  through  whose  Hands  it  passes.  If,  indeed,  the  Poor  Law  were  to  be  framed 
upon  the  same  Principles  as  the  late  Cholera  Act  for  Ireland,  it  might  safely  be  predicted 
that  there  would  be  Abundance  of  Peculation.  But,  when  Persons  who  contribute  to  a 
Fund  have  a direct  Control  over  those  who  administer  it,  and  when  every  Part  of  the 
Expenditure  is  subjected  to  the  rigid  Scrutiny  of  public  Opinion,  a corrupt,  partial,  or 
improper  Application  of  the  Funds  will  not  long  be  tolerated. 

The  Principle  upon  which  the  Clause  regulating  the  Apportionment  of  the  Rate  has 
been  framed  is,  that  each  Person  should  contribute  to  it  in  proportion  to  his  Interest  in 
the  Property  assessed.  The  Occupier  will  be  liable  to  One  Third,  and  the  Owner  or 
(24.— App.)  R Owners 
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Paper  delivered  in  Owners  to  the  remaining  Two  Thirds  of  the  Rate.  It  may  be  said  that  the  industrious 

by  W.  S.  O’Brien,  Occupier  ought  not  to  pay  so  large  a Proportion.  If,  however,  he  contributed  less,  he 

Esq.  could  not  with  Propriety  be  entrusted  with  the  Distribution  of  the  Fund,  and  there  are 

but  few  Parishes  in  which  a Committee  of  Landlords  could  be  found  either  qualified 

or  willing  to  undertake  its  Administration.  It  is  also  of  great  Importance  that 
the  Occupiers  of  Land  should  have  a direct  Interest  in  preventing  the  Growth  of 
Pauperism.  Although  it  may  be  abstractedly  true  that  every  Charge  of  this  Kind 
ultimately  falls  upon  the  Landlord  in  the  Shape  of  a Deduction  from  Rent,  yet  it  is' 
obvious  that  the  immediate  Payment  of  a, Portion  of  the  Rate  will  give  to  the  Tenant  a 
Motive  sufficiently  strong  to  induce  him  to  make  every  Exertion  to  raise  the  Condition  of 
the  Poor,  with  the  View  of  diminishing  the  Amount  of  Poor  Rate.  It  is  somewhat  difficult 
to  determine  to  what  Proportion  of  the  Assessment  the  Farmer  ought,  in  strict  Justice,  to 
be  liable.  In  the  Case  of  small  Estates,  the  Interest  of  the  Tenant  is  often  as  great  as 

that  of  the  Landlord.  Upon  the  whole,  however,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Measure  will  be 

highly  beneficial  to  the  Tenantry,  because  it  is  in  point  of  fact  by  this  Class  that  the 
destitute  Poor  are  at  present  almost  altogether  supported. 

My  intelligent  and  judicious  Friend  and  Fellow  Labourer  in  this  Cause,  in  the  Project 
of  a Poor  Law  which  he  drew  up  last  Year,  proposed  that  the  parochial  Committee  should 
have  the  Power  of  laying  on  the  Rate  in  different  Proportions  in  different  Sections  of  a 
Parish,  upon  the  Principle  that  it  is  not  right  that  a Landlord,  whose  Property  by  good 
Management  has  been  kept  free  from  Pauperism,  should  be  called  upon  to  maintain  the 
Poor  who  belong  to  a neighbouring  Estate,  the  Proprietor  of  which  has  been  regardless 
of  their  Condition.  I am  not  sufficiently  convinced  that  such  a discriminating  Power  can 
• with  Safety  be  brought  into  practical  Operation  as  to  recommend  its  Adoption,  but,  as  the 
Principle  is  undoubtedly  just,  it  is  deserving  of  every  Consideration. 

An  Evil  of  no  small  Magnitude  arising  from  the  Absence  of  any  legal  Provision  for 
the  Poor  is  the  Impossibility,  until  such  a Provision  is  organized,  of  making  any  Effort 
to  check  the  Mendicancy  of  sturdy  Vagrants.  It  seems  to  be  only  just  that  a Parish,  which 
is  subject  to  an  Assessment  for  the.  Relief  of  its  own  Poor,  should  enjoy  some  Protection 
against  this  Class  of  Persons.  With  this  View  a Clause  had  been  framed,  of  a Character 
so  mild  that  it  can  scarcely  be  made  the  Instrument  of  Oppression,  by  which  the  Magistrates 
assembled  at  the  Petty  Sessions  for  the  District  may  afford  to  the  Parishioners  this 
Protection. 

II. — Public  Works. 

The  Expenditure  of  Money  raised  by  Taxation  in  the  Execution  of  Public  Works  is 
either  the  most  useful  or  the  least  beneficial  Mode  of  providing  Labour  for  the  unemployed 
Poor.  If  the  Work  be  one  which  opens  new  Facilities  to  the  profitable  Application  of 
Capital  and  to  the  Promotion  of  commercial  Intercourse,  it  confers  upon  the  industrious 
Classes  a signal  Benefit.  If,  on  the  contrary,  it  be  attended  with  no  permanent  Profit  or 
Advantage,  as  has  been  the  Case  with  many  Public  Works  in  Ireland,  upon  which  enormous 
Sums  have  been  expended,  the  temporary  Demand  for  Labour  which  it  creates  is  injurious 
rather  than  beneficial  to  the  working  Classes.  In  the  former  Case  new  Sources  of 
Employment  will  have  been  developed,  which  will  absorb  the  Labour  of  those  who  have 
been  engaged  in  its  Execution  ; in  the  latter  it  will  have  had  the  Effect  of  collecting  together 
a large  Number  of  Persons  who  will  be  left  after  its  Completion  in  a worse  State  than 
they  were  in  before  it  was  commenced,  and  the  Money  which  it  has  cost  will  have  been 
diverted  from  a Channel  in  which  it  would  have  been  employed  with  Profit  to  one  in 
which  it  yields  no  Return. 

England  is  almost  the  only  Country  in  the  World  in  which  there  is  such  a Superfluity 
of  Capital  that  the  Accomplishment  of  great  Works  of  public  Utility  can  be  safely  left 
to  unaided  private  Enterprise.  The  Success  with  which  Speculations  of  this  Kind  have 
been  attended,  has  produced  a strong  Reluctance  on  the  Part  of  Government  to  embark 
in  the  Execution  of  any  public  Work.  In  other  Countries,  more  especially  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  even  in  our  own  North  American  Colonies,  the  Government 
has  not  been  afraid  to  charge  itself  with  the  Expense  of  great  public  Improvements,  and 
to  take  Chance  for  being  repaid  by  the  reproductive  Fruits  of  the  Undertakings  themselves. 
In  Ireland  Capital  is  so  scanty,  Enterprise  so  languid,  and  intelligent  Co-operation  so  rare, 
that  if  we  wait  until  all  that  ought  to  be  done  is  effected  by  private  Adventure,  the 
Improvement  of  the  Country  will  be  retarded  many  Years  beyond  the  Period  which  a 
more  enlarged  and  vigorous  Policy  would  have  required  for  its  Advancement.  There  is 
no  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  which  a large  public  Expenditure  would  be  attended' 
with  so  productive  a Return  as  Ireland.  We  need  only  look  to  the  Results  which  have 
followed  the  opening  of  new  Lines  of  Road  in  Kerry,  Limerick,  Clare,  and  Galway,  and 
other  Counties  in  Ireland,  to  receive  Encouragement  to  proceed  with  Spirit  in  similar 
Undertakings.  The  Effect  has  been  in  several  Districts  to  increase  the  gross  Produce  of 
the  Land  to  an  Extent  that  is  almost  inconceivable ; and  it  is  obvious  that  the  Labourer, 
the  Farmer,  and  the  Landlord  cannot  be  enriched  without  a corresponding  Increase  in  the 
Demand  for  manufactured  Commodities,  and  in  the  Consumption  of  Articles  which  pay  a 
Duty  to  the  Revenue.  As  yet,  however,  but  little  has  been  done.  Every  Part  of  Ireland 
teems  with  Resources  to  which  Capital  has  never  been  applied,  and  from  which  its 
Inhabitants  derive  no  Benefit.  The  Waters  of  the  Shannon,  from  Lough  Allen  to  its; 

4 Mouth, 
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Mouth,  have  hitherto  been  almost  entirely  lost  to  the  Purposes  of  inland  Navigation;  yet  Paper  delivered  in 
it  appears  from  the  recent  Survey  of  a most  intelligent  Engineer,  that  at  an  Expense  quite  by  W.  S.  O'Brien, 
insignificant  when  compared  with  the  Magniture  of  the  Object,  this  noble  River  might  be  Esq. 

converted  into  a most  prolific  Tributary  to  the  Reservoir  of  national  Wealth.  ° 

When  Her  Majesty’s  present  Government  first  came  into  effect,  we  were  given  to  suppose 
that  in  their  Opinion  an  extensive  System  of  Public  Works  was  a better  Expedient  than 
a Poor  Law  for  improving  the  Situation  of  the  destitute  Poor  in  Ireland.  In  furtherance 
of  this  Opinion,  however,  all  that  they  have  as  yet  done  has  been  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  lend  Money  to  the  Amount  of  500,000?.,  upon  receiving  unexception- 
able Security  for  the  Repayment  of  both  Principal  and  Interest.  It  is  a Mockery  to  speak 
of  a Sum  like  this,  restricted  as  it  is  in  its  Application,  as  an  adequate  Agent  for  developing 
the  Resources  of  the  Country,  and  still  less  for  affording  Relief  to  the  unemployed 
labouring  Poor.  The  Power  of  lending  Money  for  public  Objects  might,  upon  the  Terms 
on  which  the  Commissioners  are  in  the  habit  of  granting  these  Loans,  have  been  unlimited, 
without  any  Risk  of  their  leaving  Ireland  greatly  their  Debtor.  But  if  it  really  be  the 
Object  of  Parliament  to  give  Food  to  the  starving  Labourer,  to  make  to  Ireland  some 
Compensation  for  the  enormous  Sums  withdrawn  by  her  Absentees,  the  Object  must  be 
attained  by  other  Means  than  by  a Loan  of  Half  a Million,  dealt  out  with  a thriftless 
Parsimony.  No  better  Proof  can  be  given  of  the  Utility  of  a Work  than  the  Willingness 
of  Persons  locally  interested  to  contribute  towards  its  Execution;  and  wherever  a Fund  is 
raised  for  any  useful  public  Work  by  private  Subscription  or  local  Taxation,  it  ought  to  be 
the  Principle  of  Parliament  to  charge  itself  with  a certain  Proportion  of  the  Expenses, 
taking  every  Precaution  that  the  Money  should  be  laid  out  under  the  most  skilful  Direc- 
tion and  the  most  economical  Management.  An  Expenditure  of  this  Kind  would  enrich 
instead  of  impoverishing  the  Exchequer.  To  carry  such  a Principle  into  beneficial  Opera- 
tion, it  would  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Powers  at  present  possessed  by  Grand  Juries  of 
raising  Money  for  public  Objects,  and  to  enable  them,  in  concert  with  the  Board  of  Works, 
to  grant  Presentments  for  the  Execution  of  Canals,  Railroads,  Embankments,  and  other 
Undertakings  of  public  Utility. 

III. — Domestic  Colonization. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  show  how  desirable  it  would  be  that  there  should  be  some 
Receptacle  to  which  a labouring  Man,  who  cannot  procure  Employment,  may  betake  himself 
as  a Refuge  against  Starvation  until  he  can  find  Work  elsewhere.  The  Circumstances  of 
Ireland  seem  to  be  peculiarly  favourable  to  the  Formation  of  Establishments  of  this 
Kind,  even  without  being  liable  to  the  Objection  of  diverting  Capital  from  a profitable  to 
an  unprofitable  Channel.  There  are  such  extensive  Tracts  of  unreclaimed  Bog  and 
Mountain,  which  Experience  proves  will  yield  an  encouraging  Return  to  the  Capital 
expended,  that  there  seems  to  be  little  Risk  in  attempting  their  Reclamation  by  means 
of  Establishments  similar  to  the  poor  Colonies  of  Holland.  By  Way  of  Experiment, 
therefore,  the  Grand  Jury  of  each  County  might  be  empowered  to  purchase  or  take  on 
Lease  a Tract  of  waste  Land,  with  the  View  of  bringing  it  under  Cultivation  by  means 
of  the  Labour  of  the  destitute  Poor.  A Committee  should  be  appointed  annually  to 
manage  the  Colony,  and  under  them  a good  practical  Farmer  should  be  placed  at  the 
Head  of  the  Establishment.  The  Buildings  and  Offices  should  be  of  the  simplest  and 
least  costly  Description.  No  Money  should  be  given  as  Wages  to  any  Person  until  he  was 
about  to  leave  the  Colony ; and  the  Diet  and  Treatment  of  the  Inmates  should  be  such  as 
to  sustain  Life  and  Health,  but  not  such  as  to  make  the  Establishment  a desirable  Residence 
which  a poor  Man  would  be  unwilling  to  leave.  The  Poor  employed  in  the  Colony 
should  be  admitted  upon  the  Recommendation  of  the  Relief  Committees  of  their  respective 
Parishes;  and  during  their  Stay  in  it,  the  Parish  sending  them  should  be  bound  to 
contribute  a certain  weekly  Sum  towards  their  Support.  If  well  managed,  which  from 
our  Experience  with  inspect  to  Gaols  and  Hospitals  in  Ireland  we  have  every  Reason  to 
hope  would  be  the  Case,  they  would  pay  their  own  Expenses ; and  among  the  indirect 
Benefits,  would  serve  as  excellent  agricultural  Model  Schools,  a Description  of  Institution 
much  wanted  in  Ireland.  Should  the  Experiment  be  found  to  succeed  in  the  Case  of  the 
County  Establishments,  it  would  be  easy  to  extend  to  the  Special  Sessions  for  the  Baronies, 
or  to  a Board  elected  by  the  Relief  Committees  of  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Barony,  the 
Power  of  establishing  similar  Colonies  for  the  special  Advantage  of  the  Poor  belonging 
to  such  Baronies. 

I V. — Emigration. 

Of  all  the  Means  by  which  the  Condition  of  the  able-bodied  Labourer  or  small 
Farmer,  who  is  unable  to  procure  a Livelihood  in  Ireland,  can  be  improved,  that  which  is 
the  most  efficacious  and  most  beneficial  to  himself  is  afforded  by  Emigration.  The  Name 
of  Country  is  indeed  endeared  to  every  one,  perhaps  to  none  more  than  to  those  who  owe 
it  the  least,  and  its  Relinquishment  must  always  be  painful;  but  when  it  is  a Question 
whether  a poor  Man,  in  the  full  Vigour  of  Health  and  Strength,  shall  pine  upon  the  scanty 
and  uncertain  Subsistence  which  Wages  at  Five-pence  or  Sixpence  a Day  will  give  him,  or 
whether  he  shall  live  in  Comfort  and  Plenty  in  another  Part  of  the  Empire,  with  the 
certain  Assurance  of  leaving  adequate  Means  of  Support  to  his  Family,  and  with  the

Prospect  of  becoming  a wealthy  Proprietor  of  the  Soil,  it  seems  almost  cruel  to  encourage 
a Prejudice  against  Emigration  which  may  be  inimical  to  his  Happiness  and  Independence. 
I am  not  one  of  those  who  deny  that  the  Soil  of  Ireland  is  capable  of  maintaining  in  Comfort 
a Population  much  more  numerous  than  that  by  which  it  is  at  present  inhabited.  But 
before  this  can  be  the  Case,  Changes  must  take  place  in  the  Habits  of  the  People,  in  the 
State  of  Agriculture,  and  in  the  Distribution  of  Property,  which  it  would  require  a 
Generation  to  accomplish  ; and  before  that  Time  arrives  such  Additions  will  be  made  to 
the  Population  as  will  fully  absorb  the  enlarged  Room  afforded  by  the  improved  Circum- 
stances of  this  Country.  In  the  meantime  no  one  will  deny  that  the  Population  is  in  excess 
in  reference  to  their  present  Means  of  Employment.  To  remove  this  Excess,  and  thereby 
to  ameliorate  the  Condition  both  of  those  who  go  and  of  those  who  stay,  Emigration  is  the 
easy,  simple,  and  natural  Agent.  Upper  Canada  alone,  according  to  the  best  Information, 
will  receive  annually  20,000  or  30,000  Labourers ; and  Lower  Canada,  New  Brunswick, 
and  Nova  Scotia,  would  each  take  off’  their  Proportion,  not  to  mention  the  more  distant 
Colonies  of  Great  Britain  or  the  United  States.  Nothing  more,  therefore,  is  required  than  to 
bring  these  Colonies  within  the  Reach  of  the  Irish  Labourer,  which,  on  the  Average  may  be 
done  at  the  Expense  of  about  51.  a Head  for  Adults,  and  Half  that  Sum  for  Children. 
The  Transfer  of  50,000  Persons  annually  would  in  a few  Years  raise  the  Wages  of  the 
Labourer  at  home,  and  would  exceed  rather  than  fall  short  of  the  Number  which  could  be 
removed  with  Advantage.  Let  us  suppose  that  15,000  Men,  and  as  many  Women,  with 

20,000  Children,  emigrate  annually,  the  total  Expense  of  the  Emigration  of  the  Poor 
would  be  200,000Z. ; viz.

Of  this  Sum  at  least  Three  Fourths  would  revert  to  the  Irish  Shipowner ; so  that  instead 
of  being  lost  to  the  Country  it  would  serve  to  vivify  one  of  the  most  important  Branches  of 
our  Trade.  It  is  a common  Mistake  to  suppose  that  where  the  Poor  emigrate  under  the 
Sanction  of  Government,  it  is  necessary  to  give  them  the  Means  of  establishing  themselves 
as  Settlers.  In  a Country  in  which  every  thing  is  new  to  him,  a poor  Man  cannot,  with 
Advantage,  undertake  farming  on  his  own  Account  until  he  has  had  the  Experience  of 
One  or  Two  Years  as  a Labourer.  It  is  sufficient,  therefore,  that  the  Emigrant  should  be 
assured  of  procuring  Employment,  at.  adequate  Wages,  upon  his  Arrivarin  the  Colony. 
Government  have  already  appointed  Agents  in  the  Ports  of  America,  whose  Duty  it  is  to 
point  out  to  Emigrants  the  Districts  in  which  their  Labour  will  be  best  paid,  and  to  facilitate 
their  Arrival  at  this  Destination.  They  ought  in  like  Manner  to  establish  Agents  in  the 
principal  Ports  of  Ireland,  whose  Business  it  should  be  to  diffuse  throughout  the  Country 
correct  Information  with  regard  to  the  Colonies,  to  co-operate  with  Landlords  wishing  to  aid 
their  poorer  Tenants  to  emigrate,  and  to  insure  to  the  Emigrant  Protection  against  the  Dis- 
appointment, Fraud,  and  Hardships  which  he  now  too  often  suffers  from  extreme  Ignorance. 
Of  the  whole  Amount  required  for  the  Emigration  of  the  destitute  Poor,  it  is  not  too  much 
to  expect  that  One  Half  should  be  paid  by  the  County  at  large,  the  remaining  Half  of 
the  Expense  being  borne  either  by  the  Landlords  whose  Estates  they  leave,  or  by  the 
Parishes  to  which  they  belong,  which  should  be  entitled  to  assess  themselves  for  this  Purpose. 
A regular  System  of  Emigration  of  this  Kind  would  altogether  put  a Stop  to  the  heartless 
Practice,  now  too  frequent,  of  turning  out  poor  Tenants  on  the  Roadside,  with  the  most 
merciless  Indifference  as  to  what  is  to  become  of  them.  Those  Landlords  who  are  engaged 
in  the  Process  of  what  is  called  “ clearing  their  Estates,”  would  have  then  no  Excuse  in 
not  providing  the  Means  of  Emigration  for  such  as  are  willing  to  go ; and,  as  a general 
Rule,  it  may  be  stated,  that  wherever  the  Condition  of  the  Tenantry  is  so  miserable  as  to 
make  them  a Burden  upon  the  Estate,  it  is  at  least  as  much  their  Interest  to  emigrate  as  it  is 
that  of  the  Landlord  to  part  with  them.  The  present  Position  of  Landlords  in  Ireland  is 
one  of  no  little  Difficulty.  It  frequently  happens  that  a Farm  of  ] 00  Acres,  which  was  let 
Forty  or  Fifty  Years  ago  to  Two  or  Three  Families,  is  delivered  up,  on  the  Expiration  of 
the  Lease,  with  Twenty  or  Thirty  Families  residing  upon  it  in  a State  of  the  most  abject 
Poverty.  Any  Attempt  to  improve  the  Condition  of  a Tenantry  so  circumstanced  by  other 
Means  than  Emigration  is  perfectly  hopeless,  unless  the  same  Landlord  (which  can  seldom 
be  the  Case)  possesses  a Tract  of  waste  Land  to  which  he  can  transplant  as  many  as  cannot 
remain  upon  the  Farm  with  Advantage.  In  such  Cases  it  is  for  the  Advantage  of  all 
Parties  that  a Part  of  the  Population  should  emigrate ; and  the  Landlord  would  almost 
always  find  it  his  Interest  to  make  a Sacrifice  of  One  or  Two  Years  Rent  of  the  Farm  to 
assist  such  Emigration.  To  complete  such  an  Identification  of  the  Colonies  with  the 
Mother  Country  as  would  entirely  remove  the  Prejudices  against  Emigration,  is  scarcely 
to  be  expected  while  the  little  Sympathy  exists  &Ven  between  the  different  Portions  of  the 
United  Kingdom;  but  under  a Government  which  should  equally  extend  its  parental 
Care  to  every  Part  of  its  Dominions,  a Removal  to  the  Colonies  would,  perhaps,  be  less 
painful  to  the  Feelings  of  the  Emigrant  than  a Change  of  Residence  from  Cork  to 
Londonderry,  or  from  Dublin  to  Edinburgh. 

V.— j Education. 
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V. — Education. 

All  the  Expedients  hitherto  suggested  can  only  be  considered  as  Palliatives  which  tend 
to  mitigate  the  existing  Disease,  but  do  not  entirely  destroy  its  Tendency  to  recur.  To 
effect  the  much  higher  Object  of  Prevention,  we  must  look  to  Education.  It  is  Education 
alone  which  will  permanently  raise  the  Character  of  the  People,  imbue  them  with  a Spirit 
of  Foresight  and  Prudence,  teach  them  what  they  owe  to  themselves,  and  at  the  same 
Time  furnish  them  with  the  Means  of  obtaining  that  Station  to  which  it  has  taught  them 
to  aspire.  By  Education,  I mean  not  a Spelling  Book  Instruction,  nor  even  the  classical 
and  arithemetical  Knowledge,  which  is,  perhaps,  found  more  extensively  among  the 
poorer  Classes  of  Ireland  than  of  any  other  Nation;  but  that  practical  useful  Instruction 
which  has  made  Scotland  what  we  now  see  her,  and  has  filled  with  Scotchmen  our  Farms, 
our  Gardens,  our  Manufactories,  and  every  Office  which  requires  the  Combination  of 
Intelligence  with  Trustworthiness ; an  Education  which  gives  a Knowledge  of  the  Duties 
and  the  Arts  of  Life,  and  thereby  engenders  Self-respect,  and  expands  the  Range  of  useful 
Occupation. 

lo  carry  into  effect  this  Object  there  ought  to  be  in  every  Parish  an  adequate  Provision 
for  elementary  Schools,  and  in  every  District  of  Academies,  in  which  a higher  Description 
of  Instruction  should  be  given.  The  latter  Kind  of  Institutions  ought  to  be  maintained 
partly  by  local  Funds,  whether  arising  from  private  Endowment  or  local  Assessment; 
partly  by  the  Contributions  of  the  Scholars,  and  partly  by  Parliamentary  Grants.  A 
certain  Sum  should  be  annually  allotted  for  this  Purpose,  by  which  all  the  public  Seminaries 
in  the  Kingdom  would  be  brought  under  the  Control  and  Revision  of  Parliament,  and  the 
Attention  of  the  Public  would  be  constantly  directed  to  their  Efficiency.  Of  course,  it 
is  not  to  be  expected  that  every  labouring  Man  can  attain  all  the  Advantages  of  a first- 
rate  Education ; but  it  is  obvious  that  every  Improvement  in  the  moral  and  intellectual 
Character  of  the  Class  which  is  immediately  above  the  Labourer,  must  greatly  tend,  by 
the  Force  of  Influence  and  Example,  to  raise  him  in  the  Scale  of  Civilization. 

With  reference  to  Parochial  Schools,  a Portion  of  the  Machinery  required  already  exists 
in  the  Establishment  of  a Board  of  Education,  divested  of  Sectarian  Tendencies ; and 
little  else  remains  to  be  done  than  to  enable  Parishes  to  raise  Funds  by  Assessment,  for 
the  Purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  Board  in  the  Promotion  of  Education.  The  same 
Power  might  be  extended  to  Grand  Juries,  and  to  corporate  Bodies  in  Towns,  with  the 
View  of  providing  Funds  for  the  Establishment  of  the  higher  Class  of  Seminaries  before 
described. 

The  truly  noble  Mind  rejoices  to  enter  a Race  in  which  it  is  a Contest  who  shall 
soonest  escape  the  dark  and  dreary  Regions  of  Ignorance ; but  I am  quite  aware  that  a 
System  of  general  Education,  which  would  give  to  the  Sons  of  the  Shopkeeper  or  Farmer 
more  Knowledge  than  the  Sons  of  many  Gentlemen  at  present  acquire,  would  not  be 
acceptable  to  those  who  seek  to  keep  their  own  Station  by  the  Inferiority  of  others.  The 
Day  of  Mental  Thraldom  is,  however,  past;  and  if  the  Government  does  not  entitle  itself 
to  the  Love  and  Gratitude  of  the  People  by  satisfying  their  increasing  Thirst  for  Instruc- 
tion, they  will  seek  and  obtain  Education  in  Channels  poisoned  by  Dislike  and  Contempt 
for  those  who  have  withheld  the  Cup  of  Knowledge  from  their  Lips. 

VI. — Absentee  Tax. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  about  One  Third  of  the  whole  Rental  of  Ireland  is  annually 
remitted  to  Absentees,  who,  with  a few  honourable  Exceptions,  perform  none  of  the  Duties 
which  the  Possession  of  Property  ought  to  involve.  It  is  in  vain  to  expect  that  any 
Country,  which  is  placed  in  a Condition  so  unnatural  should  be  either  tranquil  or 
flourishing.  The  Theorist  in  Political  Economy  may,  indeed,  announce  to  an  unemployed 
Population  and  a neglected  Tenantry,  that  it  is  indifferent  to  them  whether  their  Land- 
lord reside  in  Italy  or  in  Ireland ; but  the  untutored  Sense  of  Mankind  justly  repudiates 
such  a Doctrine  as  not  less  absurd  than  mischievous. 

So  many  Difficulties  obstruct  the  Imposition  of  a Tax  upon  Absentees  that  nothing  but 
a well-founded  Conviction  of  the  Impossibility  of  correcting  by  any  other  Means  an  Evil 
of  paramount  Magnitude  would  induce  reasonable  Men  lo  call  for  its  Adoption.  These 
Difficulties,  however,  are  not  insuperable ; and  the  continued  Indifference  of  Absentee 
Landlords  to  the  Claims  of  their  Irish  Estates  will  assuredly  leave  no  other  Alternative. 

It  is  said  that  a Tax  upon  Absentees  is  a Measure  opposed  to  the  Principles  of  personal 
Freedom  and  to  the  Right  which  every  Man  possesses  to  take  up  his  Abode  in  any  Part  of 
the  World  which  his  Choice  may  prefer.  If,  however,  an  Individual  may  lay  Claim  to  this 
Right,  Society  has  also  its  Claims ; and  when,  by  his  Abandonment  of  the  Duties  which  he 
owes  to  his  Property,  he  entails  upon  the  Community  Inconveniences  and  Injuries  which  his 
Residence  would  obviate,  it  is  only  just  that  he  should  make  some  Compensation  for  these 
Evils  in  return  for  the  Protection  which  that  Property  enjoys.  Let  us  take  an  Example 
drawn  from  real  Experience.  In  consequence  of  the  Absence  of  a great  landed  Proprietor, 
and  a Series  of  Oppressions  on  the  Part  of  his  Agent,  which  could  scarcely  have  taken 
place  if  he  had  been  resident,  a large  District  was  thrown  into  a State  of  Insurrection. 
Fires  blaze  in  every  Direction ; Blood  is  shed  in  Profusion;  and  the  temporary  Triumph  of 
the  Insurgents  calls  into  action  the  Elements  of  Convulsion  wherever  the  same  Cause  exists, 
(24.— -App.)  R 3 until 
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Paper  delivered  in  until  at  length  several  Counties  are  involved  in  the  Disturbance.  In  this  State  of  Things 
by  W.  S.  O’Brien,  it  is  the  resident  Gentleman  or  the  industrious  Farmer  who  is  the  chief  Sufferer.  His  Life 
Bsq.  is  not  safe ; his  House  is  a Fortification ; his  Family  live  in  a State  of  Siege ; his  Rents  are 

• unpaid;  his  Property  is  subjected  to  a heavy  Tax  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  increased 

Force  necessary  for  the  Restoration  of  Order.  What  Principle  of  Equity  would  be  violated 
if  the  Author  of  these  Sufferings  were  compelled  to  pay  a large  Proportion  of  the  Expense 
incurred  in  the  Suppression  and  the  future  Prevention  of  such  Calamities  ? The  same 
Experience  of  the  Evil  of  Absenteeism  applies  to  the  Employment  of  the  Poor,  the  Relief 
of  Destitution,  and  the  Performance  of  every  other  social  Duty.  It  is  only  an  Act  of  Justice 
as  well  to  the  Resident  as  to  the  Country  at  large  to  oblige  the  Absentees  to  make  some 
Reparation  for  these  Wrongs.  An  Absentee  Tax  will  have  this  Effect.  It  will  induce 
Proprietors  either  to  reside  upon  their  Estates  in  Ireland  or  to  sell  them  to  those  who  will 
do  so;  or  if  it  failed  to  produce  either  of  these  Effects,  it  will  at  least  secure  to  the 
Country  some  Indemnity  for  their  Desertion.  A Tax  of  Ten  per  Cent,  upon  4,000,000/. 
will  produce  400,000/.,  a Sum  which,  if  judiciously  applied  to  public  Objects,  would  be 
productive  of  the  most  beneficial  Change  in  the  Condition  and  Appearance  of  Ireland. 

I have  thus  endeavoured  to  lay  before  the  Commissioners  the  Results  of  much 
Reflection — of  an  Acquaintance  with  the  Miseries  of  my  Country,  only  too  extensive — 
and  of  the  deepest  Anxiety  for  their  Mitigation.  That  the  Opinions  are  sound  I cannot 
doubt,  because  they  are  those  of  some  of  the  ablest  Men  that  have  thought  or  written  for 
the  Benefit  of  Mankind ; and  I have  only  to  regret  that  in  bringing  together  Views  which 
have  hitherto  been  placed  in  opposition  to  each  other,  I have  not  executed  the  Task  with 
more  Ability. 

The  various  Services  of  a local  Nature  which  call  for  a liberal  Assistance  out  of  the 
Fund  of  general  Taxation,  including  some  I have  not  enumerated,  as  not  immediately 
bearing  upon  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  would  require  an  annual  Expenditure  of  little  short 
of  Half  a Million.  It  is  generally  supposed, -and  until  very  recently  I was  myself  under 
the  same  Impression,  that  Ireland  does  not  contribute  her  fair  Proportion  to  the  national 
Income.  After  a careful  Examination  of  the  Data  upon  which  this  Question  rests, — and 
which  for  obvious  Reasons,  cannot  be  discussed  in  a Paper  of  this  Kind, — I am  not  afraid 
to  say  that  this  Opinion  is  erroneous,  and  that  England  is  in  a financial  point  of  view, 
upon  Principles  of  international  Equity,  a Debtor  to  Ireland  to  at  least  this  annual 
Amount.  If  such  be  the  Case,  Government  cannot  be  too  careful  not  to  leave  Ireland 
just  Reason  to  complain  that  she  is  in  a worse  Situation  in  consequence  of  the  Union  than 
if  she  were  an  independent  Kingdom.  No  Sacrifice  on  the  Part  of  England  can  be  too 
great  by  which  her  Hostility  can  be  averted  and  her  Affection  conciliated.  Ireland  must 
be  either  the  Right  Arm  of  England’s  Strength,  or  the  vulnerable  Point  of  her  Weakness. 
The  Aspect  of  the  political  Horizon  every  Day  more  clearly  indicates,  that  unless  something 
be  done  to  ameliorate  the  Condition  of  the  poorer  Classes — to  bind  the  Two  Countries 
more  closely  by  the  Ties  of  Interest,  and  more  completely  to  identify  the  Mode  of  govern- 
ing them,  the  Question  of  a Dissolution  of  the  Union  will  not  long  remain  a political 
Chimera.  It  is  for  the  Commissioners,  in  the  Exercise  of  the  important  Trust  confided 
to  them,  to  recommend  such  Measures  as  shall  tend  to  interweave  . the  Sympathies  and 
consolidate  the  Union  of  the  Two  Kingdoms.

Outlines  of  a Bill  for  the  Relief  of  the  aged,  infirm,  and  helpless  Poor. 

Persons  residing  and  holding  Property  in  a Parish  on  account  of  which  they  have 
paid  Shillings  to  the  County  Cess  in  the  preceding  Half  Year,  or  out  of  which  they 

have  registered  a 10/.  Freehold,  shall,  upon  a Day  to  be  named  (or  in  default  of  a Meeting 
upon  such  Day,  upon  some  other  Day  or  Days  to  be  named  in  the  Act,)  assemble  and 
appoint  Two  v aluators,  (with  Room  to  call  in  an  Umpire,)  who  shall  make  a Valuation  of 
all  Lands,  Houses,  Fisheries,  Mines,  and  Compositions  for  Tithes  within  the  Parish. 

Penalty  upon  Persons  voting  at  such  Meeting,  or  at  any  other  Meeting  to  be  held 
under  this  Act,  without  being  qualified. 

Valuators  to  frame  their  Valuation  upon  the  full  yearly  Value  of  the  Property  to  be 
assessed.  They  may  be  guided  by  the  Valuations  already  effected  under  the  Tithe 
Composition  Act  and  the  Ordnance  Survey,  adding  thereto  the  Property  not  included  in 
these  Valuations. 

The  Valuation,  when  complete,  shall  be  drawn  out  in  the  Form  of  a Register,  in  which 
shall  be  specified  the  Names  of  the  Tenants  and  a Description  of  the  Tenements,  the 
Ploughlands  or  Streets  in  which  they  are  situated,  the  Rent  paid  by  the  occupying  Tenant 
to  his  immediate  Landlord,  and,  if  there  be  any  intermediate  Landlords  between  such 
Lessor  and  the  Owner  of  the  Fee,  their  Name  and  the  Rent  respectively  received  by  each 
Party  interested  in  the  Property. 

One  Copy  of  such  Register  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Petty  Sessions  for 
the  District,  and  shall  be  open  for  Inspection  at  all  Times  on  Payment  of  a Fee  of  Six- 
pence, and  without  Payment  of  any  Fee,  on  certain  Days  in  the  Week;  Parties  interested 
to  be  entitled  to  make  a Copy  of  such  Register. 

Persons 
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Persons  dissatisfied  with  the  Valuation,  either  as  too  high  in  their  own  Case,  or  as  too  low 
in  the  Case  of  others,  shall  be.  empowered  to  appeal  to  the  Justices  at  Quarter  Sessions,  jj 
who  may  amend  such  Valuation  upon  Evidence  of  its  being  incorrect.  Notice  of  Appeal  ^ 
to  be  given  to  Valuators;  Appeal  must  be  brought  within  Three  Months. 

A Copy  of  the  Register,  when  finally  completed,  with  the  Corrections  by  Quarter 
Sessions,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace.  Such  Valuation  shall  be  in  force 
for  Five  Years,  after  which  it  may  be  again  revised. 

Reasonable  Expenses  of  Valuations  to  be  paid,  but  no  other  Remuneration. 

All  Persons  occupying  or  owning  Property  valued  in  the  Register  at  the  yearly  Value 
of  51.  and  upwards  shall  be  deemed  liable  to  the  Poor  Rate,  and  shall,  within  a Period  to 
be  named  in  the  Act,  assemble  and  appoint,  by  open  and  equal  Vote,  a Committee  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  Five  and  not  more  than  Twenty  Persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  Rate- 
payers. The  principal  officiating  Ministers  of  such  Congregations,  of  whatever  Persuasion,- 
as  shall  have  a regular  Church  or  Chapel  within  the  Parish,  shall,  however,  be  ex  officio 
and  extraordinary  Members  of  the  Committee,  even  though  they  be  not  Rate-payers.  Com- 
mittee shall  remain  in  Office  for  One  Year.  Two  half-yearly  Meetings  of  the  Rate-payers 
shall  be  held,  the  one  on  the  5th  of  February,  the  other  on  the  5th  of  August,  in  each 
Year.  Committee  to  be  elected  annually  at  One  of  those  half-yearly  Meetings.  Five 
Members  of  the  Committee  to  form  a Quorum.  Committee  to  elect  One  of  their  Number 
as  Chairman,  who  shall  be  called  the  Guardian  of  the  Poor,  and  shall  be  the  responsible 
Agent  of  the  Committee.  They  shall  also  appoint  a Treasurer.  All  Drafts  on  the 
Treasurer  to  be  signed  by  at  least  Five  Members  of  the  Committee.  Committee  may 
appoint  a Clerk  at  an  annual  Salary  not  exceeding  51.,  and  may  provide  Stationery  at 
the  Expense  of  the  Parish. 

Committee  may  levy  a Rate  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  upon  all  Property  assessed  in 
the  Register  at  the  yearly  Value  of  51,  such  Rate  not  to  exceed  One  Shilling  in  the 
Pound ; Rate  to  be  collected  half-yearly ; not  more  than  Nine-pence  in  the  Pound  to  be 
allowed  for  Collection ; Collector  to  be  named  by  the  Committee  and  to  give  Securities. 

The  whole  Rate  to  be  collected,  in  the  first  instance,  from  the  occupying  Tenant,  who 
shall.be  entitled  to  deduct  Two  Thirds  of  the  Rate  so  paid  by  him  from  the  Rent  payable 
to  his  immediate  Lessor.  If  such  Lessor  be  himself  a Lessee,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
deduct  from  the  Rent  payable  to  his  superior  Landlord  such  a Proportion  of  the  Rate 
with  which  he  has  been  charged  as  the  Interest  of  such  superior  Landlord  bears  to  his  own 
Interest  in  the  Property  assessed.  When  the  Occupier  pays  to  his  Lessor  a Rent  less  than 
that  at  which  his  Tenement  has  been  valued  in  the  Register,  in  addition  to  the  One  Third 
of  the  Rate  to  which  as  Occupier  he  is  liable,  he  shall  only  be  entitled  to  deduct  from  the 
Rent  payable  to  his  Lessor  such  a Proportion  of  the  remaining  Two  Thirds  as  the  Rent 
actually  paid  by  him  bears  to  the  Rent  at  which  his  Tenement  is  valued  in  the  Register.* 

(It  will  be  for  the  Commissioners  to  consider  whether  Mortgages  ought  to  be  rendered 
liable  to  Poor  Rate.) 


* There  is  no  little  Difficulty  in  wording  the  Clauses  which  relate  to  the  Apportionment  of  the 
Rate  so  as  to  avoid  Obscurity.  In  the  Bill  which  I brought  into  Parliament  they  were  rendered 
unintelligible  by  a Misprint.  In  practice,  however,  when  once  the  Principle  is  understood,  no 
Difficulty  can  occur.  Thus,  suppose  the  Rate  imposed  be  9 d.  in  the  Pound,  the  occupying 
Tenant  will  deduct  from  his  Rent  6d.  in  the  Pound  ; suppose  his  immediate  Lessor  receives  3007. 
per  Annum  for  a Property  out  of  which  he  pays  to  a superior  Landlord  2007.  per  Annum,  he  will 
be  entitled  to  deduct  4 d.  in  the  Pound  from  such  Rent,  on  account  of  the  Poor  Rate ; and  so  in 
every  other  Case  in  proportion. 

From  the  Fear  of  being  too  prolix  I shall  abstain  from  giving  the  Details  of  the  various  other 
Measures  which  appear  to  me  necessary  for  the  Improvement  of  the  social  Condition  of  Ireland. 
I shall  therefore  do  no  more  than  recapitulate  their  Objects. 

I.  To  empower  Grand  Juries,  in  Times  of  extraordinary  Scarcity,  to  grant  Money  in  aid  of  the 
Rates  raised  by  Parishes  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  and  to  employ  the  Poor  so  relieved  upon 
Works  of  public  Utility. 

II.  To  enable  Grand  Juries  to  establish  Colonies  for  the  Reclamation  of  Waste  Lands. 

III.  To  enable  Grand  Juries  to  present  Money  for  Public  Works,  such  as  Canals,  Railroads, 
Embankments,  Drainage,  &c.  and  to  empower  the  Board  of  Works  to  grant  for  these  Objects  a 
Sum  equal  to  that  raised  by  County  Assessment,  the  Execution  of  the  Works  being  placed  under 
their  Superintendence,  subject  to  a final  Account  to  the  Grand  Jury. 

IV.  To  empower  Parishes  to  raise  Money  for  the  Purpose  of  enabling  their  destitute  Poor  to 
emigrate,  and  to  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  under  the  Sanction  of  the  Treasury, 
to  grant  a Sum  equal  to  that  raised  by  the  Parish  in  aid  of  such  Emigration. 

V.  To  enable  Parishes  to  raise  Money  by  Assessment,  for  the  Purpose  of  establishing  parochial 
Schools,  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Education  to  grant  such  Sums  as  they  shall  think  fit  in 
aid  of  such  Schools,  reserving  to  themselves  a Control  over  the  Application  of  the  Money  so 
granted  by  them. 

. VI.  To  enable  Grand  Juries  and  Corporate  Bodies  in  Towns  and  Cities  to  grant  Money  in  aid 
of  District  Institutions  established  for  the  Purposes  of  Education. 

VII.  To  render  liable  to  a Tax  of  per  Cent,  upon  their  annual  Incomes,  all  Persons  (Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  and  Persons  in  certain  Offices  excepted)  who  shall  not  have  resided  in  Ireland 
Six  Months  within  the  preceding  Year,  provided  the  Incomes  of  such  Persons  exceed  a Year  ; 
the  Produce  of  this  Tax  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Funds  raised  by  Assessment  for  public 
Purposes  in  the  County  or  City  in  which  their  Properties  are  situated.

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Paper  delivered  in  The  Committee  shall  decide  who  are  proper  Objects  for  Relief,  but  no  Relief  shall 
by  YV.  S.  O’Brien,  be  granted  except  to  those  who  are  either  blind,  deaf,  dumb,  afflicted  with  any  permanent 
Esq.  Disease,  aged  and  unable  to  work,  Orphans  or  deserted  Children,  or  Widows  incapable  of 

earning  a Subsistence,  such  Persons  being  wholly  destitute  and  unable  to  support 

themselves. 

Committee  shall  frame  a List  of  the  Persons- receiving  Relief,  in  which  shall  be  stated 
the  Reasons  for  giving  such  Relief,  and  its  weekly  Amount;  One  such  List  shall  be 
affixed  in  the  Room  for  holding  Petty  Sessions  for  the  District,  One  in  the  principal 
Protestant  Church,  and  One  in  the  principal  Roman  Catholic  Chapel  in  the  Parish ; such 
Lists  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  Five  Members  of  the  Committee.  If  any  Change  be 
made  with  respect  to  the  Persons  receiving  Relief  in  the  Amount  of  Relief  given,  a 
corresponding  Alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  List.  Penalty  on  not  furnishing  such  Lists. 

Two  Justices  of  the  Peace  at  Petty  Sessions  may,  upon  Application  by  any  Member  of 
the  Relief  Committee,  commit  to  Prison,  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  One  Week,  Persons 
found  begging  in  the  Parish,  provided  it  be  proved  to  their  Satisfaction  that  such  Persons 
are  idle  Vagrants,  or  that  they  have  the  Means  of  maintaining  themselves  from  other 
Sources. 

The  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  or  City  may  divide  or  unite  Parishes  for  the  Purposes 
of  this  Act,  such  Unions  or  Divisions  to  be  in  all  respects  considered  as  One  Parish. 

In  Cities  and  Towns  the  Committees  may  grant  such  Portion  of  the  Rates  as  they  think 
fit  in  aid  of  Mendicity  Societies. 

All  Funds  bequeathed  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parish,  and  not  specially  placed  at  the  Dis- 
position of  other  Trustees,  shall  be  subject  to  the  Administration  of  the  Parochial  Relief 
Committee. 

Immediately  after  the  half-yearly  Meeting  in  February  a Statement  of  the  Receipts  and 
Expenditures  for  the  preceding  Year,  in  which  shall  be  specified  the  Rate  levied,  the 
Number  of  Persons  relieved,  and  all  the  Expenses  in  detail,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  by  the  Treasurer.  An  Abstract  of  all  such  Accounts  shall  be  laid 
before  Parliament  every  Year  within  Three  Months  of  the  First  Day  of  its  Meeting. 

Here  will  follow  the  usual  Clauses  for  the  Recovery  of  the  Rates  and  Penalties. 


Outline  of  the  System  according  to  which  the  General  Valuation  of 
Ireland,  under  the  6th  & 7th  Will.  IV,  Cap.  84.,  is  carried  into  effect. 
By  Richard  Griffith,  Esquire,  Commissioner  of  Valuation, 

The  general  Valuation  of  Ireland,  placed  under  my  Direction,  is  regulated  by  a Scale 
of  Prices  for  Agricultural  Produce  introduced  into  the  Valuation  Act,  6 & 7 W.  IV. 
Cap.  84;  which  Scale  of  Prices  was  founded  on  the  average  Prices  of  Agricultural 
Produce  throughout  the  principal  maritime  Markets  of  Ireland,  during  a given  Period, 
yvh,en  the  Value  of  Agricultural  Produce  was  considered  to  be  low.  Thus,  the  Scale 
of  Prices  being  taken  from  the  actual  average  Value  of  each  Commodity  may  be 
considered  to  be  relative,  whether  the  average  Prices  at  the  present  or  a future  Time  be 
higher  or  lower. 

In  carrying  the  Valuation  into  effect  the  Object  to  be  attained  was,  that  all  Lands 
throughout  Ireland  should  be  valued  relatively,  according  to  the  Schedule  of  Prices  for 
Agricultural  Produce  contained  in  the  Act;  and  that  the  same  Scale  of  Value  adopted  in 
the  Northern  Counties  should  be  continued  throughout,  so  that  the  Lands  of  the  Counties 
of  Derry  and  Antrim,  which  were  first  valued,  and  those  of  Cork  and  Kerry,  which  will 
be  the  last,  shall  be  found,  on  the  Completion  of  the  Work,  to  be  relatively  valued,  all 
the  peculiar  local  Circumstances  of  each  being  taken  into  consideration. 

Previously  to  commencing  the  Valuation  of  the  Counties  of  Derry  and  Antrim,  in  the 
Year  1830,  I ascertained  that  the  general  average  Prices  for  Agricultural  Produce 
throughout  the  principal  Markets  of  Ireland,  for  the  preceding  Five  Years,  were  One 
Eighth,  or  2s.  6d.  in  the  Pound,  higher  than  those  contained  in  the  Act;  and  consequently 
the  Amount  of  Valuation,  according  to  the  Act  Prices,  should  be  in  each  Case  One  Eighth 
less  than  if  the  Valuation  were  made  according  to  the  then  Prices. 
t In  order  to  carry  out  this  Principle,  I found  it  necessary  to  relieve  the  Minds  of  the 
Valuators  from  all  Care  relative  to  the  Act  Prices,  and  desired  them  to  confine' their  Views 
to  the  Determination  of  the  Value  of  the  Land  under  Consideration  according  to  the 
Quality  of  the  Soil,  without  Reference  to  particular  local  Circumstances,  the  Object  to  be 
obtained  being  that  the  Scale  of  Value  for  certain  Qualities  of  Land  in  an  ordinary 
Situation,  adopted  in  the  Counties  of  Derry  and  Antrim,  should  be  preserved ; and  to 
ascertain  that  this  has  been  effected,  I am  in  the  habit  of  sending,  for  the  Purpose  of 
Comparison,  some  of  the  best  Valuators  who  had  not  been  employed  in  the  Commencement, 
from  the  Midland  Counties,  where  they  are  now  engaged,  to  the  Counties  of  Derry  and 
Antrim,  and  other  Northern  Counties,  to  value  certain  Townlands , the  Value  of  which  had 
been  well  ascertained;  and  I have  had  the  Satisfaction  to  find  that  those  Checks  have  in 
£ll  Cases  proved  satisfactory ; and  I have  no  Doubt  that  the  Valuators  at  present  employed 
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in  the  Western  and  Southern  Counties  are  valuing  the  Land  on  the  same  Scale  as  that  on  System  of 
which  we  commenced.  Valuation,  Ireland. 

This  primary  Valuation  is  subsequently  modified,  so  as  to  suit  it  to  all  the  local  Circum-  

stances  of  the  District  in  which  the  Land  under  Consideration  is  placed,  the  Groundwork 
of  such  Modification  being,  in  each  Case,  the  gross  Value  of  the  Produce  per  Acre, 
according  to  the  System  of  Agriculture  which  prevails  in  the  District;  and  in  this  respect, 
very  considerable  Variations  are  observable  in  different  Districts,  though  the  Price  of 
Agricultural  Produce  in  each  may  be  nearly  the  same. 

Thus,  if  we  calculate  the  Value  of  the  Produce  of  100  Acres  of  Arable  Land,  as  culti- 
vated by  ordinary  Farmers  in  the  Counties  of  Roscommon,  Mayo,  or  Galway,  we  find  that 
it  is  less  by  about  Fifty  per  Cent,  than  the  Value  of  Produce  raised  from  Soils  of  similar 
Quality  and  Depth,  as  farmed  in  the  Counties  of  Down,  Antrim,  Armagh,  &c. ; and  hence, 
though  th#  Price  of  Agricultural  Produce  at  the  Markets  of  Roscommon,  Boyle,  Castlerea, 

Westport,  Ballina,  Galway,  Tuam,  &c.,  do  not  vary  more  than  Seven  or  Eight  per  Cent, 
from  those  of  Downpatrick,  Armagh,  Antrim,  or  Ballymena,  the  Value  of  Land,  owing  to 
the  Difference  in  the  System  of  Agriculture,  varies  full  Fifty  per  Cent.;  and  yet  the 
Farmers  of  the  Western  Counties,  who  pay  say  20s.  per  Acre  for  their  Land,  are  not 
nearly  as  well  off  as  those  of  the  Counties  of  Down,  Armagh,  &c.,  who  pay  30s.  an  Acre  for 
Land,  similar  in  Quality  and  general  Circumstances. 

I -would  observe  that  the  Value  set  on  Land  by  the  Valuators  employed  on  the  general 
Valuation  is  proportioned  to  the  Value  of  the  Produce,  according  to  the  following  Scale: —

The  Proportion  which  the  Rent  should  bear  to  the  Produce,  on  good  Arable  Lands,  has 
usually  been  set  down,  in  Scotland,  at  One  Third,  and  for  inferior  Lands  at  One  Fourth ; 
and,  taking  this  as  the  Key,  it  would  appear  that  what  I call  high  Rents  would  be  con- 
sidered fair  Rents,  or  even  moderate,  in  many  Parts  of  Scotland.  But  we  must  take  into 
account  the  imperfect  State  of  Agriculture  in  our  most  improved  Districts  as  compared  to 
the  Lothians,  Berwickshire,  or  Roxburghshire ; and  if  the  Labour  be  the  same,  and  the 
Produce  much  less,  the  Rent  should  be  reduced  in  proportion,  to  cover  the  extra  Cost  pf 
Production.  The  same  Argument  is  applicable,  but  in  an  increased  Ratio,  to  poor  and 
undrained  Lands,  where  Agriculture  is  in  a backward  State;  and  accordingly  suitable 
Reductions  have  been  made, 

In  Pasture  Lands  the  Proportion  of  Rent  to  Produce  is  materially  increased,  because 
the  Cost  of  Production  is  comparatively  trifling ; it  will  consist  chiefly  in  Interest  of  Capital 
invested  in  the  Purchase  of  Stock,  and  the  Loss  by  Casualties. 

The  general  Instructions  given  by  me  to  the  Valuators  were,  that  they  should  value  the 
Land  on  a liberal  Scale ; that  is  to  say,  in  the  same  Manner  as  if  employed  by  one  of 
the  principal  Landlords  of  the  Country,  who  was  about  to  let  the  Lands  to  solvent 
Tenants,  on  Leases,  say  of  Twenty-one  Years.  That  they  were  to  judge  of  the  Value 
of  the  Land,  not  only  by  its  Appearance  to  the  Eye,  but  by  digging  up  the  Surface ; 
and  by  .this  Means  ascertain  the  Nature,  Quality,  and  Depth  of  the  Soil,  and  the  Quality 
of  the  Subsoil.  That  Land  of  the  same  Quality  and  Circumstances,  in  the  same  Locality, 
though  badly  farmed,  was  to  be  valued  at  the  same  Rate  as  similar  Lands  well  farmed, 
clean,  and  in  good  Order;  but  that  all  permanent  Improvements,  such  as  Drains,  good 
Fencing,  good  Roads,  &e.,  were  to  be  taken  into  consideration : by  this  Means  the 
industrious  Farmer,  who  tilled  and  manured  his  Land  well,  would  not  be  taxed  more  than 
his  indolent  Neighbour,  who  was  similarly  circumstanced,  but  who  did  not  take  Advantage 
of  his  Situation. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  Land,  clean  and  in  a high  State  of  Cultivation,  may,  by 
imperfect  Tillage  and  a Succession  of  White  Crops,  be  deteriorated  in  a few  Years;  and 
consequently  it  would  be  unjust,  in  a permanent  Valuation,  to  rate  the  Land  high  solely  on 
account  of  its  being  well  cultivated  at  the  Time  the  Valuation  was  made.  On  the  other 
hand,  Land  which  is  in  a bad  State,  owing  to  Mismanagement,  should  not  be  valued  quite 
as  low  as  its  present  Condition  would  suggest. 

Lands  which  have  never  been  tilled  are  valued  as  Pasture,  though  from  the  Nature  of 
the  Soil  and  Subsoil  they  may  be  capable  of  being  tilled  and  improved.  Such  Land  is 
valued  at  a Price  per  Acre  proportioned  to  the  Number  of  Cattle,  Sheep,  &c.  it  may  be 
capable  of  grazing  during  the  Year,  the  Price  per  Head  being  regulated  according  to  the 
usual  Price  per  Head  paid  in  the  Neighbourhood  for  grazing,  the  Quality  of  the  Herbage 
being  taken  into  consideration.  Of  course,  where  the  Soil  and  Subsoil  are  good,  the 
Quality  of  the  Herbage  will  be  superior,  and  the  Value  will  be  regulated  accordingly.  I 
(24. — App.)  S have 
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System  of  have  entered  into  this  Detail,  in  consequence  of  an  erroneous  Opinion  having  prevailed. 
Valuation,  Ireland,  that,  in  the  general  Valuation,  Lands  were  valued  at  the  same  Rate,  according  to  their 

natural  Quality,  whether  improved  and  cultivated  or  in  a State  of  Nature ; but  this  is  not 

the  Fact,  the  Land  being  valued  in  each  Case  at  the  Rate  it  would  reasonably  let  for  by 
Lease  to  a solvent  Tenant  in  the  State  in  which  it  is  found. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  enter  into  all  the  Detail  of  the  System  that  has  been 
adopted  in  carrying  the  Valuation  into  effect,  as  such  Detail  is  given  at  Length  in  my 
Book  of  Instructions  to  the  Valuators.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  observe,  generally,  that  in 
commencing  the  Valuation  of  a County,  it  is  usual  to  divide  it  among  a certain  Number  of 
Valuators,  in  proportion  to  its  Extent,  giving  to  each  a Barony  or  District  to  value.  Every 
Barony  is  divided  into  Parishes  and  Townlands  on  the  Ordnance  Maps ; in  addition  to 
which  these  Maps  distinguish  all  Bogs,  Lakes,  Rivers,  and  Streams,  all  Roads,  Bye  Roads, 
and  Plantations,  together  with  all  the  principal  Divisions  of  Fields. 

In  commencing  the  Valuation,  the  Valuator  divides  the  Townland  under  consideration 
into  a Number  of  Lots,  according  to  the  Variation  of  the  Qualities  of  the  Soil  and  Subsoil, 
taking  care,  in  Arable  Districts,  that  no  Lot  shall  contain  more  than  Fifty  Acres  Statute 
Measure,  and  that  the  Boundaries  of  each  of  the  Lots  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  coincide  with 
the  Boundaries  of  Farms.  Having  dug  up  the  Soil  in  many  Places,  in  the  first  Lot,  and 
made  up  his  Mind  as  to  its  Value,  from  a careful  Inspection  of  the  Quality  and  Depth  of 
the  Soil,  and  the  Nature  of  the  Subsoil,  he  enters  his  Opinion  of  its  Value  in  the  Field 
Book,  and  marks  it  Lot  No.  1.,  and  he  at  the  same  Time  dots  round  the  Boundaries  of  the 
Lot  on  the  Map,  and  marks  it  also  No.  1.  In  this  Manner  he  proceeds  through  the 
Townland,  and  in  continuation  through  the  Barony  or  District. 

When  the  Valuation  of  a Barony  is  completed,  the  Field  Books  and  Field  Maps  are 
sent  to  my  Office  in  Dublin ; and  subsequently,  on  the  Receipt  of  the  Field  Books  and 
Maps  of  an  entire  County,  the  second  Operation,  or  check  Valuation,  is  commenced  by 
my  sending  down  a Valuator,  in  whose  Experience  and  Judgment  I place  great  Reliance, 
to  revalue  a certain  Portion  of  each  of  the  Districts  within  the  County.  This  Valuator 
uses  the  same  Maps,  and  values  each  Townland  according  to  the  same  Lots  or  Subdivisions, 
adopted  by  the  first  Valuator;  but  he  has  no  Access  to  the  Field  Books  which  contain  the 
Prices  of  the  first  Valuator.  The  check  Valuator,  according  to  Circumstances,  revalues 
from  One  Fourth  to  One  Sixth  Part  of  each  Barony  or  District ; and  when  he  has  com- 
pleted his  Work,  his  Valuations  are  placed  in  a tabular  Form  opposite  to  those  of  the 
original  Valuator  for  Comparison. 

Where  considerable  Differences  occur  between  the  original  and  check  Valuations,  which 
sometimes,  though  rarely,  happens,  a second  check  Valuator  is  sent  to  revalue  the  same 
Townlands  in  the  District  in  which  the  Differences  occur;  and  if  the  Two  check  Valuations 
agree,  which  is  almost  usually  the  Case,  the  Prices  of  the  First  Valuation  are  altered 
relatively,  and  thus  made  to  agree  with  those  of  the  check  Valuations.  By  this  Means 
the  Valuation  of  the  several  Baronies  of  the  County  are  reduced  to  one  relative  Scale,  for 
Land  in  an  ordinary  Situation. 

'I  he  next  Consideration  is  the  Allowance  to  be  made  for  local  Circumstances,  all  of 
which,  whether  they  be  in  Addition  or  Deduction,  are  considered. 

Allowances  in  Addition. 

1st. — They  are  made  in  consequence  of  Vicinity  to  Cities  or  Towns. 

2d. — Vicinity  to  Limestone  Quarries,  to  Sea  Manure  or  Turbary. 

3d. — Good  Roads  to  Market,  to  Sea  Manure,  or  Turbary. 

4th.— Climate,  which  includes  a moderately  elevated  Situation,  and  Shelter  from 
injurious  Winds. 

In  maritime  Districts,  say  within  Eight  Miles  of  a good  Market  and  Seaport,  Land  in 
an  ordinary  Situation,  for  the  Reasons  already  mentioned,  is  reduced  2s.  6d.  in  the  Pound, 
to  bring  it  to  the  Scale  of  the  Act.  Approaching  within  say  Four  Miles  of  a considerable 
Town,  an  Increase  of  say  Is.  in  the  Pound -is  made,  on  account  of  superior  Advantage  of 
Situation,  arising  from  the  Facility  of  procuring  Manure,  Vicinity  to  Markets,  &c. 
Approaching  still  nearer,  the  Value,  on  account  of  Town  Influence,  is  proportionably 
increased,  within  Two  Miles,  to  8s.  6d .;  at  One  Mile,  to  14s.;  at  Half  a Mile,  26s.;  and 
the  Gardens  close  to  the  I own,  to  40s.  in  the  Pound;  that  is,  Land  which  in  an  ordinary 
Situation  is  valued  at  20s.  per  Acre,  is  increased  to  60s.  when  close  to  a maritime  Town 
containing  from  Seventy  thousand  to  One  hundred  thousand  Inhabitants. 

In  like  Manner,  Additions,  though  on  a more  moderate  Scale,  are  made  for  Land 
approaching  smaller  Towns  and  Villages;  and  Tables  for  this  Purpose,  referable  to  Towns 
of  all  Sizes,  have  been  constructed  to  assist,  but  not  absolutely  to  limit,  the  Jud«ment  of 
the  Valuators.  ° 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Scale  of  Addition  for  Town  Influence  does  not  reach  the 
full  Rent  paid  for  Convenience,  or  what  is  called  Accommodation  Land,  the  Land  being 
valued  as  if  rented  by  a 1’armer  for  the  Production  of  ordinary  Crops,  under  the  most 
favourable  Circumstances. 

Deductions  to  be  made  on  account  of  Local  Circumstances. 

The  Principle  upon  which  Deductions  are  made  from  the  Value  of  Land,  as  compared 
with  Land  of  the  same  Quality  in  an  ordinary  Situation,  is  similar  to  that  which  regulates 
the  Increase. 

The 
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The  Circumstances  tending  to  diminish  the  Value  being — 

1st. —Distance  from  Markets  for  the  Sale  of  Produce. 

2d. — Difficulty  of  Access  to  Markets,  on  account  of  bad  Roads. 

3d. — Distance  from  Lime,  Sea  Manure,  or  Turbary. 

4th. — Elevation,  Aspect,  Exposure  to  injurious  Winds,  &c. 

In  regard  to  Markets,  as  the  Average  of  the  Seaport  Markets  were  those  from  which  the 
Seale  for  Agricultural  Produce  contained  in  the  Act  was  formed,  in  determinino-  the 
Amount  of  Deduction  to  be  made  from  Land  in  an  ordinary  Situation,  say  Five 'Miles 
from  a Market  Town  in  the  Interior  of  the  Country,  the  Difference  between  the  Market 
Value  of  Agricultural  Produce  at  that  Town,  as  compared  to  the  Seaport  Markets,  is 
first  determined.  Thus,  in  many  interior  Markets,  the  Prices  vary  from  Is.  to  Is.  6d.  in 
the  Pound  below  the  maritime  Markets.  For  example,  when  the  Difference  is  Is.  6d. 
in  the  Pound,  the  Deduction  from  Land  in  an  ordinary  Situation  in  the  Neighbourhood 
of  such  a Town,  instead  of  being  2s.  6d.,  will  be  4s.  in  the  Pound,  to  bring  it  to  the  Act 
Price ; and  where  the  Distance  from  the  local  Market  is  say  Thirty  Statute  Miles,  the 
Deduction  will  be  about  5s.  in  the  Pound,  and  so  on  in  proportion. 

Similar  Deductions  are  made  for  Land  in  elevated  and  exposed  Situations,  varying 
from  2s.  to  5s.,  and  in  some  Cases  as  much  as  10s.,  in  the  Pound,  over  and  above  the 
other  Deductions.  Thus  Arable  Lands  of  similar  Quality  and  Depth  of  Soil,  one  situated 
within  Ten  Miles  of  the  City  of  Derry,  and  the  other  at  an  Elevation  of  600  Feet,  in  the 
Mountains  of  the  Western  Part  of  the  County  of  Tyrone,  would  each  be  valued  in  the 
first  Instance  at  say  1 6s.  an  Acre ; to  reduce  that  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Derry  to 
the  Scale  of  the  Act,  One  Eighth,  or  2s.  6d.,  would  be  deducted,  making  the  Valuation 
according  to  the  Act  14s.  per  Acre;  but  from  the  other  the  Deduction  would  be  first  on 
account  of  Distance  from  Market,  Is.  6d.  in  the  Pound  over  and  above  that  near  Derry, 
next,  for  Elevation  and  bad  Climate,  say  2s.  6d.  in  the  Pound,  making  altogether  a 
Deduction  of  6s.  6d.  in  the  Pound;  and  thus  the  Land  originally  valued  at  16s.  per  Acre 
is  reduced,  on  account  of  local  Circumstances,  to  10s.  10 d. 

According  to  this  System,  Allowances,  whether  in  Addition  or  Deduction,  are  made  in 
all  Districts  on  account  of  local  Circumstances. 

The  whole  of  the  Allowances,  whether  in  Addition  or  Deduction,  an  account  of  local 
Circumstances  being  made  for  an  entire  Barony  or  County,  a Schedule  of  the  Amount  of 
the  Valuation  of  each  Townland,  so  corrected,  is  prepared  ; but  as  only  One  Fourth  to 
One  Sixth  of  the  whole  Lands  is  checked,  and  fearing  lest  any  Error  of  Importance  should 
have  escaped  the  Observation  of  the  Valuator,  I am  in  the  habit  of  sending  an  intelligent 
Person  into  the  County  under  Consideration,  who  is  directed  to  show  the  Schedule  of  the 
Valuation  to  the  principal  Landed  Proprietors  or  Agents  of  the  District,  and  to  ask  their 
Opinion  as  to  whether,  in  their  Judgment,  the  relative  Value  of  the  different  Townlands 
has  been  preserved.  As  in  the  Course  of  this  Investigation  many  Pei’sons  are  consulted, 
several  Opinions  will  be  given  respecting  the  relative  Value  of  certain  of  the  Townlands ; and 
if  it  appears  that  some  of  the  particular  Townlands  are  considered  to  have  been  unequallv 
valued,  as  compared  to  others,  another  Valuator  is  sent  to  revalue  those  Townlands,  by 
which  Means  I am  enabled  to  determine  whether  an  Alteration  should  or  should  not  be 
made  in  the  Amount  of  the  Value  of  the  Townlands  in  question. 

Having  gone  through  this  Ordeal,  Schedules  containing  the  Amount  of  the  Valuations 
of  the  several  Parishes  and  Townlands  in  each  Barony  are  printed  and  distributed  as 
prescribed  by  the  Act.  Special  Vestries  are  then  summoned  to  meet  in  each  Parish,  to 
consider  the  Propriety  of  appealing  against  any  Part  of  the  Valuation,  as  compared  with 
another ; and  subsequently  the  Committees  of  Appeal,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Jury  to 
hear  and  determine  Appeals,  in  each  Barony,  meet  for  that  Purpose ; but,  owing  to  the 
Pains  that  have  been  taken  to  insure  relative  Accuracy  in  the  Valuation,  Appeals  are 
rarely  made,  or  at  least  few  which  are  not  abandoned,  on  Explanation  being  given  at  the 
Meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Appeal. 

In  regard  to  the  Difference  between  the  Valuations  of  Land  adopted  by  me  under 
the  Act,  and  the  actual  letting  Value,  I have  to  observe,  that  our  Valuation  is  generally 
about  Twenty-five  per  Cent,  under  the  full  or  high  Rent  Value,  but  very  near  that  of 
many  of  the  principal  Landed  Proprietors  of  the  Country.  Thus,  in  the  Parish  of 
Aghanloo,  County  of  Derry,  the  Valuation  of  the  Townlands,  as  contained  in  the  printed 
Schedule,  rarely  differed  so  much  as  One  Shilling  in  the  Pound  from  the  Proprietor’s 
Rental.  The  same  Fact  was  observed  respecting  the  Rentals  of  the  different  London 
Companies,  as  well  as  of  other  Proprietors  in  the  County  of  Derry  ; while  the  full  Rents 
under  ordinary  small  Proprietors  were  usually  Thirty-three  per  Cent,  above  the  Amounts 
given  in  the  printed  Schedule.  Similar  Facts  were  observable  in  other  Counties ; and  I 
have  lately  noticed  several  remarkable  Coincidences  of  the  same  Kind  in  the  Counties  of 
Tyrone,  Cavan,  Monaghan,  &c. ; so  that  it  would  appear,  that  the  Scale  of  Value  adopted 
by  me,  under  the  Act,  is  nearly  that  of  the  great  Landed  Proprietors  of  Ireland,  but 
considerably  below  the  ordinary  Rents.  Acting  on  this  Knowledge,  1 have  uniformly 
replied,  to  Applications  from  the  Guardians  of  Poor  Law  Unions  in  different  Parts  of  the 
Country,  respecting  the  Addition  that  should  be  made  to  the  Amount  contained  in  the 
printed.  Schedules  of  the  general  Valuation,  to  bring  it  to  a Rent  Value,  that  if  One  Third 
be  added,  the  Result  will  give  very  nearly  the  full  Rent  Value  of  the  Land  under  ordinary 
J-  roprietors. 

(24.— App)  S 2 In 
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System  of  In  the  Districts  of  the  Counties  of  Antrim,  Derry,  Tyrone,  Armagh,  and  Down,  in  which 

Valuation,  Ireland,  the  Linen  Manufacture  prevails,  owing  to  the  industrious  Habits  of  the  People,  and  the 

. extensive  Cultivation  and  Manufacture  of  Flax,  the  Rent  Value  of  Land  is  higher  m 

proportion  to  the  general  Valuation  than  usual.  This,  which  may  be  termed  the  Com- 
mercial Value,  and  which  amounts  to  about  2s.  6d.  in  the  Pound,  wa9  not  taken  into 
consideration ; because  Flax  is  not  included  in  the  Schedule  of  Agricultural  Commodities 
contained  in  the  Act,  the  Basis  of  local  Taxation  for  County  Assessment  being  founded 
on  those  Kinds  of  Agricultural  Produce  which  are  equally  cultivated  in  all  Parts  ot  the 
Country. 

Valuation  of  Houses. 

In  regard  to  Houses,  the  Value  is  determined  by  Measurement,  according  to  the 
Nature,  (Quality,  and  State  of  Repair  of  the  Building;  and  the  Result  is  deduced  from 
Tables  calculated  for  the  Purpose.-  In  these  Tables,  Houses  are  divided [into  ihree 
principal  Classes,  namely,  New,  Medium,  and  Old ; but  each  Class  is  again  subdivided  into 
Three.  Thus,  the  ....  , . , 

1st  Subdivision  of  the  New  Class  consists  of  a House  built  or  ornamented  with  cut 
Stone  of  very  superior  Solidity  and  Finish. 

2d.— Very  substantial  Building  and  Finish,  without  cut  Stone  Ornament. 

3d. — Ordinary  Building  and  Finish. 


Medium. 

1st. — Not  New,  but  in  sound  Order,  and  in  good  Repair. 
2d. — Slightly  decayed,  but  in  Repair. 

3d.— Deteriorated  by  Age,  and  in  tolerable  Repair. 


Old. 

1st.— Old,  but  in  Repair. 

2d. — Old  and  out  of  Repair. 

3d. — Old  and  dilapidated,  scarcely  habitable. 

Having  ascertained  the  Dimensions  of  the  House,  the  Valuator  next  determines  to 
which  Class  it  belongs,  whether  New,  Medium,  or  Old,  and  to  which  Division  of  any 
Class ; if  to  the  first  of  the  New,  he  will  find  the  Price  in  proportion  to  the  Content  to 
be  Five  Times  greater  than  if  it  had  been  the  last  of  the  Old.  . 

On  the  above  Principle,  Six  Tables  have  been  calculated,  each  of  which  is  adapted  to  a 
particular  Variety  of  Building,  the  Price  being  reduced  in  proportion  to  the  Reduction 
in  the  Value  of  the  Materials  used.  Thus,  there  are  Three  Tables  for  Dwelling  Houses 

1st.— Slated  Dwelling  Houses,  built  of  Stone  or  Brick,  with  Lime  Mortar. 

2d. — Thatched  Houses,  built  of  Stone  or  Brick,  with  Lime  Mortar. 

3d. — Thatched  Plouses,  having  dry  Stone  or  Mud  Walls. 

In  like  manner,  there  are  Tables  of  a similar  Kind  for  Office  Buildings,  the  Prices 
being  proportioned  to  the  diminished  Cost  of  building  Offices,  as  compared  to  Dwelling 
Houses. 

The  Valuation  of  Houses  by  Measurement,  according  to  the  above  System,  has  given 
very  general  Satisfaction ; and,  in  consequence,  Appeals  against  the  Valuation  ot  Dwelling 
Houses  or  other  Buildings  are  rarely  made.  In  fact,  all  Houses  are  measured  and  valued 
at  different  Times  by  Two  independent  Valuators;  and  where  the  first  and  second 
Valuations  agree,  and  they  rarely  differ  so  much  as  One  Shilling  in  the  Pound,  there  can 
be  little  Danger  of  want  of  Uniformity  in  the  Scale. 

The  House  Valuation  Tables  are  calculated  for  Houses  in  the  Country,  but  they  are 
likewise  available  for  Houses  in  Cities  or  Towns,  the  Prices  according  to  the  cubical 
Contents  being  increased  in  proportion  to  the  actual  Rents  paid. 

Houses  in  Towns  are  always  more  valuable  in  proportion  to  their  Dimensions  than 
Houses  in  the  Country,  and  Houses  in  the  principal  Streets  of  the  same  Town  much  moie 
valuable  than  in  the  inferior.  Thus,  in  the  best  Shop  Street  of  a considerable  Town,  it  is 
usual  to  multiply  the  Prices  given  in  the  Tables  by  Five,  to  equal  the  average  Rents;  in 
the  Second  Class  Streets,  by  Three ; and  in  the  back  Streets,  by  Two;  and  so  on. 

According  to  the  Act,  One  Third  of  the  Amount  of  the  Value  of  all  Buildings  is 
deducted  previously  to  their  Insertion  in  the  printed  Lists ; and  consequently,  to  determine 
the  full  Value  of  any  House  or  Building,  One  Half  is  to  be  added  to  the  Amount  given  m 
the  printed  Schedule.  With  a Knowledge  of  the  above  Facts,  there  can  be  no  Difficulty 
in  using  the  general  Valuation  as  the  Groundwork  for  all  local  Taxation.  But  as  the 
Valuation  does  not  subdivide  the  Townlands  into  Farms  and  Tenements  by  Name,  though 
the  Valuation  Lots,  as  already  mentioned,  are  usually  co-extensive  with  Farms,  a Sub- 
Applotment  will  be  required  within  each  Townland,  which  Sub-Applotment,  for  the  Pui- 
poses  of  the  County  Assessment,  has  already  been  made  in  many  Counties ; and  the  Cost 
of  doing  so,  in  an  accurate  Manner,  varies,  according  to  the  Size  of  Farms,  from  One 
Farthing  to  One  Halfpenny  per  Acre.

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Reports  of  Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioners  respecting  proposed  Unions 
in  Ireland. 


Report  on  the  proposed  Londonderry  Union.— By  the  Hon.  Chas.  S.  Clements, 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  Londonderry,  3d  January  1839. 

I have  the  Honour  to  transmit  herewith  the  Documents  necessary  for  the  Declaration  of 
the  Londonderry  Union,  and  to  recommend  their  adoption  by  your  Board. 

2.  In  a former  Report  I explained  my  general  Views  of  the  Manner  in  which  the 
different  Districts  in  this  Part  of  the  Country  should  be  united.  The  Union  of  London- 
derry, which  I now  submit  for  your  Consideration,  corresponds  with  that  Sketch,  excepting 
in  the  District  about  Banagher.  It  may  be  remembered  that  my  former  Report  expressed 
a Doubt  whether  Dungiven  should  be  made  the  Centre  of  a Union.  I have  gone  into  the 
Question  very  carefully  since,  and  am  now  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  most  desirable 
Organization  of  the  Baronies  of  T irkeeran  and  Keenaght  will  be,  to  bring  almost  the  whole 
of  Tirkeeran  into  Londonderry,  and  to  form  the  Remainder,  with  Keenaght,  into  One 
Union,  with  Newtown  Limavady  for  its  Centre.  But  as  this  View  of  the  Case  differs 
materially  from  that  of  Mr.  Ogilby,  the  principal  Proprietor  of  the  Country  around  Dun- 
given,  and  as  it  is  a Question  upon  which  there  has  been  much  Discussion,  it  is  necessary 
that  I should  enter  into  some  Detail  respecting  it. 

3.  The  original  Objection  to  the  Arrangement  now  recommended  was,  that  the  Southern 
Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Banagher  and  Dungiven  would  be  too  far  distant  from  New- 
town Limavady  to  be  united  with  it;  but  it  appears  that  the  Country  in  question  is  un- 
inhabited Mountain.  Mr.  Ogilby  has  a very  large  Property,  which  is  much  scattered  in 
every  Direction;  the  principal  Portion  is  held  by  a determinable  Lease  under  the  London 
Company  of  Skinners,  and  he  conceives  that  by  having  a Union  at  Dungiven,  the  great 
Bulk  of  it  might  be  brought,  as  far  as  regards  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Law,  under  his 
own  Eye.

Dungiven  Question. 


4.  The  Letter  which  he  has  addressed  to  me  on  the  Subject  has  been  already  before  your  Mr.  Ogilby’s  Letter. 
Board;  for  more  convenient  Reference  I transmit  a Copy  herewith.  The  Arrangements 

therein  proposed  would  cause  such  Inconvenience  that  I could  not  venture  to  recommend 
them.  The  Ballynascreen  Property  proposed  to  be  joined  with  Dungiven  is  at  a Distance 
of  Nine  or  Ten  Irish  Miles  from  that  Town,  over  Mountains  which  may  be  safely  taken  as 
a natural  Boundary  for  any  local  Organization.  Mr.  Ogilby  is  also  anxious  to  bring  to 
Dungiven  his  Property  near  Londonderry,  which  forms  the  proposed  Bond’s  Glen  Division, 
as  laid  down  in  the  accompanying  Map. 

5.  Looking  dispassionately  upon  the  Question,  without  any  View  but  that  of  forming  the  Arrangement  pro- 
best local  Organization  of  which  Circumstances  will  admit,  it  is  clear  that  the  Western  Half  P°sed- 

of  Banagher  is  the  only  Portion  of  Country  likely  to  be  inconvenienced  by  the  Adoption  of 
the  Arrangement  I recommend.  The  whole  of  the  Upper  Cumber  People  frequent  Derry 
as  their  Market  Town.  The  Centre  of  the  Banagher  Division  is  about  Fifteen  Statute 
Miles  from  Derry,  and  the  adjoining  Division,  which  will  go  to  Newtownlimavady,  is 
about  the  same  Distance  from  that  Town.  It  may  be  asked,  then,  is  it  desirable,  for  the 
sake  of  a mountainous  Tract  of  14,700  Acres,  with  a Population  of  3,700  Persons,  to  form 
a small  and  expensive  Union  at  Dungiven  ? 

6.  It  is  not  without  Regret  that  I am  compelled,  at  the  Outset  of  my  Proceedings,  to  act 
contrary  to  the  Wishes  of  a Person  occupying  the  Position  which  Mr.  Ogilby  does;  but  I 
have  Reason  to  believe  he  stands  alone  in  his  Opinion;  and  I may  add  that  my  Arrange- 
ments meet  with  the  entire  Concurrence  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Beresford,  residing  at  Learmount,  on 
the  Borders  of  Banagher,  between  the  Two  Divisions  furthest  from  Derry. 

7.  I will  now  proceed  to  give  a general  Description  of  the  proposed  Union.  The  accom-  Outline  of  Union, 
panying  Map  will  point  out  the  Parishes  of  which  it  is  composed.  My  Reasons  for  adopting 

the  Boundaries  laid  down  is  the  first  Thing  to  be  considered. 


8.  In  the  Parish  of  Faughanvale,  on  the  Derry  Side,  the  Boundary  runs  about  Half-way  Boundary, Derry  Side, 
from  Derry  to  Newtownlimavady,  between  the  Estates  of  the  Two  London  Companies  of 
Grocers  and  Fishmongers.  In  Upper  Cumber,  and  the  Northern  Part  of  West  Banagher, 
the  Property  of  the  Fishmongers  is  again  taken  as  the  Boundary,  so  as  to  send  the  whole 
of  it  to  Newtownlimavady.  I should  have  wished  to  have  brought  the  whole  of  the 
Remainder  of  West  Banagher  into  Derry,  but  the  Part  below  Feeny,  which  is  left  to  go 
to  Newtownlimavady,  belongs  to  Mr.  Ogilby,  and  to  his  Estate  in  the  other  Half  of  the 
Parish. 


9.  In  Donegal  I have  been  able  to  make  the  same  satisfactory  Division  by  Properties.  Boundary,  Donegal 
The  Part  of  the  Parish  of  Muff' which  is  omitted  is  the  Townland  of  Tromaty,  partly  in  the  Sule' 

Parish  of  Moville  Upper,  and  the  Property  of  a Person  living  in  a far  Part  of  Inishowen. 

The  Townland  of  Ballybegly  Little,  in  Allsaints,  is  also  omitted,  being  left  to  go  with  the 
(24.— App.)  S 3 rest 
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Dooish  Mountain.

Assistant  Commis-  Letterkenny.  It  would  have  been  desirable  to  have  made  Allsaints  the  Boundary  of  the 
sioners  respecting  Union  in'  that  Direction,  but  I was  anxious  not  to  separate  Lord  Wicklow’s  Two  Estates 
proposed  Unions,  which,  though^  different  in  Name,  do  in  fact  adjoin  each  other,  the  one  in  Allsaints! 

the  other  in  Raymoghy ; a Portion  of  this  latter  Parish  is  consequently  included  in  the 
Union. 

10.  Looking  at  the  Map,  it  would  appear  as  if  the  Townland  of  Dooish,  situated  between 
the  Parts  of  Raymoghy  and  Taughboyne  brought  into  the  Derry  Union,  should  be  included 
with  them.  Dooish  is  a Mountain,  the  Top  of  which  is  taken  as  the  Boundary;  it  is  par- 
tially inhabited  at  the  Extremity  towards  St.  Johnstown,  and  belonging  to  Lord  Abercorn, 
may  with  Propriety  be  sent  with  the  Bulk  of  his  Property  to  Strabane. 

11.  The  Parish  of  Taughboyne  is  necessarily  divided  between  the  Unions  of  Strabane 
and  Derry.  Only  Two  Townlands  belonging  to  Lord  Abercorn  are  brought  into  Derry. 
The  Village  of  St.  Johnstown,  rather  nearer  than  Half-way  from  Derry  to  Strabane,  might 
also  have  been  included ; but  the  Townland,  a narrow  Strip  running  towards  Strabane, 
would  from  its  Position  have  obliged  me  to  take  from  that  Union  a greater  Portion  of  Lord 
Abercorn’s  Estate  than  would  have  been  desirable. 

12.  The  Formation  of  Electoral  Divisions  is  the  next  Point  deserving  Explanation.  It 
is  perhaps  almost  needless  for  me  to  assure  you  how  much  alive  I am  to  its  Importance,  and  1 
my  Time  and  Attention  has  been  proportionably  taken  up,  in  endeavouring  to  make  such 
Arrangements  as  are  correct  in  Principle,  and  likely  to  secure  the  active  Co-operation  of 
all  Classes  towards  the  Objects  we  have  in  view.  While  looking  to  the  Interests  of  the 
Proprietors,  I have  not  lost  sight  of  those  of  the  Inhabitants.  By  studying  the  Direction 
of  the  Roads,  the  general  Features  of  the  Country,  and  its  natural  and  acknowledged 
Boundaries  either  of  Estates  or  Parishes,  I have  endeavoured  to  form  each  Division  into  a 
compact  Area,  the  People  of  which  know  and  are  accustomed  to  meet  each  other  in  their 
ordinary  Avocations.  I think  I have  been  tolerably  successful  in  accomplishing  these 
Objects  with  as  little  Division  and  Separation  of  Properties  as  could  be  made.  °I  have 
ta  ev,ery  Opportunity  to  consult  those  interested,  and  as  far  as  I can  learn,  I may  speak 
confidently  as  to  the  Satisfaction  generally  expressed  in  my  Arrangements. 

13.  The  Division  of  the  upper  and  lower  Liberties,  though  unequal  in  Extent  and 
1 opulation,  has  always  existed.  Almost  the  whole  of  the  one  is  held  directly  from  the  Irish 
Society,  while  the  other  is  let  by  them  in  Perpetuity;  I have  therefore  adhered  to  the 
known  Boundary. 

14.  On  the  Derry  Side  the  Properties  are  very  much  scattered,  but  the  Proprietors  of 
those  most  detached  have  expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  my  Arrangements. 

I,5-  In  5?neSal  1 have  been  able  t0  avoid  any  Division  of  Estates.  The  Divisions  of 
ivilderry,  three  frees,  and  Birdstown,  considered  with  reference  to  the  Number  of  culti- 
vated Acres  in  each,  might  be  deemed  small.  The  Mountains  run  up  from  the  Water 
thus  leaving  a mere  Strip  of  cultivated  Land  of  great  Length,  which  I have  therefore  been 
obliged  to  make  into  lhree  Divisions. 

16.  I propose  to  throw  the  whole  City  and  Suburbs  of  Derry  into  One  Division,  giving 
them  Four  Guardians.  The  Separation  between  them  is  merely  nominal,  and  mio-ht  give 
rise  to  Disputes  were  they  distinct.  To  the  Division  of  Ballymullins  and  Bana-lmr  I pro- 
pose to  give  Two  Guardians  each,  on  account  of  their  Distance  from  Derry,  and  to  each  of 
the  other  Divisions  One  Guardian. 

r *'■  l!16  Seneral  Prospects  of  the  Union  remain  now  to  be  considered,  of  which  a 
favourable  View  may  be  taken.  Some  Districts  are  reputed  to  be  very  poor,  but  I do  not 
hear  that  even  there  Destitution  is  prevalent  to  any  Extent.  On  the  whole  the  Country 
hears  a thriving  Aspect,  and  l am  led  to  believe  the  Supply  of  Labour  does  not  exceed 
the  Demand.  Generally  speaking,  there  are  a Number  of  substantial  Farmers,  but  too 
seldom  met  with  elsewhere,  who  will  afford  ample  Materials  for  the  Choice  of  Guardians, 
and  theie  is  a good  Proportion  of  Gentlemen,  whose  Residences  are  so  situated  as  to

P«un,wL'he  w°In  iSeIr’,a  5hrivi"8  Trade  will  naturally  keep  down  all  but  unavoidable 
1 aupensm.  With  a Population  which  is  said  to  reach  at  present  to  20,000,  the  destitute 
are  estimated  not  to  exceed  250  Persons.

Report  on  the  proposed  Kilkenny  Union. — By  John  O’Donoghue  Esq.,  Assistant 
Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  _ Waterford,  4 th  June  1839. 

In  presenting  for  your  Approbation  the  Details  of  the  proposed  Kilkenny  Union,  the 
first  Point  that  will  suggest  itself  for  Remark  is  the  Size  of  the  Union.  This,  however, 
does  not  seem  disproportioned  to  the  Population,  which  is,  in  round  Numbers,  111,000  to 
ah  Area  of  something  over  250,000  Statute  Acres. 

The  Size  of  this  Union  arises  from  peculiar  local  Circumstances.  The  City  of  Kilkenny, 
situated  in  the  Northern  Part  of  the  County,  is  almost  equally  distant  from  its  Western, 
Northern,  and  Eastern  Boundaries.  Towards  the  South  there  is  scarcely  a Village  between 
it  and  Waterford,  the  nearest  Southern  Centre  distant  Twenty-five  Irish  Miles.  Being 
thus  without  any  Competition  for  several  Miles  around,  it  naturally  draws  to  it  whatever 
of  commercial  or  social  Intercourse  the  Country  affords.  To  this  is  added  the  Fact  of  its 
being  the  greatest  Thoroughfare  in  Ireland,  the  Road  to  Waterford,  Dungarvan,  Clonmel, 
and  Cork  necessarily  passing  through  it. 

The  County  of  Kilkenny  does  not  afford  much  Convenience  for  the  Establishment  of 
Union  Centres.  With  the  Exception  of  Callan,  which  stands  on  the  Borders  of  the 
County  of  Tipperary,  there  is  not,  after  Kilkenny  and  Graigue  Unions  shall  have  been 
formed,  another  Union  Centre  in  the  County.

of  Three  others,  are  comprehended  in  the  Callan,  Carrick-on-Suir,  and  Waterford  Unions 
already  formed,  or  in  the  proposed  Unions  of  New  Ross  or  Graigue.  After  this  Distribu- 
tion of  the  Southern  Half  of  the  County,  the  remaining  Portion,  although  large,  appeared 
to  lie  conveniently  around  Kilkenny  as  a Centre. 

The  only  Question  which  remained  to  be  settled  was,  whether  the  Union  should  be 
made  commensurate  with  the  County  towards  the  North  and  North-west.  Having  made 
very  extensive  Inquiries  on  this  Subject  among  the  best-informed  Persons,  and  having 
learned  that  a <n-eat  Dread  of  being  circumscribed  within  narrow  Limits  prevailed  in 
Kilkenny,  I,  on  the  3d  of  May,  submitted  to  a public  Meeting  convened  by  Advertise- 
ment, and  which  stated  the  then  proposed  Extent  of  the  Union,  the  Arrangements  which 
I had  proposed  to  submit  to  the  Board,  and  I invited  the  fullest  and  freest  Discussion 
thereon.  The  Result  was  an  unanimous  Desire  on  the  Part  of  the  Proprietors  of  the 
Barony  of  Galmoy,  which  I had  excluded  from  the  Advertisement,  and  also  to  a great 
Decree  on  the  Part  of  the  People  of  Castlecomer,  which  were  similarly  situated,  to  be 
included  in  the  Union  of  Kilkenny.  Mr.  Butler,  Son  of  one  of  the  County  Members,  and 
Mr.  Staunton,  the  Agent  of  Captain  Bryan,  the  other  Member,  attended  me  privately, 
and  at  the  Meeting  were  earnest  in  requiring  me  to  extend  the  Union  to  the  Bounds  of 
the  County.  They  stated  what  I found  in  every  Instance  supported  by  subsequent 
extensive  Inquiry,  that  the  whole  Fall  of  the  Business  of  Galmoy  and  Castlecomer  was  into 
Kilkenny,  and  that  the  Administration  of  the  Poor  Law  would  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
Annexation  of  those  Districts  to  the  Kilkenny  Union. 

According  to  these  Views,  and  considering  that  as  the  Unions  of  Thurles  and  llocrea 
were  formed,  those  Districts  before  named  must  be  referred  to  Kilkenny,  or  to  some  L nion 
in  the  Queen’s  County,  the  Centre  of  which  was  not  yet  fixed ; considering  too  the  instruc- 
tional Letter  of  the*  5th  November  last  on  the  Formation  of  Unions  and  Electoral 
Divisions,  I determined  on  making  the  Union  and  County  Boundaries  on  the  West,  North, 
and  North-east  identical.  This,  however,  was  not  done  without  previous  Communication 
with  the  Office.  . 

The  Union,  as  will  appear  by  Reference  to  the  Map  and  tabular  Return,  is  divided  into 
Twenty  Electoral  Divisions.  I had  originally  fixed  on  Twenty-two,  but  this  Number  I 
found  it  necessary  to  depart  from,  both  because  of  leaving  out  the  Parishes  of  Powerstown 
and  Grangesylvje  to  be  included  in  the  Union  of  Graigue,  as  also  from  finding  it  necessary 
to  consolidate  Divisions  in  One  of  which  a large  Town  or  Village  might  happen  to  be 
situated,  agreeably  to  the  Wishes  of  Parties  whose  local  Knowledge  was  considerable,  and 
whose  Co-operation  it  was  desirable  to  obtain.  Of  such  Towns,  exclusive  of  Kilkenny, 
there  are  no  fewer  than  Fifteen,  containing  an  aggregate  Population  (by  the  Census  of 
1831)  of  15,077  Persons,  and  pretty  equally  distributed  through  the  Electoral  Divisions  of 
the  Union. 

With  respect  to  the  Electoral  Division  of  Kilkenny,  which  I had  proposed  to  restrict  to 
the  Limits  of  the  County  of  the  City,  a Demand  of  further  Extension  was  made  at  the 
Meeting  to  which  I have  already  referred.  This  I have  proposed  to  extend  lo  the 
Eastward,  in  the  Direction  where  the  Liberty  Boundaries  approach  nearest  to  the  City, 
by  the  Addition  of  Five  small  Parishes.  Some  of  these,  and  One  of  the  City  Parishes 
intersect  Townlands,  Lyrath  for  instance;  and  this  was  another  Reason  for  making  the 
Addition  on  that  Side.*  To  keep,  however,  the  Limits  of  the  County  of  the  City  distinct, 
I have  included  in  a separate  Ward  (by  Name  Blackrath)  the  Parishes  added  to  make  up 
the  Electoral  Division. 

In  adopting  the  System  of  Wards  I have  followed  that  Division  which  comprises  the 
whole  of  the  County  of  the  City.  This  Division  is  very  arbitrary,  and  the  Adoption  of  the 
parochial  Boundaries  would  have  been  much  simpler,  and  would  produce  Equality  of  Area 
quite  as  well,  but  there  may  be  a great  Utility  in  following  the  Plan  as  it  were  chalked  out 
for  us,  and  with  which  the  Public  are,  at  all  events,  now  familiar. 

With  respect  to  the  Amount  of  Destitution  for  which  Workhouse  Accommodation  should 
be  provided,  it  is.  impossible  to  speak  with  any  thing  approaching  to  Certainty.  For  the 
merely  rural  Population  One  per  Cent,  would  unquestionably  not  he  too  low  an  Estimate, 
while*  for  the  Town  Population,  comprising  altogether  within  the  Union  the  Number 
of  38.818,  Two  per  Cent.,  it  is  stated,  would  be  no  Exaggeration.  The  following 
Calculation  might  give  some  Idea  as  to  the  probable  Amount  of  Destitution: — 

One  per  Cent,  on  the  rural  Population,  72,226,  gives  - 722 

Two  per  Cent,  on  the  Town  Population,  38,818,  gives  - 776 

Total  destitute  according  to  this  Estimate  - - 1,49S 

Taking  One  per  Cent,  on  the  whole  Population,  1 11,044,  gives  1,110 

These  Two  Numbers,  1,498  and  1,110,  may  represent  the  extreme  Views  of  Persons. 
It  might  not  be  imprudent  to  adopt  the  mean,  and  to  provide  Accommodation  for 
something  very  near  1,300  Persons. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  that  there  is  at  present  unoccupied  in  Kilkenny  One  of  the 
Houses  of  Industry,  built  in  pursuance  of  the  11th  and  12th  Geo.  III.  ch.  30.  (Irish  Act), 
In  perfect  Repair.  I visited  it  on  the  17th  April  last,  and  found  it  to  be  a solid,  roomy, 
and  spacious  Buildings  somewhat  in  its  Ground  Plan  resembling  those  recently  transmitted 
to  us  from  the  Office,  and  with  Four  Yards,  One  corresponding  to  each  Angle  of  the 
Building,  but  quite  separate,  and  each  being  a Parallelogram  of  Twenty-six  Yards  by 

Twenty.

Twenty.,  The  House  and  Yards,  with  certain  spare  Space  round  them,  now  used  as  a 
Garden,  occupy  somewhat  about  Three  Irish  Acres. 

The  Number  of  Guardians  of  the  Kilkenny  Union  may,  at  first  sight,  appear  too  large.  Number  of  Guardians. 
This  Notion  will  disappear  when  the  Size  of  the  Union  and  the  Remoteness  of  some  of  its 
Parts  are  considered. . On  this  latter  Ground  Two  or  more  Guardians  have  been  assigned 
to  certain  Divisions,  in  order  that  Attendance  from  those  Districts  may  be  calculated  on 
with  tolerable  Certainty.  The  Divisions,  of  Castlecomer  and  Thomastown  being,  after  that 
of  Kilkenny,  the  largest,  have  had  Three  Guardians  each  assigned  to  them. 

Until  the  Ordnance  Survey  is  completed,  the  exact  Area  of  the  Kilkenny  Union  canno.t  Area  of  the  Union, 
be  ascertained.  The  Acreage  in  the  tabular  Return  herewith  sent  is  taken  from  the 
Fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners  on  Ecclesiastical  Revenue  and  Patronage  in  Ireland, 
corrected  by  occasional  Reference  to  the  Registry  of  the  Diocese  of  Ossory.  The  Regis- 
trar, however,  is  unable,  in  some  Instances,  to  state  whether  the  Area  appearing  on  his 
Books  be  Plantation  or  Statute  Measure.  The  Ordnance  Survey  for  the  County  of 
Kilkenny  is,  however,  in  such  a forward  State  that  no  Inconvenience  can  be  long  felt  on 
this  Subject. 

The  Enumeration  of  Townlands  in  the  tabular  Return  of  the  Kilkenny  Union  is  on  a Enumeration  pf Town, 
peculiar  Plan.  The  Parishes,  the  Names  of  which  are  taken  from  the  Boundary  Survey  lands. 
as  being  the  Designation  which  must  be  hereafter  used,  have  opposite  to  them,  and  in  the 
Column  for  inserting  the  Authorities  for  naming  Townlands,  Two  Brackets  for  the  most 
part.  The  first  of  these  comprises  all  the  Townlands  of  the  Parish  as  they  will  hereafter 
appear  on  the  Ordnance  Maps  and  Survey,  Such  Names  as  are  not  comprised  in  this 
List,  but  appear  in  the  Population  Returns,  are  inserted  in  a Second  Bracket,  so  as  that 
the  whole  Population  at  least  may  appear,  and  that  no  Townland  should  escape.  These 
Townlands  are  extracted  from  a Volume  containing  the  Bonds  given  by  the.  Meersmen, 
who  perambulate  the  respective  Parishes  with  the  Boundary  Surveyors,  and  in  which  they 
enumerate  ah  the  Townlands  of  the  Parish,  and  at  foot  bind  themselves  to  show  the 
Bounds  to  the  Officers  of  the  Ordnance,  when  required  to  do  so,  These  Bonds  have  been 
kindly  furnished  to  me  by  William  Jones,  Esq,,  Deputy  Boundary  Surveyor,  who  has  been 
also  so  obliging  as  to  prepare  for  me  the  Map  of  the  Union  from  his  Sketches,  This  last 
Piece  of  Service  is  of  so  much  the  greater  Value  as  there  is  no  Map  of  the  County  of 
Kilkenny  published. 

The  Map  accordingly  contains  upon  it  all  the  Townlands  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  and 
I have  compared  them  with  the  Lists  in  the  Meersmen’s  Bonds  and  found  them  to  agree, 

The  tabular  Return  will  thus  continue  always  to  be  of  Authority  for  the  Number  and 
Names  of  the  Townlands,  although  not  for  the  Area,  for  the  Reasons  already  mentioned.

Report  on  the  Formation  of  the  Sligo  Union. — By  Wm.  John  Hancock  Esq.,  Assistant  Commis- 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner.  sioners  respecting 

proposed  Unions. 

Gentlemen,  Sligo,  2‘2d  June  1 839. 

I have  the  Honour  of  transmitting  for  your  Approval  the  tabular  Forms,  and  a Map  of 
the  Union  of  Sligo.  The  Sea  bounds  the  Union  on  the  North,  the  County  of  Leitrim  on 
the  East ; the  Southern  Boundary  of  the  Union  has  been  arranged  with  a view  of  having 
Boyle  for  the  next  Centre. 

I have  taken  a Line  from  Kesh  Mountain  by  the  North  of  Lough  Arrow  to  the  Boundary 
of  the  County  Leitrim,  the  Southern  Boundary  of  the  Parish  of  Kilmacallan  forming  a 
well-marked  Boundary  for  the  Union ; from  the  West  of  Kesh  Mountain  I proceed  along 
the  North  of  the  Parishes  of  Drumrat,  Kelshalvy,  and  Kilturagh,  to  the  Boundary  of  the 
County  Mayo,  leaving  that  Part  of  the  County  Sligo  lying  to  the  South  of  the  Line  I have 
described  to  go  to  the  Boyle  Union.  The  South-west  Boundary  is  formed  by  dividing  the 
Parish  of  Achonry,  a little  South  of  the  Town  of  Tobercurry.  The  Parish  of  Achonry 
then  forms  the  Boundary  on  the  South-west  and  West  until  it  joins  the  Parish  of  Temple- 
boy  ; and  this  Parish  Boundary  I take  as  the  Boundary  of  the  Union  on  the  West,  leaving 
all  that  Part  of  the  County  Sligo  from  the  County  of  Mayo  at  Achonry  Parish  to  the  Sea 
to  go  to  Ballina  and  Swineford  Unions. 

The  Arrangements  for  this  Union  have  been  made  with  reference  to  the  Mountains  and 
the  Facilities  of  Communication.  At  Ahamlish  Parish  in  the  North  is  the  Village  of 
Cliffony,  the  whole  Communication  is  with  Sligo,  and  at  Tobercurry  in  the  South-west, 
though  the  Village  is  equidistant  from  Sligo,  Ballina,  and  Boyle,  the  Intercourse  for  all 
commercial  Purposes  is  with  Sligo. 

I propose  to  divide  the  Union  into  Twenty-three  Electoral  Divisions,  returning  Thirty- 
nine  Guardians.  The  Population  in  1831  was  109,550;  and  the  Number  of  Acres  in  the 
Union,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  249,379  Acres  1 Rood  37  Poles. 

I propose  to  divide  the  Sligo  Electoral  Division  into  Three  Wards,  each  Ward  to  return 
Two  Guardians.  The  Sligo  Electoral  Division  comprises  the  Borough  of  Sligo,  as  settled 
by  the  2d  and  3d  Will.  4.  cap.  89.,  “ An  Act  to  settle  and  describe  the  Limits  of  Cities, 

Towns,  and  Boroughs  in  Ireland  in  so  far  as  respects  the  Election  of  Members  to  serve 
in  Parliament.” 

The  Division  of  the  Wards  is  taken  from  “ The  Report  upon  the  proposed  Municipal 
Boundary  and  Division  into  Wards  of  the  Borough  of  Sligo  ordered  to  be  printed  by 
the  House  of  Commons  on  the  10th  May  1837. 

A public  Meeting  was  held  in  Sligo  on  the  15th  instant,  Owen  Wynne,  Esq.,  in  the 
Chair,  at  which  the  proposed  Arrangements  were  explained,  and  the  Meeting  was  highly 
respectable  and  well  attended.  It  is  very  difficult-  to  form  any  accurate  Calculation  of  the 
Number  of  destitute  Persons  within  the  Union. 

A great  Number  of  the  Poor  subsist  by  fishing,  which  is  precarious,  and,  in  many  Cases, 
their  Boats  are  not  such  as  are  suitable  for  deep  Sea  fishing  ; a great  Iraffic  is  also  carried 
on  in  Sea  Weed  for  Manure;  it  is  cut  and  dried  along  the  Shore,  and  brought  into  Sligo 
Market,  and  purchased  by  the  small  Farmers  and  carried  to  the  Neighbourhood  of  Boyle, 
and  often  many  Miles  farther  into  the  County  of  Roscommon.  Ihe  Cart-load  of  this 
Manure  varies  in  Price  according  to  the  Season,  from  30s.  to  40s.  per  Load.  1 his  \'ear  it 
was  in  great  Demand,  and  as  the  Season  was  fine  great  Quantities  of  Manure  were  saved. 

It  is  calculated  the  Load  of  Manure  is  sufficient  for  Half  an  Acre  of  Potatoes. 

Along  the  Coast  from  Ballysadere  Bay  to  Donegal  Bay  great  Quantity  of  Land  has  been 
destroyed  by  blowing  Sands ; great  Exertions  have  been  successfully  made  by  Lord 
Palmerston  to  resist  the  Encroachments  of  the  Sands  by  planting  Bent.  The  Townland 
of  Mullaghmore  exhibits  a fine  Specimen  of  what  can  be  done  by  a landed  Proprietor  for 
the  Improvement  of  his  Estate;  indeed  the  whole  of  the  Cliffoney  Electoral  Division  may 
be  exhibited  as  a Specimen  of  the  Way  in  which  Irish  Proprietors  may  improve  their 
Estates,  and  the  Condition  of  their  Tenantry,  by  the  judicious  Outlay  of  Capital.  I he 
Landlord  of  this  Division  is  Lord  Palmerston,  and  his  Arrangements  for  the  Occupation 
of  the  small  Landholders  does  great  Credit  to  his  humane  Feelings.  As  Landlord  he  seems 
to  consider  by  every  Means  in  his  Power  how  he  can  best  promote  the  Happiness  and 
Prosperity  of  all  Persons  living  upon  his  Estate,  be  the  Holding  ever  so  small.  On  the 
Expiration  of  the  Leases  his  Lordship  takes  all  Persons  on  the  Lands  as  'lenants,  and 
regulates  their  Holdings  by  squaring  the  Farms,  and  encouraging  the  building  of  new 
and  more  comfortable  Houses.

Report  on  the  proposed  Rathdown  Union. — By  Richard  M.  Muggeridge,  Esq., 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  1839. 

I have  the  Honour  to  transmit  for  your  Consideration  a tabular  Form  and  Map  of  an 
Union  of  a Portion  of  the  Counties  of  Dublin  and  Wicklow,  which  I propose  to  denominate 
the  Rathdown  Union. 

It  comprises  the  entire  Barony  of  Half  Rathdown  in  the  County  of  Dublin,  except  a 
small  Part  previously  attached  by  Mr.  Earl  to  the  Naas  Union,  the  Barony  of  Half 
Rathdown  in  the  County  of  Wicklow,  and  a Mountain  District  in  the  Parish  of  Kilbride 
in  the  Barony  of  Lower  Talbotstown  in  the  same  County,  which  latter,  might  I think, 
upon  the  whole,  have  been  more  advantageously  attached  to  the  Naas  Union  on  its 
Formation,  but  not  being  so#,  and  no  Objection  having  been  made  to  its  Union  with 
Rathdown,  I propose  to  include  it.

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Reports  of  I have  bestowed  considerable  Time,  Labour,  and  Attention  in  the  Formation  of  the. 

Assistant  Commis-  Electoral  Divisions  of  this  Union,  and  in  personal  Communication  with  the  Landowners 
sioners  respecting  and  others  most  directly  interested  in  it,  because  from  its  Proximity  to  Dublin,  and  its 
proposed  Unions.  Combination  of  diversified  and  beautiful  Scenery,  it  embraces  the  Residences  of  perhaps  a 

greater  Portion  of  opulent  and  intelligent  Gentry  than  any  other  Union  in  this  Kingdom, 

the  Metropolis  alone  excepted ; and  therefore  the  present  Arrangements,  making  in 
pursuance  of  the  Provisions  of  the  Law,  have  been  and  in  their  future  working  are  likely 
to  be  observed  with  great  Interest  and  Attention. 

It  has,  besides,  as  varied  a Population,  whether  regarded  in  their  relative  Condition, 
Habits,  or  Pursuits,  as  will  probably  be  found  in  any  Union,  embracing  in  one  Portion  a 
purely  Mountain  Population  actively  employed  in  endeavouring  to  raise  from  a steril  and 
unwilling  Soil  a scanty  Subsistence,  where  each  Man  has  so  little  for  himself  that  he  has 
nothing  to  bestow,  and  which  I therefore  found  to  be  comparatively  free  from  Paupers, 
being  too  poor  to  maintain  any;  in  other  Parts  as  Bray,  Kingstown,  &c,  Mendicancy  may 
be  observed  in  its  greatest  Vigour  and  Strength,  spreading  its  enervating  and  debasing 
Influences  on  all  around,  and  carried  to  an  Extent  complained  of  by  most  of  the  Inhabitants 
as  almost  intolerable. 

From  such  a State  of  Things  they  look  alone  for  Relief  to  the  Operation  of  the  Poor 
Laws,  and  ulterior  Measures  in  reference  to  Mendicancy,  which  they  demand  as  imperative 
from  the  Legislature,  and  which  they  regard  as  essential  to  the  well-working  and  probable 
Success  of  the  Law  we  are  engaged  in  carrying  out. 

In  another  District,  the  Glencullen,  we  have  a rural  Population  in  union  with  an 
extensive  and  hardy  Class  of  Quarry-men  and  Stone-cutters,  earning  comparatively  high 
Wages,  and  peculiarly  manifesting  in  their  Condition  the  Advantages  of  steady  and 
regular  Employment.  In  others,  embracing  the  extensive  Parishes  of  Powerscourt  and 
Delgany,  we  have  a purely  agricultural  Population,  mostly  working  for  Wages,  and  strongly 
evidencing  the  Superiority  of  so  wholesome  a System  of  Employment  and  Remuneration. 
The  suburban  Divisions  are  strikingly  dissimilar  to  either  of  the  above  ; besides  which,  the 
Union  includes  several  fishing  Villages,  the  Condition  of  the  Population  of  which, 
necessarily  influenced,  as  it  is  by  the  Seasons  and  the  State  of  the  Weather,  is  as  diversified 
as  their  Pursuits  are  successful  or  otherwise. 

I trust  that  the  several  Electoral  Divisions  I have  proposed  for  your  Adoption  have 
been  so  framed  as  to  meet,  as  equitably  as  possible,  the  legitimate  Burdens  and  Respon- 
sibilities which  each  ought  to  bear.  With  the  Exception  of  the  Delgany  Electoral  Division, 
the  Objections  to  the  Construction  of  which  have  been  fully  laid  before  you,  and  which 
(I  am  satisfied,  justly  and  prudently)  you  have  been  pleased  to  overrule,  no  serious  Oppo- 
sition has  been  made  to  the  Arrangements  I propose ; and  which  will  therefore,  I trust, 
receive  your  Approval. 

The  most  eligible  Site  for  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Number  of  Paupers  for  whom  it 
would  be  expedient  to  provide  Accommodation  therein,  have  engaged  much  of  my  Attention, 
and  been  the  Subject  of  anxious  Inquiry  and  Investigation. 

An  unoccupied  Barrack  at  Glanchree  was  recommended  to  me  by  Sir  George  Cockburn 
of  Shangannah  as  available  for-  Workhouse  Purposes,  but  the  Situation  is  so  inaccessible, 
being  quite  in  the  Mountains  (marked  * in  the  accompanying  Map),  that  I am  persuaded 
the  regular  Attendance  of  Guardians  could  not  be  secured,  the  Supply  of  Necessaries  and 
Provisions  would  be  obtained  with  so  much  Difficulty  and  at  such  increased  Cost,  and  the 
Hardship  of  sending  the  Poor  to  so  remote  a Place  be  so  deservedly  unpopular,  and  so 
entirely  opposed  to  my  Feelings,  that  1 should  much  prefer  building  a new  Workhouse  to 
adopting  the  suggested  Barrack,  however  low  and  apparently  advantageous  the  Terms 
on  which  it  might  be  obtained.  The  most  eligible  Site  would  be,  I think,  at  Bray,  or 
within  Two  Miles  of  that  Place,  on  or  near  the  high  Road  to  Dublin. 

Considering  the  probable  Number  of  Paupers  in  the  Suburban  Divisions,  and  the  Extent 
of  Mendicancy  in  these  and  in  other  Parts  of  the  Union,  to  which  I have  before  adverted, 
I should  not  deem  it  desirable  to  provide  Accommodation  for  a less  Number  than  (iOO 
Persons,  which  would  be  rather  under  One  and  a Half  per  Cent,  on  the  entire  Population 
of  the  Union. 

I beg  to  accompany  this  Report  by  recommending  for  the  Appointment  of  Returning 
Officer  Mr.  Edward  Alma,  of  Blackrock  ; he  is  the  Baronial  Cess  Collector  for  the  Half 
Rathdown  Barony  in  the  County  of  Dublin ; is  a very  intelligent  and,  as  I am  informed, 
3 highly  respectable  Person.  His  Application  is  subjoined.

Report  on  the  Formation  of  the  Cootehill  Union. — By  C.  G.  Otway  Esq., 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  26th  July  1839. 

In  conformity  to  a Minute  of  your  Board  of  the  22d  of  last  May  I proceeded  on  the  6th 
of  June  to  take  the  necessary  Steps  for  the  Formation  of  Unions  in  the  County  of  Cavan, 
having-  previously  arranged  with  Mr.  Gulson  a general  Outline  of  the  Division  of  our 
Districts,  and  the  most  eligible  Points  of  Contact  for  our  contiguous  Unions. 

On  my  Arrival  in  the  County  of  Cavan  I first  directed  my  Attention  to  the  Acquisition 
of  local  Information  respecting  the  general  Condition  and  Habits  of  the  People,  to  what 
Extent  and  under  what  Form  Mendicancy  prevailed,  the  Nature  of  the  Relief  generally 
given,  by  whom  afforded,  and  under  what  Regulations.  I made  Inquiries  as  to  the  Name 
and  Residence  of  each  landed  Proprietor  or  his  Agent,  and  the  average  Extent  of  the 
several  Properties  within  the  District. 

I carefully  observed  the  Position,  Size,  and  Character  of  the  different  Towns,  the  Nature 
.of  their  Markets,  the  Extent  of  the  District  surrounding,  and  the  Amount  of  Population 
frequenting  and  depending  on  each. 

I waited  on  the  principal  resident  Proprietors  and  Agents,  obtained  or  made  Arrange- 
ments for  obtaining  a Return  of  the  Extent  and  Position  of  the  several  Properties  in  which 
they  were  interested,  and  took  a Note  of  any  peculiar  Circumstances  affecting  them.  I 
endeavoured  to  remove  any  Doubts  and  Misconceptions  I may  have  found  existing  respect- 
ing the  Nature  or  the  Provisions  of  the  Poor  Law,  and  to  assure  all  Classes  and  Conditions 
of  the  People  of  the  anxious  Desire  of  the  Board  and  every  Member  of  the  Commission,  as 
far  as  was  compatible  with  the  due  Performance  of  their  Duties,  to  carry  the  Law  into 
operation  in  the  Manner  most  calculated  to  meet  their  Interests,  conciliate  their  Feelings, 
and  gain  their  Confidence. 

Having  instituted  these  and  such  like  Inquiries,  as  far  as  Time  and  Circumstances  would 
permit,  I sketched  out  and  made  a rough  Calculation  of  the  Area  and  Population  of  Three 
Unions,  taking  an  imaginary  Centre  for  the  Seat  of  the  Workhouse,  and  having  due  Regard 
to  the  Boundaries  or  (as  far  as  I had  been  informed)  probable  Boundaries  of  my  Colleagues 
Unions.  From  the  Position  and  Shape  of  the  County  of  Cavan  the  Boundaries  of  all 
my  Unions  are,  in  a great  Measure,  dependent  on  the  Arrangements  of  other  Unions  in 
separate  Districts. 

When  I had  formed  a rough  Outline,  such  as  I have  alluded  to,  and  communicated  with 
my  Colleagues  who  had  the  Formation  of  the  adjacent  Districts,  my  next  Step  was  to  con- 
sider the  best  Part  of  the  District  for  the  Commencement  of  my  Operations,  and  the  best 
Position  in  that  District  for  the  Centre  of  a Union. 

I was  led  to  select  the  North-eastern  Portion  of  the  County  of  Cavan,  and  the  South- 
western Portion  of  the  County  of  Monaghan,  as  the  best  Portion  of  my  District  to  com- 
mence the  Formation  of  my  Unions,  from  its  Contiguity  to  and  Junction  with  Three  of 
the  Unions  of  Mr.  Gulson,  in  my  Intercourse'with  whom,  for  Three  Days,  I had  received 
both  practical  and  intellectual  Assistance,  and  whose  Advice  and  Aid  I was  naturally 
anxious  to  be  as  near  as  possible,  and  besides  I had  previously  made  a Visit  of  Inquiry  to 
that  Portion  of  the  Country. 

The  Portion  of  the  County  of  Monaghan  given  me  to  provide  for  it  would  have  been 
out  of  my  Power  to  have  formed  into  a separate  and  independent  Union,  both  fx-om  its  Size 
and  Shape,  and  the  Position  of  the  Towns  comprised  within  its  Area.  Consequently, 
although  I was  aware  of  the  general  Objections  held  by  the  local  Proprietors  to  the  Junction 
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of  separate  Counties  in  the  same  Union,  and  was  fully  alive  to  the  many  Objections  to'  Reports  of 
which  such  a Junction  might  be  in  most  Cases  exposed,  I was  led  to  contemplate  the  Assistant  Commis- 
Flimbility  of  recommending  the  Addition  of  a Portion  of  the  County  Monaghan  to  a Cavan  sioners  respecting 
Union,  having  for  its  Centre  an  adjacent  and  well-circumstanced  Market  Town.  proposed  l nions. 

Cootehill  lies  on  the  Border  of  the  County  Cavan,  adjacent  to  the  Portion  of  Monaghan  ' 

which  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  provide  for;  it  has  one  of  the  best  attended  Markets  in  Reasons  for  Selection 
this  Portion  of  the  North  of  Ireland  on  Two  Days  in  the  Week,  on  Friday  for  Meat,  Pigs,  of  Cootehl11, 

Butter,  Meal,  Flax,  Yarn,  Linen,  &c.  &c.,  and  on  Saturday  for  Oats ; those  Markets  are 
attended  by  the  Gentry,  Farmers,  and  Buyers  of  the  adjacent  Portions  of  the  County  of 
Monaghan,'  and  I feel  assured  that  the  Population  of  the  Portion  of  the  County  Monaghan 
that  I recommend  should  be  added  to  the  proposed  Union  of  Cootehill,  are  in  the  habit  of' 
frequenting  and  are  dependent  on  the  Markets  of  that  Town.  From  the  constant  Influx 
of  the  resident  Proprietors  in  the  Parish  of  Ematris,  and  the  Portions  of  the  Parishes  of 
Currin,  Aghabog,  and  Aghnamullen  to  the  weekly  Markets,  monthly  Fairs,  Quarter  and 
Petty  Sessions,  and  the  banking  Accommodation  of  Cootehill,  no  Inconvenience  will,  I 
should  hope,  be  felt  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Monaghan  Electoral  Divisions  coming  to 
attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  at  a Place  where  their  own  Business  must 
necessarily  bring  them  so  often. 

With  respect  to  the  Eligibility  of  Cootehill  as  a Centre  for  the  Cavan  Portion  of  the 
Union,  which  I now  submit  for  your  Consideration,  the  same  Reasons  apply  with  greater 
Force ; and  moreover  it  is  not  merely  the  principal  but  the  only  Town  in  that  Portion  of 
the  County  Cavan  which  I was  unable  to  include  in  the  Cavan  or  Bailieborough  Unions. 

Having  decided  on  Cootehill  as  the  most  advantageous  Centre  of  the  proposed  Union,  Arrangements  as  to 
I marked  off  the  Property  of  each  Proprietor  that  had  furnished  me  with  Returns  of  his  Property. 

Property  with  different  coloured  Wafers  on  my  Maps,  lest  I should  ignorantly  divide  ^es"[ecI[°“®fdins 
any  Property,  either  by  the  Bounds  of  the  Union  or  the  Bounds  of  my  Electoral  Divisions,  centre*  ** Wt>  ° 
that  the  due  Formation  of  the  Union  did  not  require  of  me  so  to  do,  and  in  order  that  by 
not  merely  knowing  the  Extent  but  the  relative  Position  and  exact  Bounds  of  each  Property 
I might  be  the  better  able  to  discriminate  between  conflicting  Interests,  and  to  give  clear 
and  definite  Reasons  for  the  Divisions  and  Arrangements  which  I might  deem  it  to  be  my 


Duty  to  recommend  to  your  Board. 

I submit  for  your  Consideration  the  following  brief  Explanation  of  the  Nature  of  the 
Boundaries,  and  my  Reasons  for  forming,  as  I have  done,  each  of  the  electoral  Divisions, 
which  I now  propose  should  receive  your  Sanction,  and  be  immediately  carried  into  effect. 

Electoral  Division  No.  1.  is  bounded  on  Two  Sides,  North  and  East,  by  the  County  P 
Boundary,  on  the  South  by  the  Barony  Boundary  and  the  Rivers  Annaghlee  and  Dromore.  " 
In  it  is  situated  the  Town  of  Cootehill';  it  comprises  an  Area  of  upwards  of  8,100  Statute 
Acres,  and  contains  upwards  of  7,300  Inhabitants  according  to  the  Population  Returns  of 
1831.  I recommend  Two  Guardians  for  this  Division. 

The  Electoral  Division  No.  2.  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  County  Boundary,  on  the  I 
East  and  South  by  the  Rivers  Dromore  and  Annagh,  and  the  Barony  Boundary,  on  * 
the  West  by  the  Boundary  which  divides  the  Parish  of  Kill  from  the  Parish  of  Drung,  and 
by  the  Townland  Boundaries  which  separate  the  Properties  of  the  See  of  Kilmore  and 
Mr.  Burrowes  of  Stradone  from  those  of  Mr.  Boyle  and  Mr.  Lucas  Clements.  It  contains 
a Population  of  upwards  of  6,500  according  to  the  Returns  of  1831,  and  comprises  an 
Area  of  upwards  of  10,920  Acres.  I recommend  Two  Guardians  for  this  Division.  The 
Northern  Portion  of  this  Electoral  Division  adjoining  the  County  Boundary  is  rich  and 
cultivated,  studded  with  Gentlemen’s  Seats,  and  (excepting  the  Townlands  of  Cortober 
and  Corbeagh,  containing  the  Village  of  Clementstown)  comprising  a comparatively  com- 
fortable Population.  The  lower  and  Southern  Part  is  less  cultivated,  composed  of  a hilly 
cold  Soil,  and  if  not  less  densely  inhabited,  its  Population  is  apparently  much  poorer. 
Had  this  Electoral  Division  been  divided  into  Two,  and  a single  Guardian  given  to  each,  I 
One  of  Two  Evils  must  have  resulted  ; the  Properties  of  Two  large  Proprietors  must  have  P 
been  divided,  or  else  One  Division  would  have  been  altogether  composed  of  rich,  cultivated, 
and  well-situated  Land,  the  other  the  reverse.  As  at  present  proposed  to  be  constituted  I 
it  appears  to  me  to  contain  all  the  Elements  of  a well-formed  Division  ; the  Boundaries  are  n 
clear,  well  known,  and  likely  to  be  lasting  ; no  Property  of  any  Extent  is  separated  by  its 
Limits,  and  the  Two  great  Proprietors  to  whom  belong  Two  Thirds  of  the  entire  have 
their  Properties  together,  and  in  the  same  Electora  Division. 

The  Electoral  Division  No.  3.  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Anaghlee  River,  on  the  i 
East  by  the  Townland  Boundaries,  which  divide  the  Properties  of  the  See  of  Kilmore  and 
Mr.  Boyle  from  those  of  Mr.  Burrows  and  Mr.  Coote,  on  the  South  by  the  Boundary 
which  separates  the  Parish  of  Kill  from  the  Parishes  of  Larah  and  Drumgoon,  and  on  the 
West  by  the  Boundary  which  separates  the  Parish  of  Drung  from  the  Parish  of  Larah.  5 
This  Division  includes  a Tongue  of  the  Parish  of  Drung  which  runs  between  the  Parishes  x 
jf  Kill  and  Larah  ; from  Consideration  of  the  Position,  and  other  Circumstances  connected 
with  the  Townlands  contained  in  this  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Drung,  I have  thought  it 
advisable  to  join  it  to  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Kill,  which  I propose  should  form  my 
Third  Electoral  Division.  Thus  constituted,  the  Division  contains  a Population  of  3,033, 


and  an  Area  of  5,692  Acres.  I recommend  One  Guardian. 

The  Electoral  Division  No.  4.  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  River  Annagh,  and  the 
Boundary  between  the  Barony  of  Tullygarvey  and  the  Barony  of  Clankee,  on  the  East

by  the  County  Boundary,  on  the  South  and  West  by  the  Boundary  which  separates  the  Parish 
of  Drumgoon  from  the  Parish  of  Knockbride.  T.he  entire  of  this  Division  is  contained  in 
the  Parish  of  Drumgoon  ; its  Bounds  are  distinct,  well  known,  and  permanent;  the  Land, 
both  as  regards  the  Nature  of  the  Soil,  the  Description  of  the  Cultivation  to  which  it  is 
subjected,  and  the  general  Indications  of  Poverty,  or  the  reverse,  of  its  Population,  is 
equably  and  fairly  apportioned;  its  Area  comprises  6,573  Acres,  and  its  Population 
amounts  to  4,269.  I recommend  that  it  should  return  One  Guardian. 

Electoral  Division  No.  5.  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  County  Boundary,  on  the 
South  by  the  River  Annalee,  on  the  East  by  the  parochial  Boundary  which  separates 
the  Parish  of  Drung  from  the  Parish  of  Annagh,  and  on  the  West  by  the  lownland 
Boundary  which  runs  between  the  Lakes  of  Claragh  and  Capponagh  to  the  detached 
Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Drung.  It  contains  a Population  of  5,054,  and  comprises  an 
Area  of  8,323  Acres.  I found'it  necessary  to  take  a Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Annagh, 
both  in  order  to  make  the  Division  large  enough  to  round  the  Bounds  of  the  Union,  and 
to  enable  me  to  take  in  the  detached  Portion  of  Drung  Parish.  I recommend  One 
Guardian  for  this  Division.  , , c.  , 

Electoral  Division  No.  6.  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  River  Annalee,  on  the  South 
bv  the  Parishes  of  Drung  and  Larah,  and  the  Boundaries  of  the  Townlands  of  Corglass 
and  Drumheriff,  the  outside  Limit  of  Mr.  L.  Clement’s  Property,  on  the  East  by  the 
Parishes  of  Kill  and  Drung,  on  the  West  by  the  Parish  of  Castleterra.  It  contains  a 
Population  of  4,270,  and  an  Area  of  7,260.  It  is  proposed  to  give  it  One  Guardian. 

Electoral  Division  No.  7.  comprises  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Larah  in  the  Barony  of 
Tullygarvey.  It  contains  a Population  of  3,171,  and  an  Area  of  8,681.  The  Boundaries 
of  this  Electoral  Division  are  well  defined,  and  the  Properties  have  been  kept  together. 
The  greater  Part  of  the  Division  is  mountainous,  poor,  and  badly  cultivated.  I have 
thought  it  advisable  to  recommend  that  the  Electoral  Division  should  be  large,  and  to 
comprise  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Larah  which  is  the  richest  and  best  cultivated. 

Electoral  Division  No.  8.  comprises  a Portion  of  Knockbride  and  a Tongue  of  the  Parish 
of  Drumgoon  which  runs  into  it.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Parish  Boundary  of 
Drum "oon,  on  the  South  by  a Stream  which  runs  from  the  Shercock  Lake  to  the  River 
Annagh,  and  by  the  Townland  Boundaries  which  form  the  Limits  of  the  Bellamont  and 
Lord  Garvagh’s  Estates,  on  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  County  Boundary,  on  the  West 
by  the  Boundary  which  separates  the  Parish  of  Larah  from  Knockbride.  It  contains  a 
Population  of  6,819,  and  an  Area  of  12,745  Acres.  I recommend  that  this  Division  should 
have  Two  Guardians. 

Electoral  Division  No.  9.  is  composed  of  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Aglinamullen  in 
the  County  of  Monaghan,  left  for  me  to  provide  for  by  Mr.  Gulson.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
North  by  Mr.  Gulson’s  Boundary  to  his  Monaghan  Union,  on  the  East  by  the  Boundary 
to  his  Castleblaney  Union,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Boundary  to  his  Carrickniacross 
Union,  on  the  West  by  the  County  Boundary,  and  the  Boundary  which  separates  the 
Parish  of  Ematris  from  the  Parish  of  Aglinamullen.  It  contains  a Population  of  6,654, 
and  an  Area  of  11,825  Acres.  I propose  to  recommend  Two  Guardians. 

Electoral  Division  No.  10.  is  composed  of  the  Parish  of  Ematris,  and  is  almost  altogether 
composed  of  the  Property  of  Lord  Cremorne.  Its  Boundaries  are  distinct  and  permanent, 
its  Population  and  Soil  properly  apportioned,  and  the  Owners  of  the  Property  in  it  have 
their  Estates  undivided,  and  in  the  same  Electoral  Division.  It  contains  a Population  of 
7,511,  and  comprises  an  Area  of  12,267  Acres.  I propose  to  recommend  Two  Guardians 
for  this  Division. 

Electoral  Division  No.  11.  is  composed  of  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Aghabog  left  for 
me  to  provide  for  by  Mr.  Gulson.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North-east  by  Mr.  Gulson’s  Town- 
land  Boundary  to  his  Monaghan  Union,  on  the  South  by  the  Parish  of  Ematris,  and  on 
the  West  by  the  Parish  of  Currin.  It  contains  a Population  of  5,405,  and  comprises  an 
Area  of  7,733  Acres.  I am  inclined  to  recommend  Two  Guardians  for  this  Division  also. 

Electoral  Division  No.  12.  is  composed  of  a Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Currin.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Parish  of  Aghabog,  on  the  South  by  the  County  Boundary, 
on  the  East  by  the  Parish  of  Ematris,  and  on  the  West  by  the  Townlands  which  separate 
a Part  of  Colonel  Madden’s  Properties  from  those  of  Lord  Cremorne  and  other  Proprietors. 
It  contains  a Population  of  3,394,  and  comprises  an  Area  of  5,199  Acres.  I would 
recommend  One  Guardian  for  this  Division. 

On  the  10th  instant  I held  a public  Meeting  at  the  Court  House  of  Cootehill,  which  was 
most  numerously,  respectably,  and  influentially  attended.  I explained  to  the  Owners  and 
Occupiers  of  Land  in  the  District  the  Arrangements  I intended  to  propose  for  the  For- 
mation of  the  proposed  Union  of  Cootehill.  These  Arrangements  as  specified  in  the 
tabular  Forms,  and  as  laid  down  in  the  accompanying  Map,  not  only  met  with  the  entire 


Concurrence  of  the  Meeting,  but  have  not  since  been  objected  to. 

Area  and  Population.  The  Area  of  the  District  I propose  should  be  united  under  the  Denomination  of  the 
Cootehill  Union,  and  having  that  Town  for  the  Seat  of  the  Workhouse  comprises  according 
to  the  Ordnance  Survey  102,768  Statute  Acres  of  cultivated  Land  including  Wood,  without 
any  Mountain,  Waste,  or  unprofitable  Bog,  and  about  2,382  Acres  of  Water.  The  Popu- 
lation, according  to  the  Census  of  1831,  amounts  to  63,472  Persons.  This  District  1 
propose  to  divide  into  Twelve  Electoral  Divisions  for  the  Reasons  and  according  to  the 
Number  of  Guardians.  Boundaries  already  explained.  I propose  to  give  Eighteen  elected  Guardians  to  these 
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Twelve  Divisions,  consequently  a Board  will  tlins  be  formed  (with  the  requisite  Number  Reports  of 
SoS  Guardians)  of  Twenty-four  Guardians,  which,  considering  the  Extent  and 
Population  of  the  Union,  I consider  will  not  be  too  small  for  efficiently  transacting  the  proposed  UnionsT 

Business  of  the  Union.  

I visited  any  Buildings  that  could  be  obtained  in  the  Town  of  Cootehill  for  the  Purposes  Inspection  of  Build_ 
of  a Workhouse,  and  found  none  except  the  Market  House  (not  eligibly  situated),  and  I ings  capable  of  being 
consider  that  it  would  cost  more  to  alter  it  (even  if  sufficient  Space  could  be  procured)  so  kMU*  w°'k’ 
os  to  suit  the  Purposes  of  a Workhouse  than  to  build  a new  one  from  the  Foundation  on 

public  Funds  or  Institutions  for  the  general  Relief  of  the 
:Poor.  Once  a Week  the  Shopkeepers  of  Cootehill  dole  out  a small  Portion  ot  iobacco,  rid  Relief  of  the  Poor. 

Suo-ar,  Tea,  or  whatever  Commodity  is  the  cheapest  and  worst  in  their  Shop  to  each 

■Beggar  who  asks  of  them,  on  condition  of  their  not  asking  again  for  the  Remainder  of  the 

Week  This  Mode  of  Relief  (if  it  can  be  so  miscalled),  or  rather  this  selfish  and  indolent  Evils  resulting  from 

Mode  of  getting  rid  of  Importunity,  I need  not  say  is  productive  of  the  most  injurious  S'fent  Moae  ot 
Consequences,  and  aggravates  the  Evil  it  would  pretend  to  relieve ; it  impoverishes  both 
the  Receiver  and  the  Giver.  Those  little  Luxuries  which  would,  if  discriminately  adminis- 
tered, strengthen  Weakness,  and  perhaps  soothe  Suffering,  are  snatched  up  by  the  more 
sturdy  and  less  deserving  Objects,  and  either  exchanged  for  intoxicating  Stimulants,  or 
made  to  pander  to  the  Indulgence  of  Appetites  for  unprofitable  and  unbefitting  Luxuries. 

The  Town  on  “ dole  Day,”  as  it  is  called,  presents  a disgusting  and  lamentable  Spectacle, 
a frightful  Example  of  the  Evils  of  indiscriminate  and  voluntary  Almsgiving. 

In  no  Part  of  Ireland  that  I have  been  in  have  I found  so  many  Trampers,  or  Shoulers  Wandmng  Beggars. 
(as  the  wandering  Beggars  are  called),  as  in  the  County  Cavan ; most  of  the  Leitrim,  Reasons  for  bemg  so 
Longford,  and  Roscommon  Beggars  on  their  Route  either  to  the  North-east  or  East  of  oim  y 

Ireland  pass  through  Cavan,  and  it  is  so  convenient  that  it  is  first  used  as  a kind  ot 
Training  Ground;  and  the  Beat  of  a young  Hand  is  at  first  tried  on  Cavan.  I feel 
assured  that  One  Half  of  the  Money  Value  of  the  Alms  now  wasted  in  unprofitable  and 
indiscriminate  Charity,  wrung  in  most  Cases  from  the  pressing  Necessities  of  the  deserving 
Poor,  would  be  found,  if  computed,  more  than  equal  to  any  equable  Rate  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  for  the  Relief  of  the  really  destitute  Poor  in  the  Workhouse  under  the 
Provisions  of  the  Poor  Relief  Act.  Medical  Charities- 

Medical  Relief  is  afforded  at  a Dispensary  in  Cootehill,  Rockcurry,  and  Drum  within  Dispensary  x>etails. 
the  proposed  Union.  At  Cootehill  Dispensary  there  are  from  Sixty  to  100  Poor  who  get 
Medicine  and  Advice  gratis  Twice  a Week,  on  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  Ten  to 
Three  o’Clock ; in  bad  and  dangerous  Cases  the  Medical  Attendant  visits  them  at  then- 
own  Houses.  Last  Year  the  Number  relieved  with  Medicine  or  Advice,  or  both,  at  the 
Dispensary,  amounted  to  2,461 ; visited  at  their  own  Houses,  311  ; and  57  Children 
vaccinated.  There  is  also  in  the  Town  a small  Fever  Hospital  which  has  been  supported 
by  Subscriptions  from  the  Inhabitants ; it  contains  Six  Beds.  This  little  Hospital  was  ot  co^od °t^n . ’Evils: 
o-reat  Use  the  last  Year  while  Fever  was  very  prevalent;  thelatients  were  attended  by  0f present  System, 
the  Dispensarv  Doctor  gratis,  and  they  got  Medicine  from  the  Dispensary,  and  were  well 
taken  care  of  by  a good  Nurse  Tender ; out  of  Eighty  Cases,  since  the  1st  of  last  October, 
there  were  only  Two  Deaths.  There  is  One  general  Fever  Hospital  in  the  County  at 
Cavan,  but  the  Distance  from  Cootehill  is  so  great,  and  the  Means  of  Carnage  for  the 
Poor  so  imperfect,  that  the  going  to  the  Hospital  would  be  worse  than  the  Disease. 

Although  the  Cavan  Hospital  is  really  only  available  for  the  Use  of  a small  District  around 
Cavan, “it  is  mainly  supported  by  Presentment  off  the  entire  County.  t 

In  the  Village  of  Drum,  Three  Miles  from  Cootehill,  there  is  also  a Dispensary  which  is  D.spensary  Deta.  . 
supported  by  44Z.  2s.  raised  as  Subscriptions,  and  44/.  2s.  granted  by  Presentment  off  the 
County;  the  total  Number  of  Persons  relieved  last  Year  were  1,103,  of  which  there  were 
294  Surgical  Cases,  741  Medical,  23  Midwifery,  and  45  vaccinated;  11  died,  20  were 
discharged  as  incurable,  and  137  remaining  under  Treatment.  Of  these  Cases  210 
were  visited  at  their  own  Houses,  97  of  the  Medical  Cases  were  Typhus  Fever  of  a bad 
Character,  and  there  were  no  Means  of  Hospital  Relief.  . 

At  the  Village  of  Rockcurry  there  is  also  another  Dispensary,  which  is  supported  by 
42/.  18s.  raised  by  Subscriptions,  and  42/.  18s.  raised  by  Presentment  off  the  County.  The 
Numbers  relieved  during  the  Year  were  2,113,  of  these  there  were  340  visited  at  their  own 

H°TlieS’Portions  of  the  Baronies  of  Tullygarvy  in  the  County  of  Cavan,  and  of  Dartrey  in  Population  of  District, 
the  County  of  Monaghan,  of  which  the  proposed  Union  of  Cootehill  is  formed,  are  densely 
inhabited,  and  I do  not  think  that  in  any  other  Portion  of  Ireland  of  the  same  Area,  with 
a Town  Population  not  above  3,000,  there  could  be  found  a denser,  if  perhaps  so  dense,  a 
Population.  I also  regret  to  state  that  the  general  Poverty  of  the  People  is  as  striking  as 
the  Amount  of  the  Population,  and  considering  the  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  the  Cultivation 
which  it  appears  to  receive,  I found  much  fewer  of  what  are  called  strong  Farmers  than  I 
should  have  expected,  or  than  exists  in  the  Portions  of  the  South  of  Ireland  with  which 
I am  acquainted ; there  are  not  so  many  of  the  very  lowest  Class,  the  common  Squatters  state  of  the  Popula- 
that  you  see  in  the  South  of  Ireland,  but  then  there  are .more  of.  %'^^fWSthe 
the  Scale  of  Irish  Misery,  Cottiers,  as  they  are  called,  lhis  nuseiame  uraer  ot  me 
Peasantry  generally  hold  under  others  very  little  removed  from  the  Poverty  they  are  in 
(24-App.)  03  themselves

themselves,  to  whom  they  are  Under-tenants,  and  to  whom  they  pay  a Labour  Rent. 
During  the  only  Period  of  the  Year  at  which  Labour  is  in  demand  they  are  obliged  to 
work  for  the  Person  they  hold  under,  having  in  most  Cases  a running  Account  with  them, 
they  are  generally  in  their  Debt,  and  completely  in  their  Power.  The  Land  is  subdivided 
to  a great  Extent  from  Five  to  Six  Acres,  being  about  the  Average  of  the  Holdings.  The 
Rent  of  Land  averages  from  25s.  to  35s.  per  Acre,  which  appears  to  me  as  very  high 
considering  the  Nature  of  the  Soil,  the  Conveniences  for  the  Disposal  of  Produce,  and  the 
Amount  of  the  Population  to  be  supplied  with  the  Necessaries  of  Life  in  the  first  instance, 
yet  these  Rents  are  cheerfully  and  punctually  paid,  and  the  People  appear  contented  and 
quiet. 

At  this  Period  considerable  Distress  prevails,  it  being  the  Time  between  the  going  out 
of  the  old  and  the  coming  in  of  the  new  Crop  of  Potatoes.  These  Periods  of  Distress  are 
becoming  more  frequent,  and  almost  regular  in  their  Occurrence,  and  Year  after  Year 
less  Provision  appears  to  be  made  in  order  to  meet  them ; they  were  formerly  confined  to 
the  West  and  extreme  North-west  of  Ireland,  and  were  generally  accounted  for  by  a 
Failure  in  the  Potato  Crop.  Latterly  the  Seasons  of  Distress  to  which  I allude  have  not 
only  become  more  regular  in  their  Occurrence,  but  more  extended  as  to  their  Limits. 

The  Habits  of  Industry  of  the  labouring  Population  in  this  District  appear  not  to  differ 
from  that  of  their  fellow  Countrymen  in  the  same  Class  of  Life ; when  Work  is  presented 
to  them  they  will  work,  but  they  will  not  look  for  Work,  or  rather  endeavour  to  make  out 
Work.  If  a wet  Day  breaks  in  upon  their  Labour  they  do  not  look  for  Employment  with 
which  the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather  will  not  interfere.  A Glance  at  the  Irish  Peasant’s 
Cabin  and  Garden  where  so  much  is  to  be  done,  and  so  much  manual  Labour  running 
waste,  proves  this. 

The  periodical  Seasons  of  a total  Want  of  Work,  and  a sudden  Demand  for  the  most 
active  Work,  to  which  the  Irish  Labourer  is  subjected,  operates  injuriously  on  his  indus- 
trious Habits ; under  strong  exciting  Circumstances  the  Irish  Peasant  will  work  harder 
than  the  Labourer  of  any  other  Country,  but  his  Toil  is  neither  so  steady  nor  continuous ; 
the  Season  of  Inactivity  comes  as  regularly  as  the  Season  of  violent  Exertion.  Were  the 
Amount  of  Labour  already  required  more  equally  divided  over  the  Year  by  a proper 
Rotation  of  Crops,  or  any  other  Circumstances  which  would  keep  up  a Succession  of 
Labour,  these  Evils  would  in  a great  measure  be  avoided,  and  the  Want  of  Abstinence  and 
Forethought  of  an  ignorant  and  impoverished  Population  would  not  be  submitted  to  such 
unfair  Temptations,  or  be  required  to  adapt  themselves  to  Fluctuations  which  would 
require  all  the  Abstinence  of  an  enlightened,  industrious,  and  comfortable  People  to 
provide  against. 

For  the  direct  Relief  of  the  general  Poverty  to  which  I allude  I do  not  so  far  forget  the 
Principles  or  the  Objects  of  the  Law,  in  the  Administration  of  which  under  your  Board 
I am  employed,  as  to  propose  Workhouse  Accommodation.  But  I do  anxiously  and 
confidently  propose  what  I deem  sufficient  Workhouse  Provision  for  all  those  who  may  be 
driven  beyond  the  Verge  of  even  the  low  Standard  of  Subsistence  on  which  the  Class 
I have  treated  on  are  forced  to  subsist.  I propose  Workhouse  Accommodation  for  those 
to  whom  alone  the  Provisions  of  the  Poor  Law  are  applicable,  without  fostering  the 
Evil  to  be  remedied,  and  towards  whom  its  Provisions  can  fairly  and  ought  promptly 
to  be  applied,  for  those  who  are  at  present  left  dependent  on  indiscriminate,  voluntary 
Almsgiving,  and  subjected  to  all  the  Train  of  reproducing  Evils  attendant  on  such  a 
Mode  of  Relief. 

For  the  Union  which  I now  respectfully  submit  for  your  Consideration  and  Approval,  I 
recommend  Workhouse  Accommodation  to  be  provided  for  800  Inmates. 

I feel  bound  to  state  that  on  the  Part  of  all  Classes  with  whom  I have  come  in  contact 
I have  found  a general  Desire  to  promote  the  Objects  and  to  facilitate  the  Introduction  of 
the  Poor  Law,  and  every  Information  and  Assistance  that  I have  sought  for  has  been 
cheerfully  and  promptly  afforded.

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Report  on  the  Formation  of  the  Newtown  Ards  Union. — By  Edward  Gulson  Esq., 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 


Gentlemen,  9th  August  1839. 

I beg  to  forward  for  your  Adoption  the  annexed  tabular  Form  for  the  Union,  of  which 
the  Town  of  Newtown  Ards  is  proposed  to  be  the  Centre. 

This  Union  will  be  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  by  the  Sea,  on  the  West  by  the 
Belfast  and  Lisburn  Unions,  and  on  the  South  by  the  intended  Union  of  Downpatrick. 

The  Town  of  Newtown  Ards  contains  a Population  of  4,442,  and  is  much  the  most 
important  Place  in  the  District  proposed  to  be  united.  It  is  also  tolerably  central  as  regards 
the  Area  which  is  intended  to  be  comprised  within  the  Union,  and,  as  is  shown  by  the 
accompanying  Map,  is  convenient  in  every  respect  as  a Point  of  Communication  for  the 
District  around  it. 

The  Union,  as  proposed,  will  contain  53,873  Population  by  the  Census  of  1831,  and 
93,924  Acres  of  Land.  The  District  is  rich  and  highly  cultivated,  and  the  Holdings  or 
Occupations  are  generally  larger  than  in  any  Union  I have  yet  recommended.  The  Mar- 
quis of  Londonderry  possesses  a fine  Estate  around  Newtown  Ards,  which  evidently  has 
been  remarkably  well  managed. 

The  Farms,  both  on  this  Estate  and  on  the  Property  of  the  Marquis  of  Downsliire,  in 
the  adjoining  Union  of  Lisburn,  are  much  more  extensive  than  is  usual  in  this  Part  of 
Ireland.  An  improved  Mode  of  Culture  has  been  introduced;  a large  Outlay  of  Capital 
is  evident;  and  both  as  regards  the  Land  and  its  Inhabitants  there  is  a general  Appearance 
of  Prosperity  and  Comfort,  which  is  strikingly  contrasted  with  the  Aspect  of  other  Parts  of 
Ireland  in  which  I have  been  officially  employed. 

The  Farmers  here  approach  much  nearer  to  that  highly  respectable  Class,  the  Pride  of 
England,  so  well  known  by  the  Appellation  of  “ English  Yeomen.”  Their  Houses  are 
clean,  substantial,  and  in  good  Repair;  their  Farms  extensive  and  well  cultivated,  and 
Fences  in  good  Repair;  their  Homesteads  well  furnished;  all  presenting  visual  Evidence 
of  Prosperity,  and  of  that  good  Understanding  between  Landlord  and  Tenant  so  essential 
to  the  Interests  of  both.  The  distinctive  Character  of  the  People  of  the  North  is  nowhere 
more  clearly  discernible  than  in  the  District  I am  now  describing.  The  Barony  of  Lecale 
in  this  County,  of  which  I have  not  yet  seen  much,  appears  to  me  also  to  present  much  of 
the  same  Character.  Great  Care  and  Attention  have  for  many  Years  been  bestowed  upon 
the  Poor  and  their  Relief  in  the  Parishes  of  Newtown  Ards,  Comber,  and  Bangor,  and 
also  at  Hillsborough  on  the  Estate  of  Lord  Downshire.  Mendicity  Societies  have  long 
existed,  which  have  been  very  carefully  managed,  and  from  which  the  Localities  have 
derived  great  Advantage.  And  as  the  greatest  Proof  that  these  Institutions  have  operated 
beneficially  I may  state  that  I have  carefully  investigated  the  Books,  both  of  Proceedings 
and  of  Accounts,  from  the  Year  1824  to  the  present  Time,  and  I find  that  the  Number  of 
Poor  have  gradually  lessened  in  each  Year  since  the  Commencement. 

A System  of  In-door  Relief  has  been  acted  upon  to  a considerable  Degree;  Work  has 
been  found  for  the  Inmates,  and  chiefly  to  this  Cause,  and  to  the  vigilant  Care  which 
has  been  exercised  by  the  local  Visitors,  I attribute  the  Good  which  has  been  effected. 

It  is  interesting  to  trace  the  Progress  of  the  Mendicity  Institutions  here  from  their  first 
Establishment. 

The  Commencement  of  the  Mendicity  Institution  in  this  Part  of  the  Country  appears 
from  the  Book  to  have  taken  place  in  January  1824;  on  the  13th  a Meeting  was  held 
of  the  Parishes  of  Newtown  Ards  and  Cumber  at  the  Request  of  the  Marquis  of 
Londonderry. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Day  are  thus  entered : — 

“ At  a Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parishes  of  Newtown  Ards  and  Cumber 
held  in  Newtown  Ards  on  the  13th  January  1824  at  the  Request  of  the  Marquis  of 
Londonderry, — 

“ The  Rev.  Mr.  Cassidy  in  the  Chair. — The  Marquis  of  Londonderry  communicated  to 
the  Meeting  his  anxious  Desire  to  promote  and  to  aid  the  Establishment  of  any  Institution 
of  the  Nature  of  a House  of  Industry  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  each  Parish,  and  that  he 
would  be  ready  to  furnish  a House  for  the  Purpose,  and  would  give  such  an  annual  Sub- 
scription as  he  might  consider  necessary  when  the  Plans  agreed  upon  by  each  Parish  should 
be  submitted  to  him. 

“ It  was  then  resolved, — 

“ ‘ 1st.  That  it  is  extremely  desirable,  for  the  Abolition  of  Mendicity,  the  Relief  of  the 
absolutely  destitute,  and  the  Aid  of  the  distressed,  that  an  Institution  be  established  in 
each  Parish  of  the  Nature  of  a House  of  Industry,  to  be  supported  by  the  Collections 
in  the  Places  of  Worship,  aided  by  private  voluntary  Subscriptions. 

“ c 2d.  That  a Meeting  be  called  in  each  Parish  to  take  into  consideration  the  Sug- 
gestion of  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry,  and  to  organize  a Plan  for  carrying  this  Measure 
into  effect.’  ” 

At  the  next  Meeting  it  was — 

“ Resolved,  That  the  following  Statement  be  submitted  to  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry 
as  containing  the  Sentiments  of  the  Meetings  on  the  Subject  recommended  by  him  for  their 
Consideration.

afford  the  most  complete  and  effectual  Support  to  those  who,  from  Age,  Infirmity,  Disease,  

and  absolute  Poverty,  are  unable  to  do  any  tiling  towards  their  own  ; but  by  all  Means  to 
avoid  giving  gratuitous  Aid  to  those  who  are  merely  placed  in  Situations  of  Want  and 
Difficulty  by  Idleness,  Improvidence,  or  Want  of  Employment;  the  Remedy  naturally 
suggested  by  the  Situation  of  such  being  to  assist  them  in  finding  Employment,  and  to 
furnish  them  with  Materials  for  Industry.” 

After  some  other  Resolutions  as  to  Subscriptions  and  Details,  the  Minutes  state — 

<£  Shortly  after  these  Resolutions  were  adopted  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry  arrived,  by 
Appointment,  and  the  Proceedings  of  the  Meeting  having  been  read  to  him,  he  was  pleased 
to  express  his  high  Approbation.  He  seemed  to  prefer  the  Establishment  of  a single 
House  to  that  of  a Number  of  Cottages.  He  addressed  the  Meeting  at  considerable 
Length,  exposing  the  Evils  of  the  old  System  of  public  begging,  repeating  his  anxious 
Desire  that  the  Poor  should  be  aided  and  relieved  by  a well  regulated  System,  and 
promising  his  Patronage  and  Support  to  the  proposed  Institution.” 

Persons  were  then  appointed  to  solicit  Subscriptions,  and  the  Meeting  adjourned. 

Houses  were  engaged  in  each  Parish  as  Houses  of  Industry,  in  which  the  destitute  Poor 
have  since  been  maintained,  and  such  Work  has  been  found  for  them  as  Time  and  Circum- 
stances would  admit. 

The  Proceedings,  both  in  Newton  Ards  and  Comber,  appear  to  have  been  very  regularly 
conducted  for  some  Years.  The  greatest  Vigilance  seems  to  have  been  exercised  by  the 
Visitors  appointed  for  each  District,  whose  Business  it  was  personally  to  visit  and  inquire 
into  each  individual  Case  of  Necessity  before  Relief  was  afforded,  and  a periodical  Revision 
of  all  Cases  on  the  Books  was  carefully  entered  into  by  the  monthly  Committees,  whose 
regular  and  voluntary  Exertions  entitle  them  to  the  highest  Praise,  and  prove  that  where 
the  public  Interests  are  concerned  the  Aid  of  Persons  of  Station  and  Character  may  be 
relied  upon  equally  in  Ireland  as  in  England. 

After  some  Years,  however,  the  Subscriptions  appear  to  have  fallen  off,  and  the  Efforts 
of  the  Directors  and  Committees  were  from  Time  to  Time  directed  to  the  obtaining 
iurther  Support.  The  Difficulties  in  this  respect,  however,  went  on  increasing.  Resolutions 
appear  on  the  Books  stating  the  Decrease  in  Subscriptions,  and  the  Difficulties  arising 
therefrom  as  regarded  the  Relief  of  the  Poor.  The  Funds  of  the  Institution  appear  at 
length  to  have  fallen  off  so  much  as  to  produce  a new  and  important  Change  in  the 
Principle  on  which  the  Institution  had  been  founded,  and  hitherto  conducted.  The 
Resolutions  on  this  Subject  state  that  “ Three  Gentlemen  are  requested  to  wait  on  Lord 
Londonderry,  and  represent  to  him  the  Poverty  and  Want  which  exist  in  the  Town,  and 
the  Inadequacy  of  the  Institution  from  the  Lowness  of  its  Funds  to  relieve  the  Distress 
which  abounds,  and  beg  of  his  Lordship  to  resort  to  such  Means  as  he  may  think  advisable 
to  uphold  the  House  of  Industry  till  some  Poor  Law  Bill  may  be  passed  for  Ireland,  and 
that  the  Secretary  write  to  Lord  Londonderry  to  know  when  it  would  be  convenient  to  his 
Lordship  to  receive  the  Deputation. 

The  Deputation  having  conferred  with  his  Lordship,  it  appears  that  a Meeting  of  the 
Tenantry  was  held  in  the  Court  House  at  Newtown  Ards,  at  which  the  following  Resolutions 
were  agreed  to : — 

“ Resolved — That  until  the  Legislature  shall  establish  some  System  of  Poor  Laws,  we, 
the  Holders  of  Land  on  the  Londonderry  Estate,  in  order  to  uphold  the  excellent 
Institutions  of  our  Houses  of  Industry,  have  agreed  to  pay  ‘Id.  an  Acre  twice  a Year,  with 
the  County  Cess,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  laudable  and  humane  Purpose  of  keeping  the 
Poor  from  Want  and  Misery  in  our  Neighbourhoods,  in  aid  of  the  Subscriptions  which  have 
been  regularly  paid  in  the  Town. 

“ A List  of  all  Persons  refusing  this  small  but  greatly  important  Contribution  to  be 
delivered  into  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry’s  Office  half-yearly. 

“ This  Cess  to  be  collected  and  handed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  House  of  Industry,  and 
to  be  collected  in  such  a Manner  as  he  may  point  out. 

“ That  in  order  to  carry  into  operation  the  same  Principle  in  the  Town  which  has  been 
adopted  in  the  Country  it  is  resolved,  that  in  addition  to  the  acreable  Assessment  on  the 
Town  Parks  the  Sum  of  6 d.  in  the  Pound  shall  be  paid  by  all  Occupants  according  to 
the  Value  of  their  Holdings;  this  Rate  to  be  laid  on  by  the  Applotters,  who  should  they 
find  it  in  any  Case  amount  to  less  than  the  voluntary  Subscription,  a discretionary  Power 
is  left  with  them  which  of  the  Two  shall  be  collected. 

“ That  for  the  Purpose  of  carrying  the  foregoing  Resolutions  into  effect,  Lord 
Londonderry’s  Agent  shall  be  requested  to  furnish  the  Committee  of  this  House  with  a List 
of  all  the  Landholders  in  the  Parish,  the  Number  of  Acres  possessed  by  each,  together  with 
the  different  Tenements  held  by  Residents  in  the  Town. 

“ lhat  the  Constables  who  collect  the  County  Cess  in  their  respective  Districts  be 
requested  to  take  up  those  Rates  at  the  same  Per-centage,  and  the  Committee  to  furnish  a 
List  to  each  Collector  for  this  Purpose.” 

(24.— App.)  X These 
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These  Resolutions  were  signed  by  the  present  Marquis  of  Londonderry. 

In  Twelve  Months  after  the  following  Resolutions  appear r , , 

« That  it  appears  from  the  Treasurer’s  Book  that  after  the  Payment  of  the  Accounts 
lie  will  be  in  advance  151.;  it  is  therefore  resolved,  that  a Deputation  be  requested  to  wait 
on  Lord  Londonderry’s  Agent  to  advise  with  him  as  to  the  best  Means  of  keeping  up  this 

ES?The  Deputation  having  waited  on  his  Lordship's  Agent  he  declared  his  Willingness  to 
enforce  the  Payment  of  the  Poor  Rate  agreed  to  last  Year,  but  feared  it  would  be 
impossible  to  increase  that  Rate,  and  urged  the  Necessity  of  reducing  the  Expense  ot  the 
House  of  Industry  to  its  Income.” 

It  thus  appears  that  a compulsory  Rate  was  established  upon  the  large  Estates  of  the 
Marquis  of  Londonderry  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute,  and  for  the  Suppression  of 
Mendicancy.  This  compulsory  Rate  consisted  of  an  acreable  Assessment  of  4d  pei  Acie 
per  Annum7  on  the  Land,  and  a Rate  of  6d.  in  the  Pound  on  the  Value  of  a Houses  in 
the  Towns;  and  the  Payments  as  shown  by  the  last  Resolution  were  enfoiced  bj  the  Land 
Agent  where  it  became  necessary. 

I find  that  on  an  Average  of  the  last  Fourteen  Years  Twenty  Persons  have  been  in  the 
Receipt  of  In-door  Relief  during  the  whole  Time  in  Cumber  Parish,  and  about  the  same 
Number  in  Newtown  Ards. 

In  the  Parish  of  Cumber  there  appear  to  have  been  120  extern  Poor  on  the  Average, 
and  in  Newtown  Ards  Parish  about  180,  but  the  Extent  of  Relief  afforded  is  very  small 
compared  to  the  Number  of  Recipients.. 

The  total  Amount  of  Expenditure  of  Newtown  Ards  Mendicity  Institution  from  its 
Commencement  in  1824  has  been  an  Average  of  26 lZ.  2s.  6d  per  Annum. 

Bangor  Parish,  comprising  an  Area  of  17,000  Acres,  and  a Population  of  9,35o,  very 
shortly0 followed  the  Example  of  Newtown  Ards  and  Comber.  . 

A Mendicity  Institution  was  established  in  1826,  and  I extract  from  the  Book  of  then 
Proceedings  some  of  the  Resolutions  unanimously  agreed  to,  as  they  bear  a close  relation 
to  Matters  intimately  connected  with  our  Proceedings. 

At  a Meeting  held  April  2d,  1826,  for  the  Purpose  of  taking  into  consideration  some 
Plan  for  the  Support  of  their  own  Poor,  the  following,  amongst  other  Resolutions,  were 


unanimously  agreed  to  : — 

“ That  no  Person  who  has  not  been  a Resident  in  the  Parish  for  at  least  I wo  Years  be 
entitled  to  Assistance,  unless  in  Cases  of  extraordinary  Emergency. 

“ That  no  Person  or  Persons  who  have  come  into  and  settled  in  this  Parish  as  a travelling 
Beggar  be  entitled  to  any  Assistance.  . 

“ That  any  Person  whose  Name  is  on  the  List  of  this  Institution,  and  who  shall  be  found 
lodging  strolling  Beggars,  shall  immediately  cease  to  receive  Support. 

“ That  any  Person  receiving  Assistance  from  the  Funds  of  this  Parish,  and  afterwards 
found  begging,  shall  immediately  cease  to  receive  such  Assistance. 

“ That  the  Object  of  this  Institution  being  the  Suppression  of  Mendicancy  and  the 
Encouragement  of  Industry,  our  Visitors  be  instructed  to  enforce  Habits  of  Industry  and  of 
Economy  among  the  Poor  of  their  Districts,  and  that  they  do  not  recommend  more 
Assistance  to  be  given  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

“ That  the  Objects  of  this  Institution  may  be  fully  carried  into  effect,  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  Parish  be  requested  to  cease  affording  Relief  to  any  travelling  Beggar. 

In  this  Parish  the  Institution  appears  to  have  been  conducted  with  the  same  Care  and 
Attention  and  with  the  same  beneficial  Results  as  in  the  Parishes  before  described.  In 
the  course  of  Time  the  same  Difficulties  were  experienced  by  a falling  off  in  the 
Sbscriptions,  but  the  steady  Perseverance  and  praiseworthy  Exertions  of  those  who  have 
devoted  their  Services  to  the  Management  of  this  Institution  have  maintained  it  up  to  the 
present.  Time  in  its  original  Usefulness. 

The  Means  which  have  been  adopted  in  this  District  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  the 
Vigilance  exercised,  and  the  Success  which  has  attended  their  Efforts,  have  rendered  this 
Locality  more  free  from  Pauperism,  Mendicancy,  or  Destitution  than  any  which  has  yet 
come  within  my  Notice  since  I have  been  in  Ireland.  Few  or  no  Beggars  are  to  be  seen ; 
to  the  Eye  of  a Stranger  a most  marked  Difference  in  this  respect  is  visible  throughout  the 
District,  and  a general  Aspect  of  Comfort  prevails,  which  exhibits  in  a striking  Degree 
the  Advantages  which  the  Inhabitants  have  generally  derived  from  the  carefully  conducted 
Institutions  which  have  been  so  long  established  for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicancy  and 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Destitute : hence  the  Inhabitants  feel  that  the  Poor  Law  was  less 
required  here  than  elsewhere.  I beg,  however,  to  state  that  the  best  Spirit  prevails 
regarding  the  Introduction  of  the  Law.  I have  received  the  kindest  and  most  cordial 
Assistance  from  every  one  with  whom  I have  communicated,  and  I venture  to  predict 
that  as  the  District  contains  so  many  Gentlemen  who  have  for  Years  devoted  their  Atten- 
tion to  the  Subject,  and  who  understand  the  true  Principle  of  a Poor  Law,  as  is  shown  by 
their  Proceedings,  the  Newtown  Ards  Union  will  be  a Pattern  of  good  Management  and  ol 
beneficial  Operation.  ^ 
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In  arranging  the  Union  into  Electoral  Districts  I have  proceeded  upon  the  Principle  Reports  of 
of  dividing  Properties  as  little  as  possible,  and  (keeping  this  in  view)  of  adhering  to  Assistant  Commis- 
recognized  and  established  Boundaries  as  far  as  I have  been  able.  No  Difficulty  has  sioners  respecting 
occurred  in  this  respect,  except  as  regards  the  Parish  of  Bangor,  to  which  it  is  necessary  proposed  Unions, 
to  advert.  ' 

The  Parish  of  Bangor  contains  9,355  Population  and  an  Area  of  17,023  Acres,  and  I 
had  proposed  to  divide  it  into  Three  Electoral  Divisions.  On  proceeding  to  do  so,  However, 

I found  Lord  Dufferin’s  Property  so  situated  that  it  could  not  be  kept  entire.  I also 
found  the  Ward  Property  similarly  circumstanced.  I also  found  that  a considerable 
Charity  Fund  existed  in  this  Parish  which  has  been  bequeathed  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Poor  of  Bangor  Parish,  and  is  vested  in  the  Churchwardens  for  the  Time  being.  It  is 
intended  to  devote  this  Fund,  amounting  to  a considerable  Sum,  to  the  Relief  of  the 
Rate,  either  by  keeping  up  the  Mendicity  Institution,  and  thereby  relieving  the  same 
Objects  as  otherwise  must  come  into  the  Workhouse,  or  in  Payment  of  their  Maintenance 
in  the  Union  Establishment.  The  Possession  of  this  Fund  by  the  Parish  as  a whole 
renders  it  very  difficult  to  divide  the  Parish  into  Electoral  Districts,  because  as  each 
Electoral  District  will  have  to  pay  for  its  own  Poor  only,  and  as  this  Fund  will  lessen 
the  Number  of  Poor  to  be  relieved  in  each  District  by  the  Rate,  or  will  go  towards 
their  Maintenance  in  the  Workhouse,  it  would  depend,  if  the  Parish  were  divided,  upon 
the  Distribution  of  this  Charity  Fund  in  the  several  Electoral  Divisions  how  much  Rate 
would  be  required  in  each.  If  the  Churchwardens  lived  in  Electoral  Division  No.  1 of 
Bangor  Parish,  and  chose  to  relieve  the  Poor  of  that  District  only,  the  Electoral  Divi- 
sion No.  1 would  probably  pay  no  Rate,  whilst  the  other  Electoral  Districts  of  the  Parish 
would  thus  in  no  way  partake  of  the  Benefits  which  the  Donor  intended  should  belong 
equally  to  all. 

Again,  however  justly  and  equitably  the  Churchwardens  endeavoured  to  act  in  the  Distri- 
bution of  this  Fund,  they  would,  if  the  Parish  was  divided,  certainly  labour  under  extreme 
Difficulty  in  satisfying  the  Rate-payers  of  each  District  that  they  had  a fair  Share,  and 
that  no  Favour  was  shown. 

I have  seen  the  Churchwardens  and  many  of  the  most  influential  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish,  and  have  conferred  with  them  in  reference  to  this  Subject.  They  are  unanimous  in 
strongly  pressing  upon  the  Commissioners  the  Non-division  of  the  Parish.  They  say  they 
have  acted  harmoniously  and  cordially  hitherto  in  every  thing  relative  to  the  Relief  of  the 
Poor  (and  as  they  have  had  a well-managed  Mendicity  Institution  for  Fourteen  Years  they 
have  some  Experience  in  this  respect).  They  urge  that  this  Charity  Fund,  if  the  Parish  is 
divided,  will  necessarily  give  rise  to  much  Unpleasantness  and  Jealousy  as  regards  its 
Appropriation  in  proper  Proportions  between  the  Electoral  Divisions,  and  that  the  Church- 
wardens will  be  placed  in  an  unpleasant  Position  in  consequence. 

All  the  landed  Proprietors  in  the  Parish,  as  well  as  the  influential  Occupiers,  are  very 
anxious  that  the  Parish  should  remain  undivided.  Considering,  therefore,  all  these  Circum- 
stances, and  that  by  the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  the  Commissioners  can  at  any  future 
Time  divide  the  Parish  if  found  practically  expedient  so  to  do,  I beg  to  suggest  that  it 
will  be  best  to  make  only  One  Electoral  District  of  the  Parish  of  Bangor,  and  to  give  Four 
Guardians  to  it.  I am  confident  the  good  Sense  of  the  Rate-payers  will  cause  them  to  elect 
the  Guardians  in  such  a Manner  as  will  fairly  represent  each  Part  of  the  Parish.  On  this 
Subject  I have  cautioned  them  by  stating  that  unless  they  do  elect  the  Guardians  fairly,  and 
from  different  Parts  of  the  Parish,  the  Commissioners  will  doubtless  exercise  the  Powers 
given  by  the  Eighteenth  Section  to  divide  the  Parish,  and  thus  alter  the  Electoral  Division, 
as  now  proposed,  in  accordance  with  their  Wishes.  I feel  confident,  however,  that  Expe- 
rience will  prove  this  to  be  unnecessary  in  a Parish  so  well  regulated,  and  in  which  so  much 
Cordiality  exists  as  in  that  of  Bangor. 

No  Building  exists  in  this  Union  which  will  be  fit  to  alter  for  a Workhouse;  a new' 

House  will  therefore  be  necessary,  and  referring  to  the  affluent  State  of  the  District,  to 
the  vigilant  Care  which  has  hitherto  been  exercised  over  the  greater  Proportion  of  it,  as 
well  as  to  the  best  Information  I can  obtain  as  to  the  Number  of  Poor,  which  are  certainly 
less  in  this  District  than  in  most  others  of  similar  Extent,  I suggest  that  a Workhouse 
capable  of  containing  600  Inmates,  with  Facility  of  Enlargement  for  300  more  (or  900  in 
all),  will  be  sufficient. 

I beg  leave,  therefore,  to  recommend  that  the  Newton  Ards  Union  be  declared,  under 
Seal,  according  to  the  annexed  tabular  Form.

Report  on  the  Formation  of  the  Ballinrobe  Union. — By  Joseph  Burke  Esq., 

Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  Tuam,  18th  October  1839.  Mr.  Bure— Balliu- 

1.  Having  completed  the  Formation  of  the  Unions  of  Galway,  Gort,  Loughrea,  and  robe  Umon- 
Tuam,  in  the  County  of  Galway,  I proceeded  to  Ballinrobe,  in  pursuance  of  your  Instruc- 
tions, to  commence  Operations  in  the  County  of  Mayo. 

The  Unions  above  referred  to,  with  the  Portions  of  the  County  of  Galway  included  by 
Mr.  Hancock  in  the  Ballinasloe  Union,  and  by  Mr.  Hawley  in  the  Scariff  Union,  leave  the 
following  Parts  of  that  County  still  undisposed  of,  viz. : — 

The  Barony  of  Ballinahinch,  comprising  in  itself  the  District  of  Cunnemara,  which  I 
propose  hereafter  to  form  into  a Union  with  its  Capital  at  Clifden. 

The  Parishes  of  Killannin  and  Kilcummin  in  the  Barony  of  Moycullen,  which  must 
either  form  a Union  in  themselves,  with  the  small  Population  of  18,815,  having  Oughterard 
as  its  Capital,  or  what  I should  consider  much  preferable  be  annexed  to  the  already  formed 
Union  of  Galway. 

The  Barony  of  Ross,  commonly  called  “Joyce’s  Country,”  which  I propose  to  include  in 
the  Union  of  Ballinrobe,  the  Details  connected  with  which  I have  now  the  Honour  of 
submitting  for  your  Consideration  and  Approval. 

2.  In  taking  Ballinrobe  in  preference  to  Hollymount,  which  was  also  suggested  to  me  as  Reasons  for  selecting 

the  Capital  of  the  Union,  I was  influenced  by  the  following  Facts  | — roL^rrthef&ntre. 

1st.  That  Ballinrobe  is  a Town  of  some  Note,  having,  as  by  the  Census  Returns  of  1831, 
a Population  of  2,604,  and  that  Hollymount  is  much  inferior  to  it  in  Size  and  Importance, 
with  about  500  Inhabitants. 

2dly.  That  Ballinrobe  has  a good  weekly  Market  abundantly  supplied  with  Provisions  of 
all  Kinds,  and  that  Hollymount,  although  possessing  for  many  Years  a Patent  for  holding  a 
Market,  has  never  been  able  to  establish  one. 

3dly.  That  Ballinrobe  is  much  more  central  as  regards  the  Union  now  proposed  than 
Hollymount.  I may  also  add  that  Ballinrobe  is  a Sessions  Town,  and  was  formerly  an 
Assizes  Town  of  the  County  alternately  with  Castlebar,  and  that  it  is  the  Constabulary 
Depot  for  the  Province  of  Connaught.  The  chief  Claim  put  forward  for  Hollymount  was, 
that  it  had  a resident  Gentry  about  it,  but  I find  that  Ballinrobe.  has  the  Advantage  even 
in  this  respect.  I forward  with  this  Report  Letters  received  from  Alexander  C.  Lambert, 

Esq.,  a Deputy  Lieutenant,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Mayo,  Courtney  Kenny, 

Esq.,  J.  P.,  John  F.  Lynch,  Esq.,  J.  P.,  Partry,  and  the  Rev.  James  Anderson,  Rector  of 
Ballinrobe,  all  setting  forth  the  Advantages  of  Ballinrobe  over  Hollymount,  and  from  the 
Rev.  James  M‘Hale,  P.P.  of  Hollymount,  the  only  Communications  which  I received  in 
favour  of  the  latter  Town.  I also  transmit  a Copy  of  Resolutions  adopted  at  a Meeting- 
held  at  Ballinrobe  on  the  19th  August  1839,  the  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Mayo  in 
the  Chair,  which  was  presented  to  me  at  Tuam  by  a Deputation  on  the  following  Day ;

tlie  Object  being  to  suggest  to  me,  in  forming  this  Union,  the  Propriety  of  including  within 
it  a District  nearly  the  same  as  that  which  I have  decided  on. 

3.  I convened  a Meeting  of  the  landed  Proprietors,  &c.  of  the  District  proposed  to  be 
united,  and  which  took  place  in  the  Court  House  of  Ballinrobe  on  Monday  the  23d  Sep- 
tember 1839.  It  was  numerously  and  respectably  attended,  the  High  Sheriff  of  the  County 
of  Mayo  in  the  Chair.  There  were  also  present  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Oranmore, 
Vice  Lieutenant  of  the  County,  Sir  Samuel  O’Malley,  Bart.,  Five  Deputy  Lieutenants, 
and  above  Twenty  Magistrates,  besides  many  of  the  Parochial  Clergy,  and  a large  Con- 
course of  the  farming,  trading,  and  labouring  Classes. 

After  giving  a general  Statement  of  the  Nature  and  Provisions  of  the  Poor  Law  Act,  I 
submitted  the  Details  connected  with  the  intended  Union  as  comprised  in  this  Report,  which 
met,  I am  happy  to  say,  with  the  entire  Approval  of  the  Meeting.  There  was  no  Question 
raised  as  to  the  respective  Claims  of  Ballinrobe  and  Hollymount,  this  Fact  in  itself  evincing 
the  very  general  Concurrence  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  proposed  Union  in  the  Selection 
made  of  Ballinrobe  as  the  Capital  of  it. 

4.  The  Union  of  Ballinrobe  will  include  the  Barony  of  Kilmain,  the  Barony  of  Cion- 
morris,  with  the  Exception  of  the  Parish  of  Balia,  the  Parishes  of  Ballyovey  and  Touaghty, 
and  Part  of  the  Parish  of  Burriscara,  in  the  Barony  of  Carra,  all  in  the  County  of  Mayo, 
together  with  the  Barony  of  Ross  in  the  County  of  Galway,  having  altogether  a Population 
of  74,842  according  to  the  Census  Returns  of  1831,  and  an  Area  of  190,635  Statute  Acres 
as  appears  by  the  Tithe  Composition  Returns.  The  Union  will  be  bounded  on  the  North 
by  the  Parishes  of  Ballintubber,  Drum,  Rosslee,  Balia,  and  Killeaden,  on  the  East  by  the 
Castlerea  Union  and  the  proposed  Union  of  Swinford,  on  the  South  by  the  T.  uam  Union 
and  the  Barony  of  Moycullen  in  the  County  of  Galway,  and  on  the  West  by  the  Barony  of 
Ballinahinch  in  the  County  of  Galway,  and  the  Barony  of  Murrisk  in  the  County  of  Mayo; 
the  greatest  Length  of  the"  Union  is  Twenty  Irish  Miles,  and  its  greatest  Breadth  about  the 
same.  The  most  extreme  Point  from  Ballinrobe  is  Fifteen  Irish  Miles. 

5.  I propose  to  divide  the  District  included  in  this  Union  into  Fourteen  Electoral  Divi- 
sions, returning  Twenty-six  Guardians ; these,  with  Eight  ex  officio  Guardians,  will  form  a 
Board  sufficiently  numerous  to  manage  the  Affairs  of  the  Union. 

6.  The  Electoral  Division  of  Ballinrobe  will  include  the  Parish  of  Ballinrobe,  with  the 
Exception  of  that  Part  of  it  in  the  Barony  of  Ross  and  County  of  Galway,  together  with  a 
small  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Kilmainmore,  both  having  a Population  of  9,415,  and  con- 
taining 9,719  Acres,  and  will  return  Three  Guardians.  Ballinrobe,  which  in  1831  had 
2,604  Inhabitants,  was  formerly  the  Assizes  Town  of  the  County  alternately  with  Castlebar, 
and  was  also  the  Head  Quarters  of  a Regiment  of  Cavalry.  The  Assizes  are  no  longer  held 
here,  and  the  Barracks  are  latterly  used  as  a Depot  for  the  Constabulary  of  the  Province  of 
Connaught.  The  Market  on  Mondays  is  well  supplied  with  Corn,  Potatoes,  Frieze,  coarse 
Flannel,  and  a strong  Grey  Linen  ; it  has  some  well  assorted  Shops,  and  an  extensive  Flour 
Mill  and  Brewery.  Two  Fairs  are  held  yearly;  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  are  held 
twice  a Year,  and  Petty  Sessions  every  Monday. 

The  Parish  of  Ballaghholla,  with  the  Exception  of  that  Portion  of  it  in  the  Barony  of  Ross 
and  County  of  Galway,  and  the  Parish  ofKilmolara,  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Kil- 
molara,  and,  with  a Population  of  3,053,  will  return  One  Guardian.  The  Land  in  these 
Parishes  is  principally  under  Tillage  ; a good  deal  of  Waste  Land  and  Bog  is  in  Ballagh- 
holla. In  Kilmolara  are  some  fine  Limestone  Quarries.  A remarkably  large  Fair  is  held 
on  the  20th  September  at  Lough  Mask  in  Ballaghholla  Parish. 

The  Electoral  Division  of  Cong  will  comprise  the  Parish  of  that  Name,  having  an  Area  of 
19,000  Acres,  and,  with  8,378  Inhabitants,  will  return  Three  Guardians.  This  Parish, 
lying  partly  in  the  County  of  Mayo  and  partly  in  the  County  of  Galway,  is  situate  on  Lough 
Corrib.  The  Land,  with  the  Exception  of  about  One  Fourth  which  is  Bog  and  Waste,  is 
good  Arable  and  Pasture,  chiefly  under  Tillage,,  and  producing  excellent  Crops.  The  Town 
of  Cong  was  formerly  of  some  Importance.  The  Quarries  at  Cong  produce  the  finest  Lime- 
stone in  Ireland.  There  are  Two  large  Mills  capable  of  grinding  300  Tons  of  Wheat 
annually.  Petty  Sessions  are  held  every  Saturday,  and  Fairs  are  held  at  Fanshinough 
twice  a Year. 

Shruil  Electoral  Division  will  consist  of  the  Parish  of  that  Name  and  a Portion  of  the 
Parish  of  Kilmainbeg  insulated  with  it.  The  Population  being  4,177  it  will  return  One 
Guardian. 

The  Land  is  of  good  Quality,  and  chiefly  under  Tillage,  the  Wheat  which  is  produced 
being  considered  the  best  in  the  Country. 

At  the  Village  of  Shruil,  which  contains  507  Inhabitants,  are  an  extensive  Brewery  and 
large  Corn  Mills.  A Market  for  Corn  is  held  in  it  every  Thursday  which  is  abundantly 
supplied,  and  there  are  Two  Fairs  held  in  the  Year.  It  is  a Constabulary  Station,  and 
Petty  Sessions  are  held  every  Second  Thursday. 

The  Electoral  Division  of  Kilmain  will  include  the  Parishes  of  Kilmainmore,  Kilmainbeg, 
and  Moregaga,  the  Three  having  a Population  of  5,555  on  an  Area  of  11,957  Acres,  and 
will  return  Two  Guardians.  The  Land  is  of  tolerably  good  Quality,  and  in  Kilmainmore 
are  some  excellent  Sheep  Pastures.  Petty  Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Village  of  Kil- 
main, 
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main,  which  has  a Sub- Post  Office  to  Hollymount,  and  is  a Constabulary  Station.  Fairs 
are  also  held  in  it  twice  a Year,  and  are  well  supplied  with  Black  Cattle  and  Sheep. 

Kilcommon  Parish  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Hollymount,  and,  having  6,507  No.  6. -Hollymount. 
Inhabitants,  will  return  Two  Guardians.  The  Land  is  very  good  in  this  Parish ; the 
Country  about  is  agreeably  diversified,  and  adorned  with  numerous  well-planted  Demesnes. 

Hollymount,  situate  in  this  Parish,  is  a very  neat  Town,  with  a Population  of  about  500. 

It  has  Fairs  twice  a Year,  is  a Constabulary  Station,  and  Petty  Sessions  are  held  in  it  on 
alternate  Saturdays.  . 

The  Parishes  of  Crossboyne  and  Kilvine  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Ballindine,  n0i  ^ Ballindine. 

with  a Population  of  7,690,  and  will  return  Three  Guardians.  In  these  Parishes  the  Land 
is  pretty  good ; in  Kilvine  is  some  Waste  Land,  and  in  both  Parishes  plenty  of  Bog.  In 
Crossboyne  is  the  Village  of  Ballindine,  and  there  are  several  beautiful  Demesnes ; amongst 
others,  Castlemacgarrett,  enriched  with  excellent  Timber,  the  Seat  of  Lord  Oranmore. 

The  Parish  of  Kilcoleman,  and  that  Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Knock  which  is  in  the  No.  8.— Claremorris. 
Barony  of  Clonmorris,  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Claremorris,  with  a Population 
of  8,391,  and  an  Area  of  21,863  Acres,  and  will  return  Three  Guardians.  Of  the  Parish 
of  Kilcoleman  about  One  Third  is  Arable,  One  Fourth  Pasture,  and  the  Remainder  Waste 
and  Bog;  Limestone  is  plentiful.  Clare  or  Claremorris  is  a Sessions,  Market,  and  Post 
Town,  having  1,476  Inhabitants;  Five  Fairs  are  also  held  in  it  yearly.  It  is  a chief 
Station  of  the  Constabulary  and  Revenue  Police.  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  are  held 
twice  a Year  in  a commodious  Court  House,  and  Petty  Sessions  every  Wednesday. 

The  Parish  of  Mayo  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  that  Name,  its  Population  being  No.  9.— Mayo. 

3,152,  and  Area  11,491  Acres,  it  will  have  One  Guardian.  The  Land  in  this  Parish  is 
of  fair  Quality,  and  contains  some  excellent  Sheep  Pastures  ; a good  deal  of  Bog  is  being 
reclaimed  in  it,  and  there  are  several  fine  Limestone  Quarries.  A Fair  is  held  at  Brize 
once  a Year.  It  was  my  original  Intention  to  have  placed  this  Parish,  and  the  Parishes  ot 
Touaghty  and  Burriscarra,  in  the  proposed  Union  of  Castlebar,  but  finding  that  by  this 
Arrangement  the  Boundary  of  the  Union  would  divide  the  Properties  of  Two  or  Three 
extensive  Proprietors,  and  that  the  Parishes  referred  to  were  nearer  to  Ballinrobe  than  to 
Castlebar,  I at  once  yielded  to  a Suggestion  made  by  Lord  Oranmore,  Mr.  O’Connor 
Blake,  the  present  High  Sheriff,  and  others,  to  allow  these  Parishes  to  be  annexed  to  the 
Union  of  Ballinrobe,  with  the  Exception  of  a small  Portion  of  Burriscarra  which  is  so 
situated  that  it  must  go  into  the  Castlebar  Union. 

The  Parishes  of  Touaghty  and  Burriscarra,  with  the  Exception  of  a small  Portion  of  the  No.  10 — Burriscarra. 
latter  proposed  to  be  placed  in  the  Castlebar  Union,  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  t 

Burriscarra,  and,  with  a Population  of  2356,  will  return  One  Guardian.  The  Land  in 
Touaghty  is  of  good  Quality;  that  in  Burriscarra  rather  light  sandy  Soil.  The  Village  of 
Ballyglass  in  Touaghty  has  a Post  Office,  and  is  a Constabulary  Station.  Petty  Sessions 
are  held  there  fortnightly. 

Robeen  Electoral  Division  will  include  the  Parishes  of  Robeen  and  Taugheen,  their  No.  n._ Robeen. 
united  Population  being  5,754,  and  will  return  Two  Guardians.  The  Land  in^  these 
Parishes  is  of  medium  Quality,  and  chiefly  under  Tillage.  In  Taugheen  are  large  I raets 
of  Bog  ; in  Robeen  are  some' beautiful  Seats  and  extensive  Tracts  of  Pasture. 

The  Parish  of  Ballyovey  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Partry,  the  latter  being  the  No.  12 — Partry. 
Name  by  which  the  District  comprised  within  the  Parish  is  best  known.  It  has  a Popula- 
tion of  4,025,  and  an  Area  of  12,000  Acres,  mostly  mountainous,  with  extensive  Tracts  of 
Bog,  and  will  return  One  Guardian. 

Those  Parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Ballaghholla  and  Ballinrobe  in  the  Barony  of  Ross  and  No.  13— Ballaghholla. 
County  of  Galway  will  form  the  Electoral  Division  of  Ballaghholla,  having  a Population  of 
2,028,  and  will  return  One  Guardian. 

The  extensive  and  interesting  Parish  of  Ross  in  the  Barony  of  that  Name  and  County  No.  14.— Ross, 
of  Galway,  comprising  43,734  Acres,  and  a thinly  scattered  Population  of  4,361,  will  form 
the  Electoral  Division  of  Ross,  and  return  Two  Guardians.  I at  first  intended  to  allow  but 
One  Guardian  for  this  Electoral  Division,  but  it  having  been  suggested  to  me  at  the 
Meeting  at  Ballinrobe  that  over  so  large  a Space,  and  the  Distance  being  rather  remote 
from  the  Capital  of  the  Union,  a Second  Guardian,  would  be  required,  I at  once  agreed  to 


give  it  Two  Guardians. 

This  Parish,  together  with  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Cong,  forms  the  narrow  Isthmus 
which  separates  the  extensive  Loughs  Corrib  and  Mask.  About  I wo  Fifths  of  the  Land 
are  Mountain  Pasture  which  could  be  reclaimed  and  made  available  for  agricultural  Pur- 
poses, about  One  Fifth  Waste,  One  Fifth  Bog,  and  the  Remainder,  with  the  Exception 
of  about  500  Acres  of  Plantation,  good  Arable  Land.  A Market  is  held  on  Saturday  at 
Clonlue  where  great  Quantities  of  Oats  are  sold,  and  Fairs  are  held  there  Four  Times  a 
Year.  Some  of  the  Inhabitants  are  employed  in  spinning  Flax  and  Woollen  Yarn  for 
their  own  Use.  Boats  are  employed  on  Lough  Mask  in  carrying  Turf,  Timber,  Grain, 
and  other  agricultural  Produce  to  Cong,  which  is  further  conveyed  on  Lough  Corrib 
to  Galway.  In  the  Mountain  of  Glanloch  is  a Slate  Quarry,  the  Property  ol  Thomas 
Martin,  Esq.  . 

7.  The  Land  throughout  about  Two  Thirds  of  the  Union,  being  that  Portion  of  it  Value  of  Land ; 
situate  in  the  County  of  Mayo,  is  of  tolerably  fair  Quality,  producing  good  Crops  0f  J^ges  and  Lmpioy-

Wheat,  Oats,  and  Potatoes.  Flax  is  grown,  but  not  very  generally,  and  the  Yarn  wrought 
into  a strong  Grey  Linen,  which  finds  a ready  Sale  at  the  Linen  Markets  of  Castlebar 
and  Westport.  Large  Quantities  of  Frieze  are  also  manufactured  here  for  home  Con- 
sumption. There  are  also  many  large  Sheep  Farms.  The  average  Value  of  Land  in  the 
Part  of  the  Union  above  referred  to  may  be  taken  at  25s.  the  Irish  Acre. 

In  the  Barony  of  Ross,  the  other  Portion  of  the  Union,  which  is  situate  in  the  County 
of  Galway,  and  comprises  nearly  One  Third  of  the  entire  Area  of  the  Union,  the  Land  is 
almost  wholly  mountainous,  at  the  same  Time  very  capable  of  Improvement,  and  lets  by 
Bulk.  The  Population  in  this  Part  is  but  scanty,  being  only  8,658  over  an  Area  of 
55,593  Acres.  Constant  Employment  is  not  to  be  had  within  the  Union,  for  the  labouring 
Class  and  the  Cottier  System  partially  exist  in  it;  the  Labourer  being  allowed  at  the  Rate 
of  8d.  a Day  in  Summer  and  6d.  a Day  in  Winter  in  the  Rent  of  a wretched  Cabin  and 
badly  cultivated  Garden.  As  the  Cottier  remains  idle  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Winter,  I 
should  say  that  he  is  employed  not  above  One  Third  of  the  working  Days  throughout  the 
Year,  and  the  Remuneration  for  this  Period  barely  balances  his  Rent  Account  with  his 
Employer,  so  that  the  poor  Man  scarcely  ever  receives  ready  Money  for  his  Labour. 
The  Cottier  System  is  bad,  both  for  the  Employer  and  the  employed ; the  former  allowing 
small  Remuneration  for  the  Labour,  and  the  latter  giving  but  little  Value  in  return.  The 
principal  Employment  in  the  Barony  of  Ross  is  in  the  Cultivation  of  Mountain  Farms,  and 
in  the  rearing  of  a small  and  indifferent  Breed  of  Black  Cattle  and  Sheep. 

8.  The  Condition  of  the  Peasantry  is  not  worse  than  it  is  in  the  Galway  Unions,  and 
Destitution  does  not  appear  to  any  great  Extent.  I have  remarked  through  all  the  Unions 
which  I have  formed  that  the  Population  are  much  better  housed  in  the  rural  Districts 
than  in  the  immediate  Outlets  of  the  Towns.  In  and  about  Ballinrobe  the  usual  Rows  of 
wretched  filthy  Cabins  are  to  be  found. 

9:  ^.°  Establishments  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  exist  within  the  Union.  Medical 
Relief  is  dispensed  at  the  following  Places,  through  the  Aid  afforded  by  private  Sub- 
scriptions, and  an  equal  Sum  being  generally  granted  on  Presentment  by  the  Assizes 
Grand  Jury: —

10.  Taking  One  per  Cent,  on  the  Population  of  the  rural  Portion  of  the  Union,  and 
One  and  a Half  per  Cent,  on  the  Population  of  Ballinrobe,  Claremorris,  Hollymount, 
Cong,  Shruil,  &c.,  I consider  that  a Workhouse  for  800  Paupers  will  be  required.  I 
visited,  in  company  with  Mr.  Wilkinson  (the  Board’s  Architect),  the  Cavalry  Barracks  at 
Ballinrobe,  stated  in  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  General’s  Return  to  the  Commissioners 
to  be  capable  of  accommodating  Fourteen  Officers,  202  Men,  and  Eighty-seven  Horses. 
They  are  well  circumstanced,  with,  I should  say,  a Sufficiency  of  Land  about  them,  but 
they  are  at  present  occupied  as  the  Constabulary  Depot  for  the  Province  of  Connaught ; 
and  it  was  stated  to  me  that  a Clause  in  the  original  Lease  prohibited  the  Conversion 
of  the  Premises  to  any  other  Purpose  than  a Barrack  under  Pain  of  Forfeiture  to  the 
head  Landlord. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  also  accompanied  me  to  see  the  agricultural  School  at  Hollymount,  which 
it  was  stated  might  be  easily  converted  into  a Workhouse.  The  Rev.  James  M‘Hale,  the 
Parish  Priest  of  Hollymount,  was  also  with  us.  Mr.  Wilkinson  was  of  opinion  (in  which 
I quite  agreed)  that  the  Building  would  cost  a considerable  Sum  to  make  it  suitable  for  a 
Workhouse,  and  even  then  it  would  not  be  capable  of  affording  Accommodation  to  One 
Third  of  the  Number  required;  the  Land,  too,  appeared  to  me  to  be  cold  and  swampy,  and 
the  Place  is  a Mile  at  least  from  Hollymount.  Since  my  Visit  there  I have  been  informed 
that  this  Building  is  vested  in  Trustees,  who  would  not  be  inclined  to  dispose  of  it  much 
under  its  Value, . were  it  selected  as  the  Place  for  the  Workhouse. 

Colonel  Nesbit  Knox,  Proprietor  of  the  Town  of  Ballinrobe,  having  offered,  through  his 
Agent,  Mr.  Alexander  Clendining  Lambert,  the  Choice  of  Three  or  Four  Sites,  with  Four 
Irish  Acres  of  Land,  free  of  any  Charge,  Mr.  Wilkinson  accompanied  me  in  the  Inspection 
of  them  ; they  are  all  on  the  Verge  of  the  Town  of  Ballinrobe.  Mr.  Wilkinson  approved 
of  One  or  Two  of  them,  so  that  no  Difficulty  will  occur  in  procuring  a suitable  Site  for  the 
Union  Workhouse,

Report  on  proposing  the  Navan  Union. — By  Denis  Phelan  Esq.,  M.  D.,  Assistant 
Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  _ 25  th  May  1839. 

Being  prepared  to  suggest  the  Arrangements  for  a Union,  of  which  Navan  will  be  the 
Centre,  it  is  necessary  I should  inform  you  of  some  Circumstances  _ which  caused  much 
Delay,  and  required  Consideration  before  its  Boundaries  and  some  of  its  Electoral  Divisions 
could  be  decided  on.  . 

I stated  in  a former  Report  that  though  Dunshauglilin  and  Trim  are  less  distant  from 
each  other,  and  also  from  Kells  and  Navan,  than  could  be  desired,  each  of  the  former 
Towns  is  surrounded  on  Three  Sides  by  so  considerable  an  Area  of  rich  and  fertile 
Country  that  there  could  be  no  Hesitation  in  making  both  the  Centres  of  Unions.  The 
same  Observation  applies  to  Kells.  But  Navan  is  differently  circumstanced ; its  Distance 
from  Dunshaughlin  is  only  11£  Statute  Miles,  from  Trim  8j,  from  Kells  10j,  from 
Drogheda  15,  and  from  Ardee  18,  each  of  which  either  has  been  made  or  is  likely  to  be 
a Centre.  . n . , 

This  Proximity  of  Navan  to  Trim  and  Kells  disposed  me  to  expect  that  the  entire  I ansh 
of  Navan  might,  without  any  serious  Inconvenience,  form  a Part  of  the  Trim  Union.  But 
when  I went  to  that  Town,  and  perceived  it  to  be  by  far  the  most  important  in  the  County 
in  respect  to  Population,  Trade,  and  Manufactures,  and  that  a Circle  of  Four  or  Five 
Miles  around  it  contains  the  Residences  of  several  Magistrates  and  other  wealthy  and 
respectable  Persons,  this  Proposal  appeared  to  be  liable  to  serious  Objections.  And  these 
were  still  more  strengthened  when  an  Examination  of  some  Parishes  to  the  North  of  Navan 
convinced  me  that  in  the  event  of  such  an  Arrangement  it  would  be  difficult  to  provide 
for  them  satisfactorily. 

But  feeling  it  desirable  that  the  Number  of  Workhouses  should  not  be  unnecessarily 
increased,  it  occurred  to  me  that  if  the  Navan  and  Kells  Districts  could  be  formed  into 
One  Union,  the  Centre  to  be  fixed  at  Donaghpatrick,  or  about  midway,  the  Expense  of  a 
Second  could  be  avoided  without  any  great  Inconvenience.  To  satisfy  myself  on  this 
Point,  and  to  learn  the  Opinions  of  the  Owners  and  Occupiers,  I again  went  through  both 
Districts,  when  I found  that  the  general  Feeling  was  against  it,  and  in  favour  of  a Union 
for  each.  But  to  test  the  Question  more  decisively  I had  a public  Meeting  convened 
at  Kells  and  another  at  Navan,  when  I stated  the  comparative  Advantages  and  Dis- 
advantages of  having  Two  Workhouses  or  only  One.  I calculated  the  greater  Expense 
which  would  be  likely  to  attend  the  former  Arrangement,  admitting,  however,  that  fixing 
the  Centres  in  such  Places  of  public  Resort  as  these  Towns  are  must  be  a Matter  not 
only  of  Convenience  to  many,  but  a positive  Advantage  in  several  Respects.  And  1 also 
observed  that  in  my  Report  to  your  Board  I should  be  much  influenced  by  any  Opinions 
expressed  by  the  Meeting,  perceiving  that  it  was  so  respectably  and  so  numerously  attended 
as  to  warrant  me  in  considering  it  a fair  Representation  of  the  Owners  and  Occupiers  at 
large.  ‘ 

In  both  Places  the  Meeting  was  quite  unanimous  in  preferring  to  have  a Centre  at  or 
near  each  Town,  even  at  an  additional  Expence,  much  greater  than  I stated  it  was  likely 
to  be,  namely,  about  One  Penny  and  a Farthing  per  Acre  per  Annum.

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Reports  of  In  coming  to  this  Conclusion  I perceived  that  the  Meeting  was  chiefly  influenced  by  the 

Assistant  Commis-  following  Considerations: — First,  it  was  apprehended  that  a sufficient  Attendance  of 
sioners  respecting  Guardians  would  not,  in  general,  be  had  at  the  midway  Workhouse,  there  being  no  Market, 
proposed  Unions.  Sessions,  or  other  Inducement  to  bring  them  there,  and  it  was  therefore  feared  that  the 

Management  would,  in  a great  Measure,  fall  into  the  Hands  of  the  few  who  might  reside 

in  the  immediate  Vicinity.  Secondly,  it  was  considered  certain  that  a good  Attendance 
will  be  had  both  at  Kells  and  Navan,  (and  here  I may  remark  that  it  was  gratifying  to 
perceive  the  Stress  which  was  laid  on  a regular  Discharge  of  their  Duties  by  the  Guardians.) 
And,  thirdly,  it  was  hoped  that  through  the  Poor  Law  Machinery  Funds  will  hereafter  be 
raised  for  the  Relief  of  the  sick  Poor,  it  being  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  now  to  do  so 
sufficiently ; and  it  is  expected  that  the  Workhouse  will  in  some  Time  be  made  available 
in  affording  Infirmary  and  Fever  Accommodation  not  only  to  the  destitute,  the  proper 
Objects  of  Relief,  but  to  the  Paupers  and  working  Classes  next  above  the  destitute,  Numbers 
of  whom  are  known  to  be  reduced  to  Destitution  for  Want  of  efficient  medical  Attendance. 

Should  any  such  Arrangements  be  effected,  it  is  evident  that  it  can  be  far  more  readily 
and  more  extensively  carried  into  operation  where  the  Workhouse  is  in  or  near  a populous 
Town  than  if  it  be  in  a mere  rural  Locality. 

The  Unanimity  which  prevailed  at  these  Meetings  has  induced  me  to  depart  from  my 
orio-inal  Intention,  and  to  suggest  that  Kells  and  Navan  be  each  the  Centre  of  a Union, 
feeling  satisfied  not  only  that  the  rateable  Property  in  each  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet  the 
Workhouse  Expenditure,  without  any  Pressure  on  Owners  or  Occupiers,  but  that  it  would 
be  injudicious  to  oppose  Wishes  so  fully  expressed  by  the  Parties  concerned.  Had  I found 
that  there  was  much  Difference  of  Opinion  I should,  on  the  contrary,  recommend  one 
possessing  a greater  Area  and  Population. 

Navan  is  peculiarly  well  calculated  for  a Centre.  It  is  a Place  of  considerable  Trade 
in  Corn,  Butter,  Pork,  and  other  agricultural  Produce,  being  by  far  the  best  Market  Town 
in  the  County.  It  is,  beside,  the  Place  in  which  Quarter  and  Petty  Sessions  are  held,  and 
immediately  contiguous  to  it  are  a Distillery,  a Flax  Manufactory,  and  some  extensive 
Flour  Mills.  Fuel  (Coals)  is  said  to  be  had  there  cheap  and  in  abundance  in  consequence 
of  the  Facility  of  Carriage  from  Drogheda  by  Canal ; and  as  the  Land  for  Miles  around  is 
rich,  and  produces  Corn  and  Potatoes  in  great  Plenty,  all  the  Materials  for  Workhouse 
Consumption  are  readily  obtained. 

In  consequence  of  the  Proximity  of  Navan  to  Trim  and  Kells,  and  from  its  central 
Position  in  the  County,  the  Union  must  necessarily  be  more  extended  in  the  Northern 
Direction  towards  Nobber  than  in  any  other,  and  on  this  Account  its  Form  will  be  less 
rounded  than  1 could  wish.  But  no  Inconvenience  is  likely  to  arise  from  this,  as  the 
greatest  Radius  in  that  Direction  does  not  exceed  Eight  or  Nine  Miles,  and  I have 
ascertained  that  a satisfactory  Site  can  be  had  on  that  Side  of  Navan. 

The  Formation  of  some  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  this  Union  has  also  required  more 
than  usual  Consideration.  I allude  to  those  of  Navan  and  Ardbraccan.  In  the  Parishes 
bearing  these  Names  I have  ascertained  from  personal  Observation  that  there  is  a far 
greater  pauper  Population  compared  with  the  Area  and  probable  Amount  of  rateable 
Property  than  in  any  other  Part  of  the  District,  and  that  a greater  Proportion  of  this 
Population  is,  apparently  at  least,  in  a State  bordering  on  Destitution,  or  likely  to  be 
destitute,  under  Circumstances  which  would  not  cause  the  same  Condition  in  other  Places. 
This  is  said  to  be  produced  by  the  greater  Number  of  Persons  that  come  to  Navan  in 
search  of  Employment  in  the  Stores,  Mills,  and  other  mercantile  Concerns,  but  who,  being 
unable  to  obtain  it,  or  when  thrown  out  of  it,  locate  themselves  there,  as  Huts  or  Lodgings 
can  be  had  on  very  low  Terms.  They  thus  become  permanent  Residents,  and  many  u.' 
them  are  said  to  become  Paupers  and  Mendicants. 

This  Cheapness  of  Lodgings  for  the  Poor  depends  on  a most  pernicious  Practice,  which 
prevails  in  Navan  to  a greater  Degree  than  in  any  other  Place  that  I know  of.  Some  of 
the  Owners  of  the  Town  and  of  the  Suburbs  let  small  Portions  of  Land,  a Quarter,  a Sixth, 
or  an  Eighth  of  an  Acre,  to  Persons  possessing  some  Capital,  who  erect  on  it  a Number  of 
Huts  of  the  most  wretched  Description,  which,  of  course,  they  are  enabled  to  give  at  a very 
small  Rent.  Some  of  this  Land  the  Middleman  sublets  to  poor  Persons,  who  contrive  to 
build  these  Huts  themselves  for  their  own  Residences  and  as  lodging  Places  for  Beggars. 
I have  gone  into  several  of  these  wretched  Hovels,  which  far  exceed  in  point  of  Filth  and 
Want  of  Comfort  any  that  1 have  seen  even  in  the  South  of  Ireland,  and  I could  not  avoid 
expressing  my  Surprise  that  Persons  should  be  found  in  the  highest  and  middle  Classes  of 
Society  who  for  mere  Gain  contributed  to  congregate  so  great  a Mass  of  Human  Beings 
bordering  on,  if  not  actually  in,  a State  of  Destitution,  or  wno  can  only  preserve  themselves 
from  it  by  Mendicancy  or  the  Commission  of  Crime. 

Navan  is  situated  in  an  Angle  formed  by  the  Junction  of  the  Rivers  Boyne  and  Black- 
water,  and  is  on  the  Western  Bank  of  the  former,  and  the  Southern  of  the  latter.  The 
Town  is  immediately  divided  from  the  Parishes  of  Athlumny  and  Donaghmore  by  these 
Rivers,  so  that  a Portion  of  each  Parish  lies  quite  contiguous  to  it,  and  the  Flax  Manufac- 
tory, and  some  of  the  Mills  and  other  Stores  to  which  1 have  alluded,  are  on  the  Athlumny 
Side.  The  Population  of  the  Parish  of  Navan  is  6,141,  and  its  Area  is  only  3,322  Statute 
Acres.  The  Town  and  Suburbs  contain  830  Houses,  the  Three  Fourths  of  which,  I suspect, 
will  be  occupied  by  Persons  unable  to  pay  any  Rates.  Considering  this  Disproportion  of 
Population  and  of  rateable  Property,  and  particularly  the  more  pauperised  Condition  ol 

the 
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the  Population,  it  appears  to  be  inexpedient  to  make  the  Parish  of  Navan  an  Electoral 
Division,  as  apparently  the  Pressure  on  it  would  be  greatly  disproportioned  to  that  placed 
on  the  other  Parts  of  the  Union. 

The  Difficulty  then  was,  how  to  enlarge  the  Navan  Division  without  doing  some  Injustice. 
It  was  certain  that  if  only  small  Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Athlumny  and  Donaghmore, 
those  immediately  adjoining  Navan,  were  proposed  to  be  included,  the  Owners  and  Occu- 
piers of  such  Property  would  consider  that  great  Partiality  was  exercised  to  their  Prejudice. 
But  if  a tolerably  large  Circle  be  added,  extending  as  far  as  but  no  farther  than  the  Land  is 
enhanced  in  Value  by  its  Proximity  to  the  Town,  then  the  Burden  will  be  so  diffused  and 
equalized,  and  placed  on  Property  which  really  derives  Advantages  from  its  Position,  that 
no  fair  Grounds  of  Complaint  will  exist. 

Another  Circumstance  must  be  also  stated.  No  small  Proportion  of  the  surplus  Popula- 
tion of  Navan  is  said  to  have  come  from  the  surrounding  Parishes,  many  small  Farmers 
and  Cottiers  being  dispossessed  on  the  Expiration  of  their  Tenures,  and  from  other  Causes. 
But  since  I held  the  Meeting  in  Navan  several  such  Families  who  resided  on  the  Athlumny 
Side  have  been  dispossessed  of  their  Holdings,  and  have  gone  to  reside  in  the  Town ; and 
as  these  are  all  Labourers,  or  Persons  possessing  no  Capital,  the  Circumstance  naturally 
increases  the  Apprehensions  of  those  who  are  likely  to  be  the  Rate-payers,  and  has  been 
urged  by  them  as  a Reason  for  enlarging  the  Division. 

Taking  all  these  Matters  into  consideration,  I have  formed  the  Navan  Electoral  Division 
by  including  within  it  an  Area  of  15,000  Statute  Acres,  which  contains  a Population  of 
0,800.  This  Arrangement,  I have  reason  to  expect,  will  not  be  objected  to. 

Ardbraccan  Parish  is  similarly  circumstanced  to  Navan,  though  in  smaller  Degree.  From 
nearly  the  same  Causes  a considerable  pauper  Population  has  been  located  in  some  Parts 
of  it ; and  as  many  of  these  are  the  Labourers  of  the  Farmers  in  the  neighbouring  Parishes 
of  Churchtown  and  Liscarton,  these  are  included  in  the  Ardbraccan  Electoral  Division.  • 

I have  considered  it  necessary  to  give  this  Explanation,  without  which  the  Board  would 
not  be  aware  why  such  Delay  and  Difficulties  have  occurred  in  preparing  and  sending  in 
the  Arrangements  for  the  Formation  of  this  Union. 

But  though  I have  laid  such  Stress  on  the  disproportionate  Population  of  Navan  and 
Ardbraccan,  it  is  possible  that  no  very  great  Number  of  destitute  Persons  will  be  found  in 
either,  Fuel  and  Dwellings  being  in  both  very  cheap.  In  the  other  Parts  of  the  Union 
there  is  still  less  Appearance  of  Pauperism.  The  entire  Population  is  34,48*2,  and  the 
Area  is  93,327  Acres  ; on  this  there  is  no  Waste  ; the  whole  is  rich,  and  well  able  to  support 
any  destitute  that  may  be  found  in  it.  What  that  Number  may  amount  to  I am  unable  to 
ascertain,  but  I consider  it  sufficient  to  provide  Workhouse  Accommodation,  in  the  first 
instance,  for  500  Persons,  inci*easing  it  to  650  when  necessary. 

Navan  contains  a County  Infirmary  and  a County  Fever  Hospital ; the  former  entirely 
and  the  latter  almost  entirely  supported  by  County  Presentments.  Both  are  attended  by 
very  competent  medical  Officers ; but  though  these  Establishments  give  Relief  chiefly  to 
those  who  reside  within  Five  or  Six  Miles,  and  though  the  County  Funds  are  notoriously 
insufficient  to  meet  the  Demands  made  on  these  Institutions,  scarcely  any  Subscriptions  are 
obtained  from  the  Gentry  and  other  wealthy  Persons  who  reside  within  that  District.  The 
Consequences  are,  as  I myself  witnessed,  that  wretched  Paupers,  ill  of  bad  Fever,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital  Gates,  are  refused  Admittance,  and  sent  back  to  disseminate 
Disease  in  their  own  Families. 

But  a still  greater  Evil  occurs  here.  For  this  Population  of  Navan  and  Ardbraccan  the 
Gentry  or  local  Authorities  have  provided  no  Dispensary  Attendance ; domiciliary  Visits 
are  never  paid  in  this  Part  of  the  Country  to  the  sick  Poor,  than  which  there  can  scarcely 
be  a stronger  Proof  of  the  Necessity  of  a Change  in  the  Laws  which  relate  to  the  medical 
Institutions  of  this  Country. 

Beside  the  Two  Charities  alluded  to,  there  are  Five  Dispensaries  in  the  Union  in  the 
following  Places: — Slane,  Kentstown,  Wilkinstown,  Castletown,  and  Ross.

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Report  on  the  Formation  of  the  Tralee  Union.*— Ey  W.  H.  T.  Hawley  Esq., 
Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner. 

Gentlemen,  Limerick,  8th  February  1840. 

Having  received  your  Instructions  to  take  charge  of  that  Portion  of  the  County  of  Kerry 
comprising  the  Baronies  of  Iraghtieonnor,  Clanmaurice,  Trughanacmy,  and  Corkao-uinny, 
I proceeded  on  the  6th  of  January  last  to  Tralee  for  the  Purpose  of  obtaining  such  local  and 
statistical  Information  as  would  enable  me  to  expedite  the  Formation  of  a Union  in  that 
District  first,  a Preference  to  which  it  was  entitled,  from  Tralee  being  the  principal  Town 
in  the  County,  and  from  the  Anxiety  which  I understood  was  very  generally  expressed  for 
the  Introduction  of  the  Poor  Law.  At  the  Period  of  my  Visit  the  Business  of  the  Quarter 
Sessions  was  proceeding  there,  which  gave  me  an  Opportunity  of  meeting  many  of  the 
influential  Owners  of  Property,  and  others,  with  whom  I held  a Conference  on  the  Subject 
of  my  proposed  Plans,  and  arranged  that  a public  Meeting  should  be  held  in  the  Court 
House  at  Tralee  on  Tuesday  the  28th  of  January. 

2.  Such  Meeting  was  accordingly  held,  and  was  very  numerously  and  respectably  attended, 
the  Provost  (the  Rev.  A.  B.  Rowan)  being  in  the  Chair.  On  that  Occasion  I fully  ex- 
plained the  Nature  and  Object  of  the  Law,  and  laid  before  the  Meeting  the  Plan  for  the 
Formation  of  the  Union,  which  it  is  now  my  Duty  to  submit  to  your  Board  for  your  Con- 
sideration and  Approval;  and  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  you  to  be  informed  that  not  a single 
Objection  was  raised  against  the  proposed  Arrangements ; on  the  contrary,  the  Wishes°of 
tne  Parties  most  concerned  appeared  to  have  been  anticipated  on  all  Points. 

3.  The  Plan  which  I have  now  the  Honour  of  submitting  to  you  is  to  constitute  the 
Town  of  Tralee  the  Centre  of  the  Union,  and  to  unite  with  it  the  whole  of  the  Townlands 
in  the  Barony  of  Corkaguinny,  those  in  the  Parishes  of  Tralee,  Annagh,  Ballinahaglish, 
Ballincuslane,  Ballymacelligott,  Ballyseedv,  Brosna,  Castle  Island,  Clogherbrien,  Dysart 
(Part  of),  Kilgarrylander,  Kiltalla,  Nohaval,  O’Brenan,  Ratass,  and  Adfert,  in  . the  Barony 
of  Trughanacmy,  those  in  the  Parish  of  Fennit  in  the  Barony  of  Clanmaurice,  and  the 
Townland  of  Lissadigue  in  the  Parish  of  Ballinahaglish  in  the  Barony  of  Clanmaurice. 
On  a Reference  to  the  inclosed  Map  it  will  be  pei’ceived  that  the  District  thus  proposed  to 
be  united  is,  geographically  considered,  of  great  Extent,  stretching  from  East  to  West  not 
less  than  Forty-six  Statute  Miles,  but  compressed  into  a comparatively  narrow  Space  from 
North  to  South,  in  the  widest  Part  not  measuring  more  than  Fifteen  Statute  Miles. 

^ The  1 own  of  Tralee  will,  however,  be  observed  as  lying  nearly  equidistant  from  the 
Eastern  and  Western  Extremities,  and  the  Roads  of  the'whole  District  converge  to  it  as 
a central  Point,  so  that  the  public  Convenience  will  probably  not  be  so  seiiously  affected 
as  a cursory  Consideration  of  the  Nature  of  the  District  might  lead  an  Observer  to  suppose. 
Previously  to  the  public  Meeting  the  Question  of  forming  Two  Unions,  with  Tralee  and 
Dingle  as  their  respective  Centres,  had  been  mooted,  principally  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
Dingle;  but  on  my  showing  that  the  County  of  Kerry  with  Five  Unions  would  be  as 
fairly  and  equally  divided  as  other  neighbouring  Counties,  that  the  Multiplication  of 
the  W orkhouses  throughout  the  Country  would  tend  to  embarrass  the  Government  as  to 
the  Loan  to  be  provided  for  their  Erection,  that  Economy  would  not  be  consulted  by  such 
a Measure,  inasmuch  as  the  Ratio  of  the  Charge  for  their  building  decreased  considerably 
with  their  Magnitude,  that  no  greater  Hardship  would  be  endured  by  Paupers  removed  to 
the  Workhouse  from  distant  Points  than  was  already  experienced  by  Persons  suffering 
under  Fever  and  other  Diseases  who  were  brought  from  the  utmost  Limits  of  the  County 
to  the  Infirmary  and  Fever  Hospital  at  Tralee,  and  that  the  Division  as  proposed  would 
give  Two  most  inconvenient  Centres,  the  Proposition  was  abandoned. 

4.  The  District  above  described  I propose  to  divide  into  Eighteen  Electoral  Divisions, 
which  will  be  found  particularly  described  in  the  accompanying  tabular  Forms.  Those 
only  to  which  I wish  to  draw  the  special  Attention  of  your  Board  are,  Tralee,  Dingle,  Castle 
Island,  and  Brosna.  As  regards  their  Formation  generally  you  will  perceive  that  I have 
adhered  in  most  Instances  to  a System  of  Construction  which  has  on  former  Occasions 
given  general  Satisfaction  in  the  District  under  my  Charge,  and  which  in  the  present 
Instance  was  highly  approved  at  the  public  Meeting.  I allude  to  making  the  Electoral 
Districts  co-extensive  with  single,  or  with  a Union  of  several,  Parishes,  having  reference  to 
Area,  Population,  and  geographical  and  other  local  Circumstances. 

5.  As  regards  the  Tralee  Electoral  Division,  the  Density  and  impoverished  State  of  a ' 
large  Portion  of  the  Population  in  the  Town  of  Tralee  inquired  (in  order  to  maintain  a just 
Balance  between  Pauperism  and  Property,  and  to  render  those  Localities  liable  for  the 
future  Maintenance  of  the  Paupers  which  are  now  supporting  them  as  Mendicants)  that  a 
District  comprising  the  Parishes  within  a Radius  of  about  Five  Statute  Miles  from  the  Town 
should  be  united.  In  this  will  be  found  the  Parishes  of  Tralee,  Ratass,  Ballinahaglish,  and 
Clogherbrien, — that  Part  of  the  Parish  of  Annagh  which  is  in  the  Barony  of  Trughanacmy, — 


* The  Tralee  Union  is  not  included  in  the  List  of  Unions  declared  [App.  E.  Nos.  7,  S.],  the 
Order  not  having  been  issued  during  the  Time  comprised  in  that  Return,  though  the  Formation 
of  the  Union  being  then  resolved  upon  the  Report  is  inserted  here.

General  State  of  Dis- 
trict and  Inhabitants. 


Three  Portions  of  the  Parish  of  Ardfert,  the  principal  Part  being  in  the  Barony  of  Clan- 
maurice,  and  to  be  united  hereafter  with  Listowel, — the  Parish  of  Fennit,  which  is  com- 
posed of  Two  Townlands  of  the  same  Name — and  the  Townland  of  Lissadigue,  which 
belongs  to  the  Parish  of  Ballinahaglish,  and  is  the  only  Townland  of  that  Parish  which  lies 
in  the  Barony  of  Clanmaurice.  I considered  it  right  to  annex  these  detached  Portions  to  the 
Tralee  Union,  and  to  the  Electoral  Division  of  Tralee,  because  in  the  first  instance  they 
have  a more  immediate  Connexion  with  that  Locality,  and,  secondly,  because  I was 
informed  by  the  Government  Boundary  Surveyors  that  there  was  no  Doubt  they  would 
hereafter  be  incorporated  with  the  Barony  of  Trughanacmy. 

6.  For  the  Reasons  above  stated  (relating  to  the  Necessitj'  of  preserving  a due 
Equilibrium  between  Pauperism  and  Property)  I have  found  it  necessary  to  unittT  a lar<re 
District  round  Dingle  for  the  Purpose  of  forming  the  Electoral  Division  of  that  Name. 
Poverty  prevails  to  a great  Extent;  the  Parish  alone  would  be  unequal  to  the  Burden- 
and  as  the  Mendicants,  in  pursuance  of  their  Calling,  levy  Contributions  on  all  the 
Parishes  proposed  to  be  united,  and  are,  in  fact,  at  this  Moment  supported  by  them,  no 
Injustice  will  be  done  by  the  Arrangement ; and  the  unconnected  Portions  of  the  Parish 
ot  Dingle  are  so  interwoven  with  the  other  Parishes  as  to  give  a Sort  of  Identity  of 
Character  and  Interest  to  the  whole. 

7.  In  constructing  the  Castle  ‘Island  Electoral  Division  I found  considerable  Difficulty 
in  dealing  with  the  Parish  of  Dysart.  Castle  Island  as  a Parish  is  sufficiently  extensive 
in  itself  to  support  its  own  Poor,  though  they  are  numerous;  the  Town  of  Castle  Island 
being  one  of  the  most  miserable  looking  Places  in  the  County,  dilapidated  as  to  its 
Buildings,  and  swarming  with  Beggars ; it  therefore  required  no  Aid  from  adjoining 
Parishes.  It,  however,  happens  that  Dysart  is  divided  into  Three  distinct  Portions,  one 
running  close  up  to  the  Town  of  Castle  Island,  another  adjoining  the  Southern  Boundary 
of  that  Parish,  and  a third  lying  insulated  in  the  Parish  of  Killeentierna,  which  is 
attached  to  the  Killarney  Union,  The  only  Mode  in  which  I could  dispose  of  it  was  bv 
incorporating  with  Castle  Island  the  Two  Portions  which  are  attached  to  that  Parish,  and 
leaving  the  'I  hird  to  go  to  Kileentierna,  it  being  impossible  to  form  a distinct  Electoral 
Division  of  the  Two  first-mentioned  Portions.  I considered  this  so  objectionable  that  I 
wrote  to  Mr.  Voules  requesting  him  to  relieve  me  entirely  of  the  Parish  of  Dysart,  a 
Proposition  which  he  was  so  obliging  as  to  immediately  acquiesce  in ; but  on  consulting 
the  Gentleman  who  owns  the  greater  Part  of  this  Parish  I found  that  it  was  his  Wish  that 
it  should  be  disposed  of-  as  I had  originally  proposed,  and  in  consequence  I attached  the 
Two  main  Portions  to  Castle  Island,  and  left  the  smallest  and  insulated  Part  to  go  with 
Kileentierna  to  the  Killarney  Union.  This  Plan  met  with  no  Opposition  at  the  public 
Meeting. 

8.  The  Owners  and  Occupiers  of  Brosna  expressed  a strong  Wish  that  the  Parish  of 
Brosna  should  be  placed  in  the  Listowel  Union,  alleging  as  Reasons  that  the  Distance  was 
shorter  to  that  Town  than  to  Tralee ; that  its  Intercourse  tended  chiefly  there ; that  it 
was  united  with  Listowel  for  constabulary  Purposes,  and  probably  would  be  so  eventually 
for  general  County  Business,  as  a Memorial  from  the  Grand  Jurv  had  been  presented  not 
long  since  to  the  Lords  Justices  praying  them  to  add  it  to  the  Petty  Sessional  District  of 
Listowel;  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  Prayer  of  the  Memorialist  will  be  granted, 
x was  inclined,  on  those  Representations,  to  have  acceded  to  a Wish  so  reasonably 
expressed,  but  finding  on  Inquiry  that  the  Communication  between  Brosna  and  Listowel 
was  entirely  cut  oft  by  the  Northern  End  of  Castle  Island  running  directly  between  them, 
I objected  on  the  Ground  that  an  Arrangement  of  that  Nature  would  be  perpetuating  one 
of  the  worst  Features  of  the  Gilberts  Incorporations  in  England,  from  which  so  much  Evil 
and  Inconvenience  had  arisen,  and  that  it  was  impossible  on  that  Account  it  could  be 
supported  by  me  or  ratified  by  the  Commissioners:  with  this  Explanation  the  Parties 
expressed  themselves  satisfied. 

9.  Of  the  District  generally  it  may  be  stated  that  at  least  Three  Fourths  comprise  a 
wild  Mountain  Region,  with  the  Variety  of  Soil  usually  incidental  to  Localities  possessing 
that  Character,  lhe  lowland  Portion  is  contained  principally  in  the  Parishes  of  Castle 
Isbnd,  Mohaval,  Ratass,  Ballymacelligott,  Tralee,  Clogherbrien,  and  Ballynahaglish,  where 
the  Soil  is  for  the  most  part  fertile,  and  commands  high  Rents,  that  in  the  Neighbourhood 
ot  the  I own  of  Tralee  letting  for  as  much  as  Ten  Guineas  an  Acre.  There  are  also 
extensive  Tracts  of  Bog  Land,  and  Fuel  is  consequently  abundant.  From  the  Parish  of 
Annagh  Westward  there  is  a continuous  Mountain  Range  extending  through  the  whole 
Barony  ot  Corkagumny,  throwing  out  Ramifications  into  all  the  Isthmuses  by  which  its 
Line  of  Coast  is  broken.  The  Barony  of  Corkaguinny  may  be  described  as  nearly  a 
Peninsula  indented  with  numerous  Bays  and  Inlets,  which  form  Harbours  of  Refuge  for 
the  numerous  Vessels  employed  in  fishing;  but  their  apparent  Advantages  are  considerably 
diminished  by  the  Shallowness  of  the  Sea,  and  the  innumerable  Sand  Banks  and  Shoals 
which  choke  up  the  Entrance  to  the  most  commodious  of  them,  and  render  them 
inaccessible  to  Shipping  of  even  moderate  Tonnage.  The  Valleys  between  the  different 
Ranges  of  the  Mountains  contain  some  excellent  Land,  and  the  Mountains  themselves 
afford  Pasturage  to  great  Numbers  of  Sheep  and  horned  Cattle.  Much  Poverty  is 
apparent  in  the  Dwellings  and  Habits  of  the  People,  Wages  are  low,  and  Employment 

generally 
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generally  scarce.  The  Custom  of  the  labouring  Class  of  this  District  shutting  up  their 
Cabins  at  those  I enods  of  the  Year  when  Inactivity  in  the  Labour  Market  prevails,  and 
obtaining  a Livelihood  by  begging  in  distant  Quarters,  is  too  well  known  to  require 
Observation  ; but  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  Introduction  of  the  Poor  Law,  aided  by  a 
stringent  Measure  for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicancy,  will  have  the  undoubted  Effect  of 
curing  this  great  Evil,  and  such  seemed  to  be  the  Opinion  of  all  those  with  whom  I have 
conversed  capable  of  forming  a sound  Opinion  on  the  Subject. 

10.  The  Town  of  Tralee  is  situated  near  the  North-eastern  Foot  of  the  Range  of 
Mountains  which  I have  before  described  as  running  through  the  Barony  of  Corka»uinny 
about  a Mile  and  a Half  from  the  Bay  of  the  same  Name,  on  a Site  so  low  as  to  be 
occasionally  flooded  when  high  Spring  Tides  meet  the  Mountain  Torrents.  It  has  a 
considerable  Market  for  Meat,  Fish,  and  Vegetables,  and  a large  export  Trade  in  Corn 
and  Butter,  which  is  fast  increasing.  Coal  and  Timber  are  the  chief  Articles  imported.  It 
is  a Corporation  consisting  of  the  Provost,  Twelve  Burgesses,  and  a Commonalty.  The 
Borough  is  not  co-extensive  with  the  Parish,  but  includes  a Portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Ratass,  which,  amongst  other  Reasons,  (looking  perspectively  to  the  Provisions  of  the  1 and 
2 Viet.  cap.  56.  sect.  2.  for  dividing  Electoral  Divisions  into  Wards  in  Towns  containing  a 
Population  exceeding  10,000,)  induced  me  to  place  the  latter  Parish  in  the  same  Electoral 
Division  with  that  of  Tralee.  The  public  Buildings  comprise  a new  Court  House, 
Barrack,  County  Gaol,  County  Infirmary,  Fever  Hospital,  and  Dispensary.  Amongst  its 
charitable  Institutions  are  Seven  Schools,  Two  Asylums  for  the  aged  and  impotent  Poor, 
which  are  supported  respectively  by  the  Protestant  and  Catholic  Inhabitants  by  private 
Contributions,  and  Almshouses  affording  Accommodation  to  Thirty-six  poor  Widows,  and 
a Foundling  Hospital,  for  which  the  annual  Amount  raised  is  about  907.  The  only 
Provision  for  the  destitute  Poor  is  the  Interest  of  1,0007.  bequeathed  by  a charitable 
Individual  (Miss  Tuomy,  of  Tralee)  for  the  Purpose  of  being  distributed  by  the  Parish 
Priest  among  the  Poor  generally  at  Christmas. 

The  only  Manufactories  carried  on  are  a Brewery  and  Distillery,  but  from  the  great 
moral  Reformation  effected  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthew  it  is  expected  that  the  Owners  will 
shortly  be  obliged  to  reduce,  if  not  entirely  to  relinquish,  their  present  Business. 

The  Trade  and  general  Appearance  of  the  Town  are  fast  improving,  and  the  navigable 
Canal  now  in  progress  is  expected  to  be  of  essential  Benefit  to  the  Town. 

The  Parish  is  intersected  by  the  small  Rivers  Ballymullen  and  Leigh,  which  n ite  just 
before  they  fall  into  the  Haven  at  the  Western  Entrance  of  the  Town.  The  Soil  is  in 
general  of  superior  Quality,  and  chiefly  in  Tillage,  and  Agriculture  is  improving ; it 
contains  a small  Portion  of  Mountain  Pasture  and  Bog,  and  Limestone  is  found  within  its 
Limits. 

11.  The  Parish  of  Annagh  lies  partly  in  the  Barony  of  Trughanacmy  and  partly  in  that 
of  Corkaguinny ; it  contains  the  Town  of  Blennerville,  which  is  at  the  Head  of  the  Bay, 
communicating  with  the  Canal  leading  to  the  Town  of  Tralee ; Two  Thirds  of  the  Land 
consist  of  rough  Mountain  Pasture,  the  Remainder  is  Arable. 

12.  A great  Portion  of  this  Parish  is  occupied  by  the  Valley  extending  between  Castle 
Island  and  Tralee;  the  Land  is  deep,  and  in  most  Parts  of  good  Quality;  a considerable 
Portion  of  it  is  under  Tillage,  the  rest  comprises  Bog  and  rough  Pasture,  and  Limestone 
is  everywhere  abundant. 

13.  Ballinahaglish  is  situated  on  the  North  of  Tralee ; the  Land  is  chiefly  under  Tillage, 
producing  excellent  Crops,  and  the  System  of  Agriculture  is  fast  improving,  the  Cultivators 
having  the  Advantage  of  an  abundant  Supply  of  Seaweed,  Sand,  and  Limestone  for 
Manure.  The  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  Mode  of  Agriculture  is  nearly  the  same  in  the 
Parish  of  Clogherbrien,  but  there  is  a Deficiency  of  Bog  for  Fuel,  which  is  supplied  from 
the  opposite  Shore  of  Killiney. 

14.  The  Parish  of  Fennit  is  composed  of  only  Two  Townlands  of  the  same  Name,  which 
are  connected  by  a long  narrow  Isthmus  with  the  main  Land ; Seaweed  was  formerly 
manufactured  into  Kelp,  but  it  is  now  used  for  the  more  beneficial  Purpose  of  Manure, 
and  abundant  Crops  of  Barley  are  raised. 

The  Portions  of  Ardfert  which  are  included  in  the  Barony  of  Trughanacmy  contain 
some  excellent  Land,  which  is  appropriated  both  to  Tillage  and  Grazing. 

15.  O’Brennan  consists  chiefly  of  coarse  Mountain  Pasture,  and  Bog  easily  reclaimable, 
and  considerable  Tracts  are  at  the  present  Time  being  brought  into  Cultivation. 

16.  About  One  Fifth  Part  of  the  Parish  of  Ballymacelligott  is  Bog  and  coarse  Mountain 
Pasture,  the  Remainder  Arable  and  lowland  Pasture  of  average  Quality ; it  produces 
Limestone  of  excellent  Quality  fpr  building. 

17.  Nohaval  is  chiefly  rich  lowland  Pasture,  with  some  Bog  and  Mountain  Pasture. 
There  are  several  Dairy  -Farms. 

18.  Castle  Island  is  a very  extensive  Parish  containing  not  less  than  Thirty  thousand 
Acres  of  Soil  of  various  Quality.  Lord  Headly,  who  is  one  of  the  chief  Proprietors,  is 
making  extensive  Improvements  on  his  previously  barren  and  unprofitable  Property. 
Branch  Roads  connected  with  the  main  Government  Lines  have  been  constructed  in  various 
Parts  of  the  Parish,  and  the  Value  of  Property  and  Condition  of  the  People  have  been 
much  enhanced  by  the  Facility  of  Communication.  The  Town  of  Castle  Island,  which  was 
formerly  the  Capital  of  the  County,  has  declined  since  Tralee  became  the  County  Town.

Poverty  is  very  apparent,  and  the  Street  is  much  infested  with  Beggars ; several  new  Houses 
are,  however,  in  the  course  of  Erection,  and  the  Town  is  said  to  be  fast  recovering  its 
former  Prosperity.  Party  Feuds  between  the  Peasantry  are,  I regret  to  say,  not  yet; 
extinguished.  Within  the  last  Month  Two  Factions  met  in  great  Numbers  for  the  Purpose 
of  deciding  some  former  Quarrel,  and  a Conflict  was  only  prevented  by  the  timely  Inter- 
ference of  a strong  Party  of  the  Constabulary,  aided  by  the  Military  from  Tralee.  The. 
Parish  of  Dysart,  which  is  attached  to  Castle  Island,  and  forms  Part  of  the  Electoral  Divi- 
sion, contains  much  Bog  and  Mountain  Pasture;  about  One  Half  is  Meadow  and  Arable 
Land. 

19.  The  Character  of  these  Parishes  is  nearly  similar,  a large  Portion  of  both  being  rough 
Mountain  Pasture  and  Bog.  The  Valleys  contain  some  excellent  Land,  and  Improvement 
seems  steadily  progressing.  Lord  Headly,  who  is  also  an  Owner  of  Property  here,  has 
planted  some  extensive  Tracts,  and  the  Plantations  are  thriving,  the  Soil  appearing  to  suit 
the  Fir  Tribe,  of  which  they  are  principally  composed. 

20.  Ballyseedy  is  principally  under  Tillage,  Oats  being  the  Crop  generally  raised. 
Towards  the  West  the  Parish  includes  a Portion  of  the  Slievemish  Mountains,  where  the 
Land  is  chiefly  coarse  Pasture  and  Bog,  of  which  about  500  Acres  have  been  planted, 

21.  Kiltalla  has  a fine  alluvial  Soil  throughout  nearly  its  whole  Extent,  with  a Sub- 
stratum of  Limestone,  and  is  a thriving  Parish.  The  Townland  Portion  of  Kilgarrylander 
is  of  the  same  Nature,  but  on  the  North  it  includes  Part  of  the  Mountain  Range,  where  the 
Soil  is  of  inferior  Quality,  and  a considerable  Tract  of  Bog  occurs. 

22.  Dingle  is  the  most  Westerly  Town  in  Ireland,  and  is  the  Capital  of  the  extensive 
Peninsula  which  forms  the  Barony  of  Corkaguinny,  it  has  been  improved  within  the  last 
Twenty  Years,  and  has  a considerable  Trade,  arising  principally  from  agricultural  Produce; 
and  the  Fisheries  established  in  the  Bay  and  the  adjacent  Cosats,  in  which  about  One  hun- 
dred Boats,  averaging  Six  Men  each,  are  employed,  and  upwards  of  One  thousand  are 
engaged  in  carrying  and  transporting  the  Fish  to  various  Parts.  A Manufactory  of  Linen 
was  formerly  carried  on,  but  since  the  Introduction  of  Cotton  it  has  generally  declined,  and 
is  now  nearly  extinct.  This  has  thrown  a great  Number  of  the  manufacturing  Hands  out  of 
Employment,  and  much  Distress  is  reported  to  prevail  amongst  this  Class.  The  Parish  con- 
tains some  excellent  Land,  and  about  One  Fourth  Part  consists  of  Mountain  Pasture  partly 
reclaimable ; there  is  also  some  Bog,  but  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  Inhabitants  with  Fuel.. 
The  Kelp  Trade  was  formerly  carried  on  to  a great  Extent  in  this  District,  but  chemical 
Discoveries  having  diverted  it  into  another  Channel,  the  Seaweed  is  now  applied  to  the 
more  beneficial  Purpose  of  Manure. 

23.  Clahane  is  divided  into  Two  unconnected  Portions  by  the  Range  of  the  Connor 
Hills.  That  on  the  South  extends  to  Dingle  Bay,  where  a Fishery  is  carried  on,  which 
gives  Employment  to  250  Persons  during  the  Season.  Great  Quantities  of  Seaweed  are 
procured  for  Manure,  and  there  is  a considerable  export  Trade  in  Butter,  which  is  sent  to 
the  Limerick  Market.  Only  a small  Portion  of  the  Land  throughout  both  Divisions  of  the 
Parish  is  under  Tillage,  but  it  produces  excellent  and  early  Crops  through  the  Agency  of 
the  Seaweed,  which  is  used  for  Manure.  The  rest  consists  of  Mountain  and  Bog. 

24.  In  Garfiney  Agriculture  is  improving,  and  the  limited  Portion  of  the  Parish  which 
is  under  Tillage  is  rendered  very  productive  by  the  Operation  of  the  Seaweed.  Kil- 
malkeder  and  Kildrum  are  nearly  of  the  same  Description,  and  the  Inhabitants  are  supplied 
with  considerable  temporary  Employment  during  the  fishing  Season  in  the  Fishery  in 
Smerwick  Harbour. 


Ventry.  25.  Ventry  is  chiefly  composed  of  fertile  Land,  and  its  Inhabitants  possess  many 

Advantages  from  the  Facility  of  obtaining  Seaweed  and  the  Employment  afforded  by  the 
Fisheries. 


26.  This  Parish  is  situated  at  the  South-western  Extremity  of  the  Peninsula  of  Dingle, 
and  terminates  in  the  Promontory  called  Dunmore  Head ; it  includes  the  Blasquets,  or 
Fen-iter’s  Islands,  and  nearly  One  Half  consists  of  rocky  Mountain  Land ; the  rest  is  in 
Tillage,  and  Seaweed,  as  in  other  maritime  Parishes,  is  extensively  used  for  Manure.  The 
Inhabitants  have  also  the  Advantage  of  a Fishery  on  this  Coast. 

27.  The  Character  of  the  Parishes  of  Dunorlin,  Maurhin,  and  Kilquane  is  so  identical 
with  that  of  the  other  maritime  Parishes  previously  described  as  to  require  no  Observations. 
The  same  Description  will  also  apply  to  the  Parishes  of  Stradbally  and  Killiney ; in  the 
latter  the  Land  is  extremely  fertile,  and  is  famous  for  producing  excellent  Crops  of  Wheat. 
A great  Portion  of  the  Parish  is  occupied  by  the  low  sandy  Peninsula  which  separates  the 
Two  Bays  of  Bandon  and  Tralee,  of  the  Northern  Portion  of  which  are  the  small  Islands 
called  the  Maghares,  which  belong  to  the  Parish. 

28.  Kilgobbin  is  an  extensive  Parish,  only  partly  under  Cultivation,  but  Seaweed  and 
Sand  are  procured  in  great  Abundance,  and  it  contains  Granite  and  Slate  Quarries. 

29.  '1  he  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  the  Pursuits  and  Advantages  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the 
Parishes  of  Ballinvoher,  Ballinacoorty,  Minard,  and  ICinard  are  nearly  similar,  their  chief 
Employment  is  Agriculture  and  Fishing,  and  the  Land,  which  is  under  Cultivation,  produces 
excellent  Crops. 

30.  The  only  existing  Establishments  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  throughout  the  Union 
mentsfor  the  Relief  of  are  for  medical  Purposes,  and  consist  of  a County  Infirmary  and  Fever  Hospital  at 

Tralee;  for  the  Support  of  the  former  of  which  700/.  was-  granted  out  of  the  County 

Funds 
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Funds  during  the  last  Year;  for  the  latter,  400/.;  a Dispensary  at  Castle  Island,  for  which 
73/.  was  granted;  a Dispensary  at  Dingle,  the  Grant  for  which  amounted  to  64/.;  and  Two  ' 
other  Establishments  of  the  same  Nature  at  Annascal  and  Castle  Gregory,  for  which  there 
was  no  Grant. 

31.  There  are  no  Barracks  or  other  Government  Buildings  within  the  Range  of  the  Barracks,  &e. 
Union  which  could  be  appropriated  to  the  Purpose  of  a Workhouse.  The  only  Barrack  in 
the  District  is  at  Tralee,  which  is  still  occupied  by  the  Troops,  and  is  likely  to  be  permanently 
used  as  a Depot.  J 


32.  On  comparing  the  Area  and  Population  of  the  District  comprised  in  the  Union  the  Workhouse  Accom- 
latter  will  be  found  proportionally  small,  and  the  Condition  of  the  labouring  Class  in  modation- 

the  rural  Portion  by  no  means  approaching  to  Pauperism,  though  the  Semblance  of 
Poverty  is  everywhere  prevalent.  The  inexhaustible  Resources  of  the  Sea,  the  Facility 
of  procuring  Firing,  and  the  general  Fertility  of  the  Soil  which  is  under  Cultivation,  supply 
all  the  Wants  of  the  Peasantry.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  Case  in  the  Towns,  and  the 
pauperised  State  of  Tralee,  Dingle,  and  Castle  Island  will  not  justify  me  in  recommen diner 
that  Workhouse  Accommodation  for  less  than  One  thousand  Paupers  should  be  provided! 

This  is  somewhat  above  the  Proportion  per  Cent,  in  other  Unions,  but  I am  of  opinion  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  commence  the  Experiment  of  Workhouse  Relief  in  so  extensive 
a District,  and  with  so  rapidly  increasing  a Population,  with  Means  less  adequate  to  meet 
the  probable  Pressure  which  may  be  applied  at  the  Outset.

34.  With  reference  to  the  Circular  issued  by  your  Board  on  the  28th  of  October  last  on  Extension  of  Time  for 
the  Subject  of  the  Extension  of  the  Time  for  the  issuing  and  collecting  of  the  Votino-  “Ilectins  Voting 
Papers  at  the  Election  of  the  Guardians,  I am  of  opinion,  having  regard  to  the  mountainous  o/Gu^rdlins!  Elcct,on 
Nature  of  the  District,  its  great  Extent,  and  the  Difficulty  which  will  be  thrown  in  the  Way 

of  the  Persons  employed  by  the  Returning  Officer  of  getting  Access  to  the  Residences  of 
the  Cess-payers,  understanding  also  that  very  few  of  the  Police  can  be  spared  for  that 
Service,  the  -whole  Force  throughout  the  County  not  exceeding  150  Men,  that  it  is  im- 
possible the  Duty  can  be  properly  performed  within  the  usual  prescribed  Time,  and  that  it 
will  be  expedient  that  that  Portion  of  the  Order  by  which  it  is  regulated  should  be  varied 
to  meet  the  particular  Circumstances  of  the  Case. 

I have  therefore  to  recommend  that  in  the  Castle  Island,  Brosna,  Ballincaslane,  Castle- 
gregory,  Minard,  Ballyduff,  Dingle,  Kilquane,  Ventry,  Dunorlin,  and  Dunquin  Electoral 
Divisions,  Two  Days  for  the  Distribution  and  Two  Days  for  the  Collection  of  the  Voting 
Papers  should  be  allowed ; One  whole  Day,  as  usual,  being  appropriated  to  the  Voting 
Paper  remaining  in  Custody  of  the  Voter. 

35.  Finally,  I have  to  recommend  that  the  Union  should  be  brought  forward  for  Decla-  Conclusion, 
ration  as  soon  as  the  Convenience  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  public  Business  in  other 
Districts  will  allow.

1.— FOUNDLING  HOSPITAL,  DUBLIN. 

(No.  148.  M/42.) 

Poor  Law  Commission  Office,  Dublin, 
My  Lord,  19th  May  1842. 

In  conformity  with  your  Request,  I now  beg  to  submit,  for  your  Lordship’s  Infor- 
mation, the  following  Report  upon  the  Dublin  Foundling  Hospital. 

This  Institution  was  established  in  1704.  Admission  for  many  Years  was  given,  without 
Payment  or  Inquiry,  to  Children  from  all  Parts  of  Ireland.  The  Number  thus  admitted 
varied  annually  from  1,500  to  2,000,  which  was  the  Number  in  1822.  In  that  Year  an 
Act  was  passed,  requiring  that  a Deposit  of  51.  should  be  made  with  each  Child,  the  Effect 
of  which  Provision  was  to  reduce  the  Admissions  to  below  500. 


The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  which  sat  in  1829  on  the  Irish  Miscellaneous 
Estimates  recommended  that  no  Admissions  should  be  allowed  after  January  1830,  in 
pursuance  of  which  Recommendation  the  Admission  of  Children  ceased  in  1831 ; but  the 
Number  previously  admitted  was  so  great  that  the  Individuals  reared  and  still  supported 
by  the  Institution  form  a considerable  Body  of  Dependants. 


These  Individuals  are  divided  into  Four  Classes  : 1.  Children  at  Nurse  in  the  Country; 

2.  Children  in  course  of  being  apprenticed,  or  under  medical  Treatment  in  the  Hospital’; 

3.  Adults  on  the  Invalid  List ; 4.  Apprentices. 

The  Numbers  of  these  Classes  respectively  on  the  12th  February  in  the  Years  1839, 
1840,  1841,  and  1842,  are  given  in  the  following  Table:

It  is  only  the  Children  who  constitute  the  Second  of  these  Classes  that  are  Inmates  of 
the  Hospital;  the  Children  at  Nurse,  and  the  Invalids,  are  in  the  Country;  the  Apprentices 
are  either  m Town  or  m the  Country.  Such  had  been  the  Case  for  some  Time  before  the 
passing  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  under  which  arises  the  Connexion  of  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioners  with  the  Institution.

The  Institution  derives  its  Funds,  with  the  Exception  of-  857.  Is.  10d.,  being  Rent 
arising  from  an  Estate  supposed  to  have  been  granted  by' the  Dublin  Corporation,  from 
an  annual  Grant  by  Parliament,  coming  under  the  Provisions  of  the  34th  Section  of  -the 
1 & 2 Viet.  c.  56.  It  vested  in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  on  the  Declaration  of  the 
South  Dublin  Union,  on  the  10th  June  1839. 


The  Commissioners  have  made  no  other  Changes  in  the  System  under  which  the 
Institution  was  previously  managed  than  such  as  were  necessarily  consequent  upon  the 
Conversion  of  the  Foundling  Hospital  Buildings  into  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union.  A 
small  Portion  only  of  those  extensive  Buildings  being  at  that  Time  occupied  for  the 
Purpose  of  the  Foundling  Hospital,  it  was  determined,  with  the  Sanction  and  Approval 
of  the  Government,  to  make  Provision  elsewhere  for  that  Institution,  so  as  to  prevent, 
as  far  as  possible,  any  Delay  in  administering  Relief  to  the  destitute  Poor.  Suitable 
Premises  were  accordingly  found  in  Cork  Street,  and  they  were  demised  to  the  Poor 
Law  Commissioners  for  Seven  Years,  and  such  further  Period  as  the  Commissioners 
might  require,  at  a yearly  Rent  of  1707.  The  Sum  of  4007.  was  applied  to  the  repairing 
and  Adaptation  of  these  Premises;  and  in  the  Month  of  March  1840  such  of  the 
Foundlings  as  were  at  that  Time  Inmates  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Officers  of 
the  Establishment,  were  transferred  to  them ; and  the  Business  has  been  from  that  Time 
carried  on  therein,  and  will  probably  continue  to  be  so  until  the  final  Extinction  of  the 
Hospital,  under  the  34th  Section  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act.  All  the  Arrangements 
connected  with  the  Removal  of  the  Hospital  from  the  original  Premises  to  Cork  Street, 
and  the  Views  of  the  Commissioners  in  making  those  Arrangements,  are  detailed  in  the 
Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioners,  and  in  the  Reports  of  the  Assistant  Com- 
missioners, Mr.  Earle  and  Mr.  Hall,  appended  thereto. 


The  Foundling  Hospital  is  managed,  subject  to  the  general  Superintendence  of  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners,  by  Twelve  Governors  appointed  amd  incorporated  under 
50  Geo.  3.  c.  192.  Vacancies  in  this  Body  are  filled  up  by  the  surviving  or  continuing 
Governors,  who  elect,  subject  to  the  Approval  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  The  Governors 
hold  monthly  Meetings,  and  oftener  should  Business  arise  to  require  it ; they  give  Orders 
for  all  Purchases,  except  Provisions,  and  for  all  Payments,  Cheques,  drawn  on  the 
Bank  of  Ireland,  by  Two  Governors,  are  payable  when  countersigned  by  the  Poor  Law 
Commissioner  resident  in  Ireland.  The  Accounts  are  examined  and  audited  annually, 
before  they  are  transmitted  to  the  Audit  Office,  by  an  Assistant  Poor  Law  Commissioner, 
whose  Duty  it  is  occasionally  to  visit  the  Institution.  The  Governors  are  unpaid.  The 
paid  Officers  are  Nine  in  Number;  their  Offices  and  Salaries  are  as  follows  : 

Paymaster,  Registrar,  and  Secretary,  2147. — Coals,  Candles,  and  Apartments, 

Surgeon,  1507. — Non-resident. 

Paymaster’s  Clerk,  1057, — Non-resident. 

Foundling  Clerk,  607. — Non-resident. 

Matron,  407. — Apartments,  &c. 

Female  Servant,  257. — Apartments,  &c. 

Porter,  407. — Apartments,  &c. 

Two  Messengers  and  Labourers,  at  107.  each,  207. — Apartments,  See. 

Four  Inspectors,  at  757.  each,  Two  of  whom  are  the  Paymaster  and  Surgeon,  3007.. 

These  Officers  were  all  employed  at  the  Time  when  the  Institution  became  vested  in  the 
Poor  Law  Commissioners.  The  Surgeon  and  Paymaster’s  Clerk  were  at  that  Time  resident 
Officers,  but  as  it  appeared  unnecessary  to  continue  them  as  such,  the  Salary  of  the  one  was 
raised  from  1007.  to  1507.,  and  of  the  other  from  807.  to  1057.,  in  pursuance  of  a Resolution 
to  that  Effect  passed  by  the  Governors  at  a Special  Meeting.  No  other  Alteration  in  the

The  Commissioners  have  made  no  Change  in  the  System  pursued  towards  the  Children 
and  others  dependent  on  the  Institution.  The  Children  are  usually  apprenticed  in  their 
Fourteenth  or  Fifteenth  Year;  the  Boys  are  bound  for  a Period  varying  from  Four  to 
Seven  Years,  the  Girls  from  Three  to  Five.  At  the  Expiration  of  their  Apprenticeship 
they  receive  a small  Reward,  if  their  Conduct  has  merited  it ; and  upon  receiving  this 
Payment  they  are  considered  as  no  longer  belonging  to  the  Institution. 

The  invalid  Class  consists  of  those  Foundlings  who  are  permanently  disabled  from  getting 
their  own  Living ; of  these  many  are  blind,  some  crippled,  others  are  severely  affected  with 
Scrofula,  and  a few  are  deaf  and  dumb.  They  are  quartered  in  the  Country. 

An  Inspection  of  all  the  Dependants  on  the  Institution  is  made  every  Year,  when  such 
of  the  Children  as  require  it  are  brought  to  Dublin  for  medical  Treatment,  and  are  then, 
temporarily  maintained  in  the  Hospital.

Instructions  to  Inspectors  of  Foundling  Children  at  Nurse,  and  apprenticed  in  the 
Country. 

1.  That  District  Books  be  kept,  by  each  Inspector,  according  to  the  Form  now  prepared 
for  that  Purpose;  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  and  Fifth  Columns  to  be  filled  from  the 
Books  of  the  Institution  previous  to  the  Inspector’s  Departure  on  his  Tour. 

2.  A separate  Book  to  be  kept  for  reporting  on  the  State  of  the  Apprentices  in  each 
District. 

3.  That  the  Inspector  be  most  particular  in  ascertaining  the  Identity  of  each  Child,  by 
seeing  that  the  Mark  on  its  Arm  corresponds  with  the  Letter  and  Number  entered  in  his 
Book,  and,  where  that  is  effaced,  by  such  other  Means  as  may  seem  to  him  most  effectual; 
and  that  he  avail  himself  as  far  as  possible  of  the  kind  Co-operation  of  the  Clergymen  of 
the  several  Parishes  of  his  District  for  this  Purpose,  as  well  as  to  afford  him  such  useful 
Information  as  could  not  be  acquired  by  other  Means.

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such  Receipt  and  Certificate  at  the  Hospital  upon  any  Week  Day  (Thursdays  excepted) 
after  Monday,  11th  August,  between  the  Hours  of  Ten  and  Three,  the  Money  shall 
be  paid. 

7.  That  the  Inspector,  on  his  Return  from  his  Tour,  do  make  Affidavit  that  he  has 
actually  seen,  and  himself  carefully  examined,  each  Child  reported  on  in  his  District  Book  • 
also  that  he  has  visited  the  Residences  of  the  several  Nurses  with  whom  the  Children 
reported  on  are  located,  and  that  the  Report  which  he  has  made  is  strictly  correct, 
according  to  the  best  of  his  Judgment  and  Belief. 

8.  Any  Inspector  who  shall  appear  to  have  been  guilty  of  improper  Conduct  in  the 
Execution  of  his  Duty,  so  as  to  forfeit  the  good  Opinion  of  the  Board,  will  be  liable  to  have 
the  whole  of  his  Salary  and  Allowances  withheld,  or  such  Part  as  the  Governors  may  deem 
the  Circumstances  of  the  Case  to  require,  and  will  not  again  be  employed  in  the  Service 
of  the  Institution.

In  obedience  to  your  Lordship’s  Request,  I now  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  on 
the  Dublin  House  of  Industry : 

The  Institutions  comprised  under  this  Designation,  up  to  the  Period  of  the  Declaration 
of  the  Workhouses  of  the  Two  Dublin  Unions,  consisted  of,  1st,  an  Asylum  for  aged  and 
infirm  poor  Persons;  2d,  an  Asylum  for  incurable  Lunatics;  3d,  the  Hardwicke  Fever 
Hospital;  4th,  the  Whitworth  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases;  5th,  the  Richmond  Sur- 
gical Hospital;  6th,  the  Talbot  Dispensary;  and  all  these,  on  the  10th  June  1839, 
became  vested  in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  under  the  Provisions  of  the  Thirty-fourth 
Section  of  the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  the  North  Dublin  Union  having  been  declared  on 
that  Day. 

That  Portion  of  the  House  of  Industry  which  comprised  the  Asylum  for  the  aged  and 
infirm,  and  the  Asylum  for  the  Lunatics,  was  by  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  appro- 
priated as  the  Workhouse  of  the  North  Dublin  Union,  and  was  declared  to  be  fit  for  the 
Reception  of  destitute  Poor  on  the  25th  March  1840. 

Before  the  Declaration  of  the  Workhouse,  Arrangements  were  made  for  providing  for 
the  infirm  and  lunatic  Persons  who  were  at  that  Time  Inmates  of  the  Establishment.  The 
infirm  Persons,  it  was  decided,  with  the  Sanction  of  the  Government,  should  be  equally 
divided  between  the  Two  Dublin  Union  Workhouses,  to  be  lodged  and  maintained  therein 
in  all  respects  as  the  Paupers  who  should  be  afterwards  admitted  by  the  respective  Boards 
of  Guardians ; but  the  Expense  of  their  Maintenance  was  still  to  be  defrayed,  as  before, 
out  of  the  annual  Grant  from  Parliament.  As  regarded  the  Lunatics,  it  was  arranged  that 
they  should  be  removed  to  Premises  which  had,  with  the  Government’s  Sanction,  been 
adapted  for  their  Reception  at  Island  Bridge,  and  be  there  kept  and  attended  to  as  they 
had  been  previously. 

These  Arrangements  have  been  carried  into  effect,  and  the  several  Proceedings  are  fully 
detailed  in  the  Report  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  for  the  Year  1840-1,  and  in  the 
Reports  of  Mr.  Earle  and  Mr.  Hall  appended  thereto ; in  which  also  will  be  found  many 
Particulars  relating  to  the  History  and  the  then  State  of  the  entire  Institution. 

The  Number  of  Inmates  of  the  House  of  Industry  which  were  transferred  to  the  South 
Dublin  Union  Workhouse  on  its  opening  was  332;  the  Number  left  in  the  North  Dublin 
Workhouse  was  330 ; the  Number  of  those  Persons  who  were  in  the  South  Dublin  Work- 
house  on  the  12th  February  1842  was  124;  the  Number  in  the  North  Dublin  Workhouse 
was  148.  The  Diminution  is  caused  partly  by  Death,  but  chiefly  by  the  Individuals 
leaving  the  Workhouses,  probably  from  a Dislike  of  the  Discipline  and  Regularity  of  those 
Establishments. 

The  Number  of  Lunatics  on  the  Books  of  the  House  of  Industry  in  March  1840  was 
455;  on  the  12th  February  1842  it  was  356;  of  99,  the  Difference  between  455  and  356, 

7 were  restored  to  their  Friends,  and  92  died.

Pensions  amounting  annually  to  2137.  11s.  had  been  granted  by  Government  to  retired 
Officers  of  the  Institution  previously  to  May  1840;  and  Pensions  amounting  to  3627.  10s. 
(including  a Pension  ot  220/.  to  the  late  Governor)  were  granted  at  and  after  that  Period. 
The  Amount  of  Pensions  now  payable  is  576/.  Is.  Gratuities  amounting  to  135/.  were 
given  to  Persons  whose  Offices  were  abolished  in  May  1840. 

The  fiscal  Arrangements  with  regard  to  the  Hospital,  Dispensary,  and  Lunatic  Depart- 
ment, are  the  same  in  all  respects  as  they  were  before  the  House  of  Industry  vested 
in  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  excepting  only  that  the  monthly  Bills  and  Vouchers 
are  now  examined  and  signed  by  an  Assistant  Commissioner,  instead  of  being  passed  by 
a Visitor. 

The  whole  Expense  of  the  several  Parts  of  the  Establishment  is  defrayed  by  an 
annual  Grant  from  Parliament,  made  upon  an  annual  Estimate.  A quarterly  Statement 
is  forwarded  by  the  Governor,  through  the  Office  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  to 
the  Irish  Government,  of  the  Sum  that  will  be  required  for  the  ensuing  Three  Months, 
and  the  Day  in  each  Month  on  which  a Part  of  it  will  be  wanted.  A monthly  Appli-

House  of  Industry.  The  f°r  every  Month  are  submitted  to  the  Assistant  Commissioner  in  charge 

of  the  Dublin  District,  and  initialed  by  him,  as  are  also  the  Vouchers  for  the  Payment  of 

the  Bills  of  the  preceding  Month ; and  he  likewise  examines  the  Accounts  at  the  End  of 
the  Year,  previously  to  their  being  submitted  to  the  Audit  Office. 

The  Expenses  of  the  Institution  are  defrayed  under  the  Management  of  the  Governor 
assisted  by  the  Steward,  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  exercising  a general  Control 
and  Supervision.  The  Commissioners,  in  fact,  now  perform  the  Functions  of  the 
Visitors,  who  have  ceased  to  act ; and  the  Affairs  of  the  House  of  Industry  are  in  all 
other  respects  conducted  precisely  as  they  were  before  the  Institution  vested  in  the 
Commissioners.

Mr.  Phelan’s  Report. 

Gentlemen,  - Dublin,  13th  April  1342. 

1 have  the  Honour  of  submitting  for  your  Consideration  the  following  Report  on  the 
State  °f  the  several  Medical  Institutions  included  in  the  House  of  Industry,  having  lately 
inspected  them,  and  having  carefully  inquired  into  the  Nature  and  Extent  of  the  Medical 
TA  > i each’  in  Pursuance  of  your  Instructions  communicated  to  me  on  the 

12th  March  last. 

Number  of  Medical  Institutions. 

These  Institutions  consist  of  the  Richmond,  Whitworth,  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals,  and 
the  lalbot  Dispensary. 

Richmond  Surgical  Hospital. 

The  Richmond  Hospital  was  opened  for  the  Reception  of  Patients  in  1811.  Not  having 
been  originally  intended  for  that  Purpose,  its  general  Construction,  and  the  Size  and 
Elevation  of  several  of  its  Wards,  are  rather  defective.  It,  however,  contains  Accommo- 
dation for  120  Beds,  without  crowding.  The  Dimensions  of  the  different  Wards,  Fourteen 
in  JN  umber,  vary  from  a Proportion  of  588  to  1,438  Cubic  Feet  to  each  Bed 

Six  Surgeons  attend  this  Hospital;  One,  Mr.  Carmichael,  is  the  consulting  Surgeon;  the 
othei  Five,  Drs.  Peile,  Hulton,  O’Beirne,  Macdonnel,  and  Adams,  visit  their  respective 
Patients  in  it  daily,  and  when  on  any  Occasion  either  is  obliged  to  be  absent,  the 
Duties  are  performed  by  one  of  his  Colleagues.  All  are  Members  of  the  Dublin  College  of 
burgeons,  and  were  appointed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

Such  Patients  as  are  considered  fit  Objects,  that  is,  whose  Cases  are  so  serious  as  to 
require  Hospital  Accommodation,  are  admitted  by  the  Surgeons,  in  whose  Absence  the 
House  Pupils  admit  serious  Casualties.  None  of  the  latter  Class  of  Patients  are  ever 
refused,  nor  are  the  former,  when  there  are  vacant  Beds ; but  it  frequently  occurs  that 
fit  Objects,  who  apply  when  there  are  no  unoccupied  Beds,  are  refused  Admission.  The 
Surgeons  state  that,  on  an  Average,  Two  or  Three  such  Rejections  take  place  daily.  Some 
ot  these  are  received  on  a subsequent  Application,  and  some,  most  probably,  are  admitted 
into  the  other  Dublin  Hospitals  ; but  no  Data  exist  by  which  an  Estimate  could  be 

formed

To  remedy  this  Inconvenience,  the  Surgeons  sometimes  discharge  Patients  who  are  not  "on^haritable 
perfectly  cured,  to  make  Room  for  more  pressing  Cases.  Institutions 

There  is  no  Column  in  the  Registry  to  show  the  average  Duration  of  each  Patient  in  this  (Dublin). 

Hospital ; but  the  Entries  for  the  last  Three  Months  have  been  examined,  and  it  has  been  

found  that  each  remained  an  Average  of  34|  Days  during  that  Period.  No.  2. 

The  Surgeons  receive  no  Salaries,  nor  any  Emoluments  from  the  Funds  of  the  Insti-  ^ouse  °f  Industry. 

tution.  Their  only  Remuneration,  independent  of  the  Character  which  the  Attendance  on 

such  an  Hospital  ensures,  consists  in  the  Fees  paid  by  Pupils,  which  during  the  last  Five 
Years  amounted  to  1,997/.  16s.;  of  this  Sum,  however,  they  have  expended  1,177/.  18s.  4 d. 
on  a Museum,  which,  for  practical  Purposes,  and  for  the  Instruction  of  Students,  is 
considered  to  be  a very  superior  one.

From  this  it  appears  that  the  net  Sum  received  annually  by  each  Surgeon  during  the 
above  Period  was  27/.  6s. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Attendance^  of  Pupils  diminished  at  the  other  Hospitals  and 
Medical  Schools  in  this  City,  and  it 'is  thought  in  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  in  the 
same  Proportion  as  occurred  here  in  the  Year  1841. 

On  an  Average  of  the  Five  Years  ended  the  31st  December  last,  1,351  Patients  were 
annually  admitted.  Of  the  whole,  4,408  were  Males,  only  2,383  Females.  The  total  Mor- 
tality was  6-jV  per  Cent. ; that  of  the  Males  was  , of  the  Females  6§.  It  has  varied  from 
7-pj,  to  which  it  amounted  in  1837,  to  4^.  in  1841,  having  gradually  lessened  in  each  suc- 
ceeding Year. 

Two  Pupils  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  act  as  Clinical  Clerks  to  the  Surgeons,  by  whom 
they  are  appointed.  The  Selection  is  made  from  their  own  Apprentices. 

On  certain  fixed  Days  all  poor  Persons  who  apply  at  the  Hospital  are  examined  by  the 
Surgeons,  and  are  given  such  Trusses  as  are  adapted  to  their  respective  Cases.  This  Depart- 
ment is  productive  of  much  Benefit. 

Whitioorth  Chronic  Hospital. 

The  Whitworth  Hospital  was  opened  in  1818.  It  contains  Eight  very  excellent  Wards, 
in  which  there  are  Eighty-two  Beds.  The  Dimensions  of  these  Wards  vary  from  1,120 
Cubic  Feet  to  765  in  proportion  to  each  Bed.  It  is  appropriated  to  the  Treatment  of  non- 
contagious  Medical  Cases.  Daily  Attendance  is  given  by  Drs.  Ferguson,  Litton,  Corrigan, 
and  Greene.  When  either  happens  to  be  unable  to  do  so,  one  of  his  Colleagues  prescribes 
for  his  Patients.  The  Cases  are  selected  by  the  Physicians,  or,  in  their  Absence,  by  the 
Clinical  Clerk,  who  resides  in  the  Hospital,  and  admits  any  of  an  urgent  Nature.  The 
Duties  of  the  Clinical  Clerk  extend  to  the  Hardwicke  Hospital  also.  He  is  appointed  by 
the  Physicians,  and  is  selected  from  the  attending  Pupils.  I am  of  opinion  that  a Second 
Clinical  Clerk  should  be  appointed,  as  One  cannot  possibly  superintend  the  Patients  in 
these  Two  Hospitals.  This  Addition  will  entail  no  Expense  on  the  Institutions. 

Fit  Objects  are  never  refused  Admission  except  when  the  Beds  are  all  occupied,  which 
often  occurs.  No  Record  has  been  hitherto  kept  of  the  Number  of  Persons  so  refused,  but 
from  the  21st  March  to  the  31st,  both  Days  included,  Twenty-four  Patients  were  received, 
and  Fifty-six  Applicants,  who  are  said  to  be  fit  Objects,  were  rejected,  all  of  whom  would 
nave  been  admited  had  there  been  vacant  Beds.  The  Medical  Officers  state  that  about  One 
Half  the  fit  Objects  who  apply  cannot  be  accommodated;  some  of  those,  however,  are 
admitted  on  a subsequent  Application,  and  it  is  likely  that  some  are  received  into  the  other 
Hospitals  in  this  City. 

There  is  no  Column  in  the  Registry  for  the  Record  of  the  Number  of  Days  during  which 
each  Patient  remains  in  this  Hospital ; but  on  examining  it  for  the  Three  Months  ended 
the  31st  ol  March  last,  I find  that  the  average  Period  was  nearly  Twenty-six  Days.

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On  an  Average  991  Patients  have  been  admitted  into  this  Institution  during  each  of  the 
Five  Years  ended  the  31st  of  December  last.  The  Number  of  Males  somewhat  exceeds  that 
of  the  Females ; but  the  total  Mortality  of  the  latter  was  only  1 6 -j%,  whilst  that  of  the  former 
was  18  per  Cent.  It  appears  that  the  Mortality  in  this  Hospital  was  22f  in  1837,  and  that 
it  has  gradually  lessened  in  each  Year  up  to  1840,  when  it  was  17  per  Cent,  but  in  1841  it 
only  amounted  to  9£  per  Cent. 

Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital. 

The  Hardvvicke  Fever  Hospital  was  opened  in  1803,  and  consists  of  Two  Houses,  which 
communicate  by  a Grass  Plot  or  small  Garden.  The  larger  contains  Six  Wards,  Four  of 
which  are  appropriated  to  acute  Cases,  Two  to  Convalescents.  The  former  ordinarily 
accommodate  Sixty-four  Patients,  the  latter  Sixteen.  The  other  House,  denominated  “ The 
Supplementary  Hospital,”  contains  Five  Wards,  besides  One  which  is  used  as  a Day  Room 
for  Lunatics,  and  to  which  they  have  Access  by  a separate  Passage.  These  Five  contain 
Sixty-four  Beds.  The  Wards  of  the  larger  House  are  spacious  and  well  ventilated,  and  are 
admirably  adapted  for  the  Purpose  to  which  they  are  applied.  The  Dimensions  of  Two  are 
in  the  Proportion  of  940  Cubic  Feet  to  each  Bed,  of  the  other  Four  735  Feet.  The  Second 
House,  although  its  Wards  are  not  so  spacious,  is  a very  useful  Adjunct  to  the  former.  The 
Dimensions  of  Two  of  its  Wards  are  in  the  Proportion  of  710  Cubic  Feet  to  each  Bed,  of 
One  600  Feet,  and  of  Two  others  498  Feet. 

These  Two  Houses  are  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  Treatment  of  Patients  labouring 
under  contagious  Diseases,  and  differ  from  all  other  Fever  Hospitals  in  this  Country,  in 
freely  admitting  Cases  of  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarletina,  and  other  eruptive  febrile  Affec- 
tions, which  are  generally  excluded  from  the  latter,  if  applying  when  the  Eruption  indicates 
the  particular  Disease  under  which  the  Person  labours,  and  that  it  is  not  Fever  merely. 
This  Arrangement  is  very  judicious,  and  must  be  highly  useful  in  a large  City,  in  which 
many  so  affected  reside  in  crowded,  ill-ventilated,  and  confined  Localities  and  Apartments. 

The  Physicians,  or,  in  their  Absence,  the  Clinical  Clerk  or  the  Apothecary,  admit  all  fit 
Cases.  No  Refusals  take  place  unless  when  Fever  is  very  prevalent.  On  such  Occasions 
the  Beds  were  insufficient  to  accommodate  all  that  applied.  In  the  Year  1837  the  Refusals 
were  1,715,  in  1838  they  were  191,  in  1839  they  were  only  13,  in  1840  they  reached 
145,  and  in  1841  there  were  none.  Whether  the  Parties  so  refused  obtained  Admission 
into  the  Cork  Street  or  Meath  Hospitals  cannot  be  ascertained. 

The  average  Number  of  Patients  admitted  into  this  Hospital  during  the  Five  Years  ended 
the  31st  December  last  was  1,704. 

Of  the  entire  Number  admitted  4,182  were  Males,  4,346  Females.  The  total  Mortality 
was  10-f  per  Cent,  on  the  Average  of  the  Five  Years.  In  the  Males  it  was  12-i,  in  the 
Females  8^.  It  amounted  to  13  per  Cent,  in  1837,' and  has  lessened  in  each  successive 
Year,  being  in  1841  only  8J. 

The  Salary  of  each  of  the  Two  Senior  Physicians,  Drs.  Ferguson  and  Litton,  is  100Z. ; that 
of  Drs.  Corrigan  and  Greene  60Z.  each.  Neither  of  the  Four  receive  any  other  Emolument 
from  the  Funds  of  the  Institution.  The  Three  last  attend  the  Hardwicke  Fever  Hospital. 
Dr.  Ferguson  has  Charge  of  the  Lunatics  in  the  House  of  Industry. 

An  Apothecary,  Mi-.  Carey,  and  an  Assistant  Apothecary,  Mr.  Beattie,  reside  in  the  Pre- 
mises. The  Salary  of  the  former  is  60Z.  per  Year,  that  of  the  latter  40Z.  Mr.  Carey  is 
allowed  to  have  a limited  Number  of  Apprentices. 

Patients  are  admitted  into  the  Richmond,  Whitworth,  and  Hardwicke  Hospitals  without 
any  Recommendation.  Each  Case  is  selected  solely  because  the  Individual  is  considered  to 
be  so  ill  as  to  stand  in  need  of  Hospital  Accommodation  ; and  as  the  Beds  are  seldom  vacant 
beyond  a Day  in  the  Richmond  and  Whitworth  Hospitals,  and  as  even  fit  and  pressing 
Objects  are  frequently  refused,  it  can  rarely,  if  at  all,  happen  that  the  Funds  are  expended 
on  light  Cases.  The  Admissions  also  are  entirely  irrespective  of  the  Applicant’s  Place  of 
Residence,  on  which  Account  many  of  the  Patients  are  Foreigners  and  Sailors  from  the 
various  Ships  in  the  River  and  Harbour.  These  Circumstances  are  important,  as  they 
greatly  facilitate  the  immediate  Admission  of  such  as  require  Hospital  Relief,  and  offer  a 
Guarantee  that  such  only  will  obtain  it.  The  total  Number  so  admitted  into  the  Three 
Hospitals  during  the  Five  Years  was  20,27.1,  giving  an  Average  of  4,054  each  Year. 

It  is  stated  that  no  Patient  has  been  ever  excluded  from  Want  of  Funds,  Want  of  Beds 
being  the  only  assigned  Cause.

Post-mortem  Examination. 

Post-mortem  Examinations  are  made  in  the  Richmond  Hospital  in  all  Cases  in  which  the 
Relatives  make  no  Objection,  and  when  it  is  deemed  useful  to  ascertain  the  Cause  of  Death, 
and  the  State  of  the  Organs  engaged ; but  if  the  Relatives  be  unwilling,  no  such  Exami- 
nation is  made.  The  Physicians,  in  the  same  Manner,  examine  in  every  Case  where  prac- 
•^n^°™at'on  is  expected  to  be  gained  for  the  Advancement  of  Medical  Science,  provided 
that  the  friends  do  not  object;  but  they  refrain  from  doing  so,  particularly  in  the  Cases  of 
unclaimed  Bodies,  if  no  such  Information  be  expected,  in  order  that  the  Subject  may 
remain  in  a fit  State  for  the  Study  of  Anatomy.

The  Talbot  Dispensary  is  intended  for  that  Part  of  the  City  which  is  included  in  a Line  N'cholls,  Esq., 
bounded  by  Capel  Street,  Bolton  Street,  Dorset  Street,  the  Circular  Road,  at  the  North  and  °?  writable 
North-west  side  of  the  City,  and  the  River  Liffey.  The  Population  of  this  District  is  (Dublin)8 

about  50,000.  Dr.  Greene,  Junior  Physician  to  the  House  of  Industry  Hospitals,  is  the  ' ' 

Chief  Medical  Superintendent,  assisted  by  Drs.  Smith  and  Boutts,  who  are  the  Medical  No.  2. 
Inspectors.  Daily  Attendance,  except  on  Sundays,  is  given  to  all  who  are  brought  to  the  House  of  Industry. 

Institution ; those  who  are  reported  to  be  unable  to  apply  are  visited  at  their  respective  

Residences.  The  Extent  of  Relief  afforded,  as  exhibited  in  the  following  Table,  is  very 
considerable.

On  an  Average  of  Five  Years  the  Cost  for  each  Patient  was  12fc/. 

Some  of  the  senior  Medical  Officers  state  that  the  Efficiency  of  these  Hospitals  has  con- 
siderably improved  within  the  Period  alluded  to,  which  Opinion  is  corroborated  by  the 
diminished  Mortality  in  each.  Some  Suggestions  made  last  Year  by  Dr.  Carr  and  myself, 
when  we  inspected  these  Institutions,  have  been  adopted,  it  is  said,  with  Benefit. 

As  these  several  Institutions  always  contain  a considerable  Number  of  Patients  who 
labour  under  the  various  Medical  and  Surgical  Diseases  which  usually  affect  the  working 
and  middle  Classes,  supplying  ample  Materials  for  affording  professional  Information,  they 
have  long  been  used  for  the  Purposes  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Education,  and  are  thus 
a Means  of  conferring  extensive  Benefits  on  the  Community  at  large.  To  assist  in  this, 
an  Operation  Theatre,  which  was  built  by  Government,  is  used  as  a Room  for  Clinical 
Lectures,  which  are  given  by  the  Surgeons,  and  by  Drs.  Corrigan  and  Greene.  I am 
informed  that  these  Lectures,  and  the  Wards  of  the  Hospitals,  are  attended  by  a consi- 
derable Number  of  Practitioners  who  have  graduated  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Phar- 
macy, and  even  by  many  Foreigners  who  are  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the 
Opportunities  of  acquiring  that  practical  Information  which  they  are  here  freely  and 
gratuitously  afforded,  as  well  as  by  the  Pupils  who  pay  for  it. 

As  the  Provisions,  Clothing,  &c.  for  the  different  Institutions  are  charged  under  one 
general  Head,  the  separate  Expense  of  each  cannot  be  shown.  It  is,  for  many  Reasons, 
desirable  that  the  Accounts  be  so  kept  that  the  Cost  of  each  Class  of  Patients,  and  the 
average  Expense  of  each  Patient,  should  be  accurately  known ; and  I beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend that  Instructions  be  given  to  Mr.  Alley  on  the  Subject.  In  the  Year  1841  the  total 
Cost  of  all  these  Institutions  (exclusive  of  the  Sum  paid  for  Government  Paupers  to  the 
Workhouse)  was  12,395 /.  Os.  4 cl.  Of  this,  534/.  10s.  8 d.  was  expended  on  the  Talbot 
Dispensary  and  in  Trusses,  leaving  as  the  entire  Charge  for  the  Three  Hospitals,  and  for 
the  Lunatics,  11,860/.  9s.  8 d.  The  total  annual  Cost  incurred  for  each  Lunatic  may  be 
estimated  at  about  12/.,  which  for  357  (the  Number  in  the  House  of  Industry  and  at  Island 
Bridge  at  the  Commencement  of  the  Year)  would  amount  to  4,284/.  But  as  Thirty-one

On  a future  Occasion  the  Expense  incurred  for  each  Patient,  of  each  Class,  can  be 
accurately  ascertained. 

It  appears  to  me  that  when  pressing  Cases  offer,  some  Addition  may  be  made  to  the 
Beds  in  the  Hardwicke  and  Whitworth  Hospitals.  The  former  would,  I think,  admit  of  an 
Increase  of  Twelve  Beds,  the  latter  of  Sixteen,  without  crowding.  The  Expense  of  each 
Patient  so  admitted  would  chiefly  consist  in  the  Cost  of  Food  and  Medicines,  which  must 
be  a very  moderate  Sum,  and  for  which  the  additional  Relief  afforded  would  fully  com- 
pensate. I beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  Governor  be  instructed  to  supply  a Book  to 
the  Physicians,  and  another  to  the  Surgeons,  in  which  they  will  be  expected  to  make 
Entries  of  such  Articles  as  they  may  occasionally  require,  and  of  such  Communications 
as  they  may  deem  it  necessary  to  make  on  Matters  connected  with  the  State  of  their 
respective  Departments.  It  is  very  necessary  that  such  a Book  be  kept  in  every  lar-m 
Institution,  but  it  is  particularly  so  here,  as  the  local  Government  is  vested  in  One 
Individual,  and  as  there  are  no  Rules  or  Regulations  for  the  Conduct  of  the  Officers  or 
Servants  of  any  of  its  Departments. 

It  must  occasionally  happen  that  Communications  will  be  made  to  the  Governor  by  the 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  of  which,  for  obvious  Reasons,  a Record  should  be  kept.  At 
present  such  Communications  are  made  by  Letter,  but  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  that 
these  Gentlemen  should  be  obliged  to  write  Duplicates  of  these  Letters,  and  it  is  not 
desirable  that  on  any  necessary  Occasion  they  should  be  obliged  to  refer  to  them,  without 
being  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Governor  for  them.  This  Book  would  be  a valuable 
Document  or  Record,  and  should  be  occasionally  laid  before  your  Board.  To  prevent 
Abuse,  each  Book  should  be  given  in  charge  to  a particular  Medical  Man,  who  would 
be  expected  so  to  keep  it  that  none  but  the  proper  Authorities  should  have  Access  to  it. 

It  appears  to  me  that  some  Improvement  may  be  made  at  a very  trifling  Cost  in  the  State 
of  the  Baths  and  Water-closets  in  the  Richmond  and  Whitworth  Hospitals;  and  as  these 
Improvements,  if  practicable,  are  very  desirable,  I shall  point  out  the  particulars  Places 
in  which  they  require  to  be  made  to  one  of  the  Commissioner’s  Architects,  and  will  inform 
you  of  the  Result.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Cork  Fever  Hospital  and  House  of  Recovery,  for 

the  Year  1845 Read  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  held  16th 

February  1846. 

During  the  last  Year,  epidemic  Fever,  from  which  there  had  been  so  long  and  fortunate 
an  Immunity,  has,  we  regret  to  say,  again  appeared  in  this  City  and  its  Vicinity,  the 
Number  admitted  into  the  Hospital  during  the  Year,  amounting  to  2,799,  beino-  the 
highest  admitted  in  any  one  Year  since  1837.  The  Increase,  become  first  evident  m the 
Sumrrfer  of  1844,  has  continued  to  be  progressive  tip  to  the  present  Time,  the  Admissions 
for  each  consecutive  Three  Months  of  the  last  Two  Years  exceeding  those  for  the 
preceding,  marking  the  regular  March  of  the  Epidemic,  the  Number  admitted  during  the 
last  Three  Months  of  the  past  Year  exceeding  that  for  the  corresponding  Months  of 
the  previous  Year  by  nearly  Double.  A great  and  simultaneous  Increase  having  also 
manifested  itself  during  the  last  Year  in  Limerick,  Waterford,  and  other  Parts  of  Ireland, 
we  have  not  hesitated  in  designating,  under  all  the  Circumstances,  the  present  an 
epidemic  Visitation.  In  the  Commencement  of  June,  we  regret  to  state,  the  Resident 
Apothecary,  Mr.  Downing,  was  numbered  amongst  its  Victims,  his  Sickness  having  been 
brought  on  by  the  Disgust  excited  in  consequence  of  a Patient  labouring  under  Delirium 
Tremens,  to  whom  he  had  been  administering  an  opiate  Draught,  having  rejected  Part  of 
the  Contents  in  his  Face.  Mr.  Downing  was  Twenty-three  Years  Resident  Apothecary 
of  the  Institution,  during  which  long  and  trying  Period  he  performed  the  arduous  Duties 
of  the  Situation  with  Zeal  and  Assiduity.  We  have  to  add  that  one  of  the  Chairmen  of 
the  Institution,  named  Thomas  Birmingham,  who  had  served  upwards  of  Twelve  Years  in 
that  humbly  and  obscurely  useful  Capacity,  died  also  during  the  Year  of  the  prevailing 
Fever,  contracted  in  the  Discharge  of  his  Duty.

The  total  Number  of  Cases  admitted  during  the  Year  was,  as  stated,  2,799.  Fifty-three 
being  added,  which  remained  in  Hospital  at  Date  of  last  Report,  give  2,852 ; from  which 
, °ei„nS  deducted,  the  Number  in  Hospital  on  the  1st  of  January  of  the  current  Year, 
^inety-tour  Cases  of  Diseases  different  from  common  Fever,  as  specified  in  the  Return, 
(24.-App.)  B b 3 leave 
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Cork  Fever  leave  2,692,  as  the  actual  Number  of  Fever  Cases  treated.  The  total  Number  of 

Hospital,  Report.  Deaths  was  Eighty.  In  this  Number,  however,  are  included  the  Deaths  as  specified  in 

the  Return  of  Diseases  different  from  common  Fever,  in  all  Twenty-one,  which  when 

deducted  leave  Fifty-nine,  averaging  One  Death  to  Forty-five  Recoveries;  or  deducting 
Three  Cases  of  Fever  received  in  a dying  State,  averaging  One  Death  to  about  Forty-eight 
Recoveries. 

The  highest  Number  of  Admissions  for  any  Two  Months  of  the  Year  was,  it  will  have 
been  perceived,  in  October  and  November.  They  have  continued  to  be  in  a greater 
Proportion  than  had  been  usual  from  the  civic  Districts,  as  compared  with  the  rural, 
more  particularly  from  the  South  Suburbs. 

The  considerably  increased  Number  of  Admissions  during  the  last  Year,  the  Liability  of 
the  Fever  to  relapse,  and  the  accompanying  Debility,  as  well  during  the  Stage  of  Sickness 
as  of  Convalescence,  calling  for  the  liberal  Use  of  Wine  or  other  Stimulants,  coupled  with 
the  unforeseen  casual  Expences  alluded  to  in  the  Accounts,  have  all  combined  to  draw 
heavily  on  the  Funds,  and  it  will  be  perceived  that  at  the  Close  of  the  Year  the  Institution 
was  119Z.  11s.  2tZ.  in  Debt.  To  relieve  the  immediate  Pressure  a Collection  by  voluntary 
Contribution  was  set  on  foot,  which  having  been  found  insufficient,  a Sum  of  200Z.  was 
obtained  in  advance  from  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  Presentment  which  will  be  payable  at 
the  Spring  Assizes,  thus  anticipating  the  Resources  of  the  future.  Under  these  Circum- 
stances, we  regret  to  announce  that  the  Proportion  of  Typhus  Cases  in  the  Hospital  has 
increased  within  the  last  Month,  and  that  the  Number  of  Cases  of  all  Sorts  in  the  House 
on  this  Day  is  144,  a Number  nearly  commensurate  with  its  Accommodations.  This  State 
of  Things  has  been  rendered  the  more  alarming  by  the  Prospect  of  the  Consequences  of 
the  Blight  which  has  come  upon  that  valuable  Esculent  the  Potato,  valuable  alike  as  a 
Delicacy  at  the  Tables  of  the  Rich  and  as  the  Food  of  the  Poor,  but  which  unfortunately 
in  this  Country  has  become  so  peculiarly  the  Food  of  the  great  Mass  of  the  Poor  that  they 
may  be  almost  said  to  be  parasitical  on  it. 

In  urging  the  Claims  of  an  Institution,  which,  at  least  in  Times  of  epidemic  Visitation, 
may  be  regarded,  under  Providence,  as  the  Palladium  of  the  public  Safety,  we  mioht 
recur,  if  it  were  necessary,  to  the  often  repeated  Argument,  that  this  is  a Case  in  which, 
independently  of  other  Considerations,  prudential  Motives  plead  powerfully ; for  though 
Famine  is  an  Evil  which  may  wreak  its  Rage  exclusively  on  the  Poor,  Pestilence  is 
that  Calamity  which,  boundless  in  its  Devastation,  prostrates  alike  the  affluent  and  the 
humble. 

The  prevailing  Type  of  Fever  has  continued  to  be  that  of  the  Bilious  Autumnal 
Remittent  Fever  of  these  Islands,  or  the  Gastric  Fever  of  the  French,  marked,  as 
succinctly  stated  in  our  last  Report,  by  Soreness  or  Pain  on  Pressure  of  the  Epigas- 
trium (Pit  of  Stomach),  bilious,  in  many  Instances  porraceous  or  Green  vomiting, 
yellowish  Colour  of  the  Tongue,  jaundiced  Hue,  in  many  Instances,  of  the  Skin  and 
Eyes,  Absence  of  Petechias  or  Mottling,  Frequency  of  Hiccup,  &c. 

We  proceed  to  add  such  Observations  on  its  Character  and  Treatment  as  its  Progress 
and  our  further  Acquaintance  with  it  have  suggested.  During  the  last  Year  there 
appeared  to  have  been  more  of  cerebral  Disturbance  than  during  the  preceding.  Delirium 
occurred  in  several  Instances,  though  of  a mild  Character.  Haemorrhage  from  the  Nose, 
or  Epistaxis,  which  had  been  rare  for  Years  before,  became  frequent,  particularly  during 
the  Summer  and  Autumn;  in  no  Instance,  however,  any  ill  Effects  having  followed. 
Rheumatic  Pains  became  frequent  during  Autumn,  and  have  since  continued  to  prevail  ; 
muscular  and  superficial,  however,  rather  than  arthritic,  being  unaccompanied  with  swelling 
or  Redness,  of  the  Joints.  In  many  Instances  during  the  last  Year  the  Fever  terminated 
by  Crisis,  either  by  general  Perspiration,  or,  as  in  about  a Dozen  Instances,  by  a Fit  of 
intermittent,  the  Days  on  which  the  Crisis  more  particularly  took  place  being  on  the 
Seventh,  and  next  in  Frequency  the  Fifth.  General  and  repeated  Perspirations,  without 
being  critical,  were  quite  common,  particularly  during  the  Summer  and  Autumn.  Of 
regular  Intermittent  1‘ever  or  Ague,  a Disease  which  had  been  supposed  by  some  to  be 
extinct.  Four  Cases  it  will  have  been  perceived  from  the  Return  were  admitted  during  the 
Year.  1 he  average  Duration  of  the  Fever,  when  not  protracted  by  accompanying 
Rheumatic  Pains,  was  Ten  or  Eleven  Days,  dating  from  the  Commencement  of  Sickness  to 
the  Commencement  of  Convalescence.  In  many  Instances,  however,  though  the  character- 
istic Symptoms  of  the  Epidemic  were  distinctly  marked  and  developed,  the  Cases  were 
almost  ephemeral,  the  Patient  after  a very  few  Days  becoming  convalescent. 

A well  known  and  embarrassing  Peculiarity  of  Gastric  Fever,  so  called,  is  its  Liability 
to  Relapse.  During  the  Summer  and  Autumn,  more  particularly,  a considerable  Propor- 
tion of  the  Patients  relapsed.  A Notion  appeared  to  exist  among  Persons  not  conversant 
with  the  Disease,  that  the  Frequency  of  Relapse  was  occasioned  by  the  Patients  having 
been  dismissed  too  soon  from  the  Wards  of  the  Hospital,  to  make  Room  for  others;  a 
Supposition  the  reverse  of  the  Fact,  the  Practice  having  been  to  detain  the  Convalescents 
a longer  Time  than  had  been  usual,  to  guard  against  the  Cliances  of  Relapse.  Many, 
including  several  of  the  Nurses  of  the  Establishment,  relapsed,  ev&i  while  in  the  Con- 
valescent Ward.  The  Relapse  was,  however,  milder  and  shorter  than  the  original 

Disease. 
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Disease.  Instances  occurred,  though  not  many,  of  the  Patient  relapsing  more  than  once ; 
the  Symptoms  continuing  to  recur,  as  if  the  whole  Train  or  Circle  of  morbid  Action  was 
not  yet  completed.  Dysentery,  which  was  so  common  in  the  former  Epidemics  of  this 
Sort,  as  in  that  of  1818,  and  that  of  1825,  1826,  and  1827,  has  been  fortunately 
absent  during  the  present,  Two  Instances  only  having  occurred  in  Complication  with  the 
prevailing  Fever,  both  of  which  terminated  favourably. 

In  no  former  Epidemic  have  we  seen  so  many  Cases  of  jaundiced  Skin  and  Eyes. 
During  the  Summer  and  Autumn  more  particularly  a Proportion  of  at  least  a Fourth 
presented  these  Appearances.  They  were  common  to  Children  as  well  as  to  Adults.  The 
Colour,  with  few  Exceptions,  was  a light  Yellow.  Of  the  few  Instances  which  occurred 
with  the  dusky  Hue,  affording,  as  it  generally  does,  an  unfavourable  Prognosis,  Three 
proved  fatal.  In  Three  Instances  of  jaundiced  Skin,  Spots  of  Purpura  occurred ; in  One 
Instance  without  Haemorrhage,  in  the  other  Two,  with  it.  Of  Idiopathic  Purpura,  the 
unusual  Number  of  Seven  Cases  was,  it  will  have  been  perceived,  admitted  during  the 
Year.  In  no  Case  of  jaundiced  Skin  have  we  seen  true  Petechias,  or  the  mottled  Efflo- 
rescence resembling  Measles,  the  Absence  or  Rareness  of  which  so  remarkably  distinguishes 
the  gastric  Form  of  Fever  from  Typhus.  In  our  last  Report  we  remarked  on  the  Variable- 
ness of  the  Pulse,  ranging  even  on  alternate  Days  from  One  hundred  and  twenty  to  Eighty, 
and  vice  versa.  In  no  former  Epidemic  have  we  seen  so  decided  and  sudden  a Variation 
from  Day  to  Day,  pointing  evidently  to  the  remittent  Character  of  the  Fever,  further 
indicated  by  the  Observation,  that  it  often  happened  that  on  one  Day  the  Symptoms  all 
appeared  severe  and  threatening,  and  on  the  following  they  had  all  nearly  disappeared. 

The  celebrated  French  Pathologist  Broussais,  whose  Theory  is,  that  idiopathic  or  essen- 
tial Fevers  of  every  Kind  are  nothing  else  in  their  first  Stage  but  Inflammation  of  the 
mucous  Membrane  of  the  Stomach  or  small  Intestines,  or  of  both,  lays  much  Stress,  as  a 
pathognomic  Symptom  of  this  Form  of  Fever,  on  the  Red  Appearance  of  the  Tongue. 
The  Observation  has  not  been  verified  in  the  present  Epidemic.  In  some  Instances  the 
Tongue  was  Red,  or  Red  in  Middle  and  White  at  Sides ; in  those  Instances  in  which  it 
was  White  it  having  been  sometimes  dotted  by  Red  Specks  visible  through  the  White;  but 
its  general  Appearance  was  that  of  Yellow,  or  yellowish,  or  White  over  the  entire  Surface. 
Not  infrequently  it  was  Brown,  and  in  a few  Instances,  even  in  mild  Cases,  Black  in  the 
Commencement.  In  not  a few  Instances  it  was  greenish;  a Symptom  which  though 
noticed  by  Hippocrates,  the  Oracle  of  Antiquity,  and  a most  accurate  Observer  of  Disease, 
is  not  mentioned  by  any  modern  Writer  on  Fever.  The  “ Reporter”  first  noticed  this 
Appearance  of  the  Tongue  in  the  Epidemic  of  1818.  It  is  mentioned  in  his  Report  of 
that  Epidemic,  published  in  Vol.  3d  of  the  Transactions  of  the  College  of  Physicians  in 
Ireland.  He  has  since  noted  it  when  it  came  under  his  Observation,  and  he  has  noted  in 
all  Eighty-six  Cases;  Twenty-four  of  them  during  the  present  Epidemic,  and  Twenty 
during  that  of  1826.  Of  this  Number,  Fifty-six  were  of  Females,  and  Thirty  of  Males.  It 
occurred  in  several  Instances  among  very  young  Children. 

The  Passage  from  Hippocrates  is,  where  speaking  of  Prognosis  in  Fever,  as  deduced 
from  the  Colour  of  the  Tongue,  ££  The  most  dangerous  of  all,”  he  says,  ££  is  the  Black  and 
the  pale  with  a greenish  Cast.”  In  general,  the  Appearance  of  the  Tongue  was  nearly 
as  described  by  Hippocrates ; but  in  many  Instances  it  is  marked  ££  deep  Green ;”  in  a 
few,  “ vivid  Green.”  It  retained  the  Colour  commonly  for  several  Days.  Of  the  above 
total  Number  Eighty-tliree  recovered,  Three  only  died ; showing  that  his  Prognosis,  how- 
ever true  it  may  have  been  in  regard  to  the  Climate  of  Greece,  does  not  apply  to  the  Fever 
of  this  Country,  the  Symptom  when  it  occurs  being  rather  salutary  than  otherwise.  The 
Writer  has  seen  the  same  Appearance  of  the  Tongue  in  Six  Cases  of  Asiatic  Cholera, 
Three  in  the  original  Disease  (One  of  them  a Child  only  Four  Years  old),  and  Three  in 
the  consecutive  Fever.  In  one  of  the  Instances  the  Tongue  (as  the  Nurse  expressed  it)  was 
“as  Green  as  Grass.”  * 

The  Treatment  adopted  varied  little  from  that  laid  down  in  our  last  Report,  a pro- 
minent Feature  being  the  Use  of  Purgatives,  including  frequently  Calomel  as  an  Adjunct. 
In  many  Instances,  however,  particularly  in  jaundiced  Cases,  to  produce  a more  specific 
mercurial  Action,  Powders  of  Calomel  and  Opium  were  given  in  addition  at  Night,  Care 
being  taken  to  avoid  any  injurious  Result,  a mercurial  sore  Mouth  being  sometimes 
worse  than  a short  Fever.  The  Benefits  of  the  purgative  Treatment  were  evinced,  besides 
the  general  Results,  by  Instances  in  which  an  intermitting  Pulse,  a Symptom  so  alarming 
in  Typhus,  but  in  the  present  Fever  connected,  it  appeared,  with  biliary  Congestion,  became 
regular  under  their  Use.  In  Four  Instances  also,  in  which  the  Pulse  was  preternatural ly 


* The  Liquid  spasmodically  thrown  up  from  the  Stomach  in  the  consecutive  Fever  of  Asiatic 
Cholera  consisted,  as  in  the  present  Epidemic,  very  generally  of  Green  Bile,  ordinarily  the 
llesult  of  disordered  Function,  although  it  is  occasionally  found  in  the  Gall  Bladder  where  the 
Liver  was  in  a perfectly  healthy  State.  In  a few  Instances  the  Writer  has  seen  the  Green  Colour 
of  this  Liquid  exchanged  for  that  of  Blue  or  bluish.  In  Three  or  Four  Instances  he  has  seen  the 
Colour  of  the  Tongue  in  consecutive  Fever  Blue  or  bluish. 

(24.— App.)  B b 4 slow, 
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slow,  (in  One,  Thirty-six, — in  another,  Forty, — in  Two, Thirty-eight,)  it  became  regular'after 
a few  Days  Perseverance  in  their  Use.  To  allay  vomiting,  which  was  often  distressing  to  a 
debilitating  Degree,  effervescing  Draughts  or  Doses  of  a Mixture  consisting  of  Carbonate 
of  Magnesia  and  of  Opium  were  given  at  Intervals.  In  Cases  of  severe  Pain  of  the 
Epigastrium,  a Blister  was  applied  to  the  Part.  Venisection  from  the  Arm  appeared  to 
be  inadmissible,  differently  in  this  respect  from  the  Epidemic  of  1826,  in  which  it  was 
indicated  by  the  frequent  Occurrence  of  Headache,  exciting  Cough,  and  Pain  of  Side  on 
deep  Inspiration,  Symptoms  which  have  been  absent,  or  nearly  absent,  during  the  present 
Epidemic,  the  respiratory  Organs  having  been  little  engaged. 

In  the  few  Instances  during  the  last  Year  in  which  general  bleeding  was  resorted  to,  the 
Blood  when  drawn  was  not  buffed,  coagulating  slowly,  being  more  fluid  than  natural,  and 
the  Crassamentum  when  a Separation  took  place  less  firm  than  natural.  Topical  bleeding 
by  Leeches  was  not  resorted  to  in  any  Instance ; but,  judging  from  the  Effect  of  small 
bleedings  from  the  Arm,  its  Use  to  any  considerable  Extent  seemed  questionable.  In 
Rheumatic  Pains,  the  Vinum  Sems.  Colchici,  combined  with  Opium,  was  the  Medicine 
chiefly  relied  on. 

The  total  average  Mortality  for  the  Year  was,  it  will  have  been  perceived  from  the 
Return,  One  Death  to  Thirty-five  Recoveries ; but  deducting  Deaths  from  Diseases 
different  from  common  Fever,  One  Death  to  Forty-five  Recoveries.  No  inconsiderable 
proportion  of  the  Deaths  returned  as  from  Fever  was,  however,  from  Typhus ; making  the 
average  Mortality  from  Gastric  Fever  much  lower  than  One  to  Forty-five.  In’  the 
Epidemic  of  1826,  in  the  Treatment  of  which  the  regulated  Use  of  Purgatives  formed  also 
an  important  Feature,  the  total  average  Mortality  for  the  Year,  according  to  the  annual 
Report,  was  so  low  as  One  Death  to  Sixty-two  Recoveries.  The  Statement  of  these 
Results  may,  it  is  hoped,  help  to  disabuse  the  Disciples  of  Broussais  of  that  Horror  which 
they  are  known  to  entertain  towards  the  Employment  of  Purgatives  in  the  Treatment  of 
Fever,  misled  by  a Theory  which,  however  well  and  eloquently  it  may  figure  in  the  Schools, 
is  not  borne  out  in  the  Field  of  Experience. 

Compared  with  the  Severity  of  its  Visitation  in  Limerick  and  Waterford,  the  Epidemic 
appears  to  have  as  yet  not  fallen  heavily  on  this  City.  According  to  the  annual  Report  of 
St.  John’s  Fever  Hospital,  Limerick,  from  5th  of  January  1845  to  5th  of  January  1846. 
were  admitted,  5,288  Patients  ; discharged  cured,  4,809 ; died,  399  ; averaging  One  Death 
to  Twelve  Recoveries.  According  to  the  “ State  of  the  Fever  Hospital,  Waterford,”  from 
1st  of  January  to  31st  December  (inclusive)  1845,  were  admitted,  2,007  ; dismissed,  1,768; 
died,  104;  averaging  One  Death  to  Seventeen  Recoveries.  The  Admissions  were, —in 

January,  91.  April,  93.  July,  109.  October,  239. 

February,  109.  May,  120.  August,  189.  November,  294. 

March,  118.  June,  108.  September,  196.  December,  297. 

The  Table  of  Admissions  is  given  in  full,  as  showing  the  Effect  of  the  Autumnal  Season 
on  the  Increase  of  the  Epidemic. 

The  Connexion  of  Epidemics  of  this  Type  in  their  Origin  and  Spread  with  hot  Seasons 
is  well  established.  The  present  Epidemic  commenced,  as  above  stated,  in  this  City  in 
the  Summer  of  1844,  the  hottest  since  that  of  1826,  acquiring  augmented  Force  during 
the  Summer  and  Autumn  of  last  A ear.  To  the  Symptoms  already  mentioned,  which  seem 
by  their  Frequency  to  assimilate  it  to  the  Endemic  of  Tropical  Climates,' might  have  been 
added  an  Eruption  about  the  Lips,  frequent  in  the  common  Remittent  Fever  of  the  West 
Indies,  appearing  usually  about  the  Fifth  Day,  and  denoting  a favourable  Termination. 
Three  other  remarkable  Epidemics,  partaking  more  or  less  of  the  Character  of  the  present, 
have  visited  Ireland  since  the  Commencement  of  the  present  Century;  that  of  1801, — that 
of  1818,  on  the  8th  of  August  of  which  Year  the  Thermometer  of  the  late  Mr.  Holt 
registered  in  this  City  Eighty-six  in  the  Shade,— and  that  of  1826.  The  Irish  Annalists 
record  an  Epidemic  of  this  Sort  under  a Name  signifying  in  English  the  Yellow  Plague, 
which  appears  to  have  rivalled  in  fatal  Malignity  the  Yellow  Fever  of  other  Climates, 
having  destroyed  almost  the  entire  Population.  It  was  connected,  doubtless,  in  its  Origin 
and  Spread,  as  is  the  Yellow  Fever,  with  an  intense  and  sweltering  Summer  Heat. 

In  compliance  with  the  new  and'  fashionable  Nomenclature,  we  have  throughout  the 
Report,  though  not  satisfied  that,  as  the  Name  implies,  the  Stomach  is  the  primary  Seat  of 
the  Disease,  called  the  prevailing  Fever  Gastric;  a Term  introduced  by  the  French  Patho- 
logists, who  hold,  as  already  stated,  that  idiopathic  Fevers  of  every  Kind  are  nothing  else 
in  their  first  Stage  but  Inflammation  of  the  mucous  Membrane  of  the  Stomach  or  Intes- 
tines, or  of  both.  The  Term  has  of  late  Years  found  great  Favour  in  this  Country,  and 
is  often  applied,  as  in  our  Opinion  in  the  Instance  of  the  present  Epidemic,  without  much 
Discrimination.  “Some  Twenty  Years  ago,”  says  the  late  Doctor  O’Brien,  in  one  of 
the  Dublin  Fever  Hospital  Reports,  “ the  Liver  was  regarded  as  the  Centre  and  Focus  of 
almost  all  Human  Maladies,  and  the  Bile  as  the  Source  and  Fountain  of  every  corporeal 
and  even  mental  111.  We  can  easily  remark  a Tendency  at  the  present  Day  to  rush  into 
another  Extreme;  Bile  and  the  Liver  begin  to  be  neglected  and  forgotten  as  the  chief 
Authors  ol  our  Misery,  and  the  Stomach  is  now  regarded  as  the  most  prolific  Source  of 

Human 
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Human  Disease,  and  every  ambiguous  Malady  is  a Gastro-enterite.”  We  had  almost 
added,  as  if  the  Human  Subject  were  like  the  Polype,  all  Stomach  ! In  regard  to  the 
particular  Epidemic  under  Consideration,  the  Symptoms  which  have  been  detailed  the 
Success  of  the  purgative  Treatment,  combined  in  many  Cases  with  the  use  of  Calomel’and 
the  History  of  its  Rise  and  Progress,  as  connected  with  the  Character  of  the  Seasons  all 
tend  to  show  that  the  Liver,  not  the  Stomach,  is  the  primary  Organ  affected,  the  Stomach 
however,  exercising  a powerful  but  subaltern  Agency.  To  this  Supposition  an  Objection 
may  be  raised  by  Non-medical  Persons,  on  reading  among  the  Symptoms  above  detailed 
as  most  prominent  Soreness  or  Pain  on  Pressure  of  Epigastrium  or  Pit  of  Stomach  • an 
Objection  obviated  by  stating  that  this  Symptom,  though  so  expressed,  is  very  generally 
indicative  of  Lesion  in  the  Region  of  the  Liver.  It  is  often  called  by  the  Patient  when 
questioned  as  to  his  Complaint,  “ a Pain  in  the  Heart,”  a Phrase  applied  by  the  poorer 
Classes  to  a Variety  of  Symptoms,  and  noticed  as  peculiar  to  the  Natives  of  Ireland  bv 
Chisholm  in  his  History  of  the  Pestilential  Fever  introduced  into  the  West  Indies  ’ " 


An  interesting  Subject  of  Inquiry  might  be,  “ What  are  the  real  morbid  Conditions  of 
the  Liver  to  be  met  with  in  this  and  other  temperate  Climates,  and  what  Improvements 
may  be  made  in  the  present  Modes  of  Cure,  were  they  more  accurately  distinguished  than 
at  present  ?”— an  Inquiry  the  Importance  of  which  in  relation  to  chronic  Disease  in 
particular  may  be  estimated,  if  the  Opinion  of  Boerhave  be  correct,  that  “of  a Hundred 
chronic  Diseases  scarcely  shall  we  find  One  whose  Cause  has  not  its  principal  Seat  in  the 
Liver.”  r

In  Spring,  particularly  in  March,  the  Weather  was  most  harsh  and  severe,  characterized 
by  cold  blighting  easterly  Winds,  and  the  sharpest  Frosts  known  for  many  Years  at  so 
late  a Period  of  the  Season.  In  England  and  on  the  Continent  both  the  Winter  and 
Spring  were  memorable  for  Severity.  The  Meteorological  Observations  made  at  the 
Garden  of  the  Horticultural  Society  at  Chiswick  in  England  show  that  the  Winter  had 
been  the  most  protracted  and  severe  for  many  previous  Years.  From  the  1st  of  December 
the  mean  Temperature  was  34°,  being  lower  than  that  of  any  similar  Period  in  the  present 
Century,  with  the  Exception  of  1813-14,  which  was  4 lower.  March  exhibited  a 
lower  mean  Temperature  than  any  similar  Month  since  1797,  and  the  Mean  of  February 
was  lower  than  that  of  any  in  the  present  Century.  y 

Much  Stress  has  been  laid  by  some  on  adverse  Seasons  and  atmospheric  Conditions,  as 
serving  to  account  for  the  Phenomenon  above  alluded  to  of  the  Blight;  a Subject  which 
at  this  Moment  occupies  the  Attention  of  the  Empire.  In  regard  to  the  remote  Causes 
of  most  Epidemics,  including  the  prevailing  Epizootic,  and  the  Potato  Disease,  or,  as  it  is 
sometimes  called,  from  its  widespread  Ravages  in  that  cosmopolite  Plant  which  has  followed 
Man  into  every  Zone  and  Climate,  “the  Potato  Cholera,”  the  Words  of  Scripture  seem  not 
inapplicable  to  our  Ignorance : “ The  Wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  no  one  can  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  or  whither  it  goeth.” 

In  closing  this  Report  we  have  great  Satisfaction  in  stating,  that  the  newly  elected 
Resident  Apothecary,  Doctor  Trayer,  has  given  much  Satisfaction.  Mrs.  Downing,  the 
Matron,  we  have  also  Pleasure  in  stating,  fills  her  Situation  with  unabated  Care  and

I am  directed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  transmit  herewith  a Warrant  appointing  you 
to  be  Commissioners  to  make  Inquiry  in  regard  to  the  Grants  from  the  Public  Funds  to 
certain  Institutions,  and  for  certain  Purposes,  in  the  City  of  Dublin ; and  to  acquaint  you, 
that,  by  consenting  to  act  upon  the  Commission  to  which  this  Warrant  appoints  }rou,  you 
have  relieved  his  Excellency  from  much  of  that  Anxiety  which  of  Necessity  must  devolve 
upon  a Government  forced  by  a Sense  of  Duty  to  enter  upon  a Question  like  the  present, 
involving,  as  it  may,  the  Interests  of  a Portion  of  the  charitable  Institutions  of  this  City. 

These  Institutions  have  afforded  Matter  for  serious  Consideration  to  his  Excellency. 
He  sees  Charities  partially,  mainly,  and  in  some  Instances  he  understands  entirely,  sup- 
ported by  public  Grants,  while  no  such  Support  is  given  to  similar  Institutions  in  other 
Parts  of  the  Empire.  When  these  Grants  were  originally  made,  peculiar  Circumstances 
may  have  operated,  and  no  doubt  did,  to  justify  them  here,  which  Circumstances  did  not 
apply  elsewhere.  His  Excellency  is  desirous  to  satisfy  himself  to  what  Extent  Circum- 
stances will  now  justify  the  Continuance  of  those  Grants,  with  or  without  Modification; 
for  not  only  as  a public  Duty  is  he  called  upon  to  satisfy  himself  on  this  Point,  but  it  is 
alike  due  to  the  Institutions  themselves;  for  there  can  be  no  Question  but  that  public 
Grants,  injudiciously  bestowed,  have  a Tendency  to  check  private  Benevolence.

206  APPENDIX  TO  MINUTES  OF  EVIDENCE  BEFORE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON 

As  regards  the  Second  Branch  of  the  Inquiry,  the  Investigation  of  the  Expenditure  and 
Management  of  the  Funds  of  the  Institution,  it  will  be  for  you  to  point  out  whether, 
under  any  new  Arrangement,  a more  economical  Disbursement  and  advantageous  Invest- 
ment of  the  Funds  cannot  be  effected.  It  has  occurred  to  his  Excellency,  that  as  some  of 
these  Institutions  are  so  closely  connected  with  the  Medical  Profession,  it  would  be  well 
that  you  should  have  an  experienced  professional  Person  to  whom  on  certain  Points  you 
might  be  able  to  refer.

With  this  Call  his  Excellency  anticipates  a ready  Compliance,  and 
therefore  trusts  you  will  be  able  to  furnish  him  with  your  Report  by  the  1st  of  March  next.

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We  have  farther,  as  directed  by  your  Excellency,  considered  very  anxiously  how  far  Charitable  Institu- 
the  Continuance  of  those  Grants  is  justified  by  Circumstances  now,  and  whether  with  any  tions  (Dublin), 
and  what  Modifications ; also,  whether  any  more  economical  Disbursement  or  more  advan- 
tageous Investment  of  the  Funds  could  be  effected. 

We  subjoin,  for  your  Excellency’s  Information,  a particular  Report  respecting  each  of 
those  Institutions,  together  with  the  Aswers  of  the  Governors  Jo  the  written  Queries 
which  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  address  to  them.  It  remains  for  us,  however,  to  offer 
some  Remarks  upon  those  Institutions  generally. 

A Difficulty  appears  to  have  been  created  in  your  Excellency’s  Mind  from  seeing 
Charities  in  Dublin  supported  partially  or  entirely  by  public  Grants,  while  no  such 
Support  is  given  to  similar  Institutions  elsewhere.  We  have  therefore  made  Inquiry  with 
respect  to  the  Origin  of  those  Grants,  and  the  Circumstances  under  which  they  were  first 
made,  and  have  been  since  continued. 

The  great  Change  which  the  Union  with  Great  Britain  was  necessarily  calculated  to 
effect  in  the  Condition  of  the  Irish  Metropolis,  the  Withdrawal  from  Dublin  of  the  great 
Body  of  the  Irish  Nobility  and  Gentry,  and  the  consequent  Alteration  in  the  Condition  of 
all  Classes  and  all  Institutions  in  Dublin,  appear  to  have  been  strongly  felt  and  admitted 
by  the  Framers  of  that  Measure,  and  to  have  been  made  the  Groundwork  of  those  pecu- 
liar Claims  for  Support  which  have  ever  since  been  recognized  on  behalf  of  Dublin ; and  ■ 
a Clause  was  accordingly  introduced  into  the  Act  of  Union,  by  which  the  Parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom  was  bound  to  provide  that  a Sum  not  less  than  the  Sum  granted  by 
the  Parliament  of  Ireland  during  the  Six  Years  previously,  for  the  Encouragement  of 
Agriculture,  Manufactures,  and  for  maintaining  Institutions  for  pious  and  charitable  Pur- 
poses, shall  be  applied,  for  a Period  of  Twenty  Years,  to  such  local  Purposes  in  Ireland. 

The  Conditions  so  entered  into  at  the  Union  were  greatly  exceeded  by  the  Liberality  of 
the  Imperial  Parliament,  not  only  during  the  Twenty  Years  after  the  Union,  but  for  many 
Years  subsequently ; and  as  frequent  Inquiry  and  Discussion  have  taken  place  on  the 
Subject,  we  feel  bound  to  believe  that  those  Grants  were  sustained  on  the  Grounds  of 
Expediency  and  Necessity. 

Your  Excellency  will  find  this  Subject  more  fully  adverted  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Select 


Committee  on  Irish  Miscellaneous  Estimates  in  the  Year  1829. 

Such  being  the  Circumstances  under  which  the  Grants  from  the  Imperial  Parliament  in 
support  of  Dublin  charitable  Institutions  originated,  we  subjoin  a Table,  from  which  your 
Excellency  will  see  the  Progress  of  those  Grants,  as  regards  the  Institutions  which  have 
been  made  the  Subject  of  our  Inquiry,  from  the  Year  1800  to  the  present  Time.

tenance  of  charitable  Institutions  from  public  Grants ; and  we  readily  admit  that  """in 
our  Opinion,  a Claim  for  such  Assistance  can  only  be  sustained  where  the  Utility  of  an 
Institution  is  proved  j where  its  Usefulness  is  rendered  as  extensive  and  as  public  as  possible  ■ 
where  it  is  manifest  that  private  Means  alone  would  be  inadequate  to  its  Support;  and 
where  the  strictest  Economy  is  observed  in  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses. 

Your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  observe,  as  the  first  of  the  Grounds  upon  which  we 
recommend  the  Continuance  of  those  Grants,  the  peculiar  Circumstances  in  which  Dublin 
is  placed. 

Immediately  after  the  Union,  Dublin,  it  may  be  said,  ceased  to  be  a Metropolis  as 
regards  the  wealthy,  while  it  continued  a Metropolis  as  regards  the  Poor;  and  in  no  incon- 
siderable Degree  it  has  remained  so  since.  The  Causes,  therefore,  which  induced  those 
who  framed  the  Articles  of  Union  to  introduce  Stipulations  into  that  Measure  as  regards 
Dublin,  appear  to  us  to  be  still  in  extensive  Operation.  Other  Causes  likewise  ^not 
however,  having  Effect  on  Dublin  alone),— the  Increase  of  Population,  without  a cor- 
responding Increase  in  Wealth,  the  Want  of  Capital,  the  Decay  of  Manufactures  in  Ireland 
operating  to  increase  the  Proportion  of  Poor,— have  operated  likewise  to  increase  rather 
than  diminish  the  Cogency  of  those  Reasons  which  led  to  the  Stipulations  in  the  Articles 
of  Union. 

In  evidence  of  this,  we  beg  leave  to  notice  the  increased  Accommodation  which  the 
Governors  at  different  Periods,  and  with  the  Sanction  of  Government,  have  been  compelled 
to  supply  in  most  of  those  Institutions,  and  the  increased  Grants,  notwithstanding  the 
financial  Difficulties  of  the  Empire,  which  various  Governments  have  deemed  it  necessary 
to  make  for  their  Support.  J 

In  further  Evidence  of  this  disproportionate  Increase  of  the  poorer  Classes  in  Dublin 
we  have  to  observe  that,  notwithstanding  the  Support  thus  rendered  by  Government  to 
certain  Institutions,  others  of  a similar  Character,  arising  principally  out  of  the  Exigencies 
of  the  lower  Classes,  have  been  established  and  are  supported,  some  by  private  Means  alone 
and  some  partly  from  private  Means  and  partly  from  local  Assessment 

We  therefore  submit,  that  the  Necessity  which  was  found  to  exist  previous  to  and  at 
the  rime  of  the  Union  for  extraneous  Support  as  regards  Dublin,  in  aid  of  its  principal 
Institutions,  (arising,  in  our  Opinion,  from  the  Disproportion  between  the  wealthy  and 
poor  Classes  m the  Community,)  has,  as  was  anticipated,  increased  since  that  Period,  and 
still  continues,  although  we  trust  and  believe  it  may  be  now  graduallv  diminishing. 

Dublin,  therefore,  with  its  Population  of  upwards  of  250,000,  is,  in  our  Opinion  an 
Exception  to  all  other  Cities  in  the  Empire;  and  we  respectfully  urge  that,  becausi  in 
London,  and  the  other  large  Towns  in  England,  private  Charity  may  have  been  found 
amply  sufficient  for  the  Support  of  their  public  charitable  Institutions,  it  by  no  means 
follows  that  m Dublin,  where  the  poor  are  so  numerous,  and  the  riel,  comparatively  so 

wblh  To  X ‘Tnt  0rj“  *°  KpeC‘  fr0ni  herCiti2#  an  Extent  of  Liberality 
which  neither  their  Numbers  nor  Circumstances  could  fairly  warrant. 

It  is  right  we  should  add,  that  even  if  the  Claims  of  the  Institutions  supported  by 
Government  were  paramount,  private  Charity  in  Dublin  having  been  directed  Into  other 
Channels,  there  would  be  much  Hardship,  and  some  Injustice,  in  the  Withdrawal  of  that 
Charity  from  its  present  Objects;  that  the  Amount  subscribed  in  Dublin  for  charitable 
Purposes  has  gradually  been  diminishing  since  the  Introduction  of  the  Poor  Law  System; 
that  we  have  examined  Gentlemen  of  the  greatest  Experience  with  respect  to  the  Means 
and  Sentiments  of  the  inhabitants  of  Dublin,  and  that  it  is  their  unanimous  Opinion  that, 
if  the  Parliamentary  Aid  should  be  withdrawn  at  the  present  Time,  Means  would  not  be 
found  from  private  Sources  to  continue  ail  or  any  of  the  Institutions  on  their  present 
Usefulness’  eien  ^ding  them  merely  as  charitable  Institutions 

We  have  however,  next  to  remark,  that  most  of  these  Institutions  should  be  considered, 
Schools  Tf,m  Y yupeeity  of  Ioca!  as  of  national  Establishments,  designed  either  as 
tenau  r ' hr  S'*  T ‘hej1“-l  Session  generally,  or  as  Institutions  for  the  Main- 
tenauce  of  public  Health  and  Safety;  and  that,  in  most  of  them,  Patients  are  received

InstitmiiYhf  that  “ Wh,“'d  be  yr  ExCE,lm'J’5  Wish  that  we  should  regard  these 
Institutions  in  every  possible  point  of  view,  both  as  respects  their  Support  and  Manage- 

ment,  it  occurred  to  us  to  consider,  as  the  Destitution  of  the  lower  Classes  in  Dublin 

must 
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must  have  been  diminished  by  the  Operation  of  the  Poor  Law  System,  and  as  the  Pres- 
sure upon  the  Hospitals  seemed  likely  to  have  been  lightened  in  consequence,  whether  a 
Measure  might  not  be  suggested,  by  which  the  Management  and  Support  of  these  Institu- 
tions might  henceforth  be  connected  with  the  Poor  Law  System. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state  to  your  Excellency,  that  the  Pressure  upon  some 
ot  the  Hospitals  has  been  diminished  within  the  last  few  Years  j this  we  have  Reason  to 
attribute,  partly  to  the  Opening  of  the  Poorhouses,  and  partly  also  to  the  improved 
Habits  of  the  lower  Classes.  But,  after  the  fullest  Consideration,  we  cannot  recommend 
that  these  Institutions  should  be  connected  with  the  Poor  Law  System. 

Regarding  them  as  Institutions  intended  for  the  Relief  of  Persons  not  necessarily 
Paupers,  regarding  some  of  them  also  in  their  secondary  Object,  as  Schools  of  Medical 
Instruction,  we  think  it  would  bo  unwise  to  make  them  Branches  of  Establishments 
designed  exclusively  for  the  Support  of  Paupers;  and,  as  respects  their  Management,  we 
think  it  would  be  equally  inexpedient  and  invidious  to  take  them  from  under  the  Super- 
intendence of  those  many  benevolent  Individuals,  Gentlemen,  for  the  most  part,  of  high 
Station  in  Dublin,  who  are  at  all  Times  found  ready  freely  to  apply  themselves  as  Governors 
to  the  Management  of  such  Institutions.

With  the  view  of  fully  ascertaining  how  far,  in  our  Opinion,  it  might  be  right  to  surest 
that  the  Support  of  these  Institutions  should  henceforth  be  derived  either  from  Grand  Jury 
Assessment  or  from  the  Poor  Rate,  in  lieu  of  the  present  Aid  from  Parliament,  we  addressed 
Circulars  to  the  Managers  of  every  Institution  for  pious  and  charitable  Purposes  connected 
with  every  Denomination  in  Dublin,  requesting  a Return  of  the  Amount  received  from 
Persons  resident  in  Dublin,  for  the  Purposes  of  such  Institutions,  during  the  last  Three 
Years.  We  have  also  obtained  a similar  Return  with  respect  to  the  Assessments  for  all 
local  Objects.  Our  Circulars  were  addressed  to  the  Managers  of  200  Institutions  sup- 
ported principally  or  entirely  by  voluntary  Subscriptions.  Of  these,  Ninety.two  have  sent 
Answers,  giving  no  less  a Result  than  an  annual  Average  for  these  Ninety-two  Institutions 
of  37, 1201.  received  from  the  Inhabitants  of  Dublin;  which  Average,  we  make  no  Doubt, 
is  scarcely  more  than  One  Half  of  the  Amount  which  would  have  appeared  if  the  Governors 
of  the  remaining  Institutions  had  favoured  us  with  the  Information  we  requested ; and  it  is 
altogether  exclusive  of  the  large  Sums  annually  given  in  private  Charity,  of  which  no 
Estimate  could  be  made. 


With  respect  to  the  local  Assessments,  assuming  the  annual  Value  of  rateable  Property 
m Dublin  (which,  we  have  to  observe,  comprises  Warehouses,  Factories,  and  other  Kinds 
of  Property,  as  well  as  Houses,)  at  800,0001,  the  Valuation  by  the  Police  being  867,8491, 
and  by  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  776,7941,  we  find  the  Citizens  of  Dublin  have  contributed’ 
during  the  last  Three  Years  respectively,  as  follows,  according  to  the  best  Information  we

We  trust  your  Excellency,  taking  the  above  Statement  into  consideration,  will  concur 
with  us  m Opinion,  that  however  the  Inhabitants  of  Dublin  may  be,  as  compared  with 
the  Inhabitants  of  other  Cities,  behindhand  in  Wealth,  they  are  not  so  in  the  Amount 
which  they  contribute  according  to  their  Means  and  in  proportion  to  their  rateable  Pro- 
pel ty,  either  as  voluntary  Subscriptions  for  the  Poor,  or  as  compulsory  Contributions  for 
charitable  and  local  Purposes;  and  that  a larger  Amount  than  what  they  already  pay 
ought  not  to  be  expected  from  them  in  either  Way  in  aid  of  charitable  Institutions,  espe- 
cially at  a Period  when,  in  Support  of  a new  Experiment,  a heavy  Impost  has  been  recently 
added,  the.  future  Extent  of  which  it  may  be  difficult  to  calculate.

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We  have  thus  stated  to  your  Excellency  the  Grounds  of  our  Opinion,  that  the  Institu- 
tions to  which  our  Inquiry  has  been  directed  could  not  be  sustained  if  left,  as  elsewhere, 
to  private  Charity,  and  that  an  additional  compulsory  Assessment  should  not  be  imposed 
upon  the  Inhabitants  of  Dublin  for  their  Support,  either  in  the  Shape  of  Grand  Jury  Cess 
or  Poor  Rate. 

Your  Excellency,  however,  will  probably  anticipate  some  further  Notice  on  our  Part 
with  respect  to  the  Effect  which  so  important  a Measure  as  the  Introduction  of  the  Poor 
Law  System,  and  the  opening  of  Two  large  Workhouses,  is  like  to  have  hereafter  upon 
those  Institutions,  as  respects  the  Necessity  and  Means  of  maintaining  them,  and  their 
Claims  upon  Government  for  Support. 

Although,  as  we  have  already  stated,  the  Pressure  upon  some  of  the  Hospitals  has  been 
diminished  since  the  opening  of  the  Workhouses,  we  are  not  of  opinion  that  the  Necessity 
for  such  Institutions  can  be  ever  superseded  by  the  Workhouse  System,  even  if  it  should 
happen  in  the  course  of  Time  that,  by  the  continued  Diminution  of  the  Pressure  for 
Admission  into  them,  or  by  the  increased  Wealth  of  Dublin,  it  should  cease  to  be  neces- 
sary that  they  should  derive  any  Part  of  their  Support  from  Government  Funds. 

As  the  Poor  Law  System  has  been  framed  it  would  be  inconsistent  with  its  Principle, 
as  well  as  its  Provisions,  that  general  Hospital  Relief  should  be  afforded  through  its 
Instrumentality.  The  Workhouse  is  designed  as  a Test  of  Destitution;  and  to  render  it 
operative  as  such,  it  is  provided  that  Relief  is  to  be  had  only  when  required  by  all  the 
Members  as  a Family,  and  within  the  Doors  of  the  Workhouse ; and,  as  appears  to  us, 
in  the  event  of  an  individual  Member  of  a Family  being  attacked  by  Disease,  or  injured 
by  Accident,  the  Workhouse  or  its  Hospital  ought  not  to  be  made  an  Asylum  for  him. 

We  have  further  to  observe  that  the  Patients  in  the  Dublin  Hospitals  are,  to  a con- 
siderable Extent,  Persons  who  flock  into  Dublin  as  the  Metropolis  from  all  Parts  of 
the  Country,  whose  Cases,  in  many  Instances,  require  peculiar  Care,  and  whose  Treatment 
is  frequently  attended  with  heavy  Expense;  but  that  the  Workhouse  System  being  sup- 
ported by  the  Inhabitants  of  each  Electoral  District  for  the  Relief  of  their  own  Poor,  it 
would  be  unjust,  even  if  not  otherwise  objectionable,  to  burden  them  with  the  Maintenance 
and  extraordinary  Expense  of  such  Hospital  Patients. 

We  have  also  to  invite  the  Attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  Circumstance  that  many 
of  these  Institutions  are  largely  supported  from  private  Sources,  in  some  Cases  by  Devises 
of  Estates,  in  others  by  Bequests,  of  which  the  Governors  are  the  Trustees,  as  well  as 
by  annual  Subscriptions.  Your  Excellency  will  see  that  there  would  be  great  practical 
Difficulties  and  strong  Objections  to  any  Plan  for  connecting  Institutions  so  circumstanced 
with  the  Poor  Law  System.  Even  if  those  Objections  were  capable  of  being  surmounted, 
there  can  be  no  Doubt  that  the  necessary  Effect  of  such  a Connexion  would  be  that  all 
such  Sources  of  charitable  Support  would  be  stopped  for  the  future,— a Result  in  itself 
oreatly  to  be  deprecated.  Charitable  Individuals  would  never  think  of  bequeathing 
Property  or  giving  Subscriptions  in  aid  of  Institutions  supported  by  a compulsory  Poor 
Rate,  and  Dublin  would  thus  be  prevented,  under  any  Circumstances  or  at  any  Time, 
from  being  placed  in  the  same  creditable  Position  as  the  great  Towns  in  England,  where 
the  Hospitals,  being  unconnected  with  the  Poor  Law  System,  they  are  amply  supported  by 
the  Liberality  and  Charity  of  the  Inhabitants. 

We  cannot  forbear  repeating  here,  that,  in  our  Opinion,  any  Measure  which  would  have 
the  Effect  of  dissolving  the  Tie  that  has  from  the  Foundation  so  beneficially  subsisted 
between  those  charitable  Institutions  and  the  many  benevolent  and  highly  respectable 
Individuals  who  have  so  long  watched  over  them,  and  whose  valuable  and  gratuitous 
Superintendence  cannot  otherwise  be  supplied,  would  alone  be  a Matter  much  to  be 
regretted. 

Laying  it  down  as  a Principle  that  Institutions  supported  by  public  Funds  should  be 
rendered  as  useful  to  the  Public  as  is  consistent  with  their  primary  Objects,  we  have 
anxiously  considered  in  what  Manner  the  general  Usefulness  of  those  Institutions  to  which 
our  Inquiry  has  been  directed  could  be  increased,  and  with  that  view  we  have  made  some 
Suggestions  with  respect  to  the  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital,  the  Lock  Hospital,  and 
the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Those  in  reference  to  the  latter  we  have  felt  it  our  Duty  to 
offer,  as  being  calculated,  in  our  Opinion,  to  carry  out  the  Objects  of  the  Charter  more 
fully  than  they  are  carried  out  by  the  present  Arrangements  of  that  Institution.  We  offer 
them,  however,  with  Diffidence,  opposed  as  they  are  to  the  Sentiments  of  those  highly 
respectable  and  experienced  Gentlemen,  the  present  Master,  Dr.  Johnson,  and  the  late 
Masters,  Dr.  Labatt,  Dr.  Collins,  and  Dr.  E.  Kennedy. 

In 
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In  order  to  a more  systematic  and  economical  Disbursement  of  the  Funds  of  the  Institu- 
tions, we  have  prepared  a Plan  of  Accounts,  appended  thereto,  with  a view  to  the  Establish- 
ment of  a uniform  System,  and  an  efficient  Mode  of  checking  all  Supplies  and  Issues, 
and  which,  we  think,  with  some  slight  Modifications,  arising  from  the  peculiar  Circum- 
stances of  each  of  the  Institutions,  might  be  advantageously  adopted  in  all.  The  Plan  has 
been  taken  partly  from  the  Mode  of  keeping  the  Accounts  adopted  at  the  Cork  Street 
Fever  Hospital  and  Meath  Hospital,  and  partly  from  the  Information  afforded  us  by 
Mr.  Ivie,  respecting  Military  Hospital  Accounts ; but  we  are  principally  indebted  for  it  to 
the  Experience  and  Knowledge  of  our  efficient  Secretary,  Mr.  Brierly. 

We  recommend  that,  in  the  Case  of  every  Institution  from  which  an  Estimate  is  sent  to 
Government  previous  to  the  annual  Grant  being  proposed  in  Parliament,  the  Governors 
of  such  Institution  should  be  required  to  transmit,  together  with  the  Estimate,  an  Abstract 
of  the  Accounts  for  the  preceding  Year,  under  the  several  Heads  of  annual  Expenditure, 
and  in  the  Form  as  contained  in  the  Table,  Appendix,  Form  (L.)  No.  3;  and  that  the 
Chairman  should  certify  that  he  had  examined  the  Proceedings  Book  for  such  Year,  and 
that  the  Rules  of  the  Institution  had  been  complied  with,  or,  if  not,  that  he  should  state 
the  Particulars  in  which  they  had  been  departed  from. 

It  appears  to  us  reasonable,  where  Parliament  is  called  upon  to  contribute  towards  the 
Support  of  an  Institution  possessing  a fixed  Capital  in  the  public  or  other  Funds,  that  a 
Restriction  should  be  imposed  upon  the  Sale  of  any  considerable  Portion  of  that  Capital 
by  the  Governors  without  the  Consent  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  it  should  be  made  a Condition  incident  to  every  public  Grant  in  aid  of  a charitable 
Institution  possessing  vested  Funds,  that  not  more  than  500Z.  of  those  Funds  should  be 
disposed  of  in  any  One  Year  without  the  Consent  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant 

This  Arrangement,  while  it  would  permit  the  Governors  to  meet  any  pressing  Emer- 
gency by  the  Sale  of  a small  Portion  of  their  Stock,  would  operate  as  a Check  upon  the 
Expenditure  of  Capital,  which  obviously  should  be  preserved,  as  far  as  possible,  so  as  to 
form  a permanent  Source  of  Income  to  the  Institution. 

Some  Suggestions  having  been  made  by  us,  involving,  to  a certain  Extent,  Topics  of  a 
Medical  Character,  we  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  we  have  offered  no 
Recommendation  of  that  Nature  without  having  taken  and  carefully  weighed  the  Opinions 
of  most  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen  who  are  usually  looked  upon  as  the  Heads  of  the 
Medical  Profession  in  Dublin  respecting  it. 

In  conclusion  we  have  to  assure  your  Excellency  of  the  sincere  Gratification  we  feel  in 
bearing  the  fullest  Testimony  to  the  anxious  Care  and  Attention  bestowed  by  the  highly 
respectable  Medical  Gentlemen  connected  with  the  different  Hospitals  to  the  Relief  of  the 
Patients ; that  Attendance  being  rendered  in  some  Instances  gratuitously,  in  the  others  for 
a Remuneration  which  can  hardly  be  looked  upon  as  an  Inducement. 

We  have  further  great  Satisfaction  in  recording  our  Sense  of  the  Diligence  and  Attention 
so  readily  given  to  their  Management  by  the  numerous  Governors  of  those  Institutions, 
consisting,  for  the  most  part,  of  professional  Gentlemen  or  Merchants  connected  with 
Dublin,  having  Business  of  their  own  to  attend  to;  and  in  reporting  to  your  Excellency 
our  Opinion  generally,  that  most  of  the  Institutions  to  which  our  Inquiry  has  been  directed 
are  managed  with  the  utmost  Economy  and  with  exemplary  Diligence,  and,  as  we  confi- 
dently believe,  would  bear  a Comparison  in  all  respects  with  any  other  similar  Institutions 
in  the  Empire. 

We  beg  to  acknowledge  the  ready  Assistance  which  in  the  course  of  our  Inquiry  we 
received  from  Dr.  Barker,  who  attended  us  at  all  Times,  in  accordance  with  your 
Excellency’s  Desire  as  expressed  in  Mr.  Lucas’s  Letter. 

An  unavoidable  Delay  in  our  obtaining  Answers  to  our  Queries  from  some  of  the  Insti- 
tutions, and  our  Desire  that  the  Information  in  reference  to  each  should  be  as  full  as 
possible,  have  prevented  the  Completion  of  our  Report  until  the  present  Time.

(A.) — Female  Orphan  House.  No>4  ^ 

We  visited  this  very  interesting  Institution  on  the  2d  of  April ; we  inspected  the  Accounts,  Fem^te  Orphan 

and  examined  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Meath,  one  of  the  Governors,  the  Rev.  C.  Wolseley,  the  __ 

Chaplain,  together  with  the  Registrar  and  Matron. 

It  was  established  in  1790,  deriving  its  Origin  from  the  Benevolence  entirely  of  private 
Individuals,  principally  from  the  Exertions  of  the  late  Mrs.  La  Touche.  Its  Object  has 
been  to  provide  Maintenance  and  Education  for  poor  Female  Orphans,  and  apprentice 
them  as  Servants. 

In  1800  an  Act  of  Incorporation  was  passed,  constituting  certain  Individuals,  some  of 
the  most  distinguished  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  in  Ireland,  a Corporation,  by  the  Name  of 
the  Governors  and  Governesses  of  the  Female  Orphan  House,  with  the  usual  Powers 
appertaining  to  charitable  Corporations. 


Accommodation. 


The  House  is  capable  of  accommodating  200  Girls ; the  present  Number  of  Inmates 
is  130. 

Management. 

The  following  are  the  Governors  and  Governesses,  elected  as  the  Charter  directs  :

Boyle,  Esq. ; the  Duchess  of  Northumberland,  the  Marchioness  of  Conyngham, 
the  Dowager  Viscountess  Powerscourt,  the  Countess  of  Farnham,  Lady  Harriet  Daly,  the 
Baroness  De  Robeck,  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Fowler,  Lady  Harriet  Fowler,  the  Hon.  Mrs.  La 
Touche,  Mrs.  John  David  La  Touche,  Mrs.  Digges  La  Touche,  Mrs.  P.  D.  La  Touche, 
Mrs.  Whately,  Mrs.  Crichton,  Mrs.  Darby,  Mrs.  Hamilton,  Mrs.  Hornby,  Mrs.  Logan, 
Miss  Boyle. 

The  Boai’d  meets  once  a Month ; it  is  regularly  and  sufficiently  attended.  The  usual 
Qualification  of  a Governor  is  a Subscription  of  Four  Guineas  annually,  or  a Donation  of 
Twenty  Guineas.

There  is  a large  Chapel  annexed  to  the  Institution,  open  to  the  Public,  and  numerously 
attended.  The  Chaplain  acts  also  as  Secretary  to  the  Society,  and  has  various  Duties  to 
perform,  in  making  Inquiry  as  to  the  Character  of  Persons  applying  for  any  of  the  Children 
as  Apprentices,  as  also  in  reference  to  Applicants  for  Admission.

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Report  on  Chari-  Various  Considerations  make  it  desirable  that  the  Chaplain  should  be  permanently 
t^bie  Institutions,  attached  to  such  an  Institution  as  the  Female  Orphan  House ; and  the  Time  and  Attention 

’ the  Children  require,  as  well  as  the  Duties  which  a Chapel  with  a large  Congregation 

No.  4.  (A.)  entails,  make  it  right  that  he  should  be  placed  on  the  Footing  of  a Dublin  Curate  with 

Female  Orphan  respect  to  Salary.  We  think,  however,  that  in  case  of  a new  Appointment  the  Salary 

' might  be  somewhat  reduced. 

Inmates. 

The  Commissioners  of  Education  Inquiry,  in  their  Report  of  1827,  expressed  their 
great  Satisfaction  in  witnessing,  not  only  the  Order  and  Cleanliness  which  pervaded  every 
Department,  but  also  the  Appearance  of  Health  and  Cheerfulness  and  Comfort  among  the 
.Inmates  of  this  Establishment,  which  plainly  denoted  the  judicious  and  parental  System 
of  Management  on  which  it  was  conducted.  We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  support  this 
Statement  to  the  fullest  Extent.  The  manifest  Attachment  of  the  Girls  to  their  Mistress, 
and  to  each  other,  is  very  striking.  They  are  well  educated  in  all  respects,  and  in  a 
manner  suitable  to  their  Condition,  but,  as  far  as  we  had  the  Opportunity  of  observing,  not 
beyond  it ; they  are  admirably  instructed  in  Needle-work,  and  are  also  taught  to  perform 
the  Business  of  the  Kitchen,  the  Laundry,  and  the  Dairy,  together  with  the  ordinary 
Duties  of  a House  Servant.  For  the  most  Part  they  are  apprenticed  out  as  Servants.  A 
Communication  is  kept  up,  generally,  by  the  Chaplain  and  Matron,  with  the  Girls  so 
apprenticed,  and  their  Conduct,  as  far  as  possible,  watched  over  in  after  Life.  It  is  stated 
to  us  by  the  Bishop  of  Meath  and  Mr.  Wolseley,  that  there  is  a strong  Desire  on  the  Part 
of  those  Girls  to  keep  up  their  Connexion  with  the  Society,  and  their  Friendship  with  the 
Matron;  and  that  recourse  is  frequently  had  by  them,  both  to  his  Lordship  and  the 
Chaplain,  for  Counsel  and  Aid.  It  is  gratifying  to  add,  that  while  many  of  them  are 
filling  most  respectable  and  confidential  Situations,  the  Governors  and  Governesses  have 
never  come  to  the  Knowledge  of  a single  Instance  in  which  a Girl,  formerly  an  Inmate  of 
this  Institution,  has  been  committed  to  Prison  or  sunk  to  Abandonment. 

These  happy  Results  may  be  attributed,  in  a great  Degree,  to  the  anxious  Care  which  is 
bestowed  on  them  by  the  Managers  while  in  the  Institution,  and  to  the  Circumstance  of 
their  Affections  being  cultivated,  and  of  their  never  being  allowed  to  feel  themselves 
degraded. 

Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  average  Income  since  1828  has  been  3,073/.  4s.  1 d.;  the  average  Expenditure, 
2,521/.  3s.  4 </.;  the  average  Number  of  Inmates  annually,  153;  the  Cost,  therefore,  of  each 
Inmate  annually  has  been  16/.  9s.  Q\d. 

The  Parliamentary  Grant  was  first  made  in  the  Year  1800.  It  was  varied  in  Amount 
at  different  Periods;  since  1837,  it  has  been  1,000/. 

The  Amount  of  Stock  invested  in  the  Public  Funds  is  8,486/.  4s.  2 d. 

How  far  in  the  first  instance  it  was  expedient,  on  general  Principles,  to  make  a charitable 
Institution  of  this  peculiar  Nature  the  Object  of  Parliamentary  Support,  may  be  deemed 
questionable  by  some ; but  we  do  not  think  that  the  Withdrawal  of  a Grant  so  long  con- 
tinued, from  such  an  Institution,  would  be  advocated  by  any,  at  a Period  when  the  Citizens 
of  Dublin  are  necessarily  less  able  to  support  the  Institution  from  private  Means. 

The  benevolent  Patroness  and  early  Friend  of  the  Institution,  by  whose  unremitting 
Watchfulness  and  anxious  Care  it  was  raised  to  the  Position  which  it  has  so  long  main- 
tained in  public  Estimation,  has  recently  been  removed.  We  trust  the  Recollection  of  her 
Usefulness,  and  the  Benefits  she  has  been  made  the  Instrument  of  conferring  upon  so  many 
of  her  destitute  fellow  Creatures,  will  prove  an  Inducement  to  some  other  Lady  of  her  Rank 
and  Station  in  Life  to  undertake  the  Patronage  of  this  valuable  Institution. 

W'e  have  only  to  add,  that  the  Institution  appears  to  be  extremely  well  and  economically 
managed,  and  in  our  Opinion  is  fully  deserving  of  the  Continuance  of  that  Support  which 
It  has  so  long' enjoyed.

].  State  the  Year  in  which  the  Orphan  House  was  opened? — The  Institution  was  first  /Dublin)!'111110"8 
opened  in  a small  House  in  Prussia  Street,  No.  42,  in  December  1790.  ^ ' 

2.  How  was  the  Institution  established,  whether  by  Act  of  Parliament  or  by  Charter;  No.  4.  (A.) 

if  by  either,  furnish  a Copy? — It  was  commenced  by  a Number  of  private  Individuals,  Female  Orphan 
who  conducted  it  till  the  Year  1800,  when  an  Act  of  Incorporation  was  obtained  from  House. 
Parliament.  

3.  By  what  Funds  was  it  built  or  endowed? — By  private  Subscriptions. 

4.  Did  the  Government  of  the  Day  contribute  towards  its  Erection  or  Endowment,  and 
to  what  Amount  ? — The  Government  gave  no  Assistance  whatever  towards  the  Erection  of 
the  original  Buildings,  nor  in  the  way  of  Endowment. 

5.  Have  any  and  what  Additions  been  made  to  the  original  Building,  and  when? — The 
Chapel  and  the  Wing  of  the  House  adjoining  it  were  built  in  1818,  partly  by  private 
Subscriptions  and  partly  by  means  of  Assistance  from  Government,  by  Grants,  in  the 
Years  1815,  1816,  and  1817,  “ for  necessary  Improvements  and  Alterations  in  the 
Buildings,”  to  the  Amount  in  all  of  3,716/. 

6.  What  is  the  present  Extent  of  Accommodation  ? — The  House  is  capable  of  accommo- 
dating 200 ; but  by  an  Order  of  Government  the  Number  to  be  admitted  is  limited  to  160. 

7.  What  Quantity  of  Ground  is  held  in  connexion  with  the  Orphan  House? — About 
Ten  Acres. 

8.  Is  the  Land  cultivated  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Charity,  or  let  out  to  others? — 

Cultivated  for  the  Purposes  of  the  Charity. 

9.  What  is  the  Income  derived  from  the  Land  ? — None  of  the  Land  being  let  to  others, 
there  is  no  Income  derived  from  it. 

10.  To  what  annual  Rent  is  the  Property  subject? — 111/.  14s.  8 d.  per  Annum. 

11.  What  is  the  Tenure  under  which  the  Property  is  held? — The  largest  Portion  of  the 
Land  is  held  at  Will  from  Lord  Palmerston,  being  only  Accommodation  Ground. 

The  Ground  occupied  by  the  House  and  Offices  was  originally  leased  to  Peter  La 
Touche,  Esq.,  for  Three  Lives,  renewable  for  ever,  with  a Peppercorn  Fine,  at  an  annual 
Rent  of  9Z.  13s.  Irish  Currency,  by  Charles  Stanley  Monck,  Esq. 

The  Part  occupied  by  the  Chapel  and  Playground  and  the  Garden  was  originally  leased 
to  the  same,  at  a Rent  of  27 Z.  13s.  1 Or?.,  by  William  Clarke,  Esq. 

12.  Are  the  Buildings  and  Furniture  of  the  Institution  sufficiently  insured  against  Fire, 
and  for  what  Amount;  how  often,  and  at  what  Time,  is  Stock  taken? — The  entire  of  the 
Buildings  are  insured  to  the  Amount  of  3,500/.  It  has  not  been  customary  to  take  Stock 
at  any  stated  Time. 

13.  What  is  the  Number  of  Rooms? — Five  Rooms  appropriated  to  the  Use  of  the

Her  Duties  are  to  conduct  all  the  domestic 
Arrangements  of  the  Institution,  being  accountable  for  all  Articles  of  Consumption;  to 
have  the  general  Oversight  and  Care  of  the  House  and  Chapel,  and  all  Furniture;  to 
conduct  the  literary  Education  of  the  Girls  in  all  its  Parts,  and  to  exercise  a general 
Authority  over  them  at  all  Times;  to  have  the  Girls  instructed  in  the  different  Departments 
of  Household  Work  in  Rotation ; as  far  as  possible,  to  visit  occasionally  the  Invalid 
Establishment.  Her  Salary  is  50?.,  together  with  a Gratuity  of  20?.  on  condition  of  her 
Conduct  proving  satisfactory.  She  is  supplied  with  Coals,  Candles,  and  fixed  Allowances  of 
Meat  and  Bread. 


35.  Who  is  the  Workmistress ; what  her  Duties,  Salary,  and  other  Emoluments ; is  she 
resident  or  otherwise  ? — The  present  Workmistress  is  Miss  Eliza  Sheils,  formerly  an  Inmate 
of  the  Institution ; she  has  Apartments  in  the  House.  Her  Duties  are  to  instruct  the 
Children  in  Needlework  in  all  its  Branches,  to  receive  all  Orders  and  Directions  from 
Strangers  relative  to  Needlework,  and  to  superintend  the  Execution  of  it.

is  she  resident  or  otherwise  ? — The  present  Assistant  Workmistress  is  Eliza  O’Neill ; she  is  one 
of  the  regular  Inmates  of  the  Institution.  Her  Duty  is  to  assist  the  Workmistress  in  all  her 
Duties.  She  is  provided  for  like  the  rest  of  the  Teachers.  She  receives  a Salary  of  10?. 
per  Annum,  without  any  other  Emoluments. 

37.  Who  are  the  Teachers ; what  their  Duties,  Salaries,  and  other  Emoluments ; and  are 
they  resident? — With  the  Exception  of  the  Matron  and  the  Workmistress,  and  her  Assistant 
before  mentioned,  there  are  no  Persons  connected  with  the  Institution  who  can  be  properly 
called  Teachers,  except  the  Organist,  Miss  Holden,  whose  Duty  it  is  to  attend  once  each 
Week  to  instruct  the  Children  in  Psalmody.  She  also  plays  the  Organ  in  the  Chapel  on  all 
Occasions  of  public  Service.  She  is  non-resident.  Her  Salary  is  30?.  per  Annum,  without 
any  other  Emolument  or  Advantages. 

There  are  a certain  Number  of  Girls  (removable  annually)  denominated  Teachers,  who 
each  get  a trifling  Gratuity,  not  exceeding  1?.  a Year. 

38.  How  many  Male  and  Female  Servants ; give  their  Names,  Wages,  Duties,  Perquisites, 
(if  any),  and  other  Advantages? — There  is  no  Servant,  properly  so  called,  resident  in  the 
House,  except  the  private  Servant  of  the  Matron.  The  entire  of  the  domestic  Work  is 
performed  by  the  Girls  themselves.  Those  upon  whom  the  principal  Responsibility  rests 
receive  small  Gratuities,  by  Order  of  the  Board. 

N.B. — The  Matron’s  Servant  was  originally  an  Inmate  of  the  Institution.

to  remain  in  full  Force  and  Virtue  in  Law.

41.  Is  the  Payment  of  any  Sum  of  Money  required  as  a Condition  for  Admission  ? — A 
Deposit  must  be  paid  for  each  Child,  on  on  before  the  Day  of  Admission,  amounting  to  37. 
at  the  minimum  Age,  and  increasing  by  10s.  for  each  additional  Year  of  Age.  This 
Deposit  is  added  to  a Fund  called  “The  Female  Orphan  House  Apprentice  Fund,”  in 
St.  Peter’s  Parish  Savings  Bank.  This  Rule  was  made  in  1839,  in  consequence  of  there 
being  no  Provision  for  apprenticing  to  Trades  Girls  out  of  the  Institution,  and  several 
Girls  being  left  in  the  House,  the  Board  not  being  able  to  procure  Situations  for  them. 
As  yet  none  have  been  apprenticed  out  of  this  Fund. 

42.  What  are  the  Privileges  of  Governors  or  Subscribers  in  the  Recommendation  or 
Admission  of  Applicants?— Neither  Governors  or  Subscribers  possess  any  express 
Privilege  in  the  Admission  of  Applicants ; each  Case  is  considered  and  decided  upon  its 
own  Merits. 

43.  Are  any  Objections  made  to  Applicants  for  Admission  in  consequence  of  their  not 
being  resident  in  the  City  or  Suburbs  of  Dublin? — No;  any  Orphan,  even  from  England 
or  other  Parts,  being  eligible,  provided  she  be  in  other  respects  qualified. 

44.  What  Means  are  taken  to  fit  the  Orphans  for  earning  their  Livelihood  after  they 
leave  the  Institution  ?— ' They  are  all,  as  far  as  the  Institution  itself  affords  Opportunity, 
carefully  instructed  in  every  Branch  of  Household  Work,  so  far  as  to  prepare  them  to  fill 
the  Situation  of  Servants,  which  is  their  usual  Destination.  They  are  also  thoroughly 
instructed  in  Needlework  especially. 

45.  How  long  do  the  Children  usually  remain  in  the  Institution,  and  how  are  they 
generally  disposed  of  ?— The  Age  at  which  the  Girls  leave  the  Institution  varies  very 
much,  according  to  the  Differences  of  Character  and  Capability.  A few  are  taken  out 
by  their  Friends  or  Relations.  The  Majority  are  apprenticed  out  as  Servants,  at  and  after 
Eighteen  Years  of  Age,  in  various  Departments,  for  Terms  of  One,  Two,  and  Three  Years, 
an  Engagement  being  made  in  the  Indenture  by  the  Master  or  Mistress  to  give  the  Girl 
at  the  Termination  of  her  Apprenticeship  Three  Guineas,  if  the  Term  have  been  for  Two 
Years  or  under,  and  Five  Guineas  if  the  Term  exceeded  Two  Years.. 

46.  After  Orphans  leave  the  Institution,  are  any,  and  what  Inquiries  made,  and  any 
Attention  paid, as  to  their  Conduct  in  Life;  state  generally  the  Result  of  such  Inquiries? 
— -The  present  Chaplain  is  able  to  give  more  or  less  Information  respecting  most  of  the 
Girls  who  have  left  the  House  since  he  became  connected  with  it,  a Period  of  more  than 
Eight  Years.  The  whole  Number  up  to  the  Date  of  this  was  Sixty-six;  only  Eight  ol 
these  have  not  been  heard  of;  the  remaining  Fifty-eight  may  be  classed  in  the  following 
Manner,  viz.

The  serious  falling  off  in  the  Income  derived  from  Work  in  the  last  few  Years  will  not 
fail  to  strike  the  Commissioners  as  requiring  Explanation. 

It  has  arisen  partly  from  the  large  Number  of  the  elder  Girls  sent  out  in  the  Years 
1838,  1839,  and  1840,  in  consequence  of  which  a Majority  of  those  at  present  in  the 
House  are  of  too  tender  Years  to  give  any  effectual  Assistance  by  their  Work;  and  partly 
it  is  owing  to  a late  Order  of  the  Board  that  the  Number  of  House  devoted  to  Work 
should  be  diminished,  as  being  more  conducive  to  the  Growth  and  Health  of  the 
Children.

You  are  requested  to  state,  as  distinctly  as  possible,  upon  what  Grounds  you  consider 
your  Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid  upon  the  Principles  so  laid  down 

In  expressing  strongly  their  Opinion  that  the  Female  Orphan  House  is  entitled  to  a 
Continuance  of  public  Aid,  the  Governors  and  Governesses  rely  with  Confidence  upon 
the  Statements  made  in  the  Answer  to  the  46th  Query.  They  feel  satisfied  that  the  Pro- 
portion which  is  there  shown  to  exist  between  the  Numbers  of  those  who  turn  out  well 
and  those  who  turn  out  ill,  is  as  favourable  as  could  be  expected  from  any  System  of 
Training  whatever.  However  Differences  of  Opinion  may  prevail  as  to  the  Expediency 
of  providing  for  poor  Children  under  common  Circumstances,  there  cannot  surely  be 
any  Doubt  with  respect  to  the  Necessity  for  so  doing  in  the  Case  of  destitute  Orphans, 
and  especially  Female  Orphans;  they  therefore  conceive  that  even  if  the  favourable 
Results  which  they  have  reported  were  of  much  less  decisive  Character  than  they  are, 
there  ought  still  to  be  no  Hesitation  in  supporting  such  an  Institution  as  the  Female 
Orphan  House. 

As  to  the  obtaining  a full  Support  by  private  Benevolence  only  for  an  Institution  of 
such  Extent,  past  Experience  has  shown  that  the  Expectation  is  utterly  vain.  For  a lonn- 
Series  of  Years,  partly  by  the  Industry  of  the  Orphans,  and  partly  by  the  Liberality  of 
the  Public,  the  Governors  and  Governesses  have  been  enabled  to  provide,  by  local  Means 
a Moiety  of  the  entire  Expense  of  the  Establishment;  latterly,  however,  serious  Difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  that  Branch  of  their  Income  which  is  derived  from  public 
Benevolence,  chiefly  arising  from  the  gradual  Removal  of  many  of  their  most  generous 
Supporters.  To  meet  this  Difficulty,  they  have  lately  issued  an  Appeal  to  the  Public  on 
behalf  of  the  Institution,  whilst  at  the  same  Time  they  anxiously  desire  and  endeavour 
to  manage  the  Finances  with  as  strict  Economy  as  is  consistent  with  the  continued 
Efficiency  of  the  whole ; with  what  Success,  they  leave  the  Commissioners  to  judge  from 
the  preceding  Answers. 

The  Governors  and  Governesses  beg  leave  to  call  the  earnest  Attention  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Education,  made  to  Parliament  in 
the  Year  1830;  and  they  trust  that  the  Manner  in  which  the  Institution  has  been  con- 
ducted since  that  Period  will  not  appear  to  have  in  any  respect  diminished  its  Claim  to 
Parliamentary  Support.

Charter  of  Incorporation  of  the  Female  Orphan  House,  Dublin. 

Anno  Regni  Quadragesimo,  Georgii  3°  Regis,  Cap.  65. 

An  Act  for  incorporating  the  Governors  and  Governesses  of  the  Female  Orphan  House, 
on  the  Circular  Road,  near  Dublin. 

Whereas  a Number  of  Persons  did,  in  the  Year  1790,  form  themselves  into  a voluntary 
Society  for  the  governing  and  managing  the  Female  Orphan  House,  formerly  in  Prussia 
Street,  now  on  the  Circular  Road,  near  Dublin;  and  it  is  of  Importance  to  the  Well-being 
and  Stability  of  the  said  Institution  that  the  Efforts  of  the  said  Persons  to  carry  their 
laudable  Intentions  into  execution  should  be  rendered  as  effectual  as  possible,  and  for  that 
Purpose  that  they  should  be  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament,  with  such  Clauses,  Powers, 
Jurisdictions, * and  Authorities  as  are  usual  in  such  Cases ; be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the 
Ring  s most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  1 emporafi  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority

of  the  said  Female  Orphan  House,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  One 
Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  in  Fact,  Deed,  and  Name,  by  the  Name  and  Title  of  “ The 
Governors  and  Governesses  of  the  Female  Orphan  House,  on  the  Circular  Road  near 
Dublin,”  and  by  the  same  Name  to  have  perpetual  Succession,  and  have  a Common  Seal, 
and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued ; and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corpora- 
tion to  purchase,  have,  hold,  take,  receive,  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  Successors  for 
ever,  Lands,  Tenements,  Hereditaments,  and  Premises,  of  whatsoever  Nature  and  Kind, 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  clear  yearly  Value  of  5,0007.,  and  also  all  and  all  Manner 
of  Goods  and  Chattels,  of  what  Value  soever,  whether  by  Gift,  Grant,  Devise,  or  Bequest, 
or  otherwise,  without  Licence,  in  Mortmain,  nothwithstanding  any  Law  to  the  contrary. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  shall 
have  One  President,  Four  Vice  Presidents,  One  Treasurer,  One  Secretary,  and  One 
Register,  and  that  his  Excellency  Charles  Marquis  Cornwallis  be  the  first  President  of 
the  said  Corporation,  that  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ferns,  John  La  Touche, 
Esq.,  Rev.  Dean  Kirwan,  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  La  Touche,  Wife  of  Peter  La  Touche,  Esq., 
be  the  first  Vice  Presidents,  Right  Hon.  David  La  Touche  and  Company  the  first 
Treasurer,  Rev.  Henry  Campbell  the  first  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Richard  Malins  the  first 
Register  to  the  said  Corporation ; and  that  each  of  them  shall  continue  in  their  respective 
Offices  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  respective  Rooms,  according  to  such  Bye  Laws 
and  Regulations  as  shall  hereafter  be  made  up  by  the  said  Corporation,  touching  the 
Amotion,  Election,  or  Continuance  of  their  several  Offices. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  in  every  Year  Four  General  Meetings  of  the 
said  Corporation,  to  wit,  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  Months  of  February,  April,  June, 
and  November,  and  as  many  other  general  Meetings  as  the  said  Corporation,  or  any  Five 
or  more  of  them,  shall  appoint ; and  that  in  case  of  the  Absence  of  the  President  or  Vice 
Presidents  for  the  Time  being,  such  of  the  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  then  present 
as  shall  be  appointed  for  the  Purpose  shall  preside  at  the  Meeting ; and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  Corporation,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  them  present  at  any  such  general  Meet- 
ing, to  elect  such  Persons  to  be  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  as  they  shall  think  proper,, 
upon  such  Conditions  nevertheless,  and  subject  to  such  Rules,  Restrictions,  and  Regula- 
tions, as  shall  be  imposed  and  enacted  by  the  Bye  Laws  and  Rules  to  be  hereafter  made 
and  entered  into  by  the  said  Corporation  for  regulating  the  Admission  of  Members  of  the 
said  Corporation ; and  such  Persons  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  for  ever  hereafter  be 
elected  in  manner  aforesaid  Members  of  the  said  Corporation,  so  long  as  they  respectively 
conform  to  the  Rules,  Regulations,  and  Conditions  imposed  and  directed  by  the  Bye  Laws, 
and  Rules  of  the  said  Corporation,  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  Members  of  the  said 
Corporation,  as  fully  as  if  named  in  this  Act. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  at  any  General 
Meeting,  Seven  Members  at  least  being  present,  to  suspend,  displace,  or  remove  any 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  to  expel  or  remove  any  Member  of  the 
said  Corporation  for  any  Cause  which  in  the  Judgment  of  the  said  Meeting  shall  render 
him  or  her  unworthy  to  continue  a Member  of  the  said  Corporation,  provided  that  Two 
Thirds  at  least  of  the  Members  present  at  such  Meeting  shall  agree  to  such  Suspension, 
Removal,  or  Expulsion;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  at  any  such 
General  Meeting  to  appoint  and  choose  a Matron,  and  such  other  Officers  and  Sen-ants, 
as  they  shall  deem  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  Business  of  the  said  Corporation,  and 
to  allot  and  appoint  them  such  Salaries,  Wages,  and  other  Recompence  for  their  Service 
and  Labour,  and  Rewards  for  additional  or  extra  Service,  as  to  the  said  Corporation  shall 
seem  meet. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation  at  any  of  their  General  Meetings, 
Seven  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  at  the  least  being  present,  (but  not  at  any  other 
than  a General  Meeting,  or  at  any  such  Meeting  when  Seven  Members  shall  not  be 
present,)  shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  make  and  ordain  all  such  Bye  Laws, 
Rules,  and  Ordinances  for  the  good  Government  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  for  advanc- 
ing the  Purposes  of  the  Institution,  and  with  respect  to  the  Manner  of  choosing  and 
removing  Officers  and  Servants,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  and  convenient,  px-ovided 
that  such  Bye  Law-s  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  Ireland,  and  that  the  same  be  con- 
firmed by  some  succeeding  General  Meeting  at  which  Seven  at  least  of  the  Members 
shall  be  present;  and  that  the  same  Method  shall  be  observed  in  the  altering  or  repealing 
any  of  such  Bye  Laws  and  Ox-dinances  after  they  shall  be  so  made  and  confirmed. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Cox-pox-ation,  or  any  Seven 
or  more  of  them,  whei’eof  the  President  or  One  of  the  Vice  Presidents  to  be  One,  at  any 
of  the  said  stated  General  Meetings  to  make  or  execute  Lease  or  Leases  of  any  Lands  or 
Tenements  belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  for  any  Term  not  exceeding  Three  Lives,

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if  for  Lives,  and  if  for  Years,  not  exceeding  Thirty-one  Years,  to  commence  and  take 
effect  in  possession,  and  not  in  reversion  or  by  way  of  future  Interest,  upon  each  and  every 
which  Lease  shall  be  reserved  during  the  Continuance  thereof  the  best  yearly  Rent  that 
can  be  got  for  the  same,  without  Fine,  Gratuity,  or  other  Reward  or  Consideration,  which 
Rent  shall  be  made  payable  half-yearly;  provided  that  the  Seal  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  Lease  which  has  not  been  referred  to  a Committee  of  the  said 
Corporation,  and  that  such  Committee  shall  report  that  the  Lease  under  Consideration 
is  a proper  one,  and  is  by  Deed  indented,  and  contains  the  usual  Powers  of  Distress  and 
Re-entry  for  Nonpayment  of  Rent,  which  Leases  under  the  Seal  of  the  said  Corporation 
shall  be  admitted  and  read  in  Evidence  in  all  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity,  without  any 
further  Proof. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  the  President,  Vice  Presidents,  or  any  One  or  more 
of  the  Members  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  happen  to  die,  then  the  surviving  Members 
of  the  said  Corporation  shall  continue  and  remain  incorporate  by  the  Name  aforesaid, 
to  all  Intents,  Constructions,  and  Purposes;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, or  any  Seven  or  more  of  them  assembled,  to  elect  and  appoint  a new  President  or 
Vice  Presidents  in  the  Room  and  Stead  of  the  aforesaid  or  any  other  President  or  Vice 
Presidents  of  the  said  Corporation  that  shall  die,  resign,  or  be  removed  according  to  the 
Bye  Laws  of  the  said  Corporation. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Corporation  shall  cause  Accounts  to  be  regularly 
kept  of  all  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  Corporation,  and 
of  all  Pi-oceedings,  Orders,  and  Transactions  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  to  be  fairly 
transcribed  or  entered  in  Books  to  be  kept  for  that  Purpose,  to  all  and  every  which  Books, 
the  said  Coi-poration,  and  evei'y  Member  thereof,  shall  have  Access  and  Liberty  to  inspect 
and  examine  them,  and  evei’y  of  them,  when  they  shall  require  the  same. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  be  deemed,  adjudged,  and  taken  to  be  a 
Public  Act. 


(B.) — Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  stated,  in  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  1808,  and  in  the  Answers 
to  our  Queries,  hereunto  appended,  to  have  been  established  in  1792,  under  the  immediate 
Direction  of  Government,  for  the  Admission  of  Male  and  Female  Patients.  The  Com- 
missioners in  1819  having  adverted  strongly  to  Abuses  which  had  arisen  in  the  Institution, 
and  having  recommended  that  no  Male  Patients  should  thenceforward  be  admitted,  it  was 
subsequently  remodelled  and  the  Abuses  fully  rectified.  Consequent  upon  this  Change,  and 
by  Direction  of  Government,  a Ward  was  opened  in  Stevens’s  Hospital  for  the  Reception 
of  Male  Patients  labouring  under  Syphilis. 

The  Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital  has  since  been  confined  to  Female  Patients,  and 
appears  to  us  to  have  fully  answered  the  End  for  which  it  was  instituted. 

We  minutely  inspected  every  Ward  and  the  Books  of  the  Hospital ; and  we  examined 
Mr.  P.  E.  Singer,  one  of  the  Governors;  Surgeons  Byrne  and  Egan,  the,  Medical 
Officers;  Mrs.  Ray,  the  Matron;  and  Miss  Harley,  the  Matron  of  the  Laundry. 

Accommodation. 

The  Hospital  contains  Fourteen  Wards,  with  150  Beds  for  Patients,  and  suitable  Accom- 
modation for  the  Officers  of  the  Establishment.  Its  present  Inmates  are  125,  the  Funds 
not  admitting  of  the  Support  of  a larger  Number. 

Management. 

The  Governors  ai’e  appointed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  The  present  Governors  are : — 
The  Lord  Bishop  of  Derry,  the  Archdeacon  of  Dublin,  the  Surgeon  General,  Paulus 
Emilius  Singer,  Esq.,  Admiral  Oliver,  Rev.  William  Bushe,  David  Charles  La  Touche, 
Esq.,  Sir  John  Kingston  James,  Bart.,  Major  Ninian  Crawford,  Sir  Henry  Marsh,  Bart. 

1 he  Board  of  Governox’s  appears  of  late  to  have  been  insufficiently  attended ; this, 
however,  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  Circumstance  of  its  having  been  deemed  advisable 
to  commit  the  mox’e  immediate  Superintendence  and  Management  of  the  Institution  to 
Two  of  the  Senior  Governors,  the  late  Major  Woodward  and  Mr.  P.  E.  Singer,  as  Visitors. 
Since  the  Death  of  Major  Woodward,  Mr.  Singer  has  applied  himself  with  great  Assiduity 
to  the  Performance  of  this  Duty.  We  are,  however,  of  opinion  that  the  System  of  Visitors, 
however  valuable,  ought  not  to  supersede  the  regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  The 
Governors  appear  also  to  have  directed  their  Attention  to  the  Subject,  and  Sir  Henry  - 
Marsh,  Sir  John  Kingston  James,  and  Major  Crawford,  having  been  added  to  the  Board 
at  their  Recommendation,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  Monthly  Meetings  will  henceforth  be 
more  regularly  attended.

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No  Pupils  are  admitted,  under  any  Circumstances,  into  the  Hospital.  With  the 
Exception  of  the  Cook,  the  Servants  reside  in  the  Hospital,  but  diet  themselves ; this,  in 
the  Opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  is  calculated  to  lead  to  Inconvenience  and  Abuse. 


Patients. 

The  Hospital,  in  all  other  respects,  appears  to  be  extremely  well  managed,  and  the 
Patients  well  attended  to ; they  are  admitted  from  all  Parts  of  the  Empire. 

Income  and  Expenditure. 

Since  1828  the  average  Income  has  been  2,8137.  10s.  8c7.,  the  average  Expenditure 
2,8137. 13s.  lit?.;  the  average  Number  of  Patients  passing  through  the  Hospital  annually 
has  been  760 ; the  Cost,  therefore,  has  been  37.  14s.  for  each  Patient. 

The  Parliamentary  Grant  was  reduced  to  2,5007.  in  1838;  at  this  Sum  it  has  since 
remained.  There  are  no  other  Sources  of  Income. 

The  Supplies  are  procured  by  Contract  on  public  Advertisement;  the  Prices  are 
moderate ; the  greatest  Care  is  observed  in  checking  the  Consumption  of  Supplies ; and 
all  the  Books  are  kept  in  a very  creditable  Manner. 

The  Laundry,  which  is  attached  to  the  Hospital,  and  has  formed  a Penitentiary  for  13 
of  the  Inmates,  appears  to  have  had  a salutary  Effect.  A moral  Classification  of  the 
Inmates  of  the  Hospital  appears,  as  far  as  possible,  to  be  maintained,  separating  married 
Females  who  have  suffered  from  the  Misconduct  of  their  Husbands  from  those  whose  own 
Misconduct  has  made  them  Objects  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Government  in  1837  had  it  in  contemplation  to  reduce  the  usual  Parliamentary 
Grant,  and  a lengthened  Correspondence  took  place  with  the  Governors  on  the  Subject,  in 
reference  to  which  the  Commissioners  feel  it  right  to  invite  the  particular  Attention  of  your 
Excellency  to  the  Memorial  addressed  to  Lord  Mulgrave,  and  bearing  Date  the  3d  of 
February  1838.  We  have  hereunto  appended  it;  and  we  feel  bound  to  add,  that  we 
certainly  concur  in  the  strong  and  interesting  Statements  made  in  it  with  respect  to  the 
Usefulness  of  the  Institution,  the  Hopelessness  of  obtaining  Funds  for  its  Maintenance  from 
private  Sources,  and  its  Claim  to  public  Support.  We  believe  it  to  have  operated  to  a 
considerable  Extent  as  a Means  of  moral  Improvement  to  its  unfortunate  Inmates.  There  is 
lepresented  to  be,  in  many  Instances,  on  their  Part  a great  Reluctance  to  return  to  a Course 
of  Vice.  1 o so  great  a Degree  indeed  does  that  Repugnance  appear  frequently  to  have 
amounted,  that,  according  to  the  Statements  of  the  Governors  and  Officers,  the  Entreaties 
of  unhappy  Inmates  to  be  permitted  to  remain  are  most  painful  to  those  whose  Duty  it  is

to  discharge  them,  when  cured,  from  the  Hospital.  While  this  Circumstance  affords  the 
strongest  Proof  of  the  good  Management  and  salutary  Effects  of  the  Institution,  it  points 
also  to  the  extreme  Advantage  that  would  arise  from  an  Extension  of  penitentiary  Accom- 
modation, or  other  Means  of  providing  for  this  unfortunate  Class  of  our  Fellow-creatures  • 
and  we  beg  to  suggest,  very  respectfully,  to  your  Excellency,  whether  it  might  not  be 
possible,  in  any  System  of  Emigration  that  may  hereafter  be  established,  to  afford 
Encouragement  and  Facilities  for  Emigration,  as  well  in  respect  of  this  Hospital,  as  the 
other  Penitentiaries  in  Dublin,  to  such  Females  as  the  Governors  might  feel  warranted  in 
recommending. 

After  the  fullest  Consideration,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Hospital  should  be  considered 
as  a most  valuable  public  Institution ; that  it  is  economically  and  well  managed ; that  it 
would  be  hopeless  to  expect  that  Means  could  be  obtained  from  private  Sources  for  its 
Maintenance  ; and  that  from  its  peculiar  Nature,  therefore,  it  calls,  perhaps  more  strongly 
than  any  other  Institution,  for  a Continuance  of  public  Support.  And  we  offer  the  following 
Suggestions  for  its  Improvement 

1st.  That  the  Nurses  be  henceforth  dieted  in  the  House. 

2d.  Referring  to  the  Answers  to  the  Queries  as  to  the  present  Rule  with  respect  to 
Assistants  or  Pupils,  and  having  in  view  the  Value  of  medical  Instruction  in  an  Institution 
supported  by  the  Public,  secondary,  however,  in  this  Case,  to  the  moral  Improvement  as 
well  as  the  Relief  of  the  Patients,  we  th’ink  the  Exclusion  of  Pupils  judicious,  but  are 
strongly  of  opinion  that  Two  clinical  Clerks,  of  mature  Age,  if  judiciously  selected  by  the 
Governors,  might  be  introduced  into  the  Hospital  with  Advantage,  as  regards  all  Purposes. 
We  have  consulted  the  Heads  of  the  Profession  in  Dublin  in  reference  to  this  Suggestion, 
and  we  are  warranted  in  stating  that  it  meets  with  their  full  Concurrence.

20.  Are  Medical  Apprentices  or  Students  strictly  excluded  from  the  Hospital  ? — The 
Surgeons  and  Apothecary  are  strictly  prohibited  from  having  Pupils  or  Apprentices. 

21.  Is  there  a Classification  of  Inmates  in  the  Hospital ; and  state  particularly  on  what 
Principle  that  Classification  is  formed? — The  Patients  are  classed  according  to  their  Ages, 
so  far  as  that  can  be  ascertained ; the  First  Class  consisting  of  Females  not  more  than  20

The  Quorum,  as  fixed  by  the  Bye  Laws  of  the  Governors,  was  Three,  but  from  the  above 
Cause  it  was  found  absolutely  necessary,  in  the  Dischai'ge  of  the  Business,  that  it  should  be 
performed  by  a less  Number*.  There  is  no  permanent  Chairman,  that  Office  being  filled  by 
some  one  of  the  Members  attending  the  Meeting,  and  appointed  at  the  Time. 

29.  What  is  the  Order  of  Business  at  their  Meetings  ? — The  Pi*oceedings  of  each  Meeting 
are  taken  down  in  a rough  Book,  and  the  fair  Transcript  of  the  same  compared  at  the  follow- 
ing Meeting,  and  authenticated  by  the  Signature  of  the  presiding  Governor.

No  Expenditure  of  any  Kind  is 
incurred  unless  sanctioned  by  the  Order  of  the  Board,  or,  in  Cases  of  Urgency,  by  the  Visiting 
Governor,  the  Circumstances  being  specially  reported  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Board. 
Drafts  on  the  Bank  for  the  specific  Service  are  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting  and 
another  Member. 

30.  Are  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  at  the  Meetings  of  Governors  carefully  entered  in  a 
Book  kept  for  the  Pux*pose  by  the  Registrar;  if  so,  please  send  it  in? — See  No.  29.  (Minute

31.  Are  Visitors  appointed  to  check  the  Attendance  of  Officers  and  Servants,  &c. ; if  so, 
particularise  that  Part  of  your  System ; and  state  is  a Book  kept  in  the  Hospital  for  such 
Visitors  to  note  their  Remarks ; please  to  send  in  the  Book  ? — Two  Visitors,  being  Members 
of  the  Board,  perform  this  Duty,  and  xxote  their  Remarks  in  a Book  (furnished) ; in  addition 
to  which,  a daily  Record  of  the  Hour  each  Nurse  or  Servant  leaves  the  Hospital,  and  returns, 
is  kept  by  the  Hall  Porter,  and  inspected  by  the  Visiting  Governor.

— The  Laundry  Department  is  managed 
by  a Matron,  appointed  for  that  particular  Branch  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  originally 
instituted  for  the  Purpose  of  giving  Refuge  to  a certain  Number  of  the  discharged  Patients, 
who  were  received  into  it  as  into  a Penitentiary,  and  by  whom  the  entire  Washing  of  the 
Wards  is  executed,  and  that  at  a less  Sum  than  the  previous  annual  Estimates  for  that 
Part  of  the  Expenditure;  the  Estimate  was  200Z.,  while  the  Expense  incurred  by  the 
Laundry  seldom  exceeds  175/.,  and  is  occasionally  under  that  Sum.  The  Value  of  this 
Part  of  the  Institution  has  proved  its  Utility,  in  not  alone  affording  Shelter  to  Twelve 
unfortunate  Females,  who,  without  such  a Refuge,  would  probably,  on  being  dismissed 
from  the  Hospital,  have  returned  to  a Life  of  Vice  and  Infamy;  but,  from  the  Habits  of 
Industry  they  acquire  in  the  Discharge  of  the  Work  they  are  engaged  in,  and  from  the- 
moral  Influence  which  their  general  Conduct  seems  to  indicate,  they  know  and  appreciate.

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Irish  Estimates  in  1820  have 
reported  that  they  consider  the  Principles  upon  which  alone  a fair  Claim  to  public  Assist- 
ance on  the  Part  of  such  Institutions  as  the  Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital,  to  be  the 
following ; viz. — 

1.  The  proved  Utility  of  the  Charity. 

2.  The  Improbability  of  its  Maintenance  by  private  Aid  only. 

3.  The  Contribution  of  Funds  locally  raised  by  Subscription  or  Taxation. 

4.  The  strictest  Economy  in  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses. 

You  are  requested  to  state  as  distinctly  as  possible  upon  what  Grounds  you  consider  your 
Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid  upon  the  Principles  so  laid  down. 

Many  Years  of  close  Attention  to  the  Operations  of  the  Hospital  have  proved  its  decided 
Utility,  both  in  a medical  and  moral  point  of  View;  in  the  first,  as  affording  a prompt 
Relief  to  Disease,  and  thus  tending  not  alone  to  the  Preservation  of  Human  Life,  but  in 
preventing  the  Extension  of  a Disease  of  which  every  infected  Female  is  the  Centre,  and  the 
unhappy  Instrument  of  diffusing  it  around ; and  there  is  good  Reason  to  believe  that  the 
Disease  itself  has,  in  consequence,  assumed  a milder  Character. 

Morally,  its  Effects  are  most  manifest,  as  from  the  Seclusion  of  the  Patient,  the  Strict- 
ness of  the  Discipline,  and  the  continued  Instruction  afforded  to  the  Inmates,  a general 
Change  of  Conduct  is  exhibited,  and  a decided  Disinclination,  in  very  many,  to  return  to 
a Life  of  Infamy,  and  which  is  anticipated  with  Horror  as  the  probable  Result  of  the  State 
of  Destitution  when  dismissed  from  the  Hospital.  And  there  is  good  Reason  to  believe  that, 
independent  of  the  Numbers  got  into  Penitentiaries,  and  those  who  have  again  sought  and 
obtained  the  Protection  of  Parents  and  Friends,  many  have  been  able  to  turn  to  account 
the  Habits  they  have  acquired,  and  preferred  the  Paths  of  Industry  rather  than  the  Wages 
of  Prostitution. 

The  Impossibility  of  maintaining  the  Hospital,  either  in  the  entire  or  in  part,  by  private 
Aid,  has  been  frequently  stated,  as  being  utterly  hopeless,  and  indeed  impracticable.  The 
Institution  is  considered  as  of  a national  Character,  and  to  be,  as  hitherto,  supported  by 
Parliamentary  Grants,  the  Hospital  having  been  originally  instituted  by  the  Government. 
This  Point  has  occupied  the  most  serious  Attention  of  those  to  whom  the  Administration  of 
the  Affairs  of  the  Charity  have  been  confided,  and  the  Result  has  been  the  most  decided 
Conclusion  that  private  Aid  could  not  be  procured. 

The  foregoing  will  show,  that  any  Hope  of  local  Funds  by  Subscription  cannot  be  antici- 
pated. As  to  local  Taxation  for  the  Support  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  a Measure  which  could 
not  be  recommended,  nor  indeed  be  considered  just,  to  burden  a particular  District  for  the 
upholding  of  an  Institution  not  local  as  to  the  Residences  from  whence  the  Applicants 
come  seeking  for  Relief,  but  open  to  the  entire  Kingdom ; and  this,  it  is  humbly  submitted, 
as  it  constituted  the  Value  of  the  Hospital  at  its  Formation,  so  it  continues  a most  important 
feature  in  its  general  Utility. 

The  utmost  Economy  has  been  ex-ercised  both  as  to  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses,  and 
the  most  vigilant  Attention  paid  to  prevent  the  slightest  Injury,  to  the  Furniture  or  Waste 
to  the  Articles  of  Consumption. 

Finally,  the  Governors  would  beg  to  refer,  in  further  Elucidation  of  the  Character  of  the 
Hospital,  the  Mode  of  conducting  its  Duties,  and  its  general  Utility  as  a national  Establish- 
ment, to  “ The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  on  Charitable  Institutions  in  Dublin,”  printed 
by  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons,  8th  February  1830.

Appendix  (B.) 


General  Regulations. 

The  Proceedings  of  each  Meeting  shall  be  taken  down  in  a rough  Book,  and  be  initialed 
by  the  Chairman, °the  fair  Transcript  of  the  same  to  be  compared  at  the  following  Board,  and 
authenticated  by  the  Signature  of  the  presiding  Governor. 

All  Books  connected  with  the  Business  of  the  Hospital  are  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at 
its  monthly  Meeting,  by  the  several  Persons  to  whose  keeping  they  are  entrusted ; and  all 
Reports  to  the  Board  must  be  presented  in  Writing,  and  signed  by  the  Person  or  Persons 
giving  them  in. 

As  far  as  practicable,  all  Articles  of  Provisions,  Medicines,  &c.  shall  be  provided  by 
Contract  (contingent  Extraordinaries  excepted). 

No  Expenditure  of  any  Kind  to  be  incurred,  except  sanctioned  by  the  Order  of  the  Board, 
or,  in  Cases  of  Urgency,  by  the  visiting  Governor,  the  latter  Circumstance  to  be  specially 
reported  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Board. 

Drafts  on  the  Bank  to  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting  at  which  the  Order  is 
made,  and  Two  of  the  Members  present. 

No  Visitor  to  be  admitted  to  see  the  Patients  (except  as  provided  in  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  Wards) ; any  Message  from  their  Friends  to  be  received  and  delivered 
by  the  respective  Nurses. 

The  Husbands  of  Nurses  are  on  no  Account  to  visit  them  in  their  Closets  or  Wards,  nor 
(except  acting  as  Porters)  to  be  admitted  further  than  the  Hall,  or  such  Apartment  as  may 
be  allotted  for  the  Purpose. 

Visitors  to  the  Officers  to  see  them  in  their  own  Apartments,  but  in  no  other  Part  of  the 
House. 

Governors. 

The  Board  shall  meet  the  first  Saturday  in  each  Month  (or  oftener,  if  necessary)  for  the 
Discharge  of  the  ordinary  Business  of  the  Hospital;  Three  to  be  a Quorum. 

On  the  first  Saturday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October  the  Accounts  of  the  preceding 
Quarter  in  all  its  Branches  shall  be  examined. 

Two  Visitors  from  the  Members  of  the  Board  to  be  appointed,  who  shall,  as  far  as 
necessary,  give  a daily  Inspection  of  the  Hospital,  with  a discretionary  Power  to  give  such 
Orders  for  the  conducting  the  Business  and  good  Government  of  the  Establishment  as  may 
be  necessary ; reporting  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  next  Meeting. 

The  Power  of  unconditional  Expulsion  in  Cases  of  flagrant  Offences  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Visitors,  who  shall  report  the  same,  with  its  attending  Circumstances,  to  the  Board.

She  shall  see  that  the  Nurses  have  shifted  the  Beds  of  the  Patients  with  clean  Linen  as 
often  as  necessary,  and  that  the  Bedticks  are  supplied  with  fresh  Straw  once  a Month  in 
the  Winter  Season,  and  every  Fortnight  in  Summer,  or  more  frequently  in  particular  Cases 
when  the  Medical  Attendant  shall  order  it. 

She  shall  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  due  Execution  of  the  Orders  of  the  Board, 
and  the  punctual  Observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall 
exercise  a due  Authority  over  all  the  Servants  of  the  Establishment,  together  with  the 
Patients,  enforcing  a faithful  and  regular  Discharge  of  their  respective  Duties  in  the  one, 
and  Obedience,  good  Conduct,  and  Attention  to  Orders  and  Directions  in  the  other,  for 
which  Purpose  she  shall  be  empowered  to  fine  or  suspend  any  Servant  or  Nurse  of  the 
Establishment  reporting  the  same  to  the  Visitors,  and  to  put  on  diminished  Diet  any 
Patient  or  Patients  who  shall  be  refractory,  and  act  in  a Manner  subversive  of  Order  and 
the  Regulations  of  the  House. 

She  shall,  at  the  passing  of  the  annual  Accounts,  produce  to  the  Governors  a Certificate 
of  the  following  Form : 

“ I certify  on  Honour,  that  I neither  have  or  will  receive,  directly  or 

indirectly,  by  myself  or  any  other  Person,  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  or  any  Consideration 
whatever  in  the  Way  of  Perquisite,  from  the  Tradesmen  or  Contractors  furnishing 
Provisions  or  Goods  of  any  Kind  for  the  Use  of  the  Hospital,  and  that  I have  not  made  nor 
will  I make  any  Profit  whatsoever  from  the  Distribution  of  the  Provisions  or  Goods  to  the 
Officers,  Servants,  Nurses,  or  Patients  accommodated  in  said  Hospital,  and  that  I have 
taken  care  to  the  best  of  my  Judgment  that  the  various  Articles  supplied  for  the  Use  of  the 
Hospital  were  in  Quantity  and  Quality  conformable  to  the  Contract  or  Agreement  under 
which  they  were  supplied.” 

Apothecary. 

He  shall  procure  all  Drugs,  Medicines,  &c.,  laying  before  the  Board  at  the  monthly 
Meeting  a List  of  the  Articles  required  for  the  current  Use,  that  the  same  may  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Governors. 

Extras  required  during  the  Intervals  of  the  Meetings  may  be  provided  under  the  Orders 
of  the  Visitors,  or  in  their  Absence  the  surgical  Attendants ; such  Order,  with  the  particular 
Circumstances  which  rendered  it  necessary,  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  its  next  Meeting. 

He  shall  faithfully  and  carefully  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  Nurses  the  Medicines  pre- 
scribed, seeing  that  every  Article  is  properly  labelled,  and  taking  care  that  they  administer 
them  in  the  Manner  and  at  the  Times  directed  by  the  Medical  Attendants. 

He  shall  keep  a Day-book  of  Receipts,  and  shall  transcribe  each  Article  in  the  current 
Account  of  the  Contractor  for  Medicine  into  a Ledger,  which  shall  exhibit  in  Pages 
appropriated  to  each,  and  kept  in  Dr.  and  Cr.,  the  Quantity  of  any  Article  received  and  used 
in  a given  Time. 

He  shall  keep  Two  Books  for  the  extra  Orders  of  the  Medical  Attendants,  the  one  for 
Diet,  and  the  other  for  Medicine ; the  same  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  its  monthly 
Meetings. 

He  shall  regularly  examine  whether  the  Prices  charged  correspond  with  the  Agreement 
entered  into  by  the  Contractor,  reporting  to  the  Board  at  the  monthly  Meeting  any 
Irregularity  of  that  Nature,  in  order  that  the  Bills  may  be  taxed  accordingly  by  the 
Governors. 

He  shall  on  no  account  keep  a Shop  in  any  Part  of  Dublin,  nor  undertake  the  Business 
of  any  other  Charity  while  employed  in  this  Hospital,  nor  issue  or  suffer  to  be  taken  from 
the  Shop  or  other  Store  under  his  Care  any  Drug,  Medicine,  Dressing,  or  Bandages  for 
any  Person  but  the  Patients  actually  in  the  House. 

He  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  an  Apprentice  or  employ  any  Assistant,  but  must 
discharge  the  Duty  of  the  Office  in  Person. 

During  the  Absence  of  the  senior  Surgeon  and  resident  Surgeon,  he  shall  attend  to  any 
Cases  requiring  immediate  Medical  Relief ; he  shall  occasionally  visit  the  Wards,  to  see 
that  the  Medicines  have  been  administered  by  the  Nurse  as  directed,  and  shall  have  Power 
to  fine  any  Nurse  who  shall  be  found  negligent  or  inattentive  in  this  Particular,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  next  Meeting. 

Nurses. 

They  shall  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  Order,  Preservation,  and  Cleanliness  of 
the  Wards,  Bedding,  Furniture,  Utensils,  &c.  entrusted  to  their  Care. 

They  shall,  on  receiving  any  new  Article  from  the  Matron  intended  to  replace  one 
already  in  use,  deliver  up  to  her  the  Fragment  of  the  old  for  which  the  Exchange  is  made, 
or  satisfactorily  account  for  not  doing  so;  every  Article  so  unaccounted  for  to  be  replaced, 
and  charged  at  the  full  Cost  Price  against  the  Individual,  and  stopped  from  her  Wages. 

(24. — App.)  I i 3 ' They 
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They  shall  see  that  the  Patients  remain  in  their  respective  Wards,  attending  such  as  may 
leave  them  on  Business  of  the  House,  and  seeing  that  they  return  without  Delay  or  Inter- 
course with  other  Patients. 

They  shall  attend  daily  at  the  Surgery,  and  receive  from  the  Apothecary  the  Medicines 
prescribed,  administering  the  same  to  the  Patients  according  to  the  Orders  which  they  shall 
receive,  seeing  that  they  are  faithfully  used,  and  the  Directions  strictly  attended  to. 

They  shall  attend  at  the  regular  Hour  appointed  for  the  respective  Meals,  to  receive 
from  the  Cook  the  prescribed  Rations  of  Food,  delivering  the  same  to  the  Patients  in  a 
clean,  decent,  and  orderly  Manner,  and  seeing  that  each  Individual  is  provided  with  proper 
Utensils  for  receiving  the  same,  taking  care  that  the  Meals  are  conducted  with  Propriety 
and  Decorum. 

They  shall  receive  from  the  Patients  coming  into  the  Hospital  any  surplus  Articles  of 
Clothing  beyond  those  in  actual  Use,  ticketing  and  putting  the  same  into  a clean  State  into 
the  Ward  Press  until  required,  and  endeavour  by  every  Means  in  their  Power  to  induce 
Cleanliness  of  Person  and  Clothing  in  the  Women. 

Nurses  neglecting  their  Duty,  or  permitting  the  Breach  or  Violation  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Hospital  by  any  Person  under  their  Control,  or  Patient  in  the  Wards, 
shall  be  fined  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Persons  dnly  authorized,  such  Fines,  if  confirmed  by 
the  Board,  to  be  deducted  from  their  monthly  Wages. 

Any  Nurse  or  Nurses  who  shall  be  convicted  before  the  Board  of  taking  or  demanding 
Money,  or  any  other  Gift  or  Gratuity  of  the  Patients. or  their  Friends,  or  who  shall  be  con- 
victed of  purchasing,  commuting,  or  changing  Porter,  Milk,  or  any  other  Article  of  Diet, 
for  Tea,  Sugar,  or  Spirits,  or  any  other  Article,  or  who  shall  know  or  connive  at  its  beino- 
done,  shall  forthwith  be  dismissed. 

Any  Nurse  or  Servant  convicted  of  Drunkenness  shall  forthwith  be  dismissed. 

Admission. 

The  Days  of  Admission  for  Patients  to  be  Tuesday  and  Friday,  between  the  Hours  of 
Twelve  and  Two  o’Clock;  none  to  be  admitted  on  any  other  Day  except  under  Circum- 
stances of  peculiar  Urgency,  under  the  special  Order  of  the  senior  Surgeon,  such  Order, 
with  the  Causes  which  induced  it,  to  be  reported  to  the  Board. 

No  Patient  to  be  admitted  that  does  not  bring  with  them  into  the  Hospital  at  least  One 
Suit  of  decent  Female  Clothing. 

No  Patient  to  be  admitted  that  does  not  submit  to  the  cutting  off  her  Hair  previous  to 
being  sent  to  her  Ward. 

No  Children  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  except  such  as  are  Infants  on  the  Breast, 
except  they  shall  be  diseased. 

Discharge. 

No  Patient  to  be  discharged  from  the  Hospital  by  the  Medical  Attendants  until  perfectly 
cured  of  the  Venereal  Disease,  except  when  Change  of  Air  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
effect  it. 

No  Patient  reported  by  the  Medical  Attendants  as  fit  to  be  discharged  shall  be  continued 
on  the  Strength  of  the  Hospital,  or  be  permitted  to  remain  longer  in  the  House,  except  by 
the  special  Permission  of  the  Visitor,  who  shall  report  the  Cause  of  such  Indulgence  to  the 
Board. 

Patients  refusing  to  submit  to  the  Discipline  of  the  House,  or  to  use  the  Medicines 
prescribed  for  them,  shall  be  expelled,  a Representation  of  the  Facts  being  made  to  the 
Visiting  Governors,  with  whom  alone  rest  the  Power  of  Expulsion. 

Ward  Regulations. 

Each  Patient  to  be  provided  with  a Knife,  Fork,  Spoon,  Trencher,  and  Porringer. 

Table-cloths  sufficient  for  the  Accommodation  of  the  Patients  to  be  provided  for  each 
Ward,  at  which  those  who  are  out  of  Bed  are  to  sit  at  the  Meals. 

A Wooden  Tray  to  be  provided  for  each  Ward,  together  with  a covered  Tin  Vessel,  in 
which  the  I'ood  of  the  Patients  shall  be  brought  to  them  by  the  Nurses  in  a decent  and 
orderly  Manner,  and  delivered  out  agreeably  to  the  regulated  Dietary. 

The  Hours  for  the  Patients  to  rise  in  the  Mornings  shall  be  at  Seven  o’Clock  in  Summer, 
and  Eight  in  Winter ; the  Hour  of  going  to  Rest,  Nine  o’Clock  in  Summer,  and  Eight 
o’Clock  in  Winter. 

'I he  Hours  for  Meals  shall  be,  Breakfast,  Eight  o’Clock  in  Summer,  Nine  in  Winter; 
Dinner,  Half-past  Two  o’Clock  in  Summer,  Three  in  Winter;  Supper,  Seven  o’Clock. 

The  Patients  are  to  confine  themselves  to  their  respective  Wards,  and  to  keep  their 
Persons  and  Clothes  clean  and  decent. 

No  Patient  to  remain  in  Bed  that  is  not  expressly  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Surgeons ; 
the  Bedding  of  such  as  ai-e  up  to  be  neatly  folded,  and  placed  across  the  Centre  of  the 
Bedstead. 

• Patients  are  on  no  account  whatever  to  expose  themselves  by  looking  out  of  the  Windows. 
This  is  a Regulation  which,  independent  of  the  Decorum  of  the  Act,  their  own  Health  is 
materially  concerned  in  observing. 

_ Visitors  shall  not  on  any  Pretence  whatever  be  admitted  to  go  through  the  Wards,  or  to 
visit  Patients,  except  on  a Pass  from  one  of  the  Visiting  Governors,  or,  in  their  Absence 
from  Dublin,  by  the  Surgeons. 

Patients 
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Patients  shall  not  swear,  use  profane,  abusive,  or  obscene  Language,  game,  quarrel,  or 

make  any  offensive  Noise  in  the  Hospital.  . (Dublin). 

Patients  are  to  behave  with  respect  to  the  Nurses  and  all  Officers  of  the  Hospital.  v 

Patients  not  to  smoke  Tobacco,  dirty  the  Bed  Clothes,  or  spit  on  the  Walls  or  Floors. 

The  regulated  Dietary,  and  none  other,  to  be  adhered  to.  Food,  Liquors  of  any  Kind, 

shall  not  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  for  any  of  the  Patients.  , 

Patients  shall  not  pilfer  or  damage  any  Furniture  or  Bedding  belonging  to  the  Hospital, 
or  any  Person  therein.  , ^ , ,,  , 

Complaints  in  respect  to  Diet  may  be  quietly  and  respectfully  addressed  to  the  Matron, 
or  any  of  the  Governors  or  Medical  Attendants.  i 

Patients  able  to  work  are  to  assist  in  cleaning  the  Wards,  &c.,  under  the  Direction  and 
Superintendence  of  their  respective  Nurses.  . , . . . , 

Any  Person  discharged  for  Irregularity  shall  not  be  again  admitted  without  express 
Order  of  the  Board.  . . _ , . , . 

No  Patient  shall  be  continued  in  the  married  Womens  Ward,  unless  her  Behaviour 
there  shall  merit  the  Indulgence.  ..  „ „ 

Patients  transgressing  any  of  the  above  Rules  shall  be  confined  to  a solitary  Cell  on 
diminished  Diet,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Governors.  _ 

The  Inmates  of  each  Ward  are  expected  to  aid  in  promoting  good  Order  and  Regularity ; 
and  in  case  any  Patient  shall  offend,  and  not  be  pointed  out  when  required,  the  entire 
Ward  shall  be  put  on  diminished  Diet  until  the  Offender  be  made  known. 

Patients  not  conforming  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Hospital,  or  refusing  to  attend  to  the 
Prescriptions  of  the  Medical  Attendant,  shall  be  discharged  and  rendered  incapable  ot 
future  Admission  to  the  House.  „ . ^ . . 

The  foregoing  Rules  and  Regulations  are  to  be  distinctly  read  to  every  Patient  on  then 
coming  into  the  Hospital,  and  any  Person  not  consenting  to  conform  to  them,  and  to  be 
obedient  to  the  same  in  every  Particular,  to  be  immediately  struck  off  the  Establishment.

The  Memorial  of  the  Governors  of  the  Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital, 

That  Memorialists  have  received  a Copy  of  a Communication  made  to  your  Lxcellency 
by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury,  dated  23d  December  1837,  m 
which  their  Lordships  observe,  that  « As  it  does  not  appear  that  any  private  Contributions 
are  made  in  aid  of  the  Expenses  of  the  Hospital,  that  my  Lords  are  desirous  of  representing 
in  the  strongest  Manner  to  his  Excellency  the  Necessity  of  impressing  upon  the  Governors 
of  the  Institution,  that,  unless  Subscriptions  are  raised  m aid  of  the  Grant  from  the  Public, 
my  Lords  cannot  hold  out  to  them  that  they  can  continue  to  present  Estimates  jeaily  to 
Parliament,  or  that  the  Parliament  will  continue  to  make  Grants  to  defray  the  Expendituie. 

Memorialists,  being  fully  persuaded  that  any  Attempt  to  remodel  the  Constitution  of  the 
Lock  Hospital,  so  as  to  render  it  in  any  Degree  dependent  upon  private  Subscriptions,  was 
never  contemplated  by  the  Government,  that  such  an  Attempt  would  be  opposed  to  the 
Principles  upon  which  the  Hospital  is  established,  and  would  be  found  wholly  impiactmable, 
are  desirous  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  a brief  Outline  of  the  History  o }°ul 
lisliment,  of  the  Success  which  has  attended  the  Labours  of  the  Governors  m effecting  the 
Object  for  which  it  was  instituted,  and  also  further  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  the 
important  moral  Benefits  which  have  arisen  to  the  unfortunate  Inmates  from  cel  tarn 
Arrangements  which  Memorialists  have  been  enabled  to  make. 

Memorialists  beg  to  refer  your  Excellency  to  a Report,  made  by  the  Order  of  Govern- 
ment in  the  Year  1808,  upon  the  charitable  Establishments  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  lrom 
which  they  submit  the  following  Extracts  ; viz.  , 

« In  consequence  of  the  Number  of  Poor  of  both  Sexes  in  the  City  afflicted  with  the 
Venereal  Disease,  whose  Situation  called  loudly  for  Relief,  his  Excellency  t e ar 
moreland,  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  was  pleased,  in  1792,  to  desire  the  Opinion  and  Advice  ol 
several  respectable  Members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  as  to  the  Means 
most  likely  to  check  and  alleviate  the  Progress  of  this  Disease  among  .the  lower  Ranns  oi 

th  “ Thif  Gentlemen  who  were  consulted  stated  to  his  Excellency  that  as  the  House  of 
Industry  was  not  adapted,  and  the  other  Hospitals  of  the  Metropolis  were  inadequate,  to

The  Hospital  was  opened,  on  20th  November  1792,  for  128  Patients  ; in  November  1793, 
Forty-two  Beds  were  added,  and  in  May  1796  Eighty  Beds ; making  in  the  whole  zoo.

8tc.  • that 
the  Failure  was  to  be  attributed  to  the  following  Causes:  1st,  to  the  Evils  consequent 
upon  the  Intercourse  between  Male  and  Female  Patients,  which  have  never  been  Guarded 
against  ; 2d,  to  a Deficiency  of  moral  and  religious  Instruction  and  Employment  ° 3d,  to 
a want  ot  Classification  of  Patients;  4th,  to  the  Admission  of  Visitors;  and,  5th,  to  the 
Abuse  of  the  Design  of  the  Institution,  in  the  Adoption  of  the  erroneous  Principle  of 
extending  it  to  Male  Patients ; the  Evils  arising  from  which  several  Causes  will  more  fullv 
appear  by  referring  to  that  Report,  Pages  1 and  2. 

Memorialists  further  show  that,  in  consequence  of  the  Report  of  1820,  a new  Organiza- 
tion of  the  Hospital  took  place,  Your  Memorialists  were  appointed  as  Governors, °and  a 
Letter  of  Instructions  was  addressed  to  them  by  the  then  Chief  Secretary.,  the  Ri.dit  Hon 
Charles  Grant,  in  which  the  Nature  of  the  Changes  to  be  made  were  detailed.  The  prin- 
cipal Reform  consisted  m the  Abolition  of  the  Male  Wards,  and  Limitation  of  the  Hospital 
tof  Reception  of  Female  Patients  only,  the  Discontinuance  of  Visitors,  the  Classification 
ot  Wards,  Provision  for  clerical  Instruction,  &e.  Under  these  Regulations  Memorialists 
have  administered  the  Affairs  of  the  Hospital  from  the  Year  1820  to  the  present  Period. 

Memorialists  have  thus  laid  before  your  Excellency  the  Detail  of  the  History  of  the

well  as  Writers  upon  the  Subject.  They  find  tile  Principles  of  national  Lock  Hospitals  for 
emale  Patients,  many  of  whom  are  driven  by  Want  into  this  unhappy  Course  of  Life 
and  many  of  whom  arc  innocent  Sufferers  through  the  Medium  of  vicious"  Husbands,  to  be 
invanabiy 'recommended.  In  such  Institutions  the  Patients  have  the  Advantage  of  the 
Wh  f„,t  I1  °?cers  «*0  ara  wholly  devoted  to  Practice  connected  with  their  Disease, 
Ferns!

The  Hospital  is  confined  solely  to  the  Relief  of  intern  Female  Patients ; the  utmost  Care  (Dublin), 
is  taken  as  to  Classification,  so  as  to  separate  the  Novice  in  Crime  from  the  hardened  N 
Offender,  and  the  married  Woman  who  is  the  Victim  of  her  Husband’s  Profligacy  from  wNo‘  *’  ( , ' . 

those  whose  Disease  has  proceeded  from  their  own  personal  Misconduct.  The  first  Lock'llosphal. 

Pawnings  of  Repentance,  and  every  Disposition  to  Reformation,  are  carefully  watched,  

and  such  as  show  a real  Desire  to  relinquish  their  profligate  Courses  are  assisted  as  far  as 
nossible ; some  have  been  restored  to  their  Friends,  others  have  been  admitted  into 
Asvlums  and  Penitentiaries,  of  which  there  are  Four  in  Dublin ; and  in  aid  of  all  these 
Establishments  a Laundry  has  been  opened  (so  long  ago  as  June  1821)  in  the  House,  in 
which  all  .the  Washing  of  the  Institution  is  performed  by  Thirteen  reformed  Females,  selected 
for  their  good  Conduct  from  the  rest  of  the  Women,  and  maintained,  clothed,  and  instructed 
in  Apartments  totally  secluded  from  the  rest  of  the  Building,  under  the  Care  of  a Matron. 

The  Establishment,  besides  its  moral  Effects,  has  been  attended  with  a Saving  “ of  257.  per 
Annum  in  the  Article  of  Washing,  and  also  in  the  Purchase  of  Linen,  by  the  superior 
Manner  in  which  the  Washing  is  performed.”  In  the  same  Report  it  is  further  added, 

“ Whatever  Doubts  may  be  entertained  as  to  the  Propriety  of  such  an  Establishment,  or  as 
to  its  Claims  on  Parliament  for  Support,  considered  merely  as  a Surgical  Hospital,  we 
think  there  can  be  none  as  to  the  Institution  before  us,  connected  as  it  is  with  a System 
of  moral  Impx’ovement,  not  only  within  its  own  Walls,  but  aided  as  it  is  by  other 
Establishments,  whose  special  Object  is  the  Reformation  of  this  Class  of  Delinquents.” 

Memorialists  will  point  out  Two  Features  in  the  moral  Character  of  the  Institution  which 
were  submitted  to  Commissioners  appointed  in  1829,  and  which  Memorialists  have  Reason 
to  think  much  influenced  the  Commission  in  the  favoui  able  Representation  which  they 
made  to  Government  on  the  State  of  the  Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital. 

It  had  been  customary  during  the  first  Years  after  the  Appointment  of  the  present  Board 
to  include  in  the  annual  Estimate  the  Sum  of  2007.  on  account  of  the  washing  of  Linen,  &C; 

It  was  suggested  by  a Member  of  the  Board  that  this  Sum  might  be  turned  to  better  Advan- 
tage, and  as  a preliminary  Step  that  Member  undertook,  at  the  Request  of  the  Board,  to 
examine  the  Details  of  the  Washing  Account,  and  to  make  a Report  thereon ; the  Result  of 
which  Examination  was,  that  the  Sum  of  200/.  was  reported  to  be  a reasonable  Sum  for  the 
Quantitv  of  Washing  which  the  Hospital  required.  This  Groundwork  being  established, 
the  Governors  conceived  themselves  at  liberty  to  new-model  the  Arrangement  of  the 
Washing,  and  to  establish  a Laundry  in  the  House,  the  Expense  of  which  should  not  exceed 
the  Sum  before  estimated  and  paid  on  account  of  that  Branch  of  their  Expenditure.  The 
Plan  which  the  Governors  pursued  (with  the  Permission  of  the  Chief  Secretary)  was,  to  fit 
up  certain  vacant  Rooms  and  Yards  as  a Laundry,  and  to  appoint  a Matron,  and  to  select 
a certain  Number  (Thirteen)  of  discharged  Patients,  who  were  desirous  to  earn  an  honest 
Livelihood,  and  to  be  rescued  from  a Life  of  Vice  and  Misery.  These  Thirteen  young 
Women  are  fed,  clothed,  and  maintained,  and  wash  for  the  entire  Institution ; and  it  has 
appeared  from  Experience  that  the  Hospital  will  always  supply  much  more  than  a sufficient 
Number  of  interesting  Cases  to  fill  up  the  Vacancies,  and  for  whom  a Place  cannot  be  had 
in  other  Asylums.  This  Plan  was  put  in  execution  in  June  1821,  and  has  succeeded  beyond 
the  most  sanguine  Expectations  of  the  Board ; and  there  is  thus  a Place  of  Refuge  for 
Thirteen  Patients  established,  without  any  Expense  to  the  Public,  or  Support  from  any 
private  Fund. 

On  the  Admission  of  Patients  it  is  the  Practice  of  the  Officers  of  the  Institution  to 
separate  the  hardened  Profligate  from  the  recent  Victim  of  Seduction,  and  to  establish  a 
strict  Classification  of  the  Wards.  This  being  done,  Inquiry  is  made  into  the  Circumstances 
of  every  Patient  of  the  latter  Class,  and  every  Effort  used  to  induce  her  not  to  return  to 
a vicious  Course  of  Life,  as  well  as  every  practicable  Step  taken  to  afford  her  the  Means  of 
avoiding  it.  These  Means,  generally  speaking,  are  twofold,  either  by  Restoration  to  her 
Family  or  by  Admission  to  an  Asylum.  If  the  former  Plan  appears  to  be  practicable,  a 
Correspondence  is  opened  with  the  Friends  of  the  Patient,  and  every  Influence  exerted  to 
accomplish  this  most  desirable  Object.  If  Circumstances  do  not  open  the  Door,  Interest  is 
made,  where  the  Case  is  unexceptionable,  to  procure  Admission  into  an  Asylum ; and 
such  has  been  the  Success  of  this  Plan,  that  in  the  last  Year,  out  of  800  Patients  who  passed 


through  the  House,  1 00  were  disposed  of  in  this  way,  and  rescued  from  Ruin. 

As  to  the  Expediency  of  upholding  the  Hospital  as  a Medium  of  Relief  to  the  unfortunate 
Females,  your  Memorialists  beg  to  state,  that  it  is  the  only  one  into  which  Women  affected 
by  the  Venereal  can  obtain  Admission,  as  they  are  absolutely  excluded  from  any  other 
Hospital  in  the  City  of  Dublin.  In  Stevens’s  and  the  Richmond  Hospital  there  is  limited 
Accommodation  for  Males  only ; but,  whatever  may  have  been  the  former  Practice,  the 
Inexpediency  of  admitting  diseased  Prostitutes  has  induced  their  total  Rejection ; so  that, 
should  the  Doors  of  the  Lock  Hospital  be  closed,  the  wretched  Objects  which  it  now  admits 
must  be  cast  in  helpless  Misery  on  the  World,  not  alone  to  certain  Death,  but,  as  long  as 
Life  continues,  to  the  Diffusion  of  unrepressed  Pestilence. 

As  to  the  general  Utility  of  Lock  Hospitals,  in  a public  point  of  view,  and  the  Expediency 
of  their  being  separate  Establishments,  your  Memorialists  would  beg  leave,  in  corroboration 
of  their  own  Conviction  on  the  Subject,  to  submit  the  Opinion  given  in  that  valuable  Pub- 
lication, the  11  Medico-Chirurgical  Review,”  for  January  1838.  The  Article  has  reference 
to  London,  but  is  equally  applicable  in  its  Principle  and  Reasoning  to  Dublin.  “ It  is 
(24.— App.)  K k much 
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much  to  be  regretted  that  Lock  Hospitals  are  not  more  numerous  and  more  extensive  tli 
they  actually  are  in  Great  Britain.  In  the  Metropolis  of  the  Empire,  a City  with  nearT 
Two  Millions  of  Inhabitants,  the  solitary  Lock  Hospital  is  without  Funds  to  suppot 
Patients,  and  without  Pupils  to  become  acquainted  with  Disease.  1 ^ 1 

“ The  Nature  of  Venereal  Disorders,  and  the  Character  of  the  generality  of  the  Patient 
render  their  Admission  into  general  Hospitals  a Matter  of  questipnable  Policy.  The  Patient' 
themselves  can  never  be  adequately  separated  from  the  common  Patients.  Respectable 
Females  mingle  with  Prostitutes,  and  become  familiar  with  Vice.  The  moral  Pestilence 
nay  the  physical  Disease,  is  constantly  communicated,  and  the  young  Girl  who  went  into 
the  Hospital  a simple  Maid  too  often  comes  out  an  incipient  Prostitute.  On  the  whole  it 
must  be  assumed  that  the  Plan  of  appending  Venereal  Wards  to  general  Hospitals  has 
certainly  done  little  Good,  and  probably  much  Evil ; Science  has  not  gained,  and  Morality 
has  suffered.”  ' 

It  is  more  easy  to  conceive  than  to  describe  the  Consequences  of  allowing  Syphilis  to 
ravage  the  lower  Classes*  of  Society  without  eleemosynary  medical  Interference.  These 
Ravages  would  speedily  be  frightful,  and  the  worst  Form  of  Phagedcena  would  undoubtedly 
prevail  to  a desolating  Extent.  It  is  not  difficult  to  suppose  that  the  Evil  would  not  stop 
here.  Infectious  Complaints  of  new  Descriptions  would  probably  be  generated,  and  the 
World  might  see  a second  Time  such  a Pestilence  of  Lues  as  once  carried  Death  and 
Terror  on  its  Wings. 

All  practical  People  must  come  to  the  Conclusion  that  the  only  Mode  of  keepino-  down 
the  Nuisance  of  Venereal  Disease  in  the  Poor,  of  extending  Humanity  to  them,  and  at  the 
same  Time  protecting  the  Community,  is  by  Institutions  of  the  Character  of  Lock  Hospitals. 
If  the  System  of  voluntary  Contribution  shall  prove,  as  we  suspect  it  will,  inadequate  to 
maintain  Lock  Hospitals,  the  Government  is  imperatively  bound  to  interfere,  and  the 
Nation  must  save  itself  from  the  Consequences  of  national  Infirmities. 

Such  being  the  Workings  of  this  interesting  Establishment,  the  Governors  respectfully 
submit  to  your  Excellency  the  great  public  Injury  which  would  result  from  the  Withdrawal 
of  the  Parliamentary  Grant  from  the  Westmoreland  Lock  Hospital,  both  in  a political  and 
moral  point  of  view;  and  on  these  Grounds  Memorialists  confidently  place  the  Interests  of 
the  Institution  in  your  Excellency’s  Hands,  relying  on  your  Excellency’s  humane  Desire 
not  to  abandon  to  Disease  and  Destitution  so  large  a Portion  of  the  most  unhappy  Class  of 
Female  Sufferers,  and  they  trust  that  your  Excellency  will  represent  to  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  the  Inexpediency  of  such  a Measure.

(C.) — The  Lying-in  Hospital. 

We  minutely  inspected  every  Ward  in  this  Hospital,  and  examined  the  Books  connected 
with  its  Management.  We  also  examined  Dr.  Johnson,  its  present  Master ; Drs.  La  Batt, 
Collins,  and  E.  Kennedy,  Ex-masters  and  now  Governors ; Sir  John  Kingston  James,  one 
of  the  Governors ; the  Rev.  Charles  Elrington,  D.D.,  and  Mr.  Alexander  Montgomery, 
late  Governors. 

This  great  and  most  valuable  Institution  was  founded  by  the  late  Dr.  Mosse,  and  opened 
on  the  8th  December  1757. 

On  the  2d  December  1756  a Charter  of  Incorporation  was  granted,  constituting  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  the  Archbishops  of  Armagh  and  Dublin,  the  Chancellor,  the  Speaker, 
t e 01  1 a3'01  Dublin,  the  Bishop  of  Kildare,  the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  the 
Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s  the  Archdeacon  of  Dublin,  the  Recorder  and  High  Sheriffs  for 
the  Time  being,  and  the  Earls  of  Kildare  for  ever,  with  Sixteen  other  Noblemen  and 
Gentlemen,  a Corporation. 

Th,s  Charter  empowers  and  directs  the  Governors,  at  the  annual  Meeting  in  November, 
to  elect  a resident  Master  and  Officers ; and  further,  to  take  Land,  execute  Leases,  and 
make  Lye  Laws,  and  appoint  Committees  to  transact  the  Business  of  the  Corporation, 
and  to  take  in,  relieve,  and  discharge  poor  lying-in  Women. 

It  also  ordains  that  the  Master  shall  have  Two  Assistants,  to  be  proposed  by  him  and 
approved  of  by  the  Committee,  and  that  all  Students  in  Physic,  Surgeons,  or  Apprentices 
to  Surgeons,  and  all  such  others,  whether  Men  or  Women,  as  intend  to  practise  Midwifery, 
and  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  said  Master,  shall  and  may  have  full  Liberty  to  attend  the 
said  Hospital,  and  be  instructed  under  the  Master  and  Ills  Assistants ; that  no  Person  shall

We  find  that  Six  Grants  were  made  by  the  Irish  Parliaments,  amounting  to  16,000/.,  No.  4.  (C.) 
towards  fitting  up  the  Hospital  and  repaying  the  Cost  of  its  Erection.  The  Lying-in 

With  the  view  of  increasing  the  Funds  of  the  Institution,  it  appears  that  previous  to  the  ^ 

Y6ar  1790  a Scheme  of  building,  by  Subscription,  public  Rooms  in  the  Neighbourhood  of 
the  Hospital,  under  the  Direction  of  the  Governors,, was  set  on  foot;  but  the  Subscriptions 
proving  inadequate,  a Grant  was  made  by  the  Irish  Parliament,  under  the  25  Geo.  3.  c.  43., 
of  a Tax  on  private  Sedan  Chairs  in  favour  of  the  Governors,  to  enable  them  to  erect  a 
Suite  of  Rooms  as  a Place  of  public  Entertainment,  and  1 1,000/.  was  borrowed  for  building 
them,  on  Debentures  at  Four  per  Cent.,  chargeable  upon  this  Tax.  These  public  Rooms 
have  produced  to  the  Governors,  since  1828,  an  average  Income  of  783/.  10s.  7\d. 

The  Hospital  contains  13  Wards,  with  140  Beds,  the  present  Inmates  being  94.  The 
Wards  are  spacious  and  well  ventilated,  and  kept  in  a most  creditable  Manner. 

Management. 

The  Qualification  of  a Governor  (not  so  ex  officio)  is  the  Payment  of  a Life  Subscription 
of  100/.,  or  10/.  a Year.  This  Qualification  appears  to  us  too  high,  and  we  recommend  the 
Subject  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Governors. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Committee  are  regularly  and  sufficiently  attended  ; a sufficient 
Number  of  Governors  do  not,  however,  appear  to  have  usually  met  on  the  Occasion  of  the 
Charter  Meetings.  We  think  it  desirable  that  the  Provisions  of  the  Charter  in  reference 
to  such  Meetings  should  be  more  strictly  complied  with,  particularly  as  regards  the  annual 
Election  of  Officers.

The  Income  of  the  Master  arises  from  the  Fees  payable  to  him  by  Pupils,  by  the 
Assistants,  and  from  a Portion  of  the  Fees  payable  for  the  Instruction  of  Midwives.  The 
Election  of  the  Master  is  appointed  by  the  Charter  to  be  an  annual  one,  to  be  held 
on  the  first  Friday  in  November  only ; this,  however,  has  been  in  some  Instances  omitted 
in  consequence  of  the  Nonattendance  of  the  Governors.  There  has  always  been  an  Under- 
standing that  the  Master  shall  be  re-elected  for  Seven  Years. 

The  Presence  of  the  Master  in  such  an  Institution  being  obviously  most  essential,  we  are 
of  opinion  that  at  any  Time  when  his  Absence  becomes  unavoidable,  an  Arrangement  should 
(24. — App.)  K k 2 be 
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be  previously  be  made  by  him  for  substituting  a medical  Gentleman  fully  qualified  to 
become  resident  in  his  Place,  and  that  immediate  Intimation  of  his  Absence  be  given 
to  the  Governors. 

Assistants. 

The  Assistants  are  appointed  by  the  Master,  who  receives  a considerable  Sum  of  Money 
from  each  in  consideration  of  such  Appointment.  There  are  Six  Pupils  resident  in  the 
Hospital,  and  at  present  about  Thirty  who  attend  it,  but  are  not  resident. 

Patients. 

Puerperal  Fever  having  occasionally  prevailed  in  the  Hospital  to  a great  Extent,  after 
much  Consideration  it  was  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  1820,  and  also  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  in  1829,  that  the  Number  of  Patients  should  be  limited 
to  an  Average  of  2,000  a Year,  which  has  since  been  acted  upon.  In  reference  to  the 
Prevalence  of  Puerperal  Fever,  its  Causes,  and  Means  of  Prevention,  we  beg  leave  to 
refer  your  Excellency  to  the  annexed  Reports  from  Dr.  Evory  Kennedy,  and  Dr.  Collins 
in  the  Answers  to  Queries  Forty-five  and  Forty-six. 

The  Patients  appear  to  be  extremely  well  attended  to.

Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  Income  is  derived  from  the  following  Sources : — 

A Parliamentary  Grant  of  1,000/.  a Year  since  1835,  previous  to  which  Time  it  was  con- 
siderably larger ; its  Average  since  1828  has  been  1,636/.  8s.  3 d. 

An  average  Income  since  1828,  from  the  Rooms  and  Gardens,  of  1,343/.  0s  5 d. 

And  the  Interest  from  Funded  Property,  450/.  9s.  2d. 

The  Hospital  Expenditure  has  been  on  an  Average  3,399/.  13s. 

The  Expenditure  in  connexion  with  the  Rooms  and  Gardens,  1,082/.  9s.  8 d. 

The  average  Number  of  Patients  has  been  2,160. 

The  average  Cost  therefore  of  each  Patient  in  passing  through  the  Hospital  has  been 
1/.  13s.  * 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  List  that  the  Bequests  and  Donations  to  the  Institution 
since  its  opening  have  amounted  to  no  less  a Sum  than  35,286/.  10s.  3 $/. 

Of  this  Sum  6,608/.  11s.,  during  the  last  Six  Years,  has  been  sold  out  for  current 
Expenditure,  and  there  now  remains  invested  in  the  Funds  9,943/.  4s.  3d. 

While  we  admit  fully  the  Importance  and  Value  of  this  great  national  Establishment 
in  its  twofold  Capacity  as  a charitable  Institution  and  a School  for  Midwifery,  and  while 
we  recommend  strongly  that  the  Grant  heretofore  made  be  continued,  we  feel  it  our 
Duty  to  remark  that  the  Governors  do  not  appear  to  us  to  have  paid  that  Attention  to 
the  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  which  is  desirable  in  the  Case  of  a great  public  Institution. 
The  defective  Returns  made  in  answer  to  some  of  our  Queries  relative  to  the  Accounts 
clearly  indicate  this.  We  attribute  it  in  a great  Degree  to  the  Want  of  a proper  Under- 
standing between  the  Master  and  Committee  on  the  Subject  of  their  respective  Duties. 
We  suggest  that  greater  Attention  be  henceforth  paid  by  the  Committee  of  Governors 
to  the  financial  Branch  of  their  Establishment,  and  that  Arrangements  should  at  once 
be  made  for  placing  the  Accounts  upon  a proper  Footing. 

While  we  willingly  admit  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Terms  of  the  Charter,  the 
Master  is  fully  entitled  to  all  the  Privileges'  of  a'  Governor,  we  must  also  state  our 
opinion,  that  as  Master  of  a public  Institution,  built  and  supported  in  a great  Degree 
out  of  public  Funds,  he  should  be  looked  upon  as  a public  Officer,  holding  a very 
high,  very  responsible,  and  very  honourable  Office,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Public,  and 
under  the  Direction  and  Superintendence  of  the  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen  who  are  the 
Governors  of  the  Institution,  in  virtue  of  the  same  Charter. 

Notwithstanding  a strong  opinion  expressed  by  some  of  the  Governors,  and  especially  by 
Dr.  Collins,  one  of  the  Ex-masters,-  to  whose  Letter  appended  we  feel  boilnd  to  refer  your 
Excellency,  we  cannot  but  think  that  it  was  not  within  the  Intention  of  the  Charter 
that  the  Master  should  exercise  an  uncontrolled  Power  in  requiring  the  Payment  of 
Fees  from  Pupils  and  Assistants  as  a Condition  of  their  Admission  into  a public  Insti- 
tutions. and  as  a Source  of  private  Emolument  to  himself.  The  Charter  expressly 
declares  that  all  Students  and  all  such  others,  whether  Men  or  Women,  as  intend  to 
practise  Midwifery,  and  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  Master,  shall  have  full  liberty  to 
be  instructed  under  the  Master  and  his  Assistants.  The  Master’s  Approval,  so  properly 
.and  necessarily  attached  as  a Condition  to  the  Privilege  of  Admission  for  Instruction, 
appears  to  us  to  be  intended  as  a Check  against  the  Admission  of  too  many  or  of  improper 

Persons, 
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Persons,  but  does  not,  in  our  Judgment,  warrant  the  Opinion  which  prevails,  and  which  Repo: 

has  been  sustained  by  the  Practice  of  many  Years,  that  the  Question  and  Amount  of  Fees  publin.)'  U ’°nS 

for  the  Privilege  ordained  by  the  Charter,  both  as  regards  the  Assistants  and  Pupils,  are  

exclusively  a Matter  for  the  Master.  No.  4.  (C.) 

Taking  into  consideration  the  vast  Importance  of  that  Branch  of  the  Medical  Profession,  H^pUah  " 
and  the  Expediency  of  having  Instruction  in  it  afforded,  as  contemplated  by  the  Charter,  “ 

both  to  Males  and  Females,  by  responsible  and  competent  public  Officers,  and  in  a well- 
.roverned  public  Institution,  we  think  it  was  intended  in  the  Charter  that  the  Facilities  for 
that  Instruction  should  only  be  restricted  by  the  Regard  that  is  due  to  the  Convenience 
and  Safety  of  the  Patients ; at  the  same  Time,  we  feel  that  certain  Fees  on  a moderate 
Scale  may  legitimately  be  required  from  Pupils  and  Assistants,  as  a Source  of  Income  to 
the  Institution. 

The  same  Considerations  lead  us  to  the  Conviction  that  the  Office  of  Master  should 
be  placed  upon  as  respectable  a Footing  in  regard  of  its  Emoluments  as  its  Impor- 
tance and  Responsibility  demand.  It  is  obviously  most  desirable  that  an  Office  of 
that  peculiar  Nature  should  at  all  Times  hereafter,  as  has  hitherto  been  the  Case,  be 
filled  by  Gentlemen  of  the  highest  Qualifications,  both  moral  and  professional.  The  con- 
stant Anxiety  and  Responsibility  which  it  involves,  as  well  as  the  very  large  Proportion 
of  Time  which  it  requires,  and  the  Circumstances  of  its  Duration  being  limited,  render 
it  reasonable  and  just  that  an  ample  Salary  should  be  attached  to  it  Having  given  this 
important  Subject  the  fullest  Consideration,  we  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Governors 
should  determine  the  Amount  of  the  Fees  payable  by  the  Assistants  and  Pupils ; that  this 
Amount  should  be  made  available  for  the  general  Purposes  of  the  Institution ; that  the 
Master,  as  at  present,  should  have  the  Privilege  of  selecting  the  Pupils,  and  (subject 
to  the  Approval  of  the  Board)  of  determining  their  Number;  and,  considering  that  the 
Masters  are  to  be  elected  from  those  who  have  been  Assistants,  that  the  Governors 
should  exercise  sedulously  the  Power  which  is  vested  in  them  by  the  Charter,  and  affirmed 
in  the  13th  Bye  Law,  of  approving  of  such  Persons  as  shall  be  proposed  to  them  by  the 
Master  as  Assistants;  that  the  Salary  of  the  Master  should  be  a fixed  Sum  of  3507. 
per  Annum,  payable  out  of  the  Funds  of  the  Institution,  and  that  in  addition  to  this  he 
should  receive  One  Third  of  the  Amount  paid  to  the  Institution  as  Fees  for  Assistants  and 
Pupils.  We  suggest,  however,  that  this  Change  should  not  take  place  until  immediately 
previous  to  the  Election  of  the  next  Master. 

It  being  an  admitted  Fact,  that  at  present  in  Ireland  there  is  a great  Deficiency  of  pro- 
perly qualified  Midwives,  and  it  appearing  to  us  that  it  would  be  extremely  desirable  to 
have  such  a Person  attached  to  or  resident  within  the  District  of  every  Dispensary,  we 
think  that  Branch  of  Instruction  might  be  advantageously  extended  through  the  Midwives 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

By  the  23  & 24  Geo.  & c.  57..  Grand  Juries  of  Counties  were  empowered  to  present 
a Sum  of  307.  for  the  Support  and  Maintenance  of  a Female  Pupil  to  be  received  and 
instructed  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  but  this  Act  has  been  abrogated  by  a late  Act. 

We  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  your  Excellency  that  it  would  be  desi- 
rable that  Grand  Juries  should  be  empowered,  on  an  Application  from  the  Governors  of 
Dispensaries,  to  present  a Sum  for  defraying  the  Expenses  attending  the  Instruction  of  a 
Midwife  to  be  attached  to  such  Dispensary ; that  such  Sum  should  be  raised  upon  the 
Barony  in  which  such  Dispensary  may  be  situate ; and  that  the  Governors  be  empowered 
to  require  Security  that  the  Person  so  instructed  shall  practise  Midwifery  for  at  least 
Three  Years  in  the  District  of  such  Dispensary. 

In  conformity  with  a previous  Recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  1820,  the 
Commissioners  of  1830  recommended  that,  in  the  event  of  the  Admissions  to  the  Hos- 
pital being  limited  to  2,000,  Females  applying  for  Relief,  and  who  cannot  be  received 
into  the  Hospital,  shall  be  attended  by  Male  and  Female  Pupil  Accoucheurs  at  their 
Dwellings,  under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Master.  This  Recommendation  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  extensively  acted  upon.  We  feel  it  our  Duty  to  repeat  it,  as  calcu- 
lated to  enlarge  considerably  the  Usefulness  of  the  Institution.  And  we  further  suggest  the 
Establishment  of  a Dispensary  attached  to  the  Hospital  exclusively  for  Diseases  connected 
with  Childbearing.. 

The  Library  and  Museum.. 

Although  the  latter  consists  in  a great  Degree  of  Subjects,  collected  in  the  Institution, 
they  are  stated  to  be  the  Property  of  the  Master,  each  Master  purchasing  them  from  his 
Predecessor  in  Office.  We  recommend  that  they  be  purchased,  and  be  made  permanently 
(24,-App.)  K k 3 the 
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Report  on  Chari-  the  Property  of  the  Institution,,  and  that  a moderate  annual  Sum  be  allocated  for  tlio 
(Dubhn).tltUtI°nS  Support  of  the  Museum. 

• It  appearing  by  the  Accounts  of  the  Institution,  that  Interest  at  Four  per  Cent  is 

No.  4.  (C.)  payable  on  110  Debentures  of  100Z.  each,  while  there  is  Stock,  the  Property  of  the  Insti- 

tUti°n’  *°  the  An,onnt  of  9"666i  6a-  9i>  producing  but  Three  and  a Half  per  Cent.,  and 

having  been  informed  that  Government  is  considered  responsible  for  the  Payment  of  the 

Interest  on  those  Debentures,  we  felt  it  our  Duty  to  address  to  the  Governors  the  Queries 
marked  “ Additional.”  To  those  Queries,  and  the  Answers,  we  have  to  request  the 
Attention  of  your  Excellency. 

On  reference  to  the  Debentures,  it  appears  that  they  were  issued  under  the  Provisions  of 
the  30th  Geo.  3.  c.  36.,  by  which  Act,  in  the  Case  of  certain  incorporated  Charities,  the 
Holders  of  Debentures  at  Four  per  Cent,  are  empowered*  in  the  event  of  the  Interest 
being  unpaid,  to  demand  Payment  from  the  Treasury;  the  Property,  however,  of  the 
Charity  in  such  Case  becoming  vested  in  Government  for  the  Repayment  of  such  Interest, 
and  at  Five  per  Cent. 

If  it  should  not  be  deemed  advisable,  under  all  the  Circumstances,  that  the  Stock 
should  be  applied  in  Liquidation  of  the  Debt,  for  the  Interest  of  which  the  Government 
is  thus  in  the  first  instance  responsible,  we  feel  bound  to  i-ecommend  that  not  more 
than  500Z.  in  One  Year  of  that  Stock,  and  that  only  in  the  event  of  any  unexpected 
Emergency,  should  be  applied  to  the  Purposes  of  the  Institution,  without  the  Consent  of 
your  Excellency. 

We  made  Inquiry  as  to  the  Practice  adverted  to  in  Mr.  Lucas’s  Letter  of  the  19th 
March  last,  respecting  the  Case  of  Mrs.  Sherwood.  It  appears  that,  for  the  Sake  of 
public  Convenience,  one  of  the  Porters  of  the  Institution  has  been  permitted  for  more 
than  Twenty  Years  to  keep  a Book,  in  which  Women  desirous  of  obtaining  Situations 
as  Nurses  had  their  Names  entered  on  paying  a Fee  of  2s.  6cl.,  and  to  which  Book 
Reference  might  be  made  by  Ladies  or  others  who  might  be  in  want  of  Nurses.  Neither 
the  Governors  nor  the  Master  of  the  Institution  had  any  Knowledge  of  the  Persons  so 
entering  their  Names,  nor  was  it  intended  that  the  Porter  should  give  any  Recom- 
mendation, or  that  the  Institution  should  be  in  the  least  Degree  responsible  for  the 
Character  of  such  Nurses.  The  Case  of  Mrs.  Sherwood  having  undergone  judicial 
Investigation,  it  is  unnecessary  we  should  make  any  Observations  upon  it;  but  we  are 
of  opinion  that,  as  Nurses  may  in  many  Cases  be  urgently  and  instantly  required,  it  is 
desirable,  as  a Matter  of  public  Convenience,  that  a Book  should  be  kept  at  the 
Porter’s  Lodge  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  in  which  Nurses  may  be  permitted  to  enter 
their  Names. 

With  the  view  of  guarding  the  Institution  and  the  Public  as  far  as  practicable  against  a 
Repetition  of  so  unfortunate  a Circumstance  as  that  alluded  to  in  Mr.  Lucas’s  Letter,  we 
have  recommended  to  the  Governors  that  they  should  male  the  following  Regulations  in 
the  Matter ; viz. 

That  a Resolution  should  be  adopted  by  the  Governors,  printed  and  hun"  up  in  the 
Porter’s  Office,  to  the  Effect, — 

“ That  it  is  desirable,  and  would  tend  to  the  public  Convenience,  that  an  Opportunity 
should  be  afforded  to  Persons  seeking  Situations  as  Nurses  to  register  their  Names  in 
the  Porter’s  Office,  but  that  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Governors  or  Officers 
of  the  Hospital  can  be  in  no  degree  held  answerable  for  the  Character  or  Capability 
of  such  Persons : 

“ That  a Registry  shall  be  accordingly  kept  by  the  Porter,  according  to  the  following 
Form  ; but  that  neither  he  nor  any  other  Officer  of  the  Establishment  be  permitted  to  give 
any  Recommendation,  under  any  Circumstances : 

“ That  upon  an  Entry  being  made  in  the  Registry  a Fee  of  2s.  6d.  be  paid  to  the 
Porter,  for  which  he  shall  in  all  Cases  give  a Receipt  on  the  printed  Form  to  be  settled 
by  the  Governors: 

“ That  any  Person  seeking  a Nurse,  upon  making  an  Application  to  the  Porter,  he  shall 
allow  the  Registry  to  be  inspected,  on  Payment  of  64,  for  which  he  shall  at  all  Times  give 
a Receipt  on  the  Form  to  be  settled  by  the  Governors;  and  that  the  Porter  shall  furnish 
likewise  any  Person  making  such  Application  at  the  Hospital  with  a Copy  of  these  Resolu- 
tions,  on  Payment  of  Id.”

Feeling  very  sensibly  the  Importance  of  a due  Regulation  with  regard  to  Pupils  in 
an  Institution  such  as  the  Lying-in  Hospital,  we  think  it  would  be  desirable  that  a Book 
should  be  kept  by  the  Porter,  in  which  resident  Pupils  should  be  required  to  enter  their 
Names,  and  the  Hour  of  Return  into  the  Hospital,  at  Night,  when  they  have  Occasion  to 
leave  it ; that  any  Instance  or  Complaint  of  Irregularity  on  the  part  of  a Pupil  should  be 
immediately  notified  to  the  Master,  and  by  him  to  the  Board  at  its  next  Meeting ; and 
that  no  Pupil,  resident  or  otherwise,  should  have  recourse  to  the  Wards,  unless  under  the 
immediate  Direction  of  the  Master  or  Assistants. 

No  Registry  appears  to  be  kept  of  the  Children  who  have  died  in  the  Institution  without 
having  been  baptized.  We  are  of  opinion  that  Means  should  be  taken  by  the  Governors, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  have  Children  baptized  in  the  Institution  by  the  Clergymen  of  the 
Religious  Denomination  of  their  respective  Parents. 

We  have  only  to  add,  that  we  consider  the  Lying-in  Hospital  a most  valuable  and 
important  public  Institution.  WTe  believe  that,  in  the  event  of  the  public  Grant  being  with- 
drawn, Means  could  not  be  obtained  from  private  Sources  to  continue  it  on  its  present 
useful  and  efficient  Footing;  we  strongly  recommend  a Continuance  of  the  Grant  for  its 
Support.  And  we  respectfully  urge  -upon  the  Consideration  of  your  Excellency,  and  the 
Governors  of  the  Institution,  the  Suggestions  we  have  offered  with  regard  to  the  Mode  of 
keeping  the  Accounts,  the  Emoluments  of  the  Master,  and  the  Fees  paid  by  Assistants 
and  Pupils,  the  Extension  of  Midwife  Instruction,  the  Extension  of  extern  Relief,  the  making 
the  Museum  and  Library  the  Property  of  the  Institution,  the  Maintenance  of  the  Capital 
Stock  of  the  Institution,  unless  disposed  of  under  the  Sanction  of  Government,  and  the 
Registry  for  Nurses.

Letter  from  Dr.  Collins  to  John  Barlow  Esq. 

My  dear  Sir,  Merrion  Square,  30th  March  1842. 

My  Anxiety  for  the  Prosperity  and  Welfare  of  our  Lying-in  Hospital  induces  me  to  call 
the  Attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  some  of  the  Subjects  discussed  when  I was  lately 
before  them,  as  I am  lead  to  apprehend,  from  their  Line  of  Examination,  that  they  contem- 
plate the  Recommendation  of  some  Changes  in  the  Management  of  the  Institution  which 
would  vitally  interfere  with  the  Well-being  of  this  admirable  Charity,  which  for  nearly  & 
Century  has  uninterruptedly  and  progressively  prospered  without  almost  one  Departure 
f rom  the  admirably  wise  and  judicious  Regulations  of  its  Founder,  Dr.  Mosse.  What  need, 
therefore,  is  there  for  Interference  with  Regulations  established  at  so  remote  a Period,  and 
which  have  been  productive  of  such  vast  Good  for  so  lengthened  a Series  of  Years  that  even 
the  sanguine  Expectations  of  the  truly  benevolent  Founder,  were  he  in  Existence,  could 
scarcely  hope  or  desire  more. 

The  first  Change  which  may  possibly  be  contemplated  by  the  Commissioners  is  the- 
Appropriation  by  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  of  the  small  Sum  of  Money  which  they 
have  lately  invested  temporarily  in  the  Funds  to  the  Payment  of  a Portion  of  the  Debentures 
issued  so  long  ago  as  1790  for  the  building  of  the  public  Rooms,  and  for  which  Debentures 
the  Government  of  that  Day  went  Security,  and  have  ever  been  strictly  looked  upon  as  a 
(24, — App.)  K k 4 Govern- 
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No.  I.  (C.)  Government  Debt  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Charity.  The  Appropriation,  therefore,  of  Money 
Report  on  Chari-  bequeathed  by  benevolent  Individuals  for  the  permanent  Endowment  of  the  Institution,  to 
table  Institutions  t(ie  payment  0f  such  a Debt,  would,  in  my  Opinion,  be  a direct  Violation  of  their  Intentions, 
and  in  every  way  calculated  to  shut  out  the  Charity  from  similar  Bequests  in  future.  Besides, 
No  4.  (C.)  tlie  Funds  of  this  Charity  must  suffer  by  any  such  Application,  as  the  Governors  can  invest 
The  Lying-in  any  surplus  Money  in  Ground  Rents  at  4.|  or  5 per  Cent.,  whereas  each  Debenture  yields 

Hospital.  no  more  than  3/.  1 3s.  10c?.,  which  is  only  3s.  10c/.  each  above  the  Three-and-a-Half  per 

Cents.,  where  the  Money  is  placed  until  a fit  Investment  offers.  It  must  also  be  obvious  to 

every  Individual  who  examines  into  the  Income  and  Expenditure  of  the  Establishment,  that 
where  so  large  a Sum  is  to  be  paid  with  so  very  uncertain  and  fluctuating  an  Income,  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  conduct  the  Affairs  of  the  Charity,  either  with  Advantage  or 
Energy,  without  a Reserve  Fund  to  enable  them  to  discharge  Debts  arising  occasionally  from 
Causes  totally  unavoidable,  as  you  will  se§  by  the  Return  made  by  the  Governors  to  the 
Commissioners. 

A second  Change,  which  I apprehend  contemplated  by  the  Commissioners  to  recommend, 
is,  that  the  Master  of  the  Hospital  should  be  paid  a certain  Sum  yearly,  together  with  a 
Portion  of  the  Fees  which  he  derives  from  the  Instruction  of  Pupils,  the  remaining  Portion 
to  be  added  to  the  Hospital  Funds.  I sincerely  state,  that  in  my  Opinion  a more  disadvan- 
tageous Change  in  every  respect  could  not  be  made,  nor  one  that  would  lessen  the  real 
Utility  of  our  invaluable  School  of  Midwifery  more.  It  now  stands  unrivalled  in  any  Part 
of  the  World,  and  is  one  of  the  chief  Attractions  to  our  Dublin  School  of  Medicine. 
Change  the  System  which  has  been  pursued  from  its  Foundation  with  unexampled  Utility, 
and  instantly  you  crush  and  paralyse  the  Efforts  by  which  it  has  been  productive  of  such 
vast  Good.  For  what  wise  Purpose  is  our  School  to  undergo  this  blighting  and  withering 
Process  ? Alone,  as  it  was  stated  to  me,  to  disabuse  the  Minds  of  some  invisible  Indivi- 
duals with  respect  to  the  enormous  Amount  of  Money  received  by  the  Master  from  his 
Pupils.  A more  imaginary  or  groundless  Grievance  could  not  be  assigned  ; as,  in  the  first 
place,  no  Well  wisher  to  the  Charity  should  blindly  make  such  an  Assertion,  when  all  he  had 
to  do  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  Falsity  of  such  a Statement  was  to  walk  into  the  Registrar’s 
Office  at  the  Hospital,  and  see  the  Record  of  every  Pupil  who  has  ever  attended  the 
Hospital,  as  it  is  kept  expressly  in  this  public  Manner  that  no  Individual  may  pass  as  having 
been  a Pupil  who  had  not  received  Instruction  in  the  Institution. 

Is  it  possible  more  Publicity  could  be  given  as  to  the  Master’s  Emoluments  from  Pupils  ? 
If  thought  advisable  he  could  have  no  Objection  (but  the  contrary)  to  publish  their  Names 
monthly  or  yearly,  in  the  Weekly  Advertiser. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  Public  the  truly  arduous  and  responsible  Duty  the  Master  of  this 
Hospital  has  to  discharge,  and  that,  agreeable  to  the  Charter,  he  can  only  hold  it  for  Seven 
Years. 

He  has  also  to  lecture  his  Pupils  Three  Times  weekly,  all  the  Year,  and  to  lay  out 
about  150/.  annually,  for  the  necessary  Materials  for  Lecture,  including  his  Museum, 
Library,' extensive  Advertisements  in  the  Newspapers,  Almanacks,  and  Periodicals. 

Let  the  Commissioners  satisfy  themselves  of  what  is  here  stated,  and  I pledge  myself  no 
just  Cause  can  be  assigned  for  so  destructive  a Change.  Who  are  the  Individuals  who  have 
watched  over  this  Charity  with  the  utmost  Zeal,  and  who  have  ever  stood  foremost  in  its 
Support?  I fearlessly  answer  the  Ex-Masters  and  Master;  and  without  such  warm  Friends 
I know  not  what  would  become  of  the  Institution.  Lessen  the  Respectability  and  profes- 
sional Rank  of  the  Candidates  for  this  Office,  and  be  assured  a more  vital  Stab  could  not  be 
given  to  its  Welfare.  I have  solely  the  Interests  of  the  Charity  at  Heart  in  making  the 
Statement  I have  done  to  you.  And,  as  an  independent  Individual,  I will  add,  that  I solemnly 
feel  that  it  would  be  more  desirable  for  the  future  Well-being  of  the  Hospital  to  be  deprived 
of  the  Government  Aid,  and  for  the  present  to  shut  up  a Portion  of  the  Wards,  until  the 
public  Bounty  and  the  Exertions  of  the  Governors  gradually  enabled  them  to  afford  that 
Relief  which  for  so  many  Years  it  has  pleased  the  Giver  of  all  Good  to  enable  them  to  do, 
than  that  the  Measures  alluded  to  should  be  adopted. 

One  of  the  many  desirable  Objects  contemplated  by  the  Founder  of  the  Hospital  was 
that  of  affording  Instruction  in  Midwifery,  so  as  to  supply  properly  qualified  Practitioners 
to  every  Part  of  Ireland ; and  to  effect  this  as  far  as  practicable  he  had  a Clause  introduced 
into  the  Charter,  empowering  the  Master  “ to  instruct  all  Students  in  Physic,  Surgeons,  or 
Apprentices  to  Surgeons,  and  all  such  others,  whether  Men  or  Women,  as  intend  to  practise 
Midwifery.” 

The  following  Statement  is  from  the  Report,  printed  by  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons 
in  1830,  respecting  Charitable  Institutions  in  Dublin.  (See  Page  2.) 

“ The  Committee  are  desirous  of  calling  the  Attention  of  the  Government,  and  the 
Managers  of  many  of  the  Institutions  receiving  public  Aid,  to  the  Propriety  of  adopting  the 
Principle  advantageously  acted  upon  in  London  and  Edinburgh,  as  well  as  the  Hospital  of 
Incurables  and  the  Lying-in  Hospital  of  Dublin,  and  of  obtaining  the  gratuitous  Services  of 
Surgeons  and  Physicians,  rather  than  by  paying  them  annual  Salaries.” 

You  will  clearly  see  the  only  Object  I can  have  in  view  in  communicating  with  you  is 
that  of  stating  what  I believe  to  be  true.  Knowing,  as  I so  well  do,  how  completely  and 
almost  entirely  the  Economy,  Management,  and  Care  of  the  Charity,  rest  and  depend  upon 
the  Exertions  of  the  Master  and  those  who  had  been  Masters,  and  also  knowing  how  well 
and  faithfully  these  important  Duties  have  hitherto  been  attended  to,  I feel  it  but  Justice

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in  the  present  Instance  to  state  so ; and  I truly  believe  no  Establishment  could  be  con-  Report  on  Chari- 
ducted  more  creditably,  or  with  greater  Care  and  Anxiety  as  to  Economy,  and  the  affording  table  Institutions 
the  most  effectual  Relief  to  the  poor  and  distressed  Creatures  who  seek  Admission  within  (Dublin).

the  8th  December  1757.  „

the  Sum  of  8,163Z.,  and  applied  it  to  the  Erection  of  this ; and  when  the  Building  was  com- 
pleted, Parliamentary  Aid  was  granted  to  fit  it  up  for  the  Reception  of  Patients,  and  for  the 
Purpose  of  discharging  Debts  incurred  previously. 

4.  Did  the  Government  of  the  Day  contribute  towards  its  Erection  or  Endowment,  and 
to  what  Amount?— When  the  Hospital  was  built  the  Government  of  the  Day  contributed 
the  Sum  of  6,000Z.,  for  the  Purpose  of  discharging  Debts  contracted,  and  for  preparing  it 
for  the  Reception  of  Patients,  and  from-  that  Time  to  the  present  have  always  afforded  to 
this  Charity  the  most  liberal  Support.  During  the  first  Ten  Years  after  the  Hospital  was 
opened  and  occupied,  further  Sums,  to  the  Amount  of  9,000Z.,  were  granted  for  the 
Improvement,  Extension  of  Usefulness,  and  Support  of  the  Patients.

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Additional  Queries  for  the  Lying-in  Hospital. 

1 . It  appearing  by  the  Accounts  of  your  Institution  received  from  the  Audit  Office,  that 
Interest  at  4 per  Cent,  is  payable  on  110  Debentures  of  100/.  each,  state  under  what 
Circumstances  and  for  what  Objects  those  Debentures  were  issued  ? — With  respect  to  the 
Debentures  issued  in  the  Name  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
so  long  ago  as  the  Year  1790,  for  the  Purpose  of  Building  the  public  Rooms  connected  with 
the  Charity,  the  Government  at  that  Period  guaranteed  the  Repayment  of  the  said  Deben- 
tures, and  have  ever  since  paid  the  Interest  annually.  These  Debentures  have  ever  been 
solely  considered  as  strictly  a Government  Debt  by  the  Governors  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
as  it  could  not  for  a Moment  be  supposed  by  them  that  their  Predecessors  would  on  their 
own  account  involve  the  Charity  in  so  hazardous  a Speculation.  It  is  believed  by  the 

, present  Governors  that  it  was  the  Want  of  such  public  Assembly  Rooms  in  Dublin  which 
induced  the  Government  of  that  Day  to  undertake  the  Debt  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Lying-in 
Hospital.  The  Commissioners  lately  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
observe,  that  “ it  appears  by  the  Audit  Office  Accounts  that  the  Institution  possesses  Funds, 
in  Government  and  other  Securities,  producing  in  some  Cases  but  3£  per  Cent.,  and  wish 
the  Governors  to  state  any  and  what  Grounds  why  these  Funds  should  not  be  applied  in 
discharge  of  the  Debentures.”  The  Governors  and  Guardians  cannot  help  stating,  in  the 
first  place,  that  to  press  such  an  Application  of  the  small  Amount  of  the  Funds  at  their 
disposal  in  part  Payment  of  Debentures,  would  vitally  interfere  with  the  Efforts  which  they 
have  been  unceasingly  making  from  Year  to  Year  in  order  totally  to  free  the  Government 
from  any  Burden  on  account  of  this  Institution ; and  they  would  also  distinctly  add,  that 
in  their  Opinion,  to  appropriate  the  Money  in  such  Manner  would  be  a Violation  of  the 
Intentions  of  the  benevolent  Individuals  who  bequeathed  it  to  the  Charity. 

The  Governors  beg  to  state,  that  it  is  only  within  the  last  few  Years  they  have  been  able 
to  accumulate  any  Funds  beyond  their  immediate  Wants,  and  they  most  respectfully  submit, 
that  the  Necessity  of  a surplus  Fund  must  be  obvious,  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  Expendi- 
ture of  so  large  an  Establishment,  depending  so  much  upon  a very  fluctuating  and  uncertain 
Income;  for  example,  the  Two  last  Years  the  Governors  could  by  no  possible  Effort  of  theirs 
meet  the  heavy  Loss  which  the  Charity  sustained  by  the  Deficiency  in  their  casual  Income  of 
above  400/.  in  each  of  these  Years,  in  consequence  of  the  Failure  of  Receipts  from  the  pro- 
menades in  the  Rotunda  Gardens,  owing  to  the  recent  Establishment  of  extensive  Fireworks 
in  the  Portobello  Gardens.  Had  not  the  Governors  the  Power  of  relieving  the  Institution 
from  about  800/.  Debt,  by  the  Sale  of  so  much  Stock,  the  Charity  could  not  have  been  kept 
open.  When  it  is  stated  that  the  Expenditure  amounts  to  about  4,600/.  yearly,  and  that 
the  total  actual  Income  in  possession  of  the  Governors  (including  the  Interest  from  the 
Money  in  the  Funds)  is  only  660/.  4s.  lid.,  which  with  the  annual  Grant  of  1,000/.  makes 
1,660/.  4s.  lit/.,  leaving  no  less  a Balance  than  2,939/.  16s.  Id.  to  be  provided  for  by  the 
Governors  from  casual  Sources  alone,  no  further  Proof  is  necessary  of  the  absolute  Necessity 
of  a reserved  Fund ; which,  if  forced  to  resort  to  on  some  urgent  Occasions,  the  Governors 
never  lose  an  Opportunity  of  adding  to  when  in  their  Power.  The  Governors  beg  also  to 
remark,  that  although  to  a casual  Observer  it  may  appear  that  the  Charity  would,  by  the 
Payment  of  some  of  the  Debentures,  procure  higher  Interest  than  3£  per  Cent.,  there  is, 
however,  little  more  than  a nominal  Difference  between  the  3i  per  Cents,  and  the  Deben- 
tures, amounting  only  to  3s.  lOd.  on  each;  besides,  the  Governors  have,  when  practicable  to 
spare  any  Money  from  their  immediate  Wants,  invested  it  in  Ground  Rents,  which  yields 
them  5 per  Cent.,  which  is  equal  to  1/.  6s.  ld.j  yearly  on  100/.  above  that  which  these 
Debentures  would  produce.  The  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
earnestly  and  anxiously  hope  the  Commissioners,  in  consideration  of  the  Circumstances 
stated,  will  feel  with  them,  that  to  withdraw  from  them  the  trifling  Sum  of  about  6,500/. 

, (which  enables  them  to  conduct  the  Charity  with  an  Energy  which  they  could  not  otherwise 
do)  would  greatly  interfere  with  the  best  Interests  of  the  noble  Institution  in  which  they 
take  so  deep  an  Interest,  as  to  induce  them  to  undertake  the  heavy  Responsibility  of  its 
Management,  as  well  as  individually  to  contribute  to  its  Funds. 

The  Governors,  therefore,  in  conclusion,  and  in  reply  to  the  Seventy-second  Query  from 
the  Commissioners,  would  respectfully  submit  that  no  more  advantageous  Investment  can 
be  suggested  by  them  than  the  Purchase  of  Ground  Rents  from  Time  to  Time  with  such 
Money  as  they  are  enabled,  by  the  Bounty  of  the  Public,  to  apply  to  the  permanent 
Endowment  of  the  Charity.

276  APPENDIX  TO  MINUTES  OF  EVIDENCE  BEFORE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON 

Years  the  Parliamentary  Grant  to  this  Institution  was  above  3,000/.  annually • at 
it  is  only  l,000i ; and  the  Governors  and  Guardians  trust,  that  if  the  Government 
continue  their  benevolent  Assistance  a little  longer,  that  the  Period  is  not  very  remm 
when,  by  the  continued  Generosity  of  the  Public,  and  their  own  Resources,  they  will 
enabled  to  Supply  the  Wants  of  their  helpless  Inmates,  without  being  obliged  as  it 
present,  to  throw  themselves  upon  the  Generosity  of  the  Government,  to  which  tW 
on  behalf  of  the  Charity,  feel  so  truly  and  largely  indebted.  ■ 

With  respect  to  the  Third  Head,  the  Statement  given  as  to  Subscriptions  is  sufficient  • 
and  the  Governors  would  add,  that  the  Charity  has  received  no  Support  from  local  Taxatim’ 
for  many  Years  past.  A Tax  on  private  Sedan  Chairs,  granted  to  the  Institution  by  the 
Irish  Parliament,  produced  400/.  per  Annum  before  the  Union,  but  soon  afterwards  declinerl 
and  at  present  there  is  not  one  paid  for.  5 

As  to  the  Fourth  Head:  In  reference  to  the  strictest  Economy  in  Salaries  and  all  other 
Expenses,  the  Governors  and  Guardians  beg  to  state,  that  the  most  scrupulous  Attention  is 
paid  to  keep  the  general  Expenses  of  the  Dietary  and  other  Comforts  of  the  Patients  within 
as  moderate  Bounds  as  is  sufficient  to  afford  adequate  Relief  to  the  Patients,  as  they  have 
always  felt  it  an  important  Part  of  their  Duty,  and  they  can  confidently  assert,  that  the 
Expenses  Ell  much  within  those  of  any  similar  Establishment  in  Great  Britain,— little  more 
than  One  Third  of  that  expended  on  each  Patient  in  similar  Institutions  in  England  and 
elsewhere.  The  Governors  annex  a Statement  of  the  only  Salaries  paid  to  the  different 
Officers,  which  they  consider  moderate,  consistent  with  the  Duties  to  be  performed,  and  the 
Responsibility  required. 

, „Tll<r  Governors  and  Guardians,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  refer  with  Satisfaction  to  the 
t1°''°'ving  Statement,  made  by  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  in 
1829  to  report  on  certain  Charitable  Institutions.

As  the  Wards  of  the  Hospital  were  occupied  by  Patients  in  Rotation,  as  soon  as  each  m 
succession  was  vacated  I continued  the  Use  of  Chloride  of  Lime,  confining  its  Application  Nq  4 ) 

to  the  Floors ; in  this  way  every  Ward  was  submitted  to  this  Process  every  Ten  or  The  Lying-in 

Twelve  Days,  the  Solution  being  left  on  for  Twenty-four  Hours,  during  which  Time  the  Hospital 

Blankets,  Quilts,  Linen,  &c.  were  suspended,  so  as  to  be  exposed  to  the  Chlorine  Gas, 

which  is  copiously  discharged  from  the  Preparation  mentioned ; the  Chloride  was  then 
carefully  washed  off,  and  the  Boards,  when  dry,  polished  with  a Brush.  It  may  appear 
strange  that  a Process  such  as  stated  should  be  considered  advisable  in  an  Establishment 
which  is  at  all  Times  kept  in  the  most  perfect  State  of  Neatness  and  Cleanliness  in  every 
respect,  so  much  so  that  few  private  Houses  would  bear  Comparison ; yet  the  Result  con- 
sequent on  such  a Practice  will  fully  justify  our  having  recourse  to  it.  To  the  Ventilation 
of  the  Hospital  I always  paid  the  most  strict  Attention,  so  that  no  heated  or  vitiated  Air 
mio-ht  be  suffered  to  accumulate,  at  the  same  Time  using  every  Precaution  against  exposing 
the0  Patients  to  too  free  a Current  of  Air.  All  the  Beds  in  the  Hospital  are  composed  of 
Straw,  nor  is  any  one  used  more  than  a Second  Time  without  the  Cover  having  been 
washed  and  the  Straw  removed.  In  any  Instance  when  the  Patient  dies  this  is  at  once 
done;  and  should  the  most  remote  Symptom  of  Fever  have  been  present,  every  Article 
connected  with  the  Bedding  is  instantly  scoured  and  stoved,  the  Wood-work  and  Floors 
washed  with  the  Chloride  of  Lime  Solution,  and  the  entire  Ward  whitewashed.  This  was 
readily  effected,  as  the  sick  were  invariably  placed  in  a small  Ward  apart  from  the  healthy. 

To  this  Precaution  too  much  Attention  cannot  be  paid.  I am  satisfied  instant  Separation 
is  of  vast  Importance  to  both.  . 

I have  thus  minutely  described  the  Measures  adopted  to  banish  or  guard  against  this 
Disease  during  my  Residence  in  the  Hospital,  the  Consequences  of  which  were  extremely 
satisfactory.  Of  10,785  Patients  delivered  in  the  Hospital  subsequent  to  this  Period,  only 
Fifty-eio-ht  died,  which  is  nearly  in  the  Proportion  of  One  in  186,  the  lowest  Mortality  on 
Record  In  an  equal  Number  6f  a similar  Class  of  Females.  The  Facts  detailed  are  strongly 
calculated  not  only  to  lead  us  to  suspect,  but  even  to  prove,  that  this  Fever  derived  its 
Or  join  from  some  local  Cause,  and  not  from  any  thing  noxious  in  the  Atmosphere.  To 
this°I  should  assent,  had  we  not  Proof,  equally  well  authenticated,  of  its  Prevalence  and 
Fatality  in  the  Houses  of  the  affluent,  in  London  and  Edinburgh  particularly. 

In  private  Practice  among  the  higher  Classes  in  Dublin,  Puerperal  Fever,  accompanied 
by  the  low  typhoid  Symptoms,  so  prevalent  in  Hospitals,  is  scarcely  known. 

The  late  Dr.  Joseph  Clarke  informed  me,  that  in  the  course  of  Forty-five  Years  extensive 
Practice  he  lost  but  Four  Patients  from  this  Disease.  My  own  Experience  is  in  every 
respect  corroborative  of  Dr.  Clarke’s.  . 

Amongst  the  lower  Classes  in  Dublin  it  occurs  occasionally  of  the  same  Character  as  is 
observed°in  Hospitals ; never,  however,  as  far  as  I have  been  able  to  judge,  to  any  Extent. 

As  to  the  Prevalence  or  otherwise  of  Puerperal  Fever  in  the  Hospital  during  any  general 
Epidemic  in  Dublin,  as  noticed  in  Query  46,  this  is  a doubtful  Point.  This  Disease 
has  become  epidemic  in  our  Hospital  upon  several  Occasions  when  Typhus  Fever  prevailed 
in  the  City,  and  at  other  Times  when  Erysipelas  was  frequently  met  with.  I also  know  ot 
Two  remarkable  Instances  when  Patients  labouring  under  a bad  Form  of  Typhus  1'  ever 
were  admitted  at  Night,  and  placed  in  Beds  adjoining  other  lying-in  Women,  who  were 
shortly  after  this  Occurrence  attacked  with  Puerperal  Fever.  In  the  F irst  Instance  the  i wo 
Females  in  the  adjoining  Beds  were  attacked,  and  both  died.  In  the  Second  Instance  there 
were  only  Three  Women  in  the  Ward  with  the  Patient  labouring  under  Typhus;  all  were 
attacked,  and  Two  died.  Both  the  Patients  in  Typhus  had  been  but  a few  Hours  in  the 
Ward  with  the  other  Women,  as  they  were  instantly  removed  into  another  Apartment. 

The  Occurrence  just  noticed  was  very  striking,  but  I have  known  several  similar  to  have 
taken  place  (the  Admission  of  Patients  labouring  under  Typhus)  without  any  bad  Effects 
whatever.  When  Typhus  Fever  was  very  prevalent,  we  have  been  frequently  compelled, 
however  unwilling  to  do  so,  to  admit  such  Patients  when  in  Labour,  and  in  the  Majority  the 
Recovery  was  favourable;  the  utmost  Precaution,  however,  was  observed  to  keep  them  apart 
from  the  other  Patients.  I have  known  Puerperal  Fever  at  several  Times  to  prevail  m the 
Hospital  when  there  was  no  general  Epidemic  in  Dublin ; and,  on  the  contrary,  I have 
known  the  Fever  Hospitals  crowded  when  there  was  no  Puerperal  Fever  in  the  Lying-m 
Hospital.  It  has  been  generally  observed,  that  previous  to  Puerperal  Fever  becoming 
epidemic  in  the  Hospital,  the  Patients  recovered  more  slowly ; and  when  this  is  observed 
it  should  arouse  the  Medical  Attendant  to  adopt  without  Delay  every  Means  he  considers  m 
the  least  Degree  calculated  to  prevent  its  Occurrence.  The  vital  Importance  of  Prevention 
to  those  Physicians  who  have  charge  of  Hospitals  is  best  impressed  by  the  notoriously  fatal 
Result  of  this  Disease  when  prevalent.  . 

I cannot  here  omit  urging  the  great  Importance  of  the  Medical  Attendant  seeing  the 
Patient  instantly  on  her  being  attacked ; whenever  this  is  practicable,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
Consequence.  In  our  Hospital  the  Master  and  Assistants  are  always  resident;  than  which 
a more  salutary  Regulation  could  not  exist,  as  their  immediate  Presence  always  insures  to 
the  Patient  the  utmost  Attention,  and  affords  them  the  full  Advantage  of  the  Charity. 

In  the  Hospital  we  made  it  an  invariable  Rule  at  all  Times  to  visit  every  Patient  twice 
daily  ; but  when  Puerperal  Fever  prevailed,  we  visited  every  Six  Hours.

43.  The  Number  of  Patients  has  been  as  much  as  possible  restricted ; over-crowdin® 
of  the  Wards  prevented ; the  Patients  scattered  more  through  the  Building  by  usino-  the 
small  Wards  for  Labour  Patients,  as  well  as  for  such  as  required  to  be  separated ; strict 
Separation  in  Patients  attacked  with  Puerperal  Fever  attended  to;  the  House  most 
assiduously  ventilated ; the  Wards  left  vacant  for  several  Days  between  each  Time  of  their 
Occupation  by  Patients,  which  was  seldom  for  a Period  of  more  than  Five  Days ; strict 
Ablution  and  Cleanliness  in  every  Article  of  Furniture  secured;  the  Bedclothes  constantly 
washed  and  stored ; the  Bed-straw  changed  with  every  fresh  Batch  of  Patients ; the  Wards 
frequently  whitewashed  and  Wood-work  occasionally  painted  ; and,  in  addition  to  all  these 
the  Plan  of  washing  the  Floors  and  Wood-work,  Bedsteads,  ike.  with  Chloride  of  Lime 
Solution,  and  Fumigation  of  the  Bedclothes  with  Chlorine  Gas  in  every  Ward  after  its 
Occupation  by  each  Batch  of  Patients,  as  practised  by  my  Predecessor  in  Office,  Dr.  Collins 
was  even  more  rigorously  carried  out  by  me  throughout  the  whole  Period  of  my  Seven 
Years  Mastership. 

44.  It  is  quite  possible,  that  had  not  these  Means,  with  a view  to  Prevention  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  been  adopted,  the  Fatality  might  have  been  greater;  at  the  same  Time  that  the 
History  of  my  septennial  Mastership  affords  convincing  Proof,  that  as  yet  we  possess  no 
effectual  Means  of  Prevention  in  this  Disease.  I entered  upon  its  Charge  in  1833,  after  a 
Period  of  Four  Years  in  which  the  Disease  had  not  shown  itself;  and,  sanguine  in  my 
Hopes  that  its  Absence  was  ascribable  to  the  excellent  Plans  adopted  by  my  Predecessor 
for  its  Prevention,  I carried  them  into-  effect,  if  possible,  with  greater  Assiduity,  and 
persisted  in  them,  as  well  as  every  other  that  human  Ingenuity  could  devise,  until  I r§Signed 
my  anxious  Post,  and  in  no  One  Year  of  my  Seven  was  I free  from  it.  From  myI. * * * * &own 
Experience  then,  as  well  as  from  what  I know  of  its  History,  both  in  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
of  Dublin  and  elsewhere,  I am  constrained  to  believe  that  the  apparently  capricious  Returns 
of  Puerperal  Fever  are  ascribable  to  Causes  beyond  our  Influence  alike  to  divine  and 
prevent ; and  whilst  I should  still  urge  the  Adoption  of  evqry  reasonable  Plan  that  may 
offer  even  a Probability  of  Success  for  its  Prevention,  I must  add  my  Conviction,  based 
upon  Experience  but  too  ample,  that  the  only  Check  to  its  Spread  in  the  Locality  in  which 
it  appears,  is  to  refuse  Patients  Admission  within  the  Sphere  of  its  fatal  Influence.

46.  Occasionally  it  would  appear  to  have  done  so,  but  no  certain  or  invariable  Relation 
was  in  this  respect  observed  to  hold. 

The  Epidemic  Affections  with  which  it  appeared  to  bear  the  most  marked  Relation  were 
continued  and  Typhus  Fever,  and  Erysipelas. 

The  Character  of  the  Puerperal  Fever  varied  also  very  much  in  its  different  Attacks,  and 
its  Nature  occasionally  appeared  to  be  influenced  by  the  prevalent  Epidemic ; thus  in  some 
Forms  the  Chest  was  more  likely  to  be  engaged,  in  others  the  Joints,  &e.  &c.

properly  established : That  such  Hospital,  when  established,  will  be  a Means  not.  only  of 
preserving  the  Lives  and  relieving  the  Miseries  of  numberless  lying-in  Women,  but  also  of 
preventing  that  most  unnatural  (though  too  frequent)  Practice  of  abandoning,  or  perhaps 
murdering  new-born  Infants ; and  that  it  may  prevent  such  Gentlemen  as  intend  to  prac- 
tise Midwifery  in  our  said  Kingdom  from  going  abroad  for  Instruction  : That  by  admitting 
and  instructing  in  such  Hospital,  Women  who,  after  some  Time  spent  there,  being  duly 
qualified,  may  settle  in  such  Parts  of  our  said  Kingdom  as  most  stand  in  need  of  such 
Persons,  it  will  be  a Means  of  preventing  the  unhappy  Effects  owing  to  the  Ignorance  oi 
the  generality  of  Country  Midwives  : That  by  preserving  the  Lives  of  so  many  Infants, 
who°in  all  Probability  must  otherwise  perish,  it  will  increase  the  Number  of  our  Subjects 
in  our  said  Kingdom. 

III.  And  further  setting  forth,  that  the  Petitioners  were  the  more  encouraged  in  their 
Application  to  our  said  then  Lieutenant  General  and  General  Governor  of  our  said  King- 
dom of  Ireland  from  the  great  Success  which  had  then  already  attended  an  Attempt  towards 
an  Hospital  of  this  Kind,  made  by  Dr.  Bartholomew  Mosse,  of  the  said  City  of  Dublin, 

Suro-eon  and  Man  Midwife,  who,  being  convinced  of  the  great  Usefulness  of  the  Under- 
taking, and  encouraged  thereto  by  the  Subscriptions  of  several  well-disposed  Persons,  had 
opened,  some  Time  since,  for  this  Purpose  an  House,  furnished  with  Twenty-four  Beds  and 
other  Necessaries  in  proportion,  and  in  the  Space  of  Four  Years  and  a Half  1,240  Women, 
with  proper  Certificates  of  their  Poverty  and  good  Character,  had  been  admitted,  and 
safely  delivered  of  1,262  Children  (several  having  had  Twins),  and  discharged,  during 
which  whole  Time  there  had  been  no  Instance  of  any  Child  exposed  or  murdered  in  the 
City  or  any  of  the  Suburbs  of  Dublin  ; the  said  Petitioners  did,  by  such  their  Petition, 
apply  to  our  said  then  Lieutenant  General  and  General  Governor  of  said  Kingdom  to 
intercede  with  us  for  our  Royal  Charter  to  incorporate  such  Persons  as  We  should  think 
fit  by  the  Name  of  “ The  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of  poor 
lyina-in  Women  in  Dublin,”  with  a Power  of  purchasing  Lands  to  the  Value  of  1,0007.  per 
Annum,  together  with  such  other  Powers  and  under  such  Regulations  as  to  Us  should 
seem  proper:  And  whereas  our  said  Lieutenant  General  and  General  Governor  did,  by  his 
Order  bearing  date  the  12th  Day  of  March  1752,  refer  the  said  Petition  to  our  Attorney

2.  That  sealed  Proposals  be  advertised  for  and  received  for  supplying  the  Hospital 
throughout  the  Year  with  the  following  Articles ; viz.  Butchers  Meat,  Beer,  Bread,  Butter, 
Coals,  Candles,  Groceries,  Lamplighting,  Milk,  Repairs,  and  Washing;  and  that  Pre- 
ference be  given  to  the  most  reasonable.  That  distinct  Pass-books  be  kept  for  the 
several  Tradespeople,  wherein  the  several  Articles  wanting  shall  be  set  down  by  the  House 
Officers ; the  Prices  shall  be  inserted  by  the  several  Dealers,  and  the  Initials  of  the  Person 
who  may  receive  the  same  shall  be  added,  as  Vouchers  for  the  Delivery. 

3.  That  no  half-yearly  Bill  exceeding  10/.  be  discharged,  unless  an  Affidavit  be  annexed 
thereto  or  inserted  in  the  Pass-book  (if  one  be  kept)  that  the  several  Articles  therein  con- 
tained were  honestly  delivered,  were  good  in  their  Kinds,  and  the  Charge  reasonable ; 
and  it  is  recommended  that  all  Accounts  be  stated  and  discharged  every  Six  Months,  if 
possible,  and  likewise  returned  annually,  as  directed,  to  the  Commissioners  of  Imprest 
Accounts;  and  that  a Forfeiture  of  Ten  Times  the  Value  be  annexed  to  every  Breach  of 
Contract,  for  such  Articles  as  may  be  agreed  for  by  the  Weight,  whether  by  Want  of  Weight, 
Goodness,  or  by  any  other  Imposition ; the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  the  Inspection  of  the 
Market  Jury,  or  by  Proof  on  Oath,  and  on  Inspection  of  any  Magistrate  of  the  City  or 
County  of  Dublin. 

4.  That  a monthly  printed  Table,  extracted  from  the  several  Pass-books,  weekly 
Accounts,  and  Registry  of  Patients,  be  fux-nished  to  the  Board,  specifying  therein  the 
Number  of  Patients,  arid  also  the  Number  of  House  Servants  maintained  during  that 
Period ; and  stating  the  Quantities  and  Kinds  of  Butchers  Meat  received,  also  Weight  of 
Bread,  the  Quantity  of  Milk,  &c.  Said  Table  (with  the  several  Pass-books  referred  to)  to 
be  produced  at  every  Board  to  be  held  in  the  Hospital. 

5.  That  in  order  to  prevent  Extortion  from  Patients,  and  to  render  the  Attendance  of 
the  Servants  of  this  Charity  serviceable  and  effectual,  their  Wages  be  advanced  as  in  the 
foregoing  Table,  and  the  following  Diet  be  allowed  them  ; viz.  a Pound  of  Meat  with 
Vegetables  or  Potatoes,  Four  Ounces  of  Butter,  a Pound  of  Bread,  Three  Pints  of  Table 
Beer,  daily ; and  on  Fast  Days,  such  Proportion  of  Fish  or  Cheese  as  the  Master  may 
direct,  or  such  future  Regulations  as  may  on  further  Investigation,  at  some  subsequent 
Board,  be  thought  necessary. 

6.  That  a Table  be  set  up  in  each  Ward,  requiring  any  Patient  who  may  have  Cause  of 
Complaint  to  enclose  the  same  in  Writing,  within  Fourteen  Days  from  quitting  the  Hos- 
pital, to  the  Register  or  any  of  the  Governors;  and  if  such  Charge  be  substantiated,  the 
Servants  offending  shall  be  forthwith  dismissed,  and  a Sum  of  One  Quarter’s  Salary  be 
detained  for  the  Charity  or  the  Person  aggrieved.

9 That,  from  the  great  Concourse  of  Patients  who  apply  for  Relief,  it  is  become 
necessary  to  increase  the  Number  of  Beds  for  their  Reception.  That  therefore  the 
following  Distribution  of  Apartments  be  hereafter  considered  as  the  established  Regulation 
of  this  Hospital,  and  do  continue  unalienably  as  such,  unless  hereafter  altered  in  the 
Forms  required.

The  large  Apartment,  and  the  Two  smaller  ditto,  on  the  North-west  Angle  of  the 
principal  Floor,  will  contain  Eleven  Beds,  and  accommodate  Ten  Patients  and  One 
Attendant. 

The  Master  to  occupy  the  large  Apartment  and  Two  smaller  ditto  on  the  North-east 
Angle  of  the  Basement  Floor,  and  also  the  Two  small  Apartments  on  the  South-east 
An°le  of  the  principal  Floor,  with  occasional  Use  of  the  front  Room. 

The  Assistant  to  have  the  Two  small  Apartments  on  the  South-west  Angle  of  the 
principal  Floor,  with  occasional  Use  of  the  West  Anti-chapel. 

Pupils  to  have  the  large  Apartment  on  the  South-west  Angle  of  the  Basement  Floor, 
with  Camp  Beds  therein  according  to  their  Number,  which  shall  not  at  any  lime 
exceed  Six. 

The  Chaplain  to  occupy  the  large  Apartment  on  the  South-east  Angle  of  the  Basement 
Foor,  and  One  small  Apartment  adjoining  thereto. 

The  Matron  to  have  the  Two  small  Apartments  on  the  North-west  Angle  of  the 
Basement  Floor,  and  an  occasional  Use  of  the  Board  Room  thereto  adjoining. 

The  Housekeeper  to  have  the  Two  small  Apartments  on  the  South-west  Angle  of  the 
Basement  Floor. 

As  the  Hospital  would  be  obliged,  at  a very  considerable  Expense,  to  build  Kitchens  for 
the  new  Apartments  in  Cavendish  Row,  it  is  therefore  recommended,  and  it  is  hereby 
directed  and  ordered,  that  such  Kitchens  and  Apartments  as  may  be  marked  for  that 
Purpose,  in  a Plan  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board,  be  for  ever  annexed  to  such  new 
Buildings,  and  separated  from  the  Offices  of  said  Hospital ; and  that  the  Applotments  of 
said  underground  Floor,  as  marked  and  set  forth  on  said  Plan,  be  for  ever  considered  as 
appropriated  to  the  several  Residents  therein  specified,  and  do  remain  as  a Record  with 
the  Register. 

10.  That  the  necessary  Consumption  of  Coals  for  the  Wards  (allowing  Seven  Months 
for  the  greater  or  Winter  Proportion),  and  also  the  daily  Consumption  in  the  Kitchen  and 
Housekeeper’s  Room,  be  returned  to  the  Board. 

11.  That  the  Master  of  the  Hospital  be  required,  once  or  more  in  every  Year,  to  read 
a Course  of  Lectures  on  Midwifery,  and  that  a Registry  of  Persons  attending  the  same  be 
regularly  kept.

31.  That  the  Master  of  the  Hospital  be  a Governor  during  his  Office,  and  no  longer, 
unless  by  a subsequent  Election. 

32.  That  the  Chaplain,  as  such,  shall  not  be  elected  a Governor. 

33.  That  such  Articles  as  Potatoes,  Groats,  Brown  Sugar,  &c.,  as  may  come  more 
reasonable  by  Wholesale,  and  can  conveniently  and  securely  be  stowed,  be  provided  in 
that  Manner. 


34.  That  no  Small  Beer  be  allowed  to  any  of  the  resident  Families. 

35.  That  as  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  (being  a perpetual  Corporation)  are  directed 
to  receive  and  superintend  all  Matters  respecting  the  Expenditures  necessary  for  the 
Square,  their  Registrar  be  directed  to  provide  a proper  Book  for  the  several  Accounts, 
under  the  Heads  necessary,  and  calculated  for  the  Forty-eight  Tenements  surrounding  the 
Gardens,  and  likewise  an  additional  Statement  for  such  other  additional  Tenements  as  are 
liable  to  pay  for  a Watch  and  Patrol  as  now  established. 

36.  That  no  Person  shall  act  as  Agent  and  Registrar  for  this  Charity  who  shall  not 
give  an  undeniable  Security  to  the  Board,  to  the  Amount  of  1,000/.  Sterling,  for  his 
Conduct. 


37.  That  all  Orders  and  Entries  made  at  any  Board  respecting  this  Charity  shall  be 
publicly  read  over  by  the  Registrar  at  the  subsequent  Board,  previous  to  any  further 
Proceedings. 

38.  That  when  the  annual  Receipts  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  likely  to  exceed  the  Sum  of 
1,500/.  per  Annum,  a Sum  not  exceeding  50/.  may  be  yearly  applied  in  Flannel  Clothing, 
or  otherwise,  to  the  Relief  of  the  most  necessitous  Patients,  at  the  Discretion  of  Ladies,  the 
Wives  of  Governors.  Such  Assistance  not  to  exceed  the  Sum  of  10s.  to  any  Person,  and 
to  be  certified  by  said  Ladies  in  Writing. 


At  a Board  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of  Poor 
Lying-in  Women,  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  on  Saturday  the  28th  Day  of  January  1786,  it 
is  resolved, —

‘ " We  minutely  inspected  every  Ward  in  this  Hospital,  which  is  the  the  principal  and  most 

extensive  Surgical  Hospital  in  Dublin,  and  fully  examined  all  the  Books  connected  with  its 
Management.  We  also  examined,  of  the  Governors,  Dr.  Cusack,  Dr.  Croker,  and  the 
Bishop  of  Meath ; likewise  Dr.  Cecil  Crampton,  the  Resident  Surgeon ; Eliza  Thompson, 
the  Stewardess ,-  Mrs.  Morgell,  the  Matron ; and  Mr.  Johnson,  the  Receiver  or  Registrar.  * 

It  was  founded  by  Dr.  Richard  Stevens,  who  by  his  Will,  bearing  Date  1710,  bequeathed 
his  Estates,  in  Value  at  that  Time  about  6001.  a Year,  after  the  Death  of  his  Twin  Sister 
to  build  an  Hospital  for  maintaining  and  curing  sick  and  wounded  Persons  whose 
Distempers  were  curable. 

His  Sister  having  generously  given  up  her  Life  Interest  in  those  Estates,  reserving  to 
herself  but  1501.  a Year  and  Apartments  - in  the  Hospital,  in  1717  a Site  was  purchased 
and  the  Building  soon  after  commenced. 

In  1730  an  Act  was  passed  constituting  the  Primate,  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Two  Chief  Justices,  the  Chief  Baron,  the  Deans  of  Christ 
Church  and  St.  Patrick’s,  the  Provost  of  Trinity  College,  all  for  the  Time  being,  and 
Twelve  other  Individuals,  a Corporation,  by  the  Name  of  “ The  Governors  and  Guardians 
of  Dr.  Stevens’s  Hospital,”  with  Power  to  elect  future  Governors  in  case  of  Vacancies. 

On  the  2d  of  July  1733  the  Hospital  was  opened  for  Patients.  At  subsequent  Periods, 
through  the  Liberality  of  various  Benefactors,  'its  Accommodation  was  considerably 
increased.  It  now  contains  Fourteen  Wards  (spacious  and  well  ventilated),  with  ample 
Accommodation  for  230  Patients.  Of  these  Wards,  Two,  containing  Thirty-one  Beds, 
were  appropriated  in  1832,  by  Desire  of  Government,  to  Venereal  Patients,  and  Three 
Surgical  Wards,  opened  many  Years'  previously  in  consequence  of  an  Arrangement  with 
Government. 


The  present  Governors  are,— Ex  officio : The  Primate,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Lord 
Archbishop  of  Dublin,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the 
King’s  Bench,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  the  Lord  Chief  Baron 
of  Exchequer,  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s,  the  Surgeon 
General.— Elective:  J.  S.  Rochford,  Esq.,  Rev.  John  Rowley,  Abraham  Colies,  Esq.,  Robert 
M.  Peile,  Esq.,  Gustavus  Lambert,  Esq.,  Rev.  Archdeacon  Torrens,  Sir  William  Betham, 
Samuel  Wilmot,  Esq.  M.D.,  Sir  Henry  Marsh,  Bart.,  M.D.,  James  William  Cusack,  Esq., 
C.  P.  Croker,  Esq.,  M.D.,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Meath. 

The  Board  appears  to  be  regularly  and  sufficiently  attended. 
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The  following  is  a Statement  of  the  Medical  and  other  Officers  and  Servants  of  the 
Institution.

These  Allowances  are  obviously  extremely  moderate.  There  are  likewise  Two  qualified 
Surgeons  appointed  as  clinical  Clerks  every  Year,  who  receive  25Z.  each,  made  up  from 
the  Fees  payable  by  Pupils.  A considerable  Number  of  Pupils  (about  Thirty)  attend 
the  Hospital  for  the  Benefit  of  Instruction,  Eight  of  whom  reside.  The  Fees  required 
from  the  Pupils  are  appropriated  exclusively  in  the  Payment  of  the  clinical  Clerks,  and 
in  procuring  Casts  and  Drawings  of  Diseases.  Clinical  Lectures  are  deliveredfor  the 
Instruction  of  Pupils. 

The  Work  of  the  Hospital  being  too  much  for  the  regular  Nurses,  each  Nurse  has  here- 
tofore been  in  the  habit  of  employing  an  Assistant  or  Servant ; this  Practice  the  Commis- 
sioners think  very  objectionable,  and  they  have  taken  the  Liberty  of  suggesting  to  the 
Governors  that  it  would  be  desirable  for  them  to  determine  upon  the  Number  of 
Servants  which  would  be  sufficient  for  the  necessary  Business  of  the  Hospital,  and  that 
all  such  Servants  should  be  appointed  by  a responsible  Officer,  and  made  Part  of  the 
regular  Establishment. 

The  Accountant  being  advanced  in  Years,  and  in  delicate  Health,  and  the  Steward 
being  a Female,  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion,  taking  into  consideration  the  Extent 
of  the  Hospital,  and  the  necessary  Complication  and  Magnitude  of  the  Accounts,  that 
a regular  and  efficient  Accountant  would  be  the  Means  of  saving  to  the  Establishment 
more  than  the  Amount  of  his  Salary,  even  if  it  should  be  deemed  right  to  continue, 
in  consideration  of  his  long  Services,  to  the  present  Accountant  a Remuneration  during 
his  Life. 

Patients. 

The  Patients  appear  to  be  extremely  well  taken  care  of;  they  have  the  Benefit  of  the 
best  Medical  and  Surgical  Attendance  which  Dublin  affords ; and  the  Institution  stands  as 
high  at  present  in  public  Opinion  as  it  did  at  any  former  Period,  both  as  an  Hospital  for 
the  Relief  of  Patients, ' and  as  a School  for  Surgical  Instruction.  Patients  are  admitted 
indiscriminately  from  all  Parts  of  the  Empire. 


Income  and  Expenditure. 

Since  1828  to  1840  the  Hospital  has  derived  an  average  Income  from  their  Estates  of 
2,629Z.

The  Parliamentary  Grant  has  been  1,500Z.  a Year  since  1833.  It  appears  to  have 
originated  in  consequence  of  an  Arrrangement  made  between  the  Governors  and  Lord 
Maryborough,  when  Secretary  for  Ireland,  and  by  which  Arrangement  the  then  Govern- 
ment was  saved  the  Expense  of  building  a Surgical  Hospital,  deemed  necessary  at  that 
Period,  and  the  Privilege  of  opening  Wards  for  the  Reception  of  Fever  Patients  conceded 
to  Government.  Subsequently,  when  Male  Patients  were  excluded  from  the  Westmoreland 
Lock  Hospital,  Two  Wards,  containing  Thirty-one  Beds,  were  opened  at  the  instance  of 
Government  for  Male  Patients  suffering  under  the  Venereal  Disease,  which  Class  of 
Patients  were  not  previously  admissible  under  the  Regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

We  think  it  right  to  state  that  it  has  been  intimated  to  us  by  some  eminent  Practitioners 
that  they  consider  the  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Males  affected  with  the  Venereal 
Disease  to  be  insufficient  in  Dublin,  as  the  Regulations  of  the  Hospitals  generally  preclude 
the  Admission  of  that  Class  of  Patients. 

The  average  Expenditure  of  the  Hospital  since  1828  has  been  4,833Z.  Is.  3d.,  and  the 
average  Numbers  of  Patients  passing  through  the  Hospital  during  the  same  Period  has 
been  1,656;  the  Cost,  therefore,  of  each  Patient  has  amounted  to  2Z.  18s.  4 \d.  Their 
funded  Property  at  present  is  12, 447 Z.  10s.  lltZ.,  together  with  Two  50Z.  Debentures  in  the 
Mullingar  Trust. 

The  Provisions  and  Supplies  are  procured  by  Contract,  after  public  Advertisement, 
and  appear  to  be  at  moderate  Prices.  The  System  of  checking  the  Supplies  received  for 
the  Use  of  the  Hospital  appears  somewhat  defective.  The  Appointment  of  an  efficient 
Accountant  or  Registrar,  as  we  have  recommended,  would  remedy  this  Defect. 

The  Usefulness  of  this  Hospital,  not  merely  as  the  Means  of  affording  Surgical  and 
Medical  Relief  to  more  than  1,500  Patients  in  the  Year,  but  as  a well-regulated  School  for 
the  Instruction  of  Pupils  under  some  of  the  most  eminent  Practitioners  in  Dublin,  being 
extremely  great,  and  a considerable  Portion  of  the  Hospital  having  been  allocated  under 
an  Arrangement  with  former  Governments,  we  cannot  recommend  that  the  Parliamentary 
Grant  should  be  at  present  diminished,  and  the  more  particularly  because  the  Estates  of 
the  Hospital  would  be  inadequate  to  support  the  Number  of  Patients  which  so  spacious  a 
Building  is  capable  of  accommodating. 

We  suggest  as  Improvements — 

1.  That  all  the  Assistants  and  Servants  in  the  House  be  appointed  by  a responsible 
Officer,  and  that  all  Nurses  and  Servants  diet  in  the  House,  their  Wages  being  propor- 
tionately reduced. 

2.  That  an  efficient  Accountant  or  Registrar  be  appointed,  and  the  general  System  of 
Accounts  which  we  have  elsewhere  suggested  be  adopted. 

3.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  Chaplain  might  perform  the  Duties  of  Librarian  without  a 
separate  Salary,  and  a Saving  of  18Z.  9s.  2tZ.  annually  be  thereby  effected.

4s.  annually,  to  his  Sister,  Griselda 
Stevens,  during  her  Lifetime ; after  her  Death,  to  be  vested  in  Trustees  named,  for  erect- 
ing and  endowing  an  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of  curable  Patients  (without  Reservation  as 
to  Locality).  Miss  Stevens  erected  the  Hospital  by  Subscription,  and  gave  up  the  Rental 
of  the  Estates  to  its  Support,  reserving  to  herself  150Z.  per  Annum  and  Apartments  during 
her  Life.  She  lived  and  died  in  the  Hospital.

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Irish  Estimates  in  1829  have 
reported  that  they  consider  the  Principles  upon  which  alone  a fair  Claim  to  public  Assistance, 
on  the  Part  of  such  Institutions  as  Dr.  Stevens’s  Hospital,  to  be  the  following;  viz. 

1.  The  proved  Utility  of  the  Charity. 

2.  The  Improbability  of  its  Maintenance  by  private  Aid  only. 

3.  The  Contribution  of  Funds  locally  raised  by  Subscription  or  Taxation. 

4.  The  strictest  Economy  in  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses. 

You  are  requested  to  state,  as  distinctly  as  possible,  upon  what  Grounds  you  consider 
your  Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid  upon  the  Principles  so  laid  down. 

Report  of  the  Governors  of  Dr.  Stevens’s  Hospital. 

In  reply  to  the  above,  the  Governors  have  to  observe,  that  the  Utility  of  Dr.  Stevens’s 
Hospital  may  be  fairly  estimated  by  its  Character  with  the  Public  and  Profession. 

The  Governors  have  no  Desire  to  prove  their  Case  by  instituting  Comparisons ; they 
feel,  however,  justified  in  affirming  (which  is  Matter  of  public  Notoriety)  that  the  Hospital 
is  a favourite  Institution  with  the  diseased  Poor  and  Public ; that  Admission  and  Advice 
is  anxiously  sought  for,  not  only  by  those  resident  in  Dublin,  but  also  by  Numbers  from  all 
Parts  of  Ireland ; that  Poverty  and  severe  Disease  have  always  had  due  Preference,  and 
constituted  the  only  Claim  for  Relief ; that  there  is  no  unnecessary  Expenditure ; and 
that,  on  Examination,  it  will  appear  the  Patients  enjoy  every  reasonable  Comfort  and 
Attendance. 

With  respect  to  the  Possibility  of  the  Maintenance  of  the  Hospital  at  its  present  Rate  by- 
private  Subscriptions,  the  Answer  is  obvious.  If  thrown  on  its  own  Resources,  no  doubt 
by  due  Exertion  much  Good  would  be  effected;  but  Funds  could  not  be  raised,  or

Dr.  Stevens’s  ' The  Governors  fear  that  the  Principle  of  Economy  in  Salaries  has  been  carried  out  to  a 
Hospital.  Fault.  It  will  appear,  on  Comparison  with  similar  Institutions,  that  the  Salaries  and  Allow- 

ances  of  the  Medical  Officers  are  small  in  proportion  to  the  Quantity  of  Duty  expected  to  be 

done.  The  non-resident  Medical  Officers  receive  a small  Sum  for  Carriage  Hire,  which 
100  Years  ago,  may  have  been  an  adequate  Allowance.

No.  4.  (E.)  (E.) — Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital  and  House  of  Recovery. 

Cork  Street  Fever 

Hospital.  The  Prevalence  of  Fever  at  all  Times  amongst  a dense  and  impoverished  Population 

— such  as  that  of  Dublin,  and  the  fearful  Ravages  it  has  committed  at  different  Periods 

render  the  Necessity  of  such  an  Establishment  as  the  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital,  for  the 
Maintenance  of  public  Health,  unquestionably  manifest. 

This  Subject  has  been  fully  adverted  to  in  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  in  1808 
and  1830. 

We  inspected  every  Ward,  and  examined  the  Books  of  the  Hospital ; we  also  examined 
of  the  Governors,  Mr.  Arthur  Guinness,  Mr.  Allen,  and  Mr.  English,  as  also  the  Governors 
collectively  at  their  Meeting  on  Thursday  the  14th  instant;  and  of  the  Medical 
Attendants,  Dr.  O’Brien  and  Dr.  G.  A.  Kennedy. 

The  Hospital  was  opened  in  1804,  Parliament  having  contributed  1,9547.  12s.  lid. 
towards  its  Erection;  the  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  the  Earl  of  Hardwicke,  having  sub- 
scribed 3007.,  the  then  Secretary  for  Ireland  2007.,  and  the  Remainder  of  its  Expense,  no 
less  than  8,8647.  Is.,  having  been  raised  by  voluntary  Subscription  among  the  Citizens  of 
Dublin.  It  being  subsequently  found  necessary  to  increase  the  Accommodation,  an 
additional  Building  was  erected  in  1809,  and  a second  one  in  1817. 

Accommodation. 

There  are  Thirty-six  Rooms  for  Patients,  containing  257  Beds;  the  Number  of  Patients 
in  the  House  on  the  Day  of  our  visiting  it  was  131.  The  Ventilation  of  the  Wards  is 
extremely  good,  and  the  Hospital  appeared  admirably  calculated  for  its  Purpose. 

The  Accommodation  proving  insufficient  on  the  Occasions  of  the  prevalent  Typhus 
Fevers  of  1826  and  1837,  Tents  were  supplied  by  Government,  and  pitched  upon  the 
Grounds  attached  to  the  Hospital.  Although  the  Mortality  appears  to  have  been  greater 
in  a very  small  Proportion,  (perhaps  attributable  to  the  bad  Cases  taken  in  there,)  and  the 
Cure  slower  in  reference  to  the  Patients  so  accommodated,  as  stated  in  the  Answer  to  the 
8th  Query,  yet  there  can  be  no  Doubt  that  the  Fever  so  prevalent  in  Dublin  at  those 
Periods  was  greatly  checked  by  the  prompt  Measures  thus  taken  by  the  Government  and 
Governors  of  the  Hospital,  in  consequence  of  having  such  an  Establishment  in  operation. 

Management. 

According  to  the  general  Rules  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  managed  by  a Committee  of 
1 wenty-one,  consisting  of  the  Fifteen  Trustees  and  Six  Subscribers,  chosen  annually  by 
the  Governors,  according  to  the  Bye  Laws;  a Donation  of, Twenty  Guineas,  or  a Sub- 
scription annually  of  Two  Guineas,  being  the  Qualification  of  a Governor.

All  Cases  of  reported  Fever  are  visited  previous  to  Admission ; Three  of  the  attending 
Physicians  are  engaged  in  the  Performance  of  this  Duty,  the  other  Three  in  attending 
Patients  in  the  Hospital,  alternately  every  Two  Months.  Considering  the  Nature  and 
Extent  of  the  Duties  to  be  performed  (the  average  Number  of  Visits  paid  each  Day  during 
the  last  Two  Years  having  been  Seventeen),  and  the  Station  in  the  Profession  of  the 
Gentlemen  who  perform  them,  the  Salaries  appear  to  us  moderate.  We  are  also  of  opinion, 
having  reference  to  the  Prevalence  at  all  Times  of  Fever  in  so  poor  a Population  as  that  ol 
Dublin,  the  Probability  of  its  occasional  Extension,  and  the  Risk  that  appertains  to  Medical 
Gentlemen  attending  a large  Fever  Hospital,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  diminish 
the  Number  of  Physicians. 

Patients. 


The  Physicians  state  that  none  but  Fever  Cases,  or  Cases  with  febrile  Symptoms,  are 
admitted  into  the  Hospital.  A Box  is  open  at  the  Gate  of  the  Institution  for  the  Reception 
of  Application  Papers,  with  a Notice  of  the  Existence  of  Fever  in  any  House;  these 
Application  Papers  are’  forwarded  to  the  House  of  the  extern  Physician  each  Morning, 
about  Plalf-past  Ten  o’Clock  ; the  extern  Physician  visits  the  House  noticed  in  such  Paper 
during  the  Day,  and,  if  he  finds  febrile  Symptoms,  gives  the  Family  an  Order  for  Admission  ; 
this  Order  being  delivered  at  the  Institution,  the  Fever  Carriage  is  sent  for  the  Patient, 
and  the  House  fumigated  and  whitewashed ; the  Clothes  also  of  Patients  after  Admission 
are  washed  and  fumigated,  and  every  Means  taken  to  prevent  Infection.  The  extern 
Physicians,-  however,  whose  sole  Business  appears  to  be  to  visit  in  Cases  in  which  the 
Application  Papers  have  been  sent  to  them  from  the  Hospital,  have  no  Power  of  visiting  in 
any  other  Cases,  or  of  ordering  the  Admission  of  a Patient,  even  in  Cases  of  "the  utmost 
Emergency,  or  where  a second  Member  of  the  same  Family  exhibits  Symptoms  of  Fever ; 
and  consequently  where  it  happens  that  an  Application  Paper  is  not  lodged  till  after  Ten 
o’Clock  in  the  Morning,  it  remains  in  the  Box  till  the  following  Day.

The  Contracts  are  properly 
made,  and  at  reasonable  Prices. 

8,6297.  18s.  is  the  Amount  of  Stock  invested  in  the  per  Cents.,  in  addition  to  which 
the  Governors  are  possessed  of  Fifty  Grand  Canal  Debentures,  of  927.  6s.  2c7.  each. 

Regarding  this  Hospital  as  indispensably  necessary  with  a view  to  public  Health  and 
Safety,  and  concurring  entirely  in  Opinion  with  the  respectable  and  experienced  Governors 
whom  we  examined,  that  it  would  be  useless  to  expect  that  a much  larger  Portion  of  the 
Expense  of  maintaining  it  than  is  already  contributed  could  be  derived  from  private  Sources, 
and  being  able  to  state  to  your  Excellency  that  its  Management  is  extremely  good  and 
economical,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  that  the  Grant  in  its  Favour  be  continued. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  remark  that  a considerable  Portion  of  the  Hospital  is  at 
present  unoccupied.  While  we  attribute  this  principally  to  the  present  Season  being 
unusually  healthy,  we  feel  warranted  in  attributing  it  likewise  to  the  improved  and 
temperate  Habits  of  the  lower  Classes,  and  also  to  the  Diminution  of  extreme  Destitution, 
in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  the  Dublin  Workhouses.  We  have  to  make  the  following 
Suggestions,  with  the  view  of  rendering  the  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital  more  extensively 
useful. 

We  are  of  opinion  that,  continuing  the  present  Number,  viz.  the  Six  permanent  and 
T wo  temporary  or  supernumerary,  no  Physician  should  be  capable  of  being  re-elected  after 
the  Eighth  Year  of  his  Attendance;  the  senior  thus  vacating  his  Office  each  Year,  and  the 
Vacancy  being  supplied  by  an  open  Election,  in  the  Manner  prescribed  by  the  first  Bye 
Law  under  the  Head  “ Physician.”  The  Salaries  to  be  according  to  the  annexed  Scale.

First  Year,  temporary  or  supernumerary  Physician  - - No  Salary. 

Second  Year,  - Ditto  Ditto  - - - Ditto. 

Third  Year,  ordinary  Physician  - - - 40

We  are  strengthened  in  offering  this  Recommendation  by  finding  that  the  Plan  of 
Physicians  going  out  in  Rotation  was  entertained  and  approved  of  by  the  Governors  in 
the  Year  1821,  as  appears  in  the  Minutes,  though  it  was  not  acted  upon  by  the  Government 
of  the  Day. 

The  Rotation  of  Physicians,  while  it  would  increase  the  Usefulness  of  the  Hospital  to  the 
medical  Profession,  in  the  more  extensive  Opportunity  it  would  afford  for  the  Observation 
and  Treatment  of  Fever,  would  also  effect  a Reduction  in  the  Cost  of  its  medical  Attendance, 
and  avoid  the  Necessity  of  Superannuation  Allowances,  which,  in  the  Case  of  some  other 
Institutions,  have  been  granted  with  the  Sanction  or  by  the  Direction  of  Government.  In 
making  this  Arrangement,  regard  should  of  course  be  had  to  the'  Claims  and  Interests  of 
the  present  Physicians. 

Actuated  also  by  the  Feeling  that  a public  Establishment  should  be  rendered  as  generally 
useful  as  possible,  we  took  much  Pains  to  ascertain  how  far  the  Introduction  of  Pupils  into 
the  Hospital  might  be  permitted  without  Injury  to  the  Patients,  and  we  examined  the 
Heads  of  the  Medical  Profession  in  Dublin  on  the  Subject. 

The  excellent  and  efficient  Board  of  Governors  having  had  the  Matter  under  frequent 
Consideration,  and  having  a strong  Objection  to  such  Admission,  on  the  Ground  that  it 
would  be  calculated  to  disturb  the  Quiet  which  Fever  Patients  peculiarly  require,  we  have 
some  Hesitation  in  expressing  to  your  Excellency  an  Opinion  at  variance  with  theirs.  But 
we  feel  bound  to  state  that,  on  the  best  Evidence  we  have  been  enabled  to  collect  from  the 
highest  Medical  Authorities  in  this  Country,  and  from  the  Practice  of  the  other  Dublin 
Hospitals  with  Fever  Wards,  as  well  as  those  in  London,  we  are  unable  to  discover  that  the 
Admission  of  Pupils,  limited  in  Number,  and  under  proper  Restrictions  and  Regulations, 
would  be  productive  of  the  Evils  which  the  humane  Apprehensions  of  the  Governors  have 
led  them  to  anticipate.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  confidently  asserted  by  Gentlemen  of  the 
largest  Experience,  and  of  the  highest  medical  and  moral  Reputation,  that  great  Benefit 
arises  to  Patients  in  Fever  Hospitals  from  the  increased  Attention  and  Observation  of 
their  Symptoms  which  the  Presence  of  intelligent  Pupils  occasions.

note  down  Cases;  and  that  the  Governors  should  likewise  permit  the  Introduction  of  a Cork  Street  Fever 
certain  Number  of  Pupils,  perhaps  Two  or  Three  for  each  Physician,  under  such  ospl  n ' 

Restrictions  and  Regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

It  appears  to  us  a Matter  of  general  Advantage  to  a public  medical  Institution,  and 
especially  in  the  Discussion  of  Questions  which  must  frequently  arise  out  of  Commu- 
nications between  the  Governors  and  Medical  Officers  of  such  Institutions,  that  the 
Governors  should  be  enabled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Opinions  of  at  least  one  Medical 
Gentleman  of  high  Reputation,  unconnected,  professionally,  with  the  Institution.  This 
Consideration  seems  to  have  prevailed  in  reference  to  the  Cork  Street  Hospital,  for  we 
find  the  Name  of  Dr.  Rennie  amongst  the  Governors.  But  as  that  Gentleman  has 
been  unable  for  some  Time  to  attend,  we  have  taken  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  the 
Governors  that,  in  the  event  of  a Vacancy,  it  would  be  for  the  Interest  of  the  Insti- 
tution that  some  One  of  the  Heads  of  the  Profession  in  Dublin  should  be  added  to 
the  Board. 

We  have  only  further  to  suggest,  with  the  view  of  securing  more  prompt  Attention 
to  reported  Cases  of  Fever  than  the  present  Regulations  with  respect  to  Admission  provide 
for,  that  in  the  Afternoon  (perhaps  at  Three  o’Clock),  as  well  as  in  the  Morning,  the 
Application  Papers  should  be  taken  out  of  the  Letter  Box  at  the  Door  of  the  Institution, 
and  forwarded  to  the  extern  Physicians  of  the  Day ; and  that  it  should  be  the  Duty  of 
the  extern  Physicians  to  visit  such  reported  Cases  the  same  Afternoon,  for  the  Purpose 
of  ascertaining  if  they  are  such  as  to  require  immediate  Admission  into  the  Hospital; 
and  if  so,  that  the  Order  for  Admission  should  be  immediately  given.

Management  of  the  Hospital. 

23.  How  is  the  Institution  governed  ? Furnish  a Copy  of  your  Laws  and  Bye  Laws?— By 
a Committee  of  Subscribers,  consisting  of  Twenty-one  Members,  Fifteen  of  whom  are 
Trustees  for  Life,  the  remaining  Six  elected  annually. 


General  Principles  upon  which  the  Hospital  is  founded,  laid  down  by  the  original 

Subscribers  to  its  Erection  and  Establishment;  expressed  in  Resolutions  passed  at  a 

Meeting  held  at  the  Royal  Exchange,  Dublin,  on  the  28tli  of  October  1801. 

1.  That  to  relieve  the  destitute  Poor  afflicted  with  Fever,  and  to  check  the  Progress  of 
Contagion,  are  the  main  Objects  of  the  proposed  Institution. 

2.  That  in  order  to  carry  the  Design  fully  into  effect,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Erection 
of  anew  Building,  adapted  in  its  Construction  and  all  its  Arrangements  for  the  specific  Pur- 
pose of  a House  of  Recovery,  would  be  more  desirable  than  the  fitting  up  any  old  Buildings 
designed  for  other  Purposes. 

3.  That  we  consider  manifest  Poverty  and  Disease,  properly  ascertained  to  the  Satisfaction 
of  the  managing  Committee  (to  be  appointed  as  hereafter  directed),  and  Residence  within  a 
certain  District  (to  be  defined  in  a Manner  hereafter  prescribed),  as  the  only  Circumstances 
necessary  to  entitle  a Patient  to  Admission ; and  we  are  of  opinion  that  no  Recommendation 
of  a Subscriber  should  on  any  Account  be  attended  to,  unless  the  above  Circumstances 
shall,  after  minute  Inquiry  at  the  Houses  of  the  Persons  recommended,  be  found  to  concur. 

4.  That  the  procuring  the  Ground  on  which  the  House  of  Recovery  shall  be  built,  the 
Erection  of  the  Building,  and  the  providing  the  necessary  Furniture,  be  entrusted  to  Fifteen 
Trustees,  in  whom  the  Property  of  the  Institution  shall  be  invested,  without  any  other  Control 
than  that  they  shall  permit  the  Building  to  be  used  for  the  Purpose  of  a House  of  Recovery 
or  Fever  Hospital,  conformably  to  the  general  Principles  now  agreed  on. 

5 That  in  the  Outset  of  the  Establishment,  Accommodation  shall  be  provided  for  the 
Reception  of  at  least  Forty  Patients ; but  if  the  Funds  of  the  Institution,  whether  arising  from 
Donations  or  annual  Subscriptions,  should  so  far  increase  as  that  a Surplus  should  ren)a'r| 
after  the  above-mentioned  Accommodation  shall  have  been  provided  for,  the  1 rustees  shall 
be  at  liberty  either  to  enlarge  the  Establishment,  by  providing  Accommodation  for  an  addi- 
tional Number  of  Fever  Patients,  or,  in  case  such  Enlargement  should  be  deemed  inexpedient, 
to  such  other  Measures  as  they  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  Health  of  the  Poor  of  this 
City ; and  in  case  the  House  of  Recovery  shall  hereafter  be  discontinued  for  the  Space  ot 
Three  Years,  the  said  Trustees  shall  be  at  liberty  to  dispose  of  the  Property  then  in  their 
Possession,  or  the  Produce  thereof,  for  the  Purposes  aforesaid,  in  such  Manner  as  they  shall 
judge  most  eligible. 

6.  That  the  Management  of  the  Institution,  the  Extent  of  the  District  from  whence  Patients 
labouring  under  contagious  Fever  may  be  admitted  into  the  House,  the  Appointment  ot 
Physicians,  Nurses,  and  all  the  other  Officers  and  Servants,  be  vested  in  a Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  Trustees  and  Six  other  Persons,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Governors. 

7.  That  said  Committee  shall  be  fully  competent  to  make  all  such  Rules  and  Bye  Laws  (not 
inconsistent  with  the  Principles  expressed  in  these  Resolutions)  as  may  best  seem  fitted  to 
carry  the  Objects  of  the  Institution  fully  into  effect,  as  well  for  the  internal  Regulation  of  t.ie 
House  and  the  Admission  of  Patients,  as  for  preventing  the  spreading  of  Contagion  in  the 
Houses  and  Neighbourhood  from  whence  the  Patients  shall  have  been  removed,  and  for  the 
Introduction  of  such  Habits  of  Cleanliness  as  may  diminish,,  if  not  destroy,  the  Operation  oi 
those  Causes  that  have  contributed  to  make  such  an  Institution  so  necessary  at  the  present 
Time,  and  to  disburse  from  Time  to  Time  such  Sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  ot  the 
above  Purposes.

10.  That  when  a Vacancy  or  Vacancies  shall  occur  by  the  Death  or  Resignation  of  any  of 
the  Trustees,  any  One  of  the  remaining  Trustees  shall  have  a Power  of  convening  the  others 
specifying  the  Place,  Time,  and  Purpose  of  the  Meeting,  and  giving  Three  Days  Notice

General  Rules. 

1.  All  General  Meetings  of  the  Governors  shall  be  summoned  by  public  Advertisement  in 
One  or  more  Newspapers,  and  one  shall  be  called  annually,  to  wit,  on  the  First  Thursday  in 
October,  to  appoint  Six  Persons  from  amongst  the  Governors,  who,  with  the  Fifteen  Trustees, 
are  to  form  the  Managing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  Year. 

2.  The  District  of  the  House  of  Recovery  includes  the  whole  of  the  City  of  Dublin  within 
the  Circular  Road. 

3.  Applications  for  Admission,  stating  the  sick  Person’s  Name  and  Place  of  Abode,  are  to 
be  put  into  the  Letter  Box  at  the  East  Entrance  to  the  Hospital  before  Ten  o’Clock  in  the 
Forenoon,  or  the  Patient  cannot  be  visited  on  the  same  Day ; and  no  Patient  can  be  received 
into  the  Hospital  unless  the  Physician’s  Order  for  Admission  be  delivered  on  the  Day  on 
which  it  bears  Date,  nor  in  any  other  Manner  than  in  the  Hospital  Carriage. 

4.  In  order  to  counteract  Contagion,  the  Apartments  from  whence  Patients  are  removed 
to  the  Hospital  shall  be  whitewashed  by  Persons  appointed  for  the  Purpose,  when  the  extern 
Physician  shall  report  it  to  be  necessary ; and  whenever  the  extern  Physician  shall  report  to 
the  Managing  Committee  that  Fever  of  a peculiar  Malignancy  exists  in  a particular  Dwelling, 
all  necessary  Measures  shall  be  taken  by  them  to  purify  the  Furniture,  Bedding,  & c.,  in 
order  to  extinguish  the  existing  Contagion-;  and  in  Cases  where  the  Removal  of  the  sick 
Person  shall  not  be  deemed  advisable,  or  where  the  Fever  shall  have  ceased  in  a Dwelling

1.  She  shall  have  the  Superintendence  of  the  Nurses  in  the  Fever  Wards,  and  shall  be 
responsible  that  the  Directions  of  the  Physicians  respecting  the  Patients  be  punctually 
attended  to ; and  shall  see  the  Medicines  duly  administered  to  the  sick  at  the  Time  and 
in  the  Manner  directed. 

2.  She  shall  take  care  that  there  is  the  utmost  Cleanliness  observed  in  the  Wards,  and 
that  the  Nurses  immediately  remove  any  thing  offensive. 

3.  If  she  shall  observe  or  come  to  the  Knowledge  of  any  Carelessness  or  Impropriety 
of  Conduct  in  any  of  the  Nurses,  she  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  House- 
keeper, and  shall  also  make  an  Entry  thereof  in  her  own  Book,  for  the  Information  of  the 
Committee. 

4.  She  shall  duly  note  down  in  the  Book  wherein  she  enters  her  nightly  Visits  any  Win- 
dow which  may  have  been  broken,  and  the  Nurse’s  Name  in  whose  Ward  such  took  place. 

5.  She  shall  also  conform  to  the  Directions  of  the  Apothecary  and  Housekeeper. 

Patients. 

1.  They  are  to  observe  the  greatest  Regularity  and  Decorum  at  all  Times,  and  are  not 
to  eat  or  drink  of  any  thing  unless  ordered  by  the  Physicians  and  supplied  by  the  Hospital. 

2.  No  Intercourse  shall  be  permitted  between  the  Patients  accommodated  in  the  Fever 
and  Convalescent  Hospitals. 

3.  The  Convalescent  Patients  shall  breakfast  at  Nine,  dine  at  Two,  and  sup  at  Eight 
o’Clock  each  Day.  Diet  Tables  shall  be  hung  up  in  the  several  Convalescent  Wards  of  the 
Hospital  for  their  Information. 

4.  The  Clergy  of  all  Persuasions  shall  be  admitted  to  see  any  Patient  in  the  Hospital, 
on  Application  being  made  to  the  Apothecary  for  that  Purpose ; other  Persons  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  visit  the  Patients  in  the  Hospital,  without  having  an  Order  in  Writing  from  one 
of  the  attending  Physicians,  which  Order,  in  Cases  of  extreme  Danger,  is  to  be  left  with  the 
Apothecary  daily ; but  full  and  accurate  medical  Information  shall  be  given  to  all  Appli- 
cants relative  to  their  sick  Friends  who  are  Patients  in  the  Hospital,  on  every  Tuesday 
and  Friday,  from  Half-past  Two  till  Half-past  Three  o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon,  by  the 
Apothecary,  who  shall  attend  at  the  Gate  for  that  Purpose,  and  also  at  other  Times  in 
extreme  Cases.* 

5.  It  shall  be  the  Duty  of  the  Nurse  in  whose  Ward  any  Patient  shall  die  to  commu- 
nicate the  same  to  the  Head  Nurse,  without  any  unnecessary  Delay,  and  before  removing, 
stirring,  or  washing  the  Body. 

The  Head  Nurse  shall,  immediately  on  sueh  Communication  being  made,  inform  the 
Apothecary. 

The  Apothecary,  on  being  informed  of  a Death,  shall  immediately  proceed  to  the  Ward 
to  inspect  the  Body,  which  is  not  to  be  disturbed  or  removed  until  he  shall  have  given 
Directions. 

Porters. 

1.  Two  of  them  shall  reside  in  Lodges  at  the  Gates  of  the  Hospital  Premises,  and  some  of 
their  Families  shall  attend  to  the  opening  and  shutting  thereof;  and  it  is  expected  that 
their  Lodges  shall  be  kept  particularly  neat  and  clean,  and  that  such  of  their  Families  as 
attend  the  Gates  shall  be  always  clean  and  respectable  in  their  Persons  and  Apparel.

Whitewashers.

— Though  you  have  sent  your  Friend  to  the  House  of  Recovery,  yet  the  Infection  may  still  remain  in  your 
Rooms  and  about  your  Clothes;  to  remove  it  you  are  advised  to  use,  without  Delay,  the  following  Means  :— -First,  let

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Irish  Estimates  in  1 829  have 
reported  that  they  consider  the  Principles  upon  which  alone  a fair  claim  to  public  Assis- 
tance on  the  Part  of  such  Institutions  at  the  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital  to  be  the 
following ; viz. 

1.  The  proved  Utility  of  the  Charity. 

2.  The  Improbability  of  its  Maintenance  by  private  Aid  only. 

3.  The  Contribution  of  Funds  locally  raised  by  Subscription  or  Taxation. 

4.  The  strictest  Economy  in  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses. 

You  are  requested  to  state,  as  distinctly  as  possible,  upon  what  Grounds  you  con- 
sider your  Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid  upon  the  Principles  so 
laid  down. 

The  Governors  beg  to  state  that  they  are  of  opinion  the  Utility  of  the  Charity  is  fully 
admitted  by  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  then  Lord  Lieutenant  to 
inquire  into  certain  charitable  Establishments  in  the  Year  1829 ; viz. 

“ The  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital  was  opened  on  the  14th  May  1804,  and  from  that 
Period  to  the  present  Day  the  most  extensive  Relief  has  been  at  all  Times  afforded  to  poor 
Persons  labouring  under  contagious  Fever ; and  by  their  immediate  Admission  into  this 
Hospital  the  Health  of  the  Citizens  of  Dublin  has  been  greatly  protected  during  the  pie- 
valence  of  several  epidemic  Diseases,  which  have  prevailed  extensively  within  the  City  and 
its  surrounding  Neighbourhood  during  the  above  Period.”  '

To  this  may  be  added  casual  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  which,  as  may  be  seen  from 
the  Answer  to  Query  66,  are  diminishing  every  Year. 

The  Governors  send  in  the  annual  Medical  Reports  for  the  subsequent  Year  since  1829, 
by  which  it  may  be  seen  that  the  Hospital  has  not  relaxed  in  its  Usefulness.  And  as  this 
Charity  has  received  the  Support  of  every  Ministry  since  its  Establishment,  now  nearly 
Forty  Years  back,  the  Governors  expect  its  Character  and  public  Utility  in  Times  of 
Emergency  are  fully  proved,  and  therefore  they  hope  it  will  continue  to  deserve  and  receive 
the  necessary  Parliamentary  Grants  for  its  future  Support,  which  shall  be  expended  with 
the  same  Regard  to  Economy  in  every  Department  that  it  has  always  been  their  Wish 
to  exhibit.

No.  4.  (F.)  We  inspected  every  Ward  in  this  Hospital ; we  also  met  the  Governors,  and  examined 

Hospital  for  the  Books  and  Accounts  of  the  Institution. 

Incurables. 

The  present  Lock  Hospital  in  Townsend  Street  is  stated  to  have  been  built  as  the 

Hospital  for  Incurables,  about  the  Year  1740,  entirely  from  private  Funds.  In  1790  a 
Charter  was  granted,  constituting  certain  Persons  therein  named  a Corporation,  with  Power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  take  Property,  to  appoint  Servants,  and  to  give  Salaries  to  the 
Amount  of  50Z.  a Year;  to  fill  up  Vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  to  make  and 
ordain  Bye  Laws  for  the  Regulation  and  Government  of  the  Institution  ; such  Laws  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  Chancellor,  or  one  of  the  Chief  Justices. 

In  the  Year  1800  a Change  of  Buildings  was  made  with  the  Governors  of  the  Lock 
Hospital,  and  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  established  in  its  present  Locality.  It  contains 
Nine  Wards,  with  100  Beds,  extremely  comfortable,  and  well  ventilated.  At  present  its 
Inmates  are  but  77,  the  Funds  of  the  Institution  not  enabling  the  Governors  to  support  a 
larger  Number. 

There  are  Thirty  Candidates  for  Admission,  many  of  them  having  been  on  the  List  for 
several  Years.  They  present  themselves  to  the  Governors  for  Admission  at  the  monthly 
Board ; their  Names  are  called  over,  and  their  Claims  then  considered.

A Donation  of  21/.,  or  a Subscription  of  51.  5s.,  constitutes  the  Qualification  of  a Go- 
vernor. Governors,  not  Subscribers,  may  be  elected  by . Governors  so  qualified.  The

Patients. 

In  performing  the  painful  Task  of  making  a Selection  for  Admission  from  those  whom 
it  has  been  the  Will  of  God  to  render  the  most  miserable  and  helpless  of  his  Creatures,  the 
Governors  are  guided  by  the  Second  and  Third  of  their  Bye  Laws,  under  the  Head  of 
u patients.”  By  these  Laws,  all  Persons  applying  for  Admission  must,  in  the  first  instance, 
attend  the  Board,  and  produce  a Petition,  with  an  Attestation  of  their  Age,  Infirmity,  moral 
Character,  and  Abode.  After  Examination  by  the  Physicians  and  Governors,  a List  is 
made  of  such  Persons  as  may  be  approved  of  for  Admission.  Out  of  this  List,  which  now 
contains  Thirty  Names,  the  Bye  Law  directs  that  Vacancies  in  the  Institution,  as  they 
occur  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  that  Precedence  shall  be  given 
to  those  on  the  List,  according  to  the  joint  Consideration  of  their  Age,  Infirmity,  moral 
Character,  and  Claims  previously  preferred.  The  Candidates  are  expected  to  present 
themselves  for  Examination  by  the  Board  and  Physician  on  each  Day  of  their  meeting ; 
and  to  enable  them  to  do  so,  an  Allowance  is  made  to  each,  for  Coach  Hire,  of  2s.  4 d. 
per  Month. 

In  exercising  the  Discretion  thus  committed  to  them,  the  Governors  act  upon  the 
Principle  of  selecting  from  their  List  (supposing  the  Qualifications  to  be  in  other  respects 
equal)  those  Persons  whose  Sufferings  are  the  most  acute,  and  at  the  same  Time  admit  of 
Alleviation  from  the  medical  Treatment  and  Care  which  the  Hospital  affords;  Cases 
of  malignant  Cancer,  and  advanced  and  rapid  Consumption,  being  of  that  Description,  are 
usually  looked  upon  by  the  Governors  as  conferring  this  sad  Pre-eminence  in  Affliction. 

On  the  Occasion  of  our  Visit  on  the  16th  February,  more  than  Twenty  most  wretched 
Objects,  all  of  whom  the  attending  Physician  informed  us  he  considered  were  fit  Cases, 
presented  themselves  as  Candidates  for  One  Vacancy ; of  these,  the  Two  primarily  selected 
were,  a Female  in  the  last  Stage  of  Consumption,  and  a wretched  Object,  a Female  likewise, 
afflicted  with  a malignant  cancerous  Disease. 

Your  Excellency  will  anticipate  how  painful  must  have  been  the  Necessity  to  the  bene- 
volent Governors  of  shutting  their  Doors  against  one  of  these  miserable  Persons,  and  sending 
her  back  to  her  Family  to  sink  under  the  accumulated  Misery  which  Poverty  adds  to 
Disease.  The  Case  of  Cancer  was  admitted.  The  poor  Woman  in  Consumption  has  since 
been  relieved  by  Death. 


Income  and  Expenditure. 

The  average  Income  since  1828  has  been  1,633Z.  9s.  6d.,  the  average  Expenditure 
1,621/.  6s.  6<Z.,  the  average  Number  of  Patients  Seventy-eight;  the  Cost,  therefore,  of  each 
Patient  has  been  20Z.  15s.  8 \d.  annually.  The  Stock,  13,333Z.  6s.  3d.,  Three  and  Half  per 
Cent.,  and  Fifty  Grand  Canal  Debentures  at  Four  per  Cent. 

The  Institution  appears  to  us  to  be  managed  in  the  most  economical  Manner.  We  have 
observed  from  the  Accounts  that  the  Treasurers,  Messrs.  La  Touche,  have  been  at  limes 
considerably  in  advance,  and  we  feel  bound  to  add  that  no  Interest  has  ever  been  charged 
upon  such  Advances.

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The  peculiar  Nature  of  the  irremediable  Distress  which  this  Institution  is  designed  to 
relieve  will,  we  trust,  entitle  it  to  a Continuance  of  Support.  We  have  suggested  to  the 
Governors,  that  in  consequence  of  the  Deficiency  of  Funds,  it  might  be  expedient  to 
discontinue  the  Allowance  of  2s.  4 d.  a Month  for  Coach  Hire  to  the  Thirty  Persons  on  the 
List  for  Admission,  and  the  Amount  thus  saved  applied  in  affording  Relief  to  Two  or 
Three  more  Patients,  and  thus  to  occupy  so  many  of  the  now  useless  Beds ; and  that  in  all 
Cases  of  Applications  Inquiry  should  be  made  as  to  the  Fitness  and  Qualification  of  such 
Applicant  for  Admission  into  the  Workhouse,  and  that  no  Person  whose  Disease  or  Cir- 
cumstances do  not  render  him  an  unfit  Object  for  Workhouse  Relief  shall  henceforth  be 
received  into  this  Hospital. 

When  your  Excellency  considers  the  distressing  Duties  which  the  Governors  have  to 
discharge,  in  making  Choice  from  amongst  so  many  miserable  Objects,  and  the  Contact 
which  they  are  necessarily  brought  into  with  Diseases  of  the  most  disgusting  Nature,  we 
are  persuaded  your  Excellency  will  appreciate  the  Motives  which  induce  these  Gentlemen 
to  undertake  an  Office  so  painful,  in  alleviation  of  the  Distresses  of  the  most  afflicted  and 
most  friendless  of  their  Fellow  Creatures. 

In  our  Opinion,  the  Hospital  is  well  and  economically  conducted,  and  the  Grant  in  aid 
of  it  should  be  continued.  We  feel  it  necessary  to  state,  that  Mr.  La  Touche  has  declined 
to  take  part  in  the  Inquiry  or  in  this  our  Report  respecting  this  Institution.

1.  State  the  Year  in  which  the  Institution  was  opened  ? — An  Hospital  for  Incurables 
was  opened  in  Townsend  Street  about  the  Year  1740.  The  present  Tenement  had  been 
occupied  as  a Lock  Hospital,  and  in  the  Year  1800  an  Exchange  of  Buildings  was  effected 
by  their  respective  Governors. 

2.  How  was  the  Institution  established,  whether  by  Act  of  Parliament  or  by  Charter;  if 
bv  either,  furnish  a Copy  ? — The  Institution  was  originally  established  from  the  surplus 
Funds  of  an  amateur  Musical  Society;  no  Record  of  any  Act  of  Parliament.  The 
Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Hospital  were  incorporated  by  Charter,  bearing  Date  the 
7th  of  December  1799.  A Copy  sent  herewith. 

3.  Bv  what  Funds  was  it  built  or  endowed? — By  Funds  arising  from  Bequests, 
Donations,  and  Subscriptions  of  charitable  Individuals. 

4.  Did  the  Government  of  the  Day  contribute  towards  its  Erection  or  Endowment,  and 
to  what  Amount? — None. 

5.  Have  any  and  what  Additions  been  made  to  the  original  Building,  and  when  ?— The 
First  Addition  to  the  present  Building  was  the  North  Ward,  in  1808,  containing  Fourteen 
Beds;  the  Second  Addition,  at  the  West  End,  in  the  Year  1819,  consisting  of  a Ward  in 
the  upper  Story,  of  Eight  Beds,  for  consumptive  Patients,  and  a Waiting  Room  for  Patients 
on  the  Ground  Floor.  The  Third  Addition  was  made  in  1836,  consisting  of  Two  Wards, 
each  containing  Twelve  Beds.

— A Lease  of  Lives,  renewable 
for  ever. 

12.  Are  the  Buildings  and  Furniture  of  the  Institution  sufficiently  insured  against  Fire, 
and  to  what  Amount;  how  often,  and  at  what  Time,  is  Stock  taken? — The  Buildings  are 
insured  for  1,600Z.,  and  the  Furniture,  &c.  for  400Z.  Stock  to  be  taken  twice  in  the  Year.

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Irish  Estimates  in  1829  have 
reported  that  they  consider  the  Principles  upon  which  alone  a fair  Claim  to  public  Assist- 
ance on  the  Part  of  such  Institutions  as  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  to  be  the  following  ; viz. 

1.  The  proved  Utility  of  the  Charity. 

2.  The  Improbability  of  its  Maintenance  by  private  Aid  only. 

3.  The  Contribution  of  Funds  locally  raised  by  Subscription  or  Taxation. 

4.  The  strictest  Economy  in  Salaries  and  all  other  Expenses. 

You  are  requested  to  state,  as  distinctly  as  possible,  upon  what  Grounds  you  consider 
your  Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid  upon  the  Principles  so  laid  down. 

By  reference  to  the  List  of  Patients  and  the  Nature  of  their  Complaints,  which  are  pro- 
nounced incurable  ere  they  are  admitted,  we  unhesitatingly  state  that  the  Hospital  has 
proved  a Source  of  Comfort  and  Alleviation  to  a Number  of  the  most  distressed  and 
wretched,  who  would  otherwise  pine  away  under  hopeless  Misery,  with  all  the  additional 
Evils  which  Poverty  adds  to  permanent  Disease. 

We  are  satisfied  from  our  Experience  that  private  Aid  alone  does  not  enable  the 
Governors  to  meet  the  Expenses  of  the  Hospital,  which  they  consider  carried  on  with  i lgid 
Economy.  The  Contributions  raised  by  Presentment  are  so  limited  as  to  be  altogethei 
insufficient,  and  those  produced  by  Subscription  add  but  a very  trifling  Sum  to  the  bunds 
now  at  the  Disposal  of  the  Governors,  as  may  appear  from  the  Accounts  herewith  transmitted.

M'Gwire,  Clerk,  John  Wallis,  Esq.,  Robert  French,  Esq.,  George  Stewart,  Esq.,  Surgeon 
General  to  our  Army  in  our  said  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  Thomas  Smith,  Esq.,  Surgeon,  and  So- 
lomon Richards,  Esq.,  Surgeon,  did,  by  their  humble  Petition  to  our  Lieutenant  General  and 
General  Governor  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  others,  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  commonly  called  the  Hospital  for  Incurables,  lying  on  Donny  brook  Road, 
near  the  City  of  Dublin,  represent  and  set  forth  that  the  said  Hospital,  of  which  they  have 
the  Direction,  has  for  many  Years  past  been  of  great  manifest  Benefit  to  the  Poor  in  and 
near  our  said  City  who  are  afflicted  with  Disorders  declared  to  be  incurable,  by  dieting, 
lodging,  clothing,  and  maintaining  such  poor  Persons,  and  by  supplying  them  with  medical 
and  surgical  Assistants,  Medicines,  and  all  Manner  of  Necessaries,  without  Fee  or  Reward; 
that  several  charitable  and  humane  Persons  have  heretofore  given  and  granted,  for  the 
Support  and  Maintenance  of  the  said  Hospital,  several  large  Donations  or  Sums  of  Money, 
and  that  the  Funds  now  belonging  to  the  said  Hospital  amount  to  the  annual  Sum  of  550/. 
at  the  least,  over  and  above  annual  Subscriptions ; that  several  Persons,  who  are  disposed 
to  contribute  liberally  towards  the  Support  thereof,  are  deterred  from  so  doing  because  the 
present  Governors  are  incompetent  to  receive  and  manage  the  same,  from  the  Want  of  a 
Charter  of  Incorporation  to  secure  the  Funds,  and  enforce  the  necessary  Regulations.  And 
the  Petitioners,  by  their  said  Petition  having  prayed  that  our  said  Lieutenant  General  and 
General  Governor  of  our  said  Kingdom  of  Ireland  would  recommend  to  Us,  that  We  would 
be  graciously  pleased,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  our  said  Kingdom  of 
Ireland,  to  incorporate  the  said  Petitioners,  and  such  others  as  might  hereafter  become 
Benefactors  or  annual  Subscribers  to  said  Charity,  or  be  elected  Governors  thereof  in 
manner  after  mentioned ; and  our  said  Lieutenant  General  and  General  Governor  of  our 
said  Kingdom  of  Ireland  having  referred  the  said  Petition  to  our  Attorney  and  Solicitor 
General  of  our  said  Kingdom  to  consider  the  same,  and  report  what  might  be  proper  to  be 
done  thereupon,  and  they  being  of  opinion  (if  We  shall  be  graciously  pleased  so  to  do)  that

Smith,  Esq., 
Surgeon,  and  Solomon  Richards,  Esq.,  Surgeon,  and  such  others  as  shall  from  Time  to 
Time  become  Benefactors  or  annual  Subscribers  to  the  Support  of  the  said  Hospital,  or  be 
elected  Governors  thereof  in  the  Manner  herein-after  directed,  to  be  a Body  Politic  and 

Corporate, 


Hospitals  they  will  be  found  to  be,  perhaps,  too  low.  Every  Article  for  the  Use  of  the 
Hospital,  save  Medicine,  of  which  little  is  used  (as  permanent  bodily  Disease  is  Proof 
against  the  Power  of  Medicine),  is  the  Subject  of  Contract,  and  on  this  Head  the  Governors 
do  not  conceive  any  further  Economy  can  be  practised. 

To  support  the  Hospital  by  private  Aid,  or  by  any  other  Mode  than  a Parliamentary 
Grant,  in  addition  to  the  Funds  already  existing,  is  impossible;  and  the  Governors  cannot 
close  their  Answers  to  the  Queries  submitted  to  them  without  stating  that  the  Hospital 
contains  sufficient  Space  for  Twenty-three  Beds  in  addition  to  the  Number  now  in  use; 
but  the  Funds  which  this  Hospital  possesses,  as  set  forth  in  the  Answers  now  given,  are 
altogether  insufficient  to  enable  the  Governors  to  receive  or  provide  for  any  greater 
Number  of  Patients.

thereof,  for  any  Term  or  Number  of  Years  not  exceeding  the  Term  of  Thirty-one  Years, 
so  as  upon  every  such  Demise  or  Lease  there  be  reserved  and  made  payable,  half-yearly, 
to  the  Governors  of  the  said  Hospital  and  their  Successors,  during  the  same  Term,  as 
much  Rent  as  can  at  the  Time  and  Times  of  making  such  Lease  or  Leases  respectively 
be  really  and  bona  fide  had  for  the  same  from  a solvent  Tenant,  and  so  as  no  Fine, 
Income,  or  Consideration  be  taken  for  the  same,  save  the  Rent  or  Rents  to  be  thereby 
respectively  reserved ; and  that  every  such  Demise  or  Lease  be  made  in  possession,  and 
not  in  reversion,  and  not  otherwise.  And  our  Will  and  Pleasure  further  is,  and  We  o 
hereby  order  and  direct,  that  these  our  Letters  Patent,  or  the  Enrolment  thereof,  shall  be

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in  all  Things  good,  firm,  valid,  sufficient,  and  effectual  in  the  Law,  unto  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, against  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  in  all  the  Courts  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and 
Successors,  any  thing  herein-before  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  anywise  notwith- 
standing. Provided  always,  that  these  our  Letters  Patent  be  enrolled  in  the  Rolls  of  our 
High  Court  of  Chancery  in  our  said  Kingdom  of  Ireland  within  the  Space  of  Six  Months 
next  ensuing  the  Date  of  these  Presents.

Bye  Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Governors  and  Guardians  of  the  Hospital  for 
Incurables,  near  the  City  of  Dublin. 

1 . — Election  of  Governors,  their  Meetings,  Sfc. 

1.  Every  Person  who  shall  subscribe  and  pay  at  One  entire  Payment,  any  Sum  not  less 
than  Twenty  Guineas  for  the  Use  of  the  Charity,  shall  from  the  Time  of  such  Payment  be 
a Governor  for  Life ; and  every  Person  who  shall  subscribe  and  pay  any  Sum  not  less  than 
Five  Guineas  to  the  Use  of  the  Charity,  shall  be  a Governor  for  One  Year  from  the  1st  of 
January  next  ensuing  such  Payment  made. — Charter. 

2.  Governors  not  Subscribers  shall  be  elected  by  Ballot.  The  Summonses  tor  meeting  at 
which  a Governor  or  Governors  are  to  be  elected  must  be  served  Six  Days  previous  to  the 
Day  of  said  Meetings,  and  atsuch  Meeting  Seven  Governors  shall  forma  Quorum.  Charter. 

3.  In  the  Summonses  aforesaid  the  Names  of  Persons  proposed  to  be  elected  Governors 

are  to  be  inserted.  . 

4.  A Board  of  Governors  shall  meet  monthly,  and  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as 
follows: — 

1.  The  Third  Member  entering  the  Board  Room  to  take  the  Chair. 

2.  Minutes  of  the  last  Meeting  read,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  last 

Meeting,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  present  Chairman. 

3.  Outstanding  Business  despatched. 

4.  Accounts  of  Hospital  audited. 

5.  Patients  admitted  from  the  Lists. 

6.  Petitions  for  Admission  read. 

7.  Lists  filled. 

8.  Minutes  of  Report  Book  read. 

9.  Visitors  for  ensuing  Month  appointed. 

10.  In  January  and  July  Matron’s  and  Porters  Inventories  shall  be  examined. 

5.  At  the  ordinary  Meetings  of  Governors  for  transacting  the  Business  of  the  Hospital 
Three  shall  form  a Quorum,  and  such  Meetings  may  be  held  in  any  Part  of  the  City 
which  the  Governors  may  appoint. 

6.  The  Corporation,  or  any  Seven  or  more  of  them,  duly  convened  by  Summonses  to  he 
previously  served  Six  Days,  may  from  Time  to  Time,  by  Majority  of  Voters,  without 
Ballot,  elect  a Treasurer,  and  such  other  Officer  or  Officers,  Servant  or  Servants,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  necessary,  and  also  appoint  Salaries. 

On  the  Death,  Resignation,  or  Removal  of  any  of  the  said  Officers  or  Servants,  a Board, 
convened  as  before,  shall  be  held  at  the  Hospital  within  Fourteen  Days,  to  fill  up  the  same 
by  a Majority  of  Votes ; in  case  of  an  Equality  the  Chairman  to  have  a casting  Vote, 
besides  his  Vote  as  a Member  of  the  Corporation.  The  Corporation,  duly  convened  at  a 
General  Board,  may  remove  any  of  said  Persons  for  Neglect,  Non-attendance,  or  other 
reasonable  Cause. — Charter. 

7.  Any  Member  of  the  Corporation,  by  regular  Summonses  served  at  least  Six  Days 
before,  may  convene  a Meeting  to  deliberate  on  Matters  concerning  the  Government  of 
the  Hospital;  and  the  Corporation  so  convened,  or  the  Majority,  may  establish, .alter,  oi 
revoke  Bye  Laws,  Ordinances,  Rules,  and  Constitutions,  so  as  such  be  approved  of  by  the 
Chancellor  and  Chief  Judges  of  Ireland,  or  any  One  or  more  of  them,  and  be  agreeable  to 
the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  Ireland.

8.  The  Member  convening  such  Meeting  shall  cause  to  be  mentioned  in  the  Summonses 
the  Business  to  be  taken  into  Consideration. 

9.  When  50/.  Subscription  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  the 
Adm'ssion  of  a Patient,  in  case  of  the  Demise  of  such  Patient  within  One  Year,  the  further 
Sum  of  15/.  being  advanced  by  the  Subscriber,  such  Subscriber  shall  have  the  Liberty  of 
filling  another  Vacancyfor  Life.

1.  The  Attendance  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  confided  to  One  Physician  and  One  Surgeon, 
not  Governors  of  the  Charity,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board,  as  directed  by  the 
Charter.

3. ’  The  Ordinary  and  Consulting  Physicians  or  Surgeons  shall  subscribe  their  Prescriptions,  tab  e Institutions

2.  Every  Nurse  shall  give  the  Patients  under  her  Care  their  Diet,  make  their  Beds,  give 
them  the  Drink  allowed,  and  assist  them  otherwise  as  they  stand  in  need  of  her  Help,  and 
shall  give  and  apply  the  Medicines  for  each,  at  the  Times  and  in  the  Manner  ordered. 

3.  The  Nurses  shall  be  very  careful  in  preserving  fresh  Air  in  the  Wards  by  opening  the 
Windows,  and  in  counteracting  tainted  Air  in  any  Manner  directed. 

4.  The  Nurses  shall  attend  to  the  Bedding  of  the  Patients,  and  also  to  their  State  and 
Symptoms,  so  as  to  report  them  to  the  Physician. 

5.  The  Nurses  shall  convey  to  the  Matron  any  Part  of  the  Diet  which  the  Patients  shall 
not  consume.  The  Salary  of  each  Nurse  shall  not  exceed  71.  10s.  per  Annum,  with  Diet. 

9. — Joint  Duties  of  Matron,  Porter,  Servants,  and  Nurses. 

1.  They  shall  not  accept  Presents  or  take  Money  from  Patients  or  their  Friends,  on  any 
Account  whatever.  They  shall  prevent  the  Patients  from  bringing  into  the  Hospital  any 
Kind  of  malt  or  spirituous  Liquor,  and  from  receiving  the  same  from  any  Person  whatever, 
except  the  Matron ; they  shall  also  prevent  any  Part  of  the  Patients  Provisions  from  being 
conveyed  out  of  the  Hospital. 

If  the  Porter,  Nurses,  or  Servants  shall  discover  any  Person  to  be  guilty  of  any  of  the 
preceding  Practices,  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Matron,  who  shall  enter  a Minute 
thereof  in  the  Report  Book. 

10. — Patients. 

1.  All  Persons  applying  for  Admission  shall  attend  the  Board,  and  produce  Petitions,  pro- 
perly attested,  of  their  Age,  Infirmities,  former  Occupations,  and  good  moral  Character ; 
their  Place  of  Abode  is  likewise  to  be  mentioned.

4 No  Patient  shall  on  any  Account  drink  strong  Liquors  in  the  Hospital  or  elsewhere, 
smoke  Tobacco  in  any  of  the  Wards,  use  profane,  indiscreet,  or  abusive  Language,  or  disturb 
ihe  Quiet  of  the  House  by  quarrelsome  Behaviour.  The  Matron  is  strictly  enjoined  to 
report  the  Names  of  the  Patients  guilty  of  such  Offences. 

5 All  Lights  in  the  Wards  are  to  be  extinguished  at  Ten  o’clock  during  the  Summer 
Half  Year,  and  at  Nine  o'clock  during  the  Winter  Half  Year. 

6 No  Patient  shall  be  permitted  to  be  absent  from  the  Hospital,  except  under  the 
Order  of  the  Board,  which  is  to  be  posted  in  the  Wards ; on  the  Return  of  any  Patient 
who  shall  have  transgressed  this  Rule,  such  Patient  shall  be  confined  to  the  Hospital  until 
the  Pleasure  of  the  Board  be  known.

10.  Complaints  of  Patients  are  to  be  addressed  in  Writing  to  the  Board  or  Visiting 
Governor,  with  the  Signature  of  Complainant  annexed. 

Candidates  for  Admission  are  to  attend  the  Board  when  there  is  a Vacancy.

In  the  Selection  of 
these  for  Admission,  the  Governors  think  it  their  Duty  to  show  no  Preference,  except  what 
is  grounded  on  the  Age,  visible  Distress,  and  Deformity  of  the  Patient,  good  moral 
Character,  well  attested,  and  the  Priority  of  Claims  formerly  preferred.  At  every  Meeting 
of  the  Governors  Numbers  apply,  deficient  in  none  of  the  Qualifications  above  mentioned; 
from  them  a List  is  made  of  such  as  stand  foremost  in  the  melancholy  Competition ; these 
are  admitted  in  rotation  as  Vacancies  occur;  many,  however,  before  they  could  be 
admitted,  have  fallen  Victims  to  Poverty  and  hopeless  Disease. 

* »*  The  Beneficence  of  the.  Public  is  earnestly  solicited,  to  render  some  Assistance  to  the 
Candidates  until  they  can  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital. 


(24. — App.) 
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Accommodation. 

It  consists  of  Thirteen  Wards,  in  general  spacious  and  well  ventilated,  containing 
One  hundred  Beds,  Thirty-six  of  which  are  appropriated  to  Fever  Patients,  and  supported 
by  Government.  This  Arrangement  for  Government  Fever  Patients  was  made  by  Lord 
Melbourne,  when  Secretary  for  Ireland,  in  a Communication  to  the  Governors  of  the 
Hospital,  dated  29th  October  1827,  and  in  consequence  of  a Representation  that  the 
Regulations  of  the  other  Hospitals  precluded  the  Admission  of  Cases  of  Fever  from 
the  County,  an  Epidemic  at  the  same  Time  prevailing,  and  there  being  vacant  Wards 
from  Want  of  Funds  in  this  Hospital. 

There  is  also  an  extensive  and  well-managed  Dispensary  on  the  Premises,  but  detached 
from  the  Hospital,  for  extern  Relief. 


(G.) — Meath  Hospital  and  County  op  Dublin  Infirmary. 

We  minutely  inspected  every  Ward  in  this  Hospital,  and  fully  examined  all  the  Books 
connected  with  its  Management ; they  ai-e  kept  with  the  utmost  Regularity  and  Precision. 
We  also  examined  Mr.  Arthur  Guinness,  Mr.  Boileau,  Mr.  Johnston,  Mr.  Ferrier 
Mr.  M ‘Donnell,  and  Dr.  Cusack  Rooney,  of  the  Governors,  together  with  the  Registrar, 
Matron,  and  Apothecary. 

The  Hospital  was  originally  opened  in  the  Coombe  in  1756,  but  removed  to  its  present 
Situation,  and  the  Hospital  built  at  an  Expense  of  12,876/.,  of  which  4,000/.  was  the  Gift  of 
the  late  Thomas  Pleasants ; the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  of  Dublin  also  contributing  in 
aid  of  it,  the  Remainder  being  derived  from  various  private  Sources. 

By  the  13  & 14  Geo.  3.  c.  43.  it  was  made  the  County  of  Dublin  Infirmary,  and  as  such 
it  receives  100/.  a Year,  late  Currency,  out  of  the  Public  Funds,  under  the  Provisions  of 
the  5 & 6 Geo.  3.  c.  20.,  together  with  an  annual  Presentment  of  553/.  16s.  10c/.  from  the 
County  of  Dublin. 


Management. 

The  Managing  Committee  of  Twenty-one  Gentlemen  is  elected  annually  out  of  the 
Governors,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye  Laws.  The  Committee  is  regularly  and  sufficiently 
attended.

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The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  receive  no  Emolument,  having  surrendered  to  the  PIos-  Report  on  Chari- 
pital  the  Sum  of  1007.,  payable  under  the  13  & 14  Geo.  3.  c.  43.,  in  consideration  table  Institutions 

whereof  they  claim,  under  the  Provisions  of  that  Act,  the  Privilege  of  electing  the  u inJ 

Medical  Officers  on  Vacancies,  and  have  heretofore  exercised  that  Privilege.  On  general  No.  4.  (G.) 
Principles  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  for  the  Interest  of  an  Institution  that  all  its  Meath  Hospital 
Officers  should  be  elected  by  the  governing  Body ; we  feel  bound,  however,  to  add, 

that  the  Members  of  the  Committee  whom  we  examined  concurred  in  stating  to  us,  

that  they  found  no  practical  Inconvenience  or  Objection  to  the  present  Mode  of  Election. 

One  Medical  Pupil  resides  in  the  Hospital ; others,  amounting  sometimes  to  as  many  as 
Fifty,  are  permitted  to  go  through  the  Wards  with  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for 
Instruction  ; and  clinical  Lectures  are  stated  to  be  regularly  delivered. 

The  Fees  from  Pupils  are  paid  to  the  Medical  Officers,  and  not  brought  into  the 
Accounts  of  the  Hospital;  they  are  moderate,  and  are  stated  to  produce  an  Income  of 
about  707.  a Year  to  each  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Although  we  are  of  opinion  that  all 
Emoluments  arising  out  of  a public  Institution  should  be  brought  into  account,  and  form 
a Portion  of  the  Income  of  such  Institution,  yet  we  are  led  to  believe  that  the  present 
Arrangement  is  advantageous  as  regards  Medical  Instruction,  and  economical  as  regards 
the  Funds  of  the  Hospital. 

Patients. 

The  Patients  appear  to  be  extremely  well  attended  to  ; they  are  admitted  from  all  Parts 
of  the  Country,  without  reference  to  their  Places  of  Residence,  on  the  Recommendation  of 
a Subscriber.  Cases  of  Accident  are  received  without  Recommendation.  Relief  is 
administered  through  the  Dispensary  to  about  150  Persons  per  Day.

Their  average  Expenditure  during  the  same  Period  has  been  2,4517.  14s.  5c7.  The 
average  Number  of  Patients  passing  through  the  Hospital  each  Year  has  been  1,528. 
The  'average  Cost,  therefore,  of  a Patient  in  passing  through  the  Hospital,  has  been 
17. 12s.  Id.  A separate  Account  has  always  been  kept  of  the  Fever  Wards ; it  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix  (C.) ; the  average  Expense  of  each  Patient  being  17.  11s.  5d. 

The  Funded  Property  is  at  present  5,9647.  9s.  10c7.,  invested  in  the  Three  and  a Half 
per  Cent.  Reduced  Stock,  in  the  Names  of  Arthur  Guinness,  David  Charles  La  Touche, 
and  James  Chambers,  as  Trustees;  2,0007.  of  this  was  a Bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  Pleasants, 
the  Interest  of  which  is  applied  to  the  Purposes  of  the  Hospital.  The  Provisions  and 
Supplies  are  procured  by  Contract  after  public  Advertisement,  and  appear  to  be  at 
moderate  Prices.  . 

Great  Care  appears  to  be  taken  by  the  Governors  in  checking  and  comparing  the  Receipts 
and  Issues  of  Supplies.  We  have  no  Hesitation  in  expressing  our  Opinion  of  the  Usefulness 
and  good  Management  of  this  Hospital. 

In  reference  to  the  Fever  Department  of  this  Hospital,  we  have  to  point  out  to  your 
Excellency  that  the  Arrangement  between  the  Governors  and  the  Government  m 1826 
was  made  at  a Period  when  Typhus  Fever  prevailed  to  an  alarming  Extent ; since  then, 
from  Causes  which  we  have  adverted  to  in  our  General  Report,  the  Pressure  upon  Fever 
Hospitals  in  Dublin  appears  happily  to  have  diminished.  It  therefore  occurs  to  us,  that  if 
an  Arrangement  were  made,  that  Fever  Patients  should  be  receive  as  we  lom  tie 
County  as  from  the  City  of  Dublin,  in  the  Cork  Street  Fever  Hospital,  on  the  Recommen- 
dation  of  Dispensary  Physicians,  that  Hospital,  with  its  present  Means  and- Accommo- 
dation, might  probably  be  found  adequate  to  the  Necessities  both  of  the  City  and  adjacent 
Parts  of  the  County. 

In  such  event  the  Government  Grant  for  the  Support  of  the  Fever  Department  of  the 
Meath  Hospital  might  be  withdrawn,  and  a considerable  Saving  thereby  effected.  In 
offering  this  Recommendation,  which  is  principally  with  the  view  of  economising  the  pu  ic 
Expenditure,  we  feel  bound  to  state  to  your  Excellency  that  the  Fever  1 atients  in  t le 
(24. — App.)  U u 2 Meath 
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Dublin  Infirmary. 


Meath  Hospital  have  received  as  much  Attention  and  Relief,  both  from  the  Governors 
and  from  the  very  eminent  Medical  Gentlemen  who  take  charge  of  the  Fever  Department 
as  it  is  possible  they  could  receive  elsewhere.

1.  State  the  Year  in  which  the  Hospital  was  opened? — The  Hospital  was  opened  on 
the  Coombe  in  the  Year  1756. 

2.  How  was  the  Institution  established,  whether  by  Act  of  Parliament,  or  by  Charter;  if 
by  either,  furnish  a Copy? — Originally  by  individual  Exertions,  but  afterwards  made  the 
County  of  Dublin  Infirmary  by  Act  of  Parliament  (13  & 14  Geo.  3.  c.  43.)  in  the  Year  1774. 

3.  By  what  Funds  was  it  built  or  endowed? — The  Institution  was  originally  endowed  by 
individual  Donations  and  Subscriptions,  and  the  Patients  accommodated  in  a Building 
rented  for  the  Purpose;  but  afterwards,  in  the  Year  1756,  a House  was  built  on  the 
Coombe,  altogether  by  private  Subscriptions.  The  present  Building  was  erected,  partly  by 
individual  Subscriptions,  partly  by  a Grant  from  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  County  of  Dublin, 
and  a Sum  of  4,000/.  was  contributed  towards  the  Building  by  the  late  Thomas  Pleasants, 
Esq.,  who  also  gave  2,0007.  more  for.  the  Supply  of  Medicines  and  Comforts  to  the  Patients, 
which  latter  Sum  is  invested  in  Government  Securities,  never  to  be  alienated. 

4.  Did  the  Government  of  the  Day  contribute  towards  its  Erection  or  Endowment,  and 

to  what  Amount? — The  Government  of  the  Day  did  not  contribute  towards  its  Erection, 
but  a Parliamentary  Grant  was  made  in  the  Year  1774  (13  & 14  Geo.  3.  c.  43).  1007. 

Irish  was  annually  granted  for  the  Purpose  of  paying  Salai'ies  to  the  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  which  Sum  they  surrendered  in  favour  of  the  Institution. 

5.  Have  any  and  what  Additions  been  made  to  the  original  Building,  and  when?— 
A Dispensary  for  extern  Patients  has  been  built  since,  but  quite  detached  from  the  Building; 
also  a Lecture  Room  for  the  Medical  Gentlemen. 

6.  What  the  present  Extent  of  Accommodation? — There  are  Sixty-four  Beds  supported 
in  the  Infirmary  Department,  and  Thirty-six  Beds  supported  by  Government  for  Fever 
Patients  only;  and,  quite  independent  of  the  above  100  Beds  being  kept  in  constant 
Occupation  by  intern  Patients,  there  are,  on  an  Average,  150  extern  Patients  relieved 
daily  in  the  Dispensary. 

7.  Has  the  Accommodation  been  at  all  Times  sufficient;  if  not,  how  has  the  Want  been 
supplied  ? — The  Accommodation  has  not  been  sufficient  for  the  Number  of  Applications  for 
Admission.

Cowpock  We  visited  the  Institution  on  the  10th  May,  and  looked  over  the  Books  and  Accounts 

Institution.  w;th  Doctors  Labatt  and  Ferguson,  whom  we  found  engaged  in  the  Business  of  the  Insti- 
tuion. 

It  appears  to  have  been  formed  under  the  Direction  of  Government  in  1804,  with  the 
view  of  disseminating  genuine  Cowpock  Infection,  and  inoculating  gratuitously  the 
Children  of  the  Poor.  The  Numbers  of  Persons  vaccinated  being  on  an  Average  no 
fewer  than  4,424  annually,  since  1804,  indicates  the  Advantage  which  the  Institution  has 
afforded.  In  addition  to  which,  the  Army  in  Ireland,  Constabulary,  Coast  Guard,  and 
Revenue  Police,  Convict  Ships,  and  County  Hospitals  are  supplied  gratis,  and  Packages  of 
the  Vaccine  Lymph  forwarded  for  2s.  6 d.  per  Package. 

Students  are  permitted  to  attend  the  Institution  for  the  Purpose  of  Instruction,  and 
Directions  circulated  for  the  Information  of  Practioners. 

Doctors  Labatt  and  Ferguson  perform  the  Duties  of  the  Institution;  their  Salaries 
are  230Z. 

The  greater  Part  of  the  House  is  occupied  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  and  his  Family. 

The  average  Income  since  1828  has  been  422Z.  14s.  3d.;  the  average  Expenditure  has 
been  412Z.  Os.  Id.  There  is  a Balance  to  the  Credit  of  the  Institution  of  406Z.  15s.  8 \d., 
this  Sum,  we  think,  should  be  applied  to  the  Purposes  of  the  Institution,  and  the  Government 
Grant  for  the  present  withheld. 

Dr.  Labatt  having  been  an  Officer  of  the  Institution  for  nearly  Forty  Years,  an 
Dr.  Ferguson  for  nearly  Thirty,  we  cannot  recommend  that  any  Change  should  be  made  at

9.  Are  Children  visited  or  Vaccination  practised  except  at  the  Institution  ? — No  Patients 
are  vaccinated  or  visited  at  their  Residences,  except  under  very  pressing  Circumstances. 

10.  Are  the  Country  Parts  of  Ireland  supplied  with  Vaccine  Matter  from  the  Institu- 
tion ; state  in  detail  the  Mode  of  obtaining  and  forwarding  such  Matter  ? — All  Parts  of 
Ireland  are  supplied  with  Vaccine  Lymph,  on  Application  at  the  Institution,  by  Letter  or 
otherwise.  The  Lymph  is  transmitted  through  the  Post  Office,  at  the  Expense  of  the 
Institution.  The  Army,  Navy,  Constabulary,  Coast  and  Revenue  Police,  Convict  Ships, 
and  County  Hospitals,  are  supplied  gratis.  Individuals  who  require  single  Packets  of 
Lymph  pay  Haifa  Crown,  and  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  per  Annum  are  entitled  to  an 
unlimited  Supply. 

11.  What  Mode  has  been  adopted,  and,  if  any,  with  what  Success,  for  endeavouring  t0 
ascertain  that  the  genuine  Vaccine  Disease  has  been  produced  in  the  Individuals  who  have 
undergone  Vaccination  ? — A careful  Inspection  of  the  Arms  at  the  proper  Periods  after 
Inocculation.  Re-vaccination  and  Inocculation  with  Smallpox  Infection  have  been  tried 
and  the  Result  proved  that  the  genuine  Vaccine  Disease  had  been  produced  in  the 
Individuals  who  had  previously  undergone  Vaccination. 

12.  Have  many  Cases  come  to  your  Knowledge  of  Smallpox  subsequent  to  Vaccination  • 
and  are  such  Cases  on  the  Increase  or  otherwise?— Cases  of  Smallpox  after  Cowpock  are' 
comparatively  few,  in  proportion  to  the  great  Mass  of  the  Population  who  have  undergone 
Vaccination  ; it  is,  however,  reasonable  to  expect  that  such  Cases  will  occur  till  the  Small- 
pox be  exterminated  by  the  universal  Adoption  of  a regular  System  of  Vaccination. 

13.  Do  Persons  in  the  superior  Class  of  Life,  and  above  the  Rank  of  Paupers,  avail 
themselves  of  the  Benefits  of  this  Institution  ? — Persons  in  the  middle  Ranks  of  Life 
sometimes  avail  themselves  of  the  Benefit  of  the  Institution,  partly  from  Motives 
of  Economy,  and  partly  from  the  Confidence  the  Public  have  in  the  Infection  current  at 
the  Institution. 

14.  Although  Vaccination  should  not  prove  a complete  Preservation  against  Smallpox, 
is  any  Advantage  and  to  what  Extent  obtained  by  Vaccination,  in  mitigating  the  Mor- 
tality of  Smallpox  when  attacking  Persons  who  had  previously  received  the  genuine  Vaccine 
Disease  by  Inoculation  ? — Where  Vaccination  fails  to  afford  complete  Protection  against 
Smallpox,  it  almost  invariably  renders  the  Disease  mild.  The  Experience  of  the  Cowpock 
Institution  affords  conclusive  Evidence  on  this  Point.  In  the  few  Cases  where  Smallpox 
occurred  after  Vaccination  the  Disease  was  mild,  and  of  short  Duration. 

15.  What  Means  are  taken  to  disseminate  among  Medical  Inoculators  in  Ireland  a 
Knowledge  of  the  Appearance  and  Progress  of  the  genuine  Vaccine  Disease  ? — Junior 
Medical  Practitioners,  and  Students  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  are  permitted  to  attend  the 
Institution  to  acquire  a practical  Knowledge  of  Vaccination.  Printed  Directions  for  conduct- 
ing Vaccine  Inocculation  are  issued  to  Practitioners  through  the  Country.  The  Directors 
are  always  ready  to  afford  Information  upon  the  Subject  to  Country  Practitioners ; and 
their  Secretary,  Dr.  Labatt,  circulated  a compendious  History  of  Cowpock,  and  minute 
Directions  for  conducting  Vaccination,  with  Plates  of  the  Appearances  and  Progress  of 
genuine  Cowpock. 

16.  Would  Advantages  arise  from  the  Publication  of  a small  and  cheap  Pamphlet,  con- 
taining Plates  of  the  genuine  Vaccine  Disease  in  different  Stages  of  its  Progress,  to  be  sent 
to  those  Parts  of  Ireland  for  which  a Supply  of  Vaccine  Virus  is  required  from  the  Institu- 
tion, the  Expense  of  such  Publication  to  be  defrayed  by  its  Sale  ?— The  Institution  has 
always  supplied  Vaccinators  with  printed  Instructions  for  Vaccination,  and  Plates  repre- 
senting the  different  Stages  of  Cowpock  may  be  had  at  a moderate  Expense. 

17.  To  your  Knowledge  is  Inoculation  with  Smallpox  Virus  practised  within  this  City? 
— Inoculation  with  Smallpox  has  been  long  since  discontinued  in  Dublin. 

18.  Has  Smallpox  to  your  Knowledge  prevailed  epidemically  in  Dublin  within  the  last 
Twenty-five  Years  ? Smallpox  has  occasionally  prevailed  epidemically  in  Dublin  within  the 
Period  mentioned.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  the  lower  Orders,  omitting 
through  Apathy  to  have  their  Children  vaccinated  at  a proper  Age,  leave  them  liable  to 
Smallpox  on  every  accidental  Exposure  to  its  Infection.  Children  coming  from  the  Country 
infected  with  Smallpox  have  been  known  to  spread  the  Disease  among  the  unvaccinated. 

19.  Do  you  believe  that  the  Dissemination  of  Smallpox  is  in  any  Manner  favoured  by 
the  Locality  of  Dublin,  or  by  the  Habits  of  the  Pauper  Class  of  its  Population  ?— To  the 
Causes  just  stated  may  fairly  be  attributed  the  occasional  Appearance  of  Smallpox  as  an 
Epidemic  in  this  City. 

2.°-  y°U  StatG  'vhether  or  not  Vaccination  is  practised  extensively  in  Dublin  by  un- 
qualified Persons,  and  with  what  Effects;  and  can  you  suggest  any  Means  of  checking  such 
I ractice.— Vaccination  is  in  some  Instances  practised  in  Dublin  and  elsewhere  by  un- 
qualified Persons,  and  no  doubt  with  the  worst  Effects.  Such  an  Evil  can  be  remedied  only 
by  the  Colleges  making  it  imperative  on  Candidates  for  Licences  in  Medicine  and  Surgery 
to  produce  Certificates  of  Attendance  at  some  accredited  Cowpock  Institution,  and  thus 
making  Instruction  iu  Vaccination  a Part  of  Medical  Education,  as  recommended  to 
Government  by  the  Directors  of  the  Cowpock  Institution  in  April  1840.

The  Directors  of  the  Cowpock  Institution,  in  returning  the  foregoing  Answers  to  the 
Queries  submitted  to  them,  are  happy  to  state  that  the  Advantages  conferred  on  the  Public 
by  the  Institution  under  their  Management  have  been  long  felt  and  acknowledged.  The 
(reneral  Adoption  of  Vaccination  throughout  Ireland  may  fairly  be  attributed  to  the 
Exertions  used  in  its  Infancy  by  the  Institution,  in  issuing  no  Infection  but  that  of  the 
most  genuine  Kind ; in  the  great  Care  that  has  been  taken  to  disseminate  by  printed 
Instructions  a correct  Knowledge  of  Cowpock,  and  of  the  proper  Mode  of  conducting 
Vaccine  Inocculation ; and  it  may  with  Confidence  be  asserted,  that  in  no  Part  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions  is  Vaccination  more  generally  or  more  successfully  practised  than  in 

The  Demands  for  Vaccine  Lymph  from  all  Parts  of  Ireland,  and  occasionally  from 
England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  as  well  as  from  the  East  and  West  Indies,  are  punctually 
supplied.

All  Patients  coming  to  the  Institution  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  are  vaccinated  gratis; 
and  the  Value  of  the  Institution  is  in  no  inconsiderable  Degree  enhanced  by  the  Oppor- 
tunity it  affords  to  inexperienced  and  junior  Practitioners  of  acquiring  a competent 
Knowledge  of  Vaccination.  , T 

There  is  no  Charge  for  Servants  or  Attendance  of  any  Kind,  and  the  Institution  is 
managed  with  the  greatest  Economy.*  . ...  . , . , .

We  visited  this  Institution  on  the  10th  May,  and  we  have  the  Satisfaction  to  state,  that,  males  discharged 
although  from  Circumstances  no  Notice  of  our  Visit  had  been  given,  we  found  this  little  from  Prison. 

Establishment  in  perfect  Order  in  all  its  Departments ; the  Inmates  were  clean  in  Appear- 

ance,  engaged  in  the  Laundry  and  Workrooms,  and  seemed  to  us  to  be  in  all  respects  well 
and  judiciously  taken  care  of. 

We  believe  the  Matron  to  be  a Person  well  suited  for  the  Trust  reposed  in  her,  and 
fully  competent  and  anxious  to  carry  into  effect  tile  Rules  and  Regulations  as  laid,  down  foi 
her  Guidance  by  the  Committee  of  Ladies,  who  afford  to  this  Institution  the  Benefit  of  their 
personal  Superintendence. 

The  Shelter  is  stated  to  have  been  established  by  some  benevolent  Ladies  in  182J,  in 
consequence  of  Two  poor  Females,  on  their  Discharge  from  Prison,  in  the  Hopelessness  of 
their  Condition,  having  drowned  themselves.

It  is  capable  of  containing  Forty  Inmates;  the  present  Number  is  Thirty-three,  Appli- 
cants for  the  Vacancies  not  having  as  yet  presented  themselves. 

They  are  admitted  on  the  Recommendation  of  the  Matrons  of  the  different  Dublin 
Prisons,  and  are  employed  in  Washing,  Mangling,  and  Plain  Work.  One  Fourth  of  their 
Earnings,  after  a certain  Period,  is  placed  in  a Savings  Bank  for  their  Benefit;  the 
Remainder  is  applied  to  the  Maintenance  of  the  Institution,  and  forms  the  largest  Item 
in  the  Income. 


The  Institution  is  managed  entirely  by  a Committee  of  Ladies,  who  take  great  Pains  to 
reform  the  Inmates.

We  have  only  to  add,  that  this  Institution  is,  in  our  Opinion,  extremely  well  managed, 
and  most  efficient  as  an  Auxiliary  to  the  Dublin  Prisons,  and  we  think  it  highly  deserving 
of  the  Continuance  of  the  small  Grant  of  50Z.  bestowed  on  it  from  the  Public  Funds.

You  are  requested  to  state  as  distinctly  as  possible  upon  what  Grounds  you  consider 
your  Institution  entitled  to  a Continuance  of  public  Aid,  upon  the  Principles  so  laid  down. 

From  the  foregoing  Answers  to  the  Queries  proposed,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Institution 
depends  chiefly  on  voluntary  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and  a proportionate  Part  ot  the 
Sums  arising  from  the  Industry  of  the  Inmates;  consequently  these  Resouices  ate 
fluctuating.

(K.)— Liberty  Fountains. 

These  Fountains  were  constructed  subsequent  to  the  Year  1816,  the  Sum  of  6,000/- 
being  granted  under  the  56th  Geo.  3.  c.  142.  s.  28.  for  erecting  Fountains  to  supply  the 
Poor  in  the  Liberties  of  Dublin  with  Water. 

A permanent  Charge  was  at  the  same  Time  incurred  for  the  Rent  of  Ground  to  form 
a Basin,  and  for  the  Water  with  which  it  is  supplied ; the  one  being  the  Rent  of  25/.,  now 
payable  to  Mr.  Mahon,  the  other  the  120/.  payable  to  the  Grand  Canal  Company. 

We  append  a Memorandum  of  the  Agreement  which  has  been  supplied  to  us  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Canal  Company,  and  of  the  Correspondence  with  Mr.  Gregory,  then 
Under  Secretary  of  State,  in  reference  thereto. 

The  Management  of  those  Fountains  was  originally  vested  in  Commissioners  appointed 
by  Government,  but  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Paving  Board. 

It  being  doubtful,  however,  whether  the  Paving  and  Lighting  Acts  authorized  the 
Payment  by  the  Paving  Board  of  those  Rents,  they  have  been  heretofore  paid  by 
Government. 

We  are  of  opinion,  that  as  the  Paving  Board  have  the  Care  of  the  Fountains,  Provision 
should  be  made  for  the  Payment  of  those  Rents  out  of  the  Funds  of  the  Paving  Board.

The  public  Fountains  in  the  Liberty  are  supplied  with  Water  by  the  Grand  Canal 
Company,  in  virtue  of  an  Agreement  made  by  the  Directors  of  the  Company  with  the 
Commissioners  of  Fountains,  and  which  appeal's  to  have  been  ratified  by  the  Company 
at  their  half-yearly  Meeting  held  on  the  29th  April  1820  pursuant  to  the  Statute.  The 
yearly  Rent  so  agreed  for  is  120/.  late  Irish  Currency;  it  commenced  from  the  8th  Day 
of  February  1821 ; the  first  Payment,  for  the  Half  Year  ended  8th  August  1821,  was  made 
on  the  13th  October  1821,  and  it  has  been  since  uniformly  paid  to  the  Company  in  virtue 
of  the  original  Agreement  to  that  Effect. 

It  is  also  right  to  mention,  that  the  Agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Sanction  and 
Approbation  of  the  Irish  Government  of  that  Day.

In  the  County  of  Armagh  Infirmary,  up  to  5th  January  last,  there  were,  for  the  Accommodation 
of  Patients  residing  in  the  County,  Forty  Beds,  since  then  Five  Beds  have  been  added,  making 
room  at  the  present  Moment  for  Forty-five  Patients  in  this  Portion  of  the  Establishment.  Since  the 
5th  January  Fifteen  other  Beds,  supported  by  Funds  bequeathed  by  the  Kev.  Dr.  Bill,  have  been 
opened  in  a Building  connected  with  the  Infirmary  and  erected  at  the  Charge  of  Bill’s  Fund,  for 
the  Reception  of  Scrofulous  Patients  residing  in  the  Counties  of  Armagh,  Down,  Tyi-one,  Derry, 
and  Antrim  ; on  this  Foundation  there  are  at  present  Thirteen  Patients  receiving  Relief.  This 
Building  is  called  “ the  Rev.  Dr.Lill’s  Wards,”  and  its  Affairs  are  administered  by  the  Governors 
of  the  Infirmary,  acting  under  the  Control  of  the  Board  of  Charitable  Donations  and  Bequests.

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Chairman  and  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of 
Nenagh  Union, 

Bespectfully  showeth, 

That  your  Petitioners  with  Feelings  of  deep  Begret  beg  to  approach  your  Honourable 
House  with  a Statement  of  the  urgent  Necessity  which  at  present  exists  for  affording 
Means  to  alleviate  the  Distress  and  Destitution  which  threaten  this  Country  during  the 
ensuing  Spring  and  Summer,  consequent  on  the  great  Failure  of  the  staple  Food  of  our 
Population,  added  to  the  Want  of  Employment  which  has  heretofore  existed. 

Our  People,  as  it  is  well  known,  are  anxious  for  Employment ; but  this  Country  being  so 
thickly  populated,  and  the  sole  Occupation  being  in  agricultural  Pursuits,  in  which  little 
Capital  has  been  used,  renders  Employment  only  occasional.  This,  added  to  the  very  low 
Kate  of  Wages,  places  this  Country  in  a sad  Position  at  all  Times,  but  with  the  Prospect 
of,  we  may  say,  Starvation,  from  the  Decay  of  the  Food  of  our  People,  now  doubly 
distressing. 

The  Enterprize  of  Bailway  Companies  will  no  doubt  benefit  our  P opulation ; but  when 
we  reflect  that,  with  the  utmost  Anxiety  on  their  Part  to  obtain  the  Sanction  of  the  Legis- 
lature, the  Works  connected  with  them  cannot  commence  for  several  Months  to  come,  nor 
even  if  at  work  would  all  Localities  benefit  from  the  Employment  thus  afforded,  we 
respectfully  submit  to  your  Honourable  House  that  the  P eriod  has  arrived  when  Feelings  of 
Charity  and  Dictates  of  Policy  demand  that  Government  should,  without  a Week’s  Delay, 
if  possible,  devise  Means  to  employ  our  People. 

Ireland  has  at  all  Times,  but  more  particularly  now,  as  fair  a Claim  on  the  Empire  as 
any  of  the  Colonies  had  to  whom  Millions  have  been  granted. 

Constant  Employment  would  bring  about  more  settled  Habits  in.  our  P eople,  eradicate 
effectually  the  System  of  Outrage  now  committed  in  part,  if  not  entirely,  by  the  idle  and 
thoughtless.  Who  then  so  fitted  to  afford  Employment  as  Government,  who  should 
help  as  well  as  govern  ? We  therefore  submit  to  your  Honourable  House,  that  Employment 
should  be  given  in  the  following  Manner,  opening  mountainous  Districts  by  new  Lines,  of 
Road,  affording  Facilities  to  drain  Lands  independent  of  the  Act  of  Victoria,  by  making 
Channels  or  Mains,  erecting  Quays  on  Lakes  and  Sea  Coasts,  &c.  &c. 

And  your  Petitioners,  as  in  Duty  bound,  will  pray.

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Guardians  and  Bate-payers  of  the  New  Boss 
Electoral  Division  of  the  Boss  Poor  Law  Union, 

Humbly  showeth. 

That  your  Petitioners,  deeply  feeling  the  Injustice  of  the  recent  System  of  having 
different  Bates  for  different  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  same  Union,  respectfully  call  the 
Attention  of  your  Honourable  House  to  the  following  Statement : — 

That  for  many  Years  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  for  the  Belief  of  the  destitute 
Poor  in  Ireland  Landed  Proprietors  had  been  desirous  of  reducing  the  Number  of 
Tenants  on  their  Estates,  and  that  in  many  Instances  extensive  Clearances  had  been 
effected. 

That  the  Families  so  ejected  had  no  Besource  but  to  come  into  the  nearest  Town,  to 
obtain  Lodgings,  and  in  the  Hopes  of  earning  a scanty  Subsistance,  either  by  casual 
Employment,  or,  too  often,  by  begging. 

That  therefore  the  Act,  on  its  coming  into  operation,  found  Districts  in  which  Towns 
were  situate  already  filled  with  the  outcast  Population  of  the  Country  Parts.  That 
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similar  Cases,  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  common  Casualties  of  Life,  such  as  the 
Sickness,  old  Age,  or  other  Incapacity  of  Fathers  of  Families  (which  deprive  poor  People 
of  the  Means  of  holding  their  Houses),  still  continue  to  concentrate  about  Towns  destitute 
Masses  in  search  of  Shelter  and  Subsistence.  . 

That  it  is  impossible  for  the  Inhabitants  of  Towns  to  prevent  the  unhousmg  of  Paupers 
on  the  Land  Districts,  or  their  Reception  by  the  poorer  Housekeepers  resident  in  the 

f01That  it  therefore  results,  as  the  Fact  certainly  is,  that  the  great  Majority  of  the  Poor 
whose  Relief  is  now  charged  against  the  Town  Electoral  Division  come  ultimately  from 
remote  Parts,  and  in  numerous  Instances  situate  without  the  Limits  of  the  Union ; or,  in 
other  Words,  that  those  who  have  had  the  Advantage  of  the  Labour  of  Men  in  their 
Youth  and  Health  are  relieved  from  supporting  them  in  their  old  Age  and  Sickness; 
which  Burden  is  thus  most  unjustly  cast  upon  those  who  have  never  known  them,  except 
in  helpless  Destitution.  . 

Your  Petitioners  cannot  here  refrain  from  referring  to  the  Speech  ot  the  I irst  Minister 
of  the  Crown  on  a recent  Occasion,  where  he  commented  with  great  Force  upon  the 
Hardships  of  removing  Paupers  from  Towns  which  had  the  Benefit  of  the  best  Years  of 
their  Lives  and  Labour,  and  removing  them  in  the  Time  of  their  old  Age  and  Distress  to 
Parts  which  had  derived  no  Advantage  from  their  Work  and  Skill,  and  in  which  the 
Paupers  had  neither  Friends  nor  Connexions. 

Your  Petitioners  humbly  submit,  that  the  Evil  therein  described  and  commented  upon, 
and  which  they  understand  is  about  to  be  remedied  in  England,  is  precisely  similar  to  that 
under  which  they  are  labouring,  and  from  which  they  are  now  seeking  to  be  relieved. 

Your  Petitioners  further  state,  that  the  Inequality  of  rating  begets  in  the  Guardians 
of  the  Electoral  Divisions  lightly  rated  an  Apathy  to  _ the  ordinary  Business  of  the 
House,  besides  removing  a wholesome  Check  to  improvident  Expenditure ; viz.  That  of 
bearing  equally  with  their  Neighbours  the  Cost  of  any  Alterations  which  they  may  be 
induced  to  propose,  either  in  the  Mode  of  Introduction  into  or  in  the  Management  of 
the  Poor  when  in  the  House. 

Your  Petitioners  forbear  from  noticing  many  other  obvious  Evils  of  the  bystem  of 
unequal  rating,  which  they  conceive  would  ne\jer  have  been  permitted  had  the  Attention 
of  the  Legislature  been  called  to  the  Power  which  Landlords  possessed,  of  clearing  what  they 
conceive  to  be  over-populated  Estates. 

As  an  Example  of  the  great  Disparity  of  rating,  your  Petitioners  respectfully  desire  to 
call  the  Attention  of  your  Honourable  House  to  the  Fact,  that  while  the  whole  Union 
of  New  Ross  (consisting  of  Nineteen  Electoral  Divisions)  is  valued  at  109,000?.  per  Annum, 
that  Electoral  Division  in  which  the  Town  is  situate  is  valued  at  17,000/.,  being  less  in 
Amount  than  One  Sixth  of  the  whole ; yet  the  latter  is  called  on  to  contribute  nearly  One 
Half  of  the  whole  Expenses  required  for  the  Support  of  the  Poor  in  the  House. 

That  your  Petitioners  cannot  conceal  from  themselves,  that  there  exists  amongst  the  Rate- 
payers of  their  Electoral  Division  a great  and  growing  Dissatisfaction  at  the  great  Disparity 
of  the  Rates  imposed  upon  them,  in  comparison  with  those  to  which  their  Neighbours  of  the 
surrounding  Electoral  Divisions  are  subject,  and  that  too  for  the  Support  of  Strangers 
from  whose  Labour  their  Electoral  Division,  has  never  derived  any  Advantage,  but  who 
are  in  fact  the  outcast  Population  of  distant  Localities. 

That  your  Petitioners  much  fear,  that,  unless  some  Remedy  be  applied  to  tins  increasing 
Evil,  the  Rates,  by  becoming  still  more  unequal  and  oppressive,  will  at  no  distant  Period 
convert  the  present  Discontent  into  an  angry  Opposition  to  their  Collection,  to  the  great 
Detriment  of  an  hitherto  most  peaceful  Neighbourhood. 

That  your  Petitioners  humbly  submit,  that  the  only  Means  of  effectually  averting  such  a 
Calamity  is  by  passing  a legislative  Enactment,  making  it  imperative  upon  the  Guardians 
to  have  an  equal  Rate  in  all  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  a Poor  Law  Union  ; and  thus  to 
distribute  upon  all,  according  to  their  Properties,  a just  Share  in  maintaining  the  poor  and 
indigent  Members  of  the  Community  at  large.

That  your  Petitioners  having  learned  that  a Committee  of  your  Honourable  House  ia 
been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  State  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  this  Country, 
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view  to  the  Enactment  of  some  legislative  Measure  for  their  better  Regulation  and  more 
efficient  Support,  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  approach  vour  Honourable  House,  and  to 
submit  the  following  Expression  of  their  Sentiments  and  Wishes  relative  to  the  proposed 
Inquiry,  as  unanimously  agreed  to  at  a Meeting  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  City 
and  County  of  Limerick  on  Saturday  the  Fourteenth  Day  of  February  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-six : That  the  present  Mode  of  supporting  the  Medical  Charities  of  this 
Country  by  voluntary  Subscriptions  and  Grand  Jury  Presentment  is  objectionable  and 
inefficient,  the  Income  derivable  from  such  Sources  being  uncertain  in  Amount,  precarious 
in  Duration,  and  inadequate  to  the  Claims  and  Wants  of  the  sick  Poor:  That  your  Peti- 
tioners deem  it  necessary,  in  order  to  secure  Permanence  and  Stability  to  the  Medical 
Charities  of  this  Country,  and  proper  Relief  for  the  sick  Poor,  that  those  Institutions  should 
be  supported  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund,  or  if  that  be  considered  impracticable  or  inex- 
pedient, by  some  compulsory  Assessment  to  be  levied  on  the  same  Principle  as  the  Poor 
Rate:  That,  fully  impressed  with  the  Conviction  that  any  Connexion  between  the  Poor 
Llw  Authorities  and  the  Medical  Charities  of  this  Country  must  prove  highly  injurious  to 
the  sick  Poor  as  well  as  to  the  Medical  Profession,  your  Petitioners  deem  it  a Duty  to  resist, 
by  every  constitutional  Means  in  their  Power,  the  Enactment  of  any  legislative  Measure 
which  would  place  these  Institutions  under  their  Management  or  Control : That  your  Peti- 
tioners are  of  opinion  that  the  Management  of  the  several  Medical  Charities  of  this 
Country  should  be  vested  in  local  Boards,  to  consist,  in  rural  Districts,  of  the  principal 
officiatino-  Clergymen  of  the  different  religious  Persuasions,  the  resident  Magistrates,  and 
as  many° of  the  highest  Rate-payers  as  shall  make  up  the  Number  to  Thirteen ; and  in 
Cities  and  large  Towns  to  consist  of  the  Mayor,  the  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic 
Bishops,  the  High  Sheriff  of  the  City  and  County,  and  Eleven  of  the  highest  Rate-payers, 
to  make  a Committee  of  Twenty-one,  such  Boards  to  have  the  Power  of  electing  Officers 
and  fixing  Salaries  within  the  Limits  prescribed  by  the  Act : That  your  Petitioners  deem 
it  advisable  that  the  several  local  Boards  should  be  placed  under  the  Regulation  and  Control 
of  a central  Medical  Board,  to  sit  in  Dublin,  responsible  for  the  Discharge  of  its  Duties  to 
and  connected  with  the  Government,  such  central  Board  to  make  annual  Reports  to  the 
Government  on  the  State  of  the  public  Health : That  an  efficient  System  of  Inspection 
over  all  public  Medical  Institutions  is  desirable : That  for  Dispensary  Districts  of  average 
Extent  and  Population  a Salary  of  1 00/.  per  Annum  ought  to  be  fixed  on  as  a Minimum, 
and  stated  in  the  Act,  which  should  also  define  the  Qualifications  necessary  for  Appoint- 
ments to  all  medical  charitable  Institutions : That  your  Petitioners  deem  it  but  common 
Justice  that  in  any  new  legislative  Enactment  for  the.  Regulation  of  the  Medical  Charities 
of  this  Country  the  present  Medical  Attendants  shall  be  continued,  and  all  existing  Rights 
and  Interests  fully  maintained. 

Your  Petitioners,  therefore,  humbly  pray.  That  your  Honourable  House  will  take 
the  above  Sentiments  and  Opinions  into  your  serious  Consideration,  and  frame 
such  a Bill,  as,  whilst  it  secures  a proper  and  efficient  System  of  Medical  Relief 
for  the  sick  Poor,  shall  at  the  same  Time  maintain  the  Rights  and  Interests  ot 
the  Medical  Profession.

Humbly  showeth. 

That  your  Petitioners  would  respectfully  request  the  Attention  of  your  Honourable  House 
to  the  unequal  and  unjust  Pressure  of  the  Irish  Poor  Laws  on  different  Unions  in  this 
Kingdom,  arising  from  the  very  uneven  Distribution  of  the  aggregate  Amount  of  rateable 
Property  allotted  to  those  Unions  at  their  Formation. 

Without  entering  into  the  Minutiae  of  the  Subject,  and  avoiding  extreme  Cases  upon 
either  Side,  your  Petitioners  would  simply  bring  to  your  Notice,  that  'this  Inequality  falls 
most  injuriously  and  unfairly  on  the  poorest  Unions,  which  are  clearly  the  least  able  to  bear 
Taxation ; for  example,  in  one  Union  the  rateable  Property  is  valued  (say  in  round  Num- 
bers) at  120,000/.,  while  the  Valuation  of  another  is  but  40,000/.,  and  a much  greater 
Disparity  will  be  found  even  among  the  Unions  in  rural  Districts*,  the  Cost  for  building 
and  keeping  up  the  Establishments  being  nearly  the  same  in  both  Cases.  Hence  it  is  quite 
obvious  that  the  Proprietors  in  the  smaller  or  poorer  Unions  have  to  pay  Three  Times  as 
much,  in  proportion  to  their  Interest,  for  building  and  Establishment,  as  those  of  the  larger 
one ; and  with  respect  to  Town  or  City  Districts,  compared  with  the  rural,  the  Difference 
is  still  more  apparent.  It  has  been  computed  that  some  of  the  poorest  of  the  latter 
Description  are  taxed  for  their  Buildings  and  necessary  Establishments  in  the  Ratio  of  Fifty 
to  One,  according  to  their  Property,  in  comparison  with  the  Inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Dublin.*

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Your  Petitioners  would  also  observe,  that  the  County  Districts  will  now  suffer  most

The  Memorial  of  the  undersigned  Inhabitants  of  the  Poor  Law  Union  District  of 
Ballymena  in  the  County  of  Antrim,  Ireland, 

Respectfully  showeth. 

That  Memorialists  have  long  and  painfully  felt  that  the  Act  which  regulates  the  Operation 
of  the  System  of  Relief  provided  for  the  Poor  in  Ireland  is,  in  several  practical  and  very 
important  Particulars,  seriously  defective. 

Memorialists  desire  to  direct  the  Attention  of  your  Lordships  House  especially  to  the 
Fact,  that  in  the  present  State  of  the  Law  no  Hospital  for  the  Reception  of  Fever 
Patients  can  be  erected  or  maintained  from  any  Fund  at  the  Disposal  of  the  Poor  Law 
Guardians,  without  the  Consent  of  a Majority  of  the  Members  constituting  the  Board,  and 
where  this  Consent  cannot  be  obtained  the  general  Consequences  appear  to  be,  that  no 
efficient  Measures  are  adopted  to  arrest  the  Progress  of  contagious  Diseases  amon°-  the 
Poor,  compulsory  Assessments  having  operated  unfavourably  upon  the  Fountains  of  private 
Benevolence. 

In  Illustration  of  the  Evils  arising  from,  this  Defect  in  the  existing  Law,  Memorialists 
would  respectfully  refer  your  Lordships  House  to  the  Fact,  that  there  is  nq,  Fever 
Hospital  whatever  within  the  Boundaries  of  this  Union,  that  Ballymena  (a  Town  containing 
a Population  of  fully  6,000  Inhabitants)  is  situated  within,  the  District,  and  that  Fever, 
with  its  numerous  Train  of  attendant  Evils,  is  prevalent  there  to  a very  sei'ioua  Extent 
without  the  slightest  authorized  Relief  or  legal  Interference,  or  the  Application  of  any 
Measure  whatever  calculated  to  impede  the  Progress  of  the  Contagion,  or  to  alleviate  the 
Sufferings  of  those  who  labour  under  the  Sickness  of  this  calamitous  Disease. 

Memorialists  would  also  refer  your  Lordships  House  to  the  Fact,  that  Resolutions, 
having  for  their  Object  the  Erection  and  Maintenance  of  a suitable  Fever  Hospital  in 
connexion  with  the  Workhouse  of  this  Union,  have  been  repeatedly  proposed  for  Adoption 
at  the  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  but  in  every  Instance  such  Proposals  have  been 
defeated,  a Majority  of  the  Members  having  voted  against  the  Measure ; and  as  private 
Subscriptions  for  such  a Purpose  cannot  now  be  obtained,  the  Consequences  within  this 
densely  populated  District  may  happen  to  be  deplorable  in  the  extreme. 

Memorialists  respectfully  represent,  that  Fever  Hospitals  in  connexion  with  Union 
Workhouses  under  the  Control  of  the  Guardians,  and  maintained  from  Funds  at  the 
Disposal  of  the  Board,  are  very  desirable  Institutions ; and  Memorialists  feel  very  strongly, 
that,  unaided  by  such  Institutions,  the  System  of  Poor  Law  Relief  in  Ireland  is  cpni- 
paratively  inoperative  and  inefficient ; and  in  any  contemplated  Revision  of  the . mating 
Law  they  desire  to  express  their  Opinion  most  emphatically,  that  the  Erection,  and 
Maintenance  of  a Fever  Hospital  in  connexion  with  the  Workhouse  of  the  Union  should 
be  compulsory  upon  the  Guardians  of  every  Board  in  Ireland ; and  as  in  most  Cases  such 
extra  Buildings  might  be  erected  upon  the  Grounds  already  pertaining  to  the  Workhouse, 
and  the  same  Medical  Attendance  made  available  to  a considerable  Extent,  a small  Amount 
of  additional  Outlay  cannot  afford  any  legitimate  Ground  of  Opposition, 

Memorialists  would  also  direct  the  Attention  of  your  Lordships  House  to  the  defective 
State  of  the  Law  respecting  Settlement,  whereby  a Residence  of  One  Year  may  entitle 
Vagrants  and  strolling  Beggars  to  Relief  from  the  Funds  of  any  Poor  Law  Division 
whereon  they  may  choose  to  locate  themselves  for  that  Period ; and  as  this  has  frequently 
been  found  productive  of  serious  Grievances,  Memorialists  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
Term  of  Residence  should  in  all  Cases  be  extended  to  at  least  Three  Years. 

Memorialists  therefore  respectfully  pray,  that  your  Lordships  House  will  judiciously 
revise  the  Act  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland,  and  make  the  Erection 
and  Maintenance  of  Fever  Hospitals  in  connexion  with  Union  Workhouses 
imperative  upon  all  Guardians.  And  Memorialists,  as  in  Duty  bound,  will 
ever  pray,  &c.

That  the  present  Mode  of  supporting  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland,  by  making  public 
Presentment  dependent  on  private  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  has  been  found  inadequate 
to  supply  the  Wants  of  the  sick  Poor,  and  degrading  to  the  Medical  Profession. 

That  the  present  Distribution  and  Situation  of  Dispensaries  throughout  the  Country 
render  the  Institutions  inconvenient,  and  often  inaccessible  to  the  sick  Poor ; and  that  in 
some  Instances,  Dispensaries  are  placed  too  close  to  each  other,  whilst  in  others  they  are 
so  far  separated  that  a great  Mass  of  the  sick  Poor  can  have  no  Relief  afforded  them.  _ 
That  the  present  Accommodation  for  the  Treatment  of  Fever  Patients  is  quite  insufficient 
to  meet  the  Wants  of  the  Country.  _ . 

That  the  County  Infirmaries  are,  from  their  Situation,  often  inaccessible  to  a great 
Portion  of  the  respective  Counties  in  which  they  have  been  established;  consequently 
there  is  a great  Want  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  the  Treatment  of  Cases  of  Accident

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That  the  Want  of  a fixed  Standard  of  Qualification  for  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  several 
Institutions  for  the  Belief  of  the  sick  Poor  is  fraught  with  Evils  to  all  Classes  of  the 

Community  petit;oners  therefore  pray.  That  your  Lordships  will  take  the  Subject  of  the 
Medical  Charities  of  Ireland  into  your  early  Consideration,  and  make  such 
legislative  Enactments  for  their  Regulation  and  Maintenance  that  the  Funds 
for  the  Support  of  these  Institutions  may  be  derived  from  Taxation  ; that  Dis-

This  Electoral  Division  alone  pays 
double  and  frequently  a greater  Proportion  than  the  rural  Districts.  That  wealthy  Pro- 
prietors and  Men  of  large  Fortune  pay  a mere  Trifle  for  the  Support  of  Pauperism, 
whilst  the  poor  struggling  Shopkeepers  are  overwhelmed  with  Taxation,,  not  for  the 
Support  of  their  own  Poor,  as  many  of  the  Paupers  of  the  Kinsale  Division  are.  from 
County  Districts,  who  have  sought  Refuge  in  the  Town  to  save  themselves  from  famishing 
on  the  Highway. 

That  your  Petitioners  think  the  Legislature  contemplated  a Change  after  the  -Bill  was 
in  operation  for  Three  Years,  as  the  Forty-fourth  Section  of  the  Poor  Law  Bill  gives 
Guardians  the  Power  to  make  the  Rate  uniform.  This  Section  may  as  well  have,  been 
expunged,  inasmuch  as  the  rural  Guardians  always  outvote  those  from  the  Towns,  having  at 
all  Times  a very  preponderating  Majority.  There  is  in  this  County  (Cork)  One  Exception; 
the  Dunmanway  Union  have  availed  themselves  of  the  Clause.  They,  saw  and  admitted  its 
Equity,  and  to  their  Credit  be  it  told  they  preferred  J ustice  to  Self-interest.  The  Result 
has  been  most  satisfactory ; the  Guardians  no  longer  spend  their  Time  in  squabbling  about 
the  Location  of  Paupers  and  inspecting  complicated  Accounts,  but  work  together  for  the 
Object  of  relieving  the  destitute,  and  prudently  disbursing  the  Funds  placed  under  their 

Charge.  . T i i • v f 

That  your  Petitioners  look  forward  with  the  greatest  Anxiety  to  your  Lordships  Kelier. 
Their  Situation  is  most  deplorable ; above  Seventy  First  and  Second  Class  Houses  are  now 
void  here;  Scarcity  and  impending  Famine  will  of  necessity  fill  the  Workhouse;  the 
occupied  Houses  will  have  to  pay  the  increased  Rate ; the  Inmates  themselves,  in  many 
Cases,  unable  to  meet  the  increased  Demand  of  the  Rate  Collector,  will  be  thrown  on  the 
Union,  and  then,  instead  of  being  afforded  Relief,  Pauperism  will  be  created. 

That  your  Petitioners  hold  that  Uniformity  of  Taxation  is  a just  and  fair  Principle;  that 
all  should  contribute  to  the  Relief  of  their  Fellow  Creatures;  and  that  Contribution  cannot 
be  fixed  justly  in  any  other  Proportion,  otherwise  the  poorest  District  becomes  the  most 
heavily  burdened.  at

That  Memorialists  are.  enormously  taxed  under  the  unjust  Arrangement  of  the  Poor  Law 
for  Ireland. 

That  since  the  opening  of  'the  Poorhouse  of  this  Union  the  Humber  charged  to  this 
Electoral  Division  amounts  to  fully  One  Half  the  whole  Number  in  the  House.. 

That  this  Electoral  Division  is  One  out  of  Thirteen  Electoral  Divisions  in  this  Union. 
That  the  Paupers  at  present,  and  from  the  Commencement  of  the  opening  of  this 
House,  are  Four  Fifths  of  them  Squatters  here,  at  cheap  weekly  Lodgings,  from  the 
various  other  Electoral  Divisions,  and  Strangers  from  outside  the  Union. 

That  these  Squatters  weekly  Lodgers  create  a Eesidence  after  Twelve  Months,  and  that 
Paupers  of  the  said  Description  now  in  the  House  are  charged  to  this  Electoral  Division, 
which  makes  the  Eate  come  on  it  as  much  for  their  Support  as  the  Paupers  of  the  other 
Twelve  Electoral  Divisions  of  this  Union. 

Under  these  Circumstances  Memorialists  pray  your  Lordships  will  make  an 
Alteration  in  the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  equalize  the  Eate  on  the  whole  Union, 
otherwise  the  Towns  will  be  obliged  to  bear  the  Expenses  of  supporting  One 
Half  the  Paupers  at  all  Times  in  those  Houses.  Memorialists  therefore  pray 
an  Alteration  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  to  the  Effect  that  all  Paupers  should 
be  charged  to  the  Union  at  large.

To  the  Bight  Honourable  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  Petitition  of  the  undersigned  Medical  Practitioners  residing  in  the  County  of 
Clare, 

Humbly  showeth, 

That  your  Petitioners  humbly  hope  that  in  the  event  of  your  Right  Honourable  House 
legislating  on  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland  your  Right  Honourable  House  would  take 
into  consideration  the  Principles  upon  which  your  Petitioners  think  Legislation  on  this 
important  Subject  ought  to  be  based,  as  herein  set  forth  — 

First,  The  Regulation  and  Control  of  the  several  Medical  Institutions  supported  entirely 
or  partly  by  public  Funds,  to  be  vested  in  a Medical  Board,  responsible  for  the 
Discharge  of  its  Duties,  and  connected  with  the  Government. 

Second,  The  Funds  for  the  Support  of  Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  to  be  so 
raised  that  the  necessary  Sums  shall  always  be  had  with  Certainty,  irrespective  of 
Subscriptions,  which,  if  offered,  should  not  be  accepted. 

Third,  Should  these  Funds  be  raised  by  Poor  Rate,  the  Powers  of  the  Poor  Law  Com- 
missioners over  these  Institutions  only  to  extend  to  fiscal  Arrangements,  and  to 
auditing  the  Accounts. 

Fourth,  • Should  the  protective  Duties  upon  agricultural  Produce  be  repealed,  we  deem  it 
but  equitable  that  the  Support  of  the  Medical  Charities  should  be  charged  upon  the 
Consolidated  Fund. 

Fifth,  The  Election  of  Medical  Officers  (subject  to  the  Approval  of  the  Medical  Board), 
and  the  entire  local  Management  under  the  Direction  of  that  Board,. to  be  vested  in  a 
local  Committee  so  chosen  as  fairly  to  represent  the  respectable  resident  Rate-payers, 
the  resident  officiating  Clergy,  and  Magistrates. 

Sixth,  All  the  present  Medical  Attendants  to  be  continued,  and  all  existing  Rights  and 
Interests  to  be  respected  and  secured,  subject  only  to  such  Regulations  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  wherever  a District  is  considered  too  small  or  too  large,  and  to 
require  Alteration. 

Seventh,  The  Medical  Board  to  possess  Authority,  on  being  appealed  to  by  any  Member 
of  the  Profession  holding  a public  Institution,  to  protect  the  Rights  and  Interests  of 
such  Person,  and,  with  the  Concurrence  of  the  Government,  and  the  Assistance  of  the 
local  Boards,  to  be  qualified  to  carry  out  such  a System  of  Medical  Relief  as  will 
afford  Medical  Aid  to  those  (and  to  those  only)  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  it,  for  which 
the  Establishment  of  District  Medical  or  Surgical  Hospitals  connected  with  Dispen- 
saries, at  proper  Distances  from  County  Infirmaries,  appears  indispensable. 

Eighth,  An  efficient  System  of  Inspection  over  all  public  Medical  Institutions,  including 
the  Workhouse  Hospitals;  the  Results,  along  with  such  Returns  and  Information,  to 
be  published  annually,  and  made  conducive  to  Medical  Knowledge. 

Ninth,  For  a Dispensary  District  of  average  Extent  and  Population  a Salary  of  One 
hundred  Pounds  per  Annum  to  be  fixed  as  a Minimum  to  be  stated  in  the  Act. 

Tenth,  Those  who  hold  Medical  Institutions  for  which  Salaries  are  fixed  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament to  be  secured  in  the  Possession  of  the  Amount  they  now  receive  so  long  as 
they  hold  those  Situations. 

That  your  Petitioners  approach  your  Right  Honourable  House  in  full  Confidence  that 
you  will  at  all  Times  watch  over  the  Rights  and  Interests  of  every  Class  in  the  Community, 
and  that  you  will  not  listen  to  the  Representations  of  interested  Individuals,  to  the  Detri- 
ment of  the  sick  Poor,  and  the  Injury  of  the  Medical  Profession. 

Your  Petitioners  further  pray  your  Right  Honourable  House,  That  the  Control  ot 
the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland  may  not  be  given  to  the  P oor  Law  Commis- 
sioners.

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Magherafelt  Union,  &c., 
adopted  at  a Special  Meeting  of  the  said  Board  on  Thursday  the  5th  Day 
of  March  1846, 

Showeth, 

That  your  Petitioners,  in  the  Administration  of  the  Laws  for  the  Relief  of  the  destitute 
Poor  of  Ireland,  have  observed  the  great  Necessity  there  exists  for  a Vagrant  Act  or  Acts 
for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicity,  and  the  many  Impediments  which  the  Absence  of  such  a 
Law  produces  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Poor  Law  System  ; that  comparatively  few  of  the 
wandering  Mendicants  in  this  Union  have  become  Inmates  of  the  Workhouse,  preferring 
still  that  vicious  and  demoralizing  Life,  perpetuating  all  the  Evils  of  Mendicancy,  and 
extorting  from  the  People,  principally  the  poorer  Classes,  by  working  on  their  Fears  and 
Superstitions,  Contributions  which  should  not  be  withdrawn  from  their  own  limited 
Resources;  and  that  frequent  and  general  Complaints  are  received  from  the  Rate-payers 
throughout  the  Union  of  the  small  Effect  which  the  Poor  Law  has  had,  from  the  Absence 
of  the  compulsory  Powers  conferred  by  a Vagrant  Act,  in  relieving  them  from  the 
Solicitations  and  Contact  of  the  Beggar. 

That  your  Petitioners  would  humbly  suggest  the  Expediency  of  remitting  the  Payment 
of  the  Loans  advanced  from  the  Treasury  for  the  Provision  of  the  Union  Workhouses; 
that  the  Taxation  required  for  the  other  Expenditures  of  the  Union  is  as  much  as  the 
Rate-payers  can  bear ; that,  with  the  Prospect  of  Scarcity  and  accumulating  Destitution, 
the  Effect  of  which  may  extend  over  many  Years,  it  would  be  impossible  that  Funds  could 
be  levied  to  meet  the  Repayment  of  the  Workhouse  Loan  Instalments,  in  addition  to  the 
immediate  Expenses  of  Relief;  that  Disaffection  and  Unwillingness,  interfering  with  the 
proper  Administration  of  Relief,  will  always  exist  so  long  as  the  Instalments  are  called  for ; 
and  that  these  unpleasant  Feelings  will  be  increased  in  the  Unions  in  Ulster,  by  the  Know- 
ledge that  in  many  Unions  in  other  Parts  in  Ireland  no  Instalments  have  yet  been  paid, 
nor,  in  all  probability,  ever  will  be  paid. 

That  Petitioners  consider  a Law  of  Settlement  for  Ireland  similar  to  that  recently  intro- 
duced by  Her  Majesty’s  Government  for  England  would  be  necessary. 

That  a Law  empowering  Guardians  to  affiliate  illegitimate  Children  under  a certain  Age, 
whose  Mothers  are  in  the  Workhouse,  on  the  putative  Fathers,  and  conferring  on  the 
Guardians  the  Right  of  recovering  the  Costs  of  Relief  of  such  Children  from  the  reputed 
Fathers,  is  urgently  called  for;  that  the  Number  of  Women  in  the  Workhouse  of  the 
Magherafelt  Union  having  illegitimate  Children  with  them  is  very  considerable,  and 
exhibits  a Disposition  to  increase ; that  this  arises  from  the  Mothers  of  such  Children 
preferring  to  take  Relief  in  a Workhouse  to  proceeding  against  the  Father  by  the  ordinary 
Law  Process  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Child , and  that,  independent  of  a serious  Expense 
beino-  entailed  on  the  County  thereby,  the  Cause  of  Morality  must  suffer,  and  an  Impetus 
be  given  to  Vice  and  Profligacy. 

That  the  present  Medical  Charities  and  Dispensary  Arrangements  are  in  a most  defective 
State,  and  Petitioners  consider  that  it  -would  be  extremely  advisable  that  the  Act  framed 
upon  the  Report  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  in  1841  should  become  a Law,  as  it 
embraces  all  the  Improvements  necessary  in  so  important  a System  as  the  Medical  Relief  of 
the  sick  Poor  in  Ireland. 

Petitioners  would  therefore  pray.  That  your  Honourable  House  would  take  the 
foregoing  Subjects  into  consideration,  and  pass  a further  Amendment. on 
the  Irish  Poor  Relief  Act,  which  will  provide  for  the  Suppression  of  Mendicity, 
the  Remission  of  Workhouse  Loans,  and  Law  of  Settlement,  the  Affiliation  of 
illegitimate  Children  on  the  reputed  Father,  and  an  improved  System  of 
Medical  Charities.

That  your  Petitioners  have  for  many  Years  been  engaged  in  the  Management  of  One  of 
the  most  extensive  local  Dispensaries  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  namely,  the  Parochial 
Dispensary  attached  to  the  Parish  of  Saint  George. 

That  the  Result  of  the  Experience  of  your  Petitioners  compels  them  to  state  to  your 
Lordships  the  total  Inadequacy  of  the  present  System,  to  enable  them  to  afford  Medical 
Relief  to  the  destitute  Poor. 

That  in  order  to  make  the  Medical  Relief  afforded  to  the  destitute  Poor  effectual  in  its 
Operation,  your  Petitioners  respectfully  submit  to  your  Lordships  that  some  Enactment  of 
the  Legislature  is  required  to  compel  all  Classes  and  Parties,  in.  the  Community  to 
contribute  their  fair  Proportion  to  the  annual  Support  of  such  Institutions. 

That  the  Number  of  destitute  Poor  relieved  by  the  Institution  to  which  your  Petitioners 
refer  since  the  Year  1827  (being  the  Period  when  your  Petitioners  undertook  the  Manage- 
ment of  it)  down  to  the  31st  of  December  last  amounts  to  100,113,  of  which  6,725  were 
relieved  during  the  past  Year. 

That  the  only  Means  of  Support  for  the  Institution  is  derived  from  voluntary  annual 
Subscriptions,  an  annual  Appeal  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Saint  George,  and  within  these 
last  few  Years  a small  Grant  from  the  Easter  Term  Grand.  Jury  of  the  City  of  Dublin, 
equal  in  Amount  to  the  Sum  collected  as  voluntary  Contributions. 

That  the  partial  Manner  in  which  Aid  .is  afforded  the  Dispensary,  being  supported 
entirely  (with  but  one  single  Exception)  by  the  Exertions  of  a few  benevolent  Individuals 
professing  the  Protestant  Religion,  imperatively  calls  for  some  legislative.  Enactment. 
Your  Petitioners,  in  corroboration  of  this  Statement,  beg  to  say,  that  above  Five  Sixths  of 
the  Poor  relieved  are  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion,  and  there  is  only  One  Gentleman 
professing  that  Communion  among  the  List  of  annual  Subscribers,  although  several.of  the 
most  .respectable  Roman  Catholic  Families  reside  within  the  Circle  of  the  Operations  of 
the  Institution.  _ _ 

That  in  the  event  of  your  Lordships  passing  a legislative  Enactment  on  the.  Subject  or 
the  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  your  Petitioners  respectfully  submit,  that . in  .case  the 
Power  to  make  the  necessary  Assessments  be  transferred  from  the  Grand  J uries,  in  whose 
Hands  the  Power  to  make  the  same  exists,  to  the  Poor  Law  Guardians,  that  the  Poor  Law 
Guardians  should  not  have  Power  to  make  a separate  or  additional  Assessment  (should  a 
separate  and  additional  Assessment  be  deemed  by  your  Lordships  the  best  Method  of  doing 
it.,  and  which  your  Petitioners  submit  would  be  the  fairest  Way)  beyond  a certain  fixed 
Poundage  on  the  annual  Value.  . i,  . 

That  your  Petitioners  are  convinced,  if  every  Householder  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  George 
-contributed  from  2s.  Qd.  to  3s.  6 d.  per  House  per  Annum  your  Petitioners  would  have 
ample  Funds  of  supporting  their  Institution,  and  such  Tax  would  be  under  Id.  per  Pound 
-on  the  annual  Valuation ; your  Petitioners  would  therefore  suggest,  that  in.  no  event 
should  the  separate  or  additional  Rate  to  be  levied  for  the  Support  of  Medical  Dispensaries 
in  Ireland  exceed  2d.  per  Pound  on  the  annual  Valuation. 

That  should  an  unlimited  Jurisdiction  be-  given  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  Poor  Law 
Unions  in  Ireland,  constituted  as  these  Boards  are  in  many  Instances  in  Ireland  the 
Assessments  would  be  made  not  with  a view  to  serve  the  Poor  so  much  as  to  serve  the 
private  Interests  of  the  Officers  of  the  Institutions  who  had  sufficient  Power  to  return 
particular  Guardians,  and  a System  of  Jobbing  would  be  the  Result. 

That  your  Petitioners  therefore  submit,  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  should  have  nothing 
whatever  to  say,  either  to  the  Election  of  Medical  Officers,  the  Salaries  to  be  affixed  to 
these  Offices,  or  the  Sum  required  to  defray  the  annual  Expenses,  but  merely  sign  the 
necessary  Warrant  at  a Meeting  of  their  Board  to  enable  the  Collectors  of  Poor  Rates  to 
collect  the  additional  Assessment.  ' J \ . , c 

That  it  should  be  imperative  on  the  Board  of  Guardians,  on  a Certificate  of.  the  bum 
required,  verified  by  the  Affidavit  of  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Medical.  Dispensary, 
such  Certificate  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  either  by  the  Chief  Secretary 
of  Ireland  or  by  a central  Medical  Board  sitting  in  Dublin,  to  assess  the  Sum  mentioned 
■in  such  Certificate,  the  Money  to  be  collected  to  be  entered  in  a separate  Account,  headed 
“Medical  Charities  Relief  Fund.”  c > 

That  the  Medical  Officers  should  be  elected  by  the  Managing  Committee  ot  each 
Dispensary  in  the  following  Manner The  several  Candidates  seeking  to  beMedical  Officers 
to  present  their  Qualification  before  the  central  Medical  Board,  who  should  certify  to  the 
Committee,  that  A.B.,'  seeking  for  the  Situation  of  Medical  Officer  (stating  the.  Office  then 
vacant),  had  appeared  before  such  central  Board,  and  that  on  an  Inspection  ot  then 
(24. Arr.)  4 N 3 Certificates, 
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Certificates,  &c.,  they  found  him  a competent  Person  to  fill  such  Situation,  if  elected 
thereto.  , ;. 

That  in  case  this  Method  should  not  be  approved  of  by  your  Lordships,  your  I etitioners 
humbly  submit,  that  the  Election  of  such  Medical  Officers,  shall  .not  under  any  Circum- 
stances be  in  the  Poor  Law  Guardians,  but  be  confided  entirely,  either  to  the  Government 
for  the  Time  being,  or  to  the  central  Medical  Board ; and  that  no  Interference  in  these 
Appointments  should  be  permitted  on  the  Part  of  the  Board  of  Guardians.. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray.  That  your  Lordships,  in  your  Wisdom, 
will  be  pleased  to  provide,  that  in  any  legislative  Enactment  which  may  be 
introduced  for  affording  Medical  Relief  the  following  Provisions  may  be 
introduced;  viz.,  the  Assessments  to  be  compulsory  on  all  Classes  of  the 
Country,  either  by  means  of  the  Grand  Jury  presenting  same,  or,  should 
it  be  deemed  advisable  by  your  Lordships  to  employ  the  Machinery  of  the 
Poor  Law  for  such  Purpose,  that  Care  be  taken  that  the  Power  given  to  the 
Poor  Law  Guardians  should  only  extend  to  their  enabling  the  Collectors  to 
get  in  the  Rate  or  Assessment,  the  sole  Control  or  Management  of  Funds, 
Appointment  of  Medical  Officers,  and  Salaries  for  same,  to  be  at  the  Disposal 
and  Regulation  of  the  Committee,  subject  to  their  accounting  through  them 
Officer  to  the  Government  or  central  Medical  Board ; or  that  the  Appointment 
of  such  Medical  Officers  be  made  by  the  Government  for  the  Time  being,  or 
by  the  central  Medical  Board,  and  no  Interference  whatever  permitted  on  the 
Part  of  the  Board  of  Poor  Law  Guardians  with  such  Elections,  or  the 
Salaries  to  be  affixed  thereto  respectively. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  County  and 
City  of  Armagh, 

Humbly  showeth, 

That  your  Petitioners,  naturally  feeling  much  interested  in  an  Inquiry  into  the  Operation 
of  the  Poor  Law  and  Medical  Charities  in  Ireland,  now  conducted  by  a Committee  of 
your  Right  Honourable  House,  humbly  beg  leave  to  bring  under  your  Notice  the 
following  Observations  in  respect  thereto  ; viz. 

That  while  we  declare  ourselves  uninfluenced  by  factious  Opposition  to  any  legal 
Enactment  for  the  Support  and  Management  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland,  and  are 
fully  aware  that  those  Institutions  are  not  altogether  out  of  Need  of  Improvement,  we 
most  respectfully  deprecate  any  Enactment  which  would  have  the  Effect  of  placing  them 
under  the  Control  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  they 
shall  be  placed  under  the  immediate  Control  and  Management  of  local  Boards,  which  shall 
be  in  connexion  with  a central  Medical  Board  in  Dublin,  appointed  by  and  in  communi- 
cation with  the  Executive  Government  on  these  as  well  as  on  all  other  Matters  in  which 
the  public  Health  is  concerned. 

That  we  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Assessment  for  the  Support  of  those  Charities  be 
levied  in  such  a Manner  as  to  cause  the  Burden  to  fall,  not  on  the  Occupiers  of  Land 
alone,  but  also  upon  every  Individual  deriving  Benefit  therefrom,  unless  the  Legislature 
should  think  it  more  advisable  that  they  should  derive  their  Support  from  the  Con- 
solidated Fund. 

That  we  consider  it  very  desirable  that  an  efficient  System  of  Inspection  be  instituted 
over  every  Medical  Charity  in  Ireland,  and  finally  that  in  whatever  legislative  Measures 
may  be  enacted  for  the  future  Management  of  these  Charities,  we  trust  that  all  vested 
Rights  shall  be  scrupulously  respected. 

And  your  Lordships  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Surgeons  to  County  Infirmaries  in  Ireland. 

Humbly  showeth. 

That  your  Petitioners  deem  it  to  be  their  Duty  to  make  your  Right  Honourable  House 
acquainted  with  their  Opinions  respecting  certain  Particulars  relating  to  the  Medical 
Charities  of  Ireland,  pending  the  Inquiry  before  a Committee  of  your  Lordships  Plouse  into 
the  Operation  of  these  Institutions. 

That  while  they  are  aware  that  a very  large  Amount  of  valuable  Medical  Relief  is  at 
present  accessible  to  the  sick  Poor  of  Ireland,  and  is  progressively  increasing,  they  also  know 
that  Defects  exist  in  the  present  Arrangements,  which  they  have  at  all  Times  felt  most 
anxious  to  see  corrected. 

That  the  Defects  to  which  they  allude  are,  in  their  Opinion,  chiefly  attributable  to  the 
imperfect  State  of  the  Law,  which  fails  to  provide  Funds  for  the  Establishment  and  Support 
of  Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  unless  .Subscriptions  have  been  previously  collected 
in  the  respective  Districts,  and  to  the  Absence  of  all  Provision  for  an  efficient  Inspection  of 
the  Medical  Charities  in  general. 

That  an  Object  of  primary  Importance  is  the  Appointment  of  a sufficient  Number  of 
Medical  Inspectors,  whose  principal  Duty  should  be  to  inspect  and  report  upon,  the  several 
Tnst.it.nt.irms  for  the  Medical  Relief  of  the  Poor,  to  assist  local  Boards  and  Medical  Officers 
in  the  defining  of  the  respective  Districts,  so  as  to  ensure  the  Diffusion  of  efficient 
Relief  over  eveiy  Part  of  the.  Country,  to  examine  the  Estimates  of  local  Boards  for  the 
Support  of  the  Medical  Charities,  and  to  collect  and  arrange  the  Medical  Reports  to  be 
furnished  from  the  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  for  statistical  Purposes. 

That  they  deem  it  most  essential  that  Offices  of  so  much  Trust  as  those  of  Medical 
Inspectors  should  be  filled  by  regularly  educated  Physicians,  or  Surgeons  of  thoroughly 
unimpeachable  Reputation,  known  to  enjoy  the  Respect  and  Confidence  of  the  Medical 
Profession,  who  shall  neither  be  the  Nominees  of  a Party,  nor  the  Claimants  of  Reward  for 
political  Services.  _ 

That  an  imperative  Necessity  exists  for  the  Adoption  of  some  Measure  by  which  h unds 
shall  be  provided  for  the  Maintenance  and  Support  of  Medical  Charities  wherever  they 
may  be  required.  While  the  Infirmary  Surgeons  feel  that  it  does  not  belong  to  their  Province 
to  specify  whence  such  Funds  shall  be  derived,  they  may  state  their  Belief  that  Support  from 
the  Consolidated  Fund  would  be  most  generally  popular.  That  they  regard  the  Allocation  of 
Funds  from  the  Poor  Rate  as  objectionable,  tending  as  it  would  to  a Connexion  of  the 
Medical  Charities  with  a faulty  System;  and  that  they  strongly  incline  to  having  the  Funds 
still  raised  by  Presentment,  more  especially  if  County  Rate  should  eventually  be  so  modi- 
fied that  it  should  not  press  exclusively  upon  the  occupying  Tenant.  . _ 

That  they  are  decidedly  opposed  to  the  Connexion  of  the  Medical  Charities  with  the  Poor 
Law  Department,  inasmuch  as  the  Poor  Law  has  already  been  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory 
in  its  Operation,  the  Expense  incurred  being  greatly  disproportioned  to  the  Relief  afforded. 
The  Existence  of  most  serious  Irregularities  in  the  Administration  of  that  Law  has  also  been 
already  established ; and  they  deem  it  particularly  desirable  to  preserve  the  industrious  Poor 
from  the  contaminating  Influence  of  trusting  for  Relief  in  Sickness  to  Funds  raised  for  the 
Support  of  the  destitute,  and  administered  on  a Principle  inapplicable  to  small  Landholders, 
Tradesmen,  and  Labourers  in  Ireland.  _ . . 

That  they  deem  it  necessary  emphatically  to  express  their  strong  Conviction  of  the  r ro- 
priety  of  encouraging  the  Irish  Public  to  subscribe  towards  the  Support  of  the  Medical 
’ Charities ; and  thus,  while  they  preserve  an  important  Link  of  Connexion  between  the  Ric 
and  Poor,  to  continue  the  Direction  and  Patronage  of  these  Institutions  in  the  Hands  ot 
those  who  have  already  proved  their  Anxiety  for  their  Welfare,  and  who.  have  acquired, 
under  the  Sanction  of  Acts  of  Parliament,  an  Interest  as  Trustees  in  the  Direction  ot  sue 
Establishments.  . . , 

That  they  regard  with  considerable  Suspicion  the  Proposition  to  transfer  the  general 
Management  and  Patronage  of  the  Medical  Charities  from  the  present  governors,  or

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from  the  Class  to  wMcli  tliay  belong,  to  any  otlier  Body,  and  would  equally  deprecate  a 
further  Concentration  of  Influence  in  the  Hands  of  the  Executive,  in  reference  to  these 
Institutions,  as  they  would  also  disapprove  of  subjecting  them  to  the  disturbing  Influence  of 
popidar  Election  through  the  Medium  of  the  Poor  Laws.  ■ TT 

That  your  Petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray,  That  your  Eight  Honourable  House 
may  be  pleased  to  order  that  this  Petition  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Keport  of  the 
Committee,  in  order  that  the  Opinions  of  a Body  well  acquainted  with  the 
Subject  under  Inquiry  may  be  submitted  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Members 
of  your  Eight  Honourable  House,  to  aid  them  in  legislating  upon  the  best  and 
surest  Foundations  on  this  important  Subject.

That  Dispensary  Districts  should  be  accurately  defined,  and  District  Hospitals  (where 
necessary)  be  created  by  order  of  the  central  Board,  and  the  Government  of  them  intrusted 
to  a Committee  composed  of  the  neighbouring  Magistrates  and  respectable  Eate-payers. 

That  the  Salaries  of  Dispensary  Surgeons  should  be  regulated  by  Act  of  Parliament ; 
that  they  should  receive  a retiring  Allowance  or  Annuity,  when  entitled  thereto  by  Length 
of  Service ; and  that  the  vested  Eights  of  the  existing  Officers  of  the  Medical  Chanties 
should  be  preserved  inviolate.  , .

The  Petition  unanimously  adopted  at  a Meeting  of  the  Medical  Attendants  of 
the  Infirmaries,  Fever  Hospitals,  and  Dispensaries  of  the  King’s  .County, 
Queen’s  County,  and  County  of  Tipperary,  held  pursuant  to  Eequisition  at 
Eoscrea,  29th  March  1846, 

Humbly  showeth,  . , . , , , 

That  your  Petitioners  assure  your  Eight  Honourable  House  that  a very  considerable 
Amount  of  Medical  Eelief  has  been  for  a long  Period  available  for  the  Poor  of  Ireland,  but 
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your  Petitioners  are  of  opinion  tliat  the  Arrangements  for  that  Purpose  are  susceptible  of 
considerable  Improvement. 

The  most  important  of  these  Improvements,  in  the  Opinion  of  your  Petitioners,  would  be 
such  an  Amendment  of  the  Law  as  would  provide  Funds  for  the  Establishment  and  Support 
of  Fever  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  in  every  Locality  in  which  it  may  be  ascertained  that 
such  are  required,  without  having-  the  Existence  of  such  Institutions  absolutely  dependent 
upon  voluntary  Contributions. 

That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  your  Petitioners  that  the  general  Efficiency  which  they 
anxiously  desire  to  see  established  in  the  Operation  of  the  Medical  Charities  is  not  to  be 
expected  unless  Provision  be  made  for  the  Appointment  of  a sufficient  Number  of  Inspectors 
to  examine  into  the  Condition  of  the  several  Institutions,  report  upon  them,  scrutinize  their 
Estimates,  aid  local  Boards,  and  condense  general  Medical  Statistics  for  public.  Purposes. 

That  your  Petitioners  earnestly  pray  your  Bight  Honourable  House  to  discourage  the 
Distribution  of  such  Offices  as  mere  Objects  of  Patronage ; and  entreat  that  none  may  be 
appointed  to  them  who  do  not  enjoy  the  Kespect,  Esteem,  and  Confidence  of  the  Members 
of  the  Medical  Profession  in  general. 

That,  opposed  as  your  Petitioners  most  decidedly  are  to  any  Connexion  between  the 
Medical  Charities  and  the  Poor  Law  Department,  they  would  consider  the  Poor  Kate  one 
of  the  least  desirable  Sources  from.  Avhich  Funds  should  be  derived.  They  have  no  Doubt 
that  the  Maintenance  of  the  Charities  from  the  Consolidated  Fund  would  be  considered  a 
great  Boon  in  Ireland,  and  only  a just  Instalment  towards  Compensation  for  the  Protection 
withdrawn  from  Irish  Agriculture  ; but  they  respectfully  suggest  that  a simple  Amendment 
of  the  present  Laws  and  Arrangements,  by  which  Grand  Juries  should  be  empowered  to 
present  the  required  Funds,  irrespective  of  Subscriptions,  would  go.  far  towards  the  Correc- 
tion of  existing  Evils,  as  your  Petitioners  look  forward  to  a more  equitable  Distribution  of  the 
Burden  of  the  County  "Bate,  so  as  to  diffuse  the  Pressure  more  equitably  amongst  all 
Classes.  . 

That  your  Petitioners  trust  to  the  Wisdom  of  your  Bight  Honourable  House  for  main- 
taining the  important  Distinction  between  Belief  under  the  Poor  Law  intended  for  the 
destitute  only,  and  that  extended,  under  a properly  regulated  Liberality,  to  the  independent 
Labourer,  Artizan,  and  small  Landholder  through  the  Medical  Charities  as  at  present 
constituted  in  Ireland. 

That  your  Petitioners  pray  your  Bight  Honourable  Plouse  to  withhold  your  Sanction 
from  any  Measure  calculated  to  discourage  a Continuance  of  voluntary  Contributions  in  aid 
of  Medical  Charities,  a Consequence  which  would  necessarily  result  from  the  Appointment, 
except  in  Cases  of  absolute  Necessity,  of  ex-officio  Boards  of  Governors  from  amongst  a 
Class  who  are  at  present  mosft  generally  Governors  by  Subscription.  Subscriptions  having 
hitherto  proved  a most  valuable  Auxiliary,  having  tended  towards  extending  the  P opularity 
of  the  existing  Institutions  and  diffusing  their  Benefits,  should,  in  the  Opinion,  of  your  P eti- 
tioners,  be  earnestly  encouraged,  which  may  be  best  effected  by  fixing  the  minimum  Amount 
of  One  Guinea  for  Medical  Charities  of  all  Classes. 

Your  Petitioners  forbear  trespassing  upon  your  Bight  Honourable  House  with  further 
Explanations  or  Details,  and  humbly  pray, — 

That  the  Principles  herein  expressed,  which  their  Experience  has  taught  to.  be 
important,  may  receive  due  Consideration  in  the  Deliberation  of  your  Bight 
Honourable  House,  and  of  the  Committee  now  inquiring  into  the  Operation 
of  the  Medical  Charities  of  Ireland.

That  your  Petitioners  beg  respectfully  to  lay  before  your  Honourable  House  a few 
of  the  many  Grievances  under  which  the  Medical  Profession  of  Ireland  at  present 

Medical  Men  are  constantly  summoned  by  the  Crown  to  give  professional  Evidence  at 
Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions,  for  which  they  receive  little  or  no  Remuneration. 

Medical  Men  are  constantly  obliged  to  attend  as  Witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  in 
Courts  of  Assize,  on  which  Occasions  their  Fees  seldom  half  pay  the  mere  Expenses  that 
they  thus  incur,  being  exclusive  of  the  Loss  which  an  Absence  from  Home,  occasionally 
of  Weeks  Duration,  necessarily  entails,  by  withdrawing  them  from  the  Sphere  of  their 
Practice. 

Medical  Men  are  frequently  called  on  by  Magistrates  and  P olice  . Officers  to  institute 
critical  Examinations  in  Cases  of  Rape,  Poisoning,  Battery,  &c.,  involving  the  Reputation, 
Liberty,  and  Life  of  a Fellow  Creature,  for  which  they  receive  no  Remuneration. 

Medical  Men  are  also  summoned  by  Magistrates  and  Constabulary  Officers  before  Courts 
of  Petty  Sessions,  frequently  in  consequence  of  the  above  Examinations.  For  their  pro- 
fessional Services  in  the  Courts  they  derive  no  Remuneration. 

In  Coroners  Courts,  the  Fees  to  Medical  Men  are  small,  and  not  payable  for  One 
Year.  They  pass  through  Channels  so  complex  as  to  render  them  occasionally  not  available 
at  all.  . T . 

The  Law  requires  a Medical  Certificate  in  order  to  obtain  the  Admission  of  a Lunatic 
into  an  Asylum,  but  awards  no  Remuneration  to  the  Medical  Man  giving  the  Certificate. 

The  Constabulary  Force  (Officers  as  well  as  Men)  receive  Medical  and  Surgical 
Attendance,  Medicines  included,  for  Gel.  per  Month  for  each  Man ; a Government  A ow- 
ance  which  must  strike  your  Honourable  House  as  miserable  indeed.  . , 

The  Government  Fee  given  to  a Civilian  Medical  Man  for  inspecting  a Recruit  for  the 
Army,  Navy,  or  Coast  Guard  Departments  amounts  only  to  2s.  Gel.,  sometimes  to  Is.;  a 
Half  Crown  is  also  the  Fee  allowed  to  a Medical  Man  for  an  Attendance,  no  matter  of  wliat 
Duration,  on  one  of  the  Military  when  sick ; a Pittance  which  in  the  Majority  of  Cases 
leaves  the  professional  Man  out  of  Pocket  at  the  End  of  his  Attendance. 
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Your  Petitioners  would  respectfully  observe,  that  the  Medical  Profession,  a Body  pro- 
verbial for  the  Extent  of  its  charitable  Liberality,  is  the  only  one  whose  professional 
Services  are  thus  taken  without  Remuneration;  and  your  Petitioners  confidently  hope  that 
their  Case  has  Justice  so  strongly  on  its  Side  as  to  ensure  for  it  your  Lordships  favourable 
Consideration;  and  they  humbly  pray  that  the  Medical  Men  of  Ireland  may  at  least  be 
put  on  Equality  with  their  Brethren  of  the  Sister  Kingdom  m these  Particulars  and  that 
these  Disabilities,  so  long  and  severely  felt,  will  receive  Redress,  either  m any  Bill  that  may 
come  before  your  Honourable  House  this  Session  in  reference  to  the  Medical  Chanties 
of  Ireland,  or  through  such  other  Channel  as  to  your  Right  Honourable  House  shall 
seem  fit.

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Physicians  and  Surgeons  connected  with  the 
Medical  Institutions  of  the  County  Donegal, 

Most  humbly  showeth,  _ 

• That  Petitioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  present  Mode  of  supporting  the  Medical  Insti- 
tutions of  Ireland  by  voluntary  Subscriptions  and  Grand  Jury  Presentments  is  quite 
inadequate  and  uncertain,  and  is  not  such  as  to  supply  the  Wants  of  the  sick  Poor;  and 
that  they  deem  it  highly  advisable  that  the  Medical  Charities  be  in  part  or  altogether 
supported  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund,  and  if  only  in  part  the  Remainder  by  compulsory 
Assessment.  . 

That  the  Management  of  Medical  Institutions  should  be  vested  in  local  Boards,  subject 
to  the  Control  of  a Medical  Board  in  Dublin  in  connexion  with  the  Government,  the 
local  Boards  to  consist  of  the  resident  Magistrates,  One  Clergyman  of  each  Denomination 
residing  in  the  District,  and  all  such  as  shall  hereafter  pay  an  annual  Subscription  of  Two 
Pounds  Two  Shillings ; such  Board  to  have  the  Appointment  of  the  Medical  Officers  and 
the  Management  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Institution. 

That  an  efficient  System  of  Inspection  of  all  Medical  Institutions  is  most  desirable ; and 
that  a professional  Gentleman  of  high  Standing,  being  a Physician  and  Surgeon,  should  be 
appointed  in  each  Province. 

That  it  is  desirable  that  the  County  be  divided  into  Dispensary  Districts  of  a certain 
Area  and  Population,  to  be  defined  by  the  central  Board,  every  Medical  Superintendent  or 
which  should  have  a minimum  Salary  of  100/.  a Year,'  the  same  to  increase  as  the  central 
Board  shall  deem  necessary ; and  that  a fixed  Superannuation  be  granted  to  every  Medical 
Officer,  according  to  his  Length  of  Service,  when  deemed  incapable  by  the  central  Board 
of  further  Duty.  . 
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That  in  every  Dispensary  District  there  should  he  a small  Fever  Hospital,  with  a 
Surgical  Ward  and  Dispensary  attached,  and  that  the  present  Medical  Superintendence  be 
continued. 

That  it  should  be  the  Duty  of  the  central  Medical  Board,  upon  Examination  of  the 
Appointment  of  Medical  Officers  as  made  by  the  local  Board,  to  confirm  or  reject  the 
same,  and  to  have  full  Power  of  Inspection,  calling  for  Returns,  directing  Forms  of  Registry, 
and  holding  Investigations  in  Cases  of  Complaint  or  Grievance. 

That  Petitioners  pray,  That  in  any  legislative  Enactment  which  maybe  made  for  the 
future  Regulation  and  Support  of  the  Medical  Institutions  of  Ireland  these 
Provisions  may  be  introduced  and  embodied.

That  your  Petitioners,  in  the  Performance  of  their  Duties  as  Guardians  ot  the  said 
Union,  have  imposed  heavy  Rates  upon  the  Occupiers  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  through- 
out the  said  Union,  which  Rates  amount  in  the  present  Year  to  Ten-pence  in  the  Pound  m 
some  Instances,  upon  a Valuation  greatly  exceeding  that  made  by  the  Government,  which, 
together  with  an  extravagant  County  Cess  levied  twice  in  the  Year,  form  a burdensome 
and  oppressive  Charge  upon  the  People  of  this  Union;  and  those  Assessments  have  been 
collected  under  great  Embarrassments  and  Difficulties. 

But,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  Rates  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Paupers,  and  an  expen- 
sive Establishment,  your  Petitioners  have  now  been  required  to  pay  the  Loan  Commis- 
sioners within  a short  Period  the  Sum  of  464/.,  being  Part  of  a Sum  of  6,600/.  paid  Irom 
the  Treasury  for  building  the  Workhouse.  _ , 

Those  yearly  Sums  if  compulsorily  raised  will  create  a large  Addition  to  the  Bui  ens 
already  so  severely  felt  by  the  Population,  and  cannot  fail  of  producing  a sermus  Amount  o 
Discontent  with  the  whole  System  of  the  Poor  Law  in  Ireland,  your  Petitioners  emg 
of  opinion  that  the  Rate -payers  sustained  their  former  Burdens  under  the  Hope  that  they 
should  not  be  called  upon  for  Payment  of  the  Building  Expenses.  . 

Your  Petitioners  have  good  Reason  to  believe  that  a System  of  local  Taxation  so  onerous 
as  here  described  will,  if  persevered  in,  compel  many  of  the  Rate-payers  in  severa  nions 
to  resist  the  Payment  of  said  Rates,  and  particularly  as  they  have  been  already  su  jec  o 
(.24.— App.)  4 0 4 the 
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the  Payment  of  various  anti  large  Sum's'  expended  in  Eepairs  and  Alterations  consequent  on 
the  imperfect  Manner  in  which  the  Workhouse  was  originally  constructed. 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  pray.  That  your  Lordships  may  dnect  the  Payment  of 
the  aforesaid  Sums  to  be  taken  from  the  Consolidated  Inmd ; and  your  Peti- 
tioners ask  this  Boon  on  the  Ground  of  the  great  Superiority  of  W ealth  m the 
Sister  Country,  and  the  Millions  annually  remitted  from  Ireland  to  Absentee 
Proprietors,  which  Sums  being  spent  in  the  Sister  Country  greatly  increases 
the  Poverty  of  the  People  of  Ireland.

That  Petitioners,  being  fully  convinced  of  the  Utility  and  moral  Justice  of  making 
alefral  Provision  for  the  Poor,  yet  give  it  as  their  deliberate  Opinion  that  the  Law  enacted 
specially  for  that  Purpose  does  in  many  respects  require  Amendment,  m order  to  adapt  it 
to  the  Circumstances  of  this  Country.  _ _ . . 

Without  o-oino-  into  a general  Question  of  Unfitness,  Petitioners  will  m the  piesent 
Instance  confine  themselves  to  that  Portion  of  the  Statute  which  guides  the  I rmciple  of 
Taxation,  convinced  of  their  Ability  to  show  that  the  System  of  separating.  Poor  Law 
Unions  into  Electoral  Divisions,  for  the  express  Purpose  of  distinct  Taxation,  is  in  severa 
Localities  unjust  and  unequal  in  operation,  and  most  particularly  so  as  regards  the  Electoral 
Division  of  Kilkenny.  ...  . v . „ , 

That  the  System  is  productive  of  Discord  and  Contention  m the  Administration  of  the 
Law,  and  is  the  Cause  of  Inefficiency  and  Inoperativeness  m the  mam  Object  of  the 
Measure,  the  Belief  of  the  destitute  Poor.  . , . ..  , . , 

' Petitioners,  instead  of  dwelling  on  general  Assertions,  beg  leave  to  establish  by  I acts 
their  Objections  to  the  Irregularity  of  Taxation  in  the  Kilkenny  Poor  Law  Union,  against 
which  Petitioners  have  such  ample  Cause  of  Complaints.  . . „ 

The  Poor  Law  Union  of  Kilkenny  comprehends  Twenty-two  Electoral  Divisions,  of 
which  the  County  of  the  City  of  Kilkenny,  being  the  ancient  City  with  its  Liberties, 

f01Sbcenthe  opening  of  the  Poorhouse  in  this  Union  Five  Bates  have  been  fixed  by  the 
Guardians  for  its  Maintenance.  , _ , 1 , 

The  first  Bate  amounted  to  Seven-pence  Halfpenny  m the  Pound,  and  was  general 
over  the  Union.  , _ . . . „ Tr.n 

The  Second  was  Ten-pence  in  the  Pound  on  the  Electoral  Division  of  Kilkenny,  while 
the  Average  on  the  rural  Districts  beyond  its  Limits  amounted  only  to  Three-pence. 

The  Third  Kate  was  the  same  as  the  Second  in  both  Cases,  and  the  Fourth  Bate  was 
also  alike  on  the  Town  and  Country  Districts. 

The  Fifth  Bate,  not  yet  collected,  has  been  struck  at  One  Shilling  and  Three-pence  m 
the  Pound  on  Kilkenny  and  its  Liberties,  with  an  Average  at  the  highest  of  One  Ihud 
that  Sum  on  the  rural  Portion  of  the  Union.  . . . 

In  making  this  undeniable  Statement  of  disproportionate,  rating,  Petitioners  have  to 
notice  that  when  forming  the  Calculation  of  Three-pence  in  the  Pound  for  the  rural 
Divisions  of  the  Kilkenny  Union,  in  contrast  with  Ten-pence  for  the  Town  District,  the 
whole  Property  of  the  Union  has  been  taken  into  account,  whereas  in  point  of  fact  many  of 
the  rural  Divisions  were  untaxed  altogether,  and  contributed  nothing  to  the  Provision  01 

To  elucidate  the  erroneous  and  injudicious  Nature  of  this  partial  Mode  of  Taxation  Peti* 
tioners  beg  to  offer  an  Observation  or  Two  on  the  Subject. 

Had  it  been  legal  to  equalize  the  Tax  over  the  Union  of  Kilkenny,  the  low  general  Kate 
of  Three-pence  in  the  Pound  would  have  been  sufficient  to  cover  the  Amount  to  be 
assessed,  instead  of  Ten-pence  and  Three-pence  for  the  Town  and  rural  Districts  respec- 

tlVAn’(l  again,  had  it  been  legal  to  distribute  the  rating  over  the  Union  at  largo,  instead  of 
adopting  separate  Proportions  for  each,  there  would  have  been  an  Addition  on  all  Bate- 
payers  collectively  of  only  One  Penny  in  the  Pound  between  Landlord  and  Tenant,  or  Une 
Halfpenny  on  each,  while  the  well-grounded  Discontent  of  Petitioners  against  the  unequal 
Pressure  upon  them  would  not  exist.  . . , 

Exclusive  of  the  financial  Injustice  of  the  present  System  of  rating,  as  Petitioners,  have 
here  set  forth,  the  Burden  borne  by  the  Bate-payers  of  the  Kilkenny  Electoral  Division  is 
aggravated  by  other  Circumstances  with  which  they  have  good  Beason  to  find  Fault.  . 

Preparatory  to  the  Introduction  of  the  Poor  Law,  strong  Objections  were  made  against 
the  narrow  Limits  to  which  the  Electoral  Division  of  Kilkenny  was  about  to  be  circum- 
scribed; 
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scribed;  notwithstanding  the  Remonstrance  then  preferred,  the  Allotment  was  persevered 
in.  By  this  Proceeding  the  Pauper  Population,  who  had  previously  derived,  their  Support 
out  of  a District  of  from  Six  to  Eight  Miles  around  Kilkenny,  had  their  Claim  for  legal 
Maintenance  confined  to  the  limited  Space  occupied  by  the  City  Liberties  of  Kilkenny 

For  some  Years  previous  to  the  Enactment  of  the  Poor  Law  Statute,  the  Clearance  of 
Estates  by  Landlords  not  in  the  County  of  Kilkenny,  but  in  contiguous  Counties,  either 
for  the  Purpose  of  condensing  Farms  or  from  political  Motives,  was  extensively  put  in 
practice.  The  Families  thus  deprived  of*  their  agricultural  Occupations  were  compelled  to 
congregate  into  the  Towns,  to  seek  the  most  miserable  Asylums,  and  to  depend  chiefly  upon 
Mendicancy  for  their  Subsistence.  Of  these  Kilkenny  had  more  than  its  Proportion. 
Persons  of  this  Class  thus  became  legally  fixed  on  a limited  Locality,  without  even  having 
contributed  by  their  Industry  to  the  Prosperity  of  their  Place  of  Refuge. 

In  substantiation  of  the  above  Statement  Petitioners  will  adduce  the  Fact,  that  in  the 
Poorhouse  of  the  Kilkenny  Union  there  are  at  present  Sixty  Paupers,  whose  Maintenance 
amounts  annually  to  Seven  hundred  Pounds,  who  have  no  Claim  on  the  Rate-payers  of.  the 
Kilkenny  Electoral  Division,  either  by  Birth,  long  Residence,  or  industrial  Contribution ; 
and  Petitioners  strongly  urge  on  your  Lordships  Sense  of  Justice,  that  were  the  Support  of 
these  Sixty  Paupers  derived  from  the  Districts  whence  they  migrated  to  Kilkenny,  the. Rate- 
payers of  that  Division  would  have  to  pay  a Rate  of  not  more  than  Four-pence  in  the 
Pound,  in  lieu  of  the  unequal  Tax  that  presses  so  heavily  upon  them.  . 

In  addition  to  the  Evils  arising  from  the  Plan  of  separate  divisional  Taxation  which 
especially  affect  Petitioners,  and  which  they  have  hereby  established,  and  affecting  likewise 
many  Localities  similarly  circumstanced,  there  exist  others  springing  from  the  same  Source, 
of  a more  general  Nature,  and  which  Petitioners  now  beg  to  refer  to.  . 

It  appears  to  Petitioners  to  have  been  the  Intention  of  the  Legislature,  when  framing 
the  Law  of  compulsory  Provision  for  the  Poor,  that  the  non-resident  or  Absentee  Pro- 
prietors of  Estates  in  Ireland  should  bear  their  Share  of  the  necessary  Taxation,  seeing  that 
in  all  other  respects  the  Income  of  such  Proprietors  of  Land  escapes  Taxation  of  every 

^Tlhe^'artial  Mode  of  rating  complained  of  by  Petitioners,  whenever  the  rural  Divisions 
of  a Poor  Law  Union  are  exempt  from  Rate,  as  has  been  shown  to  be  the  Case,  the 
Absentee  Property  is  untaxed  even  to  assist  in  supporting  the  Pauper  Population ; and  this 
Exemption  is  the  more  unequivocally  unjust  because  the  Evil  of  Absenteeism  is  a mam 
Cause  of  the  extreme  Poverty  which  prevails  in  Ireland  to  an  Extent  beyond  any  other 

In  the  Opinion  of  Petitioners  the  existing  Principle  of  separate  Taxation  is  the  fruitful 
Cause  of  Discord  and  petty  Rivalry  in  the  Administration  of  the  Law,  which  should  be 
carried  into  operation  in  a contrary  Spirit.  . » 

The  main  Endeavour  of  the  Guardians  in  their  Board  Room  is,  and  from  the  Necessity  ot 
their  Position  must  be,  to  shift  the  Claims  of  Paupers  from  the  particular  Division  each  is 
chosen  to  represent.  „ _ . . . ..  ,, 

And  if  it  be  added  that  the  Claims  of  Applicants  for  Relief  rest  principally  on  the 
Statements  of  the  Paupers  themselves,  it  will  be  understood  how  it  is  that  erroneous  Deci- 
sions are  often  made,  and  total  Rejection  frequently  happens,  even  when  extremest  Need 

It  was  naturally  to  have  been  expected,  that  when  a House  of  Refuge  for  the  destitute 
was  established  the  national  Calamity  of  Mendicancy  would.have  been  abated,  it  not 
abolished;  the  contrary  is,  however,  the  Fact.  Since  the  opening  of  the  Kilkenny  Poor- 
house  the  Throng  of  Mendicants  to  be  seen  daily  in  the  Streets  of  the  Borough  has 
multiplied  considerably,  Three  Fourths  of  these  being  Strangers  to  the  Locality,  lhat  the 
same  is  to  be  met  with  in  all  other  large  Towns  throughout  Ireland  is  almost  beyond 

The' Influx  of  Mendicants  here  objected  to  Petitioners  assert  is  attributable  to  the  same 
Cause  which  has  engendered  the  other  Evils  complained  of.  It  arises  from  the  Eagerness 
of  the  rural  Districts  to  rid  themselves  of  all  possible  Claim  from  Paupers,  and  the  con- 
sequent Necessity  on  the  Part  of  those  Paupers  to  screen  themselves  for  a 1 enod  m the 
Town  Portions  of  the  Union,  there  to  subsist  by  Mendicancy  until  they  can  ultimately 
establish  their  Claim  for  legal  Subsistence,  or  otherwise  emigrate  from  Town  to  lown  as 

Petitioners  are  aware  that  the  Evils  set  forth  by  them  as  resulting  from  unequal 
Taxation  were  foreseen  by  the  Legislature,  and  a Remedy  proposed  m the  Poor  Paw 
Statute  itself.  This  Remedy,  however,  has  remained,  and  must  remain,  a dead  Letter,  as 
it  is  not  in  the  Nature  of  Things  the  Guardians  will  ever  agree  to  pay  a lax  themselves 
which  they  can  compel  others  to  pay  for  them,  of  which  the  Electoral  Division  of  Kilkenny 
is  a very  cogent  Instance.  . . , , , , 

Petitioners  having,  as  they  conceive,  established  the  Propositions  undertaken  to  .be 
proved,  namely,  the  Inequality  and  Injustice  of  the  Mode  of  Taxation  undei  ie  exising 
Poor  Law  Act,  in  relation  to  the  Kilkenny  Division,  and  applicable  to  other  Localities ; 
having  shown  this  System  of  Taxation  to  he  productive  of  Discord  and  petty  Disagreements 
amongst  the  Dispensers  of  the  Law,  and  in  opposition  to  the  Spirit  of  sai  aw,  j 
to  the  Interests  of  the  Poor,  and  to  a Degree  creative  of  Pauperism;  Petitioners  very 
respectfully  suggest  the  Remedy  which  to  them  appears  the  most  effectual; 

(24.— App.)  4P 
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With  this  view  Petitioners  beg  to  say,  that  if  in  the  original  Construction  of  the  Poor 
Law  Act  it  had  been  provided  that  the  Paupers  of  such  District  were  to  be  placed  for 
support  on  the  Place  of  their  Besidence,  the  Enactment  as  it  now  stands  would  not  be 
liable  to  Objection  to  the  same  Extent  Petitioners  have  proved  it  to  merit.  But  that  now, 
when  by  the  Operation  of  the  Law  itself  the  Pauper  Population  has  been  rendered  migratory, 
instead  of  having  been  specially  located,  the  Bemedy  for  the  Mischief  pointed  out  offers 
itself  without  much  Difficulty. 

Dividing  the  Country  into  Unions  of  Neighbourhood,  as  now  provided  for,  with  the  view 
of  centralizing  the  Management  of  the  Poorhouses,  and  the  Funds  raised  for  their 
Support,  is  of  obvious  Utility.  But  to  the  Apprehension  of  Petitioners  a general 
Taxation  of  each  Union,  in  preference  to  a separate  Bate  for  separate  Portions,  is  now 
absolutely  necessary. 

This  general  Taxation  will  remove  the  existing  Cause  of  local  Complaints,  against 
Injustice  and  Apprehensiveness,  will  take  away  tne  Incentive  to  Disagreement  arising  from 
the  separate  Interests  of  individual  Guardians,  will  substitute  Unanimity  of  Purpose  in  the 
Dispensation  of  the  Law,  and  produce  beneficial  Effects  to  the  Bate-payers  and  to  the 
Poor. 

Petitioners  therefore  pray.  That  in  any  contemplated  Alteration  of  the  Law  for  the 
Belief  of  the  Poor  in  Ireland  your  Lordships  will  please  to  use  the  Influence 
of  your  high  Station  to  the  Effect  that  the  Statement  of  Petitioners,  and 
Suggestions  offered  by  them,  may  be  favourably  attended  to.

To  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  Parliament 
assembled. 

The  Petition  of  the  undersigned  Householders  and  Bate-payers  of  the  Parish  of 
Bingagonah  in  the  County  of  Waterford, 

Humbly  showeth. 

That  yoiu-  Lordships  Petitioners  are  deeply  impressed  with  a Sense  of  the  Injustice  of 
the  unequal  Pressure  of  the  Bate  for  the  Support  of  the  destitute  Poor  in  Ireland,  con- 
stituted as  it  is  at  present. 

That  the  present  System  of  apportioning  the  Bates  on  the  different  Electoral  Divisions 
is  calculated  in  many  Instances  to  remove  the  great  Burden  of  Taxation  from  the  Bich.to 
the  Poor,  more  especially  in  those  Districts  which  consist  almost  exclusively  of  extensive 
Proprietors  occupying  large  Tracts  of  Lands,  in  which  are  few  or  perhaps  no  Paupers, 
consequently  no  Bates  to  pay;  whereas  in  Parishes  much  subdivided  into  small  Farms, 
and  containing  a dense  Population,  the  Number  of  Paupers  is  necessarily  great,  and  the 
Bate  proportionally  high. 

That  it  holds  out  an  Inducement  to  bad  Landlords  in  rural  Districts  not  associated  with 
Towns  to  disincumber  their  Estate  of  all  Pauper  Tenants,  seeing  that  such  Persons 
almost  invariably  flock  into  the  nearest  Towns  in  search  of  Lodging,  Employment,  or  Alms, 
and  that  a few  Months  Besidence  therein  constitutes  Settlement  as  by  Law  required, 
whereby  such  Landlords  are  exonerated  altogether  from  any  Share  in  their  Support,  and 
the  Bate  upon  such  Town  Divisions  becomes  frequently  Treble  in  Amount  of  the  Charge 
upon  the  rural  Districts, 

That  your  Lordships  Petitioners,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  Grievance,  which 
bear’s  very  heavily  upon  them,  have  further  to  complain,  that  after  having  provided  for  the 
Support  of  their  own  Poor,  which  they  endeavour  to  do  by  local  Subscriptions  in  Seasons 
of  great  Distress,  and  providing  Employment  for  such  as  are  able  to  work,  to  prevent 
their  becoming  an  Incumbrance  upon  the  Union,  are  required  to  contribute  to  the 
Support  of  the  Poor  of  an  adjoining  Parish,  situated  in  a different  Barony,  with  which 
your  Lordships  Petitioners  happen  to  be  associated  to  constitute  an  Electoral  Division. 

That  by  the  Adoption  of  such  Measures  there  is  but  One  Pauper  from  your  Petitioners 
Parish  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  notwithstanding  all  the  Distress  which  prevails,  and  that 
many  Families  around  are  in  want  of  the  mere  Necessaries  of  Life.  Still  that  your  Lord- 
ships  Petitioners  have  to  complain  that  they  are  taxed  for  the  Support  of  upwards  of  Two 
hundred  Individuals  belonging  to  the  Parish  of  Dungarvan,  which  forms  Part  of  the  same 
Electoral  Division. 

That  your  Petitioners  are  perfectly  aware  of  the  Inability  of  certain  populous  Districts, 
particularly  Towns,  to  maintain  their  own  Poor ; but  consider  it  very  unjust  that  One  or 
more  of  the  adjoining  rural  Parishes  should  be  associated  with  such  Towns  to  constitute 
an  Electoral  Division,  while  all  the  other  Parishes  of  the  same  Union  are  exempted. 

That  the  present  System  of  apportioning  the  Bate  on  the  different  Electoral  Divisions, 
so  far  from  carrying  out  the  Object  for  which  such  Bate  was  intended,  will  be  the 

Means, 
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Means,  if  persevered  in,  of  pauperizing  tliis  whole  Parish,  and  many  others  similarly 
circumstanced,  by  placing  on  them  a Taxation  they  are  unable  to  bear. 

That  your  Lordships  Petitioners  therefore  pray  for  such  an  Alteration  in  the  Laws 
as  will  equalize  the  Rate  throughout  the  whole  Union,  by.  which  Means  it 
will  become  the  Interest  as  well  as  the  bounden  Duty  of  every  Landed  Pro- 
prietor, particularly  in  the  rural  Districts,  to  provide  Employment  for  the 
Poor  of  his  own  immediate  Neighbourhood,  or  to  contribute  his  just  Proportion 
of  Rate  towards  their  Maintenance  and  Support  in  the  Union  Workhouse. 

And  your  Lordships  Petitioners  will  every  pray.

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  Petition  of  the  Rate-payers  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  Saint  Peter’s,  East 
and  West  Wards,  the  Division  of  Saint  Mary’s,  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
Drogheda  Poor  Law  Union, 

Most  respectfully  showeth. 

That  they  most  respectfully  solicit  the  Attention  and  Consideration  of  your  Honourable 
House  to  this  their  Petition,  praying  that  an  uniform  Rate  be  levied  throughout  the  several 
Districts  of  each  Union,  in  proportion  to  the  Cost  incurred  in  the  Maintenance  of  the 
destitute  in  such  Union. 

- Your  Petitioners  do  so  with  the  more  Confidence  because  they  believe  that  it  was  the 
Intention  of  the  Legislature,  in  enacting  the  rating  Provisions  of  the  present  Poor  Law, 
to  confer  Advantages  on  such  Divisions  as.  might  be  supposed  to  afford  most  Employment 
to  the  Poor,  and  thereby  diminish  the  Number  of  destitute  to  be  maintained  in  that 
District  at  the  public  Charge ; whereas  the  Experience  obtained  under  the  working  of  the 
Poor  Law  now  clearly  shows  that  the  Divisions  paying  least  possess  that  Advantage, 
because  so  little  Employment  is  given  that  all  Poor  inclined  to  support  themselves  by  their 
own  Labour  are  induced,  or  rather  compelled,  to  crowd  into  the  Towns,  where  the  Chances 
of  procuring  Employment  are  more  in  their  Favour. 

To  illustrate  this  to  your  Honourable  House,  your  Petitioners  beg  leave  to  state  a few 
Pacts  relative  to  this  Union,  believing  they  will  be  found  somewhat  similar  in  every  other 
Union  throughout  Ireland,  to  show  the  partial  and  oppressive  Operation  of  the  existing 
Poor  Law  within  this  District.  It  may  be  sufficient  to  state,  that  whilst  in  Ten  rural 
Electoral  Divisions  within  the  Union  there  have  been  but  Three  Rates  of  Five-pence 
each  in  the  Pound  struck,  in  the  Town  Districts  there  have  been  Five  Rates,  viz.  Two 
of  Five-pence  in  the  Pound  and  Three  of  Ten-pence  in  the  Pound,  and  on  the  last 
(24.— Apr.)  4 P 3 half- 
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half-yearly  Audit  in  September  last  Five  of  these  rural  Distracts  had  a Balance  m their 
Favour.  Further,  during  the  last  Half  Year  the  Tivo  Town  Divisions  paid  more  for  the 
Maintenance  of  their  Poor  than  all  the  other  Divisions  put  together  Further,  there  is  a 
great  Disproportion  in  the  Population  to  the  Number  of  Acres  and  to  the  Value  _ of  the 
Divisions  in  the  Town  and  rural  Districts;  to  illustrate  which,  Smut  Petoim  Division  has 
One  Inhabitant  to  every  Two  Pounds  in  Value,  and  One  Three  Fourth  Inhabitant  to  each 
Acre ; whilst  Julianstown  has  only  One  Inhabitant  to  Five  Pounds  Value,  and  One  Inhabi- 
to  each  Five  Acres;  and  such  Disproportion  exists  m all  the  rural  Elretoral  Divisions. 

One  chief  Cause  of  the  unequal  Pressure  of  the  Poor  Rates  arises  from  the  Tact,  that  of 
latter  Years  in  this  Country  it  has  been  the  constant  Practice  to  lay  down  m Pasture  and 
consolidate  Farms,  thus  rendering  unnecessary  the  large  Population  who  formerly  derived 
their  Support  from  the  Land,  and  who  thus,  having  no  other  Resource,  are  necessarily  driven 
into  Towns  for  Support,  and  Shelter.  T v „„„„„„ 

In  other  Districts,  in  which  large  Portions  of  the  Land  are  undo:  Tillage,  Labourers, 
increasing  as  they  do  beyond  the  Demand  for  their  Labour,  and  small  Farmers  and  Cottiers, 
who  through  Inability  to  pay  Rent  or  from  other  Causes  may  be  dispossessed  all  flock 
into  the  Town,  until  such  Time  as  the  Division  in  which  they  have  taken  up  then  Resi- 
dence may  become  liable  under  the  Act  for  their  future  Maintenance.  . 

The  Absence  of  sufficient  Employment,  therefore,  m the  rural  Districts,  imposes  an 
extremely  heavy  Tax  upon  the  Towns,  an  Evil  which  your  Petitioners  believe  can  only  be 
alleviated  by  an  uniform  Rate,  established  throughout  the  several  Districts  of  each  Union, 
which  in  this  Union  would  amount  only,  calculating  from  the  Rates  levied  from  the  opening 
of  the  House  to  the  present,  being  Five  Years,  to  Four-pence  Halfpenny  per  Annum  m the 

Pound  on  the  entire  Value  of  the  Union.  , . T,  , , , ,, 

Your  Petitioners  therefore  respectfully  solicit  your  Honourable  House  to  take  the 
Matter  into  your  Consideration,  with  a view  of  affording  the  desired  Reliet,  by 
an  Amendment  of  the  present  Law.

The  Petition  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  different  charitable  Institutions  in  the 
County  Donegal, 

Humbly  showeth, 

That  your  Petitioners  beg  respectfully  to  lay  before  your  Honourable  House  a few  of 
the  many  Grievances  under  which  the  Medical  Profession  of  Ireland  at  present  labours. 

Medical  Men  are  constantly  summoned  by  the  Crown  to  give  professional  Evidence  at 
Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions,  for  which  they  receive  little  or  no  Remuneration. 

Medical  Men  are  constantly  obliged  to  attend  as  Witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  in 
Courts  of  Assize,  on  which  Occasions  then'  Fees  seldom  half  pay  the  mere  Expenses  that 
they  thus  incur,  being  exclusive  of  the  Loss  which  Absence  from  Home  (occasionally  of 
Weeks  Duration)  necessarily  entails,  by  withdrawing  them  from  the  Sphere  of  their 
Practice. 

Medical  Men  are  frequently  called  on  by  Magistrates  and  Police  Officers  to  institute 
critical  Examinations  in  Cases  of  Rape,  Poisoning,  Battery,  &c.,  involving  the  Reputation, 
Liberty,  and  Life  of  a Fellow  Creature,  for  which  they  receive  no  Remuneration. 

Medical  Men  are  also  summoned  by  Magistrates  and  Constabulary  Officers  before  Courts 
of  Petty  Sessions,  frequently  in  consequence  of  the  above  Examinations.  For  their  pro- 
fessional Services  in  these  Courts  they  derive  no  Remuneration. 

In  Coroners  Courts  the  Fees  to  Medical  Men  are  small,  and  not  payable  for  One 
Year.  They  pass  through  Channels  so  complex  as  to  render  them  occasionally  not  available 
at  all. 

The  Law  requires  a Medical  Certificate  in  order  to  obtain  the  Admission  of  a Lunatic 
into  an  Asylum,  but  it  awards  no  Remuneration  to  the  Medical  Man  giving  the  Cer- 
tificate. 

The  Constabulary  Force  (Officers  as  well  as  Men)  receive  Medical  and  Surgical 
Attendance,  Medicines  included,  for  6d.  per  Month  for  each  Man ; a Government  Allow- 
ance which  must  strike  your  Honourable  House  as  being  miserable  indeed. 

The  Government  Fee  given  to  a Civilian  Medical  Man  for  inspecting  a Recruit  for  the 
Army,  Navy,  or  Coast  Guard  Departments,  amounts  only  to  2s.  6d.,  sometimes  to  Is.  A 
Half  Crown  is  also  the  Fee  allowed  to  a Medical  Man  for  an  Attendance,  no  matter  of  what 
Duration,  on  One  of  the  Military,  when  sick ; a Pittance  which  in  the  Majority  of  Cases 
leaves  the  professional  Man  out  of  Pocket  at  the  End  of  his  Attendance. 

Your  Petitioners  would  respectfully  observe,  that  the  Medical  Profession,  a Body  pro- 
verbial for  the  Extent  of  its  charitable  Liberality,  is  the  only  one  whose  professional  Services 
are  thus  taken  without  Remuneration.  And  your  Petitioners  confidently  hope  that  their 
Case  has  J ustice  so  strongly  on  its  Side,  as  to  insure  for  it  your  Lordships  favourable  Con- 
sideration ; and  they  humbly  pray  that  the  Medical  Men  of  Ireland  may.  at  least  be  put  on 
an  Equality  with  their  Brethren  of  the  Sister  Kingdom  in  these  Particulars,  and  that  these 
Disabilities,  so  long  and  so  severely  felt,  will  receive  Redress,  either  in  any  Bill  that  may 
come  before  your  Honourable  House  this  Session  in  reference  to  the  Medical  Charities  of 
Ireland,  or  through  such  other  Channel  as  to  your  Honourable  House  shall  seem  fit. 

And  your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray.

Building  has  been  most  injudiciously  constructed  as  regards  Sme,  Yentdahon  and  an 
alarming  Want  of  proper  ClassiScation  at  the  Female  Side,  the  most  abandoned  and 
vicious  of  the  Sex  being  necessarily  obliged  to  be  associated  with  the  virtuous  and  innocent, 
and  in  some  Instances  (to  many  of  Petitioners  Knowledge)- formerly  respectable  Persons. 

That  this  Petition  could  be  extended  to  a great  Length  were  Petitioners  to  specify  all 
the  Reasons  that  urge  them  to  apply  to  your  Honourable  House  for  this  small  Relief,  and
